— At length an 
arch boy, who, it appears, had uken a 
diflike to all foreigners, fiepped foftly be- 
hind the organifi, (for he carried bis organ 
upon bis biack) and crowded the barrel a 
little out of its wonted courfe, wherPJars, 
I'difcord and confufion inftantly enfued ; 
and the enraged Italian exclaimed, '' De 
dam boys /lop de veels r—'* Wheels !" 
vociferated an hundred voices, *• fo, Mr. 
Nitailag (for this was the organifl*s nai>)e, 
which fpetled backwards makes very good 
Eoglifh) all this* fine mufic is made by the 
turning of wheels." Laughing and jeer* 
ing on one fide, and applaufe and encour- 
agemeiit on the other, immediately fuc- 
ceeded ; ^nd tbe boys foon fell to wrang- 
ling on account of the poor Italian.

but it was contended that the man who car*

artift of great (kill ; but that it had now 
paffed into the hands of an inexperienced 
adventurer, who played upon it for mere 
rpeculation, who was an enemy of the in- 
ventar, and who, by his blunders, was in 
a fair way of ruining the machine.

WE underftand, that our fapient legif- 
lature ai Lancafler, after having determin- 
ed to profccute ih* impeachment of ih« 
jucges ot the fupreme court, find thcra- 
felves brought up by an infunuountable 
difficulty. Their own body is fo whoify 
dcftituie of talents that they cannot con « 
duft the bufinefs themfeives, and their 
caufe and credit are fo bad, that th^ can- 
not obtain afTiflance. Mr. Lewi^, Mr. 
Tilgham. Mr. R-»wJe, Mr. W. Tilgham, 
and the Attorney General, hav« fevcrally 
been applied to, attd all refufed; each giv'. 
ing a reafon for their refufal, that, in their 
opinion, »he condnft of the judges had 
beenperfe^lly lei?^l and correfl ; and fome 
of ih'^m have gone farther, and declared, 
that their decii'io/i in the canfe was marked 
with great mildnef« and forbearance. 

The Aurora, in remarking upin ^he 
prercdin>r para^jrapb, has this ftngular 
obrprva*ion, •* We had conceived \r to be 
the altornev generaTs duty to profe^iute on 
fncli occ:»finns." Tl at the editor of the 
Aurora fhouM have conceived fuch a no- 
•lion is not at aii wonderful ; but that his 
irien:Is fhouM not prevent him from ren- 
dering hinifclf and his pwprr objtOs of 
lidicp.le bv tie p«jb-ication of ftjch ab- 
lurd crndi;ics, is f.mtvvliat furpi ifini?. 
In ore fcniitnen., however, we pertefcHy 
agtc^- vvi.li '\,c A'.»:or;5, naruflv, tliai there 
i$ no necciliiv for tnc legiflature, on the 
pr(?rer:i occ^jfion. to employ a fitigle law- 
yer. If the hoMfe oi reprefentatives can 
contrive any wav to p,et articles of impi;ach- 
tnent drawn up, ai;d can then procure a 
Iran of fiifTricnt ieirni.rgto read them to 
the leiiaie, we make no doubt tha; tbey 



will anfwer ej-ery purpc^feas efTrflui'iy as 
though all thr: Iot;-i! la'cnts of ihc iiatc were

cxpci^Ud k-ri.; Jo lake place, and the rau- 
taiions m men, manners and opinions 
mark with a moft chara6>eriftic and mcaU 
j culabledifTerenoe the lapfe of • time. -It is 
' but a few flnit years, nay for the matter 
i ol that, it is fc^rcclv two, fincc, tk^.aret- 
' icqlly aid pra^lically^ what was once ef- 
j! teemed the ronr. H and wholcfome do6lrine 
I oi Eng'ifli law on the fubjeft of contempts, 
had a prevalence in P^-nnfylvania ; Since 
the ' power to piinifli for a contempt of 
court, was held of fovereign import- 
anc<*, md efiTential to the exiftcncc of ju- 
dicial fortims. But the great code of civ- 
il liberty is honTlyjexpanding ; and regen- 
erated Pcnnfylvania is in the fair peru- 
fal of the lad pages of the blefled volume, 
«ifhich have been yet opened to the human 
eye. 

In 1788, the chief jiiflice of PennfyJ- 
vania, who is now governor of the corn- 
wealth, had the boldne/s io Jim and m* 
prif^n for contempt. That contempt was 
committed by a publication touching a 
taufe depending in court. — In delivering 
I the 4>pinion of the coart, M'Kean, G. J. 
made ufc of language fuch 9s ibis, which 
at this blelTed era by many is confidered a^ 
written in an uvinown tongue /-^'* It mud 
be remembered, that judges difcharge their 
fun£lions Ufider the lolemn obligations of 
an oath : and if thpir virtue entitles them 
to tbcir ftation, they can neither be cor- 
rupted by favor to fwerve from, nor in-^ 
fluenced by fear to defert, their duty., 
J That judge, indeed, who courts populari- 
ty by unworthy means, while be weak- 
ens his pretenfiors, diminifhcs likewife, 
ihp chance, of attaining his ohj^fl ; and 
be will eventually fiini ih<it he has lacrificed 
the fubflantial blcftlng of a good con- 
fcierce to an idle and vifionary purfuir,** 
— And again hefaid, in terms, which have 
been abfurdly quoted a tboufand times 
with approbatior, ever fince reafon and 
hberty began to dawn upon us, that, witii- 
out the powpr to pun-fh for this offence, 
** no contempt could ipdeed he committed 
igamCf us, ^w« fhould be^ truly con- 
tfniptxbU,'* 

In 1801. The Circuit Court of the 
(Jnited Scares, lor the diftiirt of Pennfyl- 
vjni^, recognized this doSrine, and prac- 
ticiilly exercifed this vcrv power of pun- 
ching ior a contempt on Willian) Duane, 
t)ne (d the very btfl irirnds of the people, 
and one of the bolfleft advocates for the 
ufc of the noble jjf ivilege uf ofitring con-

however, to th^ .^park of irrrcy aud wiU 
ficm ii:at ren::iintd, he did not i.i'l a luar- 
tyr to the glorious principle ; but has liv- 
ed to tee its triumphant prevalence, and to 
announce, with his own breaih, its proud 
and perlcft afcendency. 

The fupreme court of this coirmon- 
weahh, in a cafe fomc time fince, gave in 
to the old doclrine, and incarceraed an 
offefi^er, for a coniempL There is a point, 
beyond which a people cannot be ptefTed ; 
and when the fun flieds his meridian rayf, 
tl»c blind only teel the want of hght. 
The legiflative power was called into ac- 
tion, ard^ihice judges of that court are 
impeached of high crimes and mifdemeanor 
in confeqnence ot this high handed ztX of 
incarceration. • It is the folemn bufinefs 
and duty of ibe judges to watch the pro- 
grelsand improvrnicnt of the public fiiind ; 
and furely it is crime and midemeanor 
in them not to recognize the great and 
momentous principles of civil liberty, 
wfien announced to them by the organ of 
the public will. Can it be fuppofed by e*. 
ven a difenthralled Hottentot, that the 
principles of £ngii{b law or -he prejudices 
ol certain of our ov*h country men are to be 
oppofedto inherent and inalienable rights ? 
If men will be blind, when fuch amazing 
pains have been taken to enlighten them^ 
they muft bear the reproachful and ignum* 
inous confequences, without the comforts 
of cold commiferation, 

W^ cannot but hail the profpefts of the 
prelent and coming generations. Already 
are ve furnifhcd with brilliant and (Iriking 
pradical commentaries upon thi? great im^ 
provement. No longer can it be faid that 
we are (hackled by tliis arbitraty and rp- 
preffive reftraint on free and full difcuf- 
fion of judicial operations. The meriti 
<5f a caufe depending m court may be fair# 
lyfrefented to the public eye ; th? bufj. 
nefs of the court may be half difpatched 
before the caufe comes to trial ; the jnrors 
may be perfeiily poffefRd of the evidence 
and leading t-raits of the caufe before they 
arcempannePed ; andjuffice bo, by this 
woncjerful improvement, direncumbere4 
of the leaden feet tl.at liave hitherto retard- 
ed her in her heavy courfe. Yes, Wil- 
liam Duane thanks God, (which is anoth- 
er indication of the improvement of our 
age,) that •• we do not live in times, when 
even premeditated contempt and infolenc^ 
are deemed juftifiable pretences li^r cocV, 
cing or incarciri^iingihe ciii2i.*n.

PROG Ji ESS OF DEMOCPACT. 

SOME have hoped and believed thaf 
when jutobinifm became triumphant in the 
government ol the United iitates, par^y 
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fpirii would exhibit lefs venom and the 
moiierate men would reguUte the tone of 
pubic mcafures. The hiftory of mankind 
has laughi us different expe^a?ion5, and 
we fritnefi" with forrow thd fame direful 
procefs in America which has, in every 
country attended che fame experiment. 

The judges in Pennfylvania, wereohhe 
moderate dcfcription, and haviug fcen ihe 
fi^ft order o\ things completely changed 
m that Statei were difpofed to check that 
infubordinate fpirit which hid changed 
men, but was now waging war with no 
lefs luccefs againff principles. Look at the 
fate of ihefe Judges — they hive become 
obnoxious to di6la(or Duant^ and they 
mufl be facrificed. 

Look at Congrcfs. The moderat^tnen 
of the democratic rjTty are there begin- 
ning to drop off, andfthe vengeful tyrant 
Rindoiph, wiih^ hts accomplices, will be 
left to Complete the wife^ pacific, and tin- 
ajfiimxng policy ot the American Emper- 
or, without a man, excepting among the 
humbled and defpifed minority, to lend 
his voice in the-caufe of bleeding juftice.

BY the lateft accounts Jrom Wafhing- 
ton, it appears^ that the Conimittee to 
whom were refcrredjthe petitions of the 
Library Company of Philadelphia, aud of 
the Truftecs of New- Jerfey College,, have 
finally reported that •• th^ petitioners have 
leave to zuithdrazv their petitions.*'^ — A 
report which reflefis difhonor on the A- 
merican Legiftaturc — and which, it it werp 
to be kpAyn acrofs the Atlantic, among 
civilized nations-^among people who, for 
ages, have patronized literature, and have 
ever repkpned among the greaiefl orna- 
ments of their country, their Uarned men^ 
dewracje \i% to a level with Goths and Van- 
dals ; or with the raoic (avage enemies of 
knowledgr and virtue, the revolutionary 
heroes of Republican France. Separating 
the cafe of the Library Company of Phila- 
dclphia, from that of the College of New-

Jerfcy, let us h^^ovt a few moments con- 
federation on f he iatter, and examine tbe 
grounds ob which the petition has been 
rejc61ed. Two years have fcarcely elapf- 
ed fince the venerable edifice of NaJfaU'- 
Hall, erefled by the unwearied lal>ors of a 
lew pious and learned men— erefled with 
the view of promoting the interefts both ^ 
o\fcienteznA religion — erefled from funds 
gleaned from all parts of the continent, 
'^and even from the (hores of Brftain'^this 
celebrated edifice from whence have flow- 
ed dreams of learning and of piety, that 
have refrefhed both the church and ftate—- 
which has produced more celebrated men 
than any other on the continent, in pro* 
portion to the number of its graduates^ was, 
in the courfe of a few hours, by a devour- 
ing conflagration, rai^Mced to afhes. Noth- 
ing but its naked, icorched and tottering 
walls remained to tell the pafTing traveller 
that •* here lately flood one of the moft 
celebrated literary ioflitutions of the Uni- 
ted States^" 

Its alDifled friends (incerely lamented 
its ruined ilate. • But fomething more than 
lamentation was necefTary— and by the 
Providence of Heaven a general difpoft- 
tion appeared to affifl in rebuilding this 
ufeful feminary.— 'Its friends- — the friends 
of knowledge and religion, folicited con« 
tributions from Maine to Georgia — and by 
means of their afCduous attention, their 
indefatigable induftry, enoqgh wascelleA- 
edf again to reflore this College to its for- 
mer ftate. Behold! The Phoenix Irftitu. 
tion again rife^ from the afhes of deftruc* 
tioo, with increafed fplendor and with ac<- 
cumulated fpirit and jenergy. Her de- 
molifhed ediSce tsreftored and enlarge(f-^ 
the nqmber of hex pupils and profefTora 
increafed-r-and her library replaced by one 
feleQed in Europe, and confiding of tfte 
mofl rare and ufeful Ubr ks. To rebuild 
this edifice, and reftorc the library, not pn^ 
cent was alked or received from Congref^ 
or from any ftate in the Union — much as 
the United States are indebted to the tal- 
ents and learning- of many of the fons ot 
this college. Although a Madifon, a Pat. 
terfon^ a ^eed, a Livingfion, an Ellfwonh^ 
a Lewis, and a multitude of other citizens, 
equally di(lingui(h«d in thp records of A- 
merican hiftpry, here received their educa- 
tion-T-yer, from the govefnipent of the y* 
n*ted State$ not a cent was obtained to af. 
fid in the rebuilding of this edifice. What 
do I fay ? Indead of patroni^mgMiterature 
— in(le<|4 of lending a helping hand \p ref- 
tore a fefni^ary redute-d to ruins by an lui* 
for^feen calarpify — inf^ead of afTifting in- 
dividual pouniQcence in atchievinga great 
public good — with'a narrow, mifefly, de- 
grading covetoufnefs, that would ilamp in- 
famy on Jewifh avarice, they make a prof* 
it out of tbe misfortyincs of the college— 
they exafcl, with tWe gripeof a iMrdrhearred 
tax-gatherer,' a duty on thofe booiis, purcha^ 
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fed by the laborious edleftion ot affiduous 
^eiy and benevolence. Bafe and (hamefu. 
exalSion \ Foul blot on the naroe of A 
merica ! E'crnal reproach to a peop!' 
bojfting to be y'r^'if, literal ^nd eniight- 
ened, Ha^ an aft cA this kind at any tirne^ 
been jjftifiable, it would h^ve been at iW 
commencement of our national -govern 
ment. In palliation of fach a deed, it 
otight then to have been faid — *• We are 
deeply in debt — our honor is pledged for 
the payment of this debt — we muft bejvjQ 
before we are generous — 'we know not 
what will be the produce of oar revenue-^ 
nor what events may embarrafs ks' col lec- 
tion — for the prefent, therefore, bur pubh'c 
feminaries of learning muft pay a duty on 
the books they import." 

But, did our firft legiflators hold this 
language ? No ! To their eternal , honor 
they were above it. Rightly eftimating 
the value of knowledge-^ knowing full well 
that the honor and the character of a na- 
tion did not depend on the weight of its 
purfe, fo mujch as on the weight of talent 
and improvement it poffefTed-^and eleva- 
ted far above that pitiful, griping economy 
of the prefent day, they generoufly waved 
all advantage to be derived from the funds 
oV public, literary or charitable inilitu- 
tions — from the importation of books by 
incorporated focietres, for the promotion 
of knowledge or religion* 

If we enquireJntothe reasons on which 
d)is meafure is profefled to be grdupded, 
We (hall -find them as hollow and hypocrit- 
ical, ac the motives for ref uf^I were narrow 
Imd avaricious. ^ 

The firft one afligned by the Chairman, 
Mr. Randolph, (who, by-therbye, isprob- 
ably indebted for his feat in the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives to tIieedax:ation hereceiv- 
ed at Princeton College) ic, thatth^re was 
^ conjiitutional objeaion to granting the 
prayer of the petition, from that article \n 
the cooftitution at the United States which 
i§eclares that all '* imports and d.uties (hall 
be uniform" Aod would there be any 
greater want of uniformity in relea^ng the 
duties on a few books, imported by an un< 
iortunate and )a.te]y-demoli0ied, but now 
rifing inftitution, than in remitting the 
coUeSionof duties on the various articles 
which by our national code are wholly 
jexempt from impoft ? 

** rhilofophkal apparatus, imported for 
any (eminary of learning," is free of du- 
ty : — Is not jhis a violation of the unifor-' 
fnity contended for by Mr. Randolph ? and 
why Oiould ncH books be putxsn toe fame 
footing ? *^ ^U qianufaftures of the Uni- 
ted States — bollion — copper in pigs or 
barf — clothes and tooU of trade oi per Ions 
coming to refide whhin the United States 
— undreffed furs — raw hides — iron wire — 
plafter of Paris— old pewter — fait peire — 
lulpfaar-— tin jjigs or pJaie»— unmanufac- 



tured wood — and wool — are all exempt 
from duty on being imported in the United 
States. AlUhefe violations of uniformity 
in the colleftion of impoils are cxprefsly 
for the encouragement of /ome one branch 
of manu failures and for fbe relief of fome 
one clafsof citizens.' But whoever raifed 
the difficult^', or conceived it either m- 
politic'or unconflititiional for the national 
legiflature thus to encourage the arts and 
manufjrffures of the United States before 
the profound and elaborate Mr, R ■ ■ * ? 
' Ar^in, by the dlflTcrent revenue laws of 
the United States, certain ** fines, forfeit- 
ures and difabilitielj" are impofed for the 
violation of any of the provifion of ihefe 
laws — and thefe, without doubt, are to be 
as uniform as the duties therein laid — vet 
by turning to the aft of Congrefs. pafled 
on the 3^ March, 1797, and which aft is 
ftill in full force and operation— the learned 
cltairman of the committee, to whom was 
referred ihe Petition of Princeton College, 
would find that Congrefs there authorlled 
the Secretary of the Treafury, on the re- 
port of a diftrift judge, or of a flare court 
having jurifdiflion of the cafe, *« to mit- 
igate, remit any fine, forfeiture or penal- 
ty— or remove any difability or any part 
there^, as may, in his opinion have been 
incurred, without wilful negligence, or 
intention of fraud." 

But yet, the fame congiefs that could 
autfaorife the Secretary of the Treafury to 
remit a fine or penalty, for the violation 
of an asft for collefting duties in the Uni- 
ted States, cannot, without infringing the 
conftitntiofY, remit the duties on a few 
books imported by a ** feminary, eflablifb- 
ed for the promotion of knaw ledge aod re- 
ligion." — Rijum t4ttatis amici ! 

Another reafon for not granting the pray- 
er of the Truffees of New- Jerfey College, 
fays a grave Knight of the Shuttle, (Mr. 
F-^y) is, '^ that if this College may im- 
port books free of duty, all the Academies 
in the United States will expeft the fame.*' 
And where would be the great evil if they 
did ? If any number of perfons, friendly 
to learning, (hould colleft a fmall fund for 
the purchafe of books, why fhould they 
not be permitted to get the largeH number 
of books poflible for their money, without 
being faddled with a fee to a government, 
whofe treafury is rich and overflowing. 

But is it fair to argue from a privilege 
granted to an inflitution under p^eculiar cir 
cumjiantest that ev€ry other in the Union 
fhould enjoy the fd me ? Becaufe drtiggifts 
can import Sulphur and Saltpetre free of 
doty, muft all oilier drugi and medirines 
be alfo free ? Becaufe tanners may import* 
raw hides , without paying impofi, are 
(hoe- makers alfo to be permitted to impo^-t 
tanned leather^ duty free ? Becaufe fur- 
riers may receive their furs, without pay- 
ing duty, are bo&era 9^d woollen-drapers 



to import ftockings and cl<vhs, duly free ? 
No ! This fyfteni of logic will not bear 
examination. The -uniformity required 
by tiie conftitution is of a very different na- 
ture, and relates more iojlates ihzn to" in- 
dividuals. , 

But again, fays one of our wife^ legifla- 
tors,'' perhaps if we give thefe great Colleges 
the right of importing books, duty free, 
they '9i\\\ [peculate oh this privilege, and 
ij import boeks for fale," A very likely 
case indeed 1 Colleges turned to Book- 
ftorejp^and the learned Prefidents and 
Profcffors, inftead of attending to the 
high duties of their refpeftive places, 
metamorphofed into a fet of *(70)fc- fellers ! ! 
-^A moft admirable reafon to be fure, for 
refufing to remit the duties on a few booki 
alrfidy imported.- 

What a defpicable idea muft foreigner! 
entertain of the intetleft^ of our National Le- 
giflature, wheny«cA reafoning is lifiened to* 
with patience — & what concluftDn will they 
draw when they find it decifive and fuc- 
cefsfnl. \Ax it be remembered however, 
that if fuch reafoning and raeafores, now 
are heard and approved, there was a time, 
when more enlarge views influenced our 
National Council, and when (uch illiber- 
d\ and Gothic ecnn*nny would have beca 
defpifed and rcjefted.

Dafe* France intimate a wifh that our 
trade with St. Domingo (hould be aboliih- 
ed.'^^Io eiKjuiry is made into the nature 
of that trade ; it is neither defended as 
lawfvrl which it might be, by the authori« 
ties of the ableft writers on the laws of na- 
tions — ^flor if it maintained on the ground 
of its extreme benefit to our country, with- 
out its being of the fmallt ft detriment to 
France ; it is riot even intimated to France 
that Great-Brhain muijleagrofis ail the ben. * 
efit^ which we are thus pompdled to relin- 
quiftr^ 

No argument (arms- with Mr. Jcfferfon* 
are out oi the queftion) is made ufe of to 
prefervc. a commerce which is lawftf), 
which rewards the enterprize of our mer- 
chants, benefits our farmers, employs our 
feamen and mechanics, and Iweils the rev- 
enue of the Uaited Sates — For thefe fev- 
er^l imerefls^ Mr. Jrffeifon has never dif. 
covjered »ny cxiiaof denary degree of folic- 
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Hade, and Mr, Gallatin has a ready reme- 
dy ior any deficiency in the public income; 
care and calculation miift not be permitted 
to difturbthe repofe ot* our rulers, when' 
a (hort fuggeftion-to prevent the arming ot* 
our veffels, and a round addendum' of 2 | 
ppr cent, on our impaired commerce, may 
efiVflually anfwer every wifti of our pa- 
cific adminiftration. — The nod ol the Em- 
peror fupercedes the laws oJ nations, and 
the convenience of Pirates and Quccaneers 
ukes place of the rights of our merchants. 

That Mr. Jcfferfon fhoujd ovferlo<|c the 
interefls ot commerce excites no wonder ; 
it is but a continuation ot that policy, 
which he has uniformly p^irfued, and by 
which every meafure of his adminiftration 
has been dirtinguiihed— but that Mr. Jef- 
ferfon (hould interfere in our commercial 
concerns at the ri(kot deranging his fchemes 
of economy, or to the prorbable interrup- 
tion of his pacific plans, is indeed a caufe 
of aftoniftment — it fervcs, however, to 
ihew that his difpofition towards our mer- 
chants is to be cherifhcd, whatever the in- 
dulgence may coft either in its immediate 
fffefls, or remoter confequences. 

On this reafoningj and on this alone, 
cati we account for his fuggeftlon to Con- 
grefs, that our merch»its (houid be pre- 
vented from arming their veflels, and that 
the trade to St. Dcraingo, the moft lucra- 
tive which our country enjoys, fhould, 
thereby be interdiQcd — for Mr. Jeffer- 
fon, rnauire his ^un koatSj will not pre- 
tend indifference to the temper with AVhich 
the Emperor ol Hayti muft learn this prohi* 
bition of the intercourfe between W#^nation 
and the United States ; nor will Mr. Jef* 
; ierfonalleoge that any confcqijenccs which 
might have refuhed from the difcontent of 
- the Emperor N'lpoleon, under a due ex- 
planation of circumftances, would have 
been more deiiimenial to the coma>erce 
and rex'enue of the United States, than 
a war with the fable E nperor of the Wefl.

A man was htely committed to jail, in 
Bofton, for paffing a primed bill ol four 
dollars, with the name oi Samuel Covcrly, 
forged as figner.

A gentleman who refided fome years on 
Ibe Rio de la Plate, mentions, that during 
the late war with Spain, there were up- 
wards of thirty millions ot dollars colleft- 
ed at Buenos Ayres, and dcf^ined for the 
mother cotintry, brought from the interior 
country on mules. 

It is probable from the number ot men 
the Spanifh captured frigate took on board 
in the river, they had heard of an expefl- 
ed rupture bctweeft Great-Britain and 
Spain, before tteir depanure. ^ 

Thofe acquainted with the Spanifb na- 
vy, fay, the Faroe, captured by the Eng- 
lifh, is one ot the fineft frigates in the 
world.

The Alex- 
andriana, and upwards of 20 othtr veflels 
which bad cleared 6ut for Embd^ and 
other ports, are detained in the Texel, on 
fufpicion of being really cjeftined for this 
country. It was generally fuppofed that 
the Emperor would not declare an ab- 
folute embargo (the prelude, we conceive, 
to confifcation) until he had got the ports 
of Holland filled with vefTels; and there- 
fore, the orders for the prefent are only to 
detain fuch as are fufpeSed until further 
notice. All veflels arriving in the ports 
of the Batavian republic are examined by 
what are called Admiralty fhips ; and thofe 
on board of which Englifh produce is foutid 
are detained, and not fufFered to land their 
freight until the government fhall have 
come to a final determination on the fub- 
je6l. Thefe extraordinary meafures were 
firft adopted on the 9th inft. Neutral vef. 
fels are allowed to enter the Dutch ports 
unmolefted. 

Difpatches, it isfaid, werefent off from 
the Admiralty on Thurfday evening, to 
the commanders of our fquadrons, ^iifi 
frefh orders in refpeft to any Spanifh fhips 
they may fall in with. They a re fuppofed 
to be of the fame firm nature and decided

From Wajkington, Dec. 24.-^The bill 
for regulating the clearance of armed mer- 
chant VefTels occupied the principal atien- 
tion of the hoiife this day. Whatever may 
be faid to the contrary, I feel a perfeft con- 
viflion that very many of the democratic 
members of the houfe entertain a flrong 
diilike fr» the inlercfts of our merchants. 
Thisdiflike hns been ftrih'ngly exemplifi- 
ed in the conduQ of Mr. Eppe?, the Prefi. 
dent's fon-in-hw. — Having failed in gain- 
ing a majority for wholly fupprefTing the 
commercial iniercourfe with St. Domingo; 
— an interc^urfe which is fully juffified by 
V^otcl and Grotiusas well as the di6fates of 
common fcnfe ; and an iniercourfe more- 
over, which has never been officially for- 
bidden by the French, and againft which 
not even a rcqiieff has l>een c^fficlally made 
by that power ; Mr Eppes has now bro'i 
forward a bill, which, under pretence of 
preventing outrages on our part, is only 
calculated to embarrafs and unnecefTarily 
diflrefs commerce. Mr. Morrow and Den- 
nis Ipoke in favor of recommitting, the 



bill , fifty appeared in favor of recommit- 
ting, and fifty again/f it; the Speaker de. 
cideM againfl recommitting. It was then 
moved to recommit the fecond fc£lion ot 
the bill. Mr. R. Grifwold, D<)na, and 
Dennis oppofed the bill with much argu^ 
ment, and at confiderable length. It was 
afked, what neceffity exif^ed for the bill, 
or why the prefervation of peace wasitfiot 
as likely to continue without as with this 
compelling our merchants to provide fuch 
exorbitant fecurity ? whether any offenjive 
ufe of arms had been, or was like to enfue ? 
whether the bill was intended to fatisfy or 
to pleafe one of the new made emperors ? 
whether the fear of ofTending fuch a power 
was to prevent the exercifcof ourcominer* 
cial rights? It was (fated, that it was not 
our bufinefs to enquire how St. Domingo 
became independam ; it was fufficient for 
us that (he was fo. It was (fated, that ma<« 
ny vefTels were buik on the Weftern wa- 
ters, for the purpofe of being fold in the 
Weft-Indies; and it was urged that the 
owners of fuch veflTels ought to be allowed 
to fell alfo the arms that were neceflfarily 
employed for the fecurity of fuch ^veffels. 
It was urged that by the prefent provifion 
of the'bill, in(fead of the owner or mafler, 
the vefTil itfelf was liable to he hvng ; and 
the difficulty of executing fuch puni(h« 
ment on fuch guilty vf (Itfls, ought to be 
confidered a fcrious ol^jcflion to the bill. 
Eppes was the principal fpeaker in favor ot 
tfic Wl. He faid it had been comrritted, 
recowimitted and recommitted again (which 
only proves tl.at they who drew it up, went 
on wrong principle?, or were bunglers.) 
He had no idea of allowing the independ* 
euceofSt. Domingo, nor did he include 
the blacks in the rights of man. His wifh 
was, to prevent' arming altogether ; but 
ah the houfe had decided agaitift him, his 
wifh tnen.was, to prevent an improper ufo 
of arms, and this was to be effefled by 
competing heavy fecurity ; hence the 
peace of the United Slates would not be 
fo liable to hazard. 

In anfwer to fome obfcrvations of Mr. 
Grifwold^ he faid. that if il.c gcniltnian 
from ConneQicut (hould goon boatrf an 
armed merchant (hip and commit outnigr5, 
and if he [Eppes] were a judge to fry hii^, 
he would certainly harg him — Mr. Grif- 
wold told him he had no doubt of that. 

Mr. Jackfon,- ^ young man from Vir- 
ginia, who wi(hes to make a "figure in Cori- 
grefs, but viho never will a great one, 
fpoke at fome length in favor of the bil* ; 
but I noticed nothing worthy of mnch t^-t*- 
II ce : fie faid we were forcing a trade with 
St. Domingo,*in violation of all laws hu^ 
man and divine. Smilie faid foraethiog a- 
bout •* a improper a6f.** and that ** the 
times has changed,** &c. but ^is argu- 
ments and language are fo much alike, &^X 
there was. nothing worth remembcnn^r 
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The veas and navs were ; in favor of the 
bill 76, agaipft it 33. 

Thus the bill h^s p-ifled ; and it appears 
to me to be a fanftion by Congrefs of the 
St. Doiningo tra.4€ : and the only injury to 
our merchants is the requiring of unneccf- 
iary fecnrity.

I have received an Addrefs to the New- 
year, dedicated to the p«trotis of the Ple- 
beian, and written, without any queftion, 
by that rare chiW of genius, Mitchell, of 
whom I have hitherto had occafioo to 
make honorable mention. If Mitchell 
would take my advice, he would never a- 
gain beflride his Pegafus. , Why his neck 
has not already been broken, it is difficult 
■to tcil ; for fuch a hobbling, floulicing, 
fiumbling poney, one would ' fuppofe, 
would unhorfe a better rider than Mitch- 
ell. The addrefs, now before me, is or- 
namentefd with a moll elegant border, and 
with a cap of mafonic emblems. Deceiv- 
ed by thefe outfide appearances tbe reader 
would flUprally expe£l to find fomething 
within theencloftire, at lead tolerable. But 
on examination, thefe ornaments prove to 
be mere guUtraps, (e t to catch th^ unwary. 
Mitchell, in this refpeS, imitates certain 
keepers of little paltry inns, who ll^pg out 
an elegant fign of wa/^/iry to entice their 
travelling brethren to call aiKl fpend their 
iDoney,^when their fare is fo mean and 
coarfe, and fo badly ferved up, that it is 
bardiy fit to throw to the dogs. 

Let us now pafs .over the border, and 
view the infide of the work :— 

The poet bids eighteen hundred five 
•« good morning" with ** a low congee," 
and then fays, * 

*« By chance you've found ua all alive. 

Except »omc few where dead and gone," &c. 

Mitchell feems to ftrive to avoid in his po- 
etry, tbofe bulls and blunders, which fo 



frequently occur in his profe. In this 
place he has been very caifeful to tell us 
that aH are alive except a Jew who are 
dead-^z very wife obfervaiion, and one 
which has alfo the merit of being true. 

The po.et then addrcfTes the *• dread 
power," in the following elegant ftrain : 

" While I, yoor laureat bard, presume, 
My vive voce fiddle to tune. 
And, regal minstvcl like, upon it, ^ 
Present you with a birth-day sonnet. 
And first, 'tis right I shcuU inform you 
Of past events, thereby to warn you 
To shun the rocks and sand-banks quick. 
On which your predecessors split." 

This is the fiift time I ever heard of a 
«• vive voce fiddle ;" but I once knew a 
man who gravely declared, that, " of all 
injlrumental mufick he liked vocal the 
beft." MiichelTs idea, however, (^ ems to 
be tolerably apt ; for, if all accounts are 
true, hp is not much unlike a fiddle. ^ It is 
underftood that he ccnild be made to play 
almoft any iune. Allowing the idea to be 
correft, I think the metre and melody of 
the line jnight be greatly improved, as 
thus. 

While T, your laureat bard, presume, 
^^y vocal violin to tune. 

But, alter all, the lines will not jingle. 
Out of the four couplets above quoted, 
there is but one good rhyme. " Prejum^'* 
and «• tune,'' are a bad match — •• inform 
you*' and " warn you" worfe Hill — 
*' quick" and *'*fplfl" worfe and wcrfe. 

Next follows a fimile, for which the 
writer deferves credit. It is not only apt 
and natural, but it furnifhes, whatever 
might have been the objeft o\ the poet, a 
moft accurate idea of the prefent adminif- 
tration — 

«» He, like tnost men who grasp at power, 
The loarre znd JUJbes to devoiur, 
Commenc'd his reign with mildest sway. 
Swept snows and melted ice away ; 
Calld southern gales on balmy wing, 
And gave the tlowing charms of spring 1 

• • • • 

But when the height of power he'd gain'd, 
And all he hop'd or wished obtained, 
He then the tyrant «gan to play, 
And rul'd us with despotic sway." 

Next comes another jumble of bad 
rhymes — *« name" and •• reign" are cou- 
pled ; and in the courfe of the piece, I 
find, " hacA us" and «• at us"—** make" 
and **JiaU"—** beatings" and *' weap^ 
ons" &c. But the following couplet I 



think mofl delerving of notice and admi« 

ration— 

I «« And if no hole is found to stop'cm, 
Thoy'H soon be sprawling at the tiotiom." 

Mitchell is here fpeaking of the federal- 
i(l« ; but on reading it,.methought I be- 
held, ibe poor moop-ftrpck po^ fretting, 
panting, anti ftruggling to gain the height 
of Parnaflus ; but, being too heavy to af- 
cend, he came headlong dbwn, and, to- 
gethw with his Pegifus, were fprawling ia 
the mud at the bottom of the hill.

To aid the cause of virtue and religioii. 



T IS flatcd in a late publication 
that, in England and Wales, there are for- 
ty.four thoufand acres of hop-ground, pro- 
ducinjr on an average, thirty pounds fterling 
an acre ;— ten thoufand acres of n.ur/eries, 
producing fifty pounds an acre ; — and fifty 
thoufand acres ol Garden ground, yeild- 
ing the fom of fixty pounds an acre. The 
whole ground that is cultivated in thefe 
three ways, being one hundred and four 
thoufand acre?, is here fuppofed to yeild 
annually the vaft fumol four million eight 
hundred and twenty thoufand pounds fter- 
ling — ihat is, not far from twenty tniilion 
dollars. 

Arthur Young, fpcaking of tf* high 
ftate of cultivation to whiijh they, bring 
their land, in Ifola.that belongs to the plain 
of Bergamo in the territory of Vtnice, 
lays, •• It has twelve communities or par- 
iOies, that vie with one another in carry- 
ing f uliivation to its greateft height ; they 
rejeft entirely the plough, and do every 
thing with the fpade ; and efteem fi^re a. 
cres fufEcient maintainance for tour per- 
fons in all their expenccs whatever/' 

St. Per re, a celebrated French writer, 
defcribihg the hi^h ftate of cnliivation, in 
a certain part of France, fays, •? I have 
feen th^j'e, in the lr.i\e field, cherry trees 
growine i«^ potatoe heds ; vines clamber- 
ing up along the cherry trees, and lofty 
walnut trees rifing above the vines ; four 
crops, one above another, witliin the earth, 
upon tV»o earth, arH i<i the air. — The 
more iniiabitanis any country contains, 
(.^bferrei thatwriier,) the more produftive 
it is, FraTlcc coul'i maintain, perhaps, four 
times moie pc^^li? ihin it now contains, 
were it like C^in-', parcelled out Into a 
jrreat number ^f fmall fetholds." Yet 
France, wh<>fe no«7u!ation (riccordikgto the 
opinion of St. D.crrt) mi^ht be fftcreaff d 
fourfold bv brin|?jn^ all its lanlinto the 
beft ftate of cultivation, was thin about 
three tim'^s more populous according to 
their rofpeftive extents, than the ftate of 
Connefeticut now is. — It adrnfts of no^ 
-Houbi, that the lands ia this fldfe might be i^

refpe6lf«lly (hev^reih — 

That your Memorialifls are informed a 
Bill u depending in Congrefs, the objt6l 
of which is, to reftrain merchant veffels of 
the United States, from faiHng in an arm- 
ed condition. Sfrioudy imprefTed with 
the importance of this fuhjeft and prefum- 
ing that their diftance from the feat of j^oy. 
«romenf, will probably deprive them of 
an opportunity of confidering the tendency 
of the pravifions ol the propofed law, pri- 
or to the final decifion of the Le^iflature, 
thev refpettfiilly requeft permiffion to of- 
fer their fentim^nis on a meaf»jre, which 
muft direflly affeft their intercfts, and of 
which the confequencesare, iniheirjudg- 
ment, connected with the fecurity, credit 
and profperity of their country. Your 
Memorialifb cordiilly approve the wife 
and virtuous policy of cherifhin^ the 
friendfhip of all nations, by a drift ubferv- 
anceof Ihe obligations of jufticeand hu- 
manity. 1 hev ^^CiinowhJge which fatis- 
faSioo, that (ince the commencement of 
the ex iff ing war, the commerce'of the U- 
nired States has not to their knowlcd^, 
fuffcred any injuries which can jufUy be 
attributed to the governments of Europe ; 
they explicitly difclaim any intention of 
feeking to, derive unfair advantages, from 
the misfortunes of the belligerent nations, 
and they foleranly engage to Cupport with 
all their influence, any regulations enjoined 
by treaM*c«, or the eftablifhcd ufages of 
civilized ibtes ; they merely defirethat fo 
far as is confiftent with ju (lice, policy and 
public compaft, a (pirit of enterprize, 
fuited to, the genius and circumftances of 
the people, which in a (hort period has 
raifed the United States to a diftinguifhed 
rank as a commercial nation, may be tol- 
erased and encouraged.. 

Your Memoriaiifts are deliberately con- 
vinced, that the commerce of the United 
Spates \i toodiverfified and widely extend- 
ed, to admit of an adequate prote£lion a- 
gainfl unauthorifed depredations, by 
means of public convoys, except at an ex- 
\%^r\c^^ which the public opinion of this 
country, is anpropare.J to fupport : at the 
lame time, they perceive with anxietv and 
the deepcft concern, that a flate of thii»g< 
has commenced and it rapidk advancing, 
for which fome new and efFeflual reme^ly 
nnfl be provided, or from which confe- 
qnences mull enfue of atnoft alarming na- 
ture : Confcquences which may firff im- 
povenfh and then depopulate our ciMes, 
and difTipatethe maritime refouivcs of our 
country ; thereby undermining every [ 



fource of national induflry, whether em- 
ployed in commerce, agriculture or m^n- 
ufactures. Though the refources of the 
commercial intereft, are probably adequate 
at prefent, to the protcflion of their rights, 
yet the evils with which they arc menaced, 
muft loon be controuied, or become in- 
veterate ; to organize, devefope and reg- 
ulate the manaj^trnent of ihefe refources, 
is an objef} of momentous concern to your 
Memorialifts, in which they *})ray the aid 
and direflion of the public councils. The 
duties of neutral merchants, as underftood 
by your Memorialifls, confift in the due ob- 
fervance of the following rules — 
ift. Not to prote£l under falfe appearances, 
the (hips or property of the fubjefts of 
belligerent nations, 
and. Not to refift the reafonable vifnation 
ani fearch of the (hips of war of bellig- 
erent nations. 
3rd. Not to fupply either party with arti- 
cles contraband of war. And 
4^h. Not to enter ports in a flate of block- 
ade. 

Your memorialifts do not confider it as 
a duty or ufage of a neutral nation, to en- 
force by legal fanC^ion the obfervance of 
thefe rules ; but merely to apprize its cit- 
izens of the nature of their obligations, a- 
rifing under treaties, or the general law of 
nations, thereby fubjeSing them to fuch 
penalties as cuRom has cftablilhed'; ihefc 
penalties can only be rightfully inflided by 
regular tribunals, eflablifhed by the ^1. 
ligerent nations ; nor can they exceed the 
right of condemning the property attenfipt- 
ed to be illegally concealed or tranfported. 
Your Memorialift\s, being however de- 
(irous of evincing, that they are influenced 
by DO other than pure and reafonable in- 
tentions, will cheerfully fubmit to a law 
for reftraining the armament of private vef- 
fels, except in conformity with the follow, 
ing principles. 

iff. That the veffels fhiM wholly be- 
long to citizens of the United States. 

and. That the cargoes laden on board 
fuch veffels, fhall wholly belong to citi- 
zens of the United States, and except nc- 
Cfi^A^y munitions and merchandizes to or 
from ports, eaflward of the Cape of Good 
Hope, and weft ward of Cape-Horn, fhall 
in no dej^ree cojiGft of articles declared 
contraband of war, either f>)' the jjeneral 
law of nations or by treaty witk the United 
States., 

3' d. That owners of armed veffels be 
required tp give bond^ for a reafonable a- 
moiini that ihey will not fell or charter 
fuch veffels in the dominions of any for- 
eign ftate or nation, in America, or elfe- 
vherc in foreign countries to the fuhjcfls 
of the bt'll gerf*nt parties. 

4th. That thf m^ftcrs and chief officers 
of-d}l aimed veffels be required to give 
bonds that they will not attempt to enter a 
bfockaded port, and that they will not re- (j 



t lift the lawful vifitaiioti and fearch of a na- 
\ tional fhip of any Etiropean belligerent 
, power : If deemed expedient, the mat- 
j ters and chief officers » may 1)6 further ren- 
dered liable, to fOch'perfonal penalties, as 
the wifdom of congrefs may prtfcribe. 
But your Memorialifts beg leave toobferve 
that as the property of Merchants is-frc- 
quently cxpofed to condemnation in for- 
eign countries, in confequencc of irregu-' 
larities committed by ma fters of veffels, 
they deem it inequitable, that the rigor ol 
this fevere penalty fhould be increafed by 
fubjefting Merchants, or fhip owners, to 
additional forfeitures, or by compelling 
them to become fu relies for the conduft 
of individuals in their fervice, exceeding 
the value of the counter indemnities* 
which perfons of this difcription may be 
prefuraed generally able to provide. Hav- 
ing ftatcd their opinion of the nature of the 
reffriftions ovi armed veffels, which it 
may be prudent to eflablifh, your Memo- 
rialifts refpe£lfufly requeft that the argu- 
ments in favour of their expediency and 
fitnefs for the circumftances of the prtfent 
times, may be attentively confidered. It 
\% a fa£l too notorious to require illuftra- 
tion, that the naval power of Great Bri- 
tain, has obtained fifch an. afcendency ai 
to afford alm.^ft complete prote6lion to hcf 
extenfive commerce, by regular convoys : 
To {tcv^t^ her foreign poffeflionsfrom alt 
probJible-dangerof internal attack* : And 
to compel* the colonies of her enemies to 
maintain a detfenfive fvftem. A confe*- 
quence df this naval fuperiority of Great 
Britain ii, ihat the authority of the other 
Etiropean .governments, in their rcfpeS- 
ive colonfes, has been greatly weakened 
and the national re fponfibi lit y for the con- 
duft of their local Adminiftrations, has of 
courfe proportionably diminifhed. In the 
Weft-Indirs, the evils and dangers inci- 
dent to this ftate of things, are extenfive 
and imminent. The colonv of St. Do- 
mingo has declared itfelf in a ftate of indc- 
pendcnce, and is at open war with the re- 
maining colonies of France, not a veftige 
of the commercial marine of France re- 
mains in any pjrt of the Weft-Indies, 
All thefe colonic? rpqnire effenti^l fupplies 
which can only be ubiained from the Unit- 
ed States, by commerce, by force, or by 
fubmifRon to the power of Great Britain. 
But though all the French c:l'>nies aredeft- 
rous of encouraging commerce with the 
United States, yet in confeq^jence of their 
mutual difftntions, aiid ilc ftate of focietjr 
in certain places, property in unarmed 
veffeUlis utterly infecure. 

Your memorialifts corfider it to be in- 
controvertible, that no nation can ji)ftly 
authoriff the capture or detention of neu- 
tral veflils in confequence of rights inci- 
dent to ^ ftate of war, wiilK>ut tftablifh- 
ing at the fame time, regular and impartial 
tribunals for deciding on the legality oi 
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fuch captures, according to principles re- J 
cognized in treaties, or by the general law 
of nations. Whether the tribunals, in all 
or any of the French colonies are of ihe 
defcription required by the ufages oicivif- 
ized ftates, your memorialifts will no* pre- 
fume to enquire ; — nor is the folution p^ 
this queftion iraporianf, it being a wcli 
known and indifputabie faft, that Ameri 
can veffels have been repeatedly captured, 
and the property divided and appropriated, 
by veffels fitted out from fmall ports, not 
under the coniroul of the Governor of the 
faid colonies. IF, a$ appears probable, 
Spain has already, or will fpeedily become 
a parly to the cxifting v^ar, the colonial 
commerce of this nation will^ probably be 
foon reduced to a ftate of inaftion, and in 
this cafe, the extenfive and thinly (eiiled 
dominions of this power in Amc?nca, will 
prcfent opportunities and motivewto reft- 
Icfs bucancers to extend their depredations 
on the commerce of th* United States. — 
YoTir memorialifts, however difavow an 
intention by thefe obfervations to refleft 
unjuftly on the genera! charafler of the 
French or Spanifh admin^ration*, as con- 
niving at the ads of piracy ; on the con- 
trary they are willing to prefume, that the 
evils of which ihey complain, and the in- 
creafe of which they Terioufly apprehend, 
are of a. nature not to be precifely forefeen 
or prevented, by the eKt&ing authorities. 
Your Memorialifts further rcprefcnt, that 
they perceive no principle whicH^an jufti- 
fy or require a reltriftion orwhe commerce 
of the United States with St. D(^iojjp in 
a^rmed veffels, which wiH not, confidfcring 
the circumftances of that country, more 
flrongly demand ihit the commerce /hoyld 
not be totally intcrdifled : If confiderar 
tions of ftate policy require that trade with 
any colony in the Wcfl-Indies (hould be 
interdifled, this neceffiiy muft of itfelf fur- 
nifh an additional arftument in favor of 
arming Amer;can veffels under proper re- 
gulations. To interdict conimerce with a 
country defirous of encouraging fuch com- 
merce, and incapably of fubfifting without 
it, will certainly be viewed as evidence of 
hoftility or dependence, and it may be fear- 
ed that the natural fuggcftions of refent- 
ment will he ftimulited by inducements of 
private rntercft, and the more cogent pleas 
of ncceffiiy. It may, therefore, happen 
that the United State?, by difairoing their 
veffels, to prevent the poffihility of con- 
flifts with unauthorifc'd cruifers may caulV 
to concenter in St. Domingo a dangerous 
power, andtheicby l^y the foundation of .. 
war of feriois magnitude. Your^emo 
rialifts being feriouflv anxions to fireferve 
peace with all nations, by obferving a fair 
and impar.ial neutrality, and befng only 
defirous of prote6ling their property a^ainff 
a defcripti m of cru^fers whofe conduft 
cannot he controulfd by regulartribunals, 
have confldered with all the attention in 



their power, whether any, and if any, what 
objeftions can be advanced aj^ainft ihe re^ 
gjijlations now propofed. In refpeft to G. 
Britain it may be obferved, that it would 
be prepofterous and abfurd to fufpeft that 
any American Merchant would arm a vef 
fel at his own expence, with dcfi^ns hoftile 
to the rights or interefts of that nation. 
BefitJes, the propofitions would provide 
for the infpeftion of the veffels which may 
be armed, jinereby virtually pledging the 
honor of the United States, that fuch vef- 
fels are defigned to be emplciyed only in 
commerce unequivocally neutral or inno- 
cent. As not only Great Britain, but the 
otherbilligerentnaiions, employ confuls and 
other agents in our principal ports, who 
are vigilant centinels in favoV of the inter- 
efts they reprefent, an auxiliary pledge may 
be derived from their examination, tkat the 
officers of the cuftoms will lemove every 
juft caufe of fufpicion. In this mode the 
neutral chara£icr of armed veffels and their 
true deftination, niay be more completely 
afcertained, than in the cafe of veffels fail- 
ing under public convoys, wh^ch are pro- 
teQed from the vifuation of privateers ^^n 
the high feas, by a recent treaty between 
Great Britain and Ruffia. It is deferving 
of remark, that the prefent war as yet fur- 
riifhes no confiderable obje£l for privateers 
on the part of Great Britain, and that tke 
owners of armed American veffels would 
perceive an intereft in inftru6fing their 
commanders to obferve a friendly and in- 
otfonfive deportment towards armed veffels 
ofcye^y defcription. Experience of the 
conduft oi' American veffels has hhberto 
-ifforded proof of the^uftice of this reafon- 
i ng,, and as i'rrej»tiUc,eondutt would be ut* 
terly unauthorifed by the propofed law, 
theconfequences of mifconduft many par- 
ticular inftance would attach to the offend- 
ing individuals, and could not endanger 
the peace of the United States. It mav 
alfo be fairly prefumed, that the Britifh 
government is not unmindful of exifting 
tendencies, nor indifferent to the danger 
which would remotefy a{Te6l their own 
colonies, from the eftabliflimer.t of a pre- 
datory fyftem in the Weft- In dies ; afyftem 
whicli has commeneed, but which prefe;nts 
no fufficient objeft for the vigilance of 
their national fliips ; which offers no re- 
ward to the enterprize ol their privateers; 
which attr?.6f8 but little attention from the 
Britifh merchants, whofe commerce is pro- 
teOed by convoys ; ^hich therefore, can 
only he reftrained my means poffeffed by 
the United States ; and which if unre- 
ftrained, will be nouriflied by depredations 
on the unproteQed commerce of the Uni- 
ted States, and eventually become danger- 
ous tothe inlcrefts of all civilized nations. 
In reflefling on the inierefts and probable 
views of France, and the other European 
Nations, which have and are likely to be- 
come parties with her in the exifting war, 



your memorialifts are unable to difcover a 
motive founded in public, policy, which 
can excite their oppofition to the regula- 
tions now propofed. The commerce of 
neutral nations, even under the greateil 
limitations authorifed by ihelawarof na- 
tions, muft remain to France and her allies 
a fource of eflefitial comfv>rt and advantage. 
The depreffion of the Airierican com- 
merce, from whatever caufe, would nccef. 
(drily increafethe relative force and influ- 
ence of their rival and enemy. A meaf- 
ure tending to obftru/*! or deprive any of 
their colonies, however fituaied, of necef- 
fary fupplijes, cannot fail to difcourage rcr 
gular induftry, to heighten (entimenis of 
hoftility, to render a future re-eftablifh- 
ipept of their ancient authority more diffi- 
cult and uncertain, to diieft commerce in- 
to new channels, lefs beneficial than the 
preffnt, to ihe interefts of the parent ftate, 
and poflibly to induce fubmiftion to ihs 
power of G. Britain. Independent of 
thefe co^ fiderations, the obligations of juf- 
lice, and a regard lO their own honor, re- 
quire qI the Governments of Europe to 
controul, if poffible, and at all events dif- 
avow,thofe depredations which render the 
armament of American veffels an iodifpen- 
fible precaution for their fecurity. As by 
the events of war, France has lofl the pow- 
er of controuling abufes in her colonies in 
the Weft-Indies, it is juft to confider her 
refpoiffibility as for the prefent fufpended, 
but it follows as a neceflary confequence, 
that ihp United States may without giving 
offerice, authorife reafonable meafures for 
thfj, fecurity pt their own, right*. A de. 
fence by me^ns of private armed veffels 
under proper regulations is not only rea- 
fonable, but from the nature of things, is 
that kind of defence which ought to excite 
the leaft fufpicions, it being certain, that 
the degree of force employed and excrcifed 
will never exceed the meafure required by 
i»eceflity, as it will he regulated by calcu- 
lations of commercial advantage to indi- 
viduals, and in no degree by views of po- 
litical aggrandizement. 

Your memorialifts might conclude their 
petition with thefe obfervations, but the 
great imponance of the propofed Law, not 
only in refpeft to the revenue and com- 
mercial profperity of the United States, 
but as it inay affeft the right of every citi- 
zen to keep and bear arms will it is hoped, 
be their excufe lor fubjoining a few addi- 
tional obfervations on the fubjeQ. 

The inhabitants of tfie United States 
have immemorially claimed the right of 
puffefling arms for the defence of their 
houlcs, their lives, and pii>periy j this 
prl\ ilege has neither been lurrendercd, nor 
abridged, and every citizen, whether at 
home or upon the ocean has believed that 
he might lawfully carry arras in fclf-de- 
fence., If this right be deemed important 
in the bofom ot the ftate, where the Iaw3 
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and mtgiftrates are ready to pruteft the cit- 
izen, how much more impoiiant muft it W 
confidered on the high Teas, where every 
Dati--*!! has a common jarifdiftion, hut no 
nation an cxclufive one, where every na- 
tion is bound to afford proteflion to the 
perfons and property of -its citizen?, but no 
nation has majjiftrates to grant it, where 
apgreffion is nvoft trequent and the means 
of defence mofi neceffary. 

Your memoriaTifts are duly fenfible that 
congrefs poflirfs the •• power to regulate 
commerce with foreign nation*, among the 
fevcral ftates, and with the Indian tribes," 
but with all deference they prefuroe to en- 
quire, whether under this power jfclawinav 
be enafled by which the citizens of the U. 
States fhill be^leprived of a right which 
has been fuppofed to be fecured to them 
by the conftitutions of the feveral flates. 
Your memorialifts forbear to add, but 
humbly requeft that no law may he pafled 
to prevent private vefTels froni failing in 
an armed condilfon ; or in cafe a law on 
this fubjcS is deemed necefT^ry, that its 
provifions may be conformed to the prin- 
ciples contained in the prefent memorial, 
and as in duty they will ever pray.

Captain Hamilton, v/ho arrived, here 
vefterday, from Naples, has brought dif- 
patches for Government, from Commo- 
dore Preble, of the American fquadron, 
who was hourly expe6ied at Naples. Thele 
difpatches were forwarded by the Ameri- 
can Conful at Tunis. We have no news 
refpefling the late operations of the fq^jad- 
ron. 

Another attempt ha? been made te fet 
fire to the houfe no. ^5 Pearl- ft reet. Burxi- 
ing combuftibles were difcovercdycfterday 
morning before any ^lapage was done-

FOREIGN. 

PARIS, 28th VENDEMAIRE. 

Admiral Bruix by a letter of the 13th,' 
informs the Minifterof Marine of the ar- 
rival of 60 veffels of the liavre flotilla at 
Boulogne, under tfie command of G^pt. 
Monieahril. The divifion ol the fleet for- 
ced its way through the Englifh cruizers. 
— A fquadron compofed of feveral fri- 
gates and (loops of war, nriade an attacl^ 
on tlie rear. The gun-boats fae^ the en 
emy and a fmart engagement enlued. The 
enemy's frigates in quitting iheafltion took 
in tow one of the (loops of war that ap- 
peared to have fuffered feverely. All the 
inhabitants of Fecamp were witnefs of the 
eneagemcnt. One of the gun-boats ac- 
quired ciiftinguifhed honor, and was an 
objeft of lively acclamation to the fpefta- 
tois. — Off D'Ailli near Dieppe, Capt. 
Mon»cabril fuftained a fecond contcft, 
which lafted two bours^ and which was 
i 



not lefs honorable to Lim. — ^^he Englilh 
wore obliged 10 fheeroff, uhilft the gun- 
boats puiiued to a certain difla^nce. 

LONDON, OCTOBERs25. 

A French paper of the 14th fays, that 
the infurreflion in Bifcay is by no means 
fuppreffed, and that a very ierious one is 
broken out rn the ifland of Majorca ; the 
garrifon, in endeavouring to lupprefs it, 
fuffered very feverely, and the regiment 
of Bourbon was nearly deflroy'ed. 

NOVEMBER 2. 

Sir George Rumbold, the Britifh Refi- 
dent at Hamburgh, with his papeas, has 
been feized by a party of 200 French in- 
fantry who furprifed him at his houfe, a* 
bout a mile from the city, and carried him 
off. The Senate of Hamburgh, the day 
after this outrage, fent to the French Re ft. 
dent to inquire the caufeof it, and to de- 
mand his liberation. The mtnifier faid he 
was ignorant of the caufe, but fuppofed 
it to be a fuit of Mr. Drake's affair. 

It is faid that Mr. Nichols, our Conful 
at Hamburgh, has taken refuge in the 
houfe of Mr. Forbes, the American re(i. 
dent. If the French wifhed to feizc him 
loo, they would not rcfpeft that alylum. 

Couriers announcing the outrage have 
been fent toall the principal Courts. We 
ihould tMink that this repetition of the 
fcaQdabik vjolaripn of the Germanic ter- 
ritoiy at Euenheim will at leaft extort from 
theCont|rtentaf»Powertfome meafures for 
the protffiion of the moft facred intcr- 
courfe of naticftis. If Fouche, the French 
Mmifter of Police, is to iflue bis mandates 
of arreft egainft individuals, nay, Ambaf- 
fadors, in a neutral territory, be may fend 
his archei to feize his prey in the Palace of 
the Empiror of Auftria or the King .of 
Prufia. — Others may Meel the effeAs of 
Bonaparte's Jawltfs violence, but their 
turn may come if they have not the cour* 
age to defend the common law of nations. 

The French Commerciai Agent, who 
yet refHes at Gottcnburgh, has received 
an order from his Government to quit 
Sweden immediately. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, SEP. lO. 

A firetjf eight days continuance has to 
day laid Jn afhes five mofqnes and about 
ipoo houfes. In the night of the 7th, a 
large village in the vicinity of the capital, 
principally inhabited by Jews, was like- 
wife burned. 

SEPTEMBER 22. ^ 

ThcHate dcftruflive fire which laid the 
village of Tophabia, and the artillery bar- 
racks, in afhes, is attributed to the dif- 
content of the population on account of 
the fcarcity of bread. The Jpniffariei 
likewife hive not received their pay fof 
fome lime.

&c. and, further, that be (Hamilton) 
fhould never be known in the buGnefs— 
which thit challenger was obliged to ac- 
cede to or fight young Hamilton ; he chole 
the former, and the parties feparated — In 
a few months, however, it came to his 
matter's ear, who was fo flruck v^ith the 
magnanimity of fuch Condufl, that be gave 
him liberty to come to the Continent, 
choofe what proleflion he pleafed.and draw 
on him to any amount.

HERE is not perhap$ in the 
world, c^-rtainiy not in Ainerica, an editor 
poffelTedof fuchinventivc powers as Jamfs 
Cbeetham. f Duane can buiiy, and black- 
gaa'rd, and lie — Smith can bedaub and bc- 
dizea the admiftration with undeferved en^ 
cotnium— the •• printer to theftate**(who, 
poor foul, will never have any thing of 
his own to anfwer for) can copy the lies of 
Duane, the encomiums of Smith, and the 
fabticatlons of Cheetbam : But if you 
want to hearof plots and confp!racies which 
never cxifted — wonders that never hap- 
pened — intrigues that never were thought 
of by the perfons who ar£ charged with 
carrying them on — turn to the pages of the 
American Citizen and the Republican 
iVaichtower ; and there you will find them 
announced, with all their circumftances 
and particulars, with the utmofl minute- 
nefs. 

The penetrating eye of this extraordi- 
»ary editor has recently difcovered a plot, 
which nearly equals thofe for which France 
bas been fo celebrated, fince the revolu- 
tion. Ke has difcovered, (for he declares

'Whilft J irlge Chafe wat 
making his addrcfs to the Senate, he was 
once, twice, or thrice, interrupted by the 
Prefident. The can(e of this interruption 
appeared to arife from afuppofition on the 
part of the Prefident, that the Judge was 
wandering from tl^ queftion before thct 
Senate; that queflion being a requeft on 
ihe part ol the J^jdge, to continue his trial 
until the fiift day of the next Seffion of 
Congrefs. The Judge, in order to (hew 
ihe propriety of continuing his trial, touch* 
ed in fome degree upon the merits of tht 
impeach.-nent derived ffom the articles 
which had been preferred a^aii.fthim. To 
touch upoii thcfe merits, at this time, was 
improper in the Judge, as Mr. Burr 
thought* and therefore interrupted him 
once, twice, and thrice. 

Fa£l3^. After Mr. Chafe had conclud- 
ed his addrefs, and not before, he was de- 
fired by Mr. Burr to reduce his motion to 
writing. But, mark you reader, Mr. Chafe, 
had no table to fet at, no paper to write on« 
no pen to write with, no ink wherewith 
to uk his paper, pen and table if he had 

had them What then, you will a(k, 

was the judge to do ? In Jorma pauperis^ 
he walked op to Secretary Otis and beg- 
ged the liberty of writing at his table. 

Faft 4 h. The motion for continuance 
being thus reduced to writing, Mr, Burr 
informed Mr. Cnafe thai the Senate would- 
be in that Chamber a(^-iio» at la o'clock 
the next day. Judge Chafe attended in that 
Chamber at 12 J*c\of.\iprecifely — No Sen- - 
ators however, no Mr. Burr appeared un«^ 
til near 2 o\clock. , 

FaS ^»h. When the Senators (hewed 
themfelves on the 2d day, it was determine 
ed, that tbe Judge's prayer fliould not be 
granted. Bat mark again reader, no offi« 
cial information of this determination was 
given to the Judge, notwithftanding the 
Judge was there waiting and flaring them in 
the face. But fays Mr. Barr, ** Mr. O- 
tis, you will ^ive Mr. Chafe or Counfel a 
copy of this order upon application." 

Pievious to the qneftion for podpone- 
ment, an afSiavit by Jjdge C. was read in 
the fenate, flatjng that it was impoffibie for 
him to colleft the necefTuy teftimony from 
Philadelphia and Richmond this feflion, or 
to prepare his defence, even if the teftimo- 
ny was procured. Ail would not avail. 
The impeachers had twelve or eighteen 
months to colleft teftimonv and to pre- 
pare. Judge Chafe has ONE MONTH 
in addition to the fourteen days notice.

This claufe excludes from 
arming not only all veffels employed to and 
from the We If Indies, but alfo thofe ira* 
ding to the South Picific, North Weft 
Coaff, and along the Weft Coaft of Af.

^.re engagCf^ By anoti er chmfe, arnied 
Merchant vcffels ol the Uriit^H Sr^tes are 
piohibi'.ed from goina ip the Wtft Indies 
Irom any other country, under the penal- 
ty of Forfeiture of the veflcl and her «* 
quipment, 

On ihefe claufes your memorial ifls beg 
leave to remark, that the numner of vef- 
fels cruizing in the Wed Indies, having 
or pretending to have French Commif- 
fiors, and which capture or plunder unar- 
med Americans, without ^regard to their 
deftination, renders it ahfolutt ly P/eceffary 
either to give Public Proieftion to that 
part of our commerce, or to fbffer our 
Merchants fo to equip their (liips as to be 
able to rcprefs thofe depreH^fi )r<; : And 
that the T-ade along the Weft Coaft of 
A'rica, in the Pacific Ocean, and on the 
North Wtfl Corift of America, cannot be 
carried c-n v.iih any degree of {afeiy wuh- 
oui fome aimament. 

The prohibiting of vcffels armed in the 
United States from going to the Weft In. 
dies from any other country, will, a<i y^ ur 
memorialifts believe; dcpiive the Mrr- 
chants ot the United Ss^ies of lome very 
valuable branches of Commerce, which 
thev at prefent enjoy. V\>%!jge.s li'om the 
Mediterranean to the Weft In^^ies are frc- 
qtient and valuable, and vellcls liom Itidia 
(*fien find there a market for part of tltir 
cargoes ; all of wh.ich are inierdifted by 
the Bill io its prefent form. 

By the fame fefiion it is provickd,That 
if any vefft-l, clearing out for a pon in the

k]c and furnkure, or the value ihereof, 
fiiill be farfcited to the uTeof the United 
States. This penahy your Memorialifts 
conGder as unneceffarialfy fevere, inaf- 
much, as no inftance of the mifconduft 
of veflels thus trading has hitherto occur- 
red to render it neceffary, and as it leaves the 
property of the innocent owner fubjeft to 
the indifcretion or mifcon(Iu£l of a com- 
mander or his crew, while the nature of 
the trefpafs, by which the penalty may be 
incurred, is entirely undefined. 

By the third f«fftion, power is ^iven to 
the colleftors to detain vefTels on (ufpicion 
until the opinion of the*Prerident (ball be 
obtained. To this part of the Bill your 
Memorialifts have objeftions that appear 
to them weighty. 

Bvthe Bill, vefTels intended for certain 
trades are permitted to arm, and if after- 
wards they proceed to rhe^ Wcff-Iadies, a 
penalty is incurred. It appears therefore 
fuperfluous, to leave it in ilie power of a 
colleQor to detain fuch vefTels upon fur- 
inifc or fuTpicion ; and it veffs him with a 
difcretion which may be exercifed to the 
oppreffion of the merchants, to whom no 
remedy is pointed out, by which an abufe 
of fuch power can be corrected. 

Your Memorialifts, having thus brief! v 
ftated their objcflions to the Bill in its ore- 
fent form, beg leave to add Tvme obferva- 
cions, which they fubmit with deference 
to the condderation of the Legiflature. 

Since the eflablifhrn^^nt of the prefent 
government, and particularly during the 
wars which have taken place between the 
nations of Europe, the Commerce of the 
United Spates has, at various times, been 
fabjefled to depredations of the armed vef- 
fefs of thofe nations, and the lofTcs which 
have been fuffained, though compenfated 
ia part, are yet great, beyond ail compu- 
tation. Without intending to cenfure the 
government for the warn of a prote6tion 
which fo extenfive a commerce as that of 
the United Srates appears to call for, it is 
proper to remark, that the nccefTity of the 
cafe and the peculiar flate of thinj^s at this 
time, require on our part precautions 
which in common cafes would not be 
d^f-m^d nfcelTiry. On the evacuation ot 
the Fiench part of the Ifl^adofSr. Do. 
mirgo, a great number of fmall vefTels 
were equipped as privateers,* from the 
Spanifh part of that IflarJ and from Cuba, 
by which our (hips have been continually 
harrafTed and even captured, although em- 
ployed in their ordinary and lawful com- 
merce ; and the moft wanton abufe of 
power is now daily exce^cifed, on the per. 
Ions and property of our fellow citizen?, 
bv a lawlefs banditti, who are not under 
the controul of the government whole fane- 
tion tfiey claim. If to American vefTels 
is denied the means of defending them- 
fclves, it cannot be doubted but the num- 



ber of thofe marauders will be multiplied 
to the furtherannoyanceof our commerce, 
and a very alarming change in our relations 
with the indigenous iiihabitants of St. Do- 
mingo, may be the confequence. With- 
out armaments, their ports will be inaccef- 
(ible to the Americans, which will impofe 
on them the neceffity of Ttipplj ing them- 
felves bv meauh of armed boats and vef- 
fels. They will make prize of ail unarm- 
ed vefTels and thus become the Algerines 
of the Weftern Hemifphere. 

How farihepropofed reflrjftion may be 
of real utility to the mother country is 
very doubtful, it is however certain, that 
her prefent inability to fupport a proper 
authority over this important colony, mav 
eventually produce an order of things in 
which from our vicinity we fhall be more 
interefled than any other nation. 

If» however, the Peace or general inter- 
eft of the United States, fhall be found to 
require fome rellriftion on the armament 
of merchant vefTels, the merchants are 
willing to Tuhmit thereto, and only hope, 
that theobje6ls of the Bill may be clearly 
defined ; that fuch reftri^ions fh^ll not 
extend beyond the neceffity of the cafe; 
and that its unufual penalties, together with 
the difcreiionary power to the Cuileflor, 
may be omitted.

•* In the courfe of the debate on the bill 
to amend the charter of Alexandria, the 
principal objeft of which was to extend 
the ri^hl of fufTrage to ** all free white 
male citizens,*' who had been chatggj with 
a tax on the public books, Mr. Goddard 
in anfwer to remark^ made by Mr, Eppea 
from Virginia, and Mr. Elmer from New. 
Jerfey, who advocated \he bill, was afketj 
why gentlemen did not carry their princi- 
ples into full efTc6l? If taxation and re. 
prefentation ought to be fo infeparable, he 
called upon the gentleman from New. Jt r- 
fey, the gallanay of whofe (fate had per. 
mitted females pofTefling certain qualjfi- 
catioDS, to vote, to extend the right of 
fufTrage to them— ^And begging pardon of 
the clafs of citizes jufl mentioned, for af- 
fociating them with fuch company, he call, 
ed on the gentlemen who profefTed to be 
fuch advocates lor the abfira6t rights of 
man^ ro fay, why the bill confined the right 
of fufTrage to the Xihite male cittzcns ? If 
any perfons had right to complain of the 
operation of the aft o\ lafl fefBon, which 
this bill was to repeal, it was fome of that 
clafs, who before the p^fTage of that aft, 
pofTifSng the qualifications in point ot 
properly, were entitled to vote, and by 
that a6t were disfranchifed. 

*' Mr. J. Randolph in a fpeech on the 
fame fubjeft, and on the fame fide oP the 
queftion againft the pafTage of the bill, 
fpoke agairifl univeifal fufTrage, and faid 
we could not jn fociciy proteft all natural 
rights. If fo why exclude perfons of full 
age, and not taxed? He went onto defend 
the qualification of voting required by the 
'aws oi Virginia, viz. pofTeflion o\ freC" " 
held ciliie, and made fome remj»i Its m al. 
lofion to the (1 svery there exiOing, and 
f*f]ced uhv the j;ent eman from Connefti- 
cut (Mr. G.) ill 'n?d caff about his political 
firebrands, and f«y he was in fport ? Mr. 
G. rofe to explain, and faid thai he owed it 
to himfelf and the houle to declare, that on 
a former day, as well as on thrs, his re- 
marks on the fubje6l alluded to were for 
the purpofe only of prefent.ngin a forci. 
ble point of view the arguments uffd by 
Mr. R. himfelf, on thefuhjecf of univer- 
fal fufTrage which fentiments he in general 
highly approved — And Mr. G. added, 
that he wifhed to remind gentlemen who 
talked fo much of the abflra^l rig^is of 
man^ of their own local fituation. Afier 
this explanation Mr. Randolph mi'ehi ff he 
pleafed call his remarks political fire- 
brands. Mr. R. rofe and laid that tj any 
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thing coii-d lead him to doubt the corrcS 
nejs of his own Jcntiments, it was that 
tn^y met with the approbation of the gen- 
tleman from Conne£licut — not that be 
meant to call any reflexions on that gen- 
tleman, but that he believed that between 
him and the gentleman Irom Conn%£licut, 
there was, and probably ever would be, a 
radical diflference in fentiment, Mr. G.

HIGH COURT OF IMPEACHMENTS. 

Wednefday^ January 2. 

The United States vs. Samuel Chafe. 

Silence having been ehjoined b/) the 
trier, 

Mr. Otis (Secretary) Read the return 
on the fommons of Samuel Chafe, made 
by Mr. Mathers, fergeant at arms, who 
was fworn that he ferved the faid Samuel 
Chafe with a copy of the fumtnons and a 
copy oi the articles of impeachment. 

Proclamation was made that Samuel 
Chafe appear conformably to the fu mmons, 
or that his dclauk would be recorded. 
S'imuel Chaft appearCti accordingly. 
The Prefident o* the Senate (Mr. Burr) 
informed Mr. Chafe, that having been 
lummoned toanfwer the articles of im- 
peachment exhibited againft him by the 
Houfe of Repiefentatives, the Senate were 
ready to receive any anfwer he bad to 
make. 

Mr. Chafe reqjiefted, \n confrleratibn 
0I age and infirmuy, the indulgence of a 
chair, which being furnifliH, h- fratcd 
himfell near the area of the Senate cham- 
ber in front of the P efi Jent. The m -m. 
bers were feated in bo.xes covered with 
crimfonon each fide of the Prefident and 
in a line with h\% chair. 

Mr. Chafe rofe, smd made feveral obfer- 
vations of a general nature on the articles 
<yf impeachment. 
Ti« Prefident faid this day had been ap. 



pointed to receive any infwer Jie might 
make to them. 

Mr. Chafe faid his pDrpofr was to re- 
queft theallowanceof further time to put 
in his anfwer. 

The Prefident defired him to proceed. 
Mr. Chafe began his arguments in favor 
of an extenfion of the time for putting in his 
anfwer. After making his exordium he 
denied being guilty of all or any of the ar- 
ticles exhibited againft him ; but faid the 
charges were fo heinous and urged by fuch 
high authority, that a fimple denial would 
not be f ufficient. It behoved him there- 
fore to evince the reftitudeof his conduft 
by meeting each charge diftinftly. 

The Prefident here interrupted him ; 
and afked it the paper he was reading was 
intended for his anfwer, if fo it wovild be 
put on file. If it was the prelude to a 
motion he meant to make praying to be 
allowed further time for putting in his an- 
fwer, he would confine himfelt' ftri£lly to 
what had relation to that fubjeft. From 
the tenor of what had been urged it had 
appeared to him as intended for an anfwer 
to the articles of impeachment. 

Mr, Chafe faid it was not his anfwer 
that he was reading ; but ihat he \vas af> 
fi{;ning reafons, why he could not nojv 
anfwer, in order to (hew that he was enti- 
tled to further time to prepare and put in 
his anfwer. 

Prefident. You, who are fo conver- 
fant in the praflice of courts of law, know 
very well that a motion for time muft not 
be founded on mere fuggeflions, but muft 
be founded oti fome fa6ls to prove the pro- 
priety of the motion. 

Mr. Chafe faid he meant to (hew the im- 
pra6licability of his anfwering at this time, 
from the very articles themfclves and it 
was for that purpofe he had badanallufion 
to them. 

The Prefident faid with the caution he 
had given he might proceed, provided no 
objeftion were made by any gentleman of 
the Senate. 

Mr. Chafe proceeded with bis argument 
without interruption until he came to that 
part in which he ftated he could prove his 
innocence by the uniforni icnor oi his pub- 
lic life — which would (hew that whilft 
thofc who accufcd him were puling in 
their nurfes arms, his arms w^re raifed, 
and the utmoft exertions of his mind em. 
ployed, in laying the foundations whereon 
are ereQed the liberty, happinefs and 
profperity of our country. 

The Prefident here interrupted him, and 
faid that obfervations of cenfure or recri^ 
mination were not admifEble ; it would be 
very improper for him to liften to obferva- 
tions on the flatements of the Houfe of 
Reprefentaiives before an anfwer was filed. 
Mr. Chafe faid he had very few words 
more 10 acid,, aad he ibouJd ihcA fioiOi tor 
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the prefent. He was permitted to pro* 
ceed, and concluded with defiring that hef 
might be allowed 'till the fiift day of the 
next feflion :o put in his anfwer and pre- 
paie himfelf with a counfel for his trial. 

[Want of room compels u& to oitih the ^ull lengtH 
speech of Judg^ Chase, this week ; but it shaH 
be given in our next.] 

The Prefident defired him if he had any 
motion to make to reduce it to writing and 
hand it to the fecretary. 

Mr. Cbafd hereupon ftated his motion 
in writing which was as above ftated^ 
and was afterwards read by the fecretary. 

The Prefident then informed bim that 
the Senate would deliberate on his motion^ 
and that the court would be opened to- 
morrow at 12 o'clock. 

The fcnate immediately, on the invita^ 
lion of the Prefident, left the Senate 
Chamber, and proceeded to a private com^ 
inittee room. 

During tlie whole of thefe proceedings, 
neither the managers, nor Houfe of Re* 
prefeniatives were prefent. 

Thurfday^ January 3. 
The Secretary adminiilered to the Pre* 
fident the following oa^h. •• You do foU 
emnly fwear that in all things appertaining 
to the trial of the impeachment of Samuel 
Chafe, you will do impartial juftice ac« 
cording to the conflitution and laws of the 
United States." 

The. like oath was adminiftered by the 
Prefident to 27 of the members prefent, 
and three others made folemn afHrmation 
to the fame efFeft. 

The Prefident laid before the Senates 
letter from Samuel Chafe, inclofingai) af- 
fidavit fworn before Mr. Juftice Hamilton, 
affigning various fa6is and reafons for be* 
ing allowed further time to give in his an« 
fwer. 

Mr. Bradly moved the Senate to come 
to the following refolution : 

Ordered, That Samuel Chafe, one of 
thealfociate juftices of the fupremc court* 
of the United States, do file bis anfwer to 
the articles of impeachment exhibited a- 
gainft bim, with the Secretary oj the Sen- 
ate, on or befgre the day of 

Mr. Giles moved to ftrike ou^all the 
words after the word ordered, and infert 
in lieu thereof the.iollowing : *• That the 
day of fhall be the day for 

receiving the anfwer and proceeding on the 
trial of the impeachment of Samuel Chafe." 

Mr. Hillhoufe moved a divifion of the 
queftion, taking it firft on ftriking out. 

Mr. Giles afked if the whole was not 
one motion. 

The Prefident declared that any mem* 
her of the court had the right of requiring 
a divifion of a queftion wh>ere it was ful* 
ceptible of a divifion, and he conceived 
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the amendtnent propofed was capable of 
being divided. 

The quefiion was then taken on ftriking 
cm by calling over the names of the mem- 
bers, and there appeared Ayes 20— ^Noes 
10 — So the words were ftriken out. 

The queftion was ' next taken in like 
manner upon inferting the words moved 
by Mr. Giles, and was carried — Ayes 82 
^Noes 8. 

Mr. Tracy moved to fill up the blank 
with the firft Monday in December next. 

Mr. Br^ckenrid^e moved to fill it up 
with the 4th of February next. ^ 

The Prefident faid the firft queftion 
would be on t4ie moft dtftant day, viz. the 
firft Monday in December next. 

On this quefticm there appeared 12 Ayes 
ind 18 Noes. So the motion, was loft. 

The Prefident then put the queftion on 
the 4th day of February next, which w^s 
carried in the afjirmative — 31 Yeas and 9 
Noes. 

The queftion on the order, as amended, 
was then pat and was carried— ^Aycs 21 — 
fiocs 9. 

The Secretary was direSed by the Pre- 
fident to deliver a copy of this order to the 
Houfe of Rpprefentatives, and another co- 
py to Samuel Chafe. 

After enquiry by the Prefident wheth- 
er any gentleman had any thing further to 
ofier, the Senate withdrew to a private 
chamber. .

•♦CITY OF WASHINGTON, DEC. 31, 1804. 

•• We have this moment received, and 
had read by the Clerk, a letter from Mr. 
O'Brien, our late Conful at A^firiers, ad- 
drefled to Mr. Gavino, our Conful at 
Gibraltar, the fubftance of which is that 
in the three attacks made by Commodore 
Prebble, againft Tripoli, on the 3d, 13th 
and 29 h Auguft, he had taken and def- 
troved fix gun boats, killccl fevcral hundred 
of the enemy, and taken one hundred prif- 
oners. 

On the ni^htof the tft September, an- 
other attack had been made on the vefFcIs 
in the harbour, in whichaiire fliip, which 
was fent forward among the veffels, un- 
fortunately took fire before the people on 
board bad cleared themfelves, and blew 
fhem all into atoms. — In her were loft, 
Captain Somers, Lieut. Wadfworth, fon of 
the Member of our Hv)ufe, and Midfti p- 
man Ifrael, (Izard) who, I underftand, is 
from South Carolina. 

Captain Barron did not arrive off Tripo- 
li until the 9th of September, which was 
unfortunately too late in the feafon, to per- 
mit him^ to keep the^^un-boats and corfairs 
in our employ any longer on that dange- 
rous coaft— ;Of courfe our hopes of reduc- 
ing the Tnpolitan^ to our terms for this 
feafon are loft, and it is apprehended, I 
find by our Conful, that our unfortunate 
countrymen will have Jo remain longer 
than wchad heretofore hoped, in their con- 
finement. It does not appear by the com- 
munication, that any terms had been pro- 
pofed by the Tripolitans.*'

At a Court of Oyer and Terminer and 
Generah Gaol Delivery, held yeflerday at 
the city hall of the city of New.

I mander in chief of the French forces at 
Santo Domingo, being apprized of this 
circumftance, fent to demand his country- 
men being delivered up to him, which was 
ref ufed on the part of the Spaniards, who 
immediately thereupon hoi fted Spanilh co- 
lors at Si. Jago and at Porte Plate; and 
applied to the commander of a Briiift) floop 
of war there, requefting to be fuppHed 
with arms and ammunition, and to the 
fame effea fent over to Turk's Ifland, as 
he fully expeaed an attack from DeflTa- 
lines, who had colleQed 22,000 of his peo- 
pie for the porpofe— we underftand, how., 
CTer that neither of the Spanifti command- 
ers application eould with propriety be 
granted, and of courfe necefliiv compelled 
the refufal.

This ab- 
(oluie power in the head of the Chinefe 
empire appears to be as ancient as the em- 
pire itfelt, and all the revolutions which 
have taken place have tended to confirm it. 
The emperor alone has the difpofal of all 
the offices of fiate which are wholly de- 
pendent on his pleafure. No employment 
is however purchafed in China ; merit, 
for the moft part, raifes to place, and rank 
is attached to plate only ; thus whatever 
may be the defpotic power ot the emperor, 

' the government has an eminent advantage 

i over moft of the governments of Europe ; 

' the offices and honors of which areas fale- 
able as their other mercantile commodi- 
ties.. On this principle, of merit only 
qualifying for office, the empeior has the 
right ot ch ^ofing a fuccedor either among 
liis children, the reft of his famrly, or from 
amon^ his own fuhjcfts ; thus Chun, 

. prime Minifterof the emperor Yao, was 
chofen by that monarch lofucceed him, on 
account of his luperior abilities. 

Should the fuccefTor named by the em- 
peror be wanting in that refpetUiil fubmif- 
fion which he conceives is due to him, or 
manifelt fome natural weaknefs of which 
he was not before fufpetled, the fame hand 
that raifed him towards the throne can re- 
move him from this exalted ttation. In 
fuch cafe arfother fuccefTor is chofen and 
the former is entirely forgotten. The em- 
peror K^ng-hi, one of the lateft and beft 
fyf the Chinefe emperor?, thus exc!ud<?d 
his eldeft fon from the throne, thor.gh he 
had once nominated him his fuccelfor. 

A prince of the blood is generally ef- 
icemed in China ; yet the emperor can 
prevent thofe from afl'uming that title who 
have a natural right to it, but if they are 
permitted to enjoy their rank, they have 

j rei'.her influence nor power : they poffefs 



a revenue proportioned to their dignity ; 
and have a palace, officers and court ; but 
they hAvc lefs authority than the loweft of

ITII much nlerifore, we this 
day prefent our readers with the fpeech of 
Judge Chase, before the High Court of 
Impeachments of the United States. Wha:. 
ever unfavorable imprefTions might have 
been made upon the minds of candid men, 
by former puWicaiiors and proceedings 
on this iubjea, we think ihis fpcech is 
calculated in a great meafureto wipe them 
away. Fafts and circumdances are here 
difclofed, which ferve to expofe the un- 
rcafonableneff, if not the injudice, of the 
accufations againd the judge ; and the un. 
prejudiced reader will find, in his protcda- 
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ions dI innocence, and in the manly dig- 
nity of the fpeec]\ llron^ evidence if an 
boneft heart. Judge Chase ap^pears not 
as one humWcd, afliamed, coniufed and 
guilty : Nor does his manner partake of 
that haughty pelulence and impertinence 
which always marks ilie hardened offend- 
er. Firm, dignified and refpefliul, he de- 
clares that he has coniraiitcd no crime ; 
and denies all improper intentions. He 
afks time to make out his anfwer, and offers 
the mod weighty realons lor the rtqieft. 
He difclaims all intention of afRtled delay 
.:— rejoices in an oppoftunify of vindicating 
his iiinorence ; and thanks his accufer^ 
lor-^aving at length put their charges ihlo 
9 definitive form, fufceptible of refutation. 
The fpecch difclolcs two f^Qs which 
demand ferious at tern ion — i!*e fiift. fJicws 
to what mifw-rable (hifts the party in pow- 
er are driven to make out acciifations a 
gainil Judge CuASE — the other e^^pofes 
their grofs and abominable partiality. — In 
the new articles, trumped up this feffion, 
the judge is charged with having, in the tri- 
al of Callcnder, under the lawy ofih^ Uni- 
ted States, infringed the laws of Virginia! 
Wc do not imend to call in ^ueftion the 
right of Virginia to d^jjj||rf^A€ impeach- 
ment of a judge who, a61ing under the 
]aw8 and by the authority of the United 
States, fhall contravene a fldtclaw of the 
ancient dominion. (We are fenfible that 
the laws of Virginia are entitled to more 
fefptft than the laws of the union.) But 
iidmitting this right, it appears that, on the 
trial of Callender, his counfel never fo 
mucji a$ mentioned the laws, which Judge 
^^HA^E is charged with having iiitringed. 
Judge Chase was i(?norant of the exift- 
enceof fuch laws, He reiided in another 
ila^e, and atled unfler adiflTciCnt authority. 
So that, even admitting the aft was wrong, 
the intent w. s innocent.— Bui it has been 
made a pretext for impeachment \ and, 
Irom prefcnt appearances, feetns to anfwer 
better than none. 

In the ne.^t place, it appears, th^t the 
moft (flaring partiality hui been fhewn ; 
Judge GuirFiN was the i*!f(>ciaie of Judge 
Chase on the trial of Callender, and con 
curred in the judicial opinions for which 
the latter has been impeached. Thus the 
fame opinions which were held criminal in 
Jurlge Chase, are confHcrcd perfcftly in- 
nocent in.J.idge Gr^fin. It is impoflfi. 



blc to account for this partiality, uolefs we 
afcril^it to political con fiderai ions. Judge 
Griffin, it ia faid, is a democrat — Judge 
CiMiE, we ali know, is a federalift. But, 
furely, this ought to make no difference in 
an affjir fo much importance. 

The bufi nefs. on the whole, wcers a 
gloomy afpeft ; and we are apprehenfive, 
that (houid the arm of juilice prove inful- 
ficient,' the iron harid of power will be 
employed tocrufh Judge Chase.

«• in a fpeech uncommonly luminous and 
•• argumeniative. I regret extremely that 
M a partial abfence from couit renders rne 
^ ** un.-ble to report it. Mr. Hoffman dc- 
I '• monff rated the folly ot the legifl^iture 
»• that enabled it, and, I willadd, the cri- 
'* minalUy of the Jury tha^ has given it 
•* lan^Hon. Kforoe gentleman of the bar

•« fential fervice to the public. 

•* On what ground did ihe Jury make

The above cenfures of the editor of th^

may fancy that •• in more happy mf^rnenu 
of refltftion** they will be unable tarecon^ 
cife their verdi£f to their confcicnce, but 
we fufpe£l that he, on a very little cool 
reflettion, will be very forry that he com- 
mitted this haffy paragraph to tl e prefs, I 
will explain n)yrelf in a few words :

laboured reply by counfel on the other fide 
is alfo fubmltied. The coun on the whole 
are of opinion that the law i& conftitutional 
aqd delivpr this opinion to thejury, at the 
fame lime informing them that it is their 
prerogative to ma^e a contrary decifion^ 
law as well as fa6l in criminal cafes being 
equally within iheir ct gnizance ; but ad» 
I dtn^ that it they fhould decide by their ver- 
di6l in lavour of iheconftitutionaliiy of the 
law, fliU the convifled would have an op.

In 
vain have the fa^s o\ this tountry formed 
republican tniiituttons, in vain has the 
blood of its patriots and heroes been flied, 
and in vain may we boafl (indeed not long 
ran we boaft) ot civil freedom, if the fatal 
praflice of ufing ardent fpirits as a com- 
mon and daily beverage (hould continue 
and increafe. The duties on fpirits and 
on wines imported to this country, amount 
to more than ^^\ millions ot dollars a year 

a fum more thanfufficienttogive acon- 

flant fupport to good fchoolt for all the 
children of the country between the ages of 
7 and 14. You will ohferve that n^crely 
the DUTIES on liquors imported to the Uni- 
ted Srates amount yearly to the aforelaid 
fum exceeding fix millions of dollars; and 
how enormous then muft be the retail coft 
of itjefe liquors ? — A large proportion ol 
them, it is granted, is exported from henct 
to other countries ; but meanwhile vaft 
quanti'iesof vaiious kinds of ardent fpirits 
are diftillcd at home ; anti this kind ot 
manufaBure rapidU' i'xieafes ^very year, 

There were, accor.iirig to the returns 

for the year 1800, more than twenty thon. 
laindjlills in this coomry, and thcii num- 
ber fince has probably increafed to ten 
thoufand m^rc. Our land, exceeding in 
one refpctt, the goodly land of old that 
flowed with milk and honev, flows with 
all the neceflarics cf life, but moft abun- 
dantly with rum, gin» brandy and whii- 



key ; and the fe fl reams are eagerly abforb- 
ed by its infatuated and ever thiifty inhab- 
itanis, who •• fpcrrd their money for that 
which is not bread, and their labor for that 
which faiisfieth not." The fums which in 
this country are yearly lavifiied in the pur- 
phafe and unnecejjary ufeof ardent fpiriu, 
are of aflonifhing magnitude : they pro- 
bably exceed the taxes for the fuppoit of 
all our governments, addedioa fum fuflS- 
cient to fupport a decent fchool in every 
confiderabie village throughout the union. 
The immenfe wafte of property is, how- 
ever, the leaft part of the evil : and exceff- 
ive ufe of ardent fpirits becommg general, 
\^ an inlet to almoft every evil that can in- 
fell and debafe fociety. — It weakens and 
poifons the body, impairs the intelleft, 
curdles the temper and corrupts the whole 
mind; it makes churlifh as well as fi'ly 
hufbands, unnatural fathers, rebellious 
fons, idleand feditious citizens : it degrades 
man, in fome refpetts, below the beafls 
that perifb; but which never perifh in the 
ignominious manner that many human 
creatures do — by intoxication.

APPEAR, in obedience to a fum- 

mons !rom this Honorable Court, to an- 
fwer articles of impeachment exhibited a- 
gainft me, by the Honorable the Houfe 
of R'^prefentatives ot the United States. 

To thefe articles, a copy of which was 
delivered to me with the fummons, I fay, 
that 1 have committed no crime or mifde- 
meanoi whatfoever, for which 1 am fub- 
jeft to impeachment according to the con- 
ftitutionof the United States. I deny, 
witha few exceptions, the dfls wjth which 
I am charged ; \ (hall contend that all afis 
admitted to have been done by me, were 
legal i and J deny, in every inftance, the 
improper intentions with which the afts 
charged, aie ailedged to have been done, 
and in which thetr fuppofed criminality 
altogether confifts. 

But in ^haiges of {o heinous a nature, 
urgtd by fo hiijh an authority, a fimple de- 
nial is not fu flic lent. It behoves me, for 
the legal jufbfic^tion of roycondu^, and 
for the vindication of mv chara61er, to j 
meet each charge with a full and particular 
anfwer; to explain and tefute at length, 
every principle uri?edagainfi me; to (tatc = 
the evidence by which I am to difprove 
every fatf relied on in fupport of the accu- 
frftion, and to detail all the faQs and argu- 
menis on which roy defence is to reft, ^ 



The neceffity of an anfwer embracing all 
the^ objefts, in cafes of impeachment i« 
obvious ; and the right to make it, is fe- 
eured by law and fanflioned by uniform 
prafiice. 

Such an anfwer it is my intention to 
make. — It is my purpofe to fubmit the 
whole ground of my defence to the view 
of this honourable court, of my country, 
of the world, and of ihofe who are to con* 
duft the profecuiion. So will my judgea 
come to the trial with that full knowledge 
of the whole matter in difpute, which is 
effential for enabling them to underfland 
and apply the teflimony and the argu- 
ments ; and the Honorable managers will 
be better prepared to refute fuch parts of* 
my defence, as they may think untenable, 

But in a cafe of tbis kind, where the 
accufation embraces fo great a variety of 
charges, of principles, and of fafls, it is 
maViilef^, that preparing fuch an anfwer, 
as I have a right to make and as my duty 
to myfelf, my family, my friends and roy 
country requires at my hands, a conGder* 
able time mull be neceflary* 

Many of the principles involved in this 
impeachment, are very important,^ not 
only tome, but to the liberties of every A- 
merican Citizen, and to the caufeof free 
government in general. TThefe principles 
oughi to be maturely confidered, and 
clearly explained. They prefent a wide 
0eld of legal invefligatipn ; many of ihcm 
require Ubonous and ejctenfjve rcfeareh, 
and although fome of them have accompa- 
nied the proftcution from its commence, 
ment, and have ihus been for a confidera- 
bie time fubj<6ledto my confideration ; 
fome on the other hand have been very 
recently introduced. 

Of this defcription is the principle 
whereon the 5 hand 6 h articles reft ; rel- 
ative to the exient in which the courts of 
the United States are to be governed, not 
onlv in their decijions, but in their pro^ 
ceedivgs by the Udte laws. A principle 
which was not brought'into view, until a 
few weeks ago, and the explanatirn of 
which will require a careful confideration, 
of the condu^ and proceedings of the fu. 
preme and circuit courts of the United 
States, from the fii ft eftablifhment of ouf 
federal fyftem. 

The fame articles involve the conftruc- 
tion of two ftdte laws of Virginia, which 
lam charged with having infringed in the 
trial of Cal fender, which were not tnention- 
fd on the trial, or during any of the intro- 
duttory proceedings, and of which I nev- 
er heard until thefe articles were reported 
a few weeks ago. Jt is mamfeft tliat in 
order to fix the true conftrnQion of thefe- 
laws, «bout which proff ffional men have 
differed in opinion, recourfe muff be had 
to ihf decifn'ns of the courts oA ih^t ftace. 
as explained by their records ; or in cafe 
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tbofe records (hould be filent, to the're- 
colleQion and opinion ol proteffional 
men, accuftomed to pre fide or atMnd in 
the courts where thofe laws are enlorced; 
—It is manifefl that fuch invefiigation cao- 
BOt be accooiphOied in a fhort time. 

T|^e iafts on which this profecution 
reds, except the lail article are alledged to 
have taken place more than four years ago ; 
r^me o\ ihem at -Philadelphia, fome at 
Wilmington, zniheftateo* Delaware, and 
foroe at Richmond, in Virginia. Thefc 
taBs are very numerous, and the greater 
part of them are of fuch a nature, as to de- 
pend for their criminality or innocence, 
on minute circumftances, or (light fhades 
of tcftimony, and often dn the different 
manner in which the fame circumftances 
may affe£i different fpedators, al) equally, 
difpofed to reprcfent truly what they ob- 
served. The nn>ft material fafts are al- 
ledged to have happened in Richmond and 
Philadelphia. In the former of thefe pla- 
ces I am an utter ftranger, having never 
been there but once ; and in the latter, I 
know perfonally but very few individuals. 
Thefe circumftances render it very diffi- 
pult for me, to afcertain the perlons wha 
witneffed the various tranfa£lions in quef- 
tioo, and are able, after thrs lapfe of time, 
to give accurate teftimony concerning 
fbem ; and this difficulty is very much en- 
creafed, by the diftance oi thofe. places 
from that of my refidence. I affj^re this 
Honorable Court, that from the ipoment 
when this piofecution affumed a ferious 
appearance and a definitive^ form, at the 
laft Teffion of congrefs, 1 have turned my 
attention to the fubjeft of my defence, 
and my anfwer, and have exerted myfelf 
ID finding out and procuring the requif|te 
teftimony ; but the difficulties which I 
have ilited, added to my ill ftate of iiealth 
during a great part of the laft year, have 
prevented me from making fuch pmgrefs, 
^a to afford me th^ hope of being able to 
obtain the obje£^ in a very fhort time, I 
have done much, but much, very much 
remains ta^e done, even in thofe parts of 
the profecution where I had fome notice 
by the pro^'cdfngs of Uft feffion. In 
thofe very material parts which have ori- 

S'nated during the prefent leffion, every 
ing is ftill to be-done. 

It ttiAy perhaps be thought, that alchb' 
thefe preparations might he .neceff**ry for 
t^^e trial, 'they are not (o for the anfwer. 
But fuch an opinion I truft, would on ex- 
amination be found erroneous. 

I'he anfwer, in cafes of impeachment, 
muft di(clofe the whole defence, and tht 
defence muft be confined to the matters 
StHcd in the anfwer. Uiherwilethe prof 
ccutors might be furprifcd at the trial, bv 
objedions which wiib previous notice, i 
would be in their power to reluie or ex 
pbin. The accuied therefore* before .he 



puts mhis anfwer, ought to have time fuf- 
ficient for making himfelf thoroughly maf- 
ter of his defence, of thr grounds on which 
it refts, and of the fafts and evidence ^y 
which it IS to be fupported. He pught to 
be completely prepared for the- trial ; be- 
tween which an^ipe anfwer no delay need 
to take place, WRept fuch as may be ne- 
ceffary for convening the witncffcs. 

In fo material a paitiof his preparation 
for defence, as the drawing up of his an- 
fwer, it will not, I prefume, be denied 
that he ought to have an opportunity fp\ 
obtaining the heft projefftonai affiQance, 
which it may be in his power to procure. 
This aflTftance is rendered peculiarly ne 
ceflary to me, by the very precarious ftate 
of my health ; which affords me, at this 
feafop of the year efpecially, but ftiort and 
uncertain intervals, of fitnefs forTn^nlal 
or .bodily exertion. Should my anfwer be 
requnred in a fhort time, I have no reafoit 
to luppofe, that I (hall be able to obtain 
fuch afllftance of this kind as I fo much 
need, and as probably, I (hall x)therwife 
have in my ^^^ver. Profeffional gentle- 
men, engageciextenfively in bufmefs, are 
at all times too liable to interruption, and 
too much occupied to devote ihemfelve? 
exclufively to ah affair of this nature, fo 
as to complete it within a (hort period ; 
and at this (e^fon of the year, they are foi 
the moft part particularly and indifpenfa- 
bly engaged. 

Thefe realons in favor of a liberal allow- 
ance of time for preparing the anfwer, de- 
rive great additional force from one fur- 
ther confideration, which I hope that I 
may without impropriety preferir to the 
view of this honorable Court. Reputa- 
tion ought to be more dear to every man, 
andismoredearto me than the honors orthe 
emoluments of office. |ncafesof impeach- 
ment, the fafts which appear, the explan- 
ations which are given, and the arguments 
which are urged, at the trial, are fometimes 
wholly omitted in the ftateraents given to 
the public, and often mifreprefented, or 
ftated too indiftinftly to be generally un- 
derftood. It is to the anfwer that the world 
muft look, for the juft jficaiion of the ac- 
cufed. It is by his anfwer alone, that he 
can furnifb a clear, concife, and authentic 
explanation of his conduft and his motives, 
fupported by fuch a ftatement ol his proofs, 
as can be extenfivcly read, clearly under- 
ftood, and eafily remembered. He ma) 
therefore claim from juftiee, and expc6t 
from the high dignitv and refponfible 
charafter ofUhis honorable tribunal, fuch 
time -for preparing this very important 
document, as may enable him to beftow 
on it ail the care and labor which it re- 
quires, and to give it all the force ol 
which it may be fufceptible. 

In ftating thefe confiderations, Mr., 
Prefidenty in fupport of my requeft for a 



continuance of this cafe, I difclaim all in- 
tention of affefted delav. Feeling a con- 
fcioufnefs of my integrity, and a juft pride 
of charafter, which place me far above the 
fear of events, I am anxious to meet this 
ac.cuiation, and I rf'joice in an opportuni- 
ty of refuting if. I know that my conduft, 
though liable to a full portion of "human 
i error, has at all times been free from in- 
' tentional impropriety. I know tha. in all 
, the inftances lelefted as the grounds of ac- 
cufation, I have difcharged my official du- 
ties, with a facred and inviolate regard to 
I my oath, my charafter, the laws of my 
country, and the rights of my fclfow-citi- 
zens. I know that I can prove my inno- 
cence as to all the matters alled^jed againft 
me. Af^^ acrimonious as are the terms in 
which many of the accufations are con- 
ceived ; harfh and opprobrious as are the 
epithets wheiewith it has been thought 
p'roper to aTfail my name and charafter, 
by thofe who were *' puling in their nurfe's 
arms,*' whiift I was contributing my ut- 
moft aid to lay the ground work of Amer- 
ican liberty ; I yet thank my accufers^ 
whofe functions as members of the gov- 
ernment of my country, I highly refpeft, 
for having at length put their charges into 
a definitive form, fufceptible of refutation; 
and for having thereby afforded me an op- 
portunity of vindicating my innocence, in 
the face of this honorable court, o! my 
country and of the world. 

But this vindication, fituated as I am, 
and as this cafe is, cannot be the wot k of a 
few weeks. Much time has been employ- 
ed in preparing the accufation ; lefs will 
be required for the defence; but a fhort 
time will not fuflBce. I am far from pre- 
foming to prefcribeto this honorable court, 
whofe fenfeof juftiee, and difpofition to 
grant every proper indulgence, J cannot 
doubt ; but ii may perhaps, be not impro* 
per to fuggeft that by the firft day of next 
feffion the anfwer could be prepared and 
put in; and that the trial might then take 
place as foon afierwards as the witneffes 
could becolkfted. I declare that it will 
be impoffible for me to prepare my anfwer 
in fuch time as to commence the trial dur- 
ing this fedion wiih any profpeftof bring, 
ing it toa clofe before the feffion muft end ; 
and were I to omit that full anfwer which 
I wifh to give, it would be impoflible for 
me, in the courfe of this ftlTion, (mly two 
months of which now remain) to afcertaia 
fully all the fafts neccffjry for my defence, 
to find out and briij;r to this place, the 
witneffes and written leilirnony, or to 
make arrangements relative to that afllft. 
ance of counfel which my cafe requires, 
my age and infirmities render effeniial, 
and a longer lime would enable me to pro* 
cure. n 

I hope, Mr. Prcfident, I may be per- 
miued to obferve, tiiat my private an4

A letter Irom an officer on board the 
Prefiicnt, dated Sv'racufc harbour, Sept.

hcroifm of our feam^fi, and too honorable 
^o the memory of the deceafed, to be with- 
held from the public. 

•• I wrote you from Gibraltar the i^h 
Auguft and from Malta the 6ih uU. fince 
which we have been off Tripoli and arriv- 
ed here two days fince. Two days previ- 
ous to our arriving off Tripoli a bpat was 
filled wlth*ioo barrels of powder darted 
in loofc, and 300 fhells ; the command 
was given to our fiiend Somers, who fend 
with him lieutenants Wadfworthand Ifrael, 
with about ten men, his orders were to get 
in as nigh the town and batteries as poflible 
and put fire to the trains, he had with him 
a fmall boat to effcft his efcape from the 
harbor off which was capt Stewart in the 
Syren waiting for him. When we arrived 
off Tripoli we were informed that he got 
well in and fet fire to the trains, but by 
/ome ace dent it was fuppofed the train 
commauicitcd to the diy powder before 
thev got off a fufficient diftance from the 
veffel. Bit an arrival here laft night of a 
fmall veffe? from Malta, the capt. of whom 
was at Tripoli at the time of the explofion, 
informs that S;;mers had got well in, 
when twot;un boats full of men were fent 
to board him which they effefled, i®o 
Tripolitans being on board of his boat, he 
i.)und he muft either iall into their hands 
or blow himlelf up ; he cbofe the latter, 
and with bis own hands put th^ match t^) 
ihc powder which inftantly dafhcd to pie- 
ces the boats, and every perfon in them. 
About 100 ChclU fell into the town and caf- 
tle, at this milant there was the greateft 
f^onlUrnaiioD every where and with 200 



men I believe the cattle might have been ta- 
ken." 

Among the brave fellows, who thus end- 
i ed their days, and laid a well founded 
claim to glory, were Captain Soraers, of 
Jerfey, Lieutenant Wadfworth, M>.ffa- 
j chufetts, midfhinflaau Ifrael, of Miryland 
I -7-whofe riamei^ave been tlated before, 
j but which are now oriven with greater pre- 
I cifion tu prevent miilakes. 

The veffcl blo^vn up was^ lugger, of 
but little value, taken from the enemy.

I'wo Tiipolitan 
gun-boats were fo near as to endanger tht- 
captu of the fire (iiip5, and rather than 
he triken and defeated in Jheir defign, tht 
crew heroically blew up the fhip, and blew 
them (elves and ih6 Tripoliian gun- boats in- 
to atoms. 

*• This afi and the bombardment of the 
town ot Tripoli by our fquadron, foterri- 
fied and difmayed the barbarians, that they 
abandoned the town and. fled into the coun- 
try ; and, had only two hundred men land- 
ed, the town and the bafhaws caflle might 
have been lacked and reduced to afhes 
The protjpeft ot obtaining our own terms 
grows daily more flattering, and in a (hort 
time we may expedl to hear a fecure and 
honorale treaty has been made, by means 
of our cannon, and the heroilm of our 
countrymen." 

Our former accounts from our fquad- 
ron in the Mediterranean, mufl have exci- 
ed the regret and commanded the praife of 
the public generallv, for the officers and 
feamen who perifhed before Tripoli ; but 
with the admiration of the exploit, men- 
tioned in the foregoing letter, it is perhaps 
improper to mingle forrow, left it detratt 
from the grcatnefs of the afclion. It u in 
a general fenfe, happy for ih^ country^thaj 
the valour of our countrymt^n fhone fo con- 
fpicuouflv, and that they embraced fo glori- 
ous a death \ as an example to their fupcef- 
foi s as an evidence of the fpint of Ame/icans, 
the event was fortunate — fuch a£ls of de- 
votion and courage have b^^n performed

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DUELLING LAW. 

m HE latetrialt b New- York un- 
der this law, has called Dp the important 
queftion of its conflitutionality. After 
long aiKl able difcuffion, it appears, the 
court and jur)r have added their fanfiion to 
tha of the legiflature ahd council of revif. 
iot\. It may be deemed prefamptuous in 
us, to fet up an opinion in oppofltioo to 
the high authorities ^y which the law has 
been approved ; Sill we muft fay, the law 
appears to us to be unconftitutional. We 
do not feel competent, nor are we inclined 
to enter into any argument on the fubjefl ; 
but wc will ftate briefly the reafons for our 
belief. Let it be undetriood, that we do 
not intend to queflion the expediency or 
juftzce of pafTiog fevere laws af^ainft duel- 
linjr ; hot we contend that disfranchife- 
mcnt ought not to be the punifhment. The 
conflitution of this (late, declares, '^ That 
'* no member of this ftate (hall be disfran^ 
•* chifed, or deprived of any of the rights 
•• or privileges fccurcd to the fubjefts of 
•* ihis ftrite, by the conftitution, unlels by 
*♦ the law of the land, or the judgment of 
♦• his peers." It cannot ferioufly be fup. 
pofed that the framers of the conftitution 
intended, by this article, to give to the le- 
giditure the power of palTing laws to de- 
prive any member of the ftate of the -elec- 
tive f ranchife. They muft only have, had 
reference to the laws then exifting. Un- 
der the common law, which, was declared 
by the fame conflii ution, to be the law ofihc 
land, certain cri mes are pu^iftied by d isf ran- 
chiiement. Men committing tbefe crimesi 



may be conftitutionally disfranchifed : But 
if the legiflature has power, at any time, 
to pals laws recognizing new crimes, and 
to punifli them by disfranchifement, at 
what point is' this power to flop ? To teft 
the correflnefs of a principle, we fliould 
carry it to its t^^noft extreme. Let os 
fuppofe then, tliat the legiflature, pofl*«?fl'. 
ing the power contended for by the advo- 
cates of the duelling law, fliould pafs a law, 
making it a crime for a citizen to read a 
federal Jiewfpaper, and pnnifliing fuch 
crime by disfranchifement, would any man 
in his fober fenfes, contend lor the confti* 
tutionality of fuch a law ? 

SOUND PRINCIPLES. 

A quarto paper, entitled ♦• The Post- 
BoY,*' founded on the eftabliftiment of the 
Windfor (Ver.) Gazette^ commenced on 
the ift inft^. wiih the following Political 
Crctd : — 

•' Nor would we be underftood as not bt' 
longing to any parly : fuch a temporifing 
ambiguous condu£>, would ill accord with 
the feverity of Troth ; which fcorns to 
parley with the afftftions and charities of 
human nature. The boneft, the mode- 
rate, and patriotic, who alike abhor the 
Tyranny of the Jew or the many ; who 
are the friends of order ; have a pcjitive 
interejl in the foil ; and can derive no ad- 
vantage from difcord and confufion in the 
ftate — thefe form a Party to which we 
are proud to belong, and to whofe interefts 
we fliall devote the columns of the Post- 
BoY. And to prevent both the factious 
Democrat and the proud Monarchift claim, 
ing any affinity to this party; wc fliall 



briefly lay before our readerb the Pkikci-

ferving. 

«• III. We believe thaCalthough in a po\ 
litical point of view ^ men arc born equal, 
and continue through life entitled io equal 
rights^ many individuals acquire privi^ 
ledges^ fell evidently not common to all : 
—Virtue, talents and learning will m fpife 
of theories flattering to ignorance, in eve-

•* This doQiine we I'old to be the inevit- 
ablerefult oi that political truth, which re- 
cognizes protedion and fecurity as the 
fondamental principles, as the great aim 
and purpofe of government. We there- 
lore believe, that he ought nottopos-- 

SESS THE POWER TO VOTE AWAY PROPERTY, 
WHO HAS NOT ANY O? HIS OWN THAT CAN ' 
BE AFFECTED BY THAT VOTE ; and while 

the power oi reprefentinsr property, is #ti. 
joyed by HIM WHO has none of hisown ; 
fociety will ba diRurbed and plunt'ered, 
in a great variety oi cafes, by needy and 
ambitions adventurers, who will confum- 
matetheir plans of private aggrandizement,', 
under the mafic ol patriotifui and affcdion 
•lor the public good. 

•* IV. We believe that the Chrillianfvf- 
tern is effenii^l to the political a«; well as 
moral excellence ot focial life. Wnile we 
declare ourfelves inimical h^fsBarian intoU 
€rjrtf<: in every pofrit>le (hape, we are au- 
\horiled both by found reafon and experi- 
ence boldly to afTert, that The fear of 
God, ought to be implanted in the heart 
of every man before he can advance a well 
founded pretention to an office of troft or 
refponfibility.

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[Believing that our readers will generally feel inter- 
ested in the proceedings of our courts, in cases a- 
rising under the new duelling law, we lay before 
them the following statement of 

RIKER'S CASE, 

FROM THE EVENING POST.] 

Richard Riher, CounfeHor at Law and 
States Attorney for the diftrift for the city 
and county of New- York, and Robert 
Swartwout of the fame place, were in-lifci- 
ed in April laft for a violation ol the Duel- 
ling A6i, and entered into recognizance to 
appear at the next court, and take theii 
trials. At that court it is believed thefe 
gentlemen, the principals, both appeared, 
biit neither at th^t Court nor at any Court 
fmcehas either of their feconds been to be 
found fo as to be made witnefTes of. And 
now Mr. Riker inforrvs tlie public that he 
was there at that Court ready for trial and 
has been fo ever fince ; nay, that early 
in autumn he wrote to t^^ Attorney Gen- 
eral and exprefsly requefted that he might 
be tried at an early Court. Now if we at- 
tend to one circumftanceftated by the At- 
torncy General in anfwer to Mr. Riker's 
motion for a difcbarge, we fhall have no 
caule at all to wonder at this. Mr. Wood- 
worth informed the court that on exami- 
nation of the April indiftment, he found it 
fo materially defeftive that he could not 
rifk a trial upon it ; it was therefore ev. 
tremely natural for Mr. Rikcr to wifti to 
he tried on fuch an indiftment ; for if the 
jviry had found him guilty, he would have 
applied to the Court by a motion in arreft 
of judgment and been difcharged : And as 
no man can be put in j^*opardy twice for 
the fame ofFsi-nce, this fliw in the indi6l- 
ment would have been juft as good to him 
as a verdift of acquittal. But it is faid in 
reply that if the indiftmenc was defe6live, 
it was not to he imputed to Mr, Riker ; he 
could not help it — he had not feen it. And 
this brings up a very curious Cdfe. The 
reader is to bear in mind, that Mr. Riker 
is the State's Attorney for the diflrift, to 
whom the law confides the care of all crim- 
inal profecutions, and of coirfe it was in 
this, as in ail cafes-, his duty to fee puhjic 
juftice was run to be turned from its courfe 
t>y an utjfkitftiily dr<iwn prorefs. How 
far, in^efd, a man would he bound iny^r^ 
corf(Lefif:ce \i} ^\d in a profccution againff 
hiiufeil, I a-n not -con^octent to decile, 
nof h^' tl,e dtielhng fixture n^rrde any pro- 
vifiQu 1(1 caffs vhr-n* the duel is fought by 
fhe Attorney General ; a manifeft otnif- 
(ion — But Mr, Riker now fays, he was 
ready in June, and at all times fince, to 
meet the profecution — This again prefepts 
a cafe flill more novel than the bft. We 
ftiould have been cmertained wall a fpecies 



oFamulement, fuch probably as the annals 
of our coilrts never yet witnefled — Mr. 
Riker, the Diftrift Attorney, fumming up 
acaufe to the jury againft Mr. Riker, the 
individual. It would have been^ pleafant 
fpeftacle; he would, however, have had 
this unheard of advantage, that let the ver- 
di£l be as* it might, he was fure to get his 
caufe ; an objeft of great defire with all 
lawyers, cfpeciallv young beginners. The 
celebrated law cafe of Bullum verfus Bo- 
turn, as reported by that fage civilian A- 
lexander Stevens, wotild no longer have 
been entitled to the high rank it no%v holds 
in the libraries of the learned in the law ; 
it would, in faft, have been no better than 
a foil to Riker vs. Riker. — But to retura 
to grave matters of fa6l. — ^ 

As to the flatepnent which Mr. Riker's 
counfel was inffruBed to make and which 
it is afTerted in the Qdizen he did make, 
that *• his client had no agency in keeping 
witneffes out of the way," we fhall not 
contradi6l it ; but merely obferve : That, 
at November term, the witnefles were out 
of the way and therefore the caufe could 
not be tried nor a new indif^ment found; 
at that time the Attorney General took a 
rule on the witnefTes to (hew caufe at the 
next term why an attachment fhould not jf* 
fue againit them for not having obeyed the 
fubpcena which had been ferved upon them, 
As a court of Oyer and Terminerintervcn- 
ed between the November and January 
terms, the Attorney General anx'ous to 
difpdfeof the cafe and not to keep Mr. Ri- 
ker in fufpence, again fummoned thefe witr 
nefles to appear before the Grand Jury, 
But they again kept put of the way and it 
was publicly faid they never would ap- 
pear, which was the reafon that the Attor- 
ney General reforted to the teftimonyot 
Mr. Riker , and Mr. Swartwout, at wiH 
prefenily be flated. 

We fhall not undertake to affert that 
Mr. Riker himfelf applied to thefe witnefT- 
es to keep out ol the way, but at leafl we 
mud be permitted to remark, that it is 
flran^c they fhould of their own free will 
ahfcond in this manner, and thus fuhjvft 
themfelves not merely to pay heavy fine^ 
and forfeituies, but to undergo a6lual im- 
prifunment ; and which indeed it will be 
the duty of the court to inflif}, if they per- 
fiff in ihcir contumacy. We are now pre- 
pared to give a fu.ccinft account of what 
took pfacc at the lafl C airt. 

At t\e lafl. Court ot Qver and Terminer, 
the A torney General deterrfjined to fub- 
mit the cafe to anoihci Grand Jury for the 
purpofpof procurini^a new incittment, for, 
to go to trial on ihe prcfent would ^e no. 
better th^n a farce. But as the (econds ftiH 
kf'pt out ox th.e w^y fo as lo avoid ^i^'ing 
e>pi^ncr^ he propofed to make ofeof Ri- 
ker a^ a witnefs agMinO Swartwf>ut for 
fending b^m (R ker) a challenge, nr<\ then ' 
of Swartwout as a wunefs againil Riker 
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for accepting a challenge oF him (Swarf. 
wont,) precifely as had been Hone at the 
fam* Court in the cafes of Pendleton an ! 
Van Nefs, Riker was accordingly Icru 
before the Grand Jnrv to give evidence. 
When he came thv.Te the loremjn CI. 
Fifh, put fc'veni! q'ieffions to him from a 
ivriitcn paper furnKhed him by the Aitor- 
ney General. We have taken feme pains 
to procure a copy of ihe{e queftionsas they 
afterwards came before the court, hut 
without fuccefs, however that i^ not ma- 
terial, as will be feen. Mr. Wood worth 
informs us that the leading and only im- 
portant queftion was infubff ince if not in 
letter, the tollowinpj. '• Did you ever 
receive a challenge ol Robert Swartwout 
to fii^ht a duel ?** It was put in writing to 
pieyent. any quibbling on one part ormif- 
take on the other as to its import. To the 
Airpri^eof thejjry Mr. Riker relufedtoan- 
fwer, alledging that J)e could not do it 
without criminating himfell : — the futility 
of i%hich every reader, as well as every 
lawyer rauft perceive at once : fince it 
would be abfurd to^pirtend that to receive 
a challenge without arcepting it, would 
make a criminal. Howeverihe Grand Ju- 
ry, in order to be quite correft, fubmitted 
thequeftions to the court ; the Court de- 
tcrmined and Judge Livingfton delivered 
the opinion ; that the queftions were pro- 
per and that the witnefs muftanfwer them. 
I'he witncfs was again fent to the Grand 
Jury and again he refufcd to anfwer ; 
thereby fetiing at defiance both the Court 
and the Jury. The Attorney General, it 
is important to obfcrve, exprefsly offered 
the Jury to prepare the mittimus for com- 
mittmic him to prifonfor contempt, (hould 
he perfift; he did perfiil, and the Jury in- 
iiead of doing their duty, came into Court 
and, as is flaied in the Citizen Communi- 
cation, reported that they had •• difpofcd 
of the bufinefs in a manner fuitablc to their 
own views ot what was juft and proper." 

Yes ; it is too true thnt this Grand Jury 
were fo forj^etful ol what was due to the 
public, to the court and to themlelves, 
that with their oaths Hipon them they thus 
blinked a queftion of the great^ft magni- 
tude. It <loes not now lie m their mouths 
to alfcdgc any objeftionsagainft the law or 
the ftaiuie ; by once putting the queftions, 
ihey precluded themfelves from laying af- 
t^Tward-s thcy were improper, and there 
wjs no alternative but to infift on the an- 
fwer. If this conduft is to fervc as a pre- 
cedent, if it is to lie in the pleafure of wit- 
nefi'cs whether they will give tcflimony or 
nor, then there is an endol all attempts to 
firing offenders tojuftice ; then is the law 
a mere bugbear and may be abused in fa- 
vour of one culprit and to the deftruClion 
of another ; and the inftitution of the 
Grand Jury inftead of beingentitled toihofe 
proud encomiums which have fo often been 



beftowed^^n it, will be degraded info s 
me^e inftrumcni to lerve a turn. 

We contefs ih-jt :he condu6l'cf iht 
Gr?.nd jury, in this inflance, (Irikes u> 
witli fuch amazement, th-Jt we are no lon- 
ger able to follow Mi. R\ker with obferva- 
tionson hisextraordinary attempt to get dj/- 
charged on motion^ nor in his fublequeiu 
newspaper attempt to reprefent himfelf to 
the community as a perfecutcd man, and 
liis motion one founded not on anyappie- 
henfions for himrdf, but proceeding fole- 
ly from the moil pure snd patriotic inten- 
tions in behalf of the community. 

After the length the Grand Jury have 
gone in i^xt bufinefs, it is not to be won- 
dered that Mr. Riker fhould now begin 
to thiijk himfell a perfecuted man, as well 
as a great patriot and fhould endeavour, 
by reprefeniing \\U cafe to ihe'comnHinity, 
to excite the pubhc fympaihy in his be- 
half. And iiere we muft take the liberty 
to afk Mr. Riker, if he is fo confcious of 
innocence as to fee! little apprehenfions as 
tot he r^fult of this profecution, what did he 
mean by refufing to anfwer the queftion re. 
fpefting Mr. Swartwout, aliedging that it 
would criminate him/e/f? that is to fay, 
his anfwer would producer criminal inno- 
cence — A confufed fort of an idea tliat at 
beft. 

But ; notwithflanding the miftaken and 
unjuftifiable lenity of the Grand Jury, and 
noiwithftanding the appeal to the public 

and , wetrnft this profecution will be 

condu£fed to a fatisiaftory, and honorable 
iffue. For tfiis we rely entirely on the 
firmnefs and integrity of the Attorney Gen- 
era! ; and if he is ftill aftuaied by the fame 
confcientious views that have hitherio 
marked his condu£l he will well merit 
thofe thanks and thofe applaufes which the 
community ftand rea^^y to avyard. 
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MANAGEMENT. 

We have had frequent opportunities 
to admire the fkill and management oi 
the Poft-Ma fter- General ; hut the follow- 
ing faft wc believe has been overlook- 
ed by the Pennfylvania editors. It may 
however be relied on ; and we think the 
reader will agree with v^t that it flicks one 



more feather in the already overloaded cap 
of Mr. Granger. 

A few years fince the legifl-iiurc of 
Pennfslvania pafl^d a law, that ** no per- 
fon holding an office .under the United 
States, fhould hold an oifice undrr that 
ftate."

It 
is fuppofed that young Prieftly is now 
nearly twenty-one years of age, and if he 
lives, will foon be old enough to hold tlie 
office on his own account. — God grant 
be may not quarrel ivith the old gentleman 
about the loves and fifhes.

CULTURE OF MIDDLESEX, ENGLAND, 

Oi/irvaticns on Gardens between Weji- 
minjler and Ckelfea* 



j300N after Chriftmas, when the 
weather is open, the gardeners begin by 
fowing the borders, and then the quarters 
with radifhes, fpinnaj?e, onions, and all the 
other feed crops. As foon altcrward* as 
the feafon will permit, which is generally 
in February, the fame ground is planted 
with cauliflowers from the frames, as thick 

^ as if no other crop had then poflefiion of 
the ground. The radifhes, &c. are foon 

' fcnt to market, and when the cauliflowers 
are fo tar advanced as to be earthed up, fu- 
gar loat cabbages are planted from the a- 
forefaid feed crops. When thefc are mark- 
eted, the flalks are taken up, the grouud 
cleared and pUoted with endive and celle- 
ry from the aforefaid feed crops, and daily 
at thefe crops are fent to market, the pel- 
lery is cropped for winter ufe. The gar- 
deners agree in one maxim, to dung pUn- 
iifuUy^ to dig the foil well^ and to fow 
good feed.

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FROM THE CHARLESTON COURIEfl. 

DRAWING near the clofe of the fee 
ond ye;ir of our labours for the public, 
and lunaming up the whole political con- 
duQ of the civilized world, in general, and 
of this country in particular, we fee much 
to lament, and little to be pleafed with — 
little to applaqc, and much to condemn— 
much to fear, and little to hope.

of Europe. — There we fee that Ufurper, 
the ofT^pringot nullity, the nurfeling of 
fin, thepupilof vice, the ^/«i^tf of fanguin- 
ary democracy, the ixiftrument, at once, 
and fomenter of fa£lion, and the perfonal 
executioner of her bloody mandates — the 
fworn profelyte Srft, and then the perjur- 
ed betrayer of faftion after faflion, of the 
murderous demagogues who have deftroy- 
ed and ravaged Europe : Now ailifiing 
~ each, as it happened to rule, in deluging 
tfieir country, and the world, with blood, 
aafl' then helping thofe who (hed tlieirs« 
There wc fee that terrific tyrant lifted up- 
OD the Qioulders of democracy, up to def- 
potic regal power, trampling not only all 
that is had, but all that iavaluable, ot that 
fame democracy, under his bloody hoofs ; 
and not only crufliing democratic fa£lion, 
but difcarding from the compofition of gov- 
ernment that portion of the refined princi- 
ples. of demociacy, without which good 
government can no more exifl than life 
without heat, or animal exiAence without 
the circulation of blood — With a hell-in- 
ftru6ied procefs of political chemiftry, de- 
compounding that happy form of govern- 
ment which the fages of many centuries had 
compofed for the advancement of human 
bappinefs, and the perpetuation of that por- 
tion of freedom it is competent to frail man 
to pofTefs and retain under the condition 
%vhich the" Creator has made the terms of 
fUbiunary exiftence, and wherever his per. 
xiicious power extends, excluding every 
^. part of it but monarchial defpotifm.^ — From 
an afcendency fo difgraceful as well as 
threatening and dedrudive to mankind, 
.we fee Great-Britain alone exempt ; a- 
gainft it, we fee Great-Britain alone con- 
tcnding-T and while the combatants are en- 
gaged, all Europe looking on, with trepi- 
datipn, fear, and hope, awaiting the idue 
oi the conteft ; like the Children in the 



Wood, trembling for their throats, which 
are to be cut^r favcd, as their intended 
butcher or defender fhall itappen to fee vie- 
torioiis. All, all the rcfult of letting loofe 
the people from their folds, to be preyed 
upon by the Wolves, the Tygers, the Pan- 
thers', and " the felled of the fell," tbe 
Hyaenas of fociety, the demagogues. 

From this tremendous pifture, let us 
turn our eyes to America, and fee how (he 
takes it — how her knowing ones take it. 
Let us look her political connoifTeurs — her 
conftitution fanciers — and her DiUettanti 
of holy infurreftion, and the Rights of 
Min, full in the face, and fee how they fland 
afiFefted by this tragical piece. Whether, 
as true principled republicans, they con- 
template it with indignation and abhor- 
rence ; or, as unprincipled demagogues, 
view it with complacency and approbation 
— Whether, as good men, they detefl and 
efchew the wild democratic doftrines and 
preachers which have betrayed Europe in- 
to thofe horrors, or, from fellow-feeling, 
exult in the fuccefs of fuch diabolical arts 
T— Whether, as friends to the independ- 
ence of mankind, they wifh fuccefs to its 
champion, England; or, as fellow blood- 
letters in embryo, and tadpole defpots late- 
ly generated in the quagmire of the Rights 
of Man, and ftriving to fwim through the 
trickling flreamlets of popularity, into the 
huge whirlpool of ufurpation, (that damn- 
ed cftuary into which democracy never 
fails to run) — they wifii fuccefs to Bona- 
parte, enter into his virtoous, honeff, 
merciful, and republican feelings ; like 
buxom bridefmaids, fympathize with the 
joys of the new bride, and giving full 
fwing to their loofe imaginations, antici- 
pate their own long wifhed confummation, 
and pray their gods to fend the day that 
(hall make fuch blelEngs theirs ; and fo 
enable their kind congenial friend, the 
Corfican, to return one prefidential com- 
pliment, in kind, and on fimilar princi- 
ple<, and with equal juftice, to hail our 
defpotic monarchy in /^^//^, *' ihe eniigkt- 
ened government'^ of America. 

If thofe who have rifen to power by pop- 
ularity, and obtained that popularity by 
profeffingrepublicanifm, by inveighing a- 
gainft moqarchy, and by brawling about 
the rights of man, were really and in heart 
that whi^ they profefs, what muft their 
feelings he ?* If they be in heart republi- 
cans, muft they not abhor the roan who 
has deftroyed Republics, and defpife the 
people who fiave lubmitted to his fway ? 
Muflthey nntwiih every breath waft pray- 
ers to the God of juftice to avenge the 
caufe of Switzerland, that illuftrious, and 
once happy republic, whofe boafl ft was 
to be inhabited, as a great writer has faid, 
by ** IJn peuptejimple, bienfaifant^ brave, 
enemi da fajie^ ami du travail, ne cher- 
chant point d'ejtlaves, et nevoulant point 
dc maitres y*^now doomed by the all-def- 



troying counfels of the Corfican, to yield 
up their independence, to part with the 
government of their choice, and to take 
that which he flretches forth to them on 

; the point ot the -bayonet ; and to receive 
the tyrant's di£lates as to their form of gov- 
ernment, their domeftic regulations, and 
their external conneflions, with implicit 
(ubmifTion ? Nor is the injury fimply this : 
It is.embittered with infult. The priva- 
tion of their liberty, and independence, is 
aggravated by the moft brutal and infolent 
rcflefiiions upon their country, upon tbeir 
diverfity of religions, languages, and man* 
ners, andinawordi upon all the effabiifh* 
roents, habits,- laws, and cufloms which 
they had for centuries cherifhed as fjurces 
of bappinefs and barriers oi their independ- 
ence ? If in heart thofe men hate monar- 
chy, muft they not abhor the defpot who 
to regal tyranny adds theabommable crime 
and the dangerous example ot ufurpation ? 
It they value the rights of man, muft they 
not abhor that man who has violated the 
rights of eveiy people with whom he has 
come in conta£l ? And can it be faid that 
our majority do all this ? No — no fuch 
thing ! But in many inftances the reverfi^. 
They are too cunning to drink openly the 
health of Bonaparte, or as they were wont, 
" caroufe full meafure'^ to his murderous 
merits ; but they view him with that ad- 
miration and private liking with which, 
grovelling minds, unfwayed by principle, 
gaze upon fuccefsful villainy, and witb. 
kindred affe6kion and family fondnefs, 
yearn to that monfirous progeny, begot- 
ten by Ufurpation upon that ftrumpet 

j Democracy, and midwifed to a throne by 
Murder. In the intoxication of the even- 
ing, thy may quaff •• three times three** 

! to the memory of William Tell, the il- 
luftrious Swifs patriot, who in the year 
1307, delivered the Swifs Cantons from 
the German yoke, by (hooting the tyrant 
Grifler ; but more wife in the morning, 
they will very gingerly tell ^you, that in 
1803, thofe Cantons wanted atofs back a- 
gain into defpotifm ; that they had lain 
too long on the right fide of republicanifm, 
and for fear of tbe blood fettling there, 
ought to be turned on their backs, or roll- 
ed over to the leti fide, the yoke of foreign 
monarchy ; that tbey bad been too long 
idle, and were rutting fo/ want of political 
experiments ; and that refting too long in 
the luxurious lap of freedom,* they were 
likely to fall into a ftate of political ennui^ 
and require the ufual noftrums — the cup- 
ping, biiftering, blood-letting of the Cor- 
fican quack* Gracious God, grant pa- 
tience to every honeft man who hears that 
after what has pafied, there are ftill men 
in whofe hearts the cancer of Jacobinifm 
fo inveterately inheres, that to vindicate 
the moft pernicious tranfa6fion that ftains 
the hiftory of the wculd, they will libel a 

l[ glorious nation, and out of fliecr love ot 
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¥frong, of revolution, and of, pkjnder, 
will take fav^rge delight in the overthrow 
ot a glorious republic, and fay '* well 
done'* to the tyrant who tramples it under 
loot. 

When menaft upon principle their con- 
duft is uniform — as in the mimic drama, 
the aQor who plays parts, not congenial 
to his fou', falls back into his own char- 
after when the curtain drops ; fo when a 
man in the real Jrama oi life, plays a bor- 
rowed part, as ioon as his turn is fervcd, 
he falls bick into his own charatler, and 
Jijce Richard, " is himfclt again.*' On 
the ftdgc a villain may play the part of a 
virtuous man, a ruffian and a blackguard 
that of a gentleman, or a loofe woman that 
of a tender modeft virgin : But as foon as 
the deception has done its office, each 
finks back into lelf ; and if they were to 
be hanged, drawn and quartered for it, Cdn 
no more permanently and confillenlly ap- 
pear the vntuous man, thejTenilcman, or 
the chafte woman, than a f^iiioi 's well tarr- 
ed jacket could pafs lor a filvered muflm. 
— Thus your revpluiionary demj»gogues 
waver from part to part, earncHly mim- 
icking each, yet never being in reality 
w"hat they feetn ; and when they have gull- 
ed the multitude and obtained their obje£), 
exhibit thcmfelves in their true character. 
To day they play the Spouter, and de- 
claim in praife of democracy, Biutus, 
blood-letting, and the death of Ciclar ; 
to-morrow they prdiTe Ctefir and ufurpa- 
fion. O'^G evening they ftrut end mouth 
rank eul>':yon La Liberty, tlj^ Giiilo- 
tine, an-l RoD2b?irK,^i:; tiie next on D:?f- 
potifm, Prifon, Ch^iir.s, and BoNAPAaTE ; 
and whether it be democracy, arillocracy, 
or defp >:ic m')narchv, ali is right with 
them, prpviJed it only fuppli/es them with 
a fvvinging fnare of inlurreflion, revolu- 
tion, violence, coniifcition and piuivocr. 
And above ail, provided it dernolilhes 
long eftiblifhfd iorms of government. For 
this ii the fatt ; tlicy know it is only when 
tlie flream is violent iydifturbedtha: the bot- 
tom filth can life to the furface ; that they 
catj hope lo rife only in the >lind pell- 
mell riot, and cofif'jfion of civil difcord, 
when tiie wife, thjgoni, and the exalted 
are content to keep fober and dt feiid thc:n- 
felves, and when (^s night thieves, after 
breaking \v\i% a houfe, make th-^ir way in- 
to the cellar, an6 drink till they c**nnct 
find their way out a^rainj thede!uc!ed peo- 
ple and their dchi^lcrs, drink deep of die 
cupot power, till intoxicated, iliey l^!l 
into the hands of foiue deluder more c-i'i 
tious and more c\inr\\i\rr^ than the refl, 
whothrov/s t!)em into irons, ard exrcjtes 
juftice upon them in the end. Each hopes 
he may be that fortunate perfon, and di- 
re£ls all his^ efK^rts to that end. 

And now Americans, afk why certain 
perfons in this country preach democracy 



to vou, when they have before their eyes 
arxl you have before yours, in the ircTh 
defpotifra of France, and the fubjngation 
and dependence of the greater part of Eu- 
rope, a damning inllancc of the pernicious 
cfFefls of wild democracy ? To this I an- 
fwer }^^ou, that it is becaufe they no more 
care what this country may fufler, than 
they care what France has fnflftred. Am- 
bition, not virtue, is their paflion ; profit, 
not patriotifm their view : It is not that 
ihey care whether this country he well or 
ill governed, but that they want themfclves 
to govern it. It is not that ilrey think this 
or that conftitution or form of government 
good, but that any government tnuft be 
bad in the adminiftration of which they 
have no (hare. Grant to each and every of 
thofe perfons who would enfrenzy you with 
! democracy, and frighten you wiih the bug- 
aboo of a king, hohjin^ up every confid- 
erable man who oppolcs them, as a raw- 
hcad-and. bloody. bones of monarchifm, 
and alFuring you that fuch men are not to 
be truflcd — grant thefe v^ry men, we f^y. 
but the liberty to choolc for themfelyes, 
ond you will find them ready to give am- 
ple credit to their own virtues, and tofub- 
mit the nation to the rifk of their own un- 
limited ruk. Without faying grace or 
praying to GoD, or to their own Deity or 
Deities to foigive them, they would break 
this mighty fail which they impofe upon 
other*, and with good appetite fall to and 
carve up and feed upon the country. Like 
the holpiiabic Catholic priell at the famed 
Lough Neagh, who, having no fifh to give 
his guefts on a taft-day, took a twelve pound 
leg of mutton, and after a few church ejac- 
ulations, dipped it into the lake, faying, 
verv gravely, ** go down mutton ! come 
upji/h /" they would, believe us, Amfri- 
cans, rather than let themfeUes or fiiends 
go without a meal ot power to fdiisly the 
maw of their lavcnous avarice and arrhi- 
tibn, they wou!d dip the Union in the rev. 
oluiion tub, and pioiifly f^v, **go down Re- 
public ! come upMonarchy r^Xci'whhiv^oxM 
become of the freeedom of the country.

A valuable pnft tnill, with a confidera- 
b!c fteck of grain, and a carriing machine, 
were biely dcittoyed hy fire, at Rahway, 
N.J.

On Wfdrerd'»v mornitig laft, at about 
hall paft 2 o'cloci', the inhabitants of this 
cify tvere rouf^d from their fl ambers by the 
ciy of fire ! It commenced in a ftore in 
Fleet- ftreet. owned by Mr. Henry York 
and occupied by Mr, Lent Hotchkifs, fup- 
pofed to have been communicated from the 
ftovc. Before the alarm was given the 
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flames bad made fuch progrefs that the ei- 
forts of the'citizens were univailing, except 
to fave iTome of the property from the cel- 
lar of the building in which it o-iginated 
and'alfo a part of the furniture contained 
in the? adjoinirgdwelling-houfe, owned by 
Mr John Chaticrto", and occupied by Mr. 
Daniel*, Bakrr, and Mr. Minicc, tobacco- 
nift. The (lore, dvvellinp-houfe and an 
old building belonging to ?vL'ffts. Atwatcr 
and Daggett were confumed ; and it is 
probably o*ving to the fnow ftorm then 
prevailing, which proteftedthe roofs of the 
neighbouring houfes, that wp have not to 
record a far more extenfive dcftruftion of 
property ; as flikes of fire were continn- 
ally carried upon them by the wind, and 
the beft exertions of our citizens would 
have been fcarcely fufficien: to refcue them 
from the impending raVi^res, if unaided by 
this circumftance. As it is, the lofs of 
property is confiderable. The principle 
fufferers MeflVs, Hotchkifs and Chatterton . 
On Thoi fday evening about 1 1 o'clock, 
another alarm was made. The building in 
which the fire originated was fituated on a 
lane between Fleet and Meadow ftreeis, oc- 
cupied as a ftone.cuticr's (hop, which was 
conrum* d without further damage. 

On the night of the 2 id of December, 
llie houfe of Mr. Wiflioni Stinlon, jun. 
of Dunbarton, (N. H.) was confumed by 
fire, with every article of furniture, provif 
ions &c. to. the amount of 3000 dollars. 
The fire took from the fire-place in a room in 
ivbicb no one flept, and completely enveK 
oped the houfe while the family were yet 
afleep^ who would inevitably have perifh- 
cd, had not the cries of a cat, confined in 
one of the rooms, awakened them juft in 
time to group their way through the flames 
but not before three of the chldren were 

badly burnt.

*< St. Pierres, CMart.) Dec. 9, 1804. 

** Nothing material occurred until the 
3! Dec. being in lat. 15, long. 30, (aw 
two fail, one of which proved to be his 
Britannic Majefty*» brig Le Courier, of 
16 guns, capt. Bufworth. Tne fir/l (hot 
he filed, I took in my fails — immediately 
hove too— he fired two more guns after I 
hove too. At two p. m. he came up and 
ordered me to hoifl out my boat, and come 
on board with my papers, which I imme- 
diately complied with — while getting out 
mv boat he fired feveral fm ill arms at me. 
When on board, I delivered my papers 
to the officer of the deck — ihe firft lieuten- 
ant ordered my men out of the boat, and 
fent other men in ; he went on board of 
(he Cynthia, drove my mate and a!I hands 
(the cook included] into the boa?, without 
giving them time to get their protcflions. 
After bf ing on board one hour, (the cap- 
'ain fending his fervant up repeatedly to 
interroi£;ate me). he then ordered me down 
ne cabin. After receiving infult upon 
infult, he fent my boat after the protec- 
ions, and left me in his cabin to go and in- 
terrogate the people, and faid that he could 
purchafe proteftions for twenty-five cents 
each. He then called the carpe/iter upon 
the quarter-deck, with a boarding pike, 
chifTel, millet and rule, to mcafure — he 
meafured them all — the carpenter un- 
doubtedly knowing the captain's inten- 
tion — fome he made (horter than the pro- 
teflions, others longer. He f^id that he 
would take them and cut oflfjheir heads or 
feet, to make them agree with their pro- 
teftions — he then faid they were all Eng- 
lifhmen, notwithftanding I had every paper 
to prove to the contrary. 

Afterwards I was permitted to be heard. 
I made ufe of every argument, and with 
as much politenefs as I was capable df, but 
they had no other effeft than repeated in* 
fults. Four men out of the five were born 
in Salem, the other in Brooklyn. He 
took four and would not take the fifth on 
account of his being fo fmall and an old 
man. I cannot omit mentioning, that the 
menhepreifed werefourof the befll ever 
had. Their names are Samuel Shepard, 
Samuel Larabee, Martin Pain, and James 
Kinflcy. After keeping me from 2 o'- 
clock to nearly 8 P. M. and finding it a- 
mounting to impoflibility to get my men 
again, I to!^l him I fhnild not go on board 
of my vtlT I until he gave mc enough to 
carry her into port — he then ^ave mc four 
men out of the doctor's lifl-, three of whom 
were raw Irifhmen, who could not fleer-^ 
the other a young American lad, born on 
C'jpe C^d, t>y the name of Bf^njamin Free- 
(nan# He had the politenefs to fend me 
on board my -veflfcl on a very dark night 



with thefe men, witli the boat half full of 
water, and a large fea running. I am for- 
ry to find no communication between this 
and Barbadoes, otherwilc I (hould have 
fent a copy of t'le enrollment and his pro- 
ceedings to the commodore, who is Ration- 
ed off Barbadues. I think if a certificate 
of this and their being Americafns is fent 
to the commodore, they may be obtained. 
I would fpare no.expeoce if I could obtaitr 
them, i arrived here on the 6ih ult. and 
entered a proteft, and Have been thefe. two 
djys trying to extend it fo as to fetid on 
the original to the Secretary of State.

BY an arrival at New Bedford, Lon* 
don papers to the 2\x\i November (twenty 
kOne days later than by any former arrival) 
ueie received. The New-Bedford paper 
(Columbian Courier) contains intelligence 
of which the lollowing is the fubftance : — 

Bv order of the French government. 
Sir George Rumhold, the Englilh min-- 
iffer ro the Circle of Lower Saxony, had 
been feized by an armed French force at 
his houfe near Hamburgh, and conveyed to 
Paris ; but.by theintcrferenceof thekingoE 
Pruflia, he had been liberated, and had ar- 
rived at London. This arbitrary and out- 
ragious aft appears to have roufed PruflTia 
to a fenfe of the dangerous tendency of the 
French emperor's encroachment upon the 
independence ar*d rights of the neighboring 
ftatcs ; and it is faid, the court of Berlin 
has communicated to the fenaieof Ham« 
burgh affuiancrson the part of his Prulfiart 
majefty ofeffvOual fupport, and his refo- 
lution to maintain tlic neutrality of the 
Circle.

made burnt offering ol the ill-fated Jayite 
ballots, and burnt Mr. Jay as clear out of 
office, as if he had not a fingle vote.

voice' of the people. How can you, faid' 
a fobcr elderly gentleman once, how can 
you ferioufly talk at this rate to the peo* 
pic. Poh ! faid the democrat, we are on- 
ly coaxing 'em. 

But we (hall fee another infianceot this 
hypocri fy before the enfuing ieflion of the 
legiflaiure is at an end. We fiiall hardly 
be believed before it happens ; nay many 
honest republicans will condemn our anti- 
ctpaiion as altogether prepoflerous. How- 
ever we know the very infide of your gen- 
uine democrats, fo well, that we advance 
our opinions wiih confidence. 

As the conftitution of the United State.* 
now ftands, there is a full reprefentatioji of 
whites, and partial reprefentation of negro- 
flaves: for ioftance, every eve negroes 
shall be conftdered as tf^fee white men-^ 
and fifty-five tboufantf negroes (hall be e- 
qual to thirty .three thoufand white men ;

Now, in the fouiliern dates there are 
85U381 O^ivcs, and of courfe thefe Bates 
Iiave ifTcpref^n'atives as woll as eleflors 
of prefidem more than ihcy wrould have/ 
if freemen only were rcprefented. Now 
at the enfuing kGion of the legiflature of 
this ftate,'an attempt will be made to get the 
conftitution fo amended as that, the repre- 
fentation may be apportioned according to 
the number of free inhabitants. We could 
wifli this attempt to prove (ticcefslul. For 
flavery (aliho* we do not know how to get 
rid of it) yet is flavery fairly confidcfed 
between man and man* a grievous evil. 
If it be tolerated, it ought to aflc 130 more 
in a land of liberty. Bui that aiiy of the 
conflituent parts of a republican govern* 
ment, fliould have greater influence be* 
caufe it holds a greats n\t9)ber of b09an 
beings in bondage^ ir a i»oft< extravagant 
abfordity. Again. As if it a leading 
maxim among the democrats that all tiiea 
are politically equal ; and that every polit« 
ical meafure rught to accord with the o^* 
pinions of a majority of the people ; and' 
that all peifom» voted int# office ouglu to 
be the choice of the f>eop)e, or, which is 
the fame thing, of a majority of the people* 
Now we afk whether it accords with any 
one of thefe fundamental principles, that 
becaufe in the foutliern flates tfiere ii a vaft 
number of negro-flaves, tlrtt therefore they 
Olould have fifteen votes in the lioufe of 
reprefeoiatives, aad fifteen eleSors of pref- 
idept more than they would be eife enti^ 
tied to? And from this advamage which they 
atprefent enjoy *is itnotevident^that a cafe 
might happtii in which a majority of ibe 
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pcople.by which wc mean tbofc who are re- 
prefemed and who vote, may wilh one 
perfon for prefideni, and yet this nvjority 
be defeated by the number of eletitors who 
reprcfent negro- 11 we«. For example ; let 
ui fuppofe a conteft for the prefidency, 
between A. and B. atid that A. b^d the 
votes of the northern flates, milking in the 
whole 8/, and that B. had the reft, being 
in the whole 8() ; B. would be elefted — 
but take from B. the votes of 15 eleflors 
who reprefent negroef, and A. has a m<jjor- 
ity of 13. Now is it not from this ftate- 
ment plain, that by the confthution as it 
now ftand5,a majority of the free people of 
America may have a prefident impofed up- 
on them who is not the obje6l of their 
choice 7 and can this be corre6l either in 
theory or praQice, in a country where the 
voice of the people ought to govern ? Can 
it be correft that thofe who are fo furiouf- 
ly clamorous in favor of the voice of the 
people, flijuld fufFer fuch a blot tO remain 
UT>ou the cooditution of this free country ? 
What, (hall men fit in congrefs who would 
not be there unlefs the fouthern Aates were 
full of fl^verv ? Shall a majoritv of the 
free people of this country be difappoint- 
^d ia their choice, becaufe Virginia, Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas keep thpufands and 
tens of thoufands in the n}Cf^ cruel and 
abjeft flivery. Will fuch a monflrous 
violation of the very firft principle of a 
republican govermnent l>e longer endu- 
red? Genile reader, it will not be change 
od for the belter. Y<>ur Icgiflature will 
fay, let the negroes of Virginia be dill re- 
prefented. Let three of tliein be ftill c- 
qual 40 five white n>ei> in the flate of 
NeAT-Yor-k, Nay, thuy wi|[l^call this rc- 
publicanifm — and liberty — aqd equal re- 
prefentation — and fuch words as thefe you 
know decide every controverfy — and the 
felicity of it »» that a tool can fpout them 
as. well as ^ wib man» and rather better if 
.any thing— ^a knave as well as an holieft 
inau, and ifiat ten times ofcener. 

JJow you may remember, that not long 
ago the con(fitution was fo altered as that 
the ele6lors (hould oh their ballots defig- 
Date for whom they voted as prefidem and 
wlhim as vice-prefident. Before that, eve- 
ry eleSor put two names upon his ballot, 
and if tfietwohigheft wereequal, thehoufe 
of rcprtrfentatives were to choofe t>etween 
them, each ffate having one vote ; and he 
that hada raj}>rity fra« the preftdem. Now 
this was rxceffively difliied by the demo- 
cratic leaders, becaufe torfooth, it might 
fo happen, that we might in this way have 
a prefident who was not the choice of the 
people. And that, yoo know would be a 
rooft intolerable grievance ! Well iheo, 
. gentlemcn,if you are really fincere— if you

fuificiently important to claim their attention. 

The Cayuga nation of Indians have exhibited a formal com- 
plaint againft certain citizens of this ftate, for intruding and com- 
mitting trefpaOes upon thek refer ved lauds lying in Cayuga county.

They a(k the aid ol theftafc to icfiore them 
to the pofleflSon ol tbcir propeny, with a 
compenrition in damages for the injury fuf- 
ftained. A provifion, (imilar to that which 
obtains in cafes f»ftrffp;i{r« committed on 
lands of "the Oneida or S'ockbridge, In- 
djans, would, I prefume, be adequate to 
the otjeO. 

Gautinonty, a fartge, ttyling bimfelf 
chief ol ihe Ofwegatche nation^ is now in 
this city, reprefenting a grievance which 
he prays the government to redrefs. 
He dates that his tribe is the parent ftock 
of the Onondagas andCayu^as ; that they 
have poffcffed, from time immemorial, a 
tra£l of country extending along the St. 
JLawrence from the mouth ol Ganonoque 
river to Cat Id^nd, a diftance of about 
feventy miles. TbJit the boundary between 
them and the St. Regis or Canawaga, In- 
dians was, by confent of parties, fixed and 
eflabliflied by Sir J >hn Johnfton, who for 
that pnrpofe, ereded a monument on*ie 
faid iflind. That the Britifh government 
built for them twenty framed houfes near 
the Ofwegatche river, where lomeof them 
Hill remaib, deriving a fuhfiftence from ag- 
ricultural purfuits. That the ftate claims 
* title to their lands by virtue of a purchafe 
of the Canawagas, who had no right to fell 
them, and that they have never received a- 
•y compenfation. That perfons claiming 
title under the ftate have ordered Acm to 
quit their habitations. That it tstheit wi(h 
to remain where they are, ^d that the ftate 
would fecure to then) each a farm, with a 
competent portion of hunting ground. 

From documents on file m the execu« 
tive department, it would appear thatrkhis 
is not a novel claim. That its being.dtf- 
regarded, is, the confequence of a dec1ara« 
tion of the St. Regis Indians, that thofe of 
Ofwegatche were their tenants at fulfer- 
ance. Oppofpd, however, to the truth of 
this a (Frr tion is, an attemjpt made by the 
Cinawagas, in 1603, to juftify trefpaffes 
comm\nedx>n Raptde- Plat iflands, by pre- 
text of a purchafe made by iliena of the 
Ofwegatche* 

An examination of t'lis claim, in fome 
mode which the wildom of the legiflature 
(hall fugjjcft, I have ventured to alTure the 
chief and his followers, will not be denied 
them. They wait the refult ^l this com- 
munic^tion. 

At the USi frllinn of the lejjtdarure a 
very neccffary and important geper^l reg- 
ulation, as to carri-*gcs pafling each other < 
on 5)ublic roads, washy law eilahliflied. 
Partial regulations, diff^rinsf 'romthisgen- 
eral one, Tiave previouily obtained in cer- 
tain counties, in confequence of laws for 
the purpofc^ doubM have ari fen whether 
they are not ftiil in force. In fome io- 
ftances they hftve been adi^ered to wiih a 
pertinacity which has prodncci ferious 
confeqijence«. Although, ^s a q^jcflion t 



of law, there can be no doubt on the fub- 
jc3, ftill at every roan is not t lawyer, I 
(ubmit the propriety of leiiving no room 
for doubt by a direfi abrogation of all (itch 
partial regnlatiors* 

Thf a«s for giving relief in cafes of in- 
folvency, and of abfconding and abfent 
debton, might be confiderably improved, 
by giving greater publicity to the feveral 
notices required by them. — A defeft in 
this particular is frequently attended with 
inconvenience and Icifs to creditors under 
the former, and to debtors un<?er the latter 
aS. Publication in at leaft onr, if not 
more, of the newspapers printed in the city 
of New- York, would, from the extenfive 
circulation of thofe papers, in a great meaf. 
ure remedy the evil. 

The length of time which uravoidably in- 
tervenes between the clofe of each fefTion 
and the publication of its laws in a voliime, 
has been the fubjeft of almoft general com- 
plaint. Permit me to fuggeft the expedi- 
diency ef caufing each aft, as foon as it 
(hall become a law, to be publifhedby au- 
thority, in one newfpaper at the leaft, in 
each great diflrift of the ftate. This fyf- 
tem, with triflmg variations, has been a- 
dopted in fi?veral of the ftates. The ex- 
pence will be a ffnall objeft, when compar- 
ed with the advantages which will refult : 
for, in addition to ftlencing the above 
complaint, it will afford an eafy mean, 
whereby almoft every citiaen of the ftate 
may furnifti hiinfclf with a pppy of the 
laws. The mode adopted tn fome of the 
ftates IS, for the fpcrctary to caufe a fuffi- 
cient number of copies of each aft to be 
cut ovit of the official paper publifhed at 
the feat ot government, and after colla- 
ting them with the original on file^ to 
tranfmit them to the feveral printers.

LAW CASE, 

ON Wednefday came of* m the court of 
oyer and terminer, then fitting in this city, 
rhe long depending cau^e between - the 
State of New.York and Dr. Angelis, foFa 
hbel againft one William L. Simers, by 
reprefpniing him as an ignorant q'lack, 
and as being guilty of f rauduleruh felling 
a fporicnjs cornoofition as ^\^^ for rhe Four 
Herb P.lls of the defendant ; theieby in- 
juring the good name, fame, and repuia- 
lion of the faid Wm. L Simers. The 
court illowed the triuh to be given in ev- 
idence ; and upon the teftimony of three 
of the moft refpeSable phyficians \n New. 
York, the hrt^ part bfthechajge was 
fatWaraoriU' proved. The charge of fraud 
not bting fo clcirly made out, the jury re- 



turned a verdi£l againft the deiendaot« 
and fined him five dollars. Th? examU 
nation ot witneflet in this caufe, and the 
pleafantry of the counCel on both fides, 
kept the court in fuch convulfionsof laugh- 
ter as were not reflrained without difficnK 
ty. Evea the gravity of the bench could 
not always be prefer ved, 

Mr. Martin S. Wiljcins affifled the pub* 
lie profecutor ; and Mr. Waftingioo 
Mofton; Mr. Robert Bogardus, and Mr* 
Silvanus Miller, were of counfel for the 
defendant; but nothing Jike argument was 
urged by any oflhero, t be matter tndif, 
cuiBon being of too contemptible a nature 
to be treated ferioufly. The counfel, 
therefore, excrcifed tl>eir talent at biting

HERE arc a few itctm in the 

report ot the Treafurer of this ftate, pub- 
liihed in oar )aft, whicb claim the panic u^^ 
lar ttteistioii of fuch of our good citizcfii, as 
have bc<n made to believe that the demo- 
crats are the rooft economical people ic the 
world* It will be found that the pretail. 
ing party of Ais ftate (likeib^ of theUni- 
adhSttrte»)'feldoro carry thctt economy be. 
yond their own private concerns. They 
tale care to expend the public money lib- 
ermlly, where they are themfelves to he the 
rrceiv«rt of it ; and never did I yet hear 
that a democrat had felt any compunSioo 
4>F confcience, on account of the largencfs 
of hii falary, even though he had inveigh- 
ed bitterly againft federalifti, for receiving 
the fame amount. 

Amongft the payments out of the Trea- 
ftiry, we find, «• To Elifha Jenkins [Comp. 
troller*] the additienal friary allowed him, 
en account of the increafed dutici of his 
crfEce— ^t/e hundred dollars,** Who 
would have thought, a few years ago, when 
the democrats were clamoring about the 
exorbitance of falaries paid to federal of 
ficers, that they would themfelves not only 
infift on having as high falaries, but re-- 
quire an addition to them 7 This has been 
the cafe under the general governmem, 
and we now find it to he the cafe io*thi* 
ftate. Vfh^i xhcincreafed duties of Mi. 
Jenkins are, we know not. We have noi 
beard of bis having been fobjf fted to an^ 
additional clerk-bire } and «ve knojv, from 



a&ual obfervaiion, that he has not been o*- 
ver-much confined to his office, Wc 
will, therefore, fet down this item, under 
ihe head of Democratic Economy. 

We findalfo a payment to Thomas Til- 
lotfon, which appears to us to heextreme- 
ly economical : Two hundred andjoriy- 
two dailars^for book cafes for his office* 
Thefd book-cafes are undoubtedly very 
elegant, and may be charged low enough ; 
but we humbly conceive that they appear 
better fuitedtothe monflrous extravagance 
of federalifm, than to the plain and (imple 
.economy of republicinifm. Had a feder- 
al officer expended thus much forbook- 
cafe9, every carping democrat in the fiate 
Vould have had a tilt at him \ and we (hould 
have had heard in every bar-room and grog- 
(hop a le£lure on the utility and neatnefs 
of republican pint, ^ut, as it is, we will 
alfo fet down this item, under the head oi 
Democratic Economy. 

We would, had we time, examine fev. 
eral other parts of the report ; but beingi 
at this moment, about to dart for Albany 
to attend the Supreme Courts on the oid 
libel bufne/s^ we will confine ourfelves to 
one or two more items, vi^.

FROM THE AMERICAN CITIZEHk 
MILITIA. 

Addrtffed to the Legijlature and Ctftfl* 
man der m Chi^. 

FUNDS. 

AK alteration is much wanted in thd 
military finances. It is certainly wrongs 
hat a captain in tome regiments fhould 
oay put of his own pocket for the publid 
Service «o or 3d dollars a year while othe^ 
officers oi the fame grade attached to otiu 
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er regimenls are at no expcnce whatever. 
It is fufficient to give bis time to the pub- 
lic and »ot his money j the caafe oi this 
inequality is, that feme regiments turn 
out all or nearly all the men enrolled ; 
confequemly there are lew or no fines 
levied ttJ^ pay the expence of mufic, print- 
itig ol notices, and other contingencies ne- 
ceffarily incurred. The officers of a regi- 
ment in the brigade to whxh I have the 
honor to belong, inform me that tHey have 
to fubTcribe to pay for their colors whilft, 
other regiments colleft feveral hundred 
dollars at court-martials from wealthy per- 
fons rcfiding within iheir refpeftive beats 
vrho never turnout. From this collec- 
tion«of fines the expences of the regiment 
ate paid ; the remainder is depofited with 
the colonel by the adjutant, and what he { 
does with it no one can tell. 

There fhould be a brigade treafurer or' 
paymafter, to whom the monies collefted 
by each regiment in his brigade fhould be 
paid after d«du6iing the ufual cxpenc- 
cs incurred. The deficits oi regiments 
that do not coUcft fufficient to defray 
their expences, Ihould be fupplied by 
the brigade pay-mailer» and the refidue 
remaining Ui his hands paid at dated times 
into the treafury of the State. Whether 
this plan will be adopted or not, ibme- 
thing is neceflary to' corrcft not only the 
prefent unequal receipts and application 
of military *fines, but to compel colonels 
to account to the treafurer oi the flate for 
the immenfe furpluffes which fomc of them 
have in their hands, ^d oi which np ac- 
count is r^dered. It is fubmittcd.to the 
Governmeftt whether it is proper to per- 
mit, on the part of the officers oi fome re- 
ginienis, a mifapplication of the fines of 
the nature we have mentioned, while oth- 
ers are obliged to bear themfelyes the ex- 
pences oi ihofe very ftandards which are 
defigned as rallying points for the'delen- 
ders of the country. 

OF ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

The exiftence oi this office is indifpcn- 
fible,andit is equally fo that the gentle- 
man who fills' it (hould be, what the pre- 
fent adjutant-general is, a (IriQ difciplina- 
rian and well acquainted with the duties 
of his flation ; he (hould have a falary 
that will enable him to devote all hh time 
and attention to the iervice, and place him 
above influence. He fhould attend all 
regimental ipfpe^ions, receive the returns 
from the brigadiers, and make an annual 
report to government oi the State of the 
armed torce, and the arfenafs. He (hould 
once in every year infpetl into the im- 
provements ol the brigade battahorrs, ex- 
amine the ofTiccrs theoretically, and faith- 
fully report to thofe who may appear de- 
ficient in knowledge of their duty. Ina- 
bility ought to be punifhed by the delin- 
quent being broke and turned into the 
racks. An appeal ia jihis cafe, ought to 



lie to a brigade court-martial at the option 
oi the cafhiercd ofHccr. — Without a gen- 
eral fuperindence of this nature, the beft 
fydem will be loo(e and UQconnefted. 
This officer would keep the whole to their 
duty, and in hitn would be lodged a con- 
centration of the martial authority of th^ 
State. Other fubjefts of improvement 
might be fuggeftqd, but my objeS is not 
to urge perieQion, but to recommend luch 
alteratipns as I think the prefent ftaie of 
fociety will bear. One improvement will 
produce another, and what might now be 
deemed a iiardfhip, may in time be re- 
ceived with complacency. 

I wiffi to fee an organization that will 
give the people confidence in their militia, 
and elevate it iar above its prefent feeble 
and deprefTed (late ; an organization thSt 
in its operation- may place over us gener- 
al officers, in whofe ab^ilities, we (hall put 
full confidence, under any circumftances 
that may arife. 

We can alTert, without being guilty of 
egotifm, that not any nation on eanh is 
better calculated than ours to produce an 
efficient and formidable militia force, in- 
ferior to none in animal courage, and fupe- 
riorto all in independence ofmind, ari- 
fing from the peculiar ftrufture oi our 
government ; qualities from which necef- 
farily flow that elevation of foul fo efTen- 
tial to the exiftence of an army under any 
modification. 

In clofing tliefe remarks, I take the 
oppottuni:y to exprefs a hope, that fome 
other perfon better qualified may come 
forward arid place the fubjeft in a more 
confpicuous and intereftJng point of view. 
I have treated it with 'the brevity of a foU 
dier, and the zeal of a citizen, iolicitous 
that the freedom and national elevation we 
enjoy may be tranfmitted to the remoteft 
poftefity. A MILITIA MAN.

Legijlature, 

Gentlemen, 

UNDERSTANDING that the atfen. 
tion of the legiflature \s about to be d^reft- 
ed to the promotion of literature, and be- 
lieving that any ideas which may tend to 
cad the lead glimmer on fo important a 
fubjefl, will not be unacceptable to gen- 
:Iemqn engaged in io jacdable a purfuiti I 



venture to offer to your confideration fucb 
as have occured to my mind, with all that 
diffidence which novelty and the magni- 
tude of the objeft is calculated to inipire. 
The plan I (hall .propofe, is bot one that 
can immediately go into full and efficient 
operation.-— The ground work, however, 
ihould it meet with approbation, may, if 
not at the prefent, at the next feffion, be 
laid. : And the lapfe of a few years, ii I 
do not indulge a vi6onary cxpe6iation, 
majr rear an edifice facred to fcience, 
morals and religion, which, (hall exalt in 
dignity the American charafter. 

The flrft effential to the fopport of a 
general literary inftitution, in ail its vari- 
ous ramifications, is the eftabliOiment oi 
an adequate, permanent and certain fund. 
In looking into the* finances ot the State, 
it will be difcovered, that nothing can 
be fpared from her ordinary revenue. 
The unappropriated landi which ftill re- 
main to her, prefent the only fure rc- 
fource. Of thefe flic ftill poffeffes 
1,500,000 acres, which certainly cannot 
be devoted to a more noble end. On a 
moderate computation ^hele l^nds may be 
eftimated as forming a capital of 1,000,000 
dolls, which, at an intereft of Ox per cent, 
will yield an annual income of 6o;ooo 
dolls. The mode of difpofing of them, 
which I ftiould prefer, would be, to have 
them laid out into convenient farms, 
with a price affixed to each according to 
quality of land, and contiguity to mar- 
ket. Sales fhould then be made to ap- 
plicants, on condition of aSual fettlement, 
and patents granted,referving a rent charge 
equal to the intereft on the purchafe-mon- 
ey at the rate aforelaid, with permiffion to 
the purchafer to difcharge the rent at any 
time by a payment ol the purchafe money* 
One, two or three years might be allowed 
free from rent, according to circunidances. 
The advantages in favor of this mode ar» 
many. Honeft indufiry would be fur- 
nifhed with the means of profitable exer- 
tion, without the aid of capital : Pay- 
ment of rent would not be called for till 
it could be made out of the produS of the 
land ; and the expeQaiion of being com* 
pelled to pay a large principal, when ve- 
ry inconvenient, or perhaps impoflible, 
would not be inceffantly damping the ar- 
dbrand the fpfrits of perhaps the wor- 
thy fathers of promifing families. 

To thofe who .©bjeft to fuch difpoft- 
tion, from a defire 10 fee an overflowing 
treafury at the difpofal of the govern-i 
ment, I anfwer, tha^the true riches of a 
State is, its efficient labor ; its phyfical 
flrengih, its yeonjanryj A rich treafury. 
is frequently an evil. It too often be- 
comes the parent of {peculation, and the 
corruptor of the adrainiflrators of the gov- 
ernment. 

The fund being once cftabliflied, the 
next enc^uiry is as to its dipofiticn. Tbit 
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might with Tafety be confided to the re- 
gents of the univerfity. The great out- 
line oi their conduft being defcribed by 
the legiflature. A competent fum being 
firft appropriated for the fupport of col- 
leges, therefidj^ Oiould be applied to the 
fupport, perhaps^ of academies, but cer- 
tainly ot common fchools. Thefe latter 
fiiouid be eilablifhed throughout the State, 
by dividing each county into a competent 
number oFfchool diftrifls, according to 
its geographical extent and population : 
And the regents of the uniyerlity (hould 
have the power of appointing three trust- 
ees for each diflrift, who fliould be author- 
ized to fix the place for the fchool-houjie, 
ereS one where neceflary, employ a com- 
petent teacher, have the difpofition of the 
ionds allotted them, with an authority to 
levy and colIe£l oi the inhabitants of the 
iliftri^l, according to the circumftancesand 
abilities of each, uich further lums as might 
be neceflary for the fupport of the fchool, 
and the maintenance and tuition of fuch 
poor children as may be objb£ls of chari- 
ty. The diviflon oi the county into dif- 
irifb, and the fum allotted to each, to be 
at the difcretioii of the regents ot the uni- 
verfity. 

The fupport of academies by aids from 
this fuud I have flated hypothetically, be- 
^aufe there are many weighty objeAions 
to their compofing a part oi a general fyl- 
iem oi education. Thofe which occur tb 
me, are, the difficulty ot keeping them 
f:oDftantly fupplied with unexceptionable 
leacliers. The academies which have ial- 
(en under my bbfervation, have all of 
ibem been, at fome period, tor months 
without a teacher. This is owing in a 
great meafure to the neceflity ot employ- 
ing young men, jud trom college, who 
jenter into thefe fituations, merely to ac- 
quire the means of profecuting the learn- 
ed profefllons, which, when atchieved, 
they bid adieu to the academy. A fuf- 
penfion of academic inflru^ion is the 
confequence, and beiore a fucceflbr can 
be procured, the Undents are frequently 
difperfed. Add to this, that each new 
teacher introduces a new fyftem of edu- 
cation. The fyftems eflabliflied in differ- 
ent academies alfo vary according to the 
acquirements and ideas of the various 
teachers. A confequence is, the raoft in- 
furmountable dilBculty of purfuing with 
e(fe£l a collegiate courie when the prepa- 
ration has been fo various. 

A grammar fchpol, attached to a col- 
lege, and under the direftion oi its iaculty, 
is free trom thefe objeflions. An atten- 
tion alio to morals can here be afforded, 
which in academies is impoflibie. Should, 
however academies be deemed indifpenfi- 
ble, the fame courfe of fludy fhould be 
prefcribed to each. 

Colleges, though lad confidered, are not 
the leafi iniportant graduation in the (caie 



o( academic infiitutions. If national prof- 
perity, if national pride, which is an honed 
pride, fliall warm our bofoms with a wiflr 
to fee our country gre?t in the various arts 
and i'ciences, the prolific parent of datef. 
men, legiflators, divines, &c. we cannot 
regard colleges with too much partial- 
ity. When judicioufly arranged and 
conduced, they become the bounteous 
fource of knowledge, of virtur, oi piety, 
ot all that is great and good. The arrange- 
ment of the building fhould be fuch as to 
completely cloider the ftudents ; who 
fhould. never pafs the walls but by perroif- 
fion.— The endowments fliouId be fuffi- 
ciently liberal to fecure teachers the mod 
refpe6able tor talents, for morals and for 
manners. — Liberal endowments, particu- 
larly where the plan of education is eco- 
nomical, tends to. diminifh the expence, 
fo as to place liberal education within the 
reach of the refpeSable yeomanry oi the 
country, where the mod virtue ordinarily 
exills, and from among whom no incon- 
fiderable part oi the profeffional characters 
in a government like ours ought to beta- 
ken. Where this end is like to beattained, 
the liberal endowment oi feminaries of 
learning is obvioufly the applica i^nofthe 
public funds tor the benefit of the middlin 
and poorer claffes of community. For, 
feminaries of learning are not patronized 
by the date, and for the want of this pat- 
ronage, a liberal education is very expen- 
five, the confequence will be, that the rich 
alone can afford to educate their children ; 
a confequence not defirable in any govern- 
ment, and highly dangerous in our own. 

Though the whole plan, as fuggeded a- 
bove, cannot be carried into immediate ef- 
feQ, and though, perhaps, a dep fo impor- 
tant to the date, as the difpofing of all her 
unappropriated lands ought not to be taken 
till fome time has elapfed for the expref- 
fion of the public fentiment, the attention 
of the legiflature may fafely be direfled to 
this fubje£l, and in the meantime a com- 
plete fyflem in all its detail be matur- 
ing. 

The fame reafon lor delay with refpeft 
to the highed feminaries, where a proper 
fydem is already adopted, does not exift. 
Thefe feminaries are the nurferies in which 
the indru6tors of common fchools are to 
be reared ; and no time fhould be lod in 
placing them on the mod relpeftable and 
independent footing ; that thofe among the 
middiinfr and poorer clafs oi community, 
who wifh to give their fons a liberal td^yu 
cation may have it in their power to do fo, 
without being at the inconvenience and 
expenfe of fending them toother dates, as 
is now the cafe ; a reproach to the date of 
rNew-York, which it is hoped her en- 
lightened and patriotic legiflators, will 
fpeedily wipe away by rendering her as 
independent in her literature, as fhe is in 
Ker refources and her government. 



Thefe ideas are haflily thrown together. 
They are, howev^cr, the refult ot former 
refleQions through a courfe of twenty years 
that I have had the honor ol being a truflfe 
of Columbia College. They will probably 
be found liable to many objeflions. Should 
they fortunately thi'ow the lead light on a 
fubjeft which lies near to my heart, and 
have the lead tendency to promote the firft 
objea ot ray wifiies, (the^ diffufion ol 
knowledge) my end will be attained.

J^ HE rotfdiids which the doc- 
trines ot the new fchool ol philofaphy, and 
its pernicious profeffors have already done 
to mankind arc fo various and manifold, 
and exhibit themfelves in fo m^ny (hapes 
ot abufe, that it is impoffible to call our 
eyes in any direftion without feeing them 
bclorc us — turn wjiich way we will, they 
way lay us in our paflage, and obflru£l tlie 
ordinary courfe of our hopes and happi- 
nefs.— From the political world, they have 
extended to the moral--^nd from the mor- 
ral to the iiuelle£lua! ; irtfomuch that not 
only all'ihe principles, upon which alone 
freedom and independence can perma- 
nently ftand, arc frittered away ; but the 
moral judgment of man is moved from its 

Eofture, and his mihd wrenched from the 
old upon- wifdom, which the accumula- 
ted experience artd irrftrutkion of the fages 
of itemuries paft had given to it — Nor is 
thii^ all — not only the moral and religious 
fenfe is contaminated, if notdeftroyed, but 
the heart feems to have rebelled againft the 
gentle dominion of its own natural ieeU 
. ings, and to have (haken ofF the yoke of 
that pity and benevolence which once, by 
the exercife of a mild, unaffuming author- 
ity, ftept into the place of civil and reli- 
gious laws, to obtain iheirobjefts by miti- 
gated, means, and inftead of compelling 
men to their fecial duties by compnifion, 
to allure them to it by perfuafion, and be- 
flow upon them the dignity and credit of 
beiug volumeers in virtue. Cojuld a 
whole people be taught what a mutual de- 
pendance the moral, the religious, and f he 
political parts of human focial cftablift- 
ments have upon each other, they would 
be tnorc cautious than they now feero to 
be, how they intermeddled with any one 
of them, for fear of injuring the others. 
This country will, at no very diiftant day, 
fee in the depravity of national morals, a- 
bundant caufe to regret their political con- 
doQ. The deceptive hollow proje£lt of 
wicked or vifionary demagogues may tic- 
kle the fancy for a moment, and afford" a 
kind of temporary, dclufive pleafure ; but 
a very inadequate compenfation will that 
pleafure be, for the cxtinftioo of the reli- 
' gious fenfe, for the depratvation of national 
morals, and for the corruption and indu- 
ration of the general heart. Let us fee 
what progrefs has been made in this fatal 
procefs upon Americans, within the courfe 
of the Lft few mtmthj. 

On the fir ft of November, 1803, the 
American frigate Philadelphia wa* taken 
by the Tripolitius and three hundred of 
her crew loaded with chains, in unwho!*;- > 



Tonje dungeons^ The feeling of Ameri- 
cans for that horrible event miy have e- 
* vapor^ted, and left the heart chilli'd fnto icy 
' negleft ;'but the recollefciion of it cannot 
well have been banifhed. The ferffations 
which it excited at the time, were very 
different from thofe which feem now to 
pervide our people. They thch felt it as 
they fhould do — felt it as men, confeflirig 
the rights of humanity — as Americans 
boaftful of their freedom, and glorying in 
that of their fellow-creatures, of every 
couiitry whefc freedom could be found — - 
As fellow citizens, horror-flruck at the 
barbarities eXercifed upon their fellows, 
I and indignant of the monflers who excr* 
cifed them ; — and, in a word, as fathers, 
' fens, brothers, and friends, fympathifing 
for all who ftood in thofe relations to the 
unhappy captives. The proof they gave 
of this was fignal. The feeling run, like 
eleftric fluid, from city to town, from town 
to village, from village to hamlet, ahd 
from thofe back again to the city. Even 
Avarice found herfelf hurled by the fub- 
duing hand of pity from her filth-ere6fed 
throne in the heart, and robbed for a time 
of her dominion. In every part of the 
Uniori Che hand of Bounty was opened, 
and immenfe fubfcription promifed to re- 
lieve our unhappy fellow- citizens from 
their anguifh, and fpeedily to reftorethem 
to liberty, (the life-Wood of their fouls) to 
air, to comfort, to jov — to America — and 
to the embraces of their fond, mourning 
conneftions. But policy chilled the gen- 
ial current, ere it trickled from the foun- 
tain. — Government, more wife, fdrefaw 
evil arifing from it. The ardent, generous, 
anxiety of the people of America fo have 
their fellow-citizens rcflored to them ('twas 
(u^^eSed) would raife the demand of the 
ruffian robbers of Barba/y, and immode- 
rately inflame their terms of ranfom. The 
noble d/^fign was ftifled in the bihh, and 
pofitive promifes were made, that proper 
meafures would be taken by the Execu- 
tive to/'obtainthe liberation of thofe mifer- 
abJe men. 

The circuraftances of captivity in Tri- 
poli, or any of thofe African States, cap 
fcarcely be conceived by the people df 
this courtry. There was a time \* ben cap- 
tivity in the ordinary mode of ufage a- 
mongpolilhed nations, would ol itfelf raife 
the pity and indignation of a true Ameri- 
can, to an exquifiie pitch of fuffering. 
Yet fuch captivity, when compared with 
that our countrymen have endured, would 
be paradifiCal enjoyment. Dungeons 
damp and dark, fcanty food of bread and 
water, chains eating into their bones, ffripes 
and labor of the hardefl kind, dragging 
Irgf of wood and other things like ifie 
meaneft beafts of burden, with the bow- 
firing ready to punifh any fault which ty. 
ranny, ever jealous and cunning, can con- 
ftrue into refiivenefs : Ail tbefe are the 



fbfferings of our countrymen. For a day 
of fuch fuffering, nay, for an hour a bu- 
mane jury would award a common indi- 
vidua) damages (o lupport him comforta- 
bly for life : for to a tender feeling perfon 
'. and high mind, the wrongs of one day 6f 
fuch indignity and hardffaip would be irre. 
parable; a week intolerable; andwboth^t 
has a heart fit to be felt for, can tear with 
any patience the refleftion of even one in- 
nocent fellow creature endurirg fuch fiif- 
ferings tfiough but for a week : fufferings 
beneath which the moft fturdy bodily 
ftrength muft bow, the moft vigorous fink 
lO the earth, the flame of life itfelf expire ; 
and worfe than all, the mind be broken 
down from the high towering pride of that' 
laudable felf efieem which generates the 
living principles of freedom amd indepen- 
dence in man, and has often bid the moft 
humble rife from the duft of Oppreffion to 
trample upon the neck of tyranny. One 
fellow creature (o fuffering even for a week ! 
— horrible I — Do you not feci thus fellow- 
citizens ? If you do not, rcfrgn yourpre- 
tenfions to manhood. If you do fet Itxife 
your heart to every ping which pity can 
inflift ; give the whole length of the reins 
to your imagination ; and if you Tan form 
a conception adequate to fuch a pifiure, 
feel, wliile in imagination you furvey thtei 
hundred of your countrymen, of your fel- 
low creatures, bending bene^hthe weight 
ofjixty^one weeks of fuch mifery ; pov- 
erty emaciation, and difeafe pfdured in 
iheir perftins ; the channels fretted by iox^ 
f-ow in their cheeks, clogged with the filt 
bftfieir tears; their ohce bravmy Hmb» 
tottering Under the litfle weight of their 
worn carcafes ; atid thro' the rags which 
etch the outline of the piece, the Barbari- 
ans* ftri^es irpon their half- naked ffdes, 
vifible, and calling out for vengeance. 

Yes, Americans ! for fixtyone u^ieks^ 
have your brave and worthy fellow-citM 
zens, your friends, your brothers, yobr 
fons, been langoiftiing in this condition, 
while your country unfeelingly fits down 
to the cat-and-pangame of penurious, dif^i 
graceful economy, and between it, and 
hithertb abortive military bluffer, leaves 
them to fink, to rot, to pcrifh ; to curfc 
the day that brought them forth xo life, and 
did not bring them forth utider fame more 
fdfe, fome more propitious fun, than that 
oP America-^a fun indeed once blazing 
bright — when in the meridian of Federal 
feivour it glowed, Calling a luftre upon 
this land, and filling it with comfort; hot 
now, in a too early winter nor'hpole eve- 
ning, finking out of fight amrdft clouds, 
and fleet, and fnow, and all the elemental 
fmut of a dark< chilling, Hfelefs democrat- 
ic northpole flcy. 

We are told by govetnment th^ Com- 
modore PREBiiLE, having bombardeH Tri* 
poli, the barbarian Bafhaw has offt*refl xo 
rcleafc our countrymen for 500,000 dol* 
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lars. To this propofal there was but the 
alternative of two anfwers to be given. 
Comply with it — or refufe to gi^e any 
thing. . Hamantty might prompt the for- 
mer : found pohcy, juftice, a^ (what 
BOW never occurs to our wife politicians) 
national honour, flernly demanded the lat. 
ter. Our government did neither. They 
offered 150,000 dollars. But, to leave our 
countrymen in fuch a condition, to await 
the iffue of •• a bdfe bargain,*' a huckftry 
about 9 few dollars, inglorious, nay, igno- 
minions to a nation, is a proceeding for 
language to defcribe our fenfe of which, 
we (bould in vain ranCack the (lores of an- 
cient and modern eloc^uencc, or even look 
ior with hope to find it in the fanciful and 
fervid regions of poetry. If three hun- 
cret) Americans are to be left to perifli in 
the dungeons of Barbarians, let it be not 
lor the vile peculium of fo many dollars, 
as on calculation would be exadly feven 
cents a bead to the population of the Un- 
ion ; but let it be for the glory of their 
country. If fo they die, they die well ; 
then let our (hips lay Tripoli in a heap of 
ruin and combuflion — a monument glo. 
rious to them and their country, and for 
ever 4dmonitory to barbarian oppreflbrs 
and robbers. 

For our parts, we do Jioi hefitate to (ay 
that the latter is the meafure which we 
• fl>t>uhl think advifable. Britons- ha ve bee n 
known to blow, up their (hips and them^^ 
(thrcs with them, rather tban be taken : 
and have frequently, when prifoners on 
board an enemy V fliip engaged by the 
Englifh, been known to pray that (he might 
go to the bottom and they along witu l)er, 
for the honor ot Old England. It is the 
feed df thofeBritons who now drag chains 
in Tripoli^— the fame fpirit boils in their 
veins, and we dare to fay that they feel as 
we fet", and that if they, were a(k«d, mark 
this, the alternative, •• (hall your country 
buckder diflionorably, or (hall our (hips 
lay Tripoli In afhes, which do you choofe r * 
they would without hefitation fay, •• level, 
level the vile city with the earth, and let 
us lieglorioudy beneath its ruins.'* 

Alt this time, one thing appears, and 
indeed with no very promifingafpeS. In 
the fmoke of the minifterial falfe fire, by 
which ihe people are fo blinded, the Uate 
ot the captives feems to be lod to the pub- 
lic fight. Time, which deftroys all things, 
feems to have either diflipated, or entirely 
extingui(hed thofe feelings which, at the 
time of the propofed fubfcription, did them 
fo much honor: Perhaps, as they grow 
reconciled to the lofs and captivity ot their 
countrymen, they think their captive 
countrymen have l>ecome co-ordinately re- 
conciled to their fufferings : or knowing 
the e(Fe£l of cuftom in famtliarifing men to 
any thing, however painful, may fay to 
tbemfelves, ** poor fellows ! they are now 



folong accuftoroed to i% that they m*»ft 
be quite familiar and eafy nnder i^." As 
the Cockney faid to an Irifhman who was 
on the point of frtting o<it with him from 
the New drop at the Oid BaiUy, to the 
other world, and who, angered at his pu- 
fillanimous whining, bid him •• die like a 
man.'* •* Ah ! curfe^you — it is nothing 
to yon to be hanged, yon Iri(h (hief-^you 
are ufed to it ■!" So perhaps '\}\\% country 
may (ay to the crew of the Philaddpkia, 
•• Stay where you are, and be ftrapped, you 
Yankee Dogs — you are now ufed to it !" 
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OF THE GOVERNOR OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Gentlemen of the Scnaie, a. id 
Geutlert^ett of the House of ReprescntatiYCS, 

I MEET you with much faiisfa^tion at 
this time, as I am purfuaded that from a 
continuance of harmony in the feveral 
branches of Government* the bufinefs of it 
will be condtifled with advantage to the 
public, and with cafe and convenience to 
thofe who are employed in its adminiilra- 
tions. 

In the courfe of the fc(fion, you will 
have leifure maturely to con&der chofe 
fubjefls which^w^repoftponed at the clofe 
of your (irft meeting. Permit me again 
to recommend to your revi(ion the ar- 
rangement ot the terms of the Supreme 
Judicial Court eftabltfhed by the late a£l 
making further provifion in the judicial 
department.— 'If that arrangement is found 
to be impra&icable or inconvenient, you 
will undoubtedly make the neceflfary a- 
mendments. 

The Secretary will lay before you the 
return of the Militiaof the Commonwealth 
which I have received from the adjutant 
General, with a letter from him ftaiing 
(ome local inconvenience, which have arif* 
en under the cxiAing militia laws. He 
will alfo deliver to you the Quarter-Maf- 
ter-General's return, ot the ordnance and 
military (lores belonging to the State. 

The M^jor Generals of feverai divifions 
ot the mihtia have informed me, that in 
the late reviews it appeared that the regi- 
ments and corps compofing tfie (everal bri- 
gades, had improved in all the e(rentiaf 
points which conftitute a well regulated 
militia ; — that their arms and equipments 
were in fetter order than at any former 
period, and that with a few exceptions they 
had good cloth uniforms ; this latter cir- 
cumilance being voluntary and not requi- 
red by law, is truly meritor1t>us. 

There can be no neceffiiy. Gentlemen, 
of recommepding to you the advancement 
of the various interefls ot the Common- 
wealth |- your time will be devoted to this 



objcQ, in attending to the reque(fs of indi- 
viduals, and removing any juft grounds of 
complaint ; i i affording fuitahle encour* 
agement to every (pecies of ufeful induf* 
try, and .'upplving, as tar as you are able, 
whatever is deficient in our prefent fyflem 
ot legiflation. While you thus confider 
yourfelves as deputed to watch over the 
public intereft ; while you fupport the 
juft claims ot our fellow citizens, and 
gracify iheir reafonable expeflaiions^ you 
will meriu and probibly retain their rt-f, 
pe6h. But in whatever manner yowt 
fervices (ball he eftimaied by others, vou 
will have the fatisf<«aion which anies trom 
the confcioufnefs of doing good. 

We have afTociated with our leKnw 
citizens to preferve our rights, by fiiu-» 
porting Republican Gjverrimcijis ; — ;n 
doing this we are ail equally and ocm »y 
interefted. When the Con(tiiuiiiMj oi ;^e 
United States was (it 11 propofed, m^v 
good men doubted of the frncls or uHi- 
cicncy of its provifions. Bat fucii i n- 
portant benefits have icfui^ed from it, a. id 
fuch confufion and diforder would follow 
Worn a feparation of ifie Siatei^, (hat proha- 
blv few, or none of the people are defiroua 
of that event* 

TheConfliiution of this State utiiees ua 
ftill more dofely for our ci»mmon fafe- 
ly and bappinefs. It u founded on the 
bafU of 'equal ltbertv» ind its vabc does 
t\^i appear to be leffcned In theeftiroaiion 
of ihe people, by the experieace of more 
than 20 years ; our country flouriflies m 
peace and wealth, and we may be thought, 
from thefe favorable circum fiances to be 
out of the reach of danger. But when we 
lee other Republics diigraccfully renoun* 
cing the fruit of their fufferings and ex- 
ploits, and tamely fiihmitting to the con- 
Vroul of Maftprs, we ought at lead to re. 
fltrft on the caules of their tall, and con- 
fider (he means by Hoich we may t>e 
guarded againft a like degradation. 

It will, I think, be agreed that knowU 
edge and virtue in the body oi the people* 
are e(rentia! to the fupport of a free go v- 
ernment. — Without them we Ihould read- 
ily febmit to an artful ufurper. The (irft 
fettlers of this State, aware of their im- 
portance, adopted every expedient in their 
power to promote them ; and. fo long as 
we preferve unimpaired the inftitutions 
which have been iranfmitied to us by the 
wifdom ot our anceftors, and retain their 
j)uriiy of manners, and the leffons which 
they inculcated, we m<iy hope to be exempt 
from the<vtci(Iiiudes to which other na- 
tions have been expofed. 

Religious principles and inftitutions are 
neceffary to all Governments, and efpe- 
ciilly to Republics, The teachers ot re- 
ligion, of whatever denomination they are, 
by tlieir moral in(lru£fions, may have much ^ 
influence in upholding the order ot focie- 
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t)% and rcgidating the conduft of the peo- 
ple;' — iheir offices would therefore be of 
great importance, even i\ they had no high- 
er obje6ls in view. — But ail nations have 
^xprefTed a reverence for the Deity, and 
have united in the belief that fome mode 
of worfhip is neceffary to obtain his favor. 
Within a few years, indeed, an experiment 
has been made by the people of France of 
renouncing religion ; but we have now 
feen the tendency and termtnation of their 
fyftem. 

To enumerate the inftitutions eftabliih- 
cd by our anceftors, might be thought fu- 
perfluous ; many of them, and particular^ 
lynhofe which related to education, are 
ifill maintained, and we every day expcri- 

' cnce their beneficial efFefts. — May thdr 
pofterity not only preferve their inftitu- 
tfons, but praftice their manners and vir- 
tues ! 

It is often faid.that rooftof the Repub- 
lics which I have referred to, were con- 
quered by their more powerful neighbors, 
and that our remote fituation from £u- 
rope cnfures the fafety of our Govern- 
mentt. Perhaps thefe obfervations are not 
fo corred as we are inclined to believe. 
Free States are in much greater danger 
from their own depravity, than from ex- 
ternal enemies. The vices, diforders, and 
divifions in former Republics, have in all 
cafes Qccafioned their ruin. It will be 
difficult to find an inftance, where a free 
and civili»«d people have been conquer- 
ed, who had not degenerated from that 
virtue by which their liberty waseftab- 
lilhed. When they are furrounded by 
other nations, they confider them as watch- 
ing to take advantage of their folly and 
weaknefs ; this refleQion operates as a 
conftant check upon their diferderiy paft 
fions. If an invafion is threatened^ ami 
any public fpirit remains in the people, 
they lay afide private animofities, and 
unite for their common defence : In this 
manner the apprehenfion of danger from 
abroad, has in numberlefs inftances pre- 
vented contention at home. Our difiance 
from Europe will be a fortunate circum- 
fiance if we can be at peace among our- 
felves ; it lefTens the probability of foreign 
invafion, though it may increafe the dan- 
ger from internal feuds. 

In the Republic^ which I have juft men- 
tioned the people had not fufficient vir^ue 
and public fpirit to unite their efforts 
againft the common enemy. Their num- 
bers and wealth were as great as when 
they refifled the moft powerftrl prince ; 
and if they had afted with unanimity and 
vigor, their (iofenfive attitude might have 
faved.thcm fr^.m ar» attack. But chey were 
divided gnd weakened by f iflions ; their 
f alfe patriots co-operated with their inva- 
ders, and their Gjverninents fell, not [o 
mi^ch by the arms of a conqueror, as by 



the weight of their own vices. Such are 
the effe&s of violent dKorders or impla- 
cable difcord in all free States : — they lead 
to anarchy, and end in defpotifm. There 
may be much diverfity in the procefs, but 
the refult is nearly the fame ; the chief 
difference is, that fmall States generally 
call in a mafter from abroad, and great 
nations make a Tyrant for themfelves. 

When political difputes are conduced 
with moderation and candour, they are 
innocent and may be ufeful. But when 
parties become eager and vehement — 
when in the heat of contention they lofe 
fight of the public interefl and endeavor 
to miflead the citizens by falfe reprefen- 
tations, they corrupt the poblic morals 
and tend dire£^Iy to licentioulnefs and 
confufion. In fuch cafes there would be 
danger that the moft unprincipled would 
be the moft fuccefsfnl — they might refort 
to meafures which their opponents might 
be unwilling to adopt — for honeft men 
would difdain to deceive the people, and 
would never deviate from right condu£l 
to promote any eaufe, or produ.ce any 
change in opinions or meafures. But if 
men of corrupt principles fhould thus 
predominate, they might choofe rather to 
fubmit to a defpot of their own feleflion, 
than hazard the lofs ot their ill-ac(^uired 
influence. 

From our fituation we have the means 
of fafety, in a peculiar manner in our own 
power, and it depends upon ourfelves, 
whether as a people we become the mofl 
refpeftable or the mo0 wretched. — If we 
are united in afFeSfion, if we retain a fru- 
gal courfe of living, and are animated 
with zeal for the public good, we (hall 
poffefs refources fully fuflRcient for our 
fecurity, and fhall rife to the higheft ftate 
ot public honor and happinefs. But if 
inteftine divifions and civil difcerds pre- 
vail, we (hall be expofed, not only to foreign 
infults, but to thofe revengeful domeftic 
enormities which have been the ttrror and 
difgrace oj. other nations. It is the great 
duty then of every citizen, inftead of ex- 
citing variance and party ftrife, which are 
the fources of confufion and qiifery, to 
promote concord among the people. — 
And it will be the aim of good govern- 
ment to unite the citizens in the ties of 
friendfhip, and make the happinefs of the 
State ponfift in the harmony of its feveral 
I paiti;. Such a government will i)e Aipe- 
, rior to felfifh confiderations and -partial 
j attachments, and will infpire refpeft by 
the equity and uniforniity of its princi- 
j pies ; by a conftant adherence to probity 
. and good fai^b in its meafures, and by 
caufing morat re£litude to he had in hon- 
or. 

You will readily perceive. Gentlemen, 
j that our fafety would he endangered by a 
I general relaxation either of the military or 



the political virtues ; a decay of the for- 
mcr would expofe to foreign aggreffion, 
and by the decline of the latter we fliould ^ 
become an eafy prey to the ambitious pro* 
jefts of refllefs and afpiring men among 
ourfelves. The hiftory of other Repuh- 
lies will ferve to lay open to our view the 
difguifes under which tyranny may be in- 
troduced in a fiee State. In tlie modern 
Republics of Europe the fcenes which ^ere 
formerly difplayed in thofe ot Greece and* 
Rome, have been repeated. DiflTenfion 
and party fpirit were excited among the 
people, and their paffions were aitiully in* 
flamed againft the moft able and virtuous 
citizens and againft thofe inftitutions and 
reftraints which wifdom had devifed, and 
the experience of age had fanfiioned, 
Thefe republics, one after another, have loft 
their freedom, and have been fubjefted to 
domeflic ufurpation, or foreign dominion, 
by the intrigues of men, who affisfled the 
language of patriots while they afpired to the 
power of Mafters, and who under the fpe* 
cious pretext of alTerting the rights of the 
people, betrayed and overwhelmed them. 
Let us take warning from their errors, and 
misfortunes ; and May Heaven preferve 
us from a fimilar deftinv.

TTie Legiflature of Delaware haVe ap- 
poimed the honorable James A. Bayard, 
a Senator, to reprcfem that State in the 
Senate cf the United States, for the terin 
of fix years,, commencing op the fourth 
day of March next. 
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Mr, MuNRO, the American Mioiftcr to \ 
England, (fays a Paris paper of Nov. 12) 
who had the honor ot being prefented to the 
Emperor lafl Sunday^was received in a 
moilgracious manner, and hisMajefly con-'' 
defpended to converfe with him tor a quar- 
ter of an hour. — The objeft ot this Minif- 
ter*s arrival in France is faid 10 be to ob- 
tain information of the Emperor's opinion 
concerning the difierences which fuibrift 
between America and Spain, fince the for- 
mer piirchafed Louifiana. He has already 
had feveral conferences with his Excel- 
lency M. Talleyrand, and intends, accor- 
ding to report, immediately after the arri- 
val of the new American AmbafTador^ Gen- 
eral Armftrong, -to fet out for Madrid, 
Ihould the Spanifh Court not fubfcribe to 
the demands of America fuch as they have 
been approved ot in France. In the pref- 
ent circumftances, a war upon the Conti- 
. sent of America would exaflly be what 
the court of St. James's would defire, a% 
it would make the United States either the 
dire£l or indirefl allies of Great Britain — 
both France and Spain arc interefted to 
prevent fuch an event. 

Spani/h war,'-^We can (late on the au- 
thority of letters from Madrid, as late as 
November 8th, that the Britifh Minifter 
had left the Spanifh court ; and that no 
doubt exifted of a war between the two 
countries. 

The Spanifh frigate La Vengeance it ar- 
rived at Cadiz, and the frigate L'Amphi- 
tttle'StCbrunna, both fronv America, with 
6,300,000 dollars* Another frigate, La 
Sabina, with feven millions was expe£led. 

On board the Mercedes, Spanifh fhip, 
which blew up in the late a£lion with the 
Britifh trigates, it is painful to flate, tha( 
there were 19 lady paffengers, who perifh- 
ed with the red of the unhappy perfoos on

DeftruQive Hurricane at Tonquin* 

Letters from Tonquin ftat^, that coafl 
to have been lately vifited by a hurricane, 
more violent and deffruAive than was 
ever rememl>ercd in chat quarter. Up- 
wards ot 80 native vefTels foundered in the 
bay, and between ^o and 60 were daihed 
to pieces on the (hore. The coafl, for 
many miles, was ftrewed with dead bodies, 
and fragments ot wrecks. 
^ Several villages have been totally de- 
ilroyed — ^XQ fome inftances, prefecting 



heaps of ruins, while in others there was 
fcarcely a veftige ot them remaining. Up- 
wards of 20,000 perfons are flated to have 
perifhed on the occafion. 

Intcrejling infonnation, — Letters^ we 
are informed, have been received in town 
from Lifhon, as late as the 26ih Novem- 
ber. Thefe letters flate that the block- 
ade of Cadiz was refumed by Sir J. Orde, 
and that a war between Spain and England 
was deemed inevitable. In addition to 
this, it was faid that divifions were foment- 
ing in ttft interior of Spain, and that the 
king, through fear, had a£lually left Mad- 
rid, and had fled to Portugal . The interefl 
of the contending parlies demands the neu- 
trality ot Portugal ; but in cafe that inter- 
eft fiiould n6t avail, and fhe fhould be 
drawn into the war, there was no doubt 
but hoflility to England would be the final 
refult. One of thefe letters flates that 
there was every probability that the whole 
North of Europe would be engaged in the 
war before the enfuing fpring,

The London Star, of the i«th Dec. 
dates, that Si the iitb, it was aiferted at 
the Exchange, on the authority of private 
letters, from Paris, that the Coronation ot 
Buonaparte took place on Sunday, agree- 
able to the forms which had been pre- 
vioufly arranged, and that the whole cer- 
emony was conduced with the utmofl or- 
der, and without the leaft tumult' or acci- 
dent. 

LONDON, NOV. b8. 

A private letter from the harbor of Ba- 
tavta dated the 7th ot February, 1804, fays, 
" Intelligence has been received here, that 
the king of Candia has driven the Englifh 
from Ceylon, and put the whole garrifon 
to the fword." 

Bufinefs ot every kind is at a ftand in 
Holland. 

DECEMBER 3. 

It is underflood that if a rupture fhould 
take place between France and RufTia, the 
court ot Vienna is refolved to form an Ar- 
my of Obfervation on the frontiers. 

The Auflrian Governor of Tyrol is 
making preparations to draw a cordon be- 
tween that country and Italy. 

A Swede which left the Texcl on the 
2,5th ult. has brought intelligence to our 
fquadron, that 50,000 French are now ad- 
vancing into Holland, fuppofed with or- 
ders to march and take pofTefTion^of Ham* 
b;irgh and Swcdilh Pomerania* 



DECEMBER ,5. 

We have received the Monitours to the 
i8ih ult. It appears from them that the 
day ot Coronation has not been deferred, 
as has Deen flated in fome papers. They 
fpeak pofitively of its being fettled to talce 
place on lafl Sunday. 

*• The King of Pruffia has again ex- 
prefTed his difTati&faftion at the conduS of 
Bonaparte in the feizurc of Sir George 
Rumbold : be has replied to the repre- 
fentations made to him by the Senate of 
Hamburgh, of whofe efforts to procure 
thcTreleafe ot that minifter, he exprefTed 
his ftrongeft approbation, condemning at 
the lame time, in the moft unqualified 
terms the outrage oflfered to the independ- 
ence ot a neutral State, and to the law of 
Nations." 

The Emperor of Ruflia is coliefiin^ an 
immenfe army upon the frontiers ot Ruf- 
fian Poland, and the Emperor ot the 
French is drawing troops from the intcri- 
or ot France to the Banks ot the Rhine. 

DECEMBER 6. 

The letters brought by the Prince of 
Wales packet, from Lifbon, were deliver- 
ed out this morning. Mr. Frere has left 
Madrid as appears by the following extraft 
of a letter from Lifbon, dated Nov. si. 
• "Mr. Frere and Mr. Hunter have cer- 
tainly left Madridi and no hope now re- 
mains that a war with Spain can be avoid- 
ed ; the difpatches fent home by the Dia- 
na were, it is faid very warm and hoftile ; 
as yet there are no movements here de- 
monflrative of any change or fyftem, but 
we cannot indulge the hope of being per- 
mitted to remain neutral, as on former 
occafions." 

The anfwer ot the Spanifh Govern- 
ment was fent by the Diana, which left 
Lifbon on the 14th uh. nine days before 
the Prince of Wales ; but (he is not yet 
arrived. 

No doubt of a war with Spain now re- 
mains — indeed we have long ceafcd to en- 
tertain any doubt on the fut>je6t.

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A CURIOUS CAUSE OF WAR. 

IN the year 1005, fome foldiers of the 
commonweaUh ot Modena ran away with 
a bucket from a public well, belonging to 
the ftate ot Bologna. Thi^ implement 
might be worth a (hilling ; but it produc- 
ed a quarrel, which was worked up into a 
long and bloody war. Henerv, the king 
of Sardinia, for the emperor Henery, the 
fecond, aflifted the Modcnefe to keeppof- 
feflion of the bucket ; and in one ol the 
battles he was made priroher. His father, 
the emperor, ofTered a chain of gold that 
would encircle Bologna, which is feven 
miles in compafs, for his Ton's ranfom, 
but in vain. — ^After twenty-two years im- 
prifonment, and his father being dead, he 
pined away and died. His monument is 
dill extant in the church of the Domini- 
cans. This fatal bucket is fiill exhibited 
in the tower of the cathedral of ^ Modena, 
enclofed in an iron cage. Taffo has very 
humoroufly defcribed it his Delia Sec- 
chia«

\\ ITH finccrity and zeal, we 
•ppofed the ele&ion of Gov. Lewis. Our 
re^fous tor that oppofition, have been da- 
ted without referve or difguife, and we 
truft have been Tatisfa^ory to the reader. 
It was,^ however, the will ol the people 
that be (botild be our governor. Whether 
that will W9S freely exprefled, without any 
improper bias, is not a queftion at this 
time to be canVafled. In fubmitting to 
it, we had but one poor confblation: — ie* 
ing Governor, Mr. Lewis could no long- 
er be a Judge of the Supreme Court, 

It may be remembered, that in announ- 
cing the election of Mr. Lewis, we re- 
narked, that ** notwithdanoing the un- 
favorable impreflions which the condu£i 
of Judge Lewis had made upon the pub- 
lic mind, fiill he might poflibly make a 
good governor^ and thus difappoint the 
€](pedations of both his friends and ioes ;'* 
and that we added, *• we were prepared to 
give him full credit for every good a£l^ 
and hoped to be permitted to give fome 
account of his bad ones." Keeping this 
promise conftantiy in view, ^e have thus 
far watched the movements of Goufernor 
LfCwis. and until lately, we confefs, have 
fecn Utile to pniire-.^little to blame. He 
has, indeed, embraced the old fyftem ot 
fatjoritifmt purfu^d by his predcc'eflbr, 
•ad by Mr. Jeffcrfon, Gov. M'Kean, &c. 
He has« in this refpeS, iulfilled the pre- 
diftion of the Bird oJWifdom (Lucas EU 
roendorl) that •* he is well calculated te 
dUriJk ike inter efis (^ party .'* But ibis 



foible has become fo common with de- 
mocratu: governors and prefidents, that it 
almoft ceafes to difguft us. It feems to be 
conceded, (in conformity with the doc- 
trines of the new fchool) that the firft oh- 
jeft of a chief magidrate ought to be, to 
furniih his family, and neared conne£lions 
and friends with good fat offices, to the 
exclufion of every oiher perlon whatever. 

Waving, then, tue further confidera- 
tion of this point, let us turn to the objeft 
of this article, which is nothing lefs nor 
more than to applaud the late conduS of 
Governor Lewis I — not in giving offices 
exclufively to the family ^^not in appear- 
ing before the reprefentatives of the peo- 
ple tricked oflT in all the foppery of fafh- 
ion Y — but in.recommending the appropri- 
ation of the lapd belonging to the date, to 
the fupport of fchools and colleges. This 
is a meafure oi the fird confequence ^ and 
\& well worthy the attention of the chief 
tnagidrate and the reprefentatives ot a free 
people. It looks fo much like a New- 
England meafure«-it favours fo drongly 
ot federalifm, that we cannot but lika it ; 
and, believing his excellency fincere in 
his profefTions on this head, we cannot 
withhold from him the meed of praife. 

His excellency feems to dote upon this 
meafure, and apparently fearing that the 
iegidature might mar his fcheme, by fome 
vifionary economical whim, or by an in- 
dolent inattention to the bed intereds of 
the date, he has had the goodnefs to point 
out a mode by which the grand obje£l can 
be accompiifhed. The plan is laid open 
and explained in a manner fo ample, that 
the legiflature, provided they (hould be ac- 
tuated by the fame laudable motives which 
appear to influence the Governor^ have 



nothing to do but to adopt his well-di« 
gefted fcheme. 

The mode propofed for the difpofal o! 
the date land, we conceive to be no lefs ju- 
dicious than the appropriation. It would 
ofltr to enterprifing emigrants, an eafy ac« 
cefs to confort and competency : or, to 
life the more expreffive language of bii 
excellency,' •* Honed indudry would be 
furniflied with the means of profitable ex* 
crtion, without the ^id of capital." 

We admit that fws excellency's objec* 
tions to academies are weighty ! But be* 
caufe the prefent mode ot teaching in a« 
cacemies, it exceptionable, does it tqllowt 
that thofe feminaiies might not be fub- 
jefted to omlorm regulations, which would 
place them on the mod relpeflable foot^ 
ing ? Certainly not. 

But to common fchools let the atten« 
tion of government be ^turned. It muft 
give pain to every reflefting mind, to oh* 

ferve the miferable condition of thefe 

it would be a burlefque to call them^m* 
inaries of eduiation. In many parts oE 
the date the country is too thinly fettled 
to admit of the fupport ot any fchools 
whatever. In others, where fchool-houfes 
are built and teachers employed, the cafe 
is but little better — for the fird are fq 
wretched, and the latter fo ignorant, that 
they yield but little benefit to the com* 
munity. Toe confequence is, chtldreii 
are permitted to rife into manhood, igno« 
rant and uneducated— they become the 
fport of crafty demagogues— they knoif 
not how to be freemen — they are content 
to be little better than vafTals and flaves. 

Of Colleges let us repeat the language 
of his excellency : — «• If national profper* 
'* ity, if national pride, which is an honeil

•• pride, fliall warm our bofoius with a wifli j| 
•• to fee our country great in the various 
•* arts and fciences, the prolific parent of

The Commercial Advcrtifer gives the

Ajlormy ftafon at head quaxUrs. — We 
learn by a letter from Waihihgton, that the 
iaft week was unufually lempeftuous with- 
in the walls ot Congrefs. Tlie' report of 
the committee of claims in iavor of the 
Georgia Claimants was called t»p in com- 
Snittee of the whole, and padecl without 
debate. When it was taken up in the 
houfe, Mr. J. Randolph demanded, of the 
chairman of^hc committee, the reafons on 
which the report was grounded. — Finding, 
however, that he could not raife the chair- 
man from his Teat. •• Lit.le Ddvid,i^ highly 
enraged fcized his *• fling" and made the 
•• ftones** whittle unmercifully about the 
cars of the members who had advocated the 
report. To fpcak more intelligibly— In a 
focech ot more than an hour and a half, Mr. 
Randolph poured forth the moft aftonifh- 
ing inveaive againft the Georgia Legifla. 
lure of 1795. the claimants of the land, the 
gentlemen who voted m favor of the re- 
port, the Poft-Mafter- General, and his own 
party — and at Uft agairft the poor, defpi- 
ftd, perfecutcd tederalifls. 

In the courfe of his in'vefti^e, he de- 
clared in fubftance, that he fhould in future 
want fecurity for the purity of the inten. 
tions of his own party — that the mouths of 
Republicans mutt now be fealed in eternal 
tilence,' refpcain,f the petty lareenUs of 
the federalifts— and that the Poft-Mafter- 
General bad made ufe ot his fituation to 
influence members in that houfe.^ As he 
vaxed warm in the difcuflionibe increafed 



in eloquence. His heavieft blows were lev- 
elled at Matthew Lyon, who had formed 
fome contraft with Mr. Granger tor car- 
rying the MLail. "We have" — faid he, 
with one hand extendedand the other hang, 
ing gracefully by his fide-^** We have a. 
Jackall within thefe walls, who feeds 
not on the ofFals of a certain office, but 
who devours fome of the ckoicejl pieces 
and r0ams and prowh about while others 
fleep." 

Mr. Lyon in his turn, was equally liberal 
in abufc. He rofe wrathful and frown- 
ing. 

I " as if ruin 

Leap'd from his eyes. So looks the chafed lion 
Upon the daring hunts-man that has gall'd him." 

•• I thank God," faid he, •• that he has 
given me the face of a man, and not the 
vifage of an ape." 

Perhaps no debate has produced greater 
turmoil and confufion, than this, (ince the 
eftablifhment of the federal government. 
In confequence of Mr. Randolph's re- 
marks, the Poft-Mafter-General wrote to 
the Speaker of the Houfe, •• ftating that he 
had been informed, that during the debate 
a number of charges had been made againft 
his public and private charaEler, by a mem- 
ber ot the houfe, which he declared to be 
untrue, and foliciting an enquiry into his 
cond«a." 

Mr. Varnum moved to refer the lettertp 
a fele£l committee. A debate arifing on 
the propriety of fuch a reference — upon 
motion of Mr. Hugertbe farther confider- 
ationot the motioa was pofipon^d until 
Monday next," 

The debate on the report clofed on 
Saturday Iaft, tnd the vote pafle^ in its fa* 
vor, 63 to 54. 

The New- York papers alfo contain the 
extra£ls fubjoined: — 
ExiraQ of a letter from Wafhington^ da* 
ted February 1, 1805. 

There is high work, and bard words in 
congrefs. Mr. Randolph, made among 
others, a day or two paft, fevere animad- 
verfions on the Pofl- Mailer- General, and 
M. Lyon. Mr. Granger appeared this 
morning at the bar ot the houfe, and infift* 
ed on a committee ot that body being ap- 
pointed to inveftigate his ofRcial cooduft. 
This threw the houfe into a great ferment.

Accu- 
fations ot bribery and corruption were ban- 
died about without ceremony ; he charged 
Granger with both indireHly ; and yefter- 
Granger fent a letter to the houfe requetl- 
ing an enquiry into his conduft. 
^ The fubjeQ, after fome debate, was 
poftponed till Monday, when we proba- 
bly (hall have warm work : he accufed 
Lyon of attempting to bribe another mem- 
ber, and compared him to a jackalL 
Yefterday Lyon read a fpeech he had 
written in anfwer, in which he vindica- 
ted himfelf, ?nd returned Randolph's 
Btningfgate. Among other things, be 
obferved — *• I thank God, however, for 
having given me the f^ce of a man, not 
that of an ape, or monkeyJ" — You know 
what a wilted eunuch countenance Ran- 
dolph has. 

Randolph's popularity and influence 
are gone, are funk forever ! 

I beard the fpeeches of Mr. Dana, and 
Mr. £lliot : both were cool, candid and 
argumentative, yet fevere. I am inform* 
cd that Jackfon and Ropt were unmer- 
ciful towards Randolph.' Indeed, Ran* 
^Iph (eems to have grown mad, and I'm 
I wot furc but he will need chaining. Chal* 
lenges are ferioudy feared by many. 
I have time tor no more. 



Duane, it appears by the following ar- 
ticle, takes part in this dreadful confliS. 
He has got on the Randolph fide of the 
queftion, and probably fijrnifhes ftones for 
I little Davids fling. He (eems to have a- 
j bandoned hif old crony, Lyon, notwith- 
ftandingthe warmth of their former friend- 
(hip. Where this affair is to end, we 
know not. We have no apprehenfion, 
however, that blood will be (bed on the 
occafion. 

The Yaz<io Empire,— On Thurfday Iaft 
we publifhed the lepori of the committee 
bt claims, on the fubj^rflof this fpecula- 
tion : this report concluded by recom- 
mending the adoption pt a refolutton pro- 
viding for the appointment ot commifTion- 
ers finally to adjufl and fettle the claims. 
On this report the Houfe ef Reprefen- 
tatives were occupied the whole of the 
Iaft week, and <ire arc forry to fay there 
is no great probability of the refult tend- 
ing to wipe from the national charafler 
the foul flain which had been caft upon it, 
by the profligate voce of the Legiflature 
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ol Georgia, in 1795. In the early part 
of the difcuflion Mr. Clarke, a .member 
from Georgia, propofed to amend the 
cefolution, fo that none oi the claims, 
under the Georgia aft of 1795, fliould be 
allowed, and on this amendment prin- 
cipally the difcuflion refted — It was ad- 
vocated by Mr. Clarke and others, on 
the koown and incontrovertible grounds 
that the members of the Legiflaturc which 
palTed the aft. had been bribed and bad per* 
jared themfelvcs.

iheir decifion. 

^ |t it fball appear to this honorable Court 
from tlie evidence produced, that he hath 
afted in hi$ Judicial charafter with wilful 
iojufiice or partiality, he doth not with a* 
ny Uvor, but expefts that the wboh: extent 



of the ponifhment permitted in the con- 
flitution will be infiifted upon him.

THE BOTS IN HORSES. 

MR. John Graggs, of Annc-A- 
ity, in Virginia, has pubhihed 
fonu impoitant oWervations relative to 
this diftempcr. He has found, from a£lual 
experimeni,that ^ofe worms are produced 
from the egjgs of a fl/ refemhling the hon- 
ey-bee. This fly, in the fall months is feen 
buzzing about horfes, and attaching its 
eggs or nits co fuch parts as it is likely the 
horfe may fvvallow them frorii biting him- 
felf when thole parts iich>%.Thefe eggs 
have alfo been known to find their way 
into the ftomach of the horfe,- by being 
mixed up with food in the fpring when 
horfes (hed their coats. Mr. Cfaggs has 
proved the truth of this h)rpothefis by keep- 
ing the bot-worm taken from the ftomach 
of a horfe, in a warm lempp.rature, till they 
pa fled through the feveral tranfmutations 
to a perfeft flv, fuch as I have defcribed. 
Thefe bot-worms are hatched in the ftom- 
ach of a \. \ fe from the nil ot the fly. they 
are covered with hair, and have a trunk or 
probofcis, refen^bling the point of a gim- 
bier. Armed with this fcrew -like pro- 
bofcis, and wkh this panoply of hair, they 
defy the moft powerful medicines. Eve- 
ry avenue of communication with the in- 
fide of the flomach is clofed, from the 
manner in which this trunk is fcrcwed 
^ioto the rtiaw. Therefore, they are fecure 
from any remedy which is to operate on 
them inwardly ; and their thick coat of 
fcair renders every externaf application 
abortive, by conv^'ying off the moft pene- 
trating and corrofive medicines. Thus it 
is, that when a horfe is attacked, the bots 
mock all medical fltill/and experience, and 
the generous, and valuable animal dies in 
•convulfions, uithout a poffibility of cure 
from human aid. 

Ihe remedy Mr. Craggs recommends 
is to fcrape the nits oiT with a common 
knife. This prevention has not only 
proved efficacious, but has eflabliOied in* 



conteftibly the origin of the bots. For 
Mr. Craggs, although he has been in the 
habit of keeping in the ftable a gicat num- 
ber of horfes, he has never known any to 
die when this prevention has been ufed.

tROM THE AURORA. 

JVaJhington^ Feb* 4, i8«5. 

The trial of Judge Ch^fe, upon the im- 
peachment oi the Houfe ot Reprefenta- 
tives, commenced this day ; agreeable to 
the former determination ot the Senate. 
Previous to an account of the proceedings, 
I (hall iiifOrm you ot the arrangemeht and 
et&tt of the the court. The Senate, in 
its legiflative capacity, at prefect occupies 
the north-weft room, formerly the office 
of the Secretary. 

The Senate chamber is fitted up in a 
handfome fiile as a court ; and laid out into 
apartments for the Senators, and Houfe ot 
Reprefentatives, the managers, the accu- 
fed, and counfel ; the members ot the ex- 
ecutive departments, befide a femi-circular 
gallery, conftru6led within the area of the 
chamber, which forms from its front an 
amphitheatre continuous with the fixed 
gallery of the fenate chamber. 

On the right hand, and left of the Pre- 
fideot of the Senatte, and in a right line 
with his chair there are two rows oi 
benches, with defks in front and the whole 
front and feats covered with crimfon 
cloth ; fo that the Senators front the audi- 
tory. 

The Secretary of the Senate retains his 
ufual Aation in front of the Prefident's 
chair. On the left of the Secretary is 
placed the fergeant at arms oi the Senate, 
and on h>s right the fergeant at arms ot the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

A temporary femi-circular gallery, 
which confifts of three ranges of blenches 
is elevated on pillars, and the whole front 
and feats thereof covered with green 
cloth \ at the angles or points oi this gal* 



I lery there are two bojfes which proj"ft in- 
to the area about t^ree feet from the line 
of th« front, which favc the abruptnefs ot a 
fquare termination, and add conGderably 
totbeeflfeS of the coupd'ceil. In this 
gallery ladies are accommodated, and they 
afTemble in numbers. 

On the floor, beneath this temporary 
gallery, three benches are provided rifing 
from front to rear, and alfo covered with 
green baize — ihefe benches are occupied 
by the members ot the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives ; on their right there is a fpa- 
cious box appropriated for the members of 
the executive departments, foreign mini- 
ters, &c. &c. 

ApaiTageis opened in front from the 
Prefident's chair to the door ; on the right 
and left band of the Prefident, and in 
front of the members of the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives are two boxes of two 
rows.ot feats ; that facing the Pre fi dent's 
right, h occupied by the managers ; that 
on the other fide of the bar for the accufed 
and his counfel ; thefe boxes are covered 
with blue cloth/ 

The marfhal ot the diftri£l and a num- 
ber of his officers have charge of f^veral 
fiations, in the avenues of the court and in 
the galleries ; and the whole is fo well 
arranged as to be conduced on the open- 
ing with all the order and filence that 
could be defired. 

At twelve o'clock the Senate, by their 
Secretary, made a communication to the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, that tjbey were 
ready to proceed upon the trral in the 
fenate chamber, ; and thereupon proceed- 
ded to their Rations preceded by their fer- 
geant at arms ; and the Prefident (Mr. 
Burr) being feated : 

The members of the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives, preceded by their fpeaker and 
managers, having entered into the court 
and taken their ftations ; on the front 
feat Mr. Rodney, Mr. Nicholfon, Mr. 
Clark, and Mr. Randolph ; on the fecond 
row, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Boyle, and Mr. 
Early. Chairs were provided ot the left 
of the managers for the fpeaker and cle rk 
of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

The Prejident then direfted the crier 
to open the court; which was done in 
the old Norman ftyle ; Oyez I Oyez I 
i Oyez I all manner of perfons, &c. 

The Prejident then direfted Simuel 
Chafe to be called, which was done, and 
'be appeared. ^ 

On Judge Chafe advancing to the bar, 
followed by his counfel, the Prefident 
addreffed him, informing him that the time 
which the Senate had granted to prepare 
for his defence was now expired, and he 
defired to know ii he was prepared to an- 
fwer to the charges preferred againft him 
by the Houfe ot Reprefentatives. 

Judge Chafe-\hcn delivered fome ob- 



fervaiions in too low a voice to be 
heard by us diftin£l!y, but feemed to 
import, that the time was not as much 
as he wifiied, and that his an fwer was not 
fo coroplde as he had defired. He con. 
eluded by handing a paper, which was 
delivered by the fergeant at arras to tjje 
fecreiary of the Senate, and by him read : — • 
thereupon. 

Ihe Prejident of tb? Senate having alfo 
read it, faid to the effeft, that there was 
fomething in the paper, or annexed to 
it, by which he undertook to direA the 
court A^a; they Jhould proceed ; the reft 
of the paper appeared to contain an ex- 
preflion ot the Judge's wifhes, that his 
plea might be read at the bar by himfelt 
and counfel. 

Judge Chafe faid that part which was 
exceptionable might be erafed. 

The Prejident faid he bad cancelled 
(hat part, and hoped that that kind of pro* 
ceeding would not be repeated. 

The Prejident then informed him, that 
feats were provided for himfelt and cotJn- 
fel :— the Judge named them, .Meflrs. 
Luther Martin, and Robert G. Harper, 
of Baltimore ; and Jofeph Hopkinfon ; 
and then feated himfelt : his fe^t was fep- 
arated by the bar from Mr, Rodney, who 
fat on the other fide — on the Judjre's right 
were in fucceflSon Mr. Martm, Mr. Hop- 
kinfon, and Mr. Harper. 

J^dge-^hafe then produced his pl^, 
which confifted of upwards of an hundred 
folio pages of engroffed manufcript — he 
read the caption and introduflory part, 
an4 then handed to Mr. Harper, who 
continued to read till two o'clock ; when 
Mr. Hopkinfon continued the reading to 
foul- o'clock ; when Mr. Harper contin- 
ued for about half an hour ; the Judge 
read the clofin^ part, which was a fulemn 
religious appeal. 

After a few errors made in tranfcribing 
were correfled : 

Mr. Randolph (chairman of the mana- 
gers) faid — am I to confider this plea and 
anfwer of the refpondent as final, or does 
he mean to go furthei ? 

The Prejident — I underflood that this 
anfwer, now given in, is that by which 
he means to abide. 

Mr. Randolph — That ercat)ed my hear- 
ing before — 1 now on behalf of the man- 
agers require of the Senate time to prc- 
Sire^a replication to this plea and a copy 
ereof. 

The Prejident — Upon this requeft the 
Senate will deliberate and duly advife the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

The court was then adjourned. 

The plea of the Judge is copious and 
what the lawyers would call a very able 
plea; i^ confifts of a recapitulation ot the 
charges,' and much l**gal controvcf fion 
oi the principles of the fevcral articles. 
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There is very little if any thing in point 
of tafi denied, and even the paper handed 
•bout in court on Fries' trial is not only ac- 
knowledged but is juflified as proper and 
neceffary ! The refufal to hear E^glifh 
books read as authority is got rid of with 
dexterity, upon the ground that no Eng- 
lifli law book, prior to the revolution ot 
1788 ought to be received as authority. 
The political charges from the bench he 
/ vindicates as right, fitting, juft, and necef- 
fary^^and, as ii had been done htretofore, 
it was not cenfurabie or impeachable in 
b1m to do (o then. 

He alfo pleaded human infirmity, and 
as in the cafe at LancaJUr, declared his 
errors were not crimes. I fupppofe his 
plea will be pubiiflied, but the court will 
not fit again until the replication fhall be 
ready, which I fuppofe will be by Friday 
or Saturday next."

" I am juft arrived fronri (he Senate 
Chaml?er-^The trial of Judge Chafe has 
proceeded, and a fhort (ketch, I prefume, 
will not be unacceptable to you. 

About halt paft la o'clock, the court 
being opened, Samuel Chafe was called 
to appear at the .ba::-^he appealed iMCcoi;d- 
ingly, attended by Luther Martin, 'Aob« 
ert G. Harper, and J. Hopkinfon^J&fqrs. 
as his- counfel. Mr. Harper rofe and 
called for the proteft, which was brefen- 
ted to the court at the introdu^Qn by 
J\idge Cbafe-^Mr. Harper commenced 
reading the fame, and ^a3 ^ffiil^ by Mr. 
Hopkinlou. 

The p^oie ft toot three hours and three 
quarters reading, and contained anfwers 
to the ieveral articles of impeachment. 
Judge Chafe clofed it with a very pathet- 
ic addrefs to the confciences of the mem- 
bers of ihe court {thirty-three f>eing pre- 
Cent, bcGdes the Prefident, Mr. Burr,) 
and an appeal to the fearcher of hearts, 
before whom, he and his judges muft be 
anfwerable, for the purity of their tnptives 
and atlions, 

Mr. Randolph, from the managers of 
the impf*a^hmen^ lofe and requefted a 
copy of the profefl, in order to enable a 
replication thereto: which accodingto 
prder being to be decided in privarc.- 

The court adjourned till to-morrow."

«• This (Jay at one o'clock, the H'gh Court 
of Impeachment was opened, and Judcje 
Chafe with his counfel, Mr. Mariin^Mr. 
Harper, and Mr. Hopkinfon of your city, 
made his appearance. Seats were provid. 
ed for them on the righ^ hand ^s you en- 
tcr the Senate room, and feats were alfo 



provided for the Managers on the left h^nd, 
— Four of the Senators not before fworn, 
took the oath, Meflfrs. Bayard, Gailiard, 
Cocke, and Stone, Judge Chafe requeft- 
ed leave to plead by himfelf and counfel, 
which was immediately granted. 

At five minutes part one, Mr. Harper be- 
gan the Judge's anfwer : the reply to the 
nrft article of the impeachment took one 
hour. It was, in my opinion, a complete 
juflifi cation of himfelf. Mr. Harper and 
Mr. Hopkinfon alternately continued the 
anfwer to the whole eight articles, which 
took, till B5 minutes paft four. Judge 
Chafe then in a folemn . manner, addrefTed 
a few words to the court. Randolph in- 
formed the court that the managers wifhed 
a copy of the reply, and time toconfult the 
Houfe : the Senators retired to the com- 
miltee room, where they have met of late, 
& the Houfe to their chamber to adjourn. 

The whole anfwer of Judge Chafe was a 
maftcrly produftion : heexpofediheonjil- 
fions, mifreprefentations, and incorreft 
ftatements of bis accufers ; proved the legal 
necefTity of his conduft in many inffances, 
for which he was accufed, the propriety in 
others, and his innocence in the whole. I 
had no expectation of having my mind fo ful- 
ly fatisfied. I felt a degree of pity that al- 
moft extinguilhed indignation towards bis 
accufers. I was pleafed to find (what 
could not otherwife have been well expeS- 
ed) that his anfWer has made a deep impref- 
fion on thchoncft of the democrats. I afked 
a decided democratic member of the houfe 
who had voted for his impeachment what 
he thought of the reply. *• The conduft 
** of Judge Chafe,'* faid he, «• he has fup- 
•• ported by ftrong reafoning that it will 
" be difficult to overcome : I told you 
*• long a^o he would not be convifted." 

The Senate Room was crowded ; bnt 
few ladies, the weather being extremely 
cold. 

The Houfe have done nothing yet on

LONDON, NOV. 26. 

Buonaparte has lurntfhed another com- 
nent upon the'I^awof Nations, iri the 
floppage and robbery of Mr. Wagftaff, 
the Britifh Meffenger, on his way to Ber- 
lin, with difpaiches. This aft of high- 
way robbery and felony was committed, 
on the 13th, at noon day, between Rhena 
and Schwerin, by fix French foldiers, one 
oi whom was of fuperior rank to the red, 
within cannon (hot of the out-po(ls of the 
French army in Hanover. They robbed 
Mr. Wagftaff and a Hanoverian Courier, 
who was with him, of the difpatches, and 
made the ftrifieft fearch left they fliould 
bave omitted any o! the official papers. — 
They dragged them both out of the car-' 
riage, and beat them moft unmercifully .— 
Tbey*tore their clothes, ran facked i,heir 
pockeu, and robbed thorn ot their watch- 
es, money and every article except their 
wearini^ apparel. They tore the infignja 
from Mr. WagftafTs breaft, and then tied 
btm and the Hanoverian to two feparate 
trees, in an adjoining wood. After fome 
time Mr. Wagftaff contrived to relcafe 
himfeU and the Courier, and imagining of 
courfe, that it was perfeftly unneceffary 
lor him to proceed to Berlin without the 
difpatches, returned to London, where he 
arrived yefterday. 

DECEMBBB I7. 

We have 1^;^ aflured our readers that 
war ~with Spain was inevitable. We have 
noMT to ftate, that the die is finally call, 
and that the letters oi marque and reprifal, 
which have for feveral days paft been ^tq^ 
pared, will immediately be ifTued. The 
Chevalier D^Anduaga, the Spanifh Am- 
baflbr at our court, has received bis paff- 
ports« and purpofes fetting^ out this day, 
on his return to Spain^ accompanied by 
Gen. O'Farrelli an officer in the Spanifh 
fervice. The grounds of the war will 
fliortly be made known to the nation by 
minifters ; and, if we are correQly inform- 
ed, a ftronger cafe than that to be prefent- 
ed has rarely been made out on any fimilar 
occafion. Faft failing velFels are imme- 
4iateiy to>e Uifpatched to our dififercnt 



fettlements abroad. There being no Span- 
ifh (hips at prefent in our ports, except 
thofe under detention by our cruisers, no 
order for an embargo will of courfe be if- 
fued*. A veflTel is juft arrived at Sandgate 
creek, which left Cadiz on the 2©th ult. 
wiih only halt a cargo, in'confequenc'e of , 
an intimation fcom the Britifh Conful, j 
that he did not confider it fafe for Englifli 
veflVls to remain in that port, an order for 
an embargo being houj-ly expe&ed. Six 
Britifh men of war, of different defcrip- 
tions were then cruizing off Cadiz. 

PORTSMOUTH, DECEMBER 16. 

Tbfe following is an exira£l of a letter 
with which we have been favored from an 
officer on jjoard his Xfajefty's fhip Fi(h- 
gard, dated ofi" Cape St* Vincent, Novem- 
ber 28 : — 

•* We cannot defire a better ftation ; we 
heard of hoftilities with Spain, on the 15th 
of Oftober, and on that very day we cap- 
tured twif fhips. Lor;! Nelfon received 
from us the firft intelligence of the rupture. 
We have already taken twelve fliips, and 
entertain hopes of as many more. Yefter- 
day we fell in with the Donegal, Capt. 
Sir R. Strachan, who has taken a large 
Spanifti frigate, after a chace ol 46 hours, 
v&||d 15 minut^ a£lion, in which the Span. 
fill captain was killed ; the prize was from 
Cadizi with difpatches for Teneriffe and 
tlie Havanna, laden witl^ ilores. The 
Donegal has alfo captured another Spanifh 
fhip, fuppofed to be the richefl that ever 
failed from Cadiz — her cargo is reported 
to be worth 20,000/. 

'• November 29. — We have this day ta- 
ken a large ftiip from the River de la Plate.

JIL HE late attack on the iteei<nt\ 
•f the prefs in Nfaffachufetts, is the roofl 
k>]d, outfageous and daring, that has ever, 
perhaps, been witnefTed in this country. 
It is nothing lefs than an attempt to wreil 
from the judiciary branch, its legitimate 
powers, and to give them to the legiQatttre 
*-to deprive individuals of the right, ot 
defending themfelves againft accufaiii:)ns 
m M coort of juftice, and to ftibje£l tUcm 
to the hazard of being condemned and 
ponilhed, unheard, by any factious. Ca- 
pricious, over-heated, popular a&embly. 
An attempt fo completely democraiical, fo 
lubverfive of order, lo clofely bordering 
on the revolutionary meafures of France, 
tlmt vre are aftonifhed to find in our coun- 
try a' man fufiBciently impudent and pre* 
fumptuous to make it, amongft a people 
boafltng of their enjoyment oi liberty, and 
and an equality ot rights. 

It is the bufinefs ot Icgiflatures to make 
laws — not to execute them ; and, we con- 
fefs, it feems to us a little furprifiRg that 
Mr. Allen's refo'ution* was not fcoutcd 
out o\ the boulc without ceremony.

utmoft the legiflature could rightfully do, 
would be to pafs a vote of difapprobation 
of the publication : and whether it wa^ 
libellous or not, the power of punifhirig 
the printers belongs not to that branch'.

It is 
a mere epitome of the moft ferious charges 
that have been made againft Mr. Jeflfer- 
fon. A part oi them^ we have pfered, in 
a moft folemn manner, to prove in a court 
of juftice ; and we fincerely believe they 
are all lubflamially correQ, and that the 
printers of the Palladium might maintain 
them, had they an opportunity. With 
this Angle remark, we will proceed to give 
a (ketch of the debate on the refolution,

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Mr. Allen, after calling up his refolu- 
tion, and requefting the publication of 
which he complained to be read, proceed- 
ed in his argument. He began by decla- 
ring be had no defign to infringe the free- 
dom of the prefs," The reader is left to 
judge what meafure of impudence muft 
have been neceflary to enable him to make 
this declaration, at the very moment when 
he was aiming the moft open and direfl 
blow at that freedom— when he was at- 
tempting to puntfh primers, unheard, tor 
publifhing charges which, though fre- 
quently allcdged, have never been denied.

What inconfiftency ! What abominable 
hypocrify 1 — Mr. -Allen then reiorted to 
Blackftoneand Bacon for tbe^definition of 
libels ; and auempted to fhew* that the le* 
giflature had a right to ptinifli the printeri 
of the I^alladium for the publication in 
queftion : And, laftiy, he urged, (rather 
democraticklly,} that to refcind a contraQ^ 
was not unjiift nor improper, provided it 
was done by a legiflative body, in a for* 
mal manner* 

He was followed by Mr. Hulbert, of 
Sheffield, whofe fpeech, as reported by the 
Bofion Centinel, we copy with great pleaf* 
ure, and beg leave to recommend it to the 
ferious attemion of our readers. 

" Mr. Hulbert faid, the gentleman from 
Pittsfield began his addrefs to the houfe^ 
on the fubje£l of the motion now under 
confideration, by reading from our Bill 
of Rights a declaration that •* The liberty 
of the prefs is e(feniial to the fecurity of 
freedom, and ought not to be reftrained 
in this Commonwealth." And he waS 
pleafed to clofe his obfervations by ex- 
prclTing his tender regard for this high 
conftitutional privilege, and protefting 
againft any intention to violate or infringe 
the fame. How well thefe declarations^ 
he faid, comported with the refolutioa 
which that gentleman had laid upon the 
rable would, he thought, be readily deci* 
ded. 

The mover of this refolutioni faid Mn 
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H. has been kind enough to inlorm us 
that the charges inOnuated in the publica- 
tion complained of, are ainoed nt Mr. Jef- 
ferfon. He declares that thofe charges 
are indecent and libellous, and demands 
that ihe publifhers ot" the fame be no 
longer emjiloyed as the printers ot this 
General Court. It was, therefore, faid 
Mr. Hulbert, the duty of this houfe to 
give the fubjefl a full and ferious difcuf- 
fion. It was, he contended, a iubjeft in- 
terefting to Printers, who were implica- 
ted ; it ought to iJe highly interefting to 
Mr. Jefferfon ; and it certainly would be 
fb to the people of the United States. 

Since this relolution, continued Mr. 
H. was firft read from the chair, he had 
carefully perufed the publication in the 
New-England Palladium^ under the title 
of ** thfc Monarchy of Federalifm." It 
was admitted that the charges contained 
in that publication were meant to be ap- 
plied to Mr. JefFerfon — Thofe charges he 
had examined; and he begged leave lo 
jdechre — That he believed that far the 
greater part if not the whole of thofe char- 
ges were fj^bilantially true and capable p\ 
undeniable proof. He faid he would not 
deny that he was happy in the opportunity 
of making that declaration — he would be 
willing ip have'tt written in the flars, that 
he might never look up without behold- 
ing it. What he added, is the publica- 
tion complained o1 ? 

It is afferted, fajji Mr. Hblbert, that 
Mr. JtfFerfon, when Go^^emor of Virgin- 
ia, and when his State was invaded, Hke 
adaflard, quitted his (lation» and bid his 
head in a cave. This, he faid, may not 
be literally true ; but he was convinced 
that it was true in fubftance. Mr. 
Simms and Mr. Powell, two very ref. 
prQable citizens ol Virginia, he faid, had 
m public addrefles, proclaimed to the 
world this difgraceful faft. Tliey had 
declared, that when Col. Tarleion with 
the Britifh light-horfe entered Virginia, 
an 1 purfued the aflembly to Charlottes- 
ville, Mr » JefFerfon, who was then Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, inftead of attempting 
to defend the Commonwealth, fnddenly 
and unexpeftedly refigned his office ; fled 
for fafety, and left the Commonwealih 
at that hour of confufion and diftrefs to 
eleft another Governor. He was told 
that Col. Tarleton, on his return to Eng- 
land, fneeringly publiflied the fame f aft. 
And he had been informed, but he would 
not vouch for the correflnefs of the in- 
formation, that Mr. Nicholas, a diftin- 
guifhed citizen of Virginia, once move! 
in the Legiflative AlTembly of that S:ate 
an inrtpeachment againft Mr. Jefferfon, 
for the fame pufillanimous conduft. He 
was certain, he continued, that this accu- 
fation againft Mr. JefF^ifou had been pub- 
liflied by men highly refpe£led for their 



talents and virtue ;— who refided in Vir- 
ginia at the time the tranfafUon is fattl to 
have taken place, and muit have had 
means of correft information. He prc^ 
fumed they publiflred the truth. Let 
it be remembered, he laid, that at the 
lime Mr. JefFerfon abandoned his poft 
upon the invafion ot his State, be t\6v9 
Governor of Virginia^ and of courfe 
commander in Chief of the Militia of 
that Comnsonwealth. Let us not, he 
continued, forget that Mr. JefFerfon is was 
Prefident of the United States, Comman- 
der in Chief of our Army and Navy, and 
of all our Militia, when called into a£lual 
fervice. May Heaven preferve us from 
Invafion 1 

No one will deny, faid Mr. H. that Mr. 
Jefferfon has publifhed to the world that 
•* It does me no injury for my neighbor to 
fay that there aire twenty Godi, or no 
God. It neither picks ray pocket nor 
breaks my leg." 

|"Mr. H. was here interrupted by Mr. Sprague, 
who contended, that he had misrepresented what 
Mr. Jefferson bad said. — Mr. H. then read the 
words from the book ] 

Mr H. then faid, it appeared that he 
was correft. Is then, be aflced, a belief 
in theexiftence of a God of no import- 
ance to the peace and welfare oi fodety ? 
He hoped there was no gentleman in the 
Houfe who was ready to advocate this 
alarming do£lrine. It was a do6lrine re- 
futed by the prafiice of all nations, and 
all ages. In all governments on earth 
it had been, he faid, tound neceflary to 
introduce fome fyftem ot religion, and 
(Irongly to iru;ulcate a beliet of the exift- 
ence of an over-ruling power. It was 
true, he faid, that an experiment of the 
contrary had lately been made in Frat>ce. 
By a national decree all religion had been 
abolifhed — the idea of a God d if carded — 
and it had been irapioufly infcribed over 
the entrance into all the burying places in 
France, that " Death was an everlafting 
,/leep.** Had Mr. Jefferfon, he faid, been 
in that unhappy country, he might have 
felt the pernicious confequences of his 
favorite doftrine. If that doftrine had 
not there broken ajiy legs, it had fevered 
the heads of thoufands from their (boul- 
ders, and picked their pockets.

ietter, was inventing new horrors for the 
French Revolution ; was endeavouring 
to corrupt and diforganize ail the gov- 
ernments of the earth, and was openly 
and blafphemoufly reviling the bleflfed 
Saviour of the world. — Thefe, he faid, 
were the ufeful labors', for which Thomas 
Paine wa$. to reap a reward in the thank- 
fulnefs of.patioM. Thefe were the ufe- 
ful labors which he was invited by Mr. 
Jefferfon to repeat 4n this country. 

It has been faid, continued Mr'. H. that 
the writings of Thomas Paine were ufe- 
fuLiolhis country in the commencement 
of our Revolution. So were the exer- 
tions of Benedift Arnold. Both were 
once ufeful men.;— Both turned traitors 
to their country ! J 

I liavc endeavoured, faid Mr. H.*ta' 
obtain correft information, concerning 
the alledgcd attempt of Mr. Jefferfon to 
feduce the wife of Mr. Walker. He 
begged to .be permitted to flate what he 
couSidered unqueftionable ta£l»» Mr. 
Walker had long confidered Mr. Jeffer- 
fon a confidential and faithful frjend, and 
as fuch had gladly and familiarly admit- 
ted him into bis family. Takmg ad* 
vantage of this familiarity, Mr. JefFerfon 
treacheroufly and bafely attempted the" 
honor of Mrs. Walker- Mr. Walker, 
ignorant ot this vile conduft of bis fup«. 
poftd friend, having written his will, iri 
which he had named Mr. Jefferfon, as 
executor, read the fatne to Mrs. Walker 
for. fier approbation. On hearing Mr^ 
Jefferfon mentioned in the Will, flic 
could DO longer fupprefs her feelings, 
but burfling into tears, difclofed to Mr, 
Walker his vile attempt ; his name was 
ftruck out of the Will, and Mr. Walker 
wrote him a letter, demanding fatistaflion, 
for the affront he had offered. — The letter 
was delivered to Mr. Jefferfon by Gen. 
Lee, Mr. Jeffeifon did not d^ny the 
faft, but wrote a letter to Mr. Walker, 
confefling the crime, and humbly be^. 
ging pardon. This flateroent Mr. H. 
faid, he did not hefitate to fay, was fub* 
ftantially true. He was convinced thai 
fuch evidence could eafily be obtained, 
as would le^vc not a doubt, on an unpre- 
judiced mind. 

« » # ♦ ♦ ♦^ 
It is a faft, faid Mr. H. that by the ad- 
vice of Mr. Jefferfon, a confiderabie part 
of our navy h«d fieretofore been difman- 
tied. It would be left to the people of 
the United States to decide, whether this 
was a wife or an ill advifed meafure, and 
they would determine whether Mr. J? f- 
ferfon had not conitantly (hewn a bitter 
enmity againft our infant navy* It was 
well known and deeply lamensed tha( a 
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large number of our leliow-citizens wert 
now, and for a long tim^ had been (ufFer- 
xngall the horrors of a Tripoline captiv- 
icy. But whether this misrortune be ow- 
ing to the mifmanagement of Mr. Jeffer- 
fon was matrer of opinion. The admi- 
rers of the Prefident muft decermine for 
chemfelves. It had been his condant 
opinion, he X^id, that our naval force, in 
the Mediterranean, has never been ade- 
^uate to the fervice required. This opin- 
ion had been frequently expTefled by 
gentlemen who had the beft means of in- 
formation on the fubje^l. He was told 
it has been cxpreffed by thtife who have 
commanded our expeditions againfl the 
Barbary powers, and he thought the opin 
ion was iataliy confirmed by the lo^s of 
Ihe Philadelphia frigate, and the captivity 
O^ many of our brave fellow. citizens. 

Gentlemen are ofiFended, (aid Mr. H. 
becaufethe Prefident is charged with hav- 
ing invented dry-docks to rot our (hios. 
It was true, he faid, that this was a very 
irritating fubj-ft, and it was to be pre 
fumed tl>at Mr. Jeff.-ifon andJiis friends 
would gladly refign it to oblivion. Bik 
we have, he continued, a right to f<irm 
pur own opinions on this fubje^l. Tak- 
ing the libeny of j'ldgmg for himfeif, he 
had always thought, it the invention of 
di"i docki had any merit, it was that of 
be.ng calculated to t^^e and difb'irden t 

KMning treafury of that inTipporta ;le 
4d of money, which the Prrfidenr fr»' 
Ireqtiently lells the people his Adminiilra 
lion has accumulated. E^very one know> 
the fate of this projefil. Wien it was 
propofed to C ingrefs, the warmeft and 
jDoft fcrvile friends of Mr. J."flFerron re 
ceived it coldly j and others ot his friends 
openly exprelTed their furprife and cha 
grin. 'He well remembered that the gen- 
lleman, who, at that time, did the pe.> 
pic of Berkfhire the honor to reprefent 
^cfo in Congrefs, infinuated that it wa^ 
a vifionary proje£l, and declared that its 
loccers was at ieaft problematical. In 
a W'>rd, he faid, the propofuion of Dry 
Docks lyas fiBouied out of Gongref^. 
And, he afked, fhall the Prmters (ufFe: 
for having merely fuggefted an opinion 
(mSioned by a inajority of Congrefs ? 

It was, he faid, to be prefunaed that nn 
member of the Houfe was ignorant of 
the fa£l that the Gun- Boats belonging tc 
the United States were invented and re- 
comnaen fed by Mr. Jiffcrfon.

KOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
January 6. 

A meflage from th^ Senate, by Mr. O- 
tis, tbejr fccretarv. 

Mr. Speaker, I am directed to commu- 
nicate to jbis Houfe a copy ol the anfwer 
of Samuel<!!ba{e, one o\ the afTociate juf- 
ticcs ok the fuprcrhe court of the United 
States on tbe articles of impeachment ex- 
hibited to the Senate againft him by the 
Houfe i and he delivered in the fame, and 
then withdrew. 

The faid copy of the anfwer^ was read, 
and ordered to be referred to the managers 
appointed on the part of this Houfe, to 
condu6l the f^id impeachment. 

On motion q\ Mr. Nicholfon the anfwer 
was referred to the managers of the im- 
J>eachment to report a replication, 

Mr. John Randolph, from ftie mana- 
gers appointed to conduAlhe impeach- 
ment againft Samuel Chaie, one of the af- 
fociate juftices of the fupreme court of 
tbe United Stateit, to whom was this day 
referred the copy of an anfwer of the faid 
S. Chafe, to the articles of impeachment 
exhibited to the fenate againft him by this 
houfe, made a report, which he delivered in 
at the clerk's table, where the fame was 
read and was as lolloweth : 

•• That they have confidered the faid an- 
fwer, and do find, that the faid Samuel 
Chafe hath endeavored to cover the crimes 
and mifdemeanors laid to his charge, by e- 
vafive infinuations, and mifreprefentation 
of fa£ls ; and that the faid anfwer doth give a 
glofs and colouring, utterly talfe and un- 
true to the various criminal matters con- 
tained in the faid articles ; and do (ubmit 
to the judgment ef the Houfe, their opin- 
ion, that for avoiding any imputation of 
delay ^o the Houfe of Reprefentative?, in 
a cafe of fo great moment, a replication be 
forthwith, fent to the Senate, maintaining 
the charge of this Houfe ; and that the 
committee had prepared a replication ac- 
cordingly, which they forthwith report to 
tbe Houfe," as followeth : 

•• Tbe Houfe of reprefentatives of the U- 
nitcd States have confidered the anfwer ol 
Samuel Chafe one of the »ffociale juftices 
of the fupreme court of the United States 
to the articles of impeachment againft him 
by them exhibited in the name of them- 
Selves and of all the people ot the United 
States, and ofoferve, 

'* That tbe laid Samuel Chafe hath en- 



d^aVored to cover the high crimes and 
mifdemeanors laid to bis charge, byevafive 
infinuations and mifreprefentation ot fads y 
that the faid anfwer does give a glofs and 
coloring utterly fallc and untrue, tothe va- 
rious criminal matters contained in the faid 
articles ; that the faid Samuel Ciiafe did, in 
faft, commit the numerous afls of oppref- 
Kon, perfecution and injuftice of which 
he (lands accufed : and the Houfe of Rep- 
refentatives, in full confidence of tbe truth 
and juftice of their accufation, and of the 
neceflity of bringing the faid Samuel Chafe 
to a fpeedy and exemplary puniftiment, and 
not doubting that the Senate will ufe all 
becoming diligence to dojuftice to the 
proceedings of the Houfe of Reprefenta- 
tives, and tovindicifte the honor of the na- 
tion; do aver the charges againft the faid 
Samuel Chafe to be true ; and that the faid 
Samuel Chafe is guilty in fuch manner as 
he ftands impeached ; and that the Houfe 
of reprefentatives will be ready to prove 
their charges againft him, at fuch conven- 
ient time and place, as (hall be appointed 
for that piirpofc.*' 

On motion of Mr, J. Randolph, the 
Houfe took the faid replication into con- 
fider^ion. 

Mr. R. Grifwold moved to commit tbe 
fame to a committee of the whole Houfe. 

Mr. Elliot fupported, ancl Mr. J. Ran- 
dolph oppofed the motioi7. 

The queftion being put, the fame was 
rejefted. 

Mr, Dennis moved to amend the repli- ^ 
cation by (hiking out therefrom after the 
words •• and obferve" — the following 
words—- •• that the faid Samuel Chafe hath 
endeavored to cover the high crimes and 
mifdemeanors, laid to his charge, by e va- 
five infinuations, and mifreprefentation of 
faSs ; that the faid anfwer does give a 
glofs,and .colouring, utterly falfe and un* 
true to the \^ariou8 criminal matters, con- 
tained in the faid articles." 

The queftion was taken on this motion, 
by yeas and nays, and loft — Yeas 41, Nayt 
70. . 

The main queftion was then taken on 
agreeing to the replication, and carried 
in the affirmative — Yeas yj — Nays 34. 

It was then refolved, that the replica- 
tion annexed to the report of the mana- 
gers, be put in to the anfwer and pleas of 
the aforefaid Samel Chafe, on behalf of 
this Houfe, and that the managers be in- 
ft rufled to proceed to maintain the faid re- 
plication at the bar of tbe Senate, at fuch 
time as (hall be appointed by the Senate. ' 

Ordered^ that a melTage be fent to the 
Senate, to inform them, that this Houfe 
have agreed to a replication on^ their part, 
to the anfwer of Samuel Chafe, one of the 
affociate juftices of the fuprenie court of 
the U. States to the articles of in^peach- 
ment exhibited to tbe Senate againft him 



by tbii Houfe, apd have direfled tbe man- 
aged appointed to condu3 the faid im- 
peachment, to carry the faid replication 
to the Senate, and to proceed to maintain 
the fame at the bar of the Senate, at fuch 
time as fhall be appointed by the Senate. 
February 7. 
A meffage was received from the fen- 
ate by Mr. Otis their fecretary informing 
that the Senate would at 2 o'clock thia 
day proceed in tbe trial of S. Chafe. 

HIGH COURT or IMPEACHMENTS. 

February 7. 

Tbe court was opened this day about m 
o'clock. 

Prefent, the managers-^and Mr Hop* 
kinlon, counfbl for Mr. Chafe. 
. Mr. J. Randolph, on behalf of the mana- 
gers read the replication of the Houfe ot 
Kepreferttaiives to the anfwer ot Samuel 
Chafe. ^ 

Mr. Hopkinfon requefted a copy of the 
refjication, which, the Prefident replied 
would be furnifhed by the fecretary. 

Mr. Breckenridge moved a refolution 
to the following effeft : 

That the fecretar)' be direQed to inform 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives that the Sen- 
ate will to-morrow ar la o'tlock, proceed 
with tbe trial of Samuel Chafe ; which 
was agreed to without a difTenting voice — 
34 meg:ibers Voting for it. 

Whereupon the Senate withdrew to 
their legiflative apartment. 

February 8. 

The court was opened this day as ufuaL 
Judge Chafe appeared, attended by Mr^ 
Key, additional counfel, and his former 
counfcl, MefTrs. Hopkinfon, Harper and 
Martin. 

The crier of the court then again notifi« 
ed all manner of perfons who bad anv thing 
to do with the impeachment of Samitel 
Chafe, to come forward. 

The prefident then afkcd if the mar»a«. 
gers were now ready to proceed and make 
good their charges. 

Mr. Randolph faid it was the wifh of 
the managers in the firft place to call over 
the names ot their witnefTes, fo that they 
may know who were prefent, and if any^ 
wereabfent.

** This morning the managers appomted 
hj the Houfe ol Reprefeniatives to conduft 
the impeachment of Judge Chafe, proceed- 
ed to adduce the evidence with which it is 
enieavored to fupport the profecution. 

•* The caufe wa^ opened by the great 
c^ngrcflioiial commander, Mr. Randolph, 
in allodied haruOgi cof about two hours — 
His fpeech was as feeble and contemptible 
as any that was ever delivered on a (imilar 
occafio% It difgufted his friends and mor- 
tiSed the national pride, even of his politi- 
cal opponents. It had neither fancy, anima- 
tion or argument. His declamation was 
the fuftian rant of aconceited fchoolboy ; 
and his reafoning fo weak, trite arid mani- 
fcftly f'tllaclQus, as not to merit even the 
reproachful praife due to fjphiftry. The 
truth is, that this man poffeflcs talents 
for nothing but inveftivc. Here he in- 
dalges all the prtolence of his nature, and 
difcovers the difpofitions of a vindi^live 
heart, and an intolerant and illiberal temper. 
In congrefs he conttanily aHunned a tone of 
inri7lence and arrogance— which adignified 
leijiflaiure would punifh as a breach of pri- 
vilege, and which mutt and will otherwife 
fooner or latfr terminate in the difgraceful 
field of dte'iling. The opnclufion of his 
fpeech to-day, confidering the age and fta- 
tion of the grntleman who was the objeft 
of bis outrage, was as unmanly, as the whole 
of his declamation was abfurd and bombaf- 
tical. Speaking of the trial of Fries he 
faid that he rejoiced, that executive mercy 
had prevented the blood of the innocent and 
unoffending German^ from appearing at the 
bar of eternal juftice, as the accuTer of the 
refpcndent, that this fingle aft of the late 



Jailings^ and that it had prevented the 
ermine of juftice from being dyed with 
blood. Surely the expreffion of fuch a 
fentiment towards any man, would have 
been unjuftifiable, but towards the venera- 
ble obje£l of this flood of indignity, it was 
as mean, and malignant, as it was lalfe 
and ridiculous. 

Some of his illuftrations alfo, confider- 
ing the perfons to whom he addrelTed him- 
felf, *vere at lead peculiarly unfortunate ; 
fpeaking o^ the alledged prejudication of 
the caufe by Mr. Chafe, in the cafe ol 
Fries, he faid : 

*• Suppofe Mr. PreGdent, a man was in- 
dialed for murder^ that the f aft of the kill- 
ing was admitted and that the judge who 
tried the caufe, before any argument by 
couhfel, declared, that murder was a kill- 
ing with madce prepenfe would it not be 
irregular and a prejudication of the caufe ? 
This abfurd idea he dwelt upon for a con 
ffderable period. Its folly, as you jnay 
well imagine, was much lefs attended to, 
than the countenance of Mr. Burr; who 
however betrayed lefs emotion than might 
have been expefled, or than if I was his 
friend, I would have wished on the occa- 
fion ; but how difgraceful it is to the char- 
after of the nation, that in the higheft 
court of judicature known to our confti- 
tution, the word murder cannot be pro- 
nounced before the prefiding judge with- 
out exciting univcrfal furprile and obferva- 
tion. 

•• After Randolph had finifted, Meffrs. 
Lewis and Dallas were examined as wit- 
nefles — their ceftimony generally corref- 
pondecf with their ex-pane afBdavits which 
were puhlifhed by the Committee of en- 
quiry, lafl fefficn. After their exami- 
nation had doled, the Court ac!journed. 

•• The concourfe of company attending 
this trial is very great." 

DEBATE, 

On the replication reported by Mr. Randolph to 
Jodge Chase's answer to the articles of impeach- 
ment exhibited ag^aiiist him. 

Mr. J. Randolph moved that the Houfe 
concur wiih the Managers, in their report. 

Mr. R. G'ifwold did not know but what 
the replication was correft. But it ap- 
peared to him that they were about to aft 
in too precipitate amanner. The anfwer 
of Judge Chafe had only been tranfmitted 
to them that morning, and had been direS- 
ed to be printed ; it appeared therefore to 
him that genilcmen could not have had 
fuHicient time to judge whether the repli- 
cation reported by the Managers was a 
proper one or not — He was avcrfe to de- 
lay a deciiion of the impeachment, but he 
was not prepared to aft fo foon. It ap- 
peared from the replication that th'e anfwer 



prclident, bad redeemed 1 multitude of \ was fuppofed to be indecent. Let the an 



fwer be printed and then gentlemen ufould 
be able to decide that point. In orier to 
obtain a fair and fuU difcuffipn ot the re- 
plication he moved to refer it to a commit- 
tee of the whole houfe. 

Mr. Elliot did not rife to exprefs fur- 
prife at the fly le of the replication. After 
what had taken place in relation to the im- 
peachment of Judge Chafe, he felt no 
furprile at any kttguage that might be u- 
(ed. He hoped that the language of the 
replication would not be fanftioned by the 
Houfe In his opinion the ftyle was un- 
dignif ed and unworthy of that body* The 
courfc they were about to purftie, if the 
motion of the gentleman from Connefti- 
cut (Mr. R. Grifwold) (hou)d be rejefted, 
was unprecedented and not correft. That 
might be no objeftion with the managers, 
but be trufted that it would be with the 
houfe.-— He was in favor of the motion to 
referthereport to a committeeof the whole, 
and hoped they (hould adopt fuch a replica- 
tion as was worthy of the houfe. If tht 
queftion (hould be taken upon agreeing to 
the replication reported by tht manageri 
he ftiould give It his decided negative* 
The replication was undignified and im- 
proper. It aflerted that the anfwer of 
Judge Chafe contained untruths and eva- 
sions. This was not th'^ faft. In his o- 
pinion, it contained a correft ftatement of 
fafts^ and wiih a few exceptions principles 
correft and argumenrs unanfwerablc. The 
replication dtcl^nd alfoihar Judge Chafe 
was guilty t.p..n every arriclr of impeach- 
r»iem»: there itc no member who voted a/- 
gainfl either article ol impe^ichmeof, could 
in hfs opinion vote with pmprie?y in favor 
of the replication.' He honed ihcy would 
refer the fuhjeft to a committeeof the whole 
houfe in order that they miglft not aft in a 
precipitate manner upon a fubjeft ol fuch 
imporionce. 

Mr. J. Randolph hoped the motion ot 
the gentleman trom Connefticut, (Mr, 
R. G ) to refer the report to a committee 
of the whole Houfe would not prevail. 
He did believe that an agreement to tha 
motion would be a v.riual rcfufal, on 
ifie part of the Houfe, to proceed any 
farther with the prolccution of the \xx\* 
peachment. He was not furpri fed that 
the gentleman from Connefticut, who 
had heretofore deemed this fuhjfft as tin- 
worthy of difcuflion, (hould endeavour 
in this manner to deftroy the profecution, 
and to efTeft that indireflly which he 
could not ^o direftly. What were the 
fafls in the prefent cafe ? Early in the 
feffion, the Houfe of Reprefentatives had 
exhibited articles of impeachment apainfl 
Samuel Chafe to the Senate, After as 
long a time as could be given* him for 
the purpofe of putting in hws anfwer, he 
had come forward with one, of which no 
accurate defcription could be given. If 
they were to go into a committee of 
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the whole and adopt a rcprtication equal- 
ly as bng as the anfwcr, there 'would 
be no poffible chance of finifhing the pro- 
fecution at the prefent fcfTion. Alter, 
at the lift fcflioo, coming forward and 
preflTing for a trial, and complaining ol 
a denial of juftice, on account of its not 
taking place ; the refpondent was now 
endeavoring to poflpone the trial until 
the nf xt fcfTion. The, managers fiad but I 
one of two courfes to purfue, either to 
file a general replication to the anTwer, 
which they had done, or to file a fpecial , 
replication, which would be a virtual re- 
linquifhmcnt of the profecution for the 
prelent feffion. He hoped the Houfe 
would agree to file a general replication, 
and proccrd to the trial as foon as poffi 
bie, and that the impeachqieut wo\i^d not 
be wire drawn any more, 

Mr. Elliot was in favor of filing a gen- 
eral replication to the anfv/er of Judge 
Chafe, but he was oppofed to the ffyle oi 
the one reported by the managers* It 
they were to refer the fubjeft to a com- 
mittee of the whole it would probably be 
taken up to-morrow, and the difcuffion 
would not laft more tVk^n one day, and 
the trial would not be delayed until the 
next fcflion, as was faid by the gentleman 
from Virginia, (Mr. Randolph.) tfe flili 
hoped that the Houfe would proceed in 
a manner worthy ot that body, 

Mr. R. Grifwold afked, if the impeach- 
ment had been wire drawn as was r^e- 
fenicd by the gentleman from Virginia, 
(Mr. J. Randolph,) by whom had it 
been done ? It certainly was not by 
him. Since the fubjcQ had bfen fiifl 
under confideration he had not occupied 
thirty minutes of the time of the Hoqfe 
upon it. He w^fhed not to protraft the 
trial, as hcconceived that the pcrfon accu- 
fed and the public were both entitled to an 
immediate decifion. But upon a fubje6^ 
of (o much importance, and upon a re- 
port drawn in Inch an unufuaf ftyle as 
the prefent, he deemed it improper to aQ 
in fo hafty a manner. The anfwer had 
not been read in the Houfe, botmdftof 
the members had heard it read in the 
Senate. — Probably fome ol them had not 
and therefore could not decide upon a 
proper replication. Under tliefe circumr 
fiances he deemed it proper to refer the 
fubjeft lo the committee of the whole, 
and had \th it his duty to make the mo- 
tion he had done. Having difcharged 
his duty, he fh^iuld acquiefce in the de- 
cifion of a majority ol the Houfe^ 

The qiieftion was then taken, and the 
iDot'on to refer the report to a committee 
of the whole houfe was loft. — Yeas 37 — 
Nays 60. 

The qnedion then returned upon con- 
curring with Oic managers in ^bcir report. 



Mr. R. Grifwold cillcd for the Yeas 

and N.4ys. 

Mr. Lucas faid that it appeared to him 
proper to poflpone the farther confidera- 
tion of the replication until they (hould 
have the anfwer printed. It appeared 
prepoflerous to agree to a replication to 
the antwer when thit anfwer was not be- 
lore them. He underftood that the an- 
fwer would be printed on the n^xt day, 
and then they might a3 upon it. He 
therefore moved to poApone the further 
confideration of the report of the mana- 
gers until to-morrow, 

Mr. J. Randolph had no great objeflion 
topoftpone the fubjetl for the time moved 
by the gentleman from Pennfylvania. He 
wifhed to inform that gentleman that this 
houfe was in pofleflion of the anfwer of 
Samuel Chafe. " A copy had been fent them 
from the Senate, and whether printed or in 
manufcript it was in poffeftionof the houfe. 
Alter the able and mafterly ms^nner in 
which the anfwer had been read in the Sen- 
ite, he prefumed it mufl be Ifefh upon'the 
minds of every gentleman who had attended 
there. For his own part the filence which 
prevailed in the Senate, add^d to the ani- 
mated manner in which it was read, had 
made an impreffion upon bis mind pot ea- 
fy to be c fFaced. The anfwer was on the 
clerk's table, and he had no objettion to 
Searing it read by the clerk. 3ut a$ well 
ds the clerk of the houfe of reprefentativcs 
read, he conceived it would he no deroga- 
\ion to him to fay, that they would rec^uve 
but a faint impreflion of it alter having 
heard it read in the Senate. Should they 
noflpooe until to-morrow, what would hap 
pen then ? A printed copy of the anfwer 
would be laid upon the table ol every npen\- 
ber, and it would require four hours to 
read it. He thc^ught after once perufing 
it, they would not have fu^h a retention of 
it as from fiearing it read in the Senate. 
However, if ihc jjentleman from Penniyl- 
vania, wifiied ihe fubjf^l to be poffponed 
until to-morrow, he had no great objeftion 
to it. .While he was up, he would notice 
one obfervarion which^ell Irt m the gentle- 
man from Connefticut (Mr. R. Grifwold) 
that gentleman had no obje£f ion to the fil- 
ing of a general replication, provided it 
were done in a different flyle In m the one 
reported bv the man-igers. In anfwer to 
this Mr. Randolph obferved that the ref- 
pondent had' mniie thr proceeding in the 
celebrated cafe ol WarT<»r» Haftings author- 
ity for his anfwer : the Managers had alfo 
adopted an. authority which he conceived* 
that the gentleman from Conneftjcul, 
would, confider as entitled to refpei^f , it 
was the authority of Edmund Burk- D f 
covering that the anfwer wa» fluffed lull 
of evafions, and did contain a glofs and col- 
oring of faffs, falfe and untrue, the mana- 
gers thought it their duty tp draft e replica- 



tion fimilartotheoneput in by the boufeof 
Commons, in reply to the anfwer ot War* 
ren Haftings. He found however thai 
the theories of the Rt. Hon. Edmund 
Burke agreed better with the gentlemafli 
from Conneflicut (Mr, R, QrifWold) tbaa 
the pra£lice« 

Mr. Lucas obferved that as he had heard 
the anfwer of Judge Chafe read in the Sen. 
ate, and .he believed the reft of the meni' 
bers did alfo, he would withdraw his mo^ 
tion for a pbflpbbement of the fubje£l un« 
til to-morrow. 

Mr. Dennis moved to amend the repti. 
cation by.ftriking out, after the words 
•• and obferve" the following : •* that th« 
faid Samuel Chafe ha:h endeavored to cov* 
er the high crimes and mifdemesnors, laid 
to his charge, by evafive mfinuations, and 
mifreprefentation of fa£)s ; that the fatd 
anfwer does give a giofs and cojoring ut terly 
falfe and untrue to the various criminal 
matters contained in the faid articles.'^ 
He obferved that tliofe words were loo id. 
temperate to. comport with the digniiy ot 
the houfe. |f they were expunged, thp 
replication would be a general one aiid 
would anfwer every ^urpole. He did not 
believe that the refpondent wifhed 10 delay, 
It was true that at the beginning' of the 
feffion he had wifhed the iiial to be poft- 
poned until the next fcfTion, but having 
failed in that fe was now attendinjf 
with his witneffes ar a confiderable ex^ 
pence^ lind was anxious for a fpeedy dcx 
cificn. He fhould vote againfl tl>e repli* 
cation if the words prppofed to be expung- 
ed, wc>c retained, as he would do rQ 
a3 which would commit the dignity of the 
houfe. f 

Mr. Hugcr called for the yeas and nays. 
The queflion was taken upon agreeing 
to the amendment, by yeas and nays, and 
were yeas 41, Nays 70. 

The queflion was then taken upon agree- 
ing t6 the replication, and paifed in the. 
affirmative, yeas 77 — Nays 3^. 

ExiraS of a Utter froin Wajhington, da* 
ted tebruary ^, to the editors ojth^ 
United States Gazette, 
It was cxpefled yefterday, when the 
court of impeachment met, that we fhould 
be enlightened by the argumrnf, and rav* 
ifhed hy the eloquence of Randolph ^ 
who, as chairman of the managers, is to 
open the debate : but, he contented him- 
felf with afking a poflponment till today 
— ^obferving that the managers were not 
preparer* then, but probably would be to- 
day. He alfo requefted the witrelTes lor 
the profecution to be called, and it was 
fourwl that nearly all, amounting to about 
twenty, were prefent. It was evident, 
therefore, that the Sbfencevof the witneffi^s 
was pot the ground of poflponment. It 
is the general opinion among the lederafi 
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ifis, that the managers wi(h a poftponncient 
tiJl the next feflion. and hope, by thefe 
crtSiitg delays, to prevail on Chafe to 
make the application* This, however, he 
will not do, a$ his witnefll-s are ail attend- 
ing, and as it would be impolitic np^t to 
take advantage of the great impreffion, 
produced by the aniwer and plea of Judge 
C. which, for perlpicuity, method, and 
ability, is the mod able thing oi the kind 
I have ever perufed. It Teems to be 
generally agreedj that an acquittal is cer- 
tain, if the trial fhould now proceed, and 
the managers are fo well apprized oi this, 
that they do not wHh to ri(k it, il they can 
throw the fault on Chafe. This day, at 
ift o'clock, the court will meet, and if the 
trial proceed,) Randolph will open on the 
part of the profecuton. The power, in- 
fluence, and authority ot this mongrel 
creature is fad declining, and there are 
many ot his followers who are prepared 
to throw him over the precipice on the 
firft favoable occafion, and toafTumehis 
place. He is expeCUd to be very violent 
againft Judge Chafe, ^nd will inevitably, 
br fach conduft, in the prefent (ituation 
Of affairs, injure materially the profecu- 
lioo.. 

Of the thirty.foar membei-s, nine are 
federal, and there arc three or four of the 
remainder, who are fufp^fted by the fed- 
eraliftsto be honeft. Twelve votes will 
fave him from the fangs of democracy, 
and from the malice of JefFerfon, wh^ is 
believed to be the author, promoter^ and 
main/pring of the prof^bution. It de- 
lights my heart to $n4 that the gentlen^n 
orthe profeflion from our city, excepting 
Dallas, will not wait upon JeSerfon, al- 
though a hint has been given that fuch 
a viOt would be very acceptable. It is 
at once a proof of their integrity and their 
independence, and although it may add 
frcfh vigor to the malice which is brood- 
ing in his hollow ^eart, it m»jft be hop* 
orable to themfelves and beneficial to the 
party of which they form fo refpe^able 
a portion.

Mr. Key, 
appeared yeilerday among the counfel of 
Cnafe, for the firil time, and had the AU- 
DACITY to feat himfelf in his great-coat l-^ 
Burr inftantly fent the feargent^t arms, 
with the complimenu of the Vice-Prefj.. 
dent, to enquire of Mr. Key, if it were 
too cold to fit without his great>coat-^ 
Mr. Key immediately threw it off. I 
mention this circumiiance to (how the 
temper of the man. It might have been 
perfonal to Mr. Key, for bis former to- 
ryifmi but this conilru6lioD is Aot con- 
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fiftent with the permiflion to Mr. Ran- 
dolph to wear his furtout, without exci- 
ting a frown on ih^ brow of the Vice- 
Prcfident. It has excited however a con- 
fiderablp fenfation among the gentlemen 
who are witneflts, and I have prepared 
a barber to be at hand to powder my 
locks at the nod ot the Vice- Prefident, 
the whitenefs of whofb head forms a ftri* 
king contraQ with the color of his heart. 
If, however, fuch a rcquefl, or rather com-

Other circum- 
fiances confpire to render it very prob- 
able that the Government of Spain i* 
about to experience a fhock which may 
not. only vary its form, but even jeo- 
pardize its exiflence. [^Philad.

JJELISARIUS kept alive the laft 
fpark ot Rs)man virrue, and with him it ex- 
pired. 1 cannot forbear tranfcribinj? fome 
hiftorical fketchcs relating to this hero : — 
Belifiarius was appointed by Juflinian, 
to the command ot the armv deftmed tor 
the African Vand^ 'war. Three months 
after his departure from Connantinoplc, 
he difembarkevi on the African fhore- — his 
troops occupied a camp on the fea fide. 
The next morring alter his encampment, 
fome of the nrijjhboring gardens were pil- 
laged, and Bfhfdrtus, aficr chaftifing the 
offenders, eribraced the flight occafion, 
but decifive moment, of inciilf:ating the 
inaxiiiis of jiiftice, moderation, and found 
policy. *• When I accepted the comraifr 



(ion of (ubduing Airica, I depended much 
lefs (faid he) on the numbers or event 
bravery of my troops, than upon the 
friendly difpofition of the natives, and their 
immortal hatred to the Vandals. — You a- 
lone can deprive me of this hope, if you 
continue to extort by rapine what might 
be purchafed for a little money. Such 
aSs of violence will recpncile thefe im- 
placable enemies, and unite then in a juft 
and holy league againft the nnvaders of 
their country." 

When Belifarius invefted Naples, he 
gave audience to the deputies of the peo- 
ple, who exhorted him to difregard a con- 
queft urworihy of his army, to feek the 
Gothic king in arms, &c.-*Belifarius re- 
plied, with an baugbty Tmile, ** wnetf I 
treat with my enemies, I am more ac- 
cuftomed to give than to receive coun- 
fel ; but I hold in one hand inevitable ru- 
in, in the other peace and freedonW fucb 
as Sicily now enjoys. The impatience of 
delay urged bin to grant the mod liberal 
terms — his honor fecured their perform- 
ance ; but Naples was divided into two 
fafiions. They deliberated, but came to 
np conciufion. The patience ot the army 
was almofi exbauRed ; and at the end ot 
twenty days, Belifarius had reconciled 
himfeif to'the difgrace ot abandoning the 
fiege, and marching tgainft the Goths. At 
laft an Ifauriao, who explored the dry 
channel of an aquedufi, reported to the 
general, that a paffage might be pertora* 
ted to introduce a file of armed foldiers in- 
to the city. Wlien the work was execu- 
ted, the humane general rifked the diTcov- 
ery ot the fccret, by a lail and truitlefs 
admonition of the impending danger. In 
the darknefs ot night, four hundred Ro- 
mans entered the aquedu£t, raifed them- 
felves by « rope faftened to an olive tree, 
four>de4 their trumpets, fur prifed the cen- 
tinels, and gave admittance to their com-^ 
panionSf who fcaled the walls afid burft o- 
pen the gates uf the city. Evtiy crime 
which is punifhed by focial juftice, was 
praAifed as the rights of war. Beliiarius 
alone, \r\ the ftreets and churches of Na- 
pies, endeavored to moderate the calamity 
he predi6led. '* Tlie gold and fijver," he 
repeatedly exclaimed, •♦ are the Juft re- 
wards of yot^r valor ; but fpaie the inhab- 
itants. They arc cbriftians — they are yc^ur 
fupplicants— they are now your fellow 
fiibjeQs Reftofc the children to their 
oarents, the wives to their hufbands, and 
(h?w them hy your generofity, of what 
♦ri/*nds ibev have obftinaiely deprived 
thcnjfclv*." 
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ON Friday a young woman, dreffed jn 
in man's cloatbs, was taken before the 



lord-mayor at the Manfion-houfe, on t 
charge brought agaiuft her, which was of 
a very extraortinary nature^ The cafe 
was as follows : the prifoner, tinder tiw 
charaQer and appearance ot a man, liad 
prevailed upon an old woman (the profe- 
cutrix) to accept of her as a huiband, and 
the ceremony was performed bet ween them 
in due form : but the wife foon afterwards 
difcovering the impofition, was lo much 
enraged, that (he obtained a warrant a- 
gainft htx Jpoufe, who was committed by 
his lordfhip to the Compter tor further ex- 
amination. The profecutrix was poflefT- 
ed ot one hundred pounds at the time of 
the marriage, which was the priloner's in* 
ducement to marrying her.

MR. HULBERT, IN CONTINUATION. 

One of the moft ferious charges, he faid, 
t\iat had ever been brought againft Mr. 
Jefferfon, was that ot having paid the infa* 
iDOUs Callender for writing that vile azid 
ditefiablc book intitled " The Pro/pen 
bejort us /" — a book containing the moft 
bitter libels upon our beloved Wafliing. 
ton, and other great and good men, and 
fraught with the moft fcandalous invec- 
tives againft the Federal Adminiftration of 
the Government, and againft even the 
Conflituiion of the United States. Bold 
and Ibocking, he faid, as this acfcufatron 
might appear, it had the ftrongeft evidence 
tofupport It. We have, fays he. the de- 
clarationsof Callender, that before he pub 
/iflied the firft volume of the <« ProJptQ 
before us,'* Mr. Jefferfon, having fecn the 
proof fheets of that book, and being pleaf- 
cd witttheir contents, fent him a letter 
thanking him for the fervice he was rcn. 
deringhis country, and informing htm that 
be had direfted Mr. George Jt^fferfon to 
pay him fjhy dollars. In addition totbi^. 
Callender has declared, that When the firft 
part of the fecond volume of the •* Prof^ 
pea before us," was publiflied, Mr. Je|. 
lertbn'fent him, Unfolicited, fifty dollars 



more. But, he faid, the declarations of 
Callender were not the only evidence we 
have in this cafe. The letters which Cal- 
lender had received from Mr. Jefferfon on 
^he fubjea of the " ProfpeS before us*' 
were depofited by him in the hands of a 
gentreman, [Mr. Davis,] in Virginia, who 
was perfeaiy acquainted with the hand 
writing of Mr. Jefferfon, and that gentle'^- 
man has declared that he is convinced be. 
yond a doubt, that the letters were written 
by Mr. Jefferfon. Many other gentlemen 
who are familiarly acquainted with the 
hand writing of Mr. Jefferfon, have ex- 
amined the letters, and are clearly of the 
fame opinion. Mr. H. faid he did not 
hefitate to declare to this Houfe, that he 
believed the charge to be irue.—Ht, then 
a/ked permiffion to read from the •• Prof- 
pea before us.'' And firft fays Mr. H. 
we will fee what this man, paid by Mr. 
Jefferfon, fays, on the Conftitution of the 
United States : — 

"The Federal Constitution was 
crammed down the gullet of America. 
The longer we examine, the harder we find 
'}t to prove what America has gained by 
Ihis government." 

«• Every Virginian who values' his free- 
doin, fhould prepare himfelf to meet the 
worft that may happen. He fhould per- 
.ea himfelf in the ule of the rouflcet with 
as much diligence as ihe devotee learns his 
catcchifm.*' 

*' Men of Virginia, this is the glorious 
government which draws from your pock- 
ets twenty. five thoufand dollars per an- 
num, befides the net feven millioi}s of dol- 
lars that we annually fink on the price of 
your labor." '^ 

We j(Mill next fee what he fays of the 
late Federal Adminiftration :— 
^ ** Under the old confederauon, matters 
I never were nor could.havc been fo wretch- 



edly con^.uaed as under the fucccffive 
MoHh^Kiii^ oi Braintree d^nA Mount Ver^ 

«/*• ^*^^ y®°^ ^^^^^^ between Adams, 
War and Beggary, and Jefferfon, Peac<5 
and Plenty/' 

Next, faid Mr. H. we will fee, what he 
i^ys of our ilhiftxious and beloved Waft, 
ington : ^ 

"For years to|jether the Grand Lama 
ot federal adoration, the immaculate Di* 
vinity of Mount Vernon, approved of and 
rubfcribed every one of their [paper-job- 
bers] blackej meafures." 

•• This fpeech completely unmafks the 

i^lAi^f^ ^yP^'^'^fy o* Wafhington.'* 
Mr. Ada^ / has only completed the fcene 
of tgnomn^ ./hich Mr. Wdftington be. 
£an. « Hcr-^-^ld nochave committed a more 
pure and net violation of his oath.' •• By 
his own accoeint he was twice a traitor.'* 
•« The extravagant popularity of this citi- 
zen rcfleas the utmoft ridicule on the di/l 
cerntpent of America." - He authoriW 
the robbery and ruin of his own army." 

And laflly, faid Mr. H. not to tire the 
Houfe, he, would read what this hireling 
fays of the venerable fage of Quincy :-! 

•• This hoarv-headed incendiary bawla 
out to arms r Alas, he is not an objea 
of envy, but of compafCon and— of hor^ 
ror r 

••John Adan^— that rcourge,that fcorn. 
that outcaftof i^merica.*' 

•* We h>ve been governed by the moft 
execrable o» all fccouNDRELs." «• He is 
in private life one ok ih^ moH egregious 
fools upon the tontinert." 

*• He (the ftjture Hiflorian) will inquire 
by what Ipeciesot madnefs America fub. 
mitted to accept as her Pjefident. a perfon 
without abilities, and without virtue • a 
being alik^' mc-pablc of attraaing either 
tendernefr or efteem 1" 

" Are ycu folicitous, my friend; tha^ 
your wile /hould want a fhirt to her back'' 
&c. vote /or the man of Br^intree; but 
li you are dcGrous to live in peace and 
plenty, to keep your money for your own 
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purpofes, then go— fly — and at you value 
foul and body, vote ^or the Jtfftrj9n tick- 
et!" 

Thcfe, faid Mr, H. are (ome ol thofe a- 
bominable libels tor wViting which, Mr. 
Jeffcrfon paid Callender one hundred dol- 
lars, and in open violation of the Confti- 
mtion, remitted to that wretch a fine of 
two hundred dollars, inflifted upon him for 
vilely calumniating Mr. Adams. Let gen- 
tlemen, he faid, candidly^ confider ihefe 
things, and he trufted they would not again 
compd to inveftigate the character oi Mr. 
Jeffcrfon. 

Will any member of this Houfe^ he aflc- 
ed, approve oi the compliment which Mr. 
Jefferfon was lately pleafed to bellow up- 
on the GalHck/'fTy? C^/i/i/ f Will it be 
pretended that France was then blefied 
with an " enlightened government ?*' He 
hoped not. It was then a government 
fwimming in blood. It was adminiftered 
by a man whofe ambition was a peftilence 
to the world ;— one who had once folemn- 
ly fwore eternal hatred to monarchy and 
eternal love, to republics, and whonotwiih- 
(landing that oath, had demoliflied every re 
pulic in Europe; and inftead of dethroning 
a Tingle monarch,hadadded a Kingof Etruria 
to the lift of crowned heads, and who then 
was vociferating liberty and equality with 
one foot mounting an imperial throne. 
Surely, faid he, fuch a man did not de- 
ferve a compliment from the Chief Magif- 
trate of the only Republic fematntng on 
earth. 

Are, faid Mr H. the printers dt the New- 
England Palladium to be deprived ol im- 
poftant privileges, tor having infmuated 
that Mr. Gallatin, who is now at the head 
ol the trcafury ot the UniteiStates , oppo- 
fed the colleftion of the puWic revenue, 
and fomented an infurre6lian which coft 
the general government a million of dol- 
lars ? Is there a fingfe member of the 
Houfe, who does not, at this day, fully be- 
lieve the charge ? The official communi- 
cations, he faid, which were made to Con- 
grefs on the fubjeft of the infurre£lton» are 
convincing proof ol the faft. The records 
of the whiikey-infurreftion clubs will (hew 
that Gallatin was their Secretary! — If 
gentlemen, he faid, wanted any further ev- 
idence on the fubjeS, let them call on Du- 
ane. He has boldly publifhed the faS— 
ht has told the truth. 

We are, continued Mr. H. officially in- 
formed that Loiiifiana had been purchafe<{ 
by the Prcfident and that the United States 
are bound to pay fifteen millions of dollars 
for the fame. The friends h'i faid, of thr 
prefent adminiflration may fay that this was 
a wife meafure. But he could but declare 
that while he could difcern but few bene- 
fits he thought he dilcovered many feri- 
•tts and lafting evils in that purchafe. It 



was adding a vail extent of territory to a 
republic already too much extended. It 
had greatly increafed th^ national debt, 
and extended to a very alarming degree of. 
executive patronage. In a word, he con. 
fidered Louifiana 2i%xh^ grave of the Un» 
ion. * 

It will be readily admitted, be faid, 
that it was a ferious thing to charge the 
chief magi ftrate of our country with an af- 
leAion for criminals convi6led;|i enor* 
mous crimes. A fubje6l like tfcat ought 
to be treated with great candour. If Mr. 
JefTerfon's conduA toward Callender and 
Duane had not manifefled an affe£lion 
and regard for the blackefl of criminals, he 
muA confcientioufly declare that he knew 
of nothing that would. 

That the United States are at prefent 
governned by an ariftocratic Junto, under 
the influence and dire£lion of Mr. Jeffer- 
fon was a ta£l, he faid, which was not mere- 
ly infinuated in the publication complain- 
ed of, but which was loudly proclaimed 
in every part of the Union, by men who 
are now, or lately have been, in the coun^ 
cils of the nation, and who were no friends 
to the former adminiilrations. It had 
been declared in Kentucky, by Mr. Davis, 
the gentleman who took much pleafure in 
declaritig that the **Jun of federalifm had 
ftt forever^* and who, when the fun had 
fet, found himfelf groping in darknefs. 
The exiftence of this Ariftocratic Junto 
had been repeatedly poblifhed, and boldly 
reprobated, by Mr. Butler, of South Car- 
oUna, and Mr. Elliot, of Vermont ; and 
we roav add the teAiinony of Mr. Lyon. — 
That this charge was true, he faid, he had 
no doubt ; and if true, it ought to be feri- 
oufly confidered. 

He hoped that he (hould be excufed for 
having detained the houfe fo long. He 
had only to and, that in his opinion, the 
Printers of the New-England Palladium in- 
ftead of meriting cenfure lor the publication 
mentioned in the refolution on the table, 
were entitled to the eftecm not only of 
the houfe, but of all good apd honeft men. 

After a long and animated debate, in 
which the federal ifts contended for, and the 
democrats againft, referring the refolution 
to a fele£l committee, the reference was 
finally agreed to, and the committee made 
the following report :-^ 

The Committee, to whom was referred 
the motion 

*• That the printers of the New -England 
•« Palladium, having, fince the com- 
*• mencement of the prefent (efTionof this 
** General Court, publifhed iA their paper, 
'* ot Jan. i8. 1805, an indecent and li- 
'* bellous publication againft the pertonal 



*• chara£ler of the Prefident of the United 
•• States, under the title of ** The Monar* 
«• chy of Federalifm,'* be no further em- 
** ployed as the Printers ol this Generaf 
** Court." 

And to whom alfo was refered the pe- 
tition of Young and Minns, on the fub- 
je£l of the faid motion beg leave to re- 
port : 

That they have examined the publica- 
tioo entitled •• The Monarchy of Federal^' 
i/m, and find that it contains feveral aU 
legations, which are fOppofed to afFe6l the 
charader of Thomas Jefferson, Ef<j. 
Prefident of the United Sutes, individu- 
ally, and in his official ftation. They al- 
io find it contains ftri£lures and opinions 
on fome meafures of the National Gov* 
ernment. 

That purfuant to the prayer of faid peti« 
tion, the committee have notified Youngs 
& MlHNS, who have appeared and offer^ 
a defence in writing, which is herewith 
fnbmitt^. 

That your committee are of opinion, 
that the prefervation ot our RepubKcan 
Conftitutions, and tlie impartial and faith* 
f ul adminiftration ot laws enabled in eoa- 
formity to them, depend alone on the 
knowledge which the people may have of 
the conduB, integrity and talents of thofe 
of their fellow- citizens, who have been, 
or who may be called to oflices of trufl 
and honor ; and that fuch knowledge can- 
lu^ he had without the free and unreftratB* 
ed Liberty of the Prefs. 

That our political inititutiont infure u^ 
every citizen the right to from opin* 
ions for himfelf, and to *' pubiilh truth 
frt)m good motives and for juftifiable ends^ 
although it refle£l on Government, Magif- 
trates, or Individuals ;" provided always, 
that every abufc of this right be cogniza- 
ble by a Judiciary Tribunal, which ouglit 
in fuch cafes to interfere and punifh. 

I'hat in the opinion of your committee 
every citizen, who may have made a publi* 
cation, which might be chargeable as li- 
bellous, has a right co a trial by jury ; and 
that the law of J£ngland on the f^hjeS ot 
libels, which holds, that the greater the 
truth is, the greater is the libel^ is not the 
law of this land ; and that this Honorable 
Houfe cannot know that to be *^ indecent 
and libellous," which might Be capable of 
proof, and which, if true, ought to be 
known. 

That this Honourable Houfe cannot -try 
and decide upon the queftion of truth or 
falfity, becaufe it cannot exercife any Ju- 
diciary Power. 

That if this Honorable Houfe (hould un« 
dertake to pafs affirmatively upon the a. 
forefaid motion, it would aft in boftility 
I to the provifions of the conftitution ; and 
that fuch afi would deeply affeft the Free- 
dom ot the Prefs ; and your committee 
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believe that i precedent would be thereby 
eftabliffied which might lead Co deplorable 
confeqaences : 

Becaufe, by (uch an a£V, public opinion 
might be fixed without the iair invefliga- 
tion eflemia) to the developement oi truths 
in which the community may be deepty in- 
terefted : 

Becaafe fucb an a£l might difcourage 
individuals from announcing faQs, which 
it might be of high importance to the pub- 
lie to know : 

Becaufc it might be conftrued into an 
authority in this Honorable Houfe to ccn- 
fure and to punifh in cafes not infringing 
on its own privileges : 

Becaufe it would neceflarily tend to con- 
toandthe Legiflativeand Judiciary Branch - 
es of Government in the fame body ot 
men : 

Becaufe, in the courfe of the changes 
and feelings incident to governments, the 
pradice, under fuch a precedent might re- 
fult in the word of Defpotifm ; that which 
might be exercifed by an afletnbly con- 
vened as a Legiflatnre. 

Your committee beg leave further to re- 
port, that the only connexion exifttng be- 
tween this Honorable Houfe and the Prin- 
ters of the New 'England Palladium^ by 
which they are diftinguifhed from any oth- 
er Printers in the State, arifesout of a con- 
track made by the Cleric oi the Honorable 
Senate, and the Clerk oi this Honourable 
Houfe, with thofe Printers, to do the Com- 
monw^th's printing for one year from the 
firft ieiy of July lafl paft* And your coin- 
mjttee are of opinion, that they have per- 
formed their engagements under that con«- 
CraS in a manner pericQIy fatisfa£lory 
to their employers. 

Forthefc confiderations your commit. 
tee refpe&ully (ubmit the following Refo- 
lution : 

Rtfolvtd^ That this houfe cannot pafs 
any order or refolve to cenfure or punifli 
any individuals, except in cafes of the 
breach of its own privileges; that Young 
and Minns, in making the aforefaid publi* 
cation, have not been guilty of any fuch 
breach ; and that it is inexpedient to re- 
fcind the contra£l made with Young and 
Minns for the prefent year. 

All which is fubmitted.

The anfwer^ and pleas qfSAUVEL Chase, 
one of the Ajfociate Juflices of t fie Su- 
preme Court of the United States, to 
the articles of impeachment, exhibited 
againjl him in the faid Courts by the 
honorable, the Houfe of Reprefentatives 
of the United States, tn fupport of their 
impeachment, again/i him ^ for high 



crimes and mifdemeanors, 
have been by him committed* 



uppofed to 



HIS refpondent, in his proper 

perfan, comes into the faid courr, and 
protefting that there is. ho high crime or 
mifdem^anor particularly ailedged in the 
faid arlidles of impeachment, to which 
he is or can be bound by law to make 
anfwer ; and faving to himfelt now, and 
all times hereafter, all benefit of excep- 
tton to the infufficiency of the faid arti- 
» cies, and each of them, and to the defefts 
therein appearing in point of law, or oth- 
erwifc ; and protefting alfo, that he ought 
I not to be injure(^ in any manner, by any 
words, or by any want of form in this his 
anfwer; he fubmits the following fafts 
and obfervations by way of aafwer to the 
faid articles ; — 

The firft article relates to his fuppofed 
-* mifconduS, in the trial of John Fries, 
lor treafon, before the Circuit Court ol 
the United Stages, at Philadelphia, in A- 
pril and May, 1800 ; and ailedges that he 
prefided at that trial, and that ** un- 
mindful of the folemn duties cf his of. 
fice, and contrary to the facred obliga- 
tion, by which Tie ftood bound "to dif- 
charge them faithfully, and impartially, 
and without refpeft to perfons,*/ he did 
then, •• in bit judicial capacity, condufl 



himfelf in a manner highly sffbiirary, op^ 
preffive, aftd uhjuft." 

This general accufation, too vague in 
itfelf for reply, is fupported by three fpe- 
cific charges of mifcondu£l. 

ift. In delivering an opinion in wri- 
ting, on the queftion of law, on the con- 
firuflion of which, the defence of the 
accufed materially depended :" which 
opinion, it is ailedged, tended *• to pre- 
judice the minds of the jury, againft the 
cafe ot the faid John Fries, the prifoner, 
before counfei had been heard in his fa- 
vor." 

and. •* In reftrifting the coonfcl for the 
faid John Fries, from recurring to fuch 
Englifh authorities as they believed appo- 
(ite ; or from citing certain ftatutes of the 
United States, which they deemtd^ i'luf- 
trativeofthe pofiiions, upon which they 
intended to reft the defence of their cH- 
ent." * 

3rd, " In debarring the prifoner from 
his conftitutional privilege of addrefTing 
the jury (through his counfei) on the law, 
as well as^ on the faft, which w^s to de- 
termine his guilt or innocence, and at the 
fame time endeavouring to wreft from 
the jury their indifputablc right tu hear 
argument, and deteriiiitic upon the queft- 
ion of law, as well as the queflion of fa£l, 
involved in the verdift, which they were 
required to give." 

This firft article then concludes, that, 
'in confequcnce of this irregular conduft 
of this refpondent, ** the faid John Fries 
was deprived ot the right fecured to htm 
by the eighth article, amendatory of the 
Conftitution ; and wa^ ^condemned to 
death, without having h^en heard, by 
counfei, in his deience." 

By the eighth article amendatory to the 
conftitutjon, this rrfpondent fuppofes is 
meant the fxth amendment to the con- 
ftitution 9! the United Sta«es ; which fe- 
cures to the acculed, in all criminal pro- 
fecutions, the right to have the afTiftance 
of counfei, for his defence.. 

In anfwer to thpfe three charges, the 
refpondent admits that the ciricuit court 
of the United States, for the diftrift of 
Pennfylvania, was held at Philadelphia, 
in that diflrift, in the monih of Apr^l and 
May, in th« year of our Lord, one thou- 
fand eight hundred : at which cour*, 
John Fries, the per Ton named in the (aid 
firft article, was brought to trial on an 
indidment for treafon againft the United 
States ; and (hat this refpondent then held 
a commsffion, as one of the aflbciate juft- 
ices of the fupreme court ol the Uniftd 
States ; by virtue ot which office, he did, 
purfuant to the laws of the United States, 
prefide, at the above-ttientioned trial, and 
was afTifted therein by Richard Petera, 
Efq, then, and ftill diftri6l judge of the 
I United States, for the diftria of Pennfyl- 



vania ; who, as direficd by the hrws (A 
the United States fat as aflTiftant judge ae 
the faid trial. 

With refpcfct to the opinion, which i» 
ailedged to have been delivered by this 
refpondent, at the above-mentioned tri- 
al, he begs leave to lay before this hon- 
orable couit, the true ftate ot that tranf- 
aSion, and to call its attermon to fomc 
fafts and confiderations, by which his con- 
du£L on that fubje£l will, he prcfumes, be 
fully juftified. 

The conftitution of the United States^ 
in the third feSion of the third article, 
declares that «• treafon againft the United 
States, fhall confift only in levying war 
againjl them, or adhering to their wie* 
mies, giving them aid and comfort." 

By two afls of congrefs, the firft paffed 
oti the third day of March, 1791 1 and the 
fecond on the eighth day of May, i79«f 
a duty was impofed on fpiritj, diftilled 
within the United States, and on ftilU ^ 
and various provifions were made for ita 
colleflion. 

In the year 1794, an Infurreflion to0k 
place in four of the weftern counties oi 
Pennfylvania, with a view of refifting^ 
and preventing by force the execution 
of thefe two ftatutes \ and at a circuit) 
court of the United States, held at Phi- 
ladelphia, for the diftrift ot Pennfylvani«« 
in the month of April, in tlje year 1795^ 
by William Patterfon, Efq. then one ot. 
the aflbciate juftices ot the fupreme coufl 
o( the United States, and the at>ove-meii« 
tioncjd Richard Peters, then diftrifi judge 
of the United States, for the diftrjft of 
Pennfylvania, two perfons who had beca 
concerned in the above-named inti^rrrflt- 
ion, namely, Philip Vigo!,' and. Jojm 
Mitchell, were indifled tor t'-eafon, ci 
tevying war againft the United Slates, by 
refifting and preventing by force the ex- 
ecution of the two laft mentioned aSs 
of congrefs ; and were, after a lull and 
folemn trial, conviQed on the »ndiftments, 
and fentenccd to death. • They were af- 
terwards pardoned by George Wafhing- 
lon, then prefident ot thesynited Stares. 

In tl^e firft of thefe trials, that ot Vigol, 
the defence of the prifoner was condufted 
by veiy abl& counfei, one of whom, Wil- 
liam Lewis, Efq. is the fame perfon who 
appeared as* counfei for Jf^hn Fries, in 
the trial now under confideration. Nei- 
ther, that learned gentleman, nor bis abJc 
colleague, then thought proper to raife . 
the queftion of law," «• whether refifting 
and preventing by armed force, the exe- 
cution of a parti.cular law of the United 
States," be a' "levying of war againft 
the United States,** according to the true 
meaning of the conflitution 1 although a 
deciCon of this quefton in the negative, 
muft have acquitted the prifoner. But 
in the next triali that of Mitcbelli thit . 
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qneftion wat raifed on the part of the 
prifoner, and was very tully and abjy dif- 
cuffei^hy his counfcl ; and it was fol- 
^ninly determined by the court, both the 
judges concurring, «* that to refift or pre- 
Tcniby armed force, the execution of a 

.' particular law ot the United States, is a 
levying of war againft the United States, 
and confequently is treafon, within ihe 
true meaning of the conftitution.'" The 
decifi )n, according to the beft eftablifh- 
cd principles of our jurifprudence, be- 
came a precedent (or all courts of equal or 
inferior jurirdi6lion; a precedent which, 
although not abfolutely obligatory^ ought 
to be viewed with very great refpcft, cf- 
pectally by tha court in which it was 

. made, and ought never to be departed 
f com, but on the fuileit and cicarefl con- 
virion of its incorreSnefs. . 

On the 9th of July, 1798, an aft of 
coogrefs was pa0td, providing for a val- 
uationof lands and dwelliog-haufes,' aod 
an enumeration ol (laves throughout the 
United States ; and dire£ling the appoint- 
spent of commiflioners and afleflbrs for 
carrying it into execution : And on the 
fourth day ot July, in the fame year^a 
direfi tax was laid by another aft of con- 
ffA ot that date, on the lands, dwelling* 
houfes, and (laves, > lo to be valued aod 
^ enumerated^ 

In the months ot February and March, 
A. D. 1799* an infurreflion took place 
in the counties of Bucks and Northamo- 
tao^in the State ol Pennfylvania, for the 
purpofe of refitting and preventing «by 
force, the execution ot the two laft men- 
tioned a£h of congrefs, and particularly 
that for the valuation ot lands and dwel- 
ling-houfes. John Fries, the perfon men- 
tioned in the article of impeachment, now 
under confideration, was apprehended and 

' committed to prifon, as one of the ring- 
leaders of this infurrcBion ; and at a cir- 
cuit court of the United States, held at 
Philadelphia, in and for the diftri£l of 
Pennfylvania, in the month of April, 
A. D. 17991 he was brought to trial for 
this offence, on an indiftment for treafon, 
by levying war againft the United States, 
before James Iredell, Efq. then one of 
theaffociite juftices of the fupreme court 
of the United Stdtes, who prefided in the 
fame circuit, according to law, and the 
above-mentioned Richard Peters, then 

•drftrift judge of the United States, for 
the State of Pennfylvania, who fat in the 
laid circuit court as affiftanl judge.^ 

In this trial, which was condufted with 
great folemnity, and occupied nine days, 
the prifoner was affifted by William Lew- 
is, and Alexander James Dallas, Efqrs. 
two very able abd eminent counfellors ; 
the tornier of whom, William Lewis, is 
the perlon who afSfted as above- mention- 
cd in conducing the defence of Vigol, 



on a fimilar indiClment. Thefe gentle- 
men, finding that the fafts alledgcd were 
fully and undeniiibly proved, by a very 
minute and elaborate examination of wit- 
neffes, thought proper to reft the cafe of 
the prifoner, on the queftion of law which 
had been determine in the cafes of Vi. 
gol and Mitchell, above-mentioned, and 
had then been acquiefced in, but which 
they thought proper again to raife. They 
contended, *' that to refift by force of 
arms a particular law ot the United States, 
dpes not amount to levying war againft 
the United States, within the true meaning 
of the conftitution, and therefore it is not 
treafon^ but a rioty This queftion they 
argued at great length, and with all the 
force of their learning and genius ; and 
atter a sexy full difcuffion at the bar, and 
the moft mature deliberation by the court, 
the learned and excellent judge who then 
prefided, and who was no lefs diftinguifli- 
ed by his humanity, and tendernefs towards 
perfons tried before him, than by his ex- 
tenfive knowledge and great talents as a 
lawyer, pronounced the opinion of him- 
felt and his colleague, "that to refift or 
prevent by force, the execution of a par- 
ticular law ot the United States, does 
amount to levying war againft them, with- 
in the true meaning of the conftitution, 
and does therefore conftitute the crime of 
treafon:** thereby adding the weight of 
another and m6re folemn decifion, to the^ 
precedent which had been eftablifhed in 
the above-mentioned cafes ot Vigol and 
Mitchell. 

Under this opinion of the court on the 
queftion ot law, the juryi having no doubt 
as to the fafts, found the faid John Fries 
guilty of treafon, oathe above-mentioned 
indi61ment. But a new trial was granted 
by the court, not by reafon of any doubt, 
as to the correQneis ot the decifion on 
the queftion of law, but folely ^n the 
ground, as this refpondent hath underftooA 
and helievcs, that one of the jurors of the 
petit jury, after he was fummoned, but 
before he was fworn on the^rial had made 
fome declarations unfavorable to the pri(« 
oner. 

The yellow fever having appeared in 
Philadelphia, in the fummer of the year 
1799, the above-mentioned Richard Pe- 
ters, then diftrift judge of the United 
Slates forihediftrift ol Pennfylvania, did 
according to law appoint the next circuit 
court of tli^t diftrift to be held at Norrfs* 
Town therein. Purfuant to which ap- 

R ointment, a circuit court was held at 
forris-Town aforefaid, in and for the 
faid diftria, on the 11th day of Oftober, 
in the laft mentioned year, before Bufh- 
rod Walhington, Efq. then one of the 
affociate jufttces ot the fupreme court ot 
the United Slates, and the above-men- 
tioned Richard Peters; at which court 



no proceedings were hid, on the aforefaid 
indiftraent agarinft John ?ries, brcaufe, 
as this rcfpondent hath been informed and 
believes the commiHlon ot the marfhall of 
the faid diftrift had expired, before he 
had fummoned the jurors to attend at 
the faid court, and had not been renewed ; 
by reafon ot which no legal pantiel ot 
jurors could be formed. 

On the 11th day of April, A. D. 1800, 
and from ihat day until the 2nd day ot 
May in fame year, a circuit court of the 
United States was held at Philadilphia, 
in and for the diftrift of Pennfylvania, 
before this refpondent, then one of the 
aflbciate juftices of the fupreme court of 
the United States, arid the above-men- 
tioned Richard Peters, then diflViQ judge 
of the United States, for the diftrift of 
Penfylvania. At this court, the indift*. 
ment on which the faid John Fries had 
been conviQcd as ahdVe- mentioned, was 
quafhed ex-officio by William Rawle> 
Efq. then attorney of the United States^ 
fpr the diflrifi of Pennfylvaniai and a 
new indiftment was by htm prefeired 
againft the faid John Fries, tor treafon of 
levying war againft the United Sutes, by 
refifling and preventing by lorce, in the 
manner above fet iorth, the execution ot 
the above-mentioned a£ls ot congrefs, for 
the valuation of lands and dwcllirg-hou- 
fes, and the enumeration of flaves, and 
for levying and colleftifng a direft tax. 
This indifiinenr^ of which a true copy, 
marked exhibit No. 1, is herewith exhib- 
ited by this refpondent, who prays that 
it may be taken as a part of this his an- 
fwei^, being found by the grand jury, on 
the 16th day of April, 1800, the" faid John 
Fries was on the fame day arraigned ^ere* 
on, and plead not guilty. William Lew. 
\%^ and Alexander James Dallas, Efqrs. 
the fame perfons who had condufled his 
r defence at his former trial, were again 
at his requeft afli^rned by the court as his 
counfel ; and his trial was appointed ^o 
be had, onTuefday the S2nd day ot the 
laft mentioned month of April. 

After this indiQment was found by the 
grand jur)% this refpondent confideipd it 
with great care and deliFeration, and 
finding, from three overt aSs of treafon 
which it charged, that the queftion of law 
arifing from it, was the iame ^queftion 
which had already been decided twice in 
the fame irouTt, on folemn arguments' and 
deliberatlbns, and ouce in that very cafe, 
he confidered the law as fettled bv thofo 
decifions^ with the correflnefs'of which 
on full confideraticn he was entirely fat. 
isfied ; and by the authority of which he 
fljould have deemed Imnfelf bound, even 
had he regarded the queftion as doubtful 
in itfclf. They are moreover inperte£l 
conformity with the uniform tenor ot 
I decifiocs in the courts ot England and 
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Great Britaini from the revolution oi 
1688, to the prefent time, which, in his 
opinion, added greatly to their weight and 
authority. 

And furely he need not urge to this 
honorable court, the correfinefs, the im- 
portance, and the abfolute neceffity of ad- 
hering to principles of law once efiablifli' 
ed,and of confidering the law as finally fet- 
tled, aher repeated and (olemn decifions 
by courts of competent jurifdifition. A 
contrary principle would unfettle the ba- 
f] 8 of our whole fyfiem oi jurifprudence, 
hitherto our fafeguard and our boaft ; 
would reduce the law of the land, and 
fubjeft the rights of th^ citizen, to the 
arbitrary will, the paflions, or the caprice 
of the judge in each particular cafe | and 
would fubAitute the varying opinions of 
various men, inftead of that fixed, perma- 
nent rule, in which the very efleqceof 
law confifls. If this refpondent ^red in 
regarding this point as fettled, by the re- 
peated and folemn adjudications of his 
predecelTors, in the lame court and in 
the fame cafe | if he erred in fuppofing, 
that a principle eflablrfiied by two folemn 
decifions was obligatory upon him, fitting 
in the fame court where thofe decifions 
had been made ; if he erred in believing 
that it would be the faigheS pre{umpti«n 
in him, to fet up his opinion and judg- 
ment over thai of his colleague, who had 
twice decided the fame (jue^ion, and of two 
of his predeceflbrs, who jufily fiht among 
the ableft judges that Kave ev«r adorned 
a court ; if in all this he erred, |t is an er- 
ror of which, he cannot be affathed, and 
which he trufls will not be deemed crim- 
inal in the eyes of this honorable court, 
of this country, or of that pofterity by 
which he, his acoufers, and his judges, 
muftonc day be judged. 

Under the influenc»tf of thefe confider- 
ations, this refpondent drew up an opin- 
ion on the \^^ arifing from the overt a£ls 
ftated in the laid indiflment, which was 
conformable to the decifions before giv- 
en, as above-mentioned, and which he 
fent to his colleague the faid Richard 
Peters, for his confideration. That gen- 
tlem^n returned it to this refpondent, with 
fome amendments afFe£ling the form only, 
but not in any manner touching the fub- 
fiance. 

The opinion thus agreed to, this ref- 
pondent thought it proper to communi- 
cate to the prifoner's counfel — feveral 
reafons concurred in favor of this commu- 
nication. 

In the firft place, this refpondent con- 
fidered himfelf and the court, as bound 
by the authority of the former decifions ; 
efpecially the laft of them, which was on 
the fame cafe. He confidcred the law as 
fettled, and had. every reafon to believe 
that his colleague viewed it in the fame 
lights It wac not fuggefled or undcrfiood 



that any new evidence was to be offered ; 
and he knew that if any (hould be offered, 
which could vary the cafe, it would ren- 
der wholly inapplicable both the opinictn 
and the former decifions, on which it was 
founded* And he could not and did not 
fuppofc, that the prifoner's counfel would 
be defirous of wailing very precious time, 
in addreffing to tl>e court an ufelefs argu- 
ment, on a point which that court held 
itfelf precluded from deciding in their 
favor. He therefore conceived that it 
would l)c rendering the counfel a fervice 
and a favor, to apprife them before hand 
of the view which the court had taken of 
ttie fubjeft , fo as to let them fee in time, 
the neceffity of endeavouring to produce 
new teilimony which might vary the cafe, 
and take it out of the authority of former 
decifions. 

Secondly. There were more than one 
hundred caufes then depending in the 
faid court, as appears by tlie exhibit mark- 
ed No. 1, which this refpondent prays 
may be--taken as part of this, his anfwer. 
Many of thofe caufes had already been 
fubjeQed to great delay, and it was the 
peculiar duty of this refpondent, as pre- 
fidingjudge, to take care, that as little time 
as pofnble (hould be unneceflarily confu- 
med, and that every convenient and prop- 
er difpatch (hould be given to the bufine(6 
of the citizens. He did believe, that an 
e^rly communication of the court's opin- 
ion, might tend to the faving of time, 
and conie^uently to the difpatch of bu(i- 
nefs. 

Thirdly. As the court held itfelf bound 
by the former decifions, and could not 
therefore alter its opinion in confequence 
of any argument ; and as it was the duty 
of the court to charge the jury on the law, 
in all cafes (ubmitted to their confidera- 
tion, he knew that this opinion mufl not 
only be made known at fome period or 
other of the trial, but muft at the end of 
the trial be exprefsly delivered to the 
jury by him, in a charge from the bench : 
and he could not fuppofe, and cannot yet 
imagine, that an opinion, which was to be 
thus folemnly given in charge to the jury, 
at the ciofe of the trial, could make any 
additional impreffion upon their minds, 
from^the circumftance of its being inti- 
mated to the counfel before the trial began, 
in the hearing of thofe who might be af- 
terwards fworn on the jury. 

And laftly, it was then his opinion, and 
ftill is, that it is the duty ot every court of 
this country, and was his duty on the 
trial now under confideration, to guard 
the jury againft erroneous impreffions ref- 
peding the laws of the land. He well 
knows, that it is the right of juries, in 
criminal cafes, to give a general verdifl 
for acquittal, which cannot be fet afide on 
account of its being contrary to law, and 
that hence refults the power of juries, to 



decide on the law as well as on the faflt* 
in all criminal* cafi^s. This power he 
holds to be a facred part of our legal priv- 
ileges, which he never has attempted, and 
never will attempt to abridge or obftruQ, 
But he alfo knows, that in the exercire of 
this power, it is-the^duty of the jury to 
govern thcmfelves by the laws of the 
land, over wbieh they have no difpenfing 
power; and their right to expeft and 
receive from the court, all the afliilance 
which it can give, for rightly undeiftand« 
iog the law. To withhold this aflift ance, 
in any manner whatever ; to forbear to 
give it in that way, which may be rooft 
cfFeQual for preferving the jury from er* 
ror and mifiake ; would be an abandon^ 
ment or forgetfulnefs of duty, which no 
judge could juftify to his confcience* or 
to the laws. In this cafe, therefore, 
where the quefiion ^of law arifing on the 
indiflmeot,* had been finally fettled by 
authoritative decifions, it was the duty oi 
the court, and efpecially of thii refpon- 
dent, as prefiding Judge, early to apprife 
the counfel and the jury of thefe deciuons, 
and their eflFeft, fo as to fa ve jhc former 
from the danger of making an improper 
attempt to miflead the jury in a matter ot 
law, and the jury from having tlieir miodt 
preoccupied by erroneous impreCfionr.

AN ACT CONC£RNING LIBELS. 

WHEREAS doubts cxift whether, on 
the trial of an indidment or fnformatiain 
lor a hbel, the jury have a right t(^iv€ 
their verdiQ on the whole matter in if- 
fuc:^ 

Be it therefore declared and enaBed by 
the People of the State of New^York, rep- 
refented in Senate and Affembly, That on 
every fuch indiftment or information, the 
jury who (hall try the fame (hall haye a 
right to determine the law and the laft, un- 
4er the dire£lion of the coun, in like man- 
ner as in other criminal cafes; and (hall 
not be direfted or required by the court 
or judge before^whom fuch indiQment or 
information (hall be tried, to find the de> 
f endent guilty merely on the proof of tlie 
publication by the defendant of the mat* 
ter charged to be libellous, and of the 
* fenfe afcribed thereto, in fuch indifiment 
or infornution : Provided neverthelefs. 
That nothing herein contained (hail be 
Jield or taken to impair or deftroy the 
right and privilege of the defendant to 
apply to the court to have the judgment 
^ arrefted, as hath heretofore been pra&ifed. 

And be it further declared and enaSed^ 
That ijk every profecution for writing or 
publi(hiitg any libel, it (hall be lawful for 
the^fUkpdant, upon the trial ot the caufe^ 
to 'liW lb evidence in his defence tl^" 
Vnm of the matter conuined in the pubh- 
cation charged as libellous : Provided 
always^ That fuch evidence (hall not be 
a juftification, unless on the trial it (hall 
be further made iatisfa£lory to appear, 
that the matter charged as libellous was 
publifhed with good motives and tor jufti- 
fiable ends. 

And be it further enaSed, That any 
perfon or perfons who (hall, after the 
palfing of this a£l, be convi£ied of writing 
or poblj(hinga libel, fuch perfon or per- 
fons (hall not be fentenced to an imprif- 
onment exceeding the term of 

monihs, or to pay i^ fine exceeding 
the fom of 

And be it further enaffed. That from 
and after the pafling' of this a£l it (hall 
not be lawful to profecute any perfon or 
perfons by information for writing or pub- 
pithing any libeh

' honorable, the Houfe of Reprefentatives 

of the United States, in fuf port of their 

tnfeachment, againjl htm, for high 

crimes and mijaemeanors, Juppofed to 

have been by him committed* 

[OOWTrsUEt).] 

IT was tor thefe reafons, that, on the 
a&d day of April, 1800, when the faid John 
Fries was b|K)ught into court, and placed 
io the pHrifoner's bo^ ior trial, but before 
ibe petit jury was impannelled to try bin, 
this refpondeht iatormed the above meti* 
tioned William Lewis, oneof hi* couofel, 
.the aforefaid Alexander James Dallas not 
Jbeing then in court, ** that the court had 
deliberately confidered the indidment a* 
gainft John Fries for treafon, and the 
three feveral overt- a£ls of treafon dated 
therein : that the crime oi treafon was 
defined by the Conllicution ot the United 
States : that as the federal legiflature had 
the power to make, alter, or repeal laws, 
fo the Judiciary only bad the power, and 
it was their duty, to declare, expound, 
and interpret the conftitiition and laws of 
the United States : that ii was the duty of 
the court, in all criminal cafes, to (late to 
jb^ petit jury their opinion of ihe law a- 
riGng on the taSs ; but the petit jury, in 
all criminal cafes, were to decide both the 
law and the fa6ks, on the confideration of 
the whole cafe ; that there mud be fome 
conftrufiive expofition of the terms ufed I 



in the conftitution, levying war againft 
the United States : that the queftion, what 
a£ls amounted to levying war againft the 
iJniied States, or the government thereof, 
was a queftion oi taw, and had been de- 
cided by the judges Patterfon and Peters, 
in the cafe of Vigol and Mitchell, and by 
judge Iredell and Peters, in the cafe of 
John Fries, prifoner at the bar, in April, 
1799 : That judge Peters remained of the 
lame opinion, which he had twice before 
delivered, and be, this refpondent, on 
long and great confideration, concurred 
in the opinion of judges Patterfon, Iredell 
and Peters : — That to prevent unnecelTary 
delay, and to fave time on the trial of 
John Fries, and to prevent a delay of juf- 
tice, in thegreat number of the civil cau^ 
fes depending ior trial at that term, the 
court had drawn up in writing their opin* 
ion oi the law, arifing on the overt a^, 
flated in the indiSment againft John Fries ; 
and had direfled David Caldwell their 
clerk, to make out three copies oi their 
opinion, one to the attorney .ior the dif* 
trifi, one to the counfel for the prifon- 
er, and one to the petit jury, after they 
(hould have been impanelled and heard the 
indi£Fment read to them by the clerk, and 
after the diftriQ attorney (hould have fia- 
ted to thein the law on the overt aQsalledg- 
edin theiodi£lmeot,as it appeared to him. 

After thefe obfervations, this refpond- 
ent delivered one of the above mentioned 
copies to the aforefaid William Lewis, 
then attending as one of the prifoner's 
counfel : who read part of it, and then 
laid it down on the table before him. Some 
obfervations were then made on the fnb- 
jeft, by him and the abovementioned Al- 
exander Jamea Dallas, who had then come 
into court ; but this refpondent doth not 
now recolle£l thofe obfervations, and can- 
not undertake to ftate them accurately. 

And tois refpondent further faith, that 
the paper marked exhibit No. 2, and here- 
with exhibited, which he prays leave to 
make part of this his anfwer, is a true co- 
py oi the original opinion, drawn up by 
him and concurred in by the faid Richard 



Peters, as above fet iorth, which original 
opinion is now in the poflTeflBon of this re- 
fpondent, ready to be produced to this 
honorable court. He may have erred in 
forming this opinion, and in the time and 
manner of making it known to the coun- 
fel for the prifoner. Ii he erred in form* 
ing it,«he erred in co.mmon with bis coU 
leagues and with two of his predeceflbrs ; 
and he prefumes to hope that an error 
which has never been determined criminal 
in them, will not be imputed as a crime 
fo him, who war led into it by their ex- 
ample and their authority. If he eiVed in 
the time and manner oi making known 
this opinion, he feels a juft confidence 
that when the reafons which he has alledged 
for his dondufi, and by which it feemed 
to him to be fully juftificd, (haJl come to 
be carefblly weighed, they will be fufficient 
to prove, if not that his conduft was per- 
feftly regular and correB, yet that he 
might fincerely have confidered it as right ; 
and that in a cafe where fo much doubt 
may exift, to have committed i miflake is 
not to liave committed a crime. 

And this refpondent further anfwering 
infifts, that the opinion thus delivered t(» 
the prifoner's counfel j. viz. that" any in- 
furreQion or rifing of any body of people 
within the United States, for the purpofe 
of refiftiug or preveming by force or vio- 
lence, under any pretence whatever, the 
execution of any ftatute of the United 
States, for levying or collefting taxes, or 
for any other objeft of a general or nation- 
al concern, is levying war againft the U- 
nited'State^, within the contemplation and 
true meaning of the conftitution of the 
United States," is a legal and a corrcft o- 
pinion, fupporied not only by the two 
previous decifions' above mentioned, but 
alfo by the plaifieft principles of law and 
reafon, and by the uniform tenor of legal 
adjudications in England and Great Brit, 
ian, from the revolution in 1688 to this 
time. It ever was, and now is his opin- 
ion, that the peace and fafety of the na- 
tional federal government, muft he endan^ 
gered, by any other conflru6lioD oi tlie 
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terras " levying war again ft the United 
States/' ufed by the federal conftitution ; 
and be is confident that do judge of the 
federal government^ no judge of a fupe- 
rtor ilate court, nor any gentleman of e- 
ilabliflied reputation for legal knowledge, 
would or could deliberately give a contra- 
ry opinion. 

If however this opinion were errone- 
ous, this retpondent would be far lefs cen- 
furable than his predeceffors, by whofe 
example he was led aftray, and by whofe 
authority he confidered himfelf bound.' 
Was it an error to confider himfelf bound 
by the authority ot their previous decif- 
ions ? If it were, he was led into the error 
by the uniform courfe of judicial procee- 
dings in this country and in England and 
is fupported in it, by one of the funda- 
mental principles oj our jurifprudence. 
Can inch an error be a crime or mtfde- 
meanor ? 

U on the other hand, the opinion be in 
itfelf corre3, as he believes and indfls 
that it is, could the expreflion of a corre6k 
^ opinion on the law, wherever and howev- 
er made, miflead the jury, infringe their 
rights, or give an improper bias to their 
judgments ? Ctuld truth excite improper 
prejudice ? Could the jury be lefs prepa- 
red to hear the law difcufled, and to decide 
on it correftly,- becaufe it was correftly 
ftated to them by the court ? And is not 
that a new kind of offence, ifi this country 
at Ieaft« which confift^ in telling the truth, 
and giving a correft expofitioairf the law. 

As to the fccond fpccific change addu- 
ced in fupport oi the firft article of im- 
peachment, which accufes this rrf|)ondent, 
*' of reftrifting the counfel for the faid 
Fries, fronl recurring to fuch Englifli au- 
thorities ai ihey believed appofite, or from 
• citing certain ftatutes of the United States, 
which they deemed ill uftrative of the po- 
fitions upon which they intended to reft 
the defence of their client,*' this refpond- 
cnt admits that he did, on the above men- 
tioned trial, cxprefs it as his opinion to 
the aforefaid counfel for the priConer, 
•• that the decifions in England, in cafes 
of indiftments fortreafon at common law, 
againft the pcrfon of the king, ought not 
to be read to the jury, on trials for treafon 
•under the conftitution and ftatute^ of the 
United States ; becaule fuch decifion 
could not inform, but might miflead and 
deceive the jury ; that any decifions on 
cafes of treafon, in the courts of Erg- 
land before the revolution of 1688, ought 
to have very little influence in the courts 
of the United States ; that he would permit 
decifions in the courts of England or of 
Great Britain, fince the faid revolution, 
to be read to the court or jury» for the 
purpofe of fhewing what a£ls have been 
confidered by thofe courts, as a conftruc- 
tive levying war againft the king of that 
country, ia his regal capacity, but not a- 



gainft his perfofi ; becaufe levying war a- 
gainft his government was of the fame na- 
ture as levyincr war againft the govern* 
thent of the United States ; but that fuch 
decifions, neverthelefs, were not to be 
confidered as authorities binding on the 
courts and juries of this country, but 
merely in the light ot opinions entitled to 
great refpefl, as having been delivered 
after full confideration, by men of great 
legal learning and ability." 

Thefe are the opinions which he did, 
on that occafion, deliver to the counfel 
fortheprifoner,and which he then thought, 
and ftill thinks, it was his duty to deliver. 
The coyunfellors admitted to praftife in a- 
ny court ot juftice in his opinion, and ac- 
cording to univerfai praftice, to be confid- 
ered as officers of fuch courts, and minif- 
ters oi juftice therein, and as fuch, {ubjeft 
to the dire6lion and controul of the court, 
as to their condu£l in its prefence, and in 
condufting the defence of criminals on tri- 
al before it. — As counfel, they owe to the 
perfon accufed,dil!gence,fidelity and fecre- 
fy,and to the court and jury,due and corre£l 
information, according to the heft of their 
knowledge & ability on every matter of law 
which they attempt to adduce in argument. 
Tlie court on the other band, hath power, 
and is bound in duty, to decide and dire£l 
what evidence, whether by direftion or by 
precedents of decifions in courts of juftice, 
is proper to be admitted tor the eftablifh- 
ment of any matter of law or faft. Confe- 
quently, (hould counfel- attempt to read to a 
jury, as a law ftill in forces a ftatute which 
had been repealed, or a decifion which had 
been reverfed, or the judgments of courts 
in countries whofe law^ have no connexion 
with ours, it would be the duty of the court 
to interpbfe, and prevent fuch an impofi- 
tion from being praflifed on the jury. For 
thefe reafons, this refpondent thinks that 
his conduft was corre6f, in expreffing to 
the counfel forFries, the opinions ftated a- 
bove. He is not bound to anfwer here for 
the correftnefs of thofe principles, though 
he.thinks them inconteftible, but mereiy 
for the correftnefs o^ his motives in deliv- 
ering them. A contrary opinion would 
convert this honorable court, from a court 
of impeachment to a court of appeals ; and 
would lead direftly to the ftrange abfurdity, 
that whenever the judgment ot an inferior 
court fhould be reverfed on appeal of writ 
or error, the judges of that court muft be 
conviSed of high crimes and mifdemean- 
ors, and turned out of office : that error in 
judgment is a puniftiable offence, and that 
crimes may be committed without any 
criminal intention. Againft a doflrine fo 
abfurd and mifchievous, fo contrary to ^'v- 
cry notion of juftice hitherto entertained, 
fo utterly fubverfive to all that part ot our 
fyftem of jurifprudence, 'vhich has been 
wifely and humanely eflablifhed for the 
protedioo ol innocence, this refpondent 



deems it his duty now, and on every fit oc- 
cafion, to enter nis proteft and lift up his 
voice ; and he trufts that in the diicharge 
of 1ms duty, infinitely more important to 
his country tlian to himfelf, he fhall find 
approbation and fupport in the heart of ev. 
ery American, of every man throughout the 
world, who knows the bleffings of civil 
liberty, or relpefts the principles of univer- 
fai juftice. 

It is only then, for the correftnefs of his 
motives in delivering thefe opinion?, that 
he can now be called to anfwer ; and^this 
correftnefs ought to be prefumed, unlets 
the contrary appear by foroe direft proofs 
or by fome violent prefumption, arifing 
from his general conduft on the trial, or 
from the glaring impropriety otthe opinion 
itfelf. for he admits that cafes may be 
fuppofed, of an opinion delivered by a 
judge, fo palpably erroneous, tinjuft and 
oppreffive, as to preclude the poffibiliry ot 
its having proceeded from ignorance or mif- 
take. 

Do the opinions now under coafidera- 
tion bear any ot thefe marks ? This hon* 
orable court need not be inf ormedjhat there 
hai exifted in England, no fuch thing as 
treafon at common la w» fince the year 1 350^ 
when the ftatute of the 2jth Edward lit, 
chap. 2, declaring what alone fhould in fu* 
ture be judged treafon, was pa (fed. It ia 
perfeftly clear that decifions made before 
tfiat ftatute, 45^ years ago, when England^ 
together with the reft ot Europe, was 
ftnl wrapped in the de^peft gloom of 
ignorance and barbarifm % when the fyf* 
tern of Englifh jurifprudence was ftill to 
its infancy ; when law, jufliceand reafon, 
were perpetually trampled under foot by 
feudal oppreffion and feudal anarchy ; — 
when, under anableand vigorous monarcb* 
every thing was adjudged to be treafon 
which he thought fit to call fo, and under 
a weak one, nothing was confidered as treaw 
fon, which turbulent, powertui, and rebell- 
ious nobles thought fit to perpetrate : is it 
perfeftly clear that decifions made at fuch 
a time, and under fuch circumftances, 
ought to be received by the courts of this 
coiuiiry as authorities to govern tficir de- 
cifions, or lights to guide the underftand- 
ing ot juries ? Is it pei'feftly clear that de- 
cifions made in England, on the fubjeft of 
treafon, befo!e the revolution ot 1688, by 
which alone the balance of the Englifli 
conftitution was adjufted, and the Englilh 
liberties were fixt on a firm bafis ; decif- 
ions made either during the furious civil 
wars, in which twc*rival families contend- 
ed tor the crown ; when the vicifftudes 
of war, death and confifcation in tf>e forms- 
of law, continually walked in the train of 
the viftors, and aftions were trcafonable 
or praife- worthy, according to the prepon- 
derance of the party ty whofiC adhercntt 
they were perpetrated ; during the reigns 
of three able and arbitrary m^mxc^t ^^^ 
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faceeeded this dreadlul coDfii3» and relate- 
«d or invigOTated the law oi treafon, accor- 
ding to ibeir anger, their policy or their 
caprice ; or during thofetfrribk druggies 
between the principles oMiberty, not yet 
well defined or underftood, on one h2|nd, 
>snd arbiuMry power, infinuating itfeif un- 
der the forms ot the conftitution, on the 
other ; ftruggles which prefented at fome- 
times the wi'.deft anarchy, at others, the 
extremes ot fervile fubmiffion, and alter r 
having brought one king to the fcaiFold, 
ended in the expulfionof another irom his 
throne ; is it clear that the decifions on the 
law ot treafon, made in times like thefe, 
ought not only to be received as author i- 
ties in the courts ot this country, but alfo 
to have great influence on the decifions ? 
Is it clear that decifions made in England, 
as to what a£ls will amount to levying 
war againft the king, perfonally, and not a- 
gainft his government, are applicable to 
the conftitution and laws of this country ? 
Is it clear that f uch Englifh decifions on 
the fufojefi ot treafon, as are applicable to 
out conftitution and laws, areto be received 
in our courts, not merely as the opinions 
of learned and able men, which may en- 
lighten their judgment, but as authorities 
which ought to govern abfolutely their de- 
cifions ? Is all this fa clear, that a Judge 
could not honeftly and Cncerely have 
thought the contrary ? That he could not 
have exprelTed an opinion to the contrary, 
without corrupt or improper motives? If 
k be not thus clear, then muft it be admitted 
that this refpondent, fincerely and hone(Uy» 
and in the beft ot his judgment, confidered 
thefe decifions as wholly inadmiflible, to 
sdmiffible only tor the purpofes and to the 
extent which he pointed out. 

And it he did fo confider them,was 
it not his duty to prevent them from 
being read to the ^ury, except under 
tbofe reftriftions, antf lor thofe purpofes ? 
"Would his duty permit him to fit filent- 
ly, and fee the jury impofed on and mif- 
Icd ? To fit filently,' and hear a book 
read to them as containing the law, which 
be knew did not contain the law ? Such fi- 
Icnce would have rendered him a party to 
the deception, & wouldhavejuftly fubjefl- 
ed him to all the contumely, which a con. 
-fcientious and courageous difcharge of his 
duty, ha$ fo unmeritedly brought on his 
^me. 

With refpeft to the ftatutcs ot the Uni- 
ted States, which he is charged with hav- 
ing prevented the prifoner's counfel from 
citing on the aforefaid trial, he denies that 
he prevented any a3 ot Congrefs from 
being cited, either to the court or jury, 
pn the faid trial, or declared at any time, 
ihat he would no: ]^rmit the prifoner's 
eounfei to read to the jury, or to the 
court, any aft of Congrefs whatever. Nor 
4opi be renumber or believe, that be ex- 



prefled on the faid (rial, any difapproba- 
tion ot the condu6l ot the circuit court 
before whom the faid cafe was firft tried, 
in permitting the a£l of Congrefs relating 
to crimes lefs than treafon, commonly 
called the Sedition A8, to be read to the 
jury. He admits indeed that he was then 
and ftill is of opinion, that the faid aS of 
Congrefs was wholly irrelevant to the if- 
fue, in the trial of John Fries^ and there- 
tore ought not to have been read to the 
jury, or regarded by them. This opinion 
may be erroneous, but he trufts, that the 
following reafons on wl>ich it was foun- 
ded, will be confidered, by this honorable 
court, as fufHciently ftrong to *render it 
pofTible, and even probable, that fuch an 
opinion might be fincerely held and hon- 
eftly expreffed : — ift. That Congrefs did 
not intend by the fedition law, to define 
the crime of treafon by •• levying war." 
Treafon and fedition are crimes very dif- 
tinfi in their nature, and fubje£l to ve- 
ry different punifhments ; the former by 
death, and the latter by fine and imprifon- 
ment. — 2ndly, The fedition law makes a 
a combination or confpiracy, with intent 
to impede the operation ot any law ot the 
United States, or the advifinjg or attempt- 
ing to procure an infurredion or riot, a 
high mifdemeanor punifhable by fine or 
imprifonment ; but a combination or con- 
fpiracy with intent to prevent the execu- 
tion ot a law, or with intent to raife an 
infurreftion tor that purpofe, or even with 
intent to commit treafon, lis not treafon by 
*• levying war " againft the United Slates, 
unlefs it be followed by an attempt to car- 
ry fuch combination or confpiracy into 
efFeft, by aSual force or violence. — 3rdly, 
The conftitution of the United States ir 
the fundamental and fupreme law, and 
ha\1ng defined the crime of treafon, Con- 
grefs could not give any legiflative inter- 
pretation or expofition of that crime, or 
of the part ot the conftitution by which 
it is defined. — 4thly, The judicial author- 
ity of the United States, is alone veftcd 
with power to expound their conftitution 
and laws. 

And this, refpondent further anfwering 
faith, that after the above-mentioned pro- 
ceedings had taken place in the faid trial, 
it was pcftponed until tfie next day, Wed- 
nefday, April 23rd, 1800 ; when at the 
meeting ot the court, this refpondent told 
both the above-mentioned counfel for the 
prifoner, '* that to prevent any mifunder- 
ftanding of any thing that had pafled the 
day before, he would inforra them, t|}at 
although the court retained the fame opin- 
ion of the law, arifing on the overt a£ls 
charged in the indiSment againft Fries, 
yet the counfel would be permitted to of- 
fer arguments to the court, for the pur- 
pofe of (hewing them that they were mif- 
taken in the law ; and that the court if 



fatisfied that they had erred in opinion, 
would correft it : and alfo that the coun- 
fel would be permitted to argue before the 
petit jury, that the court were miftaken in 
the law.'' And this refpondent added, 
that the court had given no opinion as to 
the ta£U in the cafe, about which both the 
counfel had declared that there would be 
no controverfy. 

After fome obfervations by the faid 
William Lewis, and Alexander James 
Dallas, they both declared to the court, 
•« that they did not any longer confider 
themfelves as counfel for John Fries, the 
prifoner.*' This refpondent then aflied 
the faid John Fries, whether he wifhed the 
court to appoint other counfel for his 
defence ? He refufed to have other coun- 
fel affigned ; in which he aQed, as this 
refpondent believes and charges, by the 
advice of the faid William Lewis, and AI. 
exander James Dallas : whereupon the 
court ordered the faid trial to be had on 
the next day, Thurfday the 24th of April, 
1800. 

On that day the trial was proceeded in ; 
and before the jurors were fwom, they 
were, by the direftion of the court, fever- 
ally afked on oath, whether they were ia 
any way related to the prifoner, and 
whether they had ever formed or deliver- 
ed any opinion as to his guilt or innocence, 
or that he ought to be punifhed ? Three 
of them antwerit^ in the affirmative, were 
withdrawn from the pannel. The faid 
John Fi^es was then informed by the 
court, tJm he had a right to challenge 
I thirty-five ot the jury, without (hewing 
Sny caofe ot challenge againft them, and 
as many more as he could (hew caufe of 
challenge againft. He did accordingly 
challenge peremptorily thirty-four of the 
jury, and the trial proceeded. In the 
evenipg, the court adjourned till the next 
day, Friday, the 25th of April ; when at- 
ter the diftrift attorney had ftated the prin- 
cipal fa6ls proved by the witneffes, and 
had applied the law to thofe fa3s, this re< 
fpondent, with the concurrence ot his col- 
league, the faid Richard Peters, delivered 
to the jury the charge contained and ex- 
preffed in exhibit marked No. 3, and 
herewith filed, which he prays may be 
taken as pari of this his anfwer. 

Immediately after the petit jury had de- 
livered their verdift, this refpondent infor- 
med the faid Fries, from the Bench, that 
it Jie,' or any perfon for him, could (hew 
any legal ground, or fufficient caule to ar- 
reft the judgment, ample time would be 
allowed him for that purpofe. But no 
caufe being (hewn, fcntence of death wag 
paffed on the faid Fries^ on Tuefday the 
fecond day ef May, 1800, the laft day ot 
the term ; and he was afterwards pard4)n- 
ed by John Adams, then Prefident ot the 
United States. 
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And this respondent frsrlKer answering sftitb, 
that if the two instances of misconduct, first sta- 
ted in support of the general charge, contained in 
the first article of impeachment, were true as al- 
ledgcd, yet the inference drawn from them* viz. 
*< that the said Fries was thereby deprived of the 
benefit of cotinscl for his defence,*' is not tnie. 
He insists that the said Fries was deprived 
cvf the benefit of counsel, not by any miscon- 
dxict of this respondent, b»t by the conduct and 
advice of the above mentioned William Lewis and 
Alexander James DaHas, who having been, with 
their own consent, assigned by the coort as counsel 
for the prisoner, withdrew from his defence, and 
advised liim to revise other counsel when offered to 
him by the court, under pretence that the law had 
been prejudged, and their liberty of conducting the 
defence, according to their own judgment, hnprop- 
crly restricted by this respoadeni ; but in reality be- 
cause they knew the law and the facts to be against 
them, and the case to be desperate, and supposed 
that their wirhdrawing themselves under this pre- 
tence, might excite odiom against tht court; might 
rive rise to an opinion that the prisoner had not been 
_Wirly tried : and in the event of a conviction, which 
from their knowledge of the law and the facts they 
knew to be almost certain, might aid the prisoner 
in an application to the president for a pardon. That 
such was the real motive of the said prisoner's coun- 
sel, for depriving their client of legfcl assistance 
on his trial, this respondent is fully persuaded, and 
expects to make appear, not only from the circum- 
stances of the case, but from their own frequent and 
pablic aeclarations. 

As little can this respondent be justly charged 
with having by any conduct of his, endeavoured to 
« wrest from the jury their mdisputabU right to 
hear argument, and defermine upon the question of 
law as well as the question of fact involved in the 
verdict which they were required to give.'* He de- 
nies, that he did at any time declare that the afore- 
said counsel should not at any time address the jury, 
or did in any manner hinder them frOm addres- 
aing the jury on the law as well as onthe facts ari- 
sing in the case. It was expressly stated in the co- 
py^ of his opinion delivered as above ^ forth to 
William Lewis, that the jury had a iigM tjo deter-' 
nine the law as well as the fact ; and-th^ said W. 
Lewis and Alex. J Dallas were expressly informed, 
before they declared their resohition to ahatidon the' 
defence, that they were at liberty to argue the law 
to the jury. This respondent believes that the eaid 
William Lewis dkl not read the opinion delivered to 
him as aforesaid, except a retf small part at the be- 
ginning of it, and of course attcd upon it without 
knowing its contents : and that the sakl Alexander 
James Dallas read no part of the sakl opinion until 
abput a year ago, when he saw a very imperfect co- 
nf made in court by a certain W. S. BiddJe. 

And* this respondent further answering, saith, 
that according to the constitution of the United 
States, chtl officers thereof, and no other persons, 
are subject to imptachment ; and they oidy for trea- 
son, bribery, corruption, or other high crime or 
misdemeanor, consisting in some act done or omit- 
ted, in violation of some law fort>idding or com- 
manding it \ on conviction of which act, they muit 
be removed from office *, and may, after conviction, 
he indicted and punished therefor, according to law. 
Hence it cteatly results, that no civil officer of the 
United States can be impeached, except for some 
offence for which he may be indicted at law ; and 
that no evidence can be received on an impeach- 
ment, except sach as on t n indictment at la^w, for 
the same offence wouldhe admiaible. That a judge 
catuu>t be indicted or punished according^ law, tr r 
any act whatever, done by him in his jindicial capa- 
city, and in a matter of which he has jurisdiction, 
thro* error of judgnrvent merdy, without corrupt 
motives, however manifest his error may be, is a 
principle resting on the tdafnest maxims of reason 
luid justice, supported by the highest I^gal authori- 
ty, and sanctioned by the universal sense of man- 
kind. He hath already endeavoured to shew, and 
he hopes with success, that sll the opinions de- 
IWered by him in the course of the trial now under 
considgratioDy were correct in themselves^ and in the | 



time and manner of expressing them ; and that e< 
ven admitting them to have been incorrect, there 
was Such strong reason in their favor, as to remove 
^rom his conduct every suspicion q£ improper mo- 
tives. If these opinions were incorrect, his mis- 
take, in adopting tnem,or in the time and manner of 
expressing thenn, eannot be imputed to him as an of- 
fence of any kind, much less as a high crime or 
misdemeanor, for which he ought to be removed 
firom office, unless it can be shewn by clear and le- 
gal evidence, that he acted from corrupt motives.*- 
Should it be considered that some impropriety is at- 
tached to his conduct, in the time and mode of ex- 
pressmg any of these opinions ; still he apprehends 
that a very wide difference exists between such im- 
propriety, the casual effect ef human infirmity, and 
a high crime and misdemeanor for which he may 
be impeached, and must on conviction be removed 
from office. 

Finally, this respondent having thus laid before 
this honorable court a true state of his case, so far 
as respects the first article of impeachment, declares, 
upon the strictest review of his conduct during the 
whole trial of John Fries for treason, that he was 
not on that occasion unmindful of the solemn du- 
ties of his office as judge i that he faithfully and 
impartially, and according to the best of his ability 
and understanding, discharged those duties towards 
the said John Fries ; and that he dkl not in any 
manner, during the said trial, conduct himself arbi- 
trarily, unjustly or oppressively, as he is accused 
by the honorable the House of Representatives. 

And the Saul Samuel Chase, for plea to the said 
first article of impeachment, saith, that he is not 
guilty of any high crime ormisdemeanor, as in and 
by the said first article is alledged ; and this he prays 
may be enquired of by thi^ honorable court, m 
such manner as law and justis^}- shall seem to them 
to require. 

The second acticle of impeachment charges, that 
this respondent, at the tyial of James Thompson Cal- 
lender for a libel, in May 1800, did, «< with intent 
te oppress and procure the conviction of the said 
Callender, oveirule the objection of John Basset^ 
one of the jury, who wished to be excused from 
serving on the trial, because he had made up his 
mind as to the publicatloo from which the words, 
charged to be libellous in the indictment were ex- 
tracted." 

In answer to this article, the respondent admits 
that he did, as one of the associate justices of the su- 
_preme court of the United states, hold the circuit 
court of the United States, for the district of Vir- 
ginia at Richmond, on Thursday the 22d day of 
May« in the year 1800. and from that day, till the 
30th of the same month ; When Cyrus Griffin, then 
district judge of the United States for the distrkt 
of Virginia, took his seat in the said court ; and that 
during the residue of that session of the said court, 
which continued till the day of June, in 

the same year, this respondent and the said Cyrus 
Griffin, held the said court together. But how far 
any of the other matters charged in this article, are 
founded in truth or law, will appear from the fol- 
lowing statement ; which he submits to this hon- 
ourable court, by way of answer to this part of the 
accusation. 

By an act of Congress passed on the 4th day of 
May, A. D. 179S, it is among other things enacted, 
«« That if any person shall write, print, utter or 
publish, or shall knowingly and wittingly a<;sist and 
aid in writhig, printing, uttering or publishing, any 
false, scandalous, and malicious writing or writings, 
against the President of the United States, with 
intent to defame, or to bring him into contempt or 
disrepute, such person, being thereof convicted, 
shall be punished by fine, not exceeding two thou- 
sand dollars, and by imprisonment, not exceeding 
two years ;" and, «« that if any person shall be pro- 
secuted under this act,' it shall be lawful fer him to 
give in evidence in his defence, the truth' of the 
matter coi)tained in the publication charged as a 
libel ; and the jury shall have a right to determine 
the law and the fact, under the direction of the 
court, as in other cases,'* as in and by the said act, 
commonly called the itOitUm lav»^ to which thi» 



respondent begs leave to refer thb honorable court, 
will more fully appear. 

At the meeting of the last abo\'e mentioned cir- 
cuit court, this respondent, as requirtd hy the du- 
ties of his office, delivered a charge to the grand ju- , 
ry ,; in which according to hb constant practice, aind 
to his duty as a judge, he gave in charge to them, 
several acts of Congress for the punishment of of- 
fences, and among them, the above nrentioned act, 
called the sedition lawt and directed the said jury 
to make particular enquiry, concerning any breaches 
of these statutes or any of them, within the district 
of Virginia. On the 24ih day of May, 1800, the 
sudjury found an indictment against orve James 
Thompson Callender, for printing and publishing, 
against the form of the said act of Cotigress, a false, 
scandalous and malicious libel, called «* The Pros- 

Sect before Us,** against John Adams, then Presi- 
ent of the United States, in his official character as ' 
Pteskient; as appears by an official copy of the said 
indictment, marked exhibit No, 4. which this res- 
pondent begs leave to make part of this his an>* 
swer. 

On Wednesday, the 28th day of thes^me month. 
May, 1800. Phillip Norbonne Nicholas, Esq now 
attorney general of the state of Virginia, and 
George Hay, Esq. now district attorney of the U. 
States, for the djstrict of Vhrginia, appeared in die 
said circuit court as counsel for the said Callender; 
and on Tuesday the third of June following, his trial 
commenced, before this respondent, and the said 
Cyrus Griffin, who then sat as assistant judge. The 
petit jurors being called over, eight of them appear- 
ed, namely, Robert Gamble, Bernard MacKhamy 
John Barrdl, William Austin, William Richardson, 
Thomas Tmsley, Matthew Harvey and John Bas^ 
set ; who as they came co the Book to be sworn, 
were severally asked on oath, by direction of the 
court, " whether they had ever formed and deliver- 
ed any opinion respecting the subject matter then 
to be tried, or concerning the charges contamed in 
the indktment ?" They all answered in thenegativok 
and were sworn in chief to try the issue. The 
couftfisel tor the s»d Callender declaring, that it was 
unn^essary to put this question to the other foot 
jtnymen, Williara Mayo, James Havres, Hemy S. 
Shore and John Prior, they also were immediately 
twom in chief. No challenge was made by the said 
Callender or his counsel, to any of these jurtn^ t 
but the said counsd declared, that they would rely 
on the answer that should be given by the said 
jurors, to the question thus put by order of the 
court. 

After the above-mentioned John Basset, whom 
this respondent supposes and admita to be the per^ 
son mentioned in the article of impeachment now 
under consideration, had thus answered in the neg- 
ative, to the question put to him by order of the 
court, as above-nnentioned, which this reapoudeitt 
states to be the legal and prq)er question, to be 
put to jurors on such occasions, he expressed to 
the court, his wish to be excused from serving on 
the said trial, because he had made up his mind, or 
had farmed hia opinion, •• that the publicationa ca^* 
led • The Prospect before Us,' from which the 
words chatged in the indictment as libellous, were 
said to be extracted, but which he had never seen, 
was, according to the representation of it, which he 
had received, within the sedation law.'* But the 
court did not consider this declaration by the said 
John Basset, as a sufficient reason for withdrawing 
him from the jury, and accordingly directed him to 
be sworn in chief. 

In this opinion and decision, as in all the others 
delivered during the trial m question, this respond- 
ent concurred with his colleague, the afore-mention- 
ed Cyrus Griffin, in whom none of these opinions 
have been considered as criminal. He contends 
that the opinion itself was legal and correct ; and 
he denies that he concurred in it, under the influence 
of any •« spirit of persecution and iujostke,'* or whh 
any ^ intent to oppress and procure the conviction 
of the prisoner ;*' as is most untruly alledged by the 
second article of impeachment. His reasons were 
correct and legal. He will submit them with eonfi- 
denceto this hotK>rab1e coiut ; which, although -il 
canopt condemn him ^r an inccrrect cpiniop, pro- 
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ccedmg from an honttt error in j uclgtm nt^mnd ought | 
not to take on itself the power of enqoiring into ihe 
' correctness of Im decisions, but merely that of ex- 
amining the par:ty of his motives ; will ne^'erthe- 
Icss weigh his reasons, for the purpose of judging 
kow ftar tlicy arc of sufficient force, to justtfy a be* 
lief that they might have appeared satisfactory to 
him. Tf they might have so appeared, if the opin- 
ion which he founded on them be not so palpably 
and gianngly wrong/as to rarry with it Internal evi- 
dence of corrupt mothres, he cannot in dehverin|^ it 
have committed an offence. 

This honorable court need not be informed, that 
it is the duty of courts before which criminal trials 
take place, to prevent jurors from being excused for 
I4g»|t and insufficient causes. Hthis r^ie were not 
observed^ it would follow, that as serving on such 
trials as a juror, is apt to be a very disagreeable bu- 
siness, especially to those best qualified for it, there 
would be great diiBoilty, and often an impossibility, 
Vk finding proper luries. The law has therefore 
established a fixed and general rule on this subject, 
calculated not to gratify the wishes or the unreason- 
able scruples of jurors, but to secure to ihe party aC] 
cosed, as far as in the imperfection of h«man natnre 
jc can be secured, a fair and impartial trial. The 
criterion established by this rule is,' ** that the juror 
stands indifferent between the govemmeat and the 
nerson accused, as to the matter in itew, on the in- 
diconent." This indifference is always, according to 
a well known maxim of law, to be presumed, imless 
tlie contrary appear ; and the contiary may be aW 
ledged by way of excuse by the juror himself, or by 
tbe prisoner by wi^ of challenge. £veii if not al- 
ledged, it may be inquired into by the court of its 
own n\ere moti«n» or on the suggestion of the pris- 
oner, and it may be established by confession of the 
jaror tafimself, on oath, or by other testimony. 

But ki order to shew that a juror does not ** stand 
indifferent between the acctner and the accused, tu 
%o the matter in Utue" it is not sufficient to prove 
that he has expressed a general opinion, ** that such 
an offence A that charged by the indictment ougjfit to 
teponished ;" or <* that the party accused, if guilty 
c£the ofence charged against him, ought to be pun- 
ished ;** or '« that a book, for printing and pubiish- 
ing which the party is indicted, comes wiihin the 
law on which the mdictment b founded/' All 
these are general expressions of opinion, as to the 
criminality of an act of which the party Is accused, 
snd of which he may be guilty ; not declarations sf 
aa opinion that he actually is guilty of the offence 
with wMch he stands charged. It is impossible for 
a man In society to avoid havings, and extremely 
difficult for him to avoid expressing an opinion, as 
to the criroinality or inno(ience of those acts, which 
for the most pabrt, are the subjects of indictments 
for offences of a public nature ; such as treason, se- 
dition, and Itbds against the govemmeat. Such 
acts always engage public attention, and become the 
subject of public conversation ; and if to have form- 
ed or expressed an opinion, as to the general nature 
of those acts, were a sa£kient ground of challenge 
to a juror, when alledged against him, or of excuse 
from serving when alledged by himself, it wonld be 
in the power of almost every offisnder.to prevent a ju- 
ry from being impannelted to try him;, and of almost 
every roan, to exempt himself from the unpleasant 
task' of serving on such juries. The magnitude and 
faeinous nature of an ofl&ice, would give it a greater 
tendency to attract public attention, iAkI to draw 
forth public expressions of indigtiation } and would 
ttaas increase its chance of impunity. 

To the tirescnt case this reasoning applies with 

f>?culiar force. The «* Prospect before Us" is a 
ibel v> profligate and atrocious, that it excited dis- 
gust ana indtgnatloB in every breast not wholly de- 
praved. Even those whose interest it was intended 
to promote^ were, as this respondent has under- 
stood, and believes, either so much ashamed of it, 
or so aprehensive of its effects, that great pains 
were taken by them to withdraw it from public 
and general circulation. Of such a pi^lication, it 
must Jiave been exrremdy difficult to find a man of 
sofficknt character and information, to serve on a 
Jury, .who hitft not formed itn op^on| either from I 



his knowledge, orfrom report. The juror \H ihepre 
sent case had expressed no o])lnion. He had for- 
med no croinion, as to the facts. He had never 
seen the "Prospect before Us," and therefore could 
have formed no fixed or certain opinion about its na- 
ture or contents. They had been reported to him, 
and he had formed an opinion that if they were 
such as reported, the book was withii:^ the scope 
and operation of a law for the punishment of 
** false, scandalous and malicious libels, against the 
president in his official capacity, written or published 
with intent to defame him" And who is there,, that 
having either seen the book or heard of it, had not 
necessarily formed the same opinion. 

But tnis juror had formed no opinion about the 
guilt or innocence of the party accused ; which depen- 
ded on four facts wholly dtstinct from the opinion he 
had formed. First, whether the contents of the 
book were really such as had been represented to 
him ? Secondly, whether they should, on the trial, be 
proved to be true ? Thirdly, whether the party ac- 
cused was really the author or publisher of this 
book ? And fourthly, whether he wrote or publish- 
ed it «' with intent to defame the President, or to 
bring him into contempt or disrepute, or to excite 
against him the hatred of the good people of 
the United States^?*' On all these questions, the 
mind of the juror was perfectly at large, notwith-* 
standing the opinirm he had formed. He might, 
consistently with that opiiflon, determine them all 
in the negative ; and it was on them that the issue 
between the United States and James Thompson 
Callender dei)ended. Consequently, this juror, not- 
withstanding the opuiion which he had thus formed, 
dkl stand indifferent as to the matter in issue, in the 
legal and proper sense, and in the only sense in which 
such indifference can ever exist; and therefore his 
having formed that opinion, was not such an excuse 
as coidd have justified the court in discharging him 
from the jury. 

That this juror did not himself consider this o- 
pinion, as an opmion respecting the <« matter in is- 
sue," appears dearly from this circumstance, that 
when called upon to answer on oath, ** whether be 
had expressed any opinion as to the matter m issue \ 
he answered that he had not. Which clearly proves 
that'he did not regard the circumstance of hts hav- 
ing formed this opinion, as a legal excuse, which 
oQght to exempt him of right from serving on the 
jury ; but merely suggested it as a motive of deli- 
cacy, which induced hi^i to wish to be excused. 
To such motives of delicacy, however commenda- 
ble in the person who feels them, it is impossible 
for courts of justice to yield, without putting it in 
the power of every man. under pretence of such 
scruples, to exempt himself from those duties which 
all the citizens are bound to perform Courts of 
justice must regulate themselves by legal principles, 
which are fixed and universal ; not by delicate scru- 
ples, which admit ot endless variety, according to 
the varying opinions and feelings of men. 

Such were the reasons of this respondent, and he 
presumes of his colleague the said Cyrus Griffin, for 
ref jsing to excuse the said John Basset, from serv- 
ing on the jury aboveraentioned. These reasons, 
and the decision founded on them, he insists were 
legal and valid. But if the reasons should be con- 
sidered as invalki, and the decision as erroneous, can 
they be considered as so clearly and flagrantly incor- 
rect, as to justify a conclusion that they were adop- 
ted by this respondent, through improper motives ? 
are not these reasons stiffieiently strong, or sufficient- 
ly plausible, to justify a candid and liberal mind in 
believing, that aC ^udge might honestly have regar* 
ded thein as solid ? Has it not been conceded, by 
the omission to prosecute judg^ Griffin far this de- 
cision, that his error, if he committed one, was an 
honest error ? Whence this distinction between this 
respondent and his colleague } And why is that opin- 
ion imputed to one as a crime which in the other is 
considered as innocent ? 

And the said Samuel Chase, for plea to the said 
Second articie of impeachment, saith, that he is not 
guilty of any high crime or misdemeanor, as in aiul 
by said second article is alledged against him ; and 
this he pra/s may be enquired of hf this honorable 



court, in such manner as law and justice shall seem 
to them to require 

The third article of impeachment alled;rcs that 
this respondent " with intent to oppress and procn e 
the convictioH of the prisoner, did not permit the ev- 
idence of John Taylor, a material witness in behalf 
of the said Callender, to be given in, on |ne»ence that 
the said witness could not prove the truth of the whole 
of one of the charges, contained in the iiid'ctment, 
although the said charge embraced move than one 
fast." 

In answer to this charge, this respondent begs 
leave to submit tlie following facts and observa- 
tions. 

The indictment against James Thompson Callen- 
der, wjiich has been abeady mentioned, and of 
which a copy is exhibited with this answer, con* 
sis'cd of two distinct and separate counts, each of 
which contained twenty distinct and independent 
charges or sets of words. Each of ihrfse sets of 
words was charged as a libel ap^ainst John Adams, 
as president of the United States— and the f.velfih 
charge embraced the following words, «* He (mean- 
ing president Adams) was a •professed aristocrat; 
he proved fa'thful a;id serviceable to the British 
interest," The defence set up was confined to 
this charge, and was rested upon the truth of the 
words. To the other nineteen charges, no de- 
fence of any kind was attempted or spoken of, ex* 
cept such as might arise from the supposed un- 
constitutionality of the sedition law ; which, if 
solid, applied to the twelfth charge as well as to 
the other nineteen. It was to prove the truth of 
these words, that John Taylor, the person men- 
Honed in the article of impeachment now under 
connderatkm, was offered as a witness. It can 
hardly be necessary to remind this honorable ^court» 
that when an indictment for a libel contams several 
distinct charges, founded on a distinct sets of words» 
the party accused, who in such case is called the 
«• travtfscr,** must be convicted, unless he makes a 
sufficient defence against every chairge. His inno- 
cence on oae, does not prove him innocent on the 
others. If the sedition law should be considered as 
anconstitiitumal, the whole indictment, including this 
twelf)ch <^iarge,.mast fall to the ground, whether 
the wbf()^ in. question .were proved to be true or not. 
If the law should be considered as constitutional, 
then the. traverser, wjiether the words in the 
twelfth thaige were proved to be true or not, must 
be convicted on the other nineieen charges, against * 
which no defence was offered. This conviction on 
nineteen charges, would put the traverser as com- 
pletely in the power of the court, by whicl> the a- 
mount of the fine and the term of imnrisoiunent 
were to be fixed, as a conviction upon all the twen- 
ty charges. The imprisonment could not exceed 
two years, nor the fine'be more than two thousantl 
dollars If then this re^>ondent were desh-ous of 
procuring the conviction of the traverser, he was 
sure of Ids object, without rejecting the testimony 
of John Taylor. If his tempertowards the trav- 
erser were so vindictwe, as tonnake him feel anx- 
ious to ob'.ain an opportunity and excuse for inflic- 
ting on him the whole extent of punishment per« 
mitted by the law, still a conviction on nineteen 
charges afforded this opportunity and excuse, as fullv 
as a conviction on twenty chai-ges. One slander 
moie or less, hi such a publication as the «* Prospect 
before Us^^* could surely be of ao moment. To at- 
tain this object, therefore, it was not necessary t© 
reject the testimony of John Ta>lor. 

That the court did not feel this vindictive spirit, 
is cleariy evinced by the rooderarion of the ^nmish* 
ment, #hich actually was inflicted on the traverser, 
after he was convicted of the whole twenty char- 
ges. Instead of two thousand dollars, he was fired 
only two hundred, 'and was sentenced to only nine 
month's imprisonmenr, instead of two years. And 
this respondent avers,that he never felt or expressed 
a wish to go further j but ihajt in this decision, as 
yreW as in every other given in tlie coiu-sc of tlie trial, 
he fuHy and freely concurred with hia colleague, 
judge Griffin. 

As a further proof that his rejection of this testi- 
mony did not proceed iVcjii ariy inipr;>per motive. 
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but from a conviftion in his mind that it 
was legally inadmiffiblc, and that it was, 
therefore his duty to rejeft it, he begs 
leave to (late, thst-he intcrlercd, in order to 
prevail on the diftrift attorney to withdraw 
/ his objeflion to thole queflions, and con- 
fen t to their being put; which that officer 
reli\fed to do on the ground *' thai he did 
not feel himfell at liberty to confent to 
fuch a departure from legal prii\ciples." 

Hence appears the utter futility of a 
charge, which attributes to this refpond- 
ent a purpofe as abfurd as it was wicked ; 
and without the flighted proof, imputes to 
the worft motives in him the fame aflion, 
which in his colleague is confidered as free 
from blame. But this' refpondent will 
not content himfelf with (bowing, that his 
conduft in concurring with his colleague 
jn the fcjeSion of John Tavlor's teftimony, 
could not have proceeded from the mo- 
tives afcribed to him ; but he will Oiew that 
this rejeftion, if not ftri^Iy legal and prop- 
er, as he believes and infills that it is, rells 
on legal reafons of fufficient force to fatif- 
fy every mind, that a judge might have 
fincerely confidered it as correct. 

The words ftated as the grdund pf the 
twelfth charge abovemeniioned, are Hated 
in the indiftment as one entire and indi- 
vifible paragraph, conftituting one entire 
offence. This refpondent confidered them 
at the trial, and dill confiders them, as 
conftituting one entire charge, and one en- 
tire offence ; and that they muft be tafcen 
together in order to explain and fupport 
each other. It is clear that no words are 
indiflable as libellous, except fucTx as ex- 
prefsly, or by plain amplication, charj^e 
the pcrfon againft whom they are publifli- 
ed, with fome offence either legal or mor- 
al. To be an • ariftocrat," is not itfelf an 
offence, either legal or moral, even. if it 
were a charge Aifceptible of proof ; nei- 
ther was it an offence either legal or moraf, 
for Mr. Adams to be • faithful and ferv- 
iceable to the Britilh intereft,' unlefs he 
thereby betrayed or endangered the inter- 
effs of his own country ; which does not 
neceffarily "follow, and is not dircftly al- 
ledged in the publication. Thefe two 
phrafes, therefore, taken feparately, charge 
Mr. Adams with no oflcnce of any kind ; 
and, confequenily, c^uld not be indi3a- 
ble as libellous : but taken together, they 
convey the implication that Mr. Adams, 
being an 'ariftocrai,' ihat is, an enemy to 
the republican gnvcrnmcnt of his own 
country, had fubfcivcd the Britifh in- 
terelf, againfl the intereft of his own 
country which would, in his fituation, have 
been an offence both moral and legal j to 
charg^^im whh it was, therefore, libel- 
lous. 

Admitting, therefore, thefe two phrafes 

> to conftitute^one diftiD6t charge, and one 

entire offence, this refpondent qopfid^rs 



and flotes it* to be law, that no juftifica- 
lion which went to part only of the offence, 
could be received. Ihc plea of juffifica- 
tion muft always arrfwcr the whole charge, 
or it is bad on the demurrer ; for this plain 
reafon, that the obje£l of the plea is to 
fhew the party's innocence ; and he can- 
not be innocent, if the accufation againft 
him be fupported in part. Where the 
matter of defence may be given in evi- 
dence, without being formally pleaded, the 
fame rules prevail. This defence muft be 
of the fame nature, and equally complete, 
in one cafe as in the other. The only dif- 
ference is in the manner of bringing it for- 
ward. Evidence, therefore, which goes 
only to juftify the charge in part, cannot 
be received. It is not indeed neceffary, 
that the whole of this evidence ihould be 
bgiven by one witnefs. The juflification 
may confift of feveral fafls, fome of which 
may be proved by one perfon, and fome, 
by another. But proof in fuch cafes, nfuft 
be offered as to the "whole, or it cannot be 
received. 

In the cafe under confideration, no proof 
was offered as to the whole matter contain- 
ed in the twelfth article. No witnefs ex- 
cept the above-mentioned John Taylor, 
was produced or mentioned. When a 
witnefs is offered to a court, and jury, it is 
the right and duty of the court, to^^equirc a 
flatement of the matters intended to be 
proved by him. This is the invariable 
practice of all our courts, and was done 
moft properly by this refpondent and his 
colleague, on the occafion in queftion. 
From the ftatement given by the traver- 
fcr's counfel, of what they expefcled to 
prove by the (aid witnefs, it appeared that 
his teftimony could have no poffible ap- 
plication to any part of the indiftment, 
except the twelfth charge above-mention- 
ed, and but a very weak and imperleft ap- 
plication even to that part. The court, 
therefore, as it was their right and duty, 
requefted that the queftions intended to 
be put to the witnefs, fhould be reduced to 
writing, and fubfriitted to their infpeft- 
ion ; fo as to enable them to judge more^ 
accurately, how far thofe queflions were 
proper ^nd admiffible. This being done, 
the queftions were of the following tenor 
and effeft :— 

iff. •' Did you ever hear Mr. Adams 
exprefsany fentiments favorable to monar- 
chy, or * ariftocracy,*and what they were ?" 
2nd. " Did you ever hear Mr. Adams, 
while Vice-prefident^ cxprefs his difap- 
probation of the funding fyftcm ?*' 

3rd. •* Do you know whether Mr. Ad- 
ams did not, in the year 1794, vote againft 
the fequefiration of Britifh debts, and al- 
fo againft the bill for fufpending ijnter- 
coorfc with Great Britain ?" 

The fecond queftion it is manifeft, haJ 
nothing to do with the twelfth charge ; 



for Mr. Adams' approbation ordifappro* 
bation ot the funding iyftem, could not 
have the moft remote tendency to prove 
that he was an ariftocrat, or had proved 
faithful and ferviccable to the Britifh in-^ 
tereft. In that part of t,hc publication 
which furnifhes the matter of the thir^ 
teenth charge in the indiftment, it is in- 
deed ftated that Mr. Adams, «* when but 
in a fecondary ftation, cenfured'the fund- 
ing fyftera," but thefe words are in them- 
felves wholly immaterial : and no attempt 
was made, nor any evidence offered or 
fpoken of, to prove the truth of the other 
matter contained in the thirteenth charge* 
It was from their connexion with that 
other matter, that thefe words could alone 
derive any imporance ; and confequently 
their truth or falfhood was altogether im* 
material, while that other matter remain- 
ed improved. This queftion, tlicrefore, 
which went folely to thofe immaterial 
words, was clearly inadmiflible. The 
third queftion was, in reality, as far as the 
fecond from any connexion with the mat^ 
in iffue, although its irrelevancy is nol 
quite fo apparent, Mr* Adams having 
voted againft the two meafures alluded to 
in that queftion, it he did in taft vote 
againft them, could by no means prove 
that he was ** faithful and ferviccable to 
the Britifh intereft," in any fenfe, much 
lefs with thofe improper and criminal 
views, with which the publication in quef<v 
tion certainly meant to charge him. He 
might, in the honeft and prudent perform-i 
ance of his duty towards bis government 
and his country, incidentally promote the 
intereft of another country ; but it waa 
by no means competent for a jury to infer 
from thence, that he was ^* faithful" tQ 
that other country, or, in other words, 
that he held the interefts of that other 
country chiefly in view, and was aftuated 
in giving his vote by a defire to promote 
them, independently of, or without regard 
to the interefts of his own country. Such 
an inference could not be made from the 
faft, admitting it to be true. The faft^ 
if true, was no evidence to fupport fuch 
an inference, therelore the faft was im- 
material ; and as it is the prpvince and 
duty ot the court, in fuch circumflances^ 
to decide on the rnateriality of lafts of- 
fered ip evidence, it follows clearly, that 
it was the right and duty of the court ,^ 
in this inftancc, to tcjlR the third qucf 
tion ; an affirmative anfwer to which, 
could have proved nothing in fupport of 
thedefence.

O abler hands belongs the tafk 
of treating as k ought to be treated, that 
mll-important tranfaftion, which to a far 
greater degree 'than any thing elfe that has 
occurred fince the adoption of the conili- 
tution, has interefted ^nd agitated your 
minds.. ..the impeachment, trial, and ac- 
quittal of J'jdge Chafe. — The motives 
which led to this perfecution — the manner 
in which it was condu£led, and its finsil i/- 
j^, are all fubjefts demanding for their 
dircuffion, talents (uperior to thofe we 
profefs to pofTefs. Compared to the mag- 
nitade of thefe fubjefts, we tee! even Ie(s 
iban crickets at the foot of a tower. We 
therefore " humble ourlelves before thjp 
undertaking,** and beg leave to offer a few 
remarks. 

It cannot be denied, that yonr honoi^, 
your dignity, your rights, and your liber-i 
ties, were all involved in the fate of Judge 
Chafe. Had the defigns of his enemies^ 
and yotjr enemies been crowned with 
facccfs, the laft barrier agatnft the intro- 
dufiion of the word ot tyranny, (an un- 
reilrained democracy) would have been 
defiroyed. Your greateft men and your 
be* patriots would have been fuccellively 
hunted down ; and at length the only dread- 
ful alternative would have remained, of 
eiiher yielding to oppreflion, or of feeking 
redrefs in ih^laji refort o\ an injured 
people.

Had the trial of Judge Chafe termina- 
ted in his condemnation, his perfecutors, 
with more pHaufibility, but with not an at- 
om the more truth, might have plumed 
themfelves on the purity of their motives. 
But the refult makes us fufpicious, that the 
motive and theraeafure were equally wick- 
ed w 

Judge Chafe was appointed to office by 
the Walhington adminiftration. He is a 
firm, inflexible friend to the conftitution ; 
and an honeft and independent judge. It 
's not, therefore, furprizing, that he fhould 
be hated by thofe who loved not Wafhing. 
t«n — who are daily attempting to deftrby 
the conftitution piecemeal-^and who, as if 
by inftinft, tremble at the very name of 
an uprig^it judge. 

Judge Chafe prefidcd at the court where 
Callender was tried, convifled and pun- 
ifhed for writing and publlfhing one of the 
moft flagrant and abominable libels againft 
Wiifhington and Adams, and the moft 
outrageous written attack on the conftitu- 
*ion, that has ever difgraced the Atnerican 
prefs. It is not furprizing, then, that the 
man who encouraged that Callender, ky 



familiar letters and by large fums of mo- 
ney, to publiih that libel, ibouid feel in* 
imical to the judge who prefided at bis tri- 
al : Nor is it furprizing tiat the fame 
hand which was extended to cherifh the 
criminal, and remit bis fine, ibouid be 
ftretched forth to bear down and crufli the 
judge who inflifled it. 

Judge Chafe alfo prefided attbe trial of 
the infurgent. Fries, who was convi£bd 
of treafonand condemned to death. Thofe 
who contend for " the holy right of infur- 
rcSion,** will find it difficult to forgive 
him for this aft of oppreifion. That th« 
perfecutors of the judge are among this 
aun!iber will appear from their having rai- 
fed to one of thehigheft ports in the gov- 
ernment, a man who was one of the earli* 
eft fomentors of the infurre£lion in which 
Fries was engaged. 

All or either of thefe circumfiaaces 
might have been fufficient and more thaa 
fufficieot, to have induced Jefferfon, Ran- 
dolph, and others, to wifh for the im- 
peachment and removal of Judge Chafe, 
But from what tranfpir^d in congrefs after 
the acquittal, we are led to believe that 
thepromoteisof the profecution were ur- 
ged to themeafure by fomething worfe than 
mere perfonal hatred towards the judge. 
Randolph, after being defeated in his pro- 
je£l of impeachment, immediately propo« 
fed an alteration of the conftitution, to 
give to the prefident the power of remo- 
ving the judges, on being addrelTed by 
two thirds of both houfes of Congrefs* 
Nicholfon propofed another alteration, giv* 
ing 10 the ftate legiflatures the power of re- 
calling their (enators whenever they pleafe. 
Hence it is evident, that the main obje£fc 
of thefe men, is to get rid of the prefent 
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judges of the Supreme Court — -ihat they 
may fill their places with men more Tub* 
lervient to the will of the party now in 
power. This being done, Congrefs might 
pafs unconftitutional laws, or in any other 
way opprefs the i^eaker party, fearlefs ot 
the check which the framers o\ the conftt- 
tution intended the judiciary Ihould fur. 
nifli. Mr. Jefferfon, in rueful moocf, h^as 
faid of the judges and other officers, ^*Jew 
die — none refign,** He, therefore, fent 
forth his ** littLe David, with his fling and 
Aones/' to bring them to the ground.

WASIhINGTON, MARCH 4, 1805. 

This day, at twelve o'clock, THOMAS 
JEFFERSON, Prejident of the United 
States^ took the oath of office, and de- 
livered ike following Inaugural Speech 
in the Senate Chamber, in the prefence 
of the two Houfes, and a large con- 
courfe of citizens.

JL ROCEEDING, fellow, citizens, 
to that qualification which the conflitution 
requires before my entrance on the charge 
again conterred on me, it is my duty to 
exprefs the deep fenfe I entertain of this 
new proof of confidence from nty fellow- 
citizens at large, and the zeal with which' 
it infpires me fo to condu6l myfelf as may 
bed fatisly their juft expeflations. 

On taking this (lation on a former oc- 
cafion, I declared the principles on which 
I believed it rov duty toadminifier the af- 
fairs of our commonwealth. My con- 
fcicncc tells me, that I have, on every 
occaGon, a£led up to that declai^atton, ac- 
cording to its obvious import, and to the 
underfhnding of every candid mind. 

In the tratifafiion o\ your foreign af. 
fairs, we have endeavored to cultivate the 
friend (hip of all nations, and efpecially of 
thofewith which we have the moft im- 
portant relations. We have done them 
juftice on all occafions, favored where 
favor was lawful, and cherifhed mutual 
intereits and iotercourfe on lair and equal 
terms. We are firmly convinced, and 
we aft on that convifiion, that with na- 
tions, as wiih individual*, our imerefts. 
foundly calculated, will ever be found 
infeparable from our moral duties. And 
hiftory bears witnefs to the f^ft, that a jufl 
nation is truiled on its word, when re- 1 



coufe is had to armaments and wars to 
bridle others. 

At home, feIlow-citizen«,you beft know 
whether we have done well or ill. The 
fuppreffion ol unneccfTary offices, ot ufe- 
lefs eftabliihments and expences, ena- 
bled us to difcontinue our imernal taxes. 
Thefe, covering our land with officers, 
and opening our doors to their intrufion, 
and already begun that procefs of domi- 
ciliary vexation,^ which^ once entered, is 
fcarcely to be reftrained from reaching 
fucceffively every article of produce and 
of property. If, among thefe taxes, fome 
minor ones fell, which had not been in* 
convenient it was becaufe their amount 
would not have paid the officers' who col- 
lected them, and becaufe, if they had any 
merit, the State authorities might adopt 
them', inftead of others lefs approved. 

The remaining revenue on the con- 
fumption of foreign articles, is paid chiefly 
bythofe who can afford to add' foreign 
luxuries to domeftic comforts. Being 
colleQed on our fea-board and frontiers 
only, and incorporated with the tranf- 
aBions of our mercantile citizens, it may 
be the pleafure and the pride of an Amer- 
ican to afk what farmer, what mechanic, 
what laborer ever fees a tax gatherer in 
the United States ? Thefe contributions 
enable us to fupport the current expen- 
ces of the government, to fulfil <rontra6ls 
with foreign nations, to extinguifh the 
native right of foil within our limits, to 
extend thofe limits, and to apply fuch a 
furplus to our public debts, as places at 
a (hort day their final redemption, and 
that redemption once efiefled, the revenue 
thereby liberated, may be a jufl reparti- 
tion among the States, and a correfpond- 
ent amendment of the conffitution be ap- 
plied, in time of peace, to rivers, canals, 
roads, arts, manufa£lures, education, and 
other great objefts within each State : In 
time of war, if injufiice by ourfelves or 
others muft fometinies produce war, in- 
creafed as the fame revenue will be by in- 
creafed population and confumption, and 
aided by other refources refervcd for that 
crifis, it may meet within the year all the 
expences of the year, without encroaching 
on the rights of future generations, by 
burthening them wich the debts of the 
paff. Wat will then be but a fufpenfion 
ol ufeful works, and a return to the pro- 
grefs of improvement. 

I have faid, fellow-citizens, that the 
income referved had enabled us to extend 
our limits ; but that extenfion may poffi- 
biy pay for itfelf before we are called 
on, and in the mean time may keep down 
the accruing intereft. In all events it 
will replace the advances we (ball have 
made. I know that the acquifition of 
Louiliana has been difapproved by fome 
from a candid apprebeofioa that the ea- 



largementof our territory may endanger 
its union. But who can limit the extent 
to which the federative principle may op. 
erate efltaively ? The larger our aflbci. 
ation the lefs will it be fhaken by local 
paffions. And in any view, is it not bet- 
tertbat tlie oppofHc bank ot the Miflifip. 
pi fhould be fettled by our Owo brethren 
and children, than by firangers of another 
family ? , With which fhall we be moft 
likely to I ive in harmony and friendly io- 
tercourfe ? 

In oiatters of religion I have confidered 
that its free exercife is placed by the con- 
flitution, independent of tfie powers of the 
general government. I have therefore 
undertaken, on no oc cafion, to prefcribe 
the- religious exercife fuited to tt : but. 
h^ve left them, as the conflitution found 
them, under ttie dire£lion and difciplineof 
the State or church authorities, acknowl. 
edged by the feveral religious foqieties. 

The alH>r]ginal inhabitants of thefe 
countries, I have regarded with the com* 
miferation their hiftory infpires. Endow-/ 
ed with the facukiet and the rights of 
men, breathing an ardent love oi liberty 
and independence, and occup>'ing a coun- 
try which left them no defire but to be 
undifturbed, the ffream of overflowing 
population from other regions dire£led 
Itfelf on thefe fhores. Without power to 
divert, or habits to contend again ft it, they 
have been overwhelmed by the current, or 
driven before it. Now reduced within li- 
mits tcfo narrow for the hunter fUue,human- 
ity enjoins us to teach the'm agriculture and 
the domeftic arts ; to encourage them to 
that induftry which alone can enable them 
10 maintain their place in exiftence, and J^ 
prepare them in time for that ftateoffo- 
cieiy, which, to bodily comforts, adds the 
improvement of the mind and morals. 
We have, therefore, liberally furnifhed 
them with the implements of huibandry 
and boufehold ufe : we have placed among 
them ir.ftru^iois in the arts gf firft neceffi- 
ty ; and they arc covered with the aegis of 
the law againft aggrefTors from among 
ourfelves. 

But the endeavors to enlighten llicm on 
the fate which awaits their prefent courfe 
of life, to induce them to exercife their 
reafon, follow its didates, and change their 
poifuitswith the change of cincumftan- 
ces, have powerful obllacles to encoun- 
ter. They are combatted by the habits of 
thtir bodies, prejudices of their minds, ig- 
norance, pride, and the influence of inter- 
efted and crafty individuals among them, 
who feel fhemfelves fomething in the pre- 
fent order of things, and fear to become 
nothing in any other. Thefe perfons in- 
culcate a fanaimonious reverence for the 
cufloms of their anceftors ; that whaifoev- 
er they did muft be done through all time ; 
that rcafon is a f alfe guide, and to advance 
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und«r tU coonfel in their phyfical» moral 
or political condition, is perilous tnnova- 
tion ; that their duty is to remain as their 
Creator made them, ignorance being fafe- 
ty, and knowledge foil of danger. In 
ihort^my friemls^among them alfo is feen the 
aflion and counter- aaioiT of good fenfe 
and of bigotry. They too have their an- 
ti-philofophifts, who find an intereft in 
keeping things in their prefent fiate ; who 
dread reformation^ and exert all their fac- 
ulties to maintain the afcendency of habit 
over tbe duty of improving our reafon and 
obeying its mandates. 

In giving the fe outlines, I do not mean, 
fellow-citizens, to arrogate to myfcli the 
merits of the meafures. That is due, in 
the Srft place, to the reflefiing chara3er 
of our citizens at large, who, by the 
weight of public opinion, influence and 
firengthen the pnblic meafnres. It is due 
Co the found difcretion with which they 
fele£l from among themfelves thofe to 
whom they confide the legiflative duties. 
It Is due to the zeal and wifdom of the 
charaQers thus felefied, who lay the foun- 
dations of public happineTs in wholefome 
laws, the execution of which alone re- 
mains for others : and it is due to the 
able and faithful auxilaries, wbofe patriot, 
ifm has aflbciated them witli me in the 
executive funQions. 

During this courfe of adroiniflratioo* 
and in order to difiurb it, the artillery of 
the prefs has been levelled againft. U4, 
charged with whatfoever its licencioufnefs 
could devife or dare. Thefe abufes of an 
inftitution fo important to freedom and 
fcience, arc deeply to be regretted, inal- 
nmch as they tend to leflen ks ufefulnefs, 
and to fap its Tafety. They might, per- 
haps, have been correQ^d by the whole- 
fome punifhments referved to, and provi- 
ded by the laws of the feveral States againfi 
4al(hood and defamation. But public du- 
ties, more urgent, preXs on the time of 
public fervancs, and the offenders have 
therefore been left to find their punifhuaent 
in the public indignation. 

Nor was it uninterefting to the world 
that an experiment (hould be fairly and 
fully made, whether freedom of difcuflBon, 
unaided by power, is not fuflBcieht for the 
propagation and protcftion of truth ? 
Whether a government, conducing itfclf 
in the true fpirit of its conftttution, with 
?eal and purity, and doing no a£l which 
it would be unwilling the whole world 
Qijuld witnefs, can be written down by 
faifhood and defamation. The experi- 
ment has been tried. . You have witneffed 
the fcene. Our fetlow-citizens have 
looked on cool and collefled. They law 
the latent fource from which thefe out- 
rages proceeded. They gathered around 
tJieir public funQionaries : and when tbe 
confiitution called them to the decifion 
by fulTrage, they pronounced their ver- 



di£l ; honorable to thofe who had ferved 
them, and confolatory to the friend of 
man, who believ<*& he may be entrufted 
with tbe control of his own affairs. 

No inference is here intended that the 
laws provided by the States againft falfe 
and defamatory publications (hould not be 
enforced. He who has time. Tenders a 
fervice to public mora!s and public tran- 
quility, in reforming thefe abufes by the 
falutary coercions of (he law. But the 
experiment is noted to prove, that, fincc 
truth and reafon have maintained their 
ground againil talfe opinions in league 
with falfe fads, tlie pieTs confined to 
truth, needs no other legal reftraint. The 
public judgment will corre£l falfe reafon- 
mgs and opinions, on a full hearing of all 
parties, and no other definite line can be 
drawn between the inefiimable* liberty of 
the prefs, and its demoralifing licentiouf- 
nefs. If there be (fill improprieties, 
which this rule would not refirain, its fup- 
plement muft be fought in the cenforfhfp 
of public opinion. 

Contemplating tlie union of ientiment 
now manifefied fo generally, as auguring 
harmony and happinefs to our future 
courfe, I offer to our country fincere con- 
gratulations. — With thofe to<^, not yet 
rallied to the fame point, the difpofition to 
do fo is gaining ftrength, fads are piercing 
through the veil drawn over them ; and 
our doubting brethren will at length fee 
that the mafs of their fellow citizens, with' 
wfiom they cannot yet refolvc to aft, as to 
principlesand meafures, think as they think, 
anddefire what they defire ; that our wifh 
as well as theirs, is that the public efforts 
may be direfted honeflly to the public good, 
that peace be cultivated, civil and religious 
Hberty unaffailed, law and order pre ferved, 
equality of rights maintained, and that 
Rate of property equal or unequal, which 
refults to every man from his own induf- 
try or that of bis lathers* When fati«fied 
of thefe views, it is not in human nature 
that they fhould not approve and fupport 
tfiem ; in the mean time let us cherifh them 
with patient affeftion : let us do them juf- 
tice, and more than juftice, in all competi. 
tions of intereft : and we need not doubt 
tfiat truth, reafon and their own interefts 
will at length prevail, will gather them in- 
to the fold of their country, and will com- 
plete that entire union of opinion, which 
gives to a nation the bleffings of harmony 
and the benefit of all its ftrength. 

I (hall now enter on the duties to which 
my fellow citizens have again called me ; 
and £ha)l proceed in tV.e fpirit ot thofe prin- 
ciples which they have approved, /tear 
not that any motives of intereft may lead 
me aftray : / am fenfible of no pafTion 
which could feduce me. knowingly from 
the path of juftice ; but the weaknefles of 
human nature and the limits of my own 
underflanding will produce errors of judg. 



ment fonjetimes injurious to your interefts, 
I fhall need therefore all the indulgence 
I have heretofore experienced ; the want 
of it will certainly not leflTen withencreaf- 
ing years. I fliall need too the favor of 
that being in whole hands we are, who led 
our fathers, as Ifrael ot old, from their na- 
tive land, and planted them in a country 
flowini^ with all the neceflafies and com- 
forts of life ; wlu)tias covered our inlanc)^ 
with his providence, and our riper years 
with bis wifdom and power ;. and to whofe 
goodnefs I afk you to join with me in fup.* 
plications, that he will fo enlighten the 
minds of your fervants, guide their coun- 
cils and profper their meafures, that what- 
foever they do, (hall refult in your good, 
and (hall fecure to you the peace, (riendfbip 
and approbation a( all nations.

THE firft queftion, therefore, and the 
only remaining one propofed to be put to 
this, witnefs, fiood alone, and an affirma- 
tive anfwer to iu if it could have proved 
any thing, could have proved only a part 
ot thq change ; namely, that Mr. Adams 
vas an ariilocrat. But evidence to prove 
a part only of an entire and indivifihle 
V charge, was inadmiffible tor the reafons 
flated above. 

If on the other hand, the phrafet in quef- 
txpn, ** that Mr. Adams was an arifiocxat,'* 
that *• he had proved faithful and fervicea- 
ble to the Britifh intereft," were diilinft 
and divifiblCy and confiituted two dif- 
tinfi charges, which may perhaps b<^ the 
proper Vay^of confidering thera, ftill the 
above mentioned queftions were improp- 
er and inadmiilible, in that point of view. 

The firft charge in that cafi^^s, that 
Mr. Adams " was an ariftocrat," To be 
an ariilocrat, even if any precife and defi" 
nite meaning could be affixed to the term, 
is not an oScnce either legal or moral ; 
confequently, to charge a man with being 
an ariftocrat is not a libel ; and fucha charge 
]Q an indiflment for a libel, is wholly im- 
material. Nothing is more clear, than that 
immaterial matters in legal proceedings 
ought not to be proved, and need not be 
diJproved. In the next place, the term 
•VaiiftocratV is oncof thofc vague indefi- 
nite terms, which admit not of precife 
meaning, and are pot fufceptible of proof; 
What one perfon might confider as arifioc- 
racy, another would confider as repuhli- 
canifm, and a third as democracy. If in- 
di£lments could be fupported on fuch 
grounds, the guilt or innocence ot the par* 
ty accuied, muft be meafured not by any 
fixed or known rule, but by the opinions 
which the jurors appointed to try him 
might t)appen to entertain, concerning the 
nature of^ariftocracy democracy or repub- 
icanifm. And, laflly, the queftion itfelf 
was at vague, and 9$ void of precife 



meaning, as the charge ot %vfaich it was in- 
tended to fuinift the proof. The witncfs 
was called upon ta declare ** whether he 
had heard Mr. Adams exprefs aoy and 
what opinions, favorable to arifloccacy or 
monarchy?" How was it to be determin* 
ed, whether an opinion was favorable to 
ariftocracy or monarchy ? One man would 
think it favorable and another not fo, ac- 
cording to the opinions which ihty might 
refpefltully entertain, on political fubjeSs. 
The firft queftion, therefore, was iocon- 
clufive, immaterial and inadmiffibie. 

The fecond, as has been already remark* 
ed, was wholly and manifeftly foreign 
from the matter in iflue, Mr. Adams's 
^diflike of the funding iyftem, if he did in 
fa6l; diQike it, had nothing to do wi(h his 
ariftocracy or bis faiihiulnefs to the BritiA 
iniereft. There is no pretence for faying, 
[ that fuch a queftion ought to liave been ad- 
mitted. 

As to the third, ** whether Mr. Adams 
had not voted againft the fequeftraiton of 
Britifh property, and the fufpenfion otcom* 
mercial intercourfe with Great Britain,*' 
it has already been fliown to b^ altogether 
improper ; on the ground that Inch votes, 
if given by Mr. Adams, were no evidence 
whatever of his having been •• faithlul and 
ferviceable to the Briulh intereft." If he 
had been fo, provided it were, in his o- 
pinion, at the fame time ufeful to the inter- 
efts of his own country, which it well 
might be, and the contrary of which is not 
alledged by this part of the publication, ta- 
ken feparately, it was no offence of any 
kind ; and to charge him with it, was not 
} a libel. The charge was, therefore, imma. 
terial and fntile, and no evidence, for or a- 
gainft it, could properly be received. And, 
finally, if the charge had been material^«and 
the giving of thefe votes had been legal ev- 
idence to prove it, that faft was on record 
in the journals of the Senate, and might 
have been proved by that record, or an of- 
ficial copy of it. As this evidence was 
the higbeft of which the cafe admitted, no 
inferior evidence of it, fuch as oral proof 
is well known to be, could be admitted. 

For thefe reafons this refpondent did 
concur with his colleague, the faid Cyrus 
Griffin, in rej<:6f ing tKe three above men- 
tioncd queftions ; but notany other tefti- 
mony that the faid John Taylor, might 
have been able to give. In this he infifts 
that he a£led legally and properly, accor- 
ding to the beft of bis ability. If he erred, 
it is impoffible, for the reafons ftated in 
the beginning of liis anfwer to this article, 
to fuppofe that he erred wilfully ; fince 
he could have had no poffible motive for a 
piece of mifcondu6l fo fhameful, and at 
the fame time fo well calculated to give of- 
fence. In a point fo liable to mifapre- 
henfion aad mifreprefentation, andfo like- 
ly to be ufed as a means of exciting public 
odium againft hioiy it is far more probable. 



that had he been capable of bending his <^ 
pinion ot the'Iaw to other motives, he would 
have admitted ii legal teftimony;wbichtakenr 
in its utmoftefie^, could have no r.endencv 
to thwart tboh plans, of vengeance againft 
the traverfer, under the influence of which 
he is fuppofed to have a£led. 

If this error was an honeft one, which 
as his colleague alfo fell into it; might \n 
charity be fuppofed; as there is not a 
fhadaw of evidence to the contrary, mufl 
in law be prefumed ; fie cannot, ior com« 
miuing it, be convi6led of any offence, 
much lefs a high crime and roifdemeanor, 
for which he muft, on convi6lion be, de- 
prived of his office. 

And ior plea to the faid third article of 
impeachment, the faid Samuel Chafe faith, ^ 
that he is not guilty of any high crime or 
mifdemeanor^ as in and by the faid third ar. 
ticle is alledged againftliim : & this he praya 
may be inquired of by this honorable court 
in fuch manner as law and jufiice (halt 
fcem toifiem to require. 

The fourth article of i rn peach ment al- 
ledges, thatduring the whole courfe of the 
trial of James Thompfon Callender,above- 
mentioned, the cpndu^t of this refpondent 
was marked by ' maniieft injuftice,paruaiity 
& intern perance;'and five particular inftan« 
CCS of the •♦ injuftice, partiality, and interna 
perance" are adduced. 

The firft confifts, •* in compelling the 
prifoner's counfelto reduce to writing and 
fubmit to. the infpe^ion of the court, for 
iheir admiifion or rejefcfion, all queftion* 
which the faid counfel meant to propound 
lo the abovementioned John Taylor, the 
witnefs." 

This refpondent, in anfwer to this pan 
of the article now under confideration, ad. 
mits that the court, confifting of himfelt 
and the abovementioned Cyru*s Griffin, did 
require the counfel for the traverler, on 
the trial of James Thompfon Callender, a- 
bovementioncd, to reduce to writing the 
queftions which they intended to put to the 
faid witnefs. But be denies that it is more 
his a£l than the a3 of his colleague, who 
fully concurred in this meafure. The 
meafure, as he ^piehends and infifts, wai 
ftriftly legal and proper ; his reafons for 
adopting it, and he prefumes thofe of his 
colleague, he will fubmii to this honorable 
court, in order to fhow that if he, in com- 
mon with his colleague, committed an er- 
ror, it was an error into which the beft and 
wifeft of men might have honeflly fallen. 

It will not be denied, and cannot be 
doubted, that according to our laws, evi- 
dervce, whether oral or written, may bere- 
jcfted and prevented from going before the 
jury, on various grounds. — ift. For in- 
competenty : where the foUTce from which 
the evidence is attempted to be drawn, is 
an improper fource : as if a witnefs were 
to be called, who was infamous, or inte. 
refted in the event of the fuit ; or a paper 
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■kould be offered in evidence, which was not be- 
tween the same pmrties, or was not executed in the 
forms prescribed by law. 2d. For irrelevancy : 
when ^ evideace offered is not such, as in law will 
w >i ' ia nt the jvn-y to infer x)it fact intended to be pro- 
ved { CfT where that fact, if proved, is immaterial 
to the issue. For these reasons, and perhaps for 
others which might be 9pecified,evidence may prop- 
erty be rejected, in trials before our courts. 

As little can it" b4 doubted, that according to btir 
laws, thesourt aad not the jur}', is the proper tri- 
bonal for deciding all quest ions relative to the admis- 
aibility of evidence. The effect of the evidence, when 
leceived, is to be judged otby the jury; but wheth- 
er it ought to be received, must be determined by 
the eourt. This arises from^the very constitution 
of the trial by jury ; one fundamental principle of 
"Which is, that the jury must dt:cide the ca:>e, not 
according to the vague notious, secret impressiolis, 
or general bePief, but according to legal and nroper 
evidence, delivered in coiirt. So stricdy is this rule 
observed, that if one juror have any knowledge of 
the matter in dispute, it may influence his own 
Judgment, but not that of his fellow jurori, unless 
he state it to them on oath in open court ; and noth- 
ing is more common than fwr our courts, after all 
the evidence which the party can produce has been 
offered and received, to tell the jury that there is no 
evidence to support the claim or the defence ; or 
when proof is offered of a certain fact, to deter- 
mine that suchi^act is not propef to be given in evi- 
dence. 

Hence it results, and is every day's practice, that 
when a witness is produced, or a writing is offered 
m evidence, the opposite party having aright to ob- 
ject to the evidence, if he shoiJd think it improper, 
requires to be linormed what the witness is to prove, 
otto see the wriung, before the first is examined, 
0r the secondis read to the jury. The court has the 
same nght, resulting necessarily from its power 
te decide all questions relative to the admissibility of 
evidence. This righr our courts are in the constant 
habit of exercising ; not only when objections are 
made by the parties, but when there being no ob- 
jection, the court itself has reason to suspect that 
the testimony is improper. In most cases, bttt not 
in all, consent by the opposite party removes all ob- 
jections to the admissibility of evidence, and courts 
sometimes infer consent from silence ; but as it 
is tkeir duty to take care that no improper or illegal 
evidence goes to the jury, unless the objection to 
it be removed by consem of parties ; it is conse- 
quently their duty, in all cases where ihey see rea- 
son to suspect that the evidence o0ered is improper, 
to ascertain whether consent has been given, or 
whether the seeming acquiescence of the opposite 
party has proceeded from inattention. This is more 
particularly their duty in crimtmz/ cases wliere they 
mn bound to be counsel for the government, as well 
as for the party accused. 

It being thus the right and duty of a court before 
which a trial takes place, to inform itself of the na- 
ture of the evidence offered, so as to be able to judge 
whether such evidence be proper, it results necessa- 
rily that they have a right to require, that any ques- 
tion intended to be put to a witness should be redu- 
ced to writmg.for that is the form in which their de* 
liberation upon it may be most perfect, and their 
judgment will be most likely to be correct. In the 
case now under consideration, the court did exej^ise 
this right. When the testimony of John Taylor 
was offered, the court enquired of the traverser's 
counsel, what that testimony was to prove. The 
statement of his testimo^^iy given in answer, induced 
the court to sUspect that it was irrelevant and baud- 
raissible— They therefore, that they might have an 
opifortunhy for more careful and accurate consider- 
ation, called upon the counsel to state in writing, 
the quesuons intended to be put to the witness. 

This is the act done by the court, but concurred 
in by the respondent, which has been selected and 
adduced, as one of the proofs and instances of 
«« manifest injustice, partiality, and intemperance" 
on his part. He owes an apology to this honorable 
court, tor having occupied so much of its time with 
the refutatioa of a oharge which has no claim to 
ftc^iu coo&idenition, except whftt it dcrivcA from 



the respect due to the honorable body by which it 
was made, and the high character of the court 
where it is preferred. 

The next circumstance stated by the article now 
under consideration, as an instance and proof of 
«' manifest injustice, parti:ility, and intemperance" 
in this respondent, is h*is refusal to postpone the tri- 
al of the said James Tliompson Callender," although 
an affidavit was regularly Aled, stating the absenee 
of material witnecs on behalf of the accused, and 
although it was manifest that with the utmost dili- 
gence the attendance of such wimess could not have 
been procured at tliai term." 

This respondent, in answer to this part of the 
charge, admiu, that in the above mentioned trial, 
the traverser's counsel did move the court, while 
this lespondent sat in it alone, for a continuance of 
the case until the next term ; not merely a postpone- 
ment of the trial, as the expression used in this 
part of the article would seem to import ; and did 
Ale as the ground work of tlieir motion, an ailidavit 
ot the traverser, a true and oflicial copy of which 
marked exhibit No 5, this respondent herewuh ex- 
hibits, and begs leave to make part of this answer, 
but he denies that any sufficient ground for a contin- 
ance until the next te. m, was dibclosed by this aili- 
davit } as he trusts will clearly appear from the fol- 
lowing fticts and observations. 

The' trial of an indictment at the term when it is 
found by the grand jury, is a matter of course, 
which the prosecutor can claim as a right, unless le- 
gal cause can be shewn for a continuance. The pros- 
ecutor may consent to a continuance, but if he 
withholds his consent, the court cannot grant a con- 
tinuance without a legal cause* Of the sulBcien- 
cy and legality of this cause, as of every other 
question ot law, the court must judge : but it must 
decide on this as on every other point, according to 
the fixed and known rules of law. 

One of the legal grounds, and the principal one 
on which such a continuance may be granted, is the 
absence of competent and material witnesses, whom i 
the party cannot produce at the present term, but 
has a nasonabU ground for expecting to be able to 
produce at ihe next term. Analogous to this, is the 
inability to procure at the present term, legal and 
material written testimony, which the party has a 
rtatwable expeaation of being able to procure at the 
next term. 

I'hese rules are as reasonable and just in them- 
selves, as they are essential to the due admi .istra- 
tion of justice, to the punishment of offences on the 
one hand, and to the protection of innocence on the 
other. If the continuance of a cause, on the applica- 
tion of the party accused, were a matter of right,it is 
manifest that no indxtment would be brought to trial 
until after a delay of many months. If, on the 
o|hcr hand, the granting of a continuance depended 
not on fixed rules, but on the arbitrary will of the 
court, it would follow that weakness or partiality 
might induce a court, on sr.me occasions, to extend 
a very improper indulgence to the party accused ; 
while on others, passion or prejudice might deprive 
him of the necessary means, of making his defence. 
Hence the necessity of fixed rules, which the judg- 
es are bound to expound andappl), under the sol- 
emn sanction of their oath of oiBce. 

The true and only reason for granting a continu- 
ance is that the party accused may have the best op- 
portunity that the laws can afford to him, of naak- 
ing his defence. But incompetent ayd immaterial 
wimesses, could not be examined if they were pre- 
sent ; and consequently, their absenee can deprive 
the party of no opportunity which the laws afford to 
liim, of making his defence. Hence the rule, -that 
the witness must be competent and material. 

Public justice will not permit the trial of offenders 
to be delayed, on light and unfounded pretences. 
To wait for testimony which the party really wish- 
ed for, but did not expect to be able to produce with- 
in some definite period, would certainly be a very 
light pretence ; and to make him the judge, how 
far there was reasonable expectation of obtaining 
the testimony within the proper time, would put it 
in his power to delay the trial, on the most uufoun- 
' ded pretences. Hence the rule, that there must be 
reasonable ^und of expectation, in the jud^uKnt 



• of the court, that the testimony may be obtained 
withm the prej>er time 

I It is thercfi)re a icuicd and most necessary rule, 
that every application ffr a tc ntiuuance, ^n the 
giound of cbtaifiing testimony, must be sup{>cried 
by an ailidavit, disclosing i.uf£cifcmji.aiter to satis- 
fy the court, that the teslmior,) wattitd ** is com- 

^ petcnt and material," and that ihere is •* reasonable 

j expectation of |;rccuring it wiihin the tnne I4escn« 
bed" Frt-.m a comparison of tlie affidavit in ques- 
tion with the indiciment, it will soon appear how 
far the traverser in this case, brought himself with- 
in this rule. 

1 he absent witnesses mentioned in the aiBdavit^ 
are William Gardner, of Portsmouth, in N. Hamp- 
shire ; Tench Coxe, of Philadelphia, in Pcnnsylva* 
nia ; Judge Bee, of some place in South Carolina ) 
Timothy Pickering lately of Philadelphia, in Penn- 
sylvania, but at what place at that time, the depo- 
nent did not know ; William B. Giles, o£ Amelia 
county, in the state of Virginia; Stephens Thomp- 
son Mason, whose place of residence is not men- 
tioned in the alBdavir, but was kno^^'n to be in I. ou- 
don county, in the stale cf Virginia ; ai:d General 
Blackburn, of Ba;h county, in the said siaie. The 
affidavit also states, that the traverser wished to 
procure, as material to his defence, authentic cop* 
les of certain answers made by the Prciidcnt of the 
United States, Mr. Adams, to addresses from vari- 
ous persons ; and also, a book entitled " an Essay oa 
Cannon and Feudal Law,'* or entitled in words t0 
that pur fort, whicli was ascribeil to the President^ 
atid which the traverser believed to have been writ- 
ten by him ; and also, evidence to prov€ that the 
l*resident was in fact, the author of that book. 

It is not stated, that the traverser had any reason- 
able groimd to expect, or did expect, to procure this 
book or evidence, or the:ie authentic copies, or the 
attendance of any one of these witnesses, at the 
nex$ term. Nor does he attempt to shew in what 
manner the book, or the copies of answers to ad- 
dreses, were material, so as to enable the court to 
form a judgment on that point. Here then, the af> 
fidavit was clearly defective. His believing the 
book and eopies to be material, was of no weight, 
unless he showed to the court, su£Bcient grounds 
for entertaining the same opinion. Moreover he 
does not state, where he supposes that this book, 
and those authentic copies may te found: so as to 
enable the court to judge, how far a reasonable ex- 
pectation of obt^ning them, might be entettained. 
On the ground of ibis bock awd these copies, there- 
lore, there was no prefencc f r a continuance. As 
to the witnesses, it is roanitest, that, from their 
very distant and dispeued :-i:uation, there existed 
no ground of reasci.able expectation, that their at- 
tendance cotUd be procured at the next term, or at 
any subsequent time Indeed, the idea of postpone- 
ing the tnal of an indictinent, till witnesses could 
be convened at Richmond, from South Carolina 
New Hampshire and the western extremities of 
Virginia, is too chimerical to be seriously en stain- 
ed. Accordingly, the traverser, though in'his affi- 
davit he stated them to be maierial, and declared 
that he could not procure their attendance at tliat 
term, could not venture to declare on oath,' that he 
expected to procure it at the next, or any othei* 
time ; mtx:h less that he had any reasonable ground 
for such expectation. On this ground, therefore, 
the aiBdavit was clearly insufficient; and it was con- 
sequendy the duty of the court to reject such appli- 
cation. 

But the testimony of these witnesses, as stated 
in the affidavit, was wholly immaterial ; and there, 
fore their absence was no ground for a continuance, 
had there been reasonable ground for expecting iheir 
attendance at the next term 

William Gardner and Tench Coxe, were to 
prove, that Mr. Adams had turned them out of of- 
fice, for their political opinions or conduct. This, 
applied to that part of the publication, which con- 
stituted the matter of the third charge m the indict- 
ment, in these words, •• the same system of persecu- 
tion extended all over the continent. Every person 
holding an- office, must either quit it, or think and 
vote exacdy with Mr. Adams'* — ^Judge Bee, was 
to pcgyer that Mr* Adams had advised and requci* 
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ted him by letter, in the y«ir 1799, to deliver 
Thomas Nath, otherwise called Jonathan Robbins, 
to the British consul in Charleston. This might 
have had some application to the matter of the 
seventh charge ; which alledged that " the hards 
©f Mr. Adams, were reeking with the blood of the 
pdor, friendless, Connecticut sailor." •Umothy 
JPickerifig was to prove, 'that Mr. Adams, while 
president, and while congress was in session, was 
many weeks in possession of important dispatches, 
from the American minister in France, without 
communicating them to congress. This testimony 
was utterly Immaterial ; because, admitting the case ^ 
to be so, Mr. Adams was not bound, in any respect, ! 
to communicate those dispatches to congress, unless ! 
in his discretion, he should think it necessary ; and | 
also, because the fact, if true, had no relation to a- j 
iiy part of the indictment. There are, indeed, 1 
three charges, on which it might at first sight seem 1 
to have some slight bearing. These are the eighth, 
the words furnishing the matter of which are, «• ev- 
ery feature in the administration of Mr. Adams, 
forms a distinct and additional evidence, that he 
was determined at all events to embroil this coimtry 
with France ;" the tourteenth, the words slated in 
which, alledge, that " by sending these ambassadors 
to Paris, Mr. Adams and his British faction, de- 
signed to do nothing but piischief," ^nd the eigh- 
teenth, the manner of which states, «« that in the 
midst of such a scene of profligacy and usury, the 
president persisted as long as he durst, in making his 
utmost efforts for provokmg a Frex^ch war." To no 
other charge in the indictment, had the evidence of 
Timothy Pickering, as stated in the affidavit, the 
remotest afl^nity. Aad surely, it will not be preten- 
ded by any man, who shall compare this evidence 
with the three charges abovementioned, that the 
fact intended to be proved by it, furnished any evi- 
dence proper to go to a jury, in support of either of 
those charges, that « every feature, of his ad- 
ministration, formed a distinct and additional evi- 
idence, of a determination at all events, to embroil 
this country with France," that «< in flen<Ung am- 
bassadors to Paris, he intended nothing but mis- 
chief" that " in the midst of a scene of profligicy 
and u'ury, he persisted, as long as he durst, m ma- 
king his utmost effors for provoking a French war,* 
are charges which cannot be supported or justified, 
by the circumstance of his * keeping in his possession, 
for several weeks, while congress was in session, 
dispatches from the American minister in France, 
without eotnmunicuting them to congress,' which 
he was not bound to do, 8c which it was his duty not 
to do, as if he supposed that the communication, at 
an earlier pe iod, would be injurious to th« public in- 
terest. The testiriiony of W. B. Giles andS. T. Ma- 
son, was to prove, that Mr. Adams had uttered in 
their hearing, certam sentiments favorable to aristo- 
cratic or monarchical principles of Government. 

This had no application except to a part of the 
twelfth chaise : which has been already shewn to 
be wholly immaterial if taken separately, and 
vholl; # capable of a separate justification, if con- 
t ilered ai a part of an entire charge, and, listly, it was 
to be j)roved'b> gentral BlackbumiThat in his answer to 
an address, Mr. Adams avowed,* that there was a 
party i!\ Virginia, which deserved to be humbled in- 
to dust and ashes, before the indignant frowns of 
tjiclr injured, insulted, and offended country." There 
were but two charges in the ipdictment to which 
this fact, if true, had the most distant resemblance. 
1 hcse are the fifteenth and bixteenth, the words 
forming the matter of which, call Mr. Adams *• an 
hoary.headt^ libeller of the govemuoent of Virginia, 
who will all the fury, but without the propriety or 
sviblimity of llQ?Tjer*s Achilles, bawled out to arms, 
then, to arms !" aixt *• who floating on the bladder 
of popularity, threaten#:d to make Richmond the 
centre point of a bonfire." It would be an abuse of 
the patience of this honorable court, to occupy any 
part of its time in proving, that the fact intended to 
be proved by general Blackburn, could not in the 
slightest degree support or justify sfch chai^ges aa 
these. This is the account given of the testijnony of 
the absent uitnepses, by the affidavit filed as the 
ground of the motion for a continuance. From a 
comparison of it with r he indictment, it will appear, 
tk^t ont of twenty chari^es in the iadictmeat, there 



were but eight, to which any part of the testi- 
mony of these witnesses, had the most distant allu- 
sion ; and that of those eight charges there arc five, 
which the testimony,having some allusions to them, 
could not in the slightest degree support. Twelve 
charges therefore, remained without even an attempt 
to justify tkem ; and seventeen were wholly desti- 
tute of any legal or sufficient justification. On these 
seventeen charges, therefore, the traverser must have 
been convicted ; even if the remaining three had been 
completely justified by the testimony of the absent 
witnesses. The conviction of these seventeen char- 
ges, or even one of them, would have put it into the 
power of the court to fine and imprison the travers- 
er, to the whole extent allowed by the law. If the 
truth of tli^se 3 charge&,admittingit to be establish- 
ed could have any effect in mitigating the punish- 
ment, which depended on the coiurtand not on the ju- 
ry, the court in passing sentence might make, and 
in this case, actually did make, the fiiUest abate- 
ment on that account that the testimony if adduced 
would warrant. 

This testimony, therefore, was in every view im- 
material { and had it been material, there existed 
no ground of reaJsonable expectation, that it could be 
obtained at the next term, or at any future term For 
these reasons, and not from those criminal motives, 
which without the least shadow of proof are ascribed 
to him, this respondent did over-rule and reject the 
motion for a coutinusmce till the next term : as it was 
his duty to do, since he had no discretion in the 
case, but was bound by the rules of law. ^ 

But in order to afford every accommodation to the 
traverser and his cotmsel, which it was in his pow- 
er to give, this respondent did ofter to postpone the 
trial for a month or more in order to afford them 
full time for preparation, and for procurmg such 
testhnony as was within their reach. This indul- 
gence they thought proper to refuse. 

On Monday, the second, and Tuesday, the third 
day of June, 1800, when judge Griffin had taken his 
seat in court, and was on the bench, the counsel for 
the traverser, renewed their motion for a continu- 
ance, founded 'on the same affidavit; and af- 
tet a full hearing & consideration of the argument, 
the court, judge Griffin concurring, over-ruled the 
motion, and ordered the trial to proceed. 

If this decision be correct, as he believed and in- 
sists that it is, no offence could be committed by 
him in making or concurring i a it. It was a proper 
and legal j>ertormance of his duty as a judge. If it 
be erroneous, still the error if an honest one, cannot 
be an offence, much less a high crime and misde> 
meanor ; and as in his colU ague it has been consid- 
ered as an honest eriror, he confidently trusts it will 
be considered so in him also. 

To the third charge adduced in support of the 
article now under consideration, the charge of usmg 
*« unusual, rnde, and contemptuous expressions, to- 
wards the prisoner's counsel,'" and cf ♦* falsely insin- 
uating, that they wished to excite the public fears 
and indignation, and to produce that insubordi- 
nation to law, to wliich the corduct of ihis respond- 
ent did manifestly tend." he cannot answer otlier- 
wisc tlian by a gcneml denial. A chage so vague, 
admits not of prrc!>c or pariicular refutation- He 
denies that there wu', any thing unusual or intention- 
ally rudeor conten^i'tuous in his conduct or his ex- 
pressions towards the prisoner's counsel i that he 
made any false insinnution, whatever against them, 
or that his own conduct tended in any manner to 
produce insubordination to law. On the contrary, 
It was his wish and intention, to treat the counsel 
with the respect due to iheir situations and functions, 
and with the decorum due to his own character. He 
thouglit it his duty to restrain su^rh of their attempts 
as he considered improper, and to over-rule motions 
made by them, which he considered as unfounded in 
law, but this it was his wi*ih to accomplish in the 
manner least likely to offend, from which every con- 
sideration concurred in dissuading him. He did in- 
deed think at that time, and Still remaii^^lTnderthe 
impression, that the conduct of the traverser's coun- 
sel, whether from intention or not he a\ ill not under- 
take to say, was disrespectful, irritating, and highly 
incorrect. That conduct which he viewed in this 
light, might have produced some irritation in a tem- 
fer natuallyquicjk and warm, aNdchat this irritailon 



might, notwithstanding his endeavors to suppress it» 
have appeared in hit manner and in bis expressions, 
he thinks not improbable ; for he has had occasions 
of feeling and lainenting the want of sufficient can* 
tion and self-command, in things of this nature. 
But he confidently affirms, that his conduct in this 
particular was free from intentional impropriety; 
an4 this respondent denies, that any part of his 
conduct was such as ought to have induced the tra- 
-verser*s counsel to " abandon the cause of their cli- 
ent," nor does he believe that any such cause did in- 
duce them to take that step. On the contrary, he 
believes that it was taken by them under the influ- 
ence of passion or for some motive into which this 
respondent forbears at this time to enquire. And 
this respondent admits, that the said traverser was 
convicted aad condemned to fine and imprison meiit» 
but not by reason of the abandonment of his defence 
by his counsel ; but because the charges against him 
were clcariy proved, and Ho defence was made or 
attempted against far the greater number of them. 

The foprth charge in support of this article, at- 
tributes to this respondent, *« repeated and vexatious 
interruptions of the said counsel, which at length 
induced them to abandon the cause of their clients 
who was therefore convicted, and condemned to 
fine and imprisonment." To this charge ajso, it is 
impossible to give any other answer but a general 
denial. He avers that he never interrupt the , 
traverser's counsel vexatiously, or except when he 
coosidered it his duty to do so. It cannot be denied 
th*t courts have power to interrupt counsel, when 
in ^ ihcir opinion the correctness of proceeding re. 
quires it. In this, ais in every thing else, they may 
err. They may somethnes act under the iniliienca 
of momentary passion or irritation, to which they 
m common with other men, are liable. But unless 
their conduct in such cases, though improper or ill- 
judged, be clearly shewn to proceed, not fix>m hu* 
man infirmity, but from improper motives, it can- 
not be imputed to them as an offence, mudi kss as % 
crime or vnisdemeanor. 

Lastly, this respondent is charged undei-this ar^ 
tide. With an «• indecent solicitude, manifested by 
hina, for the conviction of the accused, unbecoming 
even a public prosecutor, but highly disgraceful to - 
the character of a judge, as it was subversive of 
justice.*' This is another charge of which it is im- 
possible to give a precise refiitation, and for a gen* 
eral denial of which, this respondent must therefore 
confine himself. He denies that he felt any solicit 
tude whatever, for the conviction of the traverser; 
other than the general wish natural to every frienj 
of truth, decorum and virtue, that persons guilty 
of such offences, as that of which the traverser stcod 
indicted, shoukl be brought to punishment, for th« 
s^ke of e^am|>le. He has no hesitation to acknowU 
edge, that his indignation was strongly excited, by 
the attrocious and profligate libel which the traver- 
ser was charged with having written and published, 
.This indignation, he believes, was felt by every 
honorable and virtuous man in the community, of 
every party, who had read the book in question, ox 
become acquainted with its contents. How proper- 
ly it was felt, will appear frrm the book Sticlf, 
which this respondent has ready to produce to thf5 
honorable court ; from the parts of it incorptrated 
into the indictment now urmer consideration ; and 
from some further extracts contained in the paper 
marked exhibit No. 6, which this respondent j>rays 
lea\ B to make part of this hts answer. He admits, 
and it can never be a subject of sclf-^prouch or a 
cause of regret, that he partook largely in this gen- 
eral indignation, but he denies that it in any manrt r 
influenced his conduct towards the traverser, whiuh 
was regulated by a conscientious legard to his du-y 
and the laws. He moreover contends, tliat asvli- 
citude to procure the conviction of the iiiN-er'^er, 
however unbecomming- his chatacier as a j^dgc, 
would not have been an offence, had he felt it ; un- 
less it had given rise to misconduct on his part. In- 
rentictis and feelings, unless acconvpanied ^y actions, 
do not constitute crimes in this country; wheietl.- 
guilt oriimoccnce of men is not judged ©f by their 
wishes and solicitudes, bur by tl^eir conduct and its 
motives. And this respondent thinks it his duty, 
en this occasion, to enter his solemn protest against 
the inticductipn in this country, of those arbiiraif 
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princfplos.at once ihe offspring and the in- 
flrumenls'of dcfpolifm, which would ma!;e 
• high crimes and mifdemeanors' to confifl 
in •* rude and contemptuous exprcffions,** 
in '• vexatious interruptions of counfe!/* 
and in the manifeftaiion ol " indecent foli- 
citude" for the conviftion of a moft noto- 
rious offender. Such conduft is no doubt, 
improper and unbecominij in an/ perfon, 
and pduch more to in a judge : hut it is 
too vague, too uncertain and too fufcepti- 
ble of forced interpretations, according to 
tbc ioipulfe of paffic>n or the views of pol- 
icv, K> be admitted into the ckfs of pun- 
iOiabfe offences, under a fyftem of law 
nvhofe certainty and preciflon in the defl. 
nition of crimes, is its greateft glory, and 
the greaieft privilege of thofe who Hve on- 
dcr its fway.

The Senate alinoft,unanimoufly voted to 
pay Judge Chafe's witneffcs. When the 
fobjefi came before the faoufe on Saturday 
evening, J. Randolpbi in a Ibort fpeech of 



rank venom UJwards Ju^ij^e ChaTe, fdid, 

among other things, that he h^d efcaped by 

! a mere fqueak ; that he looked upon him 

' in the light of an acquitted felon. A large 

^ majority of the-fiouie voted not to pay the 

j juii^e's witnefTes, althoujrh they they had 

paffeJ a bill for compenfaiingihe witneffes 

againft him. A committee ot conference 

was appointed by (he two houles. They 

nxet and difagreed. The Senate unani- 

moufly agreed to adhere to their refolution 

of paying the witnefTes of the judge ; and 

the houfe alfo agreed to adhere to their 

relolution of not paying. Confequently, 

no provifion was made lor compenfating 

any of the witnefles. 

Immediately after the verdiS of the Sen- 
ate, acquitting Judge Chafe, Randolph 
came into the Houfe, and moved for an 
amendment to the conftitution, viz, that 
the jud^eb (hould be liiible to be removed 
from office by the Prefident at the requefl 
of two thirds of the LegiHature. Nichol- 
Ton moved another alteration, viz. that the 
ftate legiflatures (hould have power to recal 
their Senators to Congrefs whenever they 
pleafed. — Mr. Elkot obferved that they 
might as well go direQly to the object, and 
refolve, that it is expedient to aboliffi the 
Conftitution of the United States, and fet 
the public bark afloat on the tempefluous 
ocean of anarchy. 'The refolutions were 
poftponed to the next fefEon, when Nich- 
oifon pledged himfelf to profecute them. 

. Out letters from the Meditefrtmean enable us to 
place before our readers further details of such hero- 
ic deeds, on the part of our gallant Officers, Seamen 
and Marines, as must impifess all nations witU res- 
pect for the American Flag, and cannot fail to ex- 
cite the emulation of our gallant youth. 

" In the attack upon the enemy's shipping and 
battenes in the harbour of Tripoli, on the third of 
August, six Ainerican gun boats and two, bombards, 
were {Haced in tWo divisions, commanded by the 
brave captains Decatur and Somers. TJie enemy's 
gun boats were abo in two dnrisions. W hen the A- 
merican signal to advance w\s made, captain Deca- 
tur led in with the boat which he commanded, and 
was followed by the boats commanded by Lieutcn- 
ant Decatur, Trippe, and Bainbridge— his inten- 
tion was to have brought the weather division of the 
enemy to a close and decisive action, but finding 
they declined the contest, and being unable to fetch 
them, he bore up for their leward division, of seven- 
teen gun boats, moored in a.close line abreast imder 
the batteries, advancing, & firing, under a press of 
sail — at this time he sustained a heavy fire of round 
and grape shot, from the shipping and batteries by 
which the boatcommanded by captain Bainbridge» 
was rendered unmanageable ; notwithstanding this 
accident, C apt. Decatur, having complete confidence 
in his seconds, Lietenants Decatur, and Trippe, pas- 
sed with his three boats tHrough the enemy's line, 
cutting off their five weathcrmost boats — ^and, board- 
ing the first himself, his example was ft>llowed by 
his Brother, and Lieutenant Trippe, each, of whom, 
in the handsomest manner, laid the enemy- on board, 
and compelled his antagonist to surrender. The 
boat boarded by Capt. Decatur, was obstinately de- 
fended, and was not surrendered until seven-eighths 
of her crew were killed or wounded. Lieut. Trippe, 
after a severe and bloody conflict in which eleven A- 
mericans subdued thirty -six Turks, killing fourteen 
and wounding seven, succeeded and brought off his 
pri^e. Tbe bxare and Umcntcd Lieutenant Deca- 



tur, when taking posFcssw.n of his vaiquishcd foe, 
was treacherously shot b; the 1 urkish Captain, wlio 
effected his esicape. 

" Having manned his prize, and left witIT onlv 9 
Air>erican8, besides himself, the heroic Capt. Deca- 
tur dctermmed tob^ard another b>iai, in which he 
succeeded — Being only 10 Am: hcans, to 24 Turks, 
a scene of <:ombat ensued, of the m<^8t daring cilort 
on the one part, dnd determined resis;ance oh the 
other. 

«* Prepared to receive the assailants with sabres, 
pistols and boarding pikes, the 1 urks made a |>ow- 
erful defejice, and were not subdued until 21 of ihtm 
had fallen. \ 

•* Capt. Decatur was at different times most orit. 
ically circumstanced — At one time while engaged 
with the .Tripolitan Captain in front a Turk in h's 
rc^r aimed a blow with a sabre, u hich one of 
his seamen most nobly interposed to receive, ands 
which split his skull. In a subsequent encounter 
he was engaged by a Turk with a boardinj^ pike', 
which he endeavored to cut off with his sword, w hen 

the blade broke, and left only the hilt in his hand 

and he then received a thrust in the arm. Not hav- 
ing time to draw a pistol before the thrust would be 
repeated ; he closed with his antagonist who, being 
the strongest man, threw him— but in falling, his 
activity placed him above his enemy, who then drew 
his dagger, as captain Decatur did his pistol, which 
prevailed— the spot ^vhere Cai>t Decatur was enga- 
ged then became the scene of action— the Turks ad- 
vanced to the relief of their comrade, and Decatur's 
sergeant and 4 marines, with fixed bayonets, flew 
to his rescue. Victory, afier a bloodv conflkr, deci- 
ded for the generous few, and 3 surviving Torks 
surrendered 

" The brave and much regretted Somers, having 
done every thing which skill and intrepidity coult? 
on this occasion, effect, afterwards solicited and ob- 
tained the coftintand of a fire-ship, called an Infer- 
nal, which Commodore Preble sent into ther harbor 
of Tripoli— after carrying her wuhin 20 yards of 
the Bashaw s Castle, she was boarded by 2 gun- 
boats, each carrying 100 men. Capt. Somers hav- 
ing but 8 men to defend his vessel, and preferring x 
^orious death to ignorainions slavery, fired the train, 
and with his gallant comrades, Wadsworth and Is- 
rael, and two hundred of the enemy, perished in the 
explosion.'

The French Imperial Mantle. 
THE French papers gjve the tolI<%wing 
defcription of this mantle. — It is of the 
fined velvet, of emaranthue colour, four 
ells (fix yards Englifli) long from the ex- 
tremity of the train to the top of the col- 
lar; and nearly eight feet wide. The 
ground is parjime with golden bees, em- 
broidered in bofs. It is edged with a gol- 
den border, the richnefs of which is' only 
equalled by the workmanfljip. At equal 
intervals in the mid ft of branches o^ lau- 
rel, in full bloom, and ears of corn, pleaf- 
ingly intermixed, is a filver fun, furmount- 
ed hy an oak and oh've, and within the fun, 
the letter N. in raifed gold. This mantle 
is entirely lined with ermine ; the fur exr 
tends nearly four inches in breadth, be- 
yond the border in gold. It has alfo a 
broad collar in the fhape of a cippet, all ol 
erlnine. There is only one open flceve.like 
that of a turkiOi drefs , and upon the oth- 
er an opening, which is to be clofed with a 
clafp of diamonds. The mantle of the 
emprefs, is in every refpe£l like that o\ her 
augufi con^oxt , vfiih this exccptfon, that 
the funs in the border are of i^old, and the 
letter N. of filver. [CLar, Cour.']

J[ HE acquittal of Judge Chase 
is rendered doubSy honorable to him, by 
the fingular manner in which the accufa- 
tioos were brought againft him, Tber« 
bad been no- formal complaint of hit con- 
dud, on which hit enemies could ground 
an accufation. He Was not impeached M 
any one zEt. Had that been ^he cafe, his 
acquittal would have proved him innocent 
of that one a3 0nly. But, as the bufinels 
hu been coodu&ed, the refult has proved 
^ the purity of hit conSu^, thro^ the whole 
coorfe of hit ofEcial life. 

Let us recolkct how the proceedings 
againft Judge Chafe commenced : Early 
in the fedion of 1803 — 4, a member of the 
boufe of reprefcntatives of the U. Statcst 
obferved, that be had feen in fome of the 
newfpapers, certain remarks and (uggef* 
ttons^ which induced him to believe that 
Saipu^l Chafe had, in certain cafes, while 
afiing as Judge, manifeded a tyrannical 
and arbitrary dilpofition, &c. &c. &c. — 
He therefore moved, that a committee be 
appointed to enquire intb, and examine a// 
the official conduCl of the faid Chafe, to 
fee if fomething could not be found, on 
which an impeachment could be ground* 
ed* Grofsly abfurd as this motion was, 
a majority of the houfe fanSioned it ; and 
• committee was appointed, principally, if 
not wholly ,compofed of men rooft decided- 
ly and openiy hoftile to the Judge. This 
comniittee of inquifition was invetled with 
power to fand for perfons and papers, to 
examine, enquire, &c. Their seal was. 
aDeafoTcd by their malevolence. Tbey pur- 



fued their talk with '* guiky diligence ;" 
and, after months fpeot in the vefearch, 
they reported, juft at the clofe of the fef- 
(ion, a whole volume of exparte teflimony^ 
on which they founded Gx articles of im- 
peachment* Contrary to every principle 
of right and juilice, this teftimony was 
publifhed and circulated throughout the 
union. lo vain did the friends of Judge 
Chafe contend againft this fcandalous pro- 
ceeding* In vain did they demand an im- 
mediate hearing, that the poifon might be 
accompanied by its antidote* Congrefs 
rofe ; and the injured and per fecuted Judge, 
was compelled to (it quietly down, and fee 
his enenues turning the current of public 
opinion againft him, without having it in 
his power to raife up a mound of defence. 
Every liule dabbler in filth..^.every two- 
penny preflman, devoted to Jefferfon, and 
«* inftigated by the devil," hroke up his 
.fluices, and poured his puddle of mud in- 
to t)>e great fiream. From the Salt Moun- 
tains of Louifiana to Canada, the vileft ca- 
lumnies were difleminated. Charges the 
mofibare....accurations the moft unfound* 
ed, were publilhed and repubtifhed again 
and again ; and many a typographical tri- 
bunal had paOed its (entence of condem- 
nation, long before the Judge had been 
heard in his defence. So falfe and decep- 
tive was the. colouring given to the whole 
buCnefs, by Judge Chafe's enemies, that 
^houfands ot his friends began to (ickeo at 
the profpeiQ, and adually confidered his 
fate as irretrievably fixed. 

Under all tbefe unfavorable circutn- 
ftancet, the Judge appeared before hit 
accufert, at the laft fe(lion,\o defend him- 
felt againft the fix charges^; when to his 
aftonilbment he found, that the inquiG- 



torial committee, without authority or any 
previottt intimation of their deGgn, had an« 
nexed two new articles lo the old batch ot 
accubtioas. By this defpicable trick, his 
enemies hop^ to take him unawares, and 
thus deprive him ot an opportunity ta 
make the necefTary preparation for his de* 
fence. From this moment, fotne of the 
boneft and independent democratic mem« 
hers of the houfe of reprefentatives began 
to view the condu&.{4 lUndolph and hii 
junto, with dkfgufi and«indig|nation ; and 
in confequence, the Judge was allowed a 
month o make out his defence. 

From this ftatement, it is evident, that if 
Judga 'Chafe, during bis official life, had 
ever been guilty ot any mifcondu3, he 
! could not have efcaped convi£lion. His 
accufers and his judges wei^ politically, 
and many of tbdm perfonally, his enemies. 
They were urged by every thing but hon* 
eliy, to coi|vi& him. f arty feelings and 
prejudices were enlilM againft him. The 
paffiont of the people had been wrought 
upon. The preft had l>een employed in 
the service of perfecution. In fhort, the 
Judge went to tri J under almoft every dif« 
advantage. He had, itis true, that " ftrong 
breaft-plate, a heart untainted ;" and oa 
that alone he relied. That^ thank Heaven^ 
proved fuBicient. His enemies, by their 
verdid, have teftified his innocence. .They 
have taken infinite pains,and expended vaft 
fums of the people*s money, to convince 
the world, that a man who, more than any 
other, has been calumniated, was the leaft 
deferviog of cenfure. Tbey have official* 
ly given the lie to charges which they have 
non-officialty repeated a thoufand timet*-— 
They have unwhtingly done the public an 
effentidl fervieei and we have only to de- 
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fire that they will proceed, until they have 
wiped away all the foul ftatiu which they 
have been, for years, attempting to cafl 
upon every di&ioguiflbed tederaliS in ehe 
Uoited States.

fRQM THE WASHINGTON FEDJ8RALXST. 

IT was not in our power to accbiripajiy 
the refoluttons of Meflis. Randolph and 
Nicholfon, given in our lad, wiibtbe de- 
bates which arofe on the occafioo. We 
are now enabled to furnifli our readers with 
a fketch of that debate, and regret, that it 
cannot be given more at large. — Enough, 
however, is given, to make every Ameri- 
can biufh tor his country, when fo digni- 
fied and important an afTembly as the H. 
of Reprefeniatives^ is made ^he vehicle 
for envenomed fpTcen and mortified pride 
to vent themfelves, when it is doomed (i- 
kmly and patiently to bear (he tefty hu- 
mors of every, domineering upftart, and to 
hear the moft violent and indecent invec- 
tives again ft a co-ordinate legiflative branch 
of the government, for daring to exprefs an 
irtdepcndent optnioir; — Nay more* — Thefe 
fhings fliould not. only make us blufh for 
the degradation of our country — buttrem- 
ble for its liberties, when we fee a few af 
|>irin^ demagogues thus fetting at (jefiance 
ail laws of decertcv and decorubfi, and en- 
deavoring to grafp all the powert- g^ the 
fovernroent. What! Becaufe the. mem- 
ers of the Senate, would not betray their 
truft, violate their oaths, and give up their 
independence to the pride, the ambition, or 
the xnterfjl of fuch men as Randolph and 
Kicholfon, they are to be denounced and 
^enfured, and their conduft and motives 
q-jeflioned in the^Houfe of Reprefenta- 
tives. . Had any member of tlie Senate 
thus have dared, to queftion the condnfi of 
the fioufe of Reprefentativea, it would 
h^ve been confidered as a breach of privi- 
lege, and that body would have been called 
on to punifh the offending member. 

We have but a melancholy profpeQ be- 
iore us, if (bme important provifion of the 
Conflitution is to allay the angry pafljons, 
or heal the wounded pride of every haugh- 
ty and infolent demagogue. Mow does this 
cafe ftand ? The Senate of the Ut^taies, 
has dared to oppofe the wifhes of Meffrs. 
Randolph and Nicholfon, and therefore the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives \% called on to 
pafs a vote of cenfure, and the people to 
alter the Confliiution. Mighty indeed, muft 
be the refentment, which grafps at fo great 
9 facrifice to beappeafcd. 

Suhjeft the Senate and the Judiciary to 
the Houfe of Reprefentaiivesy and in vain 



may unprote^ed innocence look for ref« 
ugefrom the oppreffion of power and inOu^ 
ence. We (hall foon become the ready 
inftruments and willing (laves of a fingle 
defpot. Several members voted againft the 
refolutions, becauie they thought them im- 
politic and ilUtimed, but approved of the 
principle. — Let the people be on their 
guard, left thefe refolutions, flart up in a 
more difguifed drefs, and in a more «uf» 
picious moment. If fuch alterations (bould 
ever be made, we may bid adieu to our 
Conftitution, and with it too our Lhiion, 
Liberty and Independence. •There are 
many enemies to the Conftitution, who 
have not the boldnefs openly to exprefs 
fuch enmity. In a large party in Wa(h- 
ington, the Britiih Conftitution became 
the fubjetk of .converfation* Mr. Ran- 
dolph there declared, that in a Republi- 
can Government there ought to be NO 
WRITTEN CONSTITUTION. ^ His 
late coodu£t^ is a commentary on this text. 
All this party were a number of Mr. 
Randolph's political friends. And yet 
with this knowledge of his hoftility to the 
Conftitution, they look up to him as one 
of their.principal -leaders and fupporters, 
and yet profefs to be the firmefl friends 
and warmeft advocates of that very Con* 
ftitution, be is laboring thus fecretly and 
openly to deftroy. Hear, O Ifrael, and 
judge. 

In Mr. JefFerfon's letter to Mazzei, he 
fays *• That their," meaning Wafliington, 
and the federalifls, •• avowed ob}e3, is, 
•• to impofe on" us the fubftance, as they 
*' have already gwtn ns the form of the 
•« Britifk Government." 

Randolph is now (eeking to impofe on 
lis, that •• fubftance." He wifhes to make 
congrefs, like tli^ Parliament of England, 
the paramount authority, and to make the 
Judges in this country as in England, de- 
pendent on the Legiflature, by fubjefling 
them to a removal, on the addrefs ot both 
houfes. 

It is an old and very fuccefslul trick a- 
mong thefe pretended lovers of the people, 
to accufe "others of intending the very 
mifchief, they are preparing to commit. 
It is fomething like the perfon, who at- 
tempts to Icreen himfelf from a fault, by 
accufing the injured, and thus putting him 
on the defenfive. This raifes a fmoke, 
ahd then like yEneas in the cloud, walk 
on undifcovered in tlie work of deftruc- 
tion. 

It is already known, that Judge Chafe 
had been acquitted by tbe Senate of all tlie 
charges brought againft him in the morn- 
ing of til. firll ot March. On the eve- 
ning of the fanie day, the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives met according t# adjournment 
and vrere proceeding, in great good hu- 
mour, to difpatch the load of bufinefs, 
whicb^inconfequenceoitbeimpeacbmenti 



remained unfinifhed — when Mr. Randolph 
(who we believe had juft taken his feat a* 
bout half paft feven) rofe, apparently in a 
high ftate of irritation, and addreffed the 
fhair. It was at firft fuggefted to him that 
there were feveral bills from the Senate to 
be read ; but he anfwered in his ufiial im- 
perative tone, that they were of no impor- 
tance compared to the buftnefs to which 
he wifhed to draw tbe attegtion of the 
Houfe, and demanded of the Speaker, 
whether he had not a right to addrefs the 
Chair. No anfwer being g*ven — he prgi- 
ceeded, in a fti|e of bitter inve^ive, againft 
the decifion of the Senate — but it \% out of 
our power to pretend to give any fketch of 
his Speech. He more than once called 
the Jndge an acquitted Fdon — talked of 
what had taken pUce, as the mere mockery 
of a trial, and ridiculed all idea of any of- 
fender ever being punifhed by impeach- 
ment. He obferved, that it was high time 
that the people fhould begin to look to 
themfetves, and forgetting all minor points, 
to rally round their real friends. Alter 
running on this way for fome time, an4 
calling^ thofe who had voted with him for 
the Impeachment, to fupport the refolu- 
tion he was atK)ut to offer, he prefented it 
in the forn* and words fallowing, and 
amoved to have it confidered. 

*iReJolved^ by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprfcfentat*iyes of the United States of A- 
merica, in congrefs affcmbled,' two.third» 
of iKHh hotifes concuring, Tfiat the follow- 
ing article be fubmitied to the legiflature* 
of the fevenal ftatet, which when ratified 
andT confirmed by the legiflttures of three 
fourths of tlie faid ftates, fhall he valid and 
hindin;r as a part ot the coaftitution ot the 
United Slate*. 

"The judges of the Supreme and all 
other Couru of the United States fhall be 
removed by the Prefident on the joint ad- 
drefs of both Houfes of Congrefs requefl- 
ing the fame, any thing in the Conftitution 
ol the United States to the contrary not* 
withftanding." 

This refolution having been feconded, 
Mr. Nicholfon got up, to appearance, in 
a higher ftate of irrhation and anger, than 
his precurfer— and having expreffed his 
perfeS acquiefcen^ein every word which 
fell from his friend— faid. That he not on- 
ly agreed with him, as far as he went, but 
thought that his refolution did not go far 
enough. He therefore begged leave to 
prefent another, which he thought wa» 
abfolutely neceffary, in order to prevent 
gentlemen in high ftations from forget, 
ting altogether, to whom they owed their 
authority with which they were invefled* 
For bis part, he could not fee why the 
immediate Reprefentatives of the people 
fhculd hold their feats only for two years, 
and that Senators, who were only the Rep- 
refentatives of the Reprefentatives of t^ 
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people, (hoold continue to enjoy their'i 
ouriogyix. 

Merc follows Mr. Nichoifon's fef$lution. 

*• ReWved, That the following article, 
tfrhen adopted by two-ihirds o\ both IJou- 
fes of Congrcfs and by the Legiflatures 
of three-toarths of the rcfpcQive States, 
4ball become a part of the Conftitution of 
the Vbittfd States, viz. 

'• That the Lcgiflature of any State may, 
"Whenever the faid Legiflature may think 

S roper, recal at any period whatever, any 
enator of the United States, who may 
bave been eleQed By them, and whenever 
a vote of the Legiflature, of any State va- 
eating the feat of any Senator of the Uni. 
ted States who may have been eteQed by 
the feiid State, fliall be made known to the 
fienite of the United States,^ the feat of 
fuch Senator fliall thenceforth be vacated/' 

In anjwer to an obfervation, which, in 
the courfc of the debate, fell from Mr. 
Findley, or fome othqr gentleman, viz. 
that his refolution went to reduce the Sen- 
ate to a mere Corps Diflcmatique.he faid, 
that this was his intention — that the Sena- 
tors reprefented the fovereignties of the 
feveral States and ought to be entirely de- 
pendent on them. 

Mr. Elliot, among other remarks, ob- 
ferved. that to complete the climax, he 
woald recommend to the gentleman to 
bring forward another refolution to the 
following eflFeft, (We do not pretend to 
^c the vrords of any gentlemanf but 
ntitW the fubfl^nce of his ideas,) vir : 

** That whereas the people of tho Uni- 
ted States have no longer any occafion for 
the Conftitution, therefore refolvcd* that 
the prefent Conftitution be abolifhed and 
declared null and void, and that the good 
peopleof thefc States, will in future, em- 
bark and take their chance on the tempcf- 
luous fea of anarchy,** 

Mr. Huger oppofed both refblutions, 
and regretted that the gemleroen fufTercd 
their paflions to get fo much the better of 
them, as to induce them to brinn^ forward 
ihefe refokitioRj — which, even were thev 
correft therafelves, when brought forward 
fo immediatelv after the late trial and ac 
quiitai of the Judge, muft be rejrarded, Bn 
only intended to convev a cenfure on the 
part of the Houfc of Reprefentatives, on 
the conduft of the'Senate* 

Mr. Varnum, Mr. Smilie, and feveral 

other gentlemen, though not inimi(:al to 

the principle contained in Mr. Randolph's 

refolutioa. difapproved nnequivocallv of 

the amendment of Mr. Nicholfon, and re- 

' grelted that either had been brought for- 

war<J at that ftage of the feflion. and par- 

ticularlv fo immediately aher the decifion 

of the Senate. , 

Mr. Roger Nelfan approved of both refolu- 

tions- -at leaft/uch is believed by fome of the 

gentlemen with whom we have con ver fed. 



Mr. Grifwoldf, after the pofiponement 
of the refolution! fupported a motion made 
to print tliem — which was carried. 

The above are fome of the details of 
this curious tranfa3ion — which we have 
beeffable to colleft. Thev are fubftan- 
tially correQ, and we regret much that we 
cannot prefent a more circumAamial de- 
fcription of the tran(a6lions of an evening^ 
— ^highly interefting — but we are forry to 
add, little honorable to the principal a^ors 
in the (cene — or to the highly refpeflablc 
body to which. they belong.

declares, that his whole condvct in that trial, was re- 

" l^ated by a strict regard to the principles of law, 

: and by an honest desire ^to do justice between the 

United States and t)»e party accused. He fek ast|i- 

cerc wish, on the one hand, that the traverse* might 

* establish his innocence, b^ those fair and ^uflficieiit 

means which the law allows ; and a determination 

on the other ; that he should not, by subterfuges, and 

frivolous pretences, sport with the justice of the 

country, and evade that punishment of which» if 

■ pJJhy he was so proper an object. These intentions 

! DC is confident, vrere legal . and laudable t and, if 

in any part of his conduct, he swerved from this liae^ 

it was an error of his judgment and i¥it-9f his 

heart. 

And the said respiondtnt for plea to the said fourth 
article of impeachnient, saith,that he is not ^S^ty of 
any high crime and misdemeanor, as in and %y the 
«aid fourth article is alledged ?gainst him, 'and this 
he prays, may be enqrared of by this honorable court, 
in suchmanner aslaw and justice sluU ^eem to them 
' to require. 

The fifth article of impeachment charges this re- 
, spondent, 'with having awarded *• a capias ag«Ain6t 
the body of the said James Thompson Callender, io- 
- dieted for an offence not e&pital^ whereupon the said 
Callender was arre*!»cd and committed to dose cus- 
tody, contrary: to 4aw in that case made and provi- 
ded " . • 

The charge is rested, Ut, on the act of Congress 
f f September 24ih. 1789, entitled, «• an act to estab- 
hFh the Judicial Courts of the United States,** by 
•wri^ it is cnacied, «« that for any crime or offence 
against the United States, the offender may be ar- 
rested, imprisoned, or bailed, agreeably to the usual 
Tuode of process, in the state where such offender 
^nay be found.'* And 2dly, on a law of the State of 
Virginia, which is sa-:d to provrde, *« that upon pre- 
%en*me^thf any grand jury, of an offence ttot c^tai, 
the court shall order the clerk t© issue a summtms 
against the person or persons so oflfetkdicg, to appear 
and answer such presentment at the mxt court." — 
It is c^ntesded, in support of this charge, that the 
act of Congress above*mentioned, made the State 
law the rule of proceeding, and that the Stat^ law 
was violated by issuing a capias against Cttifa^der, 
instead of a summonac 

The first observation to be made on this part of the 
case is, that the date of the law of Virj^inia is not 
vnentipned in the article. A very mtLtenal omission ! 
For it cannot be infended, that by the aCt of^ongress 
la question, which was passed for establishing the 
laws of the U. States, and regulating their proceed- 
ings, it was intended to render those proceedings de* 
Ijcudent on tXX/uture acts of the Sta*e legislatures— > 
Tte iBigtfiga ceruunly was^to adopt^ to a certahi 



limited extent, Ac regalationa existing in the States 
I at xy^t time of passihg the act. Consequently, a laW 
of Virginia, passed sSter this ^t, can haye no ojpe- 
ration on the proceedings un^er it. But by referring 
to the law of Virgmiain question, it w^i be found to 
bea^ date on November Ijtfa, 3799, rtiore tban three 
years after the act q| Congress^ by which it is qaid to 
have been adopted. But the omission of thetilate .of 
this law of Virginia, is not the most material over- 
sight which "has been made in citing it. Its tule is 
•* An act directing the method of proceeding agaiilst 
free persons, charged w^Lth certain crimes,*' &c. and 
it enacts, section 28th, « That upon presentment 
made by the^grand jury, of an offence not capital, 
the court shall order the clevk to issue a summons, or 
otler proper procets, against the person or persons fio 
presented, to appear and answer at the next court." 
It will b« observed that these words, " or other prop- 
er process,'* wliich leaveit perfectly in the discretion 
of the court what process bhall issue, provided it be 
such as is j)roper for bringing the offender to answer 
to the presentment, are omitted in this article of im*- 
peachment. 

From these words it is perfectly manifest, that 
the law of Virginia, admitting it to apply, did not 
order a summons to be isSued^ but left it perfectly 
in the discretion of the court to issue a summons, 
or such other process as they should judge proper. 
It is therefore, a sufficient answer to this article to 
say, that thik respondent considered a capias as the 
piopcr process, and therefore ordered it to issue ; 
which he admits .that he did, immediately after 
the presentment was found against the said Cal- 
lender, by tht grana jury. 

This he is informed and expects to provei has 
been the constrviction of this law by the courts of 
Virginia, and their general practice. Indeed it woidd 
be most stranee, if any other construction or prac- 
tice had been adopted. There are many offences not 
capitalr Avhich are of a. very dangerous tendeney, 
and on w^ich very severe punishment is inflicted by 
the laws of Virginia ; and to enact by law, that in 
all such cases, however notorious or profligate the 
ofiender might be, the courts should be obliged, after 
a presentment by the grand jury, to proceed against 
them by summons ; would be*to enact, that as so»n 
as their gailt was rendered extremely probable, by 
the presencment of a grand jury,, they ^uld receive 
regular notice, to escape from punishment by flight 
or cq|i\cealment. 

It will also appear, as this respondent believes, by 
a reference to the laws and practice of Virginia, into 
which he has made all the enquiries which circum- 
stances and the shortness of time allowed' him for 
preparing his answer, would permit, that all the ca- 
ses in which a summons it considered as the only 
proper process, are cases of petty offences, which on 
the presentment of a grand jury, are lo be tried by 
the court in a summary way, without the. interven- 
tion of a petit jury. Therefore, these provisions had 
no application to the case of Callender, which could 
be no otherwise proceeded on than by indictment, 
and trial on ibe indictment by a petit jury. 

It mtist be recollected that the act of Congress of 
September 24Ji, 1789, enacts, section 14, "That 
the courts of the United States, shall have power 
to issue writs of scire facias, habeas corpus, and alt 
other wrtU, not specially provided for by statute, 
, which may be necessary for the exercise of their 
respective jurisdictions, and agreeably to the prin- 
ciples and usages of laws." Consequently, the 
circuit court, where the proceedings in question, 
took place, had power to issue a capias against the 
the traverser, on the presentment unless the State 
law above-mentioned governed the case, and con- 
tained something to restrain the issiung of that writ 
in such a case. This respondent contends for the 
reasons above stated, that this law neither applied 
to the case, or contained any thing to prevent the 
issuing of a capias, if it had been applied. 

Thus it appears that this respondent, in order- 
ing a capias to issue against Callender, decided cor- 
rectly, as it certainly was his intention to do. But 
he claims no other merit than that of upright inten- 
tion in tltts decision : for when he made the de- 
cision^ he was utterly ignorant that such a law ex- 
isted in Virginia ; and declares that he never heard 
of it^ till this arcjide wa8rf|)orted b/a cotmuiuee 



of the Hot^se of Representatively during the present 
session*^ Cotigf«8s. This law was not mentioned 
on the trial either by the counsel for jthe travcner 
or by^ jndge Ori^Sn, -who certainly had -fnuchbet- 
ter 4%>poitUriltie8 <tf knowing it than this respond- 
ent, and who, no doubt, would have ciied-k had 
they known it, and considered it as ^plicable to t^ 
case. This respondent well knows that in a crimi- 
ml view, ignorance of the law excuses no nian in 
oftndfing against it s but this maxim applies not 
to the^decision of a judge j in whom ignorance of ^e 
law in general wotdd certainly be a dis gi^^ catjon 
for this office, though not a crime ; but igmPrance of 
a particular act of Assembly of a State, where he 
was an utter stranger, must be considered as a very 
pardonable error ; especially as the counsel for the 
prisoner to whose case that law is supposed to have 
#ppRed, foriMre or omitted to che it; and as a 
ju<%e of the State, idways resident in it, and long 
conversant with its local laws, either forgot th>s 
la,w, or considered it as inapplicable. 

Such is the answet, which this respondent m^es 
to thefif^ article of impeachment. If he erred in 
this case, it was through' ignorance of the law, and 
surely, ignorance under sAch circumstances, cannot 
be a crimie, much less a high crime and misdemean- 
or, fbr whidi he ought to be removed from iiis of- 
fice. If a judfec were impeachable for >acting a- 
gainst law from ignorance only, it .would follow, 
Siat he would be punbhed in the same manner |br 
deciding against law- wilfully, and for decid'mga- 
gainst it through mistake^ In other woids, thare 
wouUl be no distinction between ignorance and de- 
sign, between error and corruption. 
' And the said respondent, fqr plea ,to the said fiM 
article «f impeachment, saith, that he is not guihy 
of any high crime and misdemeanor, as in \wnd by 
the said fifth article is alledged agaiiist him i aiid 
thif he prays, may be enquired of, by this hofieiable 
(Stfor^ in such manner, as law and justice <hsdlseem 
to them to require. 

The sixth article of imptachraent aUedgee* tjiat 
this respondent, ** with intent to opparesa and-pw- 
• cure the conviction of the said Jannes Thompson 
Callender, did, at the court aforesaid, rule and ad- 
jtidg^ thesaid Callender to trisd, duriaig the term at 
wh^ he, the said Callender waa presented and j^ 
dieted) contrary to the law in that case made end 
provkfed. 

This charge also, is founded, 1st, on the act of 
Congress of Sept. Sith, 1789, above meniieaed, 
which enacts, section 34, «* that the laws of the 
several states, except where the constitution, treat- 
ies, or statutes of the United States shall otherwise 
provide, shall be regarded as the rutQs of decision # 
•in trials at commmi lav m the courts of the United 
States, m cases wher^ they apply/* ard 2ndly, on 
a law of the state cf Virginia, which is supposed 
to provide, ** tlittt in cases not capitttl, thecffender 
shaH not be held to answer any presemment of a 
grai^i jury, until ^ e court next succeeding that* du- 
ring which such presentment shall have been made." 
This law, iris contended, is made the rule of deci- 
sion by the above niemioBed act of Congress, and 
was violated by the refusal to continue the case of 
Callender till the next term 

In answer to this charge this respondent declares, 
that he was at the time of making the above men- 
tioned decision^ wholly ignorant of any such law of 
Virginia as that in question, that no such law wa5 
adc^ced or mentioned by the counsel of Callendcf, 
in support ot their motion for a continuance ; neither 
when they first made it, before this respondent sit- 
ting alone ; nor when they renewed* it, after Judge 
GrifBn hail taken his seat in court : that no such law 
was mentioned by Judge Griffin ; who concurred in 
over-ruling the motion for a continuance and orders-^ 
ing on the trial i which fte could not have done had 
he known that such a law existed, or consitiered if 
as applicable 4o the case ; and that this respondent 
never heard of any such law, until the articles of 
impeachment now under concuderaton werereportci^ 
in the course of ihe present session of Congress, bf 
a committee of me House of Representatives. ' 

A judge is certainly bound to use all proper aud 
reasonable means of obtaining a knowledge of the 
Uws whkh he is appointed to administer i but after 
the use of such meani» to ovcidtok^ misundenta&o* 
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«ri«fAftm ig^orBfft of SQmepvdcidar law, is at all 
tiraea a Very pasdonabk error. It is m«ch more so 
in the case of a judge of the Supreme court of the 
United States, holding a circuit court in a particular 

'■■We, with which he m a stranger, ahd with the 

'^xal laws of which he can liave eojoyed but very 
impeffect opportunities of becoming acquainted. 
It was foreseen by Congress, in c&taW&hing the cir- 
cuit courts of the United States, that difficulties and 
inconveBiencier must frequently Arise from this 
source, aiui to obviate such diflicuUics it was pro- 
vided, that the district judge of each state, who 

' liavin|g been a resident of the state and a practition- 
«T in if s courts, had all the necessary means of be- 

coming acquamted with its loc^ laws, should 
form a part of the circuit court in his owa state. 
The judge of the supreme court is expectcdi, with 
veason, to be weU tersed in the general laws ; but the 
local laws of the state form thepeculiar province of the 
district judge, who may be jus: 1\ considered as particu- 
larly responsible for their due observance. If in the 
case in questiqn,this respondent overlooked or miscon- 
smied any local law of the state of Virginia, which 
tMght to have governed the case, it was equally o- 
ralooked and misunderstood, not only by the pris- 
onet^s counsel who made the motion, and whose pe- 
cohdr dut>- it was $0 know the law and bring it into 
the view of the court, but also by the district judge, 
vho had the best opportunities of knowing and un- 
derstanding it, and m whom, nevertheless, this o- 
Yer^ight or nMstake is considered as a venal error, 
while iiPthis respondent it is made the ground of a 
cnminal chaigc. ^ , 

This respondent further states, that after th^ most 
diligent and the most extensive enquiry which the 

•flrae allowed for preparing this answer would per- 
mit) he can find no law of Virginia which express- 
ly enacts, that •<in cases not capital^ the offender 
'aball not be held to answer any presentment of a 
grand jury, until the court next succeeding that 
dqnng wlDich such presentment shall have been 
'wmim," *Thitprin<Qiple he supposes to be an infer- 
ence drawn hy the authors of the axtides of im- 
^• ^chme nt, from the law of Virginia mentioned in 
Ihe answer to the preceding article, the law of No-, 
vember 15th, 1792,' which provides ** that upoa pre- 
seatment made by the grand jury of an offence not 
capital the court shall order the clerk to iiiue a 
summons, or otlier proper process, against the person 
or persons so presented, to appear, and answer such 
presehtmcnt at the be«t court." This lawhecon- 
ceives dt>cs not warrant the inference so drawn from 
it, because it speaks of pretentmentt and not of i«- 
dictmentt^ which are veiy dilnerent thingt \ a»d is, 
3ia,he is informed, confined by practice and con- 
struction in the state of Virg^ia, to cases of small 
•fiences, which are to be tri^ by the coinrt itsdf iip- 
ofi the presenrment, without nn indictment ©r the 
intervention of a petit jury. But for cases, like that 
oC Callender, where an indictment must fellow the 
presentment, this law made no provison. Further, 
the state laws are directed by the abovementioned 
act of Congress, to be the ride of decision in the 
courts of the United States, cmly « in cases where 
they apply.** Whether they apply or not to a par- 
ticular case, iaa que«tion of law, to be decided by 
the court Where such case is pending^ andanerrar 
in making the decision is not a crime, nor even an 
■ofience, unless it can be shewn to have proceeded 
from improper motives. This respondent is of o- 
pmion, that the law in question did net apply to the 
case of Callender, for the reasons stated above ; 
and therefore it would have been his duty to disre- 
gard it, even had it been. made known to him by 
Che counsel for the traverser. 

And in the last place he contends^ tint tiie law 
of Virginia in question, is not adopted by the above 
nentioned act of Congress as the rule of decision, 
in such cases as that now under consideration. That 
act does indeed provkle « ^at the laws of die sev- 
eral states, exc^t where the constitution, treaties or 
statutes of the United States shidl otherwis^ro- 
vide, shall be regarded as rules of decision in trials 
at cumftum Ima in the courts of the United States, in 
cases where they apply.** But this provision, in his 
opinion^ can relate only to righta acquired under the 
late taw»^ whidi come into question on the trial j & 



not to forms of process or modes orproceeding,anterr- 
or or preparatory to the trial. Kor can it,asthis respon- 
dent apprehends,have any application to in^ctments 
for offences against the statutes of the United States, 
which cannot with any propriety be called " trials, 
at common law." It relates merely, in his opinion, 
to civil rights acquired under the state laws » which 
by virthe of this jwovision are, when they come in 
question in the courts of the United States, to be 
governed by the laws under which they accrued. 
. If in these opinions this respondent be incorrect,it n 
an honest error : and he c intends that neither such 
an error in the construction of a law, nor his igno- 
rance of a local state law whieh he had no opportu- 
nity of knowing, and of which the counsel for the 
party whose case it is supposed to have affected weie 
equally ignorant, can be considered as an offence li- 
able to Impeachment, or to any sort of punishmem 
or blame. 

And for plea to the said sixth article of impeach- 
ment, the said Samuel Chase saith, that he is not 
guilty of any high crime or misdemeanor as m and 
by the said article is alledged against him ; and this 
he prays may be enquired of by this honorable court 
in such manner as law and justke shall qeem. to them 
to require. 

The seventh article of impeachment relates to 
some conduct of this respondent in his judicial ca- 
pacity, at a circuit court of the United States held 
at Newcastle in the state of Delaware, in June 1800. 
The statement of this eondoct made iii the article is 
altogether erroneoos y b|it if it were true, this re- 
spondent denies, that it contains any matter for 
which he iftliaUe to impeachment. It alledges that 
" disregarding the dutiea tf his office, he did de- 
scend from the dignity of a judge, and stoop to the 
level of an infcarmer.** This high offence consisted, 
accOT«Ung to thejuticle, 1st, in refusing ta discharge 
the grand jury ahhough entreated by several of the 
said jury to do so: 3dty,iQ « observing to the said grand 
jury, after the said grand jury had regulaiiy declar- 
ed through their foreman, that they had found no^ 
b^ of indictment, and had no presentmems to 
make, that he the said Sam.. Chase understood * that 
a highly sedhious temper had manifested itself in 
the state of Delaware, among a certain ^dass of 
people, partictUaily in Newcastle county, and more 
especially in the town of Wilmington, where lived 

I a most seditious printer, unrestrained by any princi^ 
pie of virtue, and regardless of social order, that 
the name of this printer was-*——." 3dly, 
in •« then checking himself as if sensible of the in- 
decorum which he was committing.'* 4hly, m adding 
<■ thsit it might be assuming too much, to mention 
the name of this person ; but it becoities your duty, 
gentlemen, to enquire diligently into this matter, or 
words to that effect." And 5thly, /« in authorita 
tively enjoining on the district attorney of the U- 

• nited States, with. intention to pocure thej)rosecu- 

{ tioh of the printer in question, the necessity of pro- 
curing a file 61 the pn^ers to which he alliided, and 
by a strict examination of them to find some pas- 

i sage, whicli might furnish the ground work of a 
prosecution against the printer.** 

These charges amount in substance to tiiis ; that 
the repondent refused to discharge a grand jury on 
their request, which is ^vtrj day's practice, and 
which he was bound to do, if he believed that the 
due administration of justice required iheur longer 
attendance : that he directed the attention of the 
gi^d jury to an offence- against a statute of the U- 
nited States, which he had been inf^med- was com- 
mitted in the District « and that he desired the dis- 
trict attorney to aid the grand jury, in their inqui- 
ries concerning the existence and nature of this of- 
fence. By these three acts, each of which it was 
his duty to perform, he is alledged '<to ha^ degra- 
ded his high judicial functions, and tended' to im- 
pair the public confidence in, and respect for, the 
tribunals of justice, so essential to the general wel- 
fare." 

That this honorahle court may be able to form cor- 
rectly its judgment, concerning the transaction men- 
tioned in this article, this respondent submits the 
following statenrf^t of it| which he avers to he traCi 
and e^cpects to prove 



On the 27th day of June, 1800, this respondents 
as one of the associiite justices of the supreme court 
of the United States, presided in the circuit court 
of the Unite4 States, then held at Newcastle in and 
for the district of Dclawaie, and was assisted by 
Gunning Bedford, esq, then district judge of the. 
United btafes for that district. At the opening of 
the Court on that day, this respondent according to 
his duty and his uniform practice deliveied a charge 
to the grand jury in which he gave in charge to them 
several statutes of the United Sta'e';,and among oth« 
erg, an act of Congress passed July 14th.ir98, en- 
titled •< An act in addition to the act for the punish* 
ment of certain crimes against the United States,* 
and commonly called the * ttdition-law.' He dhec- 
t^ theOLto enquire concerning any breaches of thos^ 
statutes, and especially of that commonly called the 
sedition law, within the district of Delaware. 

On the san^e day before the usual hour of adjotirn- 
ment, the grand jury came* into court, and itiform* 
ed the court that they had found no indictment or 
presentment, and had no business before them, for 
which reason they wished to be discharged. This 
respondent replied, that it was earlier than the usual 
hour of discharging a grand jury ; and that business 
might occur during the sitting of the court. He al- 
so asked them if they had no information of publi- ' 
cations within the distrkt, that came under the se- 
dition lnw, and added, that he had been informed, 
that there was a paper called the < Mhror,' publish- 
ed at Wilmington, which contained libellous char- 
ges against the govemment and president of the U- 
nited States : that he had not seen that paper, but it 
was th€ir duty to enquire into the subject ; and if 
they had not turned their attention to it, the attorney 
for the district would be pleased to examine a file of 
that paper, and if lie found any thin^ that tUBom 
within the sedition law, would lay it before them.'* 
Xliirls the substance of what'^the respondent said to 
the grand jury on that occasion, and he believes 
nearly his words. On the morning of the next day^ 
they came into court ajid dealared that they had no 
preseatmems or indictments to make, on which 
they f>*re immediately discharged. The whole 
time therefore, for which they were detained, was 
twenty-four hours, far less than is genermHy requir- 
ed cf ■ ^nd juries. 

• -In these proceedings, this respohdent acted accor- 
ding to his sense of what the duties of his office re- 
quired. It certainly was his duty to give in charge to 
the grand jury, all such statutes ofthe United Stares 
as provided for the punishnient of offences, and a- 
mong others, that called the sedition act ; into 
all offences against which act, while it contin- 
ued in fjrce, the grand jwy wcie bound by 
their oaths to enquire. In giving it in charge, to- 
gethcr with the other acts of Congress for the pun- 
ishment of ofienccs, he followed moreover the ejt- 
ample of the otlier judges of the supreme cotut, ia 
holding their respective circuit courts- He also coti« 
tends.anddklthen believe, that it was his duty, when 
informed of an offei.ce, which the grand jury had o- 
vcriooked, to direct their atiention towaros it, and 
to request for them, af^d ^en to tcqaire* if ne- 
cessary, the aid pf the district attorney in making 
their enquiries. In thus discharging what he cen- 
ceives to be his duty, even if he committed an error 
in so considering it, he denies that he committed or 
could commit any offence whatever. 

With respect to the remarks which Jie is charged 
by this article wirh having made to the grand jary, 
relative to«« ahighly seditious tern per, which he had 
understood to have mahifested itself In th^ state of 
Delaware, amor.g a certain class of people, partic- 
ularly hi Newcastle county, and more especially, ia 
th^ to^fn of WilnAJngton." and relative to « a most 
seditious printer, residing in Wilmington, unre- 
strained by any principle of virtue, and regatdlesa 
of soc'ral order ;** this icspondent does not recollect 
or believe, that he made any such observations. But 
if he did make tltem, it could not be improper ia 
him to tell the jury that he had received such infor- 
mation, if hi fact he had received it ; which was 
probably, the case, though he cannot reecHect it 
with certainty at this distaiuje of time. That this 
information, if he did receive it, was correct, so fisr 
as it regarded the printer in question* wiU fuli^ ap- 
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fevr from a file of the paper called the «* Miiror of 
the Times," &c, published at Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, fr-jm Feb. 5th, to March 19ih, 1800, inclu- 
sive, which he has obtained, and is ready to produce 
to this honorable court when necessary, and Rome 
extracts from which are conttonod in the exhibits 
severally marked No. 7. 

And for plea to the said seventh article of impeach- 
jnent, the said Samuel Chase saith, that he is not 
guilty of any high crime oi' misdemeanor, as in a.nd 
Ify the said seventh article is alledged against him, 
and this he prays may be enquired of by this honor- 
able court, in such manner as law and justice shall 
seem to them to require.

THE WINDING UP SCENJ;* * 

OF all the extraordinary occurrences 
which have taken place at the feat ot gov- 
. ernment» during the late fcffion of Con- 
grefs, the windicg up fcene is perhaps the 
xnoft ludicrous. A few days before the 
Senate bad formed a decifion on the tri- 
al of Judge Chafe, the Houfe of Wprefen- 
tatives paffed a bill appropriating j,0Q0 
dollars to defray the expencesf ot the wit. 
nefTes who were fummoned on the part of 
the managers of the impeachment. The 
bill was carried* to the Senate, where it 
was read and laid on the table- for farther 
conrideration.--=^ After the trial was clo- 
fed.the hilt was called up, and paff^ftfunao* 
imoufly in conneQion with 40 amend- 
niem, appropriating an aidditional fum, 
fufficient to cover the expences of the 
witncfles for the defendant.— Tht^s amen- 
ded it was taken down to the Hou(e,where 
it met with powerful and virulent oppo- 
fition. When certain members had giv- 
t:n vent to their paffion^ in execrating the 
amendments and abtifing the Senate,a vote 
was taken on the bill as amended— it was 
rejefted by a mdjori'y;' arft returned to 
the Senate. It was then agreed that a com- 
mittee fromeach Houfe fhoqld be appoint.- 
cd to confer on the fubjefl. Mr. Giles & 
Mr. Bradley were appointed on the part of 
the Senate, and Mfffrs. Randolph, Nich- 
oHon, and Early, f three of the Tr^anagers 

' Iff the impeachment J on the part ot the 
Houfe of Repiefentatives. The appoint- 
fnent of thefe men ^as con^dered, by the 
Senate, as extremely indecorous^ ftill, 
however, the conlerees met — but came to 
no agreement on the h^&tiefs. The Sen- 
ate then took a final vote, and decided 
unanimoujly^ that they would adhere to 

-4he amendment. Qn this occafion, Mr. 
Giles declared, and to his honor be it re- 
corded, th^t he would never vote for an 
appropriation to defray the* expenses of 
witnefTes,. in this or in any future ca{e, 
unlefs the witnefTes of the defendant were 
jnplu^e^ in t{ie bill. The H^ufe^ having 



been informed of the ultimate decilion of 
the Senate, alfo took a final vote, perfifl- 
ing in the rejeflion of the amendment. 
Ot couife, the bill was lofl. 

Mr. Randolph, however, was not thus 
eafily to be defeated in his efforts. The 
expences of his own witncfles niuft be de- 
frayed by the U. States ; but the idea that,- 
in addition to the acquittal of the deiend- 
ant, his witnefles too (hould be remunera- 
ted from the public treafury, was quite too 
rhuch for his mortified and exafperated 
mind to endure. It would have f urnifhed 
too great a triumph for the learned judge. 
He could now no longer imprecate on him- 
felfandhisafFociates 'thedifgraceot having 
dragged the defendant to the barol jullice' 
— he could no longer exclaim, *• let us be 
, configned to infamy, whiift hofannas are 
Qiouted to his praife"^«he could no long- 
er declare, <^ thus (hall it be-done to f^im, 
whom the higheft judiciary tribunal of the 
United States delighteth to honor." His 
inventive genius therefore fuggefied ano- 
ther mode of accomplifbing his objeft. — A 
motion was accordingly made to defray the 
expences of the fuit out of the fum appro- 
priated for the camingencies of the Houfe. 
This motion produced an inf^antaineous 
burfl of indignation from many of his own 
party, &>me of his beil ffiends declared, 
th^t to commit fo pafpable a violation ot 
the conflitution, would be an indelible 
difgrace to that Houfe, and to the charac- 
ter of the union. The point, however, 
was urged, the vote taken, and the decifion 
declared in the affirmative. The yeas gnd 
nays were then called fqr, when it appear- 
ed that there was not a quorurp prefent. 
Mr. Randolph then demanded the calling 
the roll, when ,it appeared that 20 or 30 
more than were fufficient to form a quo- 
rum, wey on the floor. The yeas and 
nays were again called, and again there was 
not a quorum. On calling the roll a fe- 
cond time, more than the necefTary num- 
ber ware again pre fent. A repetition ol the 
fame fteps produced the fame refult. Mr. 
R. highly exafperated, demanded that the 
fergeant at arms (hould be difpatched to 
compel the attendance of abfent niembers. 
Mr. R. Grifwold faid the demand of the 
gentleman mij^hi be very proper — ^there 
appeared to him, however, to be one or 
two trifling obje£lions to ii-^if thele could 
be furmounted, he would hot oppofe the 
motion. He obferved that it had been 
cuHomary for the houfe to be guided in its 
proceedings by eftablifhed rules ; xh^t 
there was no exifting rule that would war- 
rant the meafure — and that he doubted the 
propriety of confuming the laft hour ot 
their congreflfional exiftencc in forming 
new rules for the government of the houfe* 
Befides, faid Mr, G. fomc dtlficuities may 
occur in wording the^commiflion tp the 
fergeant at arms— it is well known that 



fomc of the members have gone liome 
without leave, orte to Delaware and anoth- 
er to Georgia, &c. — He hard fy fuppofcd 
that thegentleraenprefent would be willing 
to wait until the fergeant at arms cbtlH 
bring the members ' from thofe defiant 
ifates, Mr. Randolph waved the fubjeS, 
of compelling the attendance of the abfent 
members, atid called again for the ayes and 
noes on the main queflion : Still there waa 
not a quorum .: The roll was called a fourth 
t.ime-^and again more than the neceffery 
number anfwered to their refpeSlive names. 
The fame farcical fcene, we are informed, 
was exhibited no lefs than ten times. 

At length Mr. Randolph pronounced it 
a piece of finelTe^^a mere trick, to prevent 
thi^ queftion from being taken. A demo« 
cratic member replied — •• The gentleman 
ought to have made the difcovery earli* 
er.— rlt is, afluredly, a trick\ and we who 
arc concerned in it, are determined to 
trick him, for attempting to trick the Con- 
flitution." ,This reply fo completely difr 
armed Mr. Randolph, that he relinqui(he4 
his obje£l ; and thus no provifion is made 
to remunerate the trouble and expenfe of 
his witnefTes, Sa endeth the winding up 
fcene If

ExtraQ of a letter from a refpeBable gen* 
tieman oj St. Jetgo-de-Cuba^ dated Feb- 
ruary. 8. 

" It is faid that the brigand negroes are 
going to march againfl the city of St. Do- 
miiigo, and that Deffalines and all his 
principal comi*ades will be of the party. 
General Ferrand expcfts them ; he has 
at leaft 1,500 troops of the line or na- 
tional guards. We fjave alfo' received 
intelligence that 900 troops have arrived 
from France at Samana, and will reach 
St, Domingo before ihz negroes, if they 
intend to go there. You perhaps have 
heard that Gen. Deffalines^ had fent one 
of his naval captains, commanding an 
armed veflel with 25 negroes, to fummon 
Porto Plata to furrender. The Spaniards 
pretending to be overjoyed at the vifit of 
their French friends, invited the Captain 
%nd crew to land and partake of an enter- 
tainment they had prepared. The fellows' 
accepted the invitation, and were fur- 
rounded, by the Spaniards, who cut all 
their throats, except the captain's whom 
they fent to Gen. Ferrand in the fame 
veffel in which he had arrived but a lew 
hours before. This behaviour of the Span- 
iards give us reafon to- hope that they 
will miike a vigorous defence againft the 
negroes ; and it will be much worfe lor 
them if they do noi*, for they need not 
expefi more mercy than was fhewn to the 
other whites who have fallen into their 
hands.

It was lately erroneoufly ftaied that the 
murderer, Arnold, had been apprehen- 
ded at Newark, (N. J.) He has, how- 
ever, been taken at Pittfburgh, (Penn.)

tbcmmtf the hand dropped — it was a pistol which 
was cocked twice, and only prevented from doing 
execution by Mr. Cohoon^s firmness. They took him 
to a mag^trate, but on the way he drew a pistol and 
fired--^ different directioii was given to it by his arm 
being seized by a bystander ; the flash of the pan 
singed his temple, and the ball flew by the ear pf Mr. 
Cohoon ; it however did no injury. The pistol, a 
number of balls, a rope and some money, were 
found upon him ; he called himself Smith, and 
would give no satisfaction that night. The next 
day he made full confession— and appears to be ful 
ly sensible of the enormity of his crimes, deplores 
the violence of hfs passions, which haVe sunk him 
from a respectable standing in society to the lowest 
degradation. ^ . '.

THOROUGH-going, f ufUblooded de- 
mocrats, whatever may be their pretentions, 
are naturally averfe to written conftitutions

ought to be <at the difpofai of a majority of 
the whole people, mufi of courfe believe, 
that fuch majority does not require the con- 
trol of a written rule. Men who hold fuch 
ideas of govemyient, wtll not allow that 
one fet of men have^ right to make a con- 
fiitution which (hall be binding on the geii<» 
eration that may fucceed them. Aoiongft 
the party ufualljT ftyled democratic in the 
United States, there are great numbers who 
adhere to this vifionary notion. In Penn*^ 
fyjvania, particularly, there is an enor* 
mous mafs of that ungovernable ftuff, call- 
ed democracy. It has ufually been em- 
ployed by the demagogues of that ftate, to 
overbalance found principles ; and in two 
inftances has been ftirred up to open in» 
furrefiion. The leaders of the mob in 
Pennfylvania,have been able, in Tome mea- 
fure to ^nceal themfelves, by means of 
having a moft convenient fervant, ftyled 
by himfelf, tl^e Organ of the Public Will; 
but with more propriety called the Tocfin 
$f Inf urgency, William JDuane, editor 
of the Aurora, has been the oftenfible dic- 
tator ; and it is a melancholy, truth, that 
his mafters, thro' him, have, for feveral 
years, ruled the ftate, by giving a tone and 
dire£Uon to the popular voice. Ol late, 
however, fobcr and fenfible people have 
beep endeavoring to make a ftand againft 
the wild fpirit of innovation and anarchy 
which has ever diftinguiQied the Pennfyl. 
vania mofa. They have looked up to the 



judiciary for protefiion. The judiciary 
has c#nfeqocDtly been afTailed. The con** 
ftitu'tion fu^ports the judiciary. Hence 
arifet ttM^hftredof the Pennfylvania jacd* 
bins towards the conftitution : And thia 
brings us to the immediate objeft of tbia 
article.

The Au* 
rora advocatts the meafure ywcA. it is faid^ 
vaft numbers of (^natures to the petitions 
are. obtained » Tbefe proceedings of the 
jacobins have created fuch an alarm, that 
the ufual party diftin3ionsare entirety laid 
afide. Federalifm and Democracy, as they 
formerly ftcod, appear to be forgotten. 
The federaltfts, generally, and the moft 
refpefiable of the oppolite party, unite 
under the appellation o{ Conftilutionalijls : 
and the dilorgaoizing fafiion are diftin* 
guiihed by the name of Revolutionijls. 

We have given this hafty iketcb, tbat 
the reader may b^ enabled to under ftand 
whatever may heUeafter appear on this fub« 
jeA : And we take this opportunity to re« 
mark, tfut we de|nn the diftin£lion above 
mentioned* as eJbry way proper to be •• 
dopted tfurooghont tlie United States.

I have received information that I am 
again honored, hy a grett majority of 
your fuffrages, with a fearifi the nation- 
aflegiflature. This eleaion, which bad 
been made in oppofition tir the influence, 
not only of innumerable falfhoods and 
ilanders, but alfo of a caucus of many of 
your reprefc^tativcs in thoGeneral Aflem- 
biy, who liflened with too treat facility to 
ihc falfe reprefematioas 01 my inlereftcd 
enemies, has excited emotions in my mind 
which I fliould in vain endeavour to ex- 
prefs.^ 
^ Almoft at the moment when the clec- 

. lion was commencing, my coafctcnce dic- 
tated to me a diiTent from the articles of 
impeachment againft Judge Chafe, Adopt- 
ed by a great majority of the friends of 

* the adminiilration : and as my conduQ 

- in that cafe has been reprefented as incon- 
fiftent, and as the political madnef« of the 
times, in certain diftri&s, has poifoned to 
their fources the dreams of private confi- 
dence, I (ball coofider it my duty hereaf- 
ter 10 explain my condufi to my conllitu- 
ents through the chminel of the newfpa- 
pers. 

In the coorfe of 4he laft feffion, Mr. 

- Randolph demanded ihc appointment of a 
committee to enouife into the official 
condufl of Judge Chafe, without produ- 
cinga finglcacufatioaagainft him ; and al- 
though at the time oTmaking the motion, 
the ufual liour of adjournment was ap. 
proacking, be Biade every poflible effort 



to prevent an adjournment^ and (o produce 
an immediate^deciCon upon the qiieftlod. 
In this attempt he was difappointed, but 
the motion ultimately pafTcd by a great 
majority. It was oppofed by myreltand 
others, froma conviflion that it waa im- 
proper to delegate to a fl!cret committee, 
powers of an inquifitorial nature, in rcta- 
tion to the condu£l of pulic officers, when 
no fpecific accufations were exhibited. 
The committee, aftei feveral weeks fpent 
in laborious examination, reported to the 
Houfe, almoft at the clofe of the feffion^ a 
confiderable volume of ex parte teftimony, 
confifting in a great meafure, of the private 
opinions and fufpicions of lawyers, who 
confidered themfelves as brow-beaten by 
the Judge ; with this curious evidence, 
however, were mingled many fa£ls of an 
important nature. This teftimony was 
immediately publiQied in the newfpapers, 
contrary to every principle of law and juf- 
tice, and the eKcR of this publication muft 
have been alttK>ogb the intention might 
have been good, to condemn the Judge in 
the public mind, before he ^ould have 
time to prepare his defence. This, how- 
ever, I do not charge to the account of the 
committee or the houfe. Even the report 
of the committee did not prefent any partic- 
ular charge againft Mr. Chafe, to which he 
could apply his defence ; it only recom- 
mended an indefinite impeachment for 
high crimes and mildemeanors, upon the 
volume of evidence. In this book I dif- 
covered no ground of impeachment, ex- 
cept in (he condufi of the Judge in the Iri- 
al of Callender, to whom I thought con^ 
ftitutional privileges had been denied, 
and upon that ground alone I voted for the 
impeachment. My fpeech on that occa- 
fion was publifhed in all the newfpapers 
which have any confiderabie circulation 
in the diftrifi, and appeared to meet the 
approbation of a great majority of my con- 
flituents.— In this crude ftaie, except that 
articles were reported and not a6led on, the 
impeachment came over to (he prefent fef- 
fion, early in which the articles v#ere re- 
committed. — The committer to whom 
they were referred, without any powers 
for that pur pole, rmde^ new enquiry, and 
reported two new articles. As in this re- 
port the condu£l of the Judjje in Callen- 
der's cafe was not confidered a& a violation 
of the conftiution, and ^s I had alWays 
been prepared to fay that if it were not 
fuch a violation it ought to be confidered 
as a mere error of judgment ; as the new 
articles, in my opinion, were reported 
without authority, were unfupported by 
evidence, and were infignificant in them* 
felves , and it was impofRb'e, to obtain a- 
raendments, I was under the necefCty of 
voting againft every article upon the final 
queftion. 
Thefc proceedings, from firft to laft, 
|l have appeared to mc to conftitute one of 



the greatefi flrides towards the eftabliih- 
ment of an ariftocracy in our country, that 
we have ever' witneffed. Being in the 
minority, my vipws of the fobjeft will 
f probably be pronounced erroneous. But 
when I refl^a - that one of the high 
crimes for which Judge Chafe is impeach- 
ed is neither more nor lefs than the ex« 
preffion of a political opinion, I cannot 
but tremble, not only for theconftitution- 
al independence of the judiciary, but for 
the liberties of the people. 

I am accufed of afiing under the influ- 
ence ol ptffion. It is falPr. No member of 
Congrefs canexamine important queflioos, 
with more attention, or deride upon them 
with more coolnef s than myfell.^-I am char* 
ged with felfifh and ambitious views. Tbii 
charge is falfe alfo. Had (uch been my views, 
as I early taw that certain violent and am* 
bitious men, the more dangerous for be- 
ing honeft and enthufiafiic, p^fTefs an al- 
moft irrcfiftible influence upon our poli- 
tics, and believed it probable that the day 
would come, wlien iney will have in their 
hand tbedifpofid of the offices and faonora 
of the nation, I ihould have entered in 
their train, and might have calculated up- 
on receiving the reward ofttry fevility 
and apoftacy. But I have chofen to pur* 
fue the path of independence and integri- 
ty, a path planted thick with thorns, but 
leading through the dark valley of pov- 
erty, to the bright temple of honeft fame. 
Again it is (aid that I do not follow the 
republican feaders*-— — This is true ; and 
I never will follow them when I tbink 
them wrong. Legiflators- ought to have 
no leaders ; we muft not be led at all, or 
we muft be led to deftruAion. Whatever 
opinion the world may entertain of nay 
difcarnment, the j>€ople have told me, by 
their fuffrages, that I am not to conlider my- 
felf as ftanding on inferior ground to other 
members ; &I (hould be a traitor to their dig. 
nity, as well as totfieir interefts, were I to 
acknowledge any leader. — Were I doOHltd 
thus to difgrace my conftituents, I (houhl 
at leaft a(k permiflion to wait till men of 
folid talents aiK) correCl principles were 
elevated to the rank of CongrefTional com* 
manders. The doQrine, that legiflators 
are to be difciplined like foldiers, and that 
we ought to fupport our party when we 
think it wrong, is anti.repnblican, immor- 
al, irreligious, and deteftable. 

My principles remain unaltered. Tbey 
never can be changed. Whoever (hall 
hereafter govern our ^<^ntry, I (hall fup- 
port the general fyftem of their adminif* 
raiion,as fuCh, and not a» a party, fo far as 
I (hall in confcicnce deem their meafurei 
promotive to the public good : and of con* 
ftitutionaLliberty« 

I am preparing for publication, ai the 
clofe of the prefent feffion, a courfe of 
letters to my conftituents, embracing a 
full view of my congrelfioual conduC^,. 
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and of fbe political Hate and profpeA of 
the nation*

«< May each and every one set under his onn vint 
or shade, atid no O0e to si^y why art thou afraid.'* 

The editor of the Norfolk Ledger, thus intredncef 
the motions of the Congressional revolutionists for

** If any man hfa^hought that we, as well as th# 
great majority of Federalists, have been wronf^

THE eighth article of impeachment 
cbargf Sy that this refpondent, ** difregard^ 
ing the duties and dignity of bis omtial 
eharader did, at a circuit court for the* 
drftrifi of Maryland, held at Baltimore, 
in the month of May, 1803, pervert his 
ofiteiat right and duty to addrefs the grand 
jury then and there alTembted, on the mat- 
ters coming within the province of the 
laid jury, foi^ the purpofe of delivering to 
the faid grand jury an intemperate and 
inflamatory political harr«ag4ie# with in* 
tent to excite the fears and refentment 
ofthe faid grand jury, and of the good 
people of Maryland,againfiaiMr Sutegov* 
ernment atK) conftitution,'' and alio, that 
this refpondcnt, "under pretence of ex- 
ercifing his judicial right lo addrefs the 
grand jury as aforefaid, did endeavor to ex- 
cite the odium of the faid grand jury, and 
of the good people of Maryland, againfl 
the government of the United States, by 
delivering opinions, which were, at that 
time, and as delivered by him.highly inde- 
cent, extra judicial, and ten^g to profii- 
tute the high judicial ^harafier, with which 
he was invefted, to the low purpofe ot an 
cle£lioneering partizan/' 

' In anfwer to this charge this refpond- 
ent admits, that he did, as one of the affo- 
ciale juftices of the fuprcme court of the 
United States, prefide in a circuit court 
iield^at Baltimore, in and for the diflria 
of Maryland, in May, 1803, *nd did then 
deliver a charge to the |[rand jury, and ex- 
prefs in the conclufion of it fome opihr. 
ions as to certain public meafurcs, both of 
the goverment of Maryland and of that of 
the United States. But he denies that in 
thus aQing, he difregatded the dunes and 
dignity of nis judicial charader, perverted 
his official rignt and duty to addrefs the 
grand jury, or had any inteniion to excite 
the fears or refentment of any perfon what- 
r^er/agaioft the government andcorfli- 



tutfbn of the tJnited St^itfcs, or of Mary- 
land. He denies that tbie (entimenta, 
which he thus exprefTed^ were *• intempe* 
rate and inflamatory," either in fhem- 
felves or in the manner of delivering them ; 
that he did endeavor to excite the odium 
of any perfon whatever, againft the gov- 
ernment of the United States, or did de- 
liver any opinions which were, in any re{- 
peS indecent, or which had any tendency 
to proftitute bis judicial charafler, to any 
low or improper purpofe. He denies that 
he did any thing t4)at was unufuaI,improp- 
er, or unbecooHngin a judge, or expreu- 
ed any opinions but fucb as a friend to his 
country, and a firm fupporter of the gov. 
ernments, both of the State of Maryland 
and of thfe United States, might entertain. 
For the truth of what he here fays,. he 
appeals confidently to the charge it- 
felf ; which was read fron^a written paper 
now in his poifeffion, ready to be pro- 
duced. A true copy ot all fuch parts of 
this paper as relate to the fubje£l matter 
of this article of impeachment, is contain- 
ed in the exhibit^, marked No« 8, which 
he prays leave to make pari 0! this his an- 
fwer. That part of It which relates to the 
article now under*confideration is.in thefe 
words: — "You .know, gentlemen, that 
our State and national inftitutions were 
made to fecure to every member of the 
fociety egual liberty and equal nghi$; but 
the late alteration of the federal judiciary, 
by the abolition of the office of the fixteen 
circuit judges, and the recent change in 
our State conftitution by the eftabliflMng 
univerfal fuflFrage, and the further aUer% 
ation that is contemplated in our State ju* 
dietary, (if adopted^ will, in my judg. 
meiit, take away allfecurity for property 
and perfonfil liberty. The independence 
of the national judiciary is already fhaken 
to its foundation ; and the virtue of the 
people alone can reftore it. The inde- 
pendence of the judges of this State will 
be entirely deflroyd, if the. bill for the 
abolition of the two fupreme courts Qiould 
be ratified by the next general affembly. 
The change of the State conilitution by 
allowing univerfal fuffrage, will, in my 
opinion, certainly and rapidly defiroy all 
protefiion to properly, and all fecurity 
to pcrfonal liberty ; and our republi- 
can Conftitution will fink into a mob^cra- 
cy, the worfi of ali pofTible governments* 
•• 1 can only lamem that the main pillar 
ot our State conftitution has been thrown 
down, by the eftabliflhment of univerfal 
fuffrage. By this (hock alone, the whole 
building totters to its bafe, and will crum- 
ble into ruins, before m^n)> years elapfe,un- 
lefs it be rejiored to its original ftate. If 
the independency of vour State judges, 
which your bill of rights wifely declares 
** tot)e effential to the impartial adminif- 
eration of juftice, and the ^reat femrity to 
*he rights & liberties ot thep eople/'iballbe 



taken away,by the ratification'of.tbebinpaf- 
fed for that purpofe, it will precipitate the • 
deftruSJon of your whole State coofiitu* 
tion, an^d there will be nothing left in it,^ 
worthy the care or fupport oi freemen/* 

Admitting thefe opinion^ to have be'en 
incorre£l and unfounded, this lefpondent 
denies that there was any law which for- 
bid him to exprefs them, in a charge to a 
^grand jury ; and he contends that .there 
jean be no offence, without the breach oi 
:f6me law. The vtxy eflence 6f defpoiifra 
confifts, in puniftiing a£fs,' which, at the 
time when they were done< were forbid, 
den by no law. Admitting the expreffion 
of political opinions by a judge, in hia 
\ 9harge to a jury, to be improper and dan- 
gerous ; tliere are many improper and very 
dangerous a£ls, which not being forbidden i 
by laws cannot be punifhed. Hence the ^ 
aeceflity ot new penal iavu*; which are ' 
from time to time ena3ed for tlie prevea- 
tion of afis not before tor bidden, but found ' 
by experience to be of dangerous tended* 
cy. it has been the pra£lice,in this coun« 
try, ever fince the revolution, whtch fep* 
arated us from GreatBtritain,lor the judges - 
to exprefs from the bench, by way of. 
charge to the grand jury« and to enforce • 
totheutmoftoi their ability, fuch polit- 
ical opinions as they thought corre^ and 
ufefuf. There have been irrftances in- 
which the legiflattve bodies oi this coiin- 
try, have recommended this praQice to 
t^he judges; and it was addpted by the 
judges of the fupreme court of the United 
States^ as foon as the prefent judicial {yU^ 
tem was eftabliflicd. If the legiflature of » 
\hc United States confidered this pra3ice 
as mifchievous, dajigerous, or liable to^ 
abufe, they might have ;orbidden it by 
law ; to the penalties of which, (uch judg- 
es as might afterwards,trangrefs it, would 
bejuftiy fubjefted. By not forbidding 
it,'the legiflature has given to it an impli. 
ed fanflion ; and for that Lcj^^ifleture to 

Eiunilh it now by an impeachment, would 
»f to convert into crime by an ex poll 
faQo proceeding, an afl, which, when it 
was done, and at all times, before, they 
had themfclves virtually decisred to be 
innocent. Such condu61 would be utter- 
ly fubverfive of the fundanriental princi- 
ples on which free governments refl ; 
and would form a precedent lor the mod 
fanguinary and arbitrary perkcutions, un« 
der the forms of law. 

Nor can the incorreSnefs ot the poltt« 
ical opinions thus exprefl'ed, have any in- 
fluence in deciding ©n the guilt or inno- 
cence of a jj^^ge's conduft in expreffing 
them, for i( he fhould be coirfidered as ' 
guilty or irrocent, accordir>g to the fup- ' 
pofcd corrcftnefs or incorrefinefs of the. 
opinion, thus exprfflV^ by him, it would . 
follow, that eiror \r\ political opinion, 
howevei honcflly cnter-tainpd, might bo* 
a ctin^e ; and that a'paity in power might| 
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uadcr.tbis pretext, deftroy any judge> who 
taight h^pea.in a charge to a grand jury^ 
toiay fQmetbing .capable of being coallru- 
edby them* into a political op inioD ad- 
vcrfe to their own fyftem. 

There might be fome pretence for fay- 
. ing« that for a judge to utter feditious len- 
timents, with intent to excite fedition, 
would be an impeachable offence ; al* 
^thoagh fuch a do(lrine would be liable to 
the aaoft dangerous 'abufe ; and is hoASe 
ioibe tuodamenul principles ofourcofi- 
fiitutiont. apd to the bed eftabhfhed max* 
imaolour criminal jurifprudence. But 
adfl^^tipg ^^^^ doflrine to be correal, it 
cannot be denied that the feditious inten- 
tion* muft be proved clearly* ^either by_ 
tlie moft neceffary implication from the 
vroids tbemielveS) or by fome overt a£lt of 
a feditious nature conneSed with them, 
lotbe prefent cafe no iuch a£l& areal- 
/edged, but the proof of a feditious intent 
muft reft on the vrords themfelves. By 
ibh rule this refpondent is willing to be 
Judged. XiCt the opinions which he deliv- 
ered, be examined ; and if the members of 
this ^nocable cour^t can- lay their hands 
09 their hearu, in the prefepce of Gad» 
and A^ ^h.^( \^^^^ opinions aie. npt only 
ecronepus^but feditious alf9; and carry 
witl^ them internal evidepc^ of an inten* 
tipn iiv-this r^ppndeni to excite fedition, 
either againft the St^te ojr general govern- 
iqent» jbe is c<^ntent to be found guilty« 

la puking thi/i examination* let it be 
bofoe-ia mind, thatio oppofe a d^pendin^ 
mea&ire, by *endeavof ing to coavince the 
public that ic is improper and ought pot 
€0 be adopted ; or to promote the repeal 
of a law already paft, be endeavoring to 
convince thevpublic,that it ought tQ be re* 
pealed, and that fuch men ought to be 
cle£led to the legiflature as will repeal it, 
to attempt in fine* the corredion of pub- 
lic meafures^by arguments tending to (hew 
their improper nature, or deftruftive ten- 
dency ; never has beeQ qr can be confid- 
^red as fedition, in any country, where 
the principles of law and liberty are ref- 
pe£led $ but is the proper and uluai ex- 
ercife of that right of opinion and fjpeech, 
iwhieh conftitutes thedillinguifhing feature 
* of a free government. The abufe of this 
privilege, by writing & publifliirtg as fafts, 
«nalictous lainioodi> with intent to defame, 
is punifh^bie as libellous, in the cbuftstiav 
ing jarifdiaioa of fuch offences; where 
the truth or fal&ood ot the fa£ls alledged, 
«nd the malice or corre&nefs ol the in- 
tention, form the criterion of guilt and in- 
nocence. But the charafier of libel- 
lousy much lefs of feditious, has never 
been applied to the e)^reflion ot opinions 
conc^ning the tendency ot public meaf- 
ure$,or to arguments urged for thu pur- 
pQfe of oppoOnff • tbeiQ, or effe£ling thei^ 
l^peal. To apply the dg£lriac ot fedition 



or of libeU to fach caf^s, would in{lantly 
deftroy all liberty of (peech, fubyeri the 
main pillars of free government, andcpn- 
vert the tribunals of jafU'ce into engines qI 
party vengeance. To condemn a public 
meafure, therefore, -as pernicious in its 
tendency ; to ufe arguments for proving 
it to be fo ; and to endeavour by thefe 
means to prevent its adoption, if ftill de- 
pending, or to procure iis repeal in a reg- 
ular and coqilitutional way,if it be already 
adopted ; can never be confidered as fe- 
dition, or in any way illegal. 

The firft opinion cxprefled to the grand 
jury on the occafion in queftion,; by this 
refppndent, was that ** the late alteration 
of the federal judiciary, by the abolition qf 
the office of the fixteen circuit j udges ; 
arid the recent change in. our State copfti- 
tution, by eflahliflring univerfal fuffrage ; 
and the further alteration that was then 
contemplated in our State judiciaryi if 
adopted ;*' would in the judgment of 
thia refpoodent, ** take away all fecuriiy I 
for property and perfonal liberty." Tbat{ 
{.«, ** thefe three meafures, it the laft of 
them, which is ftill depending, (hould be 
adopted, will, in my opinion, form a fyf- 
tem whofe pernicious tendency, m«>fi be, 
to take away th^ fecurity Jor oar property 
and our perfonal liberty, which we have 
hitherto, derived from, the falutary re- 
flriQions,laid by the authors of our confti- 
tutions on the n]j;ht ot fuffrage, and frpm 
the prefent conftuution of our courts of 
juflice.^ What is this but an argumeat 
to perfuade the people of Maryland lo re- 
jea the alterations in their State judiciary, 
wliich were then propofed ; which this 
refpondent as a citizen of that State had a 
right to oppofe ; and the adoption of which 
depended on a legiflature then to be cho- 
fen ? If this be fedition, then will it be 
impoffible to exprefs an opinion oppo&te 
to the views of the ruling party of the mo- 
mem, or to oppose any of their meafures 
by argument, without becoming fubje3 
to fuch punifhment as they may think 
proper to infllQ. 

The next opinion*4s, that *• the inde- 
pendence of the national judiciary ^as al- 
ready Awaken to its foundation, and that 
the virtue of the people aloqe could reftore 
it." In otlier words, *• The a6t of C09. 
grefs, for repealing the late circuit court 
law, and vacating thereby the offices of the 
judges, has fhaken to its foundatioo the in- 
dependence o( the national judiciary, and 
nothing but a change iu the reprefeniation 
of Congrels, which tfie return ol the peo» 
pie to correft feoiiments alone can effeft, 
will be fufBcient to produce a repeal of 
this aft, and thereby reflore to its former 
vigour, the part of the federal conftitution, 
which has been thus impaired* 

This is the obvious meaning of the-ex- 
prefiion i and it amounts to nothing more 



than an argument in favor of that change, 
whi^ch this itfpondcnt then i]w)ught and 
dill thinks to be very defirable ; an argu* . 
ment, the farce of which as a patriot he . 
might feel, and' which as a tree man he had 
a right to advance. 

Thetiext opinion is that ** the independ* 
ence of the judges of Maryland, would be 
entirely deflroyedit the full for abolifhing^ 
the fopreme courts ihould be ratified by' 
the next General affemhiy" — This opinion, 
however mcorre£l it may be, feemsto bavo 
been adopted by the people of Maryland, 
to whom this argument againft the bill in 
queftion was addreffed : for at the next 
feffion of the legiflature this bill, which 
.^ent to change entirely the confthu* 
taonai tenure of judicial ofHces in the 
ftate, and to render the f ubfiflence of the - 
judges depeodetlt on the legiflature, and 
their continuance in office oft the execu- 
tive, was abandoned by common confent* 

All the other opinio^is expreffed by this 
refpondent^ as above mentioned, bear the 
fame cIiaraQer with thofe^ already conGd* 
cred* They are arguments addreffed to 
the people of .Maryland for the purpofe oi > 
diffuadinff themfrom the adoption of a 
meafjiire tnen depending ; and of inducing 
them, if poffible, to r^ore to iti^ original 
(late, that part of their conftitution rela* 
ting to the right of fuffrage, by a repeal o£ 
the law which had been made for its alter* 
ation^ . 

Such nfire the objefis of this refpondeni 
indeliv^ng thofe opinions, and ne coiu 
tends tltfA they were fair, proper and legal 
obje£lsi mi that he had a right tp purlut 
them in this way : a rigbt fanftioned by 
the univerfal pra€lice of this country, and 
by the «tquiefcence of its various legifla^ 
tiveauiborities. Such he contends, is tl)e 
true andobvtous meaning of the opinions ' 
which he delivered, and which he believes 
to be conred. It is now neceffar^ to en* 
quire into their corre£lnefs ; but, if tncor^ 
re8, be denies that they contain any thing 
feditiottSy or any evidence of thofe improp* 
er intentions which are imputed to him 
by this article of impeachment. — ^He de- 
nies that in delivering them to the grand 
jury, be ccpimhted any offence, infringed 
any law, or. did any thing unufual, or here- 
tofore confidered in this country as im- 
proper or unbecoming in a judge. It this 
articl«^f ifi^peachment can be luftained on 
thefe gr6und«, the liberty of fpeech on na- 
tional concerns, and the tenure of the judi« 
cial office under the government of the U« 
nited States, muft hereafter depend on the 
arbitrary will of the Houfe ot Reprefenta- 
tives and the Senate, to be declared on 
impeachment, after the aSs are done, 
, which it may at atiy time be thought ne- 
neffary to tr««t as high crijxies and mifd&- 
meaaorst 
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And the faid Samael Chare, for plea to 
the raid eighth article of impeacnmenf, 
faith* that he is not guilty otany high 
crime and niifdeineanor» as in and by the 
faid eighth article is alledged agai^ft him, 
and this he prays may be inquired of by 
tMs honorable court, in fuch manner as 
law and juftice (hall feem to them to re- 
quire. 

This Responpent has now kid before 
this honourable courts as well as the time 
allowed him would permit, all the ch^cum- 
ftances, oi his cafe, with an humble truO 
in providence, and a confcioufnefs that he 
has difcharged all his official duties with 
joflice and impartiality, to the beft of his 
knowledge and abilities \ a^d,that intention- 
ally he hath committed no crime or i^fde- 
sneanor, or any violation of the cohflitu- 
tion or laws of his country. Confiding in 
the impartiality, independence, and integ- 
rily» of bis judges, and that he will patient- 
]y })ear, and confcientioufly determine this 
cafe, without being influenced by the fpiri( 
of party, by popular prejudice, of political 
motives, he cheerfully (qbmits bimfelf to 
their decifioo, 

It it (hall appear to this honorable court, 
Irom the evidence produced, that he hath 
aCled in h\$ judicial charafler with wilful 
injuftice or partiality, lie doth not wifh a- 
ny favour ; but expefi^ (hat the ^hoie 
extent of the puni/hnjent permitted in the 
conditution will be infli6fed upon hiin. 

If any part of his official conduQ (halt 
appear to this honorabfe CQurtiJiriHi juris, 
to have been illegal, but to have proceed- 
ed from ignorance or error in judgment ; 
or ii ai^y part of his conduft fliall ^pear, 
although not illegal, to have been iiregular 
0T improper, but not tohaveflowilfrom.a 
depravity ofrheart.orany unworthy motive, 
Ibe feels coofi^t that thts court will 
snake allowance for the imperfffi^ons i^nd 
frailties incidental {o man. 

He is (atisfied, that every menmber of 
this tribunal will obferve the princtnles of 
humanity and juftice^and w\\\ prefutne him 
innocem^ until bti gmkfiiaflbecftabliOied 
by legal and credible witnefles^ and will 
be TOverned in bis decifion, by the moral 
and chrillian rule of rendering that juftice 
to this rtfpondent, whi^rh he would wi(b 
to receive. 

This refpondant now ftands trot merely 
before an earthly tribunal, but alfo before 
that awful Being whofe prefeace $lls all 
fpace, and whofe a}l-fef ing eye more Spe- 
cially furveys the temples of juftice suid 
religion. In a iiitle tiocie, bis aecufers, his 
judges, and bimfelf, muft appear at the bar 
ot omnipotence, where the feprets of all 
hearts fhall bedifclofed^ and eie^ry human 
being fliall afifwer for))is deeds 4one in the 
body, and fliall be compelled to give evi« 
dence againft UmfeD, in the presence of an 
yQembkd.aoiveffe* To bis Omaifcfent 



Judge, at that awful hour, be now appeals 
tor the re£litude and purity of his conduQ, 
as to all the matters of which he is this day 
accufed. , 

He hath now only to adjure each mem- 
ber of this honorable court, by the living 
GOl3, and in his holy name, to render im- 
partial juftice to him, according to the con- 
ftitution and laws of the United States. 
He makes this folemn demand of each 
member, by all his hopes of happinefs in 
the world to xome, which fjc will have 
voluntarily renounced by the oath he has 
taken, if he wilfully do this refpondent 
injuftice, or dilregard the conftitution or 
laws of the United States, which he has 
folemnly fworn to make the rule and ftand- 

i^ard oi his judgment and decifion.

THE following panicular$ relative to 
the trial of John Johnfon, for an jndift 
ment of Murder^ \i communicated to us 
by a gentleman who attended the court. 
We hope it may inftruCl the crcdulops, 
and form a leflbn for thofe who are too 
often employing fuch vile impofter^ of 
phytic, who are continually ranfacking the 
country; •• fceking whom tfiey may de- 
vour/* 

At the laflTebruary term of the fupreme 
court of this State, holden at Manchefier, 
in the county of Bennington, came on the 



' trial of Jahn Johnfon, who wa< indiSed 
for the Murder ot Mifs Everts, a younj 
girl of Sunderland, in faid county.— The 
evidence given againft the prifoner, on the 
part of the State, was to fubflancci That 
the faid Johnfon had fet himfetf up in the 
vicinity as a cancer Dofior, and pretend* 
ed that he bad performed miraculous cores 
in that and many other diforders. The 
parents of the deceafed bearing^f hisj^«i<^ 
feni for him to call and fee tl^ir daughter, 
a girl of about 18 years of age, who had 
been delirious for fo'm^ time, fo that they 
were obliged to confine her. Upon the 
faid Jahnfun's calling on her parents they 
inquired of him whether he could cure 
their daughter 7 — He faid he could moft 
certainly cure her — that he had cured ma« 
ny perfqns, apparently in the fame fitua* 
tiotu He was then enquired of where he 
had acquired this great ikill above all oth« 
er Po3:ors ?

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; another apparel and put into bed, whicTi 
was about 3 o'clock, P. M. The Doaor 
obferved that he muft have fomething to 
drink, for he had llad a very hard time of 
it in laying Aer, and the rum which he had 
taken in the room with him was gone. —

— It being accepted^ the par- 
ties met, and were to w^it the count i, 2, 3, 
and at the fucceeding word of fire, to fire. 
Mr. Lewis's piftol fiaihed before the time, 
at the word three j and he therefore loft 
his chance of fire. Mr. Sterry feeing 
this, immediately turned, and fired back- 
ward in the air. No oflfer of accommoda- 
tion was, we believe, made, and the par- 
ties again fired nearly at the fame moment, 
when Mr, Lewis received a ball which 
pafTed through his heart, and out at his left 
fide. For a moment he continued his atti- 
tude, when cafting his eyes to his friend,

News from Cadiz. ...^eh^vt been fa- 
vored with, the perufal of feveral late let- 
ters from Cadiz, written by one of the moft 
eminent merchaDts of that place — {^om 
thefe letters we learn, 

Thar, from the 23d of April to the 83d 
of December, 1804, there was imported 
into that port, i, 789^232 bufhels of wheat, 
and 55,854 barrels ot flour. 

That there was grain and flour enough 
in Cadiz to laft till the firfl of May, held 
by the Corporation of that place, which is

ERE we to treat of this fubjeS, 
tinder the influence of ordinary party feel- 
tngs,we (hould undoubtedly admit the truth 
of every thing which the democrats have 
thouglit proper to fay concerning it, du- 
ring its pendency in the legiflature. We 
ihould not give ourfelves the trouble of 
contradi&ing ibe charges of bribery^ and 
corrnption, made by democrats a|^'nft 
their own political partlzans and friends.

Wfccn the Merchants' Bank firft appli. 
cd for a charter, the opporaion to it, was 
extremely powerful. Its enemies artfully 
contrived to enlift the democratic party a- 
gainft it, thereby intending, contrary to 
cv«y principle of private right, and pab.

lie juftice, to make that a party queflion, 
which, in faS, was to effeft the intereft of 
men of all parties. The democratic prefTcs,

Under thefe.circutoftances, we fliould 
have deemed it unnecef&ry to offer any re- 
marks on the fubjeft of the Bank, had not 
a publication appeared in the laft Bee, too 
glaringly falfe, too audacious and libel, 
lous to be pafTed in filence. As this pub- 
lication fails nothing Oiort, in atrociouf- 
nefs, to Cheetham 's remarks, the pdnter 
of the Bee (unlefs his infignificance and 
the limited circulation ol his paper faves 
him) will doubtlefs be called to anfwer be- 
fore the fame tribqnal. But for reafons 
which we (hall foon explain, the animad- 
verfions of the prefs are alfo neceffary.

They have formed the 
defperate refolution of ruling the flate, or 
deflroyingevery thing valuable within it^ 
By advancing their charges boldly, and re. 
pcating them often, they hope to impofc 
upon the credulity of . the people. They 
intend to corrupt the public mind, and 
poifon the populai^ fentiment, and thus 
prepare it for witnefling unmoved,the moft 
wickof and deteflabie meafures. They 
intend^to fill the next, or the fucceeding

the Legiflature tor fa^orihg the Merchants' 
Bank without regard to party. In the 
paroxifm of his rage hecxpreffes himfelf in 
the following extraordinary manner :' — 

*' That the bill will pafs the aflembly is 
•• far from impoOible. The villains who 
•• are tbcmfelves bribed, or who have bri 
*• bed others, funk deep in the abyfs of 
** difgrace and infamy, will brave conclu- 
•• five charges of corruption and defy their 
•• operative force. Let them do fo ; for 
•' fecurity we mufi refort to the Council 
" of Revifion, and if not to this lettered 
•' branch of our Government, to tlie Su- 
•• preme Court, and (hould we not even 
•• here be fafe, we muft appeal to the peg- 
«• PLE." 

What ? Already an appeal made to the 
people againft tbe conftituted authorities of 
the government ? Are the mob (for every 
concourfe of enraged people is a mob) are 
the mob I fay to be reforted to, to be cal- 
led upon to turn out againft the Senate, 
the Aftembly, the Governor, the Council 
of Revifion, and the Supreme Court ? Is 
a mob to be col]e6led in our ftreeu to pull 
down the Bank ; to pillage the vaults and 
bang the I>ire£lors at the Lamp^pofl ?

The editor of the American Citttina of 
Saturday having threatened that it the 
MercbanU' Bank Charter (hould notJ>e re- 
jeQed in the Council of Revifion.he'would 
appeal to the people^ by which he wa%«n- 
derftood by us to mean the people ^nt of 
i/^^rj, in their individual capacity, he in 
this morning's paper thus explains— » 

** But if the Supreme Court, the appel- 
^' lant tribunal of the people from uncon- 
**Jlitui{onal or corrupt dcci&omol thcLe- 
*' gifldture, (hould, contrary to plain and 
•• concluGve teftinwny of bribery^ decide 
*' in favor of the a£l, then I fay we raufl 
•• appeal to the people, not to - volt againft 
** the conftitiited authorities, God forbid ; 
•« not to affemble in •• mobs to pillage 
•» banks^ or hang bank dire£lor«," lor this 
•' remedy, if remedy it can be called, 
•* would be worfe than the difeafe, but to 
•• fend to the legiOature.by force & virtue 
•• of the elefiivefranchifc, men to repeal a 
*' law that has been obtained by means fo 
' ** foul and abominable. This was the 
•» mode purfued by the people and legifl^- 
«* ture ol Georgia, in the cafe of the Ya- 
•• zoo grant. This appeal, if I live, (hall 
•• be made with all the force of which I 
*' am capable, and if the people are 001 
•« loft to themfelvcs, its objeS will be ac- 
*' compHfhed." 

We confefs we were one of ihofe who 
thought Mr, Cheetham meant fomiething 
much more than this ; in fhort, that a Par- 
is mob and the lamp iron were to be the 
final refoit« Bui now he teJU us» in a 



paraphrafe of the laft meffage, that hitob- 
jed has been mi/underfloody and after the 
candid explanations that have been given^ 
we (hall not inflft 00 the fir ft and mbft ob- 
vious conftruflion. 

It I underftand Mr. Cheetham now, he 
means to fay that the party 10 which he 
and Mr. Wortman belong, and whofe or- 
gan he 18, will fend to the next fuch a fet 
of people from this city as will burn the 
records of the prefent fefTion of the Legif- 
lature, and aboli(h the law gcanting a char- 
ter to the Mei chants' Bank. Such, I 
think, he explains, to be his meaning. 
What glorious limes are coming ! Every 
Legiflature that di (Tents from a former Le- 
giflature are to burn their records, refcind 
their afts, cut up charters, wreft property 
from the owners and turn the world upfide 
down. What fay ye Manhattan Compa- 
ny ? How do you relifh this doftrine ? 
Only let the example once be fe^, and I'll 
warrant it won't be long before we have 
full as many bonfires of records, and 
Banks, and Charters,as we (hall very well 
know what to do with. — That's right Mr. 
Citizen, fet fire to the four comers of the 
State at once, becaufe you can't have your 
own way. 

Mr. fTortman^s appeal, — ^The follow- 
ing appeal to the Council of revifion by 
the honorable Mr, Tunis Wortman is ta- 
ken verbatim from the American Citizen 
of this morning.

laws ? Each weak and haplefs culprit 

might explain *• The very Judges who 

pronounce my fate poffefs more frailty 

than myfelf, for they have fanflioned 

crimes more fatal and atrocious when 

the dignified crimmals were Legifla*- 

tors I" The events of this moment are 

too interefting to pafs unrecorded. The 

' faithful pen is ready to tranfmit to pof. 

' terity your glory or your fhame. It will 

^ cither be faid that the virtue of an in- 

' corruptible Jtidiciary has preferved the 

' chara£ler of fociety, or that you alfo, 

* conquered and proftVaied by the venal- 

* ity of the times, have periftied amidft 

* the general wreck of honor and indc- 
' pendence. 

" MANLIUS." 

I do not know whether the majority of 
the Legifldture will take any notice of this 
extraordinary language or not ; if they do 
not, it is not tor me to complain of it. Ai 
to the reft, where the author declares that, 
if the Council of Revifion, confifting of 
the Governor, the Chancellor, and the 
Judges of the Supreme Court 'do not ar- 
reft the progrefs of this bill, they will be 
guilty o\J'an3ioning flagrant and vile cor- 
ruption ; it is really fuch a ftretch of im- 
pudent eflFrontery, and confideiing from 
whom it comes, fo glaringly indecent, that 
I waat words to fpeak of it as it deferves.

The rcfolution direfting the Attorney. 
General to profccute Jjraes Cheetharo, tor 
his libels on the Le^ifl.iiure of this ftate, 
has paffed the Affembly 52 to 28. 

Mr. Taylor ol the Senate, on the 2d inft. 
moved a confHeration of this refolution, 
but the motion was lofl, which probably 
gave rife to the following pioceedings : —

Mr. Tayler made a motion that the Sen- 
ate (bould agree to a refolution, with reci* 
tab, in the words following : 



Whereas Certain falfe, wicked, and fe- 
diiious libels have been publifhed againll 
jithe Picfident of the United States, in a 
newfpaper primed in the city of New- 
York, called the New. York Evenin^Toft, 
edited by" William Colehian, on the 20ih, 
21ft and 22d days of MtJfcn, 1805, impu- 
ting to and charging the'Prefident of the 
United States with hypocrify, debauchery, 
with living in (hamelefs and open commif- 
(ion of fins, with defrauding his benef^- 
or of his property, with violating the mar- 
riage bed of his mofl intimate Triend,and 
with various other enormities, tending to 
bring into difgrace the faid Prefident ofthe 
United States, and to injure and to bring 
into contempt the dignity and charac- 
ter of the United States, and the citizens 
thereof ; — and in order to bring the author 
and publifher of fuch viofent, daring and 
infolent attacks on the faid Prefldent of the 
United States, and the citizens thereof, to 
trial and punifhment, 

Refolved, (if the hon. the AfTembly 
concur) that the Attorney- General be and 
he is hereby dire£led to take all neceffary 
and legal meafures to bring the author or 
authors and pubtifher of the faid falfe,wick- 
ed, feditious and flagitious libels to fpeedy 
and condign punifhmeat« 

Debater having beeii had on the faid 
motion, Mr. Annin moved the following 
refolution, with its recitals, as a fubllitute : 

Whereas it is the fincere wifh of this 
Senate, to difcountenance the Ticentiouf- 
i>efs (i\ the prefs, by every conftitutional 
j mean in its power : And whereas to ac- 
accompliih that end, the Senate feels dif- 
pofed to bear tcflimony againft all unfoun- 
ded attacks on the conflituted authori- 
ties of the United Sutes or of this State, 
within ^ts proper fphere : And whereas a 
qnefiion is now pending before the Su- 
preme Court of this State, the decifion of 
which will determine whether the State 
Courts have jnrifdi£lion in cafes of libels 
againft the Prefident of the United States : 
Therefore, 

Refolved, That it is not expedient at 
prefent tor this Senate todireft the Attor- 
ney. General of this State, to profecute at 
the expence of this State, anv Printer for 
libels againft the Prefident of the. United 
States. 

Mr. Van Vechten, moved to amend the 
faid fubftitute by ftriking out, after the 
word refolved, the whole of the refolution, 
and inferting the following in its flead : — 

That it would be improper for this Sen- 
ate to exprefs any opinion at prefent on 
the queflion whether the cafe of a libel a- 
gainii the Prefident of the United States is 
cognizable by the courts of this State. 

The queftion being taken on the amend- 
ment, it paffed in the negative, 1 j to 6 ; 
and on the fubftitute, and it likewife paf- 
fed in the negative, ig to 8. 



The queftion on the motion of Mr. 
Tayler, was then taken, and italfopaO'ed 
in the negative, in the manner following, 
viz : —

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THE SUGAR MA?J.E. 

HE maple not only affords an 
excellent fugar, but a pleafant Molafles, an 
agreeable beer, a ftrong and found wine, 
and an excellent vinegar. 

The following receipts for making each 
of them have been obtained trom perfons 
who have facceeded in the roanuia£hire oi 
them and are earneftly recommended to 
thofe citizens of the United States, who 
live in the neighbourhood ot fugar maple 
trees. 

TO MAKE MAPLE SUGAR. 

Make an incifion in a number of maple 
trees, at the fame time, in the months o( 
February and March, and reVreive the juice 
ot them in earthen or wooden veifels. 
Strain the juice (after it is drawn irom its 
fediraent) and boil it. Place the kettle di- 
re6l!y over the fire in fuch a manner that 
the flames fhall not play upon its (ides. 
When it is reduced to thick fyrrup, and 
cooled, flrain it again, and let it fettle for 
two or three days ; in which time it will 
be prepared for granulating. This opera* 
tion is performed by filling the kettle half 
full of lyrrup, and boiling it a fecond time. 
To prevent its rifingtoo fuddenly, and boil- 
ing over, add to it a piece of frelh butter 
or tat, of the fize of a walnut. 

You may eafily determine whether it is 
fufficiently boiled to granulate, by cooling 
a little of it. It mud then be put into bags 
or bafkets, through which the water will 
drain, fo as to leave it in a folid form, 
This fugar, if refined by the ufual procefs, 
may be made into as good fingle or double 
refined loaves as ever were made ot the 
fugar obtained Irom the juice ot the Weft 
India cane. 

MAPLE MOLASSES. 

This may be made in three ways: tft, 
Irom the thick fyrrup obtained by boiling 
atter it is {trained for granulation. 2^Iy, 
From the drainings of the fu^ar. 3dly, 
From the laft drainings ot the tree (which 
will not granulate} reduced by evaporation 
to the confidence ot molafles. 

MAPLE BEER. 

To every 4 gallons of water, (while 
boiling) add a quart ot maple moiafTes. 
When the liquor is cooked to blood hear, 
put in as much yeail as is neceflary to fo- 
ment it. Malt or bran may be added to 
this beer, when agreeable. If a table 
fpoontul ot tbeeiTeace ot fpruce is. added 



to the above quantities of water, and mo« 
la(ie») it makes a moll delicious and whole* 
fome drink. 

MAPLE WINE. 

Boil 4, 5, or 6 gallons of fap (according 
to its Ilrength) to one and aod yeaft in 
proportion to the quantity you make. 
— After it is fermented, fet it afide in a 
cool place, well flopped. If kept for 2 or 
3 years, it will become a pleafant found 
wine, in evtry refpeft equal to the (econd 
clafs ot wines imported from foreign coun- 
tries. Thi« wine may be rendered fragrant 
by the addition of a little fheed magnolia 
root, or any other aromatic fubilance. 

MAPLE VINEGAR. 

Expofe the fap ot the maple to the open 
air, in the fun, and in a fhort time it will 
become vinegar. 

By thefe receipts large quantities ot each 
ot the above articles have been made in 
the frontier counties of New-Ham pftiire, 
Maflachufetts, N. York and Pennfylvania. 
A German farmer in Northumberland 
county Pennfylvania, (where the maple 
trees grow as plentifully a« oaks and pines 
in any other places) made three hundred 
lbs. of fugar in one year, which he fold to 
his neighbors and travellers, tor nine pence 
a pound. From the value ot thefe trees 
and the many ufes to which their fap has 
been applied, the new fettlers have learned 
to preferve them with as much care as if 
they were apple or other fruit trees. From 
the facility with which they may be culti- 
vated, and the profh which can be bad 
from them, it is plain, that a farmer in an 
old country could raife nothing on his farm 
with lefs labor and notlring from which he 
could derive more emolument, than the 
(ugar maple tree,

cimen of finished English style, we recommend it to

Solomon, 
Kingot Ifrael, who enjoyed everything 
his heart could defire under the Sun, who 
fought for bappinefs in power, in knowl- 
edge, in pleafure, in Tame, and in every 
way in wliicb men commonly imagine it is 
to be found, yet declared that all was van- 
ity and vexation of fpirit. If fuch is the 
ftate of thofe whofe *• cup runneth over" 
what muft be the condition of fuch as are 
expofed to adverfity and fubjefted to the 
various calamities daily occurring in the 
humbler walks giTife ? Poverty and want, 
ficknefs and forrow, an]^tety and difap- 
pointment form •• a bitter draughtr* and 
in a great meafure^juflify the declaration 
of Job, •' that he would not live always'' 
In the morning ot our days, before we 
have experienced the cares and forrows ot 
the world, we imagine the profpeft before, 
us to be altogether fair and beautilul. We 
fuppofe the path of life to be fmooth and 
eaiy, ftrewed with rofes where no 'thorn is 
found.and befet on every fide with fourccs 
ot enjoyment. But no fooner do we en- 
ter on this path, than we find how egre- 
gioufly we were deceived. Cares an4 
toils, in- corltant fuccefTion, cloud our 
fky. The tender buds ot hope are nipped 
by the killing Irofl oldilappointment. The 
airy vifions ot youthful expeftation arc 
diflblved by the touch of real life. We 
find the world ftored witl^ fewer enjoy- 
ments than we imagined. We fee that noth- 
ing is to be gained without labor, toil, and 
unceafing exertion. We behold around 
us a fleeting and tranfitofy fcene. The 
friends ot our youth are removed into the 
land ot forgetfulnefs, and leave us to pro- 
fccute our journey alone. Old age ad- 
vances, with hafly fteps, attended with in- 
firmity and difeafe, deflituieot enjoyment, 
and leaving us nothing to wifh tor, but 
that death j^ould come to conclude our 
forrows, " 

•• I iptfzk not thefe things to difguflyo« 
at the world. In the world, fuch as it ih 
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God has placed you, and in his appoint- 
ment yoa ought readily toacquiefce. But 
if by ftating the true eftimate of humati 
hfe, I can reconcile you lo the thoughts 
of your departure lience, and baniOi from 
your minds that fear of death which holds 
fo Ihany in hondage, I (hall not difturb 
your innocent tranquility, but rather lay 
the fureft foundation o\ ferenity and peacev 
And what in the prefent uncertain and vain 
fccoe can attatch to it any rational being ? 
What can there be formidable in death, 
which is fo fovereign a remedy for every 
difeafe, fo certain a deliverance from every 
forrow ? In the grave you (hall reft from 
atl your labors. How filent, ftill and 
peaceful are the nanfions of the dead !-— 
Txie turmoils, cares and purfuits of life are 
over. The ftorms of pafTion difturb not 
the endlels calm which there reigns. The 
cares of gain, and the projeQs of ambition 
interrupt not the (lumbers of the lowly bed. 
No more fhall the corroding hand of envy 
trodble the repofe of the inhabitants of the 
tomb. No more (hall they feel the pangs 
ot difappointment.

*' Great revolutions happen in thi& Ant's 
neil of ours. One Emmet ol iJluftrious 
chara£ler and great abilities pufhes 014 an- 
other ; parlies are formed ; they range 
themlelves in formidable oppoTition ; they 
threaten each, other's ruin ; they crofs o- 
vcr and are mingled together ; and, like the 
corrufcaiions ot the Northern Aurota, a- 
mufe the fpeflator, at the fame timetbat, 
by fome, they are fuppofedp be forerun- 
ners of a general difolution. 

•* There are political earthquakes as well 
as natural ones ; the former lefs (Rocking 
to the eye, but not always lefs fatal in their 
influence than the latter. The image which 
Nebuchadnezer faw in his dream was made 
Dp of heterogeneous and incompatible tpa- 
terials, and accordingly broken. Whatever 
is fo formed mufi expect a like cataftrophe.

▲ CONSTITUTIOM OR HO COIISTIX.VTIOW ? 

[The following is a copy of a Memorial and Remoa- 
strance, which receives the signatures of the friends 
of the Constitution in Pennsylvania.] 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
General Assenxbly of the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Memorial and Remonjlrance of the 
Subfcribing Citizens^ 

RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH, 

THAT your Memori^lifts perceive, with 
furprife, regret, and apprehcnfion, the at- 
tempt which, is made to induce the Legif- 
lature to call a State Convention, for the 
avowed purpofe of introducing a radical 
change, in the principles and provifions of 
the Conftiiutinn of Pcnnfylvania, 

That your MemorialiRs cannot confider 
it material to enquire into the origin and 
progrefs of this alarming Projeft ; nor 
will they examine the authority of the Le- 
^iflature, to give it fan6lionimd effe£l : 
For they are confident, that the virtue and 
good fenfe of the People, will, be ultimate- 
ly dilplaved on the occafion ; and the fi- 
delity and impartiality of the r Reprefenta- 
tives, furnifti an aCTurance of a fair and full 
opportunity, tor deliberation and decifion. 

That your Memorialiftsdeem it, howev. 
er, a duty to themfelves, to their Fellow- 
Citizens, and to pofterity, to offer a fol- 
emn Remooftrance againll the projeQed 
call of a convention. 

I. Because the conftitution of Penn- 
fylvania (which was the work of her wif- 
eft and beft Citizens, and which has been 



adopted, €s m M^dei^Jor the Corjlituxion 
of every State of the Union' formed fuhfe^ 
quent to its eflabl\jkment) exhibits noihmg 
effentially defeflive 10 its theory ; and, in 
its operation, has gratified the rational 
hopes of every friend of civil liberty and 
public order. 

It fecures the right ot general fuffrage, 
the principles -^f political equality, the 
foundations of private properly, the lafety 
of pei/ons, the trial by Jury, and the priv- 
ilege of the Prefs. 

It defines and aparts the Legiflative^ 
Executive, and Judicial powers. 

It gives to legiflation the advantages ot 
caution and experience ; — on the Execu* 
tive Magiflrate it confers ufelul authority, 
while it extrafts conftant refponfibility ; — 
and to the Judges it communicates a char* 
afier, and a fenfe, of independence, with- 
out which,in a Republican Government, the, 
adminiftration of juilice wouldbea mock- 
ery and a name ; vary inffil^ current and ita 
colour, according tothe fears, or the bopes^ 
of every popular ele£lion. 

It renders every Public Agent amenable, 
immediately or mediately to the People. 

And it eftablilhes a Legiflative jurildic- 
tion, competent to reform all the abufes,- 
to fupply all the defers, and to corred all 
the inconveniences, which can occur, in 
the deuils of Executive and Judicial tranf- 
aSions. . 

If a ftaie of Society is necefTary to the 
peace,, improvement, and happinefs*of 
mankind: And if a fiate ot Societj^im-" 
plies a goirernment of laws ; what (yflem 
does the hiftory of nations prefent^ what 
free fyllem can the ingenuity ot Politicians 
devife, better calculated, for the peace, 
improvement, and happinefs ot man ! 

Againft the alteration, or abolition, of 
this iyfiem, framed, approved, and deliber- 
ately ratified, by tbe People, your Memo- 
rialifis thus tender their folemn remon- 
firance. 

II. Because the oftennble change, 
which is propofed to be made in the Con- 
ilitution ot Pennfylvania is calculated to 
deftroy the political fy mmetry ,the pYa£iical 
energy, ot the fyftem. To invigorate tbe 
popular branch of the Legiflauve Depart- 
ment, it is piopofed to take trom the Sen- 
ate the benefit of experience ; from the Ex- 
ecutive Maglftrate, the attributes of ufeful 
authority ; and from the Judicial Office, 
its duration and independence. The inev- 
itable effeS of fuch a change mufi, indeed, 
be to blend and abforb, in the moft nu- 
merous branch of the General Aflembly, 
(even it two branches (hould ftill be toler- 
ated) all the iun£lions ot Government, Le- 
giflative, Executive and Judicial, than 
which, a fcheme of greater tyranny, can 
not be conceived. For, 

The Senate will not venture to rejeft 
the legifiative propoliiions ot its co«ordi- 
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Bate, but more n uja p tWM I 
ential, branch of the Legiflature. 

The Executive Magiftrate, rendered 
feeble and timid, will anxioufly yield obe- 
dience to the wiflies ot the popular branch 
of the Legiflature, as the nioil able to pro 
tea his official exiftence. 

The fubordinate officers of the ftale, be- 
ing appointed by a legiflative vote, every 
Seffion, will exhibit a Icene of intrigue, ta- 
voritifoi, and clamour. 

The Judges, holding their Commiffions 
upon the tenure of their Popularity, not of 
their good behaviour, will naturally be led 
to make the flu£luatihg (landard ot legifla- 
tive politics, not the fteady fcales of juf- 
tice, the rule and meafure of their decif- 
ions. 

Againft fuch a change, your Memorial- 
ifls oflFer a folcm.n remonftrance. 

III. Because the call of a Convention, 
lor the purpofe of making a radical change 
in the principles and forms of the Confti- 
tution, ought, at all times, to proceed on- 
ly from a moti^and a caufe, juft, obvious, 
cogent, and generally approvejd i Where- 
as the meafure, at this time, is unneceflary, 
tinexpcfted, fpeculative, and inexpedient. 
Befides, whatever may be the oflenfible 
caufe for the call, the Convention, once 
net, will a£l, without limitation, reftraint, 
or controul ; And who can calculate the 
danger of the experiment, "or the evil of 
the example \ 

It will agitate, inflame, and may, fatally, 
divide the People. ' 

It willdifTolve the bonds of focial union, 
and 6§fiToy the hope and fafeguardbt per- 
fonal liberty and private property. 

It tettds ID deprive the People of every 
fixed principle of Government, fubflitu- 
ting a perpetual Revolutionary efTart, by 
which the conflitution will change,with ev- 
ery change of Party,andof Party-Leaders ; 
-^wiih every guft of popular paffion, and 
every impulfe of political difappointment. 

It tends to bring Republican inftitutions 
into difcredit and hazard ; to generate H- 
centioufnefs and anarchy ; and, finally, to 
cftaWifti Defpotifm, upon the ruins of A- 
irerican virtue, freedom, and independ- 
ence. 

Againft any legiflative agency, in pro- 
ducing fach dreadful and deftruftive con- 
fcquenccs, your Memoralifts pronounce a 
' fohmn warning and remonftrance.

One of the neceflary confequences of 
a faftious difpofition in,a republic is,a con- 
tinual difcontent with the exi/iing Jtate 
of iAings,vfhdiitver that may be. Tou 
may alter your fyftem, and change the 
perfons who are to adroinifter your gov- 
ernment as often as you pleafe, with the 
hope of fatistying thofe who clamour for 
change ; and in the end you will find 
thofe very perfons more difcontenied and 
more clamorous for further change than 
when you firft commenced your exertions 
to gratify them .by yielding to their wiflies. 

Almoft every man who now belongs to 
the revolutionary faSion, and who is call- 
ing for the overthrow of the conftitution, 
as a thing indifpenfably neceflary to the 
happinels of the people, was lately a warm 
advocate for the eUaion of Gov. M*Kean 
to the office which he now holds. We 
were then told of the excellency of our 
Conftitution, and o! the certain profperity 
and happinefs which we fhould enjoy un. 
der it, provided we could have him to ad- 
roinifter it. He was accordingly eleSed, 
and difcharged the duties of his office, as 
thefe perfons told us, to (he perfeQ fatis- 
faSion of the people. They exultingiy 
called upon us to wiuiefs the proof of this, 
in the immenfe majority by which he was 
re-cleSed. Every body knows that his fyf- 
tem of adminift ration has been uniform ; & 
that whatever merit it poflefled originally, 
it ftill poflefles.

the people i* 

•* Dp you think ihzt good behaviour n 
more confpicuous, in the members of the 



houfe ot reprefentatives — in the fenatc— 
in the judiciar)iE— 4>r in ihe executive f 

*' Do you ewr difcern any difference 
between the deportmefuof your reprefen- 
tatives, your fenators, or your governor^ 
immediately before an election audio fome 
time after ? 

•* Do you think that the arguments of- 
fered by the governor againft the adjuft- 
ment law, would not be equally found, le- 
gal and applicable under the Britifh gov- 
jernment ? 

** Do you think the mode ot trial by 
impeachment, borrowed from the Britifh, 
is the cheapejl, the beft, and moft effica- 
cious in fupporting the rights and redref- 
fing the wrongs of oppreifed citizens a- 
gainft the alTumed powers of court ?" 

A number ot thofe democratic citizens 
who are oppfed to the diforganization con* 
templated by the new fa£lion of revolu<> 
tionifts, convened the 21ft inft. at the 
White horfe tavern, for the purpofe ot de- 
vifing meafures to countera£l the ruinous 
proje6ts which are now in agitation among 
the enemies of the conflitution. Among 
other proceedings, the following refolu- 
tions were adopted. 

Refolved, That inafmuch as the legifla- 
tive department of the government ot this 
commonwealth, is not vefted with a con« 
ftlftutiona], or lawful authority, to call a 
convention ot the people, for the purpofe 
of aboliihing, or altering the ftate confti- 
tion (which every member ot the legifla- 
tUre has t>een folemnly fworn, or affirmed 
to fupport) the cafl of a convention, by 
the^ general affembly, can be Juflified on a 
principle of public convenience, after the 
people themfelves have fairly and fully 
deliberated and decided upon the fubjefl. 

Rejolved^ That as the people of Penn- 
fylvania have not had an opportunity to 
deliberate and decide upon the recent pro- 
jeS for calling a convention (a projeQ 
which was divulged in the city of Phila- 
delphia but a Jew days ago and which has 
not yet /been announced in many parts ot 
the ftate) to abolifh and alter the conftitu- 
tion ; themembeis of the legiflature can- 
not, at this time, po lit (s the degree of \v\^ 
formation on fo momentous a fubje6>, 
which would juftify a legiflative interpo- 
fition. 

Refolved^ That the memorial and re- 
monftrance againft calling a convention, 
propofed by the Society of Confiiiutional 
Republicans tor the confideraiion ol the 
citizens, be figned by the Chairman, and 
counterfigned by the Secretary, and that a 
copy thereof be tranfmitted to each branch 
of the Legiflature, with copies of the fore- 
going refolutions.

NAVAL ENGAGEMENT. 

NORFOLK, MARCH 26. 

CapL Nevftll^ arrived here on Saturday 

tafifrom Bermuda, handed us a paper 

from which we copy the Jollowing ac- 

count §f a dejperate and gallant aSion 

between an Englijh a French frigate. 

BERMUDA MARCH 9. 

Wednefday came in from a cruife His 
Majefly's (hip Leander, Capt. Talbot, with 
the French frigate La Ville de Milan, com- 
manded by Monfeur de Reynaud, captaine 
de Vaiffcau, and member of the legion ol 
honor, and Monfieur Gillet, captaine de 
frigate under jury mafts, which (hip had 
heen taken by the Leander ; and alfo 
with his Myefty's Ihip Cleop!ttra, Capt, 
Sir Robert Laurie, baronet, alfo under 
jury mafts, retaken by tKe Leander. A vq- 
ty defperate engagement had taken place 
between the Cleopatra & Li Ville de Mi- 
lan, which ended in the capture otthe for- 
mer, and of which the following are fome 
ot the particulars ftated as accurately as 
we have been able to procure them : 

About ten o'clock, A. M. of the 6ih of 
Feb. La Ville de Milan hove in fight, and 
the Cleopatra gave chafe, holfting Ameri- 
can colours to induce the other to bring to. 
La Ville de Milan, however continued her 
courfe, and the Cleopatra, (though under 
a f refs o\ fail} could not come up with 



her foas to brin^ her to afiion, until half 
paft two o'clock, P. M. of the 16th Feb- 
f^ry, when the aQion commenced, and 
continued with great fury on both fides, 
within half cable's length. During two 
hours and an half the Cleopatra, had great- 
ly the advantage, notwithffanding the 
great fuperiority of the force of the enemy, 
and would in all probability have foon o- 
bliged the French to lurrender, (having at 
5 P. M. (hot away her main top fail yard 
and her mafls being very much wounded] 
had not the wheel of the Cleopatra been un- 
fortunately flruck with a (hot which ren- 
dered it immoveable and the rudder at the 
fame time fo choaked as to be wholly inca- 
pable of direfling the movements of the 
(hip. The Cleopatra having fhot a head, 
was, at the moment of the wheel's being 
(truck with the (hot, •ttempted to crofs the 
bows of the French (hip, fo as to rake her, 
when tha enemy (eeingthe accident which 
had happened, and that'^fhe was wholly 
unmanageable) with the wind on his beam, 
and a heavy fwell, run. his head and bow- 
fprit over the Cleopatra's quarter depk — 
and availing himfelf of his great fuperiori- 
ty in numbers, under a tremendous fire 
from his mufquetry, which almoft cleared 
the Cleopatra's deck, attempted to board. 
They were, however, with the greatefl 
bravery driven back by the gallant few 
who yet remained to defend the (hip. An 
attempt was now made to hoift the foretop 
mail ftay fail, and to fei the fprit-fail top- 
fail, in order to ^get clear ot the enemy's 
iih"p ; but the me*i ordered to do this duty, 
were all killed by the mufquetry of the oth- 
er fhip, and the Cleopatra being now 
able to bring only two guns to bear upon 
the French (hip, and that with very little 
efFeft from her fuperior height, and the 
French mufquetry fwecping the deck8,the 
enemy at length fucceedcd in boarding, 
and at a quarter paft 5, P. M. (after a (e- 
vere and bloody conflift ^f i>car three 
hours) the Cleopatra was obliged to give 
over an inefTeflual refiftance, and to fur- 
render to fuch a fuperior force — aided as 
it was by an unfortunate accident. After 
the aflion the Cleopatra was a mere wreck, 
no mafts ftanding but her mizen-maft, her 
fore-maft and alfo her bo%cfprit having 
been fhot away.; and the next morning the 
French had no maft Qanding but her fore- 
maft ; her main-maft and mizen-maft hav- 
ing gone over the fide. 

To form a juft opinion ot the very gal- 
lant defence made by the Cleopatra, in 
this feverea£lion with a frigate of fuch fu- 
perior ftrength, it is only neceff^ry to ftate 
the comparative force and numbers on 
board the two veflcls. La Ville de Mi- 
lan was laid down for a 74, is a (hip of 
1200 tons burthen, with fifteen ports of 
a fide upon her main-deck, upon which 
(he had mounted in the a^ioo twenty, fix 



French eighteen-pounders, each carrying 
a twenty-two pound fliot ; fourteen long 
nine-pounders upon her fore-caftle, with 
a crew of 360 men, befides twenty offi- 
cers,and a number of foldiers,who were go- 
ing paiFcngers to France. The Cleopatra 
mounts twenty-two twelve-pounder», and 
had 199 men in the a3ion ; fo that in fize, 
number of men, and weight of metal. La 
Ville de Milan was nearly double the force 
of the Cleopatra. There were twenty- 
two men killed and thirty-fix wounded on- 
board the Cleopatra ; among the latter 
were fcven oflicers, including Mr. Mitch- 
ell, (the eldeft fon of Sir Andrew Mitch- 
ell) who was dangeroufly wounded in the 
(houlder. We have not heaid how many 
were killed and wounded on board the 
French (hip ; among the former was Mon- 
fipur Reynaud, the Captain de VafTeaui 
and among the latter, Monfieur Gillet, the 
Capt. of the frigate. After the Cleopatra 
bad been about a week in po(rr(riQn of the 
frigate, the Leander, Capt. Talbot, moft 
toitunately hove in fight,after a (hort chafe, 
took b6th the (hips,without the leaft rcfifi-- 
ance on their part, and brought them with 
her into this port. The a8ion happened 
about three degrees to the fouthward of 
this port.

On the contrary, we 
declare, and we are able to fupport the de- 
claration, that no proof has yet appotred 
that ** dilhonorable, infamous or difgrace- 
ful means" were employed to obtain a 
charter for the Merchants' Bank.

^* what avail are oaths of office, or the ob« 
*' ligations of honor and juftice ? A def- 
*< potic mafier is better dian corrupt and 
<* traitorous agents.'* 

Admitting the truth of this pofitbn, wliaft 
is to be the final event ? When the demo* 
crats were ftruggling for an a£cendency a* 
flBongft us, there was no end to their fair 
promifes and flattering reprefenutions.— » 
They were to remedy alt the evils preva- 
lent under a federal adminiftration. They 
were to proceed according to the di6Utea 
of honor,, juftice and virtue. They pre^i 
vailed. There is not even an oppofition ta 
themt which they deem formidable. And 
now, with their own motiths they are com* 
pelled ta confess that they have too little 
virtue to maintain the reprefentative fyf- 
tem. They acknowledge that they have> 
by their want of honefty, tendered legifta* 
tion fuch a •* wretched farce," that defpo« 
tifm would be preferable to it... .that they 
have made the country lo miferable, thai it 
would find a blefTing in a Cromwell or a 
Bonaparte.

But let us be cautious how we give cred" 
it to every thing that is told us by the art- 
ful and dcfigning. Perhaps we have in 
America, a Cromwell or a Bonaparte, who 
would gladly make us helieve that our pre- 
fent iyftemis corrupt, and that a «• defpot- 
ic mailer" would be preferable. There 
may be men amongd us, wiiofe intereft it 
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is, to bring our rcprerentative government 
into contempt*. ..to make the people Joaihe 
the very liberty they enjoy, and thus ren- 
der them fubmifDve to the yoke of a def- 
pot. Thofe who falfely accufe the major- 
ity of a large and refpeSable legifJative 
body, of bribery and corruption^ can have 
no good defign. It evinces the mofl dead- 
ly hoftility s^atnft the rights and liberties 
of the people. 

We are not left entirely in the dark 
with refpeQ to the obje3 of this writer.

This «« correfpondent*' certainly roifap- 
prehends or at leaft mifreprefents me. 1 
did not confider an appeal to the Council 
ot Revifion as in itfelf indecent: but I 
confidered the attempts to dilate to the 
Council and to prefcribe to them a rule of 
adion, to make their decifion on this quef- 
tion a criterion of their integrity, and to 
infift that if they decided in any way but 
that which fuited this writer they ought to 
bedilgraced, this it was tl^at I^confidered 
fo highly indecent, Manlius undertakes 
to afTert pofitively that the Merchants' 
Bank Charter was obtained by bribery and 
corruption ; perhaps he has in his pofTef- 
fion fuch circumftances as are to his own 
mind evidence of the faft ; but does it 
therelore follow that this rouft be equally 
fatisfa£lory to every other mind ? and i« 
every perfon who is not convinced of it in 
the fame manner with himfelf, to be brand- 
ed as infamous ? Are the Coaftitutional 
authorities to be fiigmatized as giving their 
fanflioiv^to bribery and corruption if they 
(hould dare to view the fubjeft in i differ- 
ent light from Mr. Tunis Wortman, and 
to be threatened, that his pen (half" tranf- 
mit their fhame to pofterky ?*' This mbdeft 
young gentleman then has taken upon him- 
felf, it feems, to be the confcience keeper of 
theGovernor, Chancellor and Judges, and if 
they do not think as he thinks and a£l as 
he afts, they are to lie rendered infamotrs ? 
Whether tfMa was very detent in him 1 
fhall leave to every man to judge for him- 
felf without further comment, and fliall 
now pafs on to bis queries, *' 

Whether Judge Purdy or any other mem- 
ber of the Senate^r of the Houfe, has boei 
bribed out ot his vote, I know not ; the 
prefumpcion is otherwife, and fo far as we 
have received information ot the queftion 
having been brought to the teft, the refult 
has been otherwife. As to what ought to 
be the confequence of bribery in fuch caf- 
es, the rule i take it is very clear. The 
firft thing to be afcertained is, wheiher the 
corrupt votes were or were not material to 
tf>e iffue ; for if, after the fubftraSipn of 
the bad votes, a Competent majority of 
good votes ftill remain, then it is certain 
that the bad votes ought to ofouin no con- 
fideration whatever, inafmuch as it would 
be againft all reafon as well as law that the 
bad votes ought to have the eScfi to vitiate 
the good ones. This rule has been adopt- 
ed in Congref« on contefted elefiions ; it 
has iong ago been fettled, that if, notwiih- 
fiandrng the bad vote?, enough good ones 
remain to fupport the eleflion as returned 
it (hall ftand.

I make him, it can be of no avail, unlefs they 

can prove that as many more were alu>

members have been corrupted. But their 
difficulties would not, we apprehend, flop 
eVeri here. For the next thinjg to be done

AN ACT CONCERNING LBIELS. 
Pujed 6th April. 1805. 

Whereas doubts, exift whether on the 
trial of an indiflment or information: for a 
hbel the jury have a. right to give their 
verdi6t on the whole matter in iffue : 

I. Be it therefore declared and enaSed 
by the People of the State of Ntw-Yort, 
reprefented in Senate and. Aflemblyy That 
on every fuch indiSment or information, 
the jury who (ball try the fame, (hall have 
a right to determine the law and the fa£l un* 
der^hc direfiion of the court in like man. 
ner as in other criminal cafes, and (hall not 
be dire£led. or required by the court or 
judge before whom fuch indi£lment or in- 
formation flmll be tried, to find the defend* 
a'nt.guihy merely on the proof of thepubli- 
caticm by the defcndaut of the matter charg- 
ed to be libellous and of the ienfe afcribed 
thereto in fuch indiSmentor information: 
Providence never theUJs.Th^i nothing here* 
in contained fhall be held or taken to im- 
pair or deftroy tl)c right and privilege of 
the defendant to apply to the court to have 
the judgment arrefted as hath heretofore 
been praflifed. 

II , And be it further declared and enaS^ 
ed. That in every profecution for writing 
or publifhing any libel, it (hall be lawful 
for the defendant opon the trial of the caufe 
to give in evidence in hia defence the truth 
of the matter contained in the publication 
charged as libellous : Provided altvays. 
That (uch evidence (hall not be a juftifica- 
tion, unlefs on the trial it (hall be further 
made fatisfaftorily to appear that the mat- 
ter charged as libellous was pnblifhed with 
good motives and lor jufti Gable ends. 

III. And be it further enaded. That any 
perfon or perfons who (hall after tf)e puff- 
ing of this a£l be convifled ol writfng or 
publi(hing alibel, fuch perfon or perfons 
(hall not be fentenced to an i m pri ft 'n merit 
exceeding the term of eighteen months or 
to pay a fine exceeding the fum ot five' 
thoufand dollars. 
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IV. And be it furiktr inaStd^^ That 
jfromand aCtcr the pafling of this aS. it 
Ihall not be lawful to profecute any perfoo 
or perfoDs by information for writing or 
publifbing any libel.

ler fiepped up to Purdy, and told him, 
that, as the Legiflature jiad adjourned, 
they ftood in the chara£ler of private citi- 
eens. High words enfued, and they he- 
ftowed on each other, without ceremo- 
ny, the gentlemanly epithets of " d-^^-^-d 

it«r,'*and *' d d rafcair till at length 

Tayler aimed a blow at Purdy, which 
tbok him in the belly, t>ut did but littJ^ 
ij^ury» Purdy Teized a chair, with which 
lie would unqueftiooably have ftruck his 
antagoniA to the floor, had not the cha(). 
Iain and fome of the members interpofed. ' 
Thus ended the affray — and thus ended 

the Seflion. 

For a circumftantial detail of the above 
iranfaQion, we refer the reader ^o the fol- 
lowing article from the Albany Centinel 
of the 12th inft. 

The memordble feffion of the Legifla- 
ture clofcd on WednefHay. We fliall lay 
before our readers a lift of the ads pa(red, 
foon ; together with fuch other details of 
iheir proceedings, as we fliali deem inter- 
efting to the public. To-day we can w\y 
offer tor general amufcment the outlines of 
A Genuine Republican Fracas in the 
Senate. 
In*the afternoon, a refolution was mov- 
ed by Mr. Savage, having for its objeft a 
dereii£lion of any further proceedings up- 
on the information difclofed in Judge 
Peck's affidavit againft Mr. Stewart, of 
this city, refpeifting his fuppofed oflEer of 
(hares for votes in favor of the Merchants' 
Bank. This was preceded by a recital, 
ftating in iubftance, that it did not appear 
from any evidence before the Senate, that 
the convprfations alluded to in that afHdavit 



were had With inlpropcr motives on the 
part of Mr. Stewart. The rerolution was 
oppofed by Judge Tayler, who urged that 
Mr. Stewart Oiould be immediately brought 
before them, in order to have the buGnefi 
poftponed to the next feflion. This was 
objeHed to on the ground that if the fafls 
charged, amounted to an offence^ it was an 
offence againft the privil^es of the metn- 
berj^ of the prefent Legiflature — notayii- 
iure one. Much warm altercation enfued ; 
in the courfe of which Judge Purdy obferv- 
ed, that if fuch charges amounted to bri- 
bery, he had in his eye perfons who praflif- 
ed the fame thing when the State Bank 
was incorporated. Mr. T. wiftied to know 
if he was one of thofe alluded to ? Mr. P. 
replied that ho was. Mr. T. faid the 
charge was falfe, and if Mr. P. repeated 
it out of doors he fliould anfwer for it in a 
court of juftice. The geotleraen were 
called to order. Soon after this a refolu- 
tion was received from the Aflembly for 
concurrence, that the Legiflature immedi- 
ately adjourn. Mr. Savage's refolution 
being difpofed of by the previous queftion, 
whicn was carried unanimoufly — And the 
minutes of the day being read over and a- 

Seed to, it was propofed that the feflion 
ould clofe with prayer. 

Froin the moment iht /mart had pafled 
between Mr, Tayler anclMr. Purdy, un- 
til this time, the former had continued to 
traverfe the floor of the Senate room aU 
moft inceffantly, as one who felt foreiy dif- 
comfited, or * 

•• Some great matter in his mind rev^lv*d" 

The Rev. Mr. Wilfon, one of the Chap- 
lains, who attended for that purpofe, now 
add re fled the throne of grace in an appro-«^ 
priate and very excellent prayer. The 
Senate then adjoarned^T?/?^ die. Immedi- 
ately after prayers — we fliould have faid 
adjournment, Mr, Tayler walked round the 
table to Mr. Purdy^ and told him in fome- 
thing of a low voice, that the Senate being 
adjourned, he now met him as a private 
citizen — ^and wiftjed to know what he 
meant by his oblervation ? alluding to the 
above. Mr. P. replied that he meant to 
tell the truth. Upon this Mr. T. called 
him a lying old rafcal. Mr. P. retorted, 
by calling him a rafcal or a fcoundrel in re- 
turn. Upon this Mr. T.Jans ctremvnie, 
ftruck him a violent blow with his fift juft 
under the ribs, which ftaggered him con- 
fiderably. Mr. P. paufed an inftant as if 
to colleft himfelf — then fei zed a chair and 
aimed a blow at the head of bis antagonift, 
but was prevented effeQ ing it, by the inter- 
ference of their brother Senators. Mr.

GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 

AKE ihofe tree* whofe ftalks 
do not exceed an inch and half in diameter, 
faw them off near the ground, and after 
preparing the ftalk by paring off the 
j-ough furtace, occafioned by the faw, and 
by fplitiing and clearing away the (livers 
(it there be* any) fet your cions ; then raife 
a hill of clear earth, fufEcient to cover 
well the fiump, and to be of two or three 
inches deep, around the cions ; and noth 
ing farther is neceffary, except placmg 
StA^ aroand them, to prevent their injury 
from cattle. This method of grafting is 
attended with the folio <ving advantages. 

1. Any lad of common ingenuity, who 
has learnt to make a/^^n, with a little {bow- 
ing can perform it. 

2. The cions inferted in this way, will 
fejdom fair of living, 

3. Their growth will be very rapid. 
They have been known to grbw to the 
height of four or five feet the firft feafon, 
where the foil is good. 

4. The junSion formed between the ci- 
ons and the ftock in which they are infert- 
ed, will be as firm as though they were a 
natural growth. 

g. Any apple-tree that \%^ merejhrub, 
will anfwer as good purpofe as the mofl 
thrifty, provided the ftock be clear from 
knots and winding, near the ground. And 
in this way^you may foon have the beft of 
Iroit, from thofe trees which would other- 
wife be entirely ufelefs. 

This method of grafting may alfo be uf- 
4td to great advantage, in a young norfery. 
But if you firft tranfplant your trees, they 
muft ftand at leaft one year, left you en. 
danger their lives by the operation. In 
a forward fpring, you may graft by the be- 
ginning of April, and it will anfwer till 
the bark begins to peel. But they are 
more apt to live before the bnds are great- 
ly expanded. It may be added, that the 
common method of grafting a limb of a tree, 
will anfwer a good purpofe, if the tree be 
{mail, and the limb ftand nearly perpen- 
dicular. A limb which grows in a nearly 
horizontal direQion, is in danger of break- 
ing when it begins to bear, by the weight 



of the fruit. If yoo graft a limb, you inufl 
clear away the natural braocliet A the tree 
it the ciont fucceed, or their progrefs 
will be fo flow, as to be of little or no fer* 
vice.

The bill to alter the mode of appointing 
the Comptroller. General and tne Regif- 
er- General, which had pafled both Houfes 
of the Legiflature, has been returned by 
the Governor with the following objeft- 
tons : — 

7o the Senate and Houee of ^epreeentativee of the 
CommoKfoeakb of Penntylvama. 

GENTL£MEN, 

I HAV£ read and confidered thelHll, 
entitled •• An AS to alter the mode of ap- 
pointing the Comptroller and Regijter^ 
Generat\^ and as it appears to me incon* 
fiftent with the purview and fpirrt of the 
Conftitntion ofthe State, and alfo inex- 
pedient, I cannot approve it. I have 
therefore dircQed the Secretary to return it 
to the Houfe of Reprefematives, in which it 
originated, together with my obje^ons — 
I which follow :— * 

Firjl — By the fecond article of the Con- 
ftitntfon, made and eftabltfhed by the peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth, on the fecond 
day of September,one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and ninety, fe£lion eight, "The 
Governor shall appoint all officers 
whole offices are eftabliOied by that Con- 
ftitution, or (hall be eilablifhed by law, 
and iufbofe appoiatments are not therein 
oihcrwife providejj for.'* By article fix, 
fefhon five, " The State^TreaJurer (hall 
be appointed annuallv by the joint vote of 
the members of botn Houfes ; all other 
officers in the Treafury Department, at- 
torneys at law, eledion officers, officers 
relating to taxes, to the poor; and high^- 
ways, conflablfs,'and other townfliip offi- 
cers, (hall be appointed in fuch manner, 
as is, or (ball be, direfted by law." 

Thefe being the parts of the Conflitu- 
tion, which have relation to the prcfent 
bill, the fole qaeftion is, what the Conven- 
tion had in contemplation by the words 
•• All other officers in the Treafury De- 
partment, &c. (hall be appointed as is, or 
(hall be direSed by law.*' If it had been 
intended, that the members of the two 
Houfes fhould, by joint vote, appoint all 
other officers in the Treafury Depart- 
ment, attornies at law, and the officers en^ 
umerated in this feQion, the Convention 
would have annexed this power to that of 
the appointment of State-Treafurer jn the 
fame fcntence or claufe. What then, it 
may be enquired, had they in view ? My 
anfwer is, they might have (uppofed, that 
the Legiflature might conceive it neceffa- 
ry that other officers (hould be appointed 
as a check upon him. They may al(o 
have had a reference to the county treaf- 
urers,exci(e officers and others, who might 
be deemed oeceffary to colle& and pay 
money into the State-Treafury, as a part 
of the revenue not vifing from taxes, and 



who might be employed or commiffioned 
folelv for that purpofe. 

Tne Comptroller or Regifter-Generaft 
has at little connexion with the Treafury 
Department, as any other officer in the 
State ; the names of officers merely, can* 
not defignate their department or duties* 
They receive no public monies, nor pay 
into the Treafury ; they mike no reports 
or reference to the State-Treafurer, nor 
are they amenable to him in any manner 
whatfoevcr ; they are entirely conne£led 
with the Supreme Executive Department, 
and are denominated the Department of 
Accounts ; their principal duty is to liqui«> 
date and afcertain the claims and demands 
againft the Commonwealth, and to report 
them to the Governor ; and if they difa- 
gree, he is to decide, and thereupon to 
draw his warrant for the money on the 
State-Treafurer, fpecifying the appropri. 
ate fund. No reafons have been affigned 
in the bill, why thev fliould be confidered 
aa officers in the Treafury-Department^ 
nor can I divine any. 

Since the eftabli(bment of the prefent 
Conftitution, thefe officers have always 
been appointed by the Governor ; and 
by the laft %St of the Legiflature, preceding- 
the prefent Conilitution, the Comptroller- 
General held his office during the picafure 
of the Supreme Executive Council. It' 
may be faid, that this was in purfuance of 
a8s of the Legiflature ; but, under the 
firft Conftitution, the Supreme Executive 
Council were vefted with the power ot 
thefe appointments, though over-ruled by 
the Houfe of Affembly : under the pre- 
fent,ihe Governor has the right to appoint 
thefe officers without the aid of the Legif. 
lature; — and the laft ad of Affembly on 
the fubjeQ, may be conftrued as a recog- 
nition of it. At any rate^ it cannot de- 
prive any future Governor of his Confti- 
tuttonal rights ; and, at leaft, proves, that 
the Governor, in their opinion, was heft 
qualified to appoint them. 

By this bill the' prefent officers are to 
continue in office, until the fecond Tuef* 
day in January next, if they (hall refpeS- 
ively fo long behave thcmfelves well ; but ^ 
there is no fuch provifion fur the f uture« 
I have long entertained doubt refpe6fing 
the power of the Legiflature, to make any 
office (iuring good behaviour, except thofe 
fo dire£led by the Conftitution ; if this can 
l>e done, a Governor, having a fuitable 
undcrftanding with the Legiflature, may 
place his and their favorites on this foun- 
dation ; and thereby not only preclude hit 
fucceffor from the aid of friendly coadju- 
tors, in the arduous adminiftration of pub* 
lie affairs ; but alfo fubjed him to every 
difficulty, which can be contrived by ene- 
mies. This would be contrary to the 
praflice of every well regulated Govern- 
ment, and not '* doing at we would wifh 
to be done to us.**. 
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Bcfides, tbc two Houfcs have no Con- 
ftitutional power to continue the prefcivt ot- 
ficen a fingie day againft the will of the gov. 
ernor: It would b« encroaching too far on 
his authority, and deftroying his refpOnfi- 
bility. Be all this as it may, the fpirit of 
GUI Conftitution is.to keep the Legiflative, 
!Executive,and Judicial departments in the 
Government, as diflin8 mA independent 
of each other as poflible ; it has prefcribed 
limits to each, the barriers oJ which, can- 
not be pafled without a violation of this 
facred infirument. — ^TheExecutive branch 

! among other duties) is, *• to fee, that the 
aws be faithfully executed," which he 
cannot fo well perform, unlets he has the 
appointment of the officers necefTary for 
that purpofe. The Legiflature are to make 
laws, not to expound them, nor to appoint 
thofe who are to execute them. 

Second — It feems to me to be inexpedi- 
ent. On the face of the bill it appears 
manifeil, that the Legiflature have no ob» 
jeQions tp the preient officers ; no mem* 
ber has even hinted any tfeing of the kind 
to me — then why the neceffiiy for, or what 
benefit can be derived from the altera- 
tion at this time ot the mode of appoint* 
inent? All Legiflatures heretofore tor near 
fifteen years, have thought this power ftiould 
be depoGted with the Governor for the 
time being ; and if capable and good offi- 
cers have been appointed by him,(as feems 
to be acknowledged,) what advaiMfl^es can 
be obtained for the public fervice, by pla- 
cing thefe officer^ hereafter undeir the will 
and pleafureof an annual, flu£l|iating bo* 
dy ; Merit alone will not fecure mt'ir con* 
ilant re-eleflion ; they mu& acquire a 
knowledge of every new member, as well as 
have addrefs and management in canvafT- 
ing for votes ; and more adroit candidates, 
will at all times, render their fituation irk- 
<ome and precarious. Few men worthy 
of thefe offices, will be found, who will 
fubje£l tbemfelves to fuch a tenure, and 
the advantages of experience will be loft. 

The firft Comptro'lerand RegifterGen- 
eral were appointed by the Legiflature ; 
the refult is too well known, and has been 
too feverely felt, to require any further an- 
imadverfion \ public default has likewife 
occurred in one of the State-Treafurcrs — 
more than two hundred thoufand dollars 
have by thefe officers been mifapplied J 
Thefe inftances afford no proof of the in- 
tended mode of appointment b'eint^ the 
moft falutary. Wi»h refpcft to myfelf, it 
is a matter of per fed indifference^ who fhall 
have the appointment of thefe officers. 
The faithfnl difcharge of the truft of ap- 
pointing officers moft be alwavs attended 
with great anxiety to a confcientious mind. 

Having been a member of as many 
CongrelTes, Conventions, Legiflative A f- 
femblies, and other public bodies, as per- 
kaps any gentleman in the United States ; 



permit me to declare that from all my ex* 
perience and obfervation, a large public 
body is not (o well q^ualified to fele£l the 
beft chara£ler8 for fubordinate offices as 
a fingie perfon, refpon&ble, unfettered and 
independent. 

The precedent being once eftabli(hed,of 
the two Houfes of AflTembly alTuming to 
tbemfelves the power of appointing Exec- 
utive officers, «• many an arror by the lame 
example will creep into the State." With 
more plaufibiliiy,the Secretary of the land- 
office,the Surveyor-General, ReceiverGen. 
and Proihonotary of the Supreme Court, 
may be declared to be in the Treafury-De- 
partment, than the Accounting Officers ; for 
they coUe6iand pay a large proportion of the 
public revenue to the Trcafurer of the State. 

/ have no ambition jor power ; but I 
truft, I fliall be excuied in holding it as 
a facred duty, to tranfmit the Conftitu- 
tion (which approaches as near to per- 
iedion as any that ever did, or does now 
exill in the world) to my-(ucceflbr, unim- 
paired and unfhackled by any a3 of mine.

We announce, Aviih fatisfafiion, the 
complete triumph of federalifm in the late 
eleflions inMdfTdchufeits and Conneflicut. 

The Hackenfack paper ftates,that, con- 
trary to expeftaiion, Col. Burr did not 
make his appearance at the late court of 
Oyer and Terminer held in that county, 
to traverfehis indiftmeni — for murder. 

Simon Synder is nominated by the rev- 
olutionifts of Pennfylvania, to run for 
Governor. Gov. M'Kcan is the confti- 
tutionalifts' candidate. 

By the brig Mountaineer, we have re- 
ceived a St. Croix paper of the 21ft March^ 
containing a circnmftantial account of the 
invafion of St. Kills by the French fleet, 
which is now on a vifit to all the 3nti(h 
Weft-India iflands. 

The fleet arrived at BafTeterre on the ^th 
of March, anchored abreaft ot the town, 
and fired a fliot at Fort Smith, when ihe 
flag was immediately ftruck ; the troops 
having retired to the garrifon at 3rim- 
flone-Hill, no efieClual refifiance could be 



oppofed by ihe inhabitants to fo formtda- 
a force as a (hip ot 120 guns, tour of 74, 
three ot 44, and two of 16. A committee 
of the principal inhabitants waited on Gen; 
Barbot, chief of the flafF, who propofed to 
them, as the terms on which he would allow 
the IQand of St. KJMs and its dependencies 
to capitulate, ift. That the inhabitants 
fliould retain during the war all the exift. 
ing laws relative to perfons and property ; 
2d. That their perfons and properties 
fiiould be fafe, and under the jirotedion of 
the French government ; 3d. The forts, 
arms, &c. as well as all the merchant (hip. 
ping in the roadi to^e furrendered to the 
French government ; 4tb. The occupa^ 
tion of two forts ; and ^th, a contribution 
ot one million livres tournois to be carried 
on board the Majefteux by 9 o'clock the 
next morning. Thefe terms were agreed 
to, and the inhabitants (to prevent the place 
being given up to military execution,wbicb 
was threatened) contributed liberally in 
dollars, joes, doubloons, and guineas, fo 
that the coin is almoft entirely carried out 
of the ifland, and roeafures are taking to 
encourage the importation of a treflb fupply. 
The fquadron left BafTaterre on the 7th 
for Nevis, where they obtained 4,2001. cur* 
rency, but landed no foldiers. Thqr de« 
manded at firft 20,000 guineas. 

\hiercantile Advertifer^ 

We have advices from Cape- Francois, 
which ftate that on the 26th of February 
Gen. Chriftoplie attacked St. Jago at the 
hejad of 6000 men, and took it after a very 
Severe conteft of an hour and an half againil 
1500 Spaniards. The Conquerors put the 
inhabitants indifcriminately to the fword. 
On the day following the ferocious army 
marched for the city of St. Domingo. 

IMPORTANT. 
We learn from an authentic fource.that 
our government have received oflicial no- 
tice that our trade with the blacks of St. Do- 
mingo is abfolutely prohibited, and that all 
neutral vetTels bound to or from any port 
in their pofTefTion will be feized, and the 
crews tried under a military commifTion 
and executed. This intelligence may be 
relied upon. [£/.

What is flie to expe£l 
jfrom war ? to coalefce fome ot the 
j>owers of the Continent ? the conti- 
nent will rf*main tranquil. A coalition 
would onl}' incieife the preponderance & 
coniinent'il grandeur of France. To re- 
ljm; the troubles in the intwior ?— The, 



times are no longrer the fame. To deftroy 
our finances ? Finances founded upon a '. 
jjood agriculture can never be deftroyed. 
To deprive France ot hei colonies ? The 
cofonies are wiih France only a fecondary 
objeft ; and does not your majeftty pof- 
fefs already more than you can maintain ? 
If your majefty will think ferioufly, you 
will perceive that the war is without an 
objeft, and without any prefumable refult. 
Alas ! what a melancholy profpeft, to 
make men fight tor the fake of fighting ! 
The world is large enough fpr our two na. 
tions to live in, and reafon is fufficiently 
powerful to find out the means ot recon- 
cilement if a fuitable difpofition to be re- 
conciled exids on both fides. I have 
meanwhile fulfilled a duly holy and pre- 
cious to my heart. May your majefty be- 
lieve in the fincerity of the fentiments 1 
have juft exprefled to you, and in ray de- 
fire to give you proofs of it.

As a centinel over 4he rights 
and interefts of the people, I have been 
placed upon an elevated eminence, and in 
that fituation I have made difcoveries of 
fuch importance, that I' fhould confider 
myfdf as treacheroufly negleftful ot tny 
duty, were I to withhol(i( them from the 
public eye. 

Already denounced, I am aware ot the 
new denunciations which await -mc. I 
{hall be accufed of abandoning »ny party, 
and becoming an apoilate from republican 
principles. I fhall even be charged with 
treafon, in advancing fentimentji which 
may be confidered as intending to produce 
a difTolution of the Union. Againft falC- 
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boodand ealurony I (hall alwaylbe ible^ to 
oppofe \he ihield & helmet of truth & a good 
coofcience. Thofe who know me viU be- 
lieve my motives to be pure, whatever o- 
pinion they may form of my difcernraent ; 
and to thofe who know me not, and in 
whofe minis I am already condemned, I 
will addrefs the laconic expoftuiation of a 
celebrated ancient to his paflionate oppo- 
nent, ffrUe, but hear me. Afide from the 
circum&ances of the late eleffioni I have 
ample evidence that my condu£l in Con- 
grefs has been mifunderftood by many, 
and that I have been confidered as giving 
anti-republican votes, in oppofing fome 
of the moil ariRocratic theafures ever a- 
dopted in our country. I am a republican, 
On certain fubjefts, fiowever, it is time to 
fpeak out, and to fpeak with energy. 
There is a party in the United States, con- 
fiftingoi moderate and refleftiog conftKu- 
Clonal republicans, {^Jirjl rather than a 
third party) and which is not entirely 
compofed of individuals like myfelf, hum- 
bie and influential. It embraces many ol 
the heft ayd^Keafeft patriots of our coun- 
try ; men', againft whofe f pot lets fame e- 
ven malice dares not raife her voice, and 
to whofe talents millions pay homage; 
men, whofe abilities and virtues are d.eilin- 
ed, I hope and tru(i in God, to preferve 
the United States from many political evils. 
The objeSs of this party are, the prefer- 
^tion of the conftitntion in all its energies^ 
atid the union of all honed men. I know 
thai the union of honefl men is reprobSted 
by fome as a treafonable projeQ, but -it 
mdfi be cenfnred by the wicfed and en- 
tbufiaflic only ; the fi;ood and wife believe 
tbatootMeg elfe will fave the union,at fome 
future time, from divifion & deilruSion. 
Limited as has been my political expe- 
rience, 1 have learned thai violent party 
men are almoft always wrong. They view 
political objeQs as through a glafs dark- 
ly. If the fury of party fpirit ,be not 
fpeedily checked, moderation will become 
as great a crime in America, as it wjs in 
JFrance during the reign of Robefpierre. 
Self created organs of the public wril, al- 
ready denounce every one, whatever may 
be his fituation or chara3er, whofe con- 
dafi is diftingtifflied by the leaft difplay of 
confcientious independence. Among re- 
publicans, among ardent republicans, it 
is already criminal to be an honed and in- 
dependent politician. A new defpot is ere 
ated all powerful and irr^fiflible, on the 
footftool of whofe throne we are comman- 
ded to bow the knee,' and to whofe impe- 
rtous mandates it is the e (Fence oi democ 
racy to yield paffive obedience. Who is 
this defpot ? It is a phantom, but not the 
Icfs powerful for being imaginary ; like 
other phantoms it has power to miflead and 
terrify. It is what a certain junto pleafe 
to term the public will* A lew ambitioQfr 



individuals undertake to anticipate the pub- 
lic fentiment upon all political fubje£ls, 
and, to the (hame of our country be it fpo- 
ken, a confiderable portion of the people 
yield a too eafy acquiefcence to the migh- 
ty ulurpation. The voice of the people, 
when it is the refult, of correal informa- 
tion, and. cool rcfleftion is always jud. 
But the people may be deluded. Delud- 
ed they hat^e been at particular times, in 
every age and nation. 

An attempt is making to divert the cur- 
rent of popular opinion to an improper 
channel : It now glides like the rivulet, it 
may foon thunder like the torrent. The 
people will be told that the condituiion is 
an odious fydem of ariftocracy : that the 
Prefident mud beelefted by the people at 
large : that the Senate mud be dedroyed, 
or at lead greatly weakened ; that the judg- 
es mud be rendered ele£live ; and that all 
who oppofe this glorious renovation oi 
our political iydem are lederalids and en- 
emies to freedom. There is too much 
reafon to fear that this gilded pill will be 
greedily fwallowcci, although nothing can 
be more certain than that the conditution, 
in proportion as it is rendered more demo- 
cratic, becomes lefs federative, and de- 
droys the rights and intereds of the fmall 
dates. The fmall dates may be' deprived 
of their rights by the combined operations 
of violence and iptrigue ; they may be 
terrified and deluded ; they may regret 
their delufions only when their chains are 
fadened ,* they may poiGTibly be dooR>ed to 
cl.ofe an inglorious career by the commif- 
fion of political fuicide. , 

I fhall be accufed of political ioconiid- 
ency. The accufaition, however, can on- 
ly be founded upon injudice, and fuppor- 
ted by deception. I oppofed many meaf- 
fures of the federal party, becaufe I be- 
lieved them anti-republican, and pernio 
cious to the bed intereds of my country ; 
and that opinion remains unaltered^ But 
I have changed my opinion as to fome men 
and fome meafures which are called repub- 
lican,I oppofed a junto calling themfeivs re- 
publican, from the fame views & with the 
fame motives, that I oppofed the former 
adminidration ; for I fhall always oppofe 
what I conGder as aridocracy and perfecu- 
tion. I draw a line of difcriminittl6h be- 
tween the adminidration & a fa£iion who 
diftate equally to the government and the 
people. To explain and judify my own 
conduS, it is neceflary that I (hould de- 
fcribc that of thofe to whom I dand oppo- 
fed : but I (hall do it without impeaching 
the integrity ol any man in publit life. I 
have no private views to promote, no per- 
fonal refentments to gratify ; and I have 
learned to reprefs the afpiring fpirii of ju- 
venile ambition*. The fird wifh of my heart 
is to fee my country free and happy, and 
{ always deem it my duty to devote my 



feeble efforts to the (upport and preferva. 
tion of her freedom and felicity, 

« Probably I fliall he the lad rarsn in the 
United States %vho will change principles, 
or even parties, unlefs parties (hall change 
principles. I protefs dill to be,as I ever have 
been a moderate and cuufiilent republican ; 
but in my public capacity, I confider my. 
felf as the reprefcntaiive, noj of iwparty, 
but of the people. / am mofl decidedly in 
favor of a wnion of parties in thenor^ 
thernjlaies, upon conJlUutional principles. 
I believe it necclf:>ry in order to pi eferve 
the Union and fuifil the injunftions of 
the illudrious Wafliinglon. It is alfo in 
drift conformity to the opinions of the 
prefent Prefident, who has declare^ to the 
world, that we are •• ail federaiids and all 
republicans," and of courfe that our po- 
litical didindions are rather nominal than 
real. As the terms iederalid and dem- 
ocrat, although innocent and correft ia 
themfelves, have become reciprocally o- 
dious, it would be well if we could unite 
as a band of brothers under the appellation 
of conjlituiional republicans. At all e- 
vents, I fhall continue to confider myfelE 
as the reprefentative of all the people ol 
the didrid, and to devote my felf to the 
(uppprt of the conditution. For my nu« 
merous enemies, fome of whom will ncv- 
er ceafe to calumniate me, I will offer, in 
humble imitation of Him to whofe merita 
I look for bappinefs beyond the grave, this 
mod benevQ^nt of all prayer s....FjM^r 

Jorgive them for they know not what they 
do. My only political friends (hall be the 
friends of real liberty, and my enemies 
(hall be the enemies of the people.

A method to prejtrve fruit trees in blof- 
font f rom the effcRs offrojl^ 

JL HE Chevalier deBierenberg of 
Prague^ we are told, has difcovered a 
method of efFeftually preferving trees in 
bloflbm from the iatal efFefls of ihofe frofts 
which fometimes in the fprins deftroy the 
moft proroifing hopes of a plentiful crop 
of fruit. This method is extremely fim- 
ple. He furrounds the irunks^of the tree 
m bloflTom with a wifp of flraw or hemp. 
The end of this he finks, by means of a 
Hone tied to it, in a vcfTel of fpring water, 
at a little diftance from the tree. One ve(- 
fel Will convenieutly fcrve two irees ; or 
the dord may be lengthened fo as to fur- 
round feveral, before its end is plunged 
into the water. 

It is neceffary that the vefTel be placed 
^in an open (ituation^ and by no means fha. 
ded by thcvbranches ot the neighbouring 
trees, that the troft may produce all its ef. 
fefts, on the water^ by means of the cord 
communidatttig with it. — This precautipn 
is particularly neceffary for thoic trees the 
flowers of which appear nearly at the fame 
time as their leaves t which trees are pecu- 
liary expofed to the ravages of the frofls. 

The proofs of its efficacy, which he had 
an opportunity of obferving in the fpring 
of 1787, were remarkably ftriking. Se- 
ven apricot efpaliers in his garden began 
to bloff.>m in the month of March. Fear- 
ing that they would fufFer from the late 
frofls he furrounded them with cords as 
above dircfled. In effefl, pretty (harp 
frofts tt>ok place fix or eight nights : the 
apricot trees in the neighbouring gardens 
were all frozen, and none of them pro- 
duced any fruit, whiHi each of the Cheva- 
lier's produced fnuic in abundance, which 
came to the greateft peirfeftion^

of the committee are in favor of a revolu« 
tion, though they wifli tnote perfeftly to 
afcertain the popularity of the tneafure^be- 
fore they will venture to call a conveotian^ 
Wt> however confider the report as adding 
greatly to the probability, that the revoUi- 
tionary fa€lion will Qltirtiaicly fucceed i 
as thofe itietnberii' of the iegiflature who 
have joined that party, and who are faid to 
compofe a majorijy of both houfes» will 
douhtlefj exert their influence among thcif 
conftituents to enfure fuccefs to their rev* 
oiutionary proje3s. 

LEGISLATURE OF I»ENNSYLVAKIA. 

CALL OF A CONVENTION. 

The committee to whom Was referred a 
number of petitions from the citizens of 
differents parts of the Stale, rrqueftin^ the 
Iegiflature to take meafures for the call of 
a convention to revife and amend the coil* 
Qitution of this commonweafth, and id 
whom alfo was referred^ a number of /c- 
monftrances againft the call of a conven- 
tion, having deliberated upon the import* 
ant fubje£l fubmifled to them, with iti tb^ 
care and attention which its delicacy and 
Its magnitude iitiperioufly demandedi now 
offer the following report ; — 

When the great Author of nature ^av^ 
exiftenceto matj^ he eiidowed him with 
mental powers capable of progreffive and 
indefinite advance tpent, and imprcflfed up- 
on his foul a defire of approximating td 
the gaol oi pcrfettioti iti ettry art and 
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as they may think prop* 
bus the right of the people to 
alter ami amend the conflituiion — a right 
founded in reafon and in natural juftice, is 
guaranteed by the cnnftitution itfelf* Un- 
der this ran6lion, a number ot the citizens 
of the common weahh have addrefled the 
Icgiflaturc by their petitions oji this deeply 
interefting fuhje& : and having beejs thus 
addreffei, it appicars to your committee, 
chat it is incumbent on the general aflem- 
bly to exprefs fome feniiment on the fub« 
jea. i 

Befoi;e the committee proceed to give 
an opinion they offer a few preliminary 
remarks. 

It is the prerogative of the fovereigti 
people alone — to alter, amend, or to aboK 
ifh their goverment : that the power is not 
vefted in, nor do they conceive it is claim- 
ed by the legiflaiure to affume'the right ol 
^iQatingto the people on this important 
(ubjeft : that the committee a« members 
oi the legiflature have come under the 
moft folemn obligaition to fupport the con* 
ftitution under which the government is 
now organized nor do they feel difpofed to 
infrafi in the fn'alleft degree anyof its provi- 
(ions,while it remains unaltered bv thepeor 
pie thcn^ifelves. Yet we conceive that the le- 
giflature have an unaueftionable right with- 
out violating any obligation, to exprefs an o- 
pinion as to the imperte3ions of that inftru- 
ment ; & efpecially as their attention has 
been calkd to the fubje£i,by the numerous 
petitions and remonflrances prefented to 
the legiflature. 

This opinion perhaps might receive 
fome corroboration by adverting to the ju- 
diciary ; a co-ordinate branch of the gov- 
ernmeot, the ofiRcers of which are under 
like obligations with the members of the 
affembly, to fupport the conflituiion of 
this & of the United States : In Dallas* 
reports, Vol. III. p. 474, Respub. versus 
CoBBETT, Chief Juftice M'Kean thus ex- 
prefFed himfelf — •• Tfiere is no provifion 
*• in the conifitution, that in fuch cafe the 
** judges of the (iipreme court of the U- 
*• nited States fhall coniroUl and be con- 
*• clufive : neither can Congrefs by a law 
•• confer that power. There appears to 
,, be a dele6l in this matter, it is a casus 
'• omjjfns, which ought in fome way to.be 
*• remedied.** In numerous other inftances, 
courts have expreffed opinions upon the 
imperfe-ftions of the conftitution. 

With thefe preliminary obfervations the 
committee proceed to obferve, that after 
the mofl difpa (Fiona te examination they 
have been able to give the memorials tor 
and the remonftrances agamftthe call of a 
convention, they are of opinion, that al- 
though there are many excellent proviOons 
in the conftitution which ought to remain 
facred, yet fome parts are defeQive, and 
ought to be revtfed and amended. And 
*^ abolilb Uieir ~ governments ia fach | rhu this important objed might be obtain- 



fcience, and no man or generation of men I '• manner 
is authorized to fay to their fuccefforsjthat •' er :" — Tl 
we have arrived at the acm of perfeQion in t 
any human inflituiion, beyond which it is 
impoflible for you to pafs, & aboVe which it 
* is dangerout and prefumptious for you toaf- 
pire ; had an affumption of this nature once 
been admitted,every improvement in arts & i 
fciences, as well as in government, as in 1 
natural and moral philofophy would long | 
fincehave ceafed ; and the aClive genial j 
current ol the (o6l been chilled»and bound 
in adamantine chains. It is with high felt 
fatisfafiion your committee recoiled, that 
the citizens of America were among the 
firil to refift fuch an affumption of power, 
to have burft the chains with which they 
iffcre trammelled, and to exhibit to the 
w6rU« that improvement, «ven in the fci- 
ence of government was pra£li'cable. £v* 
cry art and every fcience had been ftudied, 
improved, and brought to a degree of per- 
feaibiiity by the progreflive labors of fuc* 
ceeding generations, whilft that of govern^ 
ment, o( alt others th^moft interefting to 
man, remained for ages nearly ftationary, 
tlmil the aera of^ the American revolution. 
* — ^The fame forms and fyftems which ex- 
{fieri in the remote and dark age& of ig- 
norance and fuperftition were continued, 
and (lieir antiquity fabilituted in place of 
right ; and lie who darecU to invefligate 
tteir principles, ftretched forth his hand 
lo draw afideahe veil, or exerted his roen- 
jtal powers to dtfTipaie the miRs^by which 
their t>rigio tvas enveloped, was denoun- 
ced as'a traitor, or immolated as a difturber 
of the peace and harmony of fociety ; but 
the citizens of America have not only 
dared to examine — and to refteft, but to 
%Gt upon the fubjefl ; and taught the 
world, that ancient forms can be improv- 
ed and ameliorated, and a fyftem of free 
governnflent realized. 

To the eflabii(hment of this noble ex- 
ample, the good old citizens of this com- 
monweahh have contributed in ^ fmall 
degree ; they have fhewn that n^orms«of 
governdient can be altered and amended 
without thefe dreadful -and terrific confe- 
qtiences which have been predifted by ' 
thofe who held power^ and were hoftile to 
tiie equal rights of man. 

In the year 1776, altlx>ugh engaged in a 

bloody cooteft with an invading foe, they 

eftablidied a frame of free government. 

In the year ijqo that Jrame of government 

was fuperfcdeia by tlie pfefem conftitution 

x>i this commonwealths In the latter in- 

firument as well as the former, the princi* 

pie of progreflSve improvement is recog- 

M:cd— ** That all power is inherent in the 

•• people i and all free governments are 

** conftituted for their peace and happi- 

•^.nefs ; for the advancement of thefe ends, 

*• they have at all times an unalienable and 

•* indefeafitte right, to alter, relorn^ or 



ed by the good people of this common- 
wealth, without nfking their liberties, or 
hazarding their peace or tranquility. They 
have their own experience^ — the example 
of many of their finer flates — the example 
I of the United States, the conffitution of 
I whi^h has incorporated in it provifion fur 
alteration and amendment, anil which has 
been put in pra8ice repeatedly whhout 
danger ordifadvantage to the citizens of the 
United States. 

On the fubjefl of changing or altering 
conftitutioQS, and the danger which by 
fome is prediAed, the committee cannot 
better exprefs their ideas,-than by adop- 
ting the language of judge Wilfon — •• A 
*• change ot government,*' faid he, " has 
*• been viewed as adefperate event, as an 
•' objefl of the moft terrific afpefl ; bc- 
** caufe it has been thought that govern- 
*' ment could not be changed without 
•• tearing up the very foundations ol tjie 
** focial eftabli(hment. It has been luppo- 
" fed that in a tranfitibn from one ffovern- 
" ment to another, the body making it 
*• muft bediffolved ; that every thing muft 
** be reduced to a ftate of nature ; and that 
** the rights and obligations of the fociety 
" muft ^e loft and dilcharged. 

•* In many parts of the world, indeed^ 
•* the idea of revolutions in government is 
*• by mournful and indiffoIublcalTociation 
•* connefted with the ideas of wars, and 
** of all the calamities incumbent on wars. 
*« Bpt joyful experience teaches us in the 
•« Unified States to view them in a very 
" different and much more agreeable light, 
*• to confider them only as progreflive ftept 
'* in impioving the knowledge of govern- 
*• ment', and iqcreafing the bappinefs of 
•• fociety and mankind.*^ 

Your committee prefome that the citi- 
zens of this commonwealth are not lefs 
wife, prudent, virtuous or patriotic, than 
thofe who called 4or and compofed the 
convention that framed the prefent confti- 
tution fifteen years ago ; that tiie people at 
this time may be, as fafely trufted with 
themfelves ^ at any previous period, which 
tlie oppofers of reform can poflibly point 
out. 

But while the committee exprefs thefe 
(entiments, they conceive that fufficient 
time and opportunity cannot be had with- 
in the prefent feffion of the legiflature, for 
the majority, of .the people fully tocxprefa 
their opinion, on this very intereftin^ fub- 
je£l : and that the number ot petit ions al- 
ready prefented are not fufficient to au- 
thorize the legiflature to take meafures for 
the call of a convention at this time*-^ 
Therefore offer the following refolutions : 
Refoivedt That although the boufe o€ 
reprefentatives are imprefTed with the o- 
pinion that the prefent conftitution is de- 
fe3ive, yet the number of petitioners are 
not fufficient to juftify, at this time, any 
, meafures being uken hy the legiflature for 
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ealling a convention ; but they refer the 
fubjefk to the good people ol Pennfylva- 
niathemfelves, to whom of right it be- 
longs, to adopt fuch mea{ure« as their wif- 
dom may dire£t, to give a fair and full 
expreflion of their opinion to the focceed- 
ing le^iflature. ' 

Re/blvadi Tbfit as foon as the people 
(hall fully mtruft and inftruft their repre- 
fentatives in general aflefnbly to call a con- 
vention, provifion fhall be made to ac- 
compli/h fuch inSru3ions and dire£lions.

^ENTLEMEM, 

I have perufed and confidered the bill 
• entitled, •• an aft regulating the adraini- 
ilration of juftice within this common- 
wealth/* and have dire6led the fecretary 
to return it to the houfe of repre featalives, 
in which it originated, as I do not approve

By the prefent bill, the 
falaries of all the prefi dents are reduced 
to thirteen hundred dollars a year, with an 
addition of two dollars daily wages, tor ev- 
ery day they (hall be employed in holding 
courts. Itjhouldhave been fubmitted by 
the bill to the feveral prefident s heretofore 
commifTioned, who refitle within their for- 
mer and n^wly appointed circuits, wheth- 
er they would accept of the alternative or

Article II. 
The General informs, that all prifonera 
made in thofe different cafes, (hall be 
brought into one of the ports of Hifpani- 
pla, occupied by the f'rench, to be tried 
by military commiflion, which is to pro- 
nounce fentence. 

Article III. 
This proclamation (hall be put into exe. 
cntion on the firft Floreal, (21ft April) & 
until that tioi^ all the preceding proclama- 
tions, in order t6 prevent all kinds of com- 
munication whh the coaft of Hifpaniola, 
-occupied by the rebels, (hall be ftri&ly ex« 
ecuted. 

Article IV. 
Of this prefent proclamation, regiflered 
at the colonial infpeflion, one hundred* 
copies are publifhed, and potted up in all 
the chief places round the eaft part of 
Hifpaniola and all neceffary (leps ftiall be 
taken to its publicity in all the iflands and 
continent of America.

INAUGURAL SPEECH. 
A celebrated Scotch writer informs us 
that even in the fifteenth century a new (y I- 
tern of ethics had been invented tor />u^/ic 
life, which difcards virtue as a fupet fldity & 
reje£ls integrity as ai^ incwnbrance ; and 
truly the [uulofopbifts of the ei^eenih 
century are not a whit behind tbeSrprede^i 
ceflbrs in their morality. 

We will how prefetit the reader with 
an extrafi from the Speech before us,con« 
taining fuch a ilrain of impoftlire, at muft 
I amaze a maa of honor to hear- of, fuch a 
*^ folemn. baotsr ontbe credulity of the 
times" as would move the graveft to laugh- 
ter if laughter was not altogether reflrain^ 
ed by indignation and contempt. 

" Daring this courfe of adminiftration, 
&in order to difturb it,the artiCtery of the 
prcfs has been levelled again ft us, charged 
with whatfocver it licentioufnefs could de- 
vife or dare. Thefe abufes of an inftitu- 
tion To important to freedom and fcience 
are deeply to be regretted, inafmuch as they 
tend to lelFen its ufefulnefs, and to fap its 
fafety. They might perhaps have been 
,corre£fed by the iirholefomc punilhment 
referved to and provided by, the laws 
of the feveral fiates againfl falihood 
and defamation. But public duties 
more urgent, prefs on the time of pub- 
lic fervants and the offenders, have there* 
fore been left to find their punifhment in 
the public indignation. 

*• Nor was it unintercfiingto the world 
that the experiment fbould be fully artd 
fairly made, whether freedom of dijfcuflion, 
unaided by power, is not fufRcient for the 
propagation and proteflion of truth ? 
Whether a government, conducting itfelf 
in the true fpirit of its conflitution, ,whh 
zeal and purity, and doing no a£i which it 
would be unwilling the whole world (hould 
witnefs, can be written down by falfbood 
and defamation. The experiment has 
been tried. — You have witneffed the 
fcene. Our fellow citizens have looked 
on cool and collefied : They faw the la- 
tent lourcc from which thefe outrages pro- 



c^eded^ They gathered around their pub. 
li€.fi>nAipnaries ; and when the cooftitu. 
tion called tbe^it to the dccifion by fut* 
f rages, they prx>aounced. their verdifi, 
honorable to tnofe who had fervcd them, 
and confolatory to the friend of man, 
who believes he may beentrufted with the 
controul of his own afiairs. 

" iNo infelrfericc is hel^e intended that the 
k^ws provided. by the ffates againft falfe 
and defamatory publications (hould not be 
enforced. He who has time, renders a 
Jervice to public morals and public tran* 
quility, in reforming thefe abnfes by the 
falutary coerciont of the lato. But the 
experiment is noted to prove that, fince 
truth and reafon have maintained their 
ground againft fal(e opinions in league 
with falfe fa£ls, the prefs confinedto truth 
needs no other legal reflraint. The pub- 
lic judgment Wik cofteCt-Mft reafonings 
and opinion^Ton •full hearing of all par- 
ties, and no other definite' line can be

LONDON, MARCH t. 

A report was generally prevalent in 
London on Saturday^ that the Dutch had 
revolted at the Cape of Good-Hope, had 
fuccccded in overpowering the Govern- 
ment, and had hoifted £ngli(h colors. 

This report might have been confidered 
as dcferving of little credit, had it not been 
backed by (Irong circumftances from Hol- 
land, communicated by a gentleman who 
arrived in the courfe oi the day, and on 
whofe veracity, we are affurcd, pcrteft re- 
liance may be placed. 

The Spanifh brig El Rofario, from Ve- 
ra Cruz, laden with a valuable cargo, and 
having on board 80,000 dollars, has been 
taken by the Uranie, of 38 gunf , and fcnt 
into Plymouth. The Span ifti brig Caro- 
line, with a valuable cargo from the Ha- 
vanna, has^een captured by the Pallas, of 
3a ((uns, and fent into the fame place. 

Saturday afternoon the Eridymion fri- 
gate, Hon. Capt. Paget, arrived at Portf- 
mouth, with the following Spanifh (hips, 
which are very riChly laden ; — Ecce Ho* 
mo, from Rio-de-la- Plata ; Aftegarafa, 
Regilfer (hip, from Lim^ ; La Premiiia- 
deJa-Pas, from Rio-de-la-Piaia ; La Bril- 
liante, from Vera Cruz ; all laden with 
fpecie, cochineal, indigo, &c. The En- 
dymion has 1,500,000 dollars on board, 
which fhe took out of the galleon. The 
Thifbc, Capt. Shephard, has alfo fent in 
the fliip Thetis, from New. Orleans, laden 



1 with a valuable cargo. The Endymion has 
captured four more Spanifli (hips (ince the 
declaration of war, which are fafe arrived. 

Wc are told, from good authority which 
caniHit Jtkftify us in doubting its authenti- 
city, that a very lengthy and ferious cor- 
refpondence is now going on between Mr, 
Merry, the Britiih minifter, and Mr. Mad- 
ifon. Secretary of (late, on the fubjca oi 
iropreffing American feamen, by.Britifh 
fhips of war. Mr. Merry infilling on' 
the right of Britifh veffels to feize native- 
born fubje£ls of Great Britain, when met 
with on the feas, and not admitting the 
principle of naturalization as a fecurity of 
the rights of citizenfhip of thefe ftaies, & 
defending the arbitrary notion of •• once 
an Englifhrnan, always an EngliOimaa." 
While Mr. Madifon contends for the pro* 
teftion of the American flag, the righta 
of citizenfhip. and the laws of the United 
States, relative to natiiralization. It is al- 
fo (aid, that the correfpondence is contin- 
ued with great energy, and fome confider- 
able warmth. \Balt. Ev. PoJU'\ 

WILMINGTON, (N. C.) APRIL 9. 

Capt. Oliver of the Brig Polly, arrived 
here on Wedncfday laft, 19 days from 
Point Petre, Giiadaloupe, informs, that tlie 
French fleet which tookDotniniqoe arrived 
at BafTaterre, (Guad.) about the 4th of 
March, with fourteen Englifh fhips richly, 
laden, one of which was a Guineaman 
loaded with ilaves ; and having landed 200a. 
troops and fold their prizes, failed froia 
thence on the 9th. 

Before Capt. Oliver failed, accounts 
were received that they had taken Monfe- 
rat, Nevis, and St. Kitts, which they evac- 
uated for the con G deration of a large a- 
mount in fpecie, after having deflroyed 
fuch of the -Englifh (hipping as they did 
not deem worth carrying off. 

While Capt. Oliver was at Point Petre, 
he fays that 14 valuable prizes had been 
brought in, exclufive of thofe taken at 
Dominique, &c. and that fome of them 
were pan of the Cork fleet. One (hip and 
cargo confiftingof dry goods and provif* 
ions, fold for 150,000). fterling ; another 
of the prize Ihips had on board ^50 pipes 
Madeira wine, and three large bngs were 
loaded with provifions and dry goodf. 
One of the prize fliips, an Indiaman, was 
fitting out as a privateer, Ihe mounts 36 
guns and carries 350 men.

ra, a privileged character. 

In the courfe of the laft fummer, 
two checks, one for 600 doUaurs and 
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another fon^iooo, had been prefentedn the 
Bank oi Pennfylvania in toe name ol the 
Marquis C^fa Yru|o, mioifter ci Spain, 
and paid» but relufed to, be admitted as 
valid by the Mar<}uis, and on ex^miaatk^ 
the checks appeared to be forgeries* 

With a view to the detefiton of the for- 
ger, iecrecy was prcfervcd, and the 23d 
of Augufi, 1805, a check was prefented 
at the bank by a black free mao« ot ibe 
name of Charles Lange. 

The black man was feized and commit- 
ted to cuftody, when be madeadepofitioin, 
that the check was fent b/. Don Jofeph 
Cabrera, his raafier« 

The cifcamfiance was immediately com- 
municated by letter to the Marquis Cafa 
Ymjoi by the caflsier of the Bank, noti- 
lytng only the feizure of the black n^an, 
who had been committed to gaoi. 

And the prefldent of the Bank notified 
the governor of the tranlaflion as it ftood, . 
but not demanded any ftep to be taken^ as 
the occurrence appeared to involve a quef- 
tion on the law of nations. 

The Spanifh ambafTador requefted the 
governor to confine Don Cairers in the 
debtors* apartment, till he fliouid advife 
kis court* . Soon after Don J. Cabrera 
wrote to the minifter protefting his inno- 
cence, and offered to wave his priviledge, 
in order tind be might obtain a fpeedy trial 
before a ftate courts Upon the commu- 
,2>icaiion of this requeft of Don J. Cabre- 
ra's by the minifter to the governor* regu- 
lar procefs wa^ iffued againlL the prifoner 
by the attorney genera), a bill prefented 
and found by the grand jury for forgery, 
and bail demanded in 2000 dollars. Don 
J. Cabrera not being able to procure this 
bail, was obliged to remain under ^on- 
finement. He then defired xhat he might 
be lent home to be tried by the laws of his 
own country ; in purfuance of which the 
minifter applied to the governor^ and he 
dire&ed the attorney general to enter a net- 
ie profeqm on the bill found againft him. 
I>Dn^J. Cabrera applied to the fecretary of 
the ftate for the inteference of the^overn- 
raent of the United £iates. But what has 
been done has not tranfpired* Under thefe 
circtimftances an application was made to 
the Circuit Court tor Don. J Cabrera's <n- 
iargemeni — the appJication was made by 
Mr. S- Levy, fupported by Mr. Heatley. 
The Attorney General (J. B. M'Kean} 
urged that the court had no jurifdi£lion, 
and that the affair was eatirely between 
Mr. Cabrora and the Spanifh governmant^ 
ior whofe orders the minifter muft wait. 

Mr. In^erfott on behali of the Bank, 
urged ihar tbey were to beconfidered as 
having no miereft whatever in the appli- 
cation either for or^gainft. 

Mr. S. Levy went into the argument at 
great length io fhew chat the prifoner was 
entitled to the benefit of the Habeas Cor- 
|ms a£l, and that this court had power and 



> jurifdifiion to ^fftutt that henefit. He 
produced documents to (hew that Don J. 
Cabrera, was a captain in the Spanifti fer- 
vice, and adjoint fecretary of legation, & 
:herefore under the law of nations exemp- 
ted from arreft. 

The diftrift attorney of the United 
States (A. J. Dallas,) read a letter he had 
received on this fubjeft from the Secreta. 
ry of ftate, which ftated that Don Cabrera 
had been received in an official capacity by 
our government, and Mr. Dallas further 
faid, that the fe9retaryfhipof legation had 
been an pffict fince Mr. Yrujo's coming to 
this country and filled by /ax? pcrfons. 

With thefe proofs of his official fituation 
independent of the minj^er of his nation, 
the prifoner*s counfel contended that he 
was committed without atathority and in 
violation of the laws of nations, and that 
this court had jurildiQion and would liber- 
ate him. Many authorities were adduced 
to fisew the high and indeieafible privile- 

f;es of the public representatives of one 
oreign ftate to anxAoer. On the other 
hand the i4tbfe£)ion of the United States' 
judiciary bill was referred io^ it is io 
thefe words — '* provided that writs of Ha- 
beas Corpus fliaif in no cafe extend to 
prifoners ii| gaol uolefs where they die in 
cuftody, under or by colour of the author- 
ity of the United States^ or are commit- 
ted for trial before fome court of the fame, 
or are necefTary to be brought into court 
to teftify ;" ooder neither of which cafes, 
it ^was contended did Don J. Cabrera 
come, be t>e]ng confined it was alledged at 
the inftance of the minifter,' of his own 
,countr)v, to await the lentence ot his own 
government. • 

The court faid, as it was a cafe of con- 
fiderable confequence, they would hold it 
under ad vifement till Monday. 

It appears that Don J. Cabrera,had made 
a formal reprefentation to congrefs on the 
the fubjeS of his detention in January 
laft^ a copy of his addrefs is too lengthy 
for prefent publication ; befides, we under- 
ftand, that a correfpondence has been o- 
pened on the fubjeft with the Secretary of 
ftate of the United States. Meantime Don 
J. Cabrera appears to have taken fteps to 
prorure his releafe, by afccrtaining the 
authoritv under which he was confined. 

On Monday the fi2d, Don J. Cabrera 
appeared in court in cuftody, but with his 
fide arms, and in his military uniform — the 
judges delivered tlieir opinions to the fol- 
lowing effeft ; 

Judge Peters took an extenfive and ac- 
curate view of the fubjeft, in the courfe of 
which he obfcrved, that though the power 
of congrefs to legiflate on it was undoubt- 
ed, they had never ecercifed that power ; 
that the fedions of the laws relied on for 
the application did not comprehend t^e 
cafe, that no . provifion had been made for 
{ the prefeat cafe ; that the circuit court 



could only faave*jurifdiQion if procefs bad 
been iffued but of that coiirt ; that this cafe 
'conld not h^-brotjght within the purview 
of the 14th feflion of the judiciary bill, 
which on the conlrafywa^^xclufive of it ; 
and that his opinion was the prifoner could 
obtain no redrefs in this court. 

Judge Wafhington obferved, that there 
was no occafion to Ix^mfne' into the au* 
fhority by which .Don J Cabrera was In 
confinemenr, till the jiirini^^fon of thii 
court to relieve him fliould he afccitained ; 
that the documents produced ^ fiiewed the 
prifoner to be in commiflion from his na- 
tion, and within the proic^ion ofthe law 
of nations ; that the natural tribunal for 
fuch^an application as the piefcnt was that 
wherein procefs was dep^nrJmg, which w^s 
not the cafe hcr^ ; that ihe yo^xh re6iidn of 
the judiciary bill was not applicable, but 
that the 14th was, for it took ;hc piifoner 
out of the power ot the circuit court j that 
however he might be «t opinion that Con- 
grefs fhould have occupied the whole 
ground allowed them by the donftitution, 
it was not his lentitpent ih?t it was the p^rt 
of an American judge to enlarge his jurif-, 
diQion, his powers berng limited ; and he 
concluded that the prifoner rouil be re- 
manded« 

Don J. Cabfieta having obtained per- 
miifion to addrefs the court, his interpret- 
er read a paper nearly to the following ef- 
fca: 

When the King, my mafter, conferred 
on me the commi (lions I have the honor to 
hold^ he exempted me from every jurif- 
difiion whatever but his own. If the gov- 
ernor of this ffate, violating the mofl fac- 
red privileges, has taken on himfelf to 
imprifon me, there muft be fome power 
fomewhere to proteS me. Where (hall I 
find it ? Shall I pafs from court to courf^ 
fuffering affronts and infults ? The nations 
of Europe will bear with aftonifhment that 
the public minifter of a crowned head has 
been eight months in imprifonment in re- 
publican America. I declare then that I 
proclaim myfelf free.. And if violence 
be exercifed agajnft me, I fhall defend my 
privileges at theexpcnceof my life. 

Here the reading was interrupted by 
Judge Peters, who laid iliat he could not fit 
and hear the peace threatepetl^ and that if 
the prifoner had any thing to fay which his 
counfel appri&ved of, he would hear it* 
As, however, Judge WaAington faid he 
had no objeflion to hearing him, Juds^e 
Peters confented to his going on. The 
interpreter then read— 

I fhall prove in this nwinner^ I am wor- 
thy of the charafter with which the King 
my raafter, had honored me. 

The prifoner. was remanded.

Not with r 
view to the^ eofuing eledion^ for we do 
not anderfUnd that any meafures have 
been or will be adopted to defeat the fuc* 
eels oi Mr. Clinton's partizans — not with 
R view to vindicate Governor Lewis from 
she afperfions %rhich have been caft upon 
him, by thofe whofe ambition ** can bear 
no rival near the throne," for that muft be 
ieft to Mr. Lewis' own political hriends— 
but for the fake of truth, and to prevent the 
ill cScEt of thefe iropofitions, in various 
ways, eafy to be perceived, but unnecefla- 
ry now to enumerate. ' 

The ground alTumed in Mr. Clinton's 
paper is that the AEk incorporating the 
Merchants' Bank was a political meafure , 
carried through the Legiflature by bribery 
^ and corruption and ought to be refcinded 
at the next feflion, thereby defiroying the 
rights oi individuals legally vefled, and in 
its confequences infringing upon the prop- 
erty of others fairly and honeftly acquired 
by regular tranfers in market operi. It is 
boldly aflerted that a fentiment (imilar to 
what avowedly aSuates the Clinton party 
in this city has extended ttfeii throughout 
the StitCi and that in confequence all thofe 



members who voted in favor of the incor- 
poration, are to be turned out at the enfuing 
elefiion. In this morning's Citiseii it is 
again declared that in every county in the 
State from which intelligence has been re- 
ceived their unworthy members [who vo- 
ted in favor of the Bank] are returning to 
obfcurity and infamy and their places will 
be fupplied by virtuous and unbcught 
republicans." Accufations of corruption 
have repeatedly been made in that paper a- 
gainft the majority of the Legiflature, 
fometimes in terms a little qualified, fome- 
times not ; but no reftraint has been laid 
on the tttmoft licence of invefiive againft 
a particular member of the Senate^ his 
Honor Judge Purdy. 

A perfpicuous but (uccinQ view of this 
fubjefi will now be attempted to be taken* 

Before we proceed to an exaqoination 
into tafis, we take leave to enter our fol- 
emn proteft againft the principle in toto of 
thofe who contend for the right in one 
legiflature to abrogate the ads of a prece^ 
ding legiflature, on the ground of fraud. 
We hold it to be an unimpeachable maxim 
injurifprudence, that a law oncepafledby 
the conftituted authorities, can never after- 
wards be refcinded on the bafis of unjufti- 
fiable motives in the individual Icgiflators 
who compoled the legiflature at the time 
of palling it. Our limits will not permit 
our difcufling this fubjed here with a view 
to doitcomplete juftice,bota few remarks 
on it may not be amifs. If circumftances 
fliall fender the topic interefting at any fu- 
ture period, itfl>all receive from us all the 
undivided attention iu imroenfe impor- 
tance deferves. Suffice it for the prefent 
to obierve : — That in every well ordered 
government there muft neceffarily be an 



authority depofited fomewherd to deter« 
mine in the laft refort, from whofe decif^ 
icm there can be bo appeal* This muft b6 
fo evident in every refleSing man, that to 
attempt to prove it would be a waile of 
time. The fupremacy of the majority 
\$ conftantly inculcated as die great repub- 
lican principle ; the democratic papert 
are eternally enforcing it ; they tell us^ 
the Citizen of this morning tells us, it is 
our duty to yield to the will of the majorv' 
ty. But a majority of trbom, or what ? 
The only rational anfwcr that can be give|i 
is, a majority of thofe to flrbom the lawf 
and conftitution have fubmitted the par- 
ticular (ub{eft matter for their deci(ion« 
This is all that can ever be done ; call it if 
you pleafe imperfeB, ftill you can have 
nothing more perfeS ; it is not in the na- 
ture of things* To apply our principle to 
the cafe before us :— » ' 

The Bill in queftioft originated in the 
Senate and a majority of that body gave it 
their fanfiion. — There was then an end of 
it in the Senate* But the Conftitution had 
vefted in the Affembly a power to arreft 
its progrefs there ; a majority of the Af. 
fembly however concurred with the Sen- 
ate. There was then an end of it in the 
Aflembly. Still the Conftitution had 
vefted in the Council of Revifion a pow-^ 
erto ftop it there. Here again a majority 
were found in its favor. Laflly the Ex- 
ecutive gave it his approbation and it I>e- 
came a law« Are we now to be told that 
the above xr^ajorities Sre not the majorities 
contemplated by law ; that they are cor- 
rupt majorities and that their a£ls are to be 
fubmitted to another and more virtuous 
majority alTcmblcd at Martlings Tavern ? 
N04 butiay they, we mean not this^ Wd 
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only mean that our majority at the Tavern 
fhould ele3 reprefematives to do it. But 
fuppofe the reprefemativei thus eleded 
0iould not do it, what then ? Try another. 
And fuppofe they fliould rclufe ? Try a 
third. Very well. — We'll fuppofe this 
third reprefentatton Chould refcind the a£i. 
Here then are three reprefentations who 
think the a£l a good one and a ionrth think 
it a bad one. Which is right ? We have 
here got to another fort of majority, a ma- 
jority of legiflatures, and;according to the 
ifavoritc republican principle of majorities — 
the laft, their own legi flat ure mud be wrong 
and ail the reft right. But away with all 
this nonfenfe : nonfenfe to which fuch doc 
trine inevitably leads. In cofttempiatton 
of law the legiflature is always one and the 
fame ; it is fupreme and its deciGons are 
final and conclufive. 

Such is our doflrine ; and we are con- 
' fident it will be found on the ftrifieft ex- 
amination to be the only found one. The 
contrary principle is pregnant .wjth mi(- 
chiefs and inconveniencies incalculable ; 
with injuftice the moft flagrant. Nor can 
a precedent oqi earth he found to give it 
countenance, except in the raging frenzy 
which impelM certain lawlefs mad^men 
to refcind the granting ad of Georgia, 
and caft the folemn records oi the ftate in. 
to a bonfire. 

But allowing our adverfariesall the ben- 
efit of the contrary opinion, let us now 
turn to the great caie on which they rely for 
their evidence of the corrupU^ charged 
—The cafe of Mr. Pordy. 

The following is the ftatement of Mr. 
Purdy, as reported by the committee ap- 
pointed by the Senate to inveftigate . the 
fubjeft. , ^ 

•• That having been informed by Mr. 
Monroe that the Diredors of the Mer- 
chants' Bank had it in contemplation to 
prefer a petition to the Legiflature for an 
incorporation ; and that he wiftied me to 
enquire of fome ol the raembcu of the 
Legiflature, their opinion on the fubjeft , I 
applied to Mr. German at the (all feflion, 
and wiflied to know his opinion on the 
fubjeft — he hefitated and feemed unwiU 
ling to give his opinions-he faid fie would 
confiderof it. The converfaiiontlKn turned 
on the fubje£l of (peculations that might be 
likely to be made if the Bank was incorpo- 
raced, for that the Bank fliares might be 
had at par, which it the Bank was incor- 
porated, would be worth twenty.fivepcr 
cent, above par. I then obfcrved, that 
though tt>at might probably be the cafe, 
I lioped no perfon would lupport the bill 
tor incorporation, unlefs he thought it 
would be for the public good- He faid 
he would confider oi it, and make up hfs 
mind on the fubje£l ; but ttiat ht would 
not be as ungenerous as Mr. Travis was 
laft winter, who' told what o(rers he had 
made to him ; which I confidered as open* 



ir** the way for fome ofier to be made* 
Ttie converfation then ended. 

•* Some lime after the begining of the 
prefent feflion, I (bw Mr. German and 
aflced whether he har^ yet made up his 
mind on the fubjefl of the Bank, he faid 
he had not, and ihat he diH i oi know what 
fide he (hould take. I then obferve4 to, 
him, that 1 believed I could tell what fide 
he (hquld take, that he would take that fide 
he thought would be moft to his advantage; 
alter he(itating fome time, be faid it was 
neutral, or words to that eflfeft. I then 
determined to fay no mbre to him on the 
(ubje£l. But fome time alter I was walk- 
ing in Che ftreet with him, I aiked if he had 
come to a determination about the Bank — 
he faid no, he did not know whether he 
(hould be for it or a^ainft it, or take a 
neutral ground ; that ke had certain ob- 
jeSs in view and he rriujl conduSfo as to 
comprij'e the objeSs.'* 

Here we muft interrupt the reader to 
explain the meaning of the hint conveyed 
in the above paragraph. Thereby hangs 
a taUy as Shakefpeare favs. It is to be 
remembered then that this confcientious, 
honeft, ftern and incorrupible republican, 
German,who(e virtues have been trumpet- 
ted in the American Citizen from that day 
to this, had at a previous feflion of the Le- 

f;iflature, influence enough to obtain a law 
or ereQing a Court-Houfe in the County 
of Chenango. But it would have l>een 
doing the bu(inef5 only by halves had he 
flopped here, and fo the good man got the 
fcite for the Court-Houfe fixed upon his 
own land. This by fome envious people 
^ was declared to be more for the intereft 
of the Colonel than of the County, and it 
was fufpefled that meafures would accor- 
dingly be taken fometime the laft feffion, 
to difiurb the Colonel's location of tite 
Court-Houfe. When therefore his uncle 
Purdy (I und'erftand they are fo relaied) 
propofcd to open a conveifation with him 
as to the Merchants' Bank, he told him 
that in the (irft place and in preference 
to every thing el fe, •* he had certain ob- 
jefts in view, and he muft conduQ fo as to 
comprife ihofe objefts," and fo he would 
not be bribed to vote for the Merchants' 
Bank ; but as we (hall prefently (ce, he 
fat perfectly quiet and let his uncle bribe 
away like the very devil, till he had fecu- 
red a majority in the Senate : This did 
not interfere with his •• certain objefls 
in view," but when the bill came before 
the Houfe, then he thought it was time for 
him •• fo to conduft as to comprife ihofe 
objcQ^," and lo he got up and faid how his 
uncle had tried to bribe him. This was cer- 
tainly very praife-worthy and entitles him 
to much credit, though the motive may 
not have heen quite as honorable as m\g^M 
be wilhed.: but that only proves the Co- 
lonel i((, at leaft, as good as people in gen- 
eral, for does not that great mafter of 



human nature Rochefocanlt tell us that 
" We (meaning people in general) (hould 
often be afhamed of our beft anions if the 
world knew the motives that produced 
them ?" We are now prepared to go on 
with Mr. Purdy's ftatement : 

•• After the bill bad paCTed'the Senate, 
he told me he believed that he (hould not 
fupport the bill ; but as he feemed unde-* 
termined, I ohferved to him that if he had 
not fully made up his mind, it might be 
j advifable for him to take a neutral ground 
\ as he had mentioned to me before ; but 
he not giving me a direfi amfwer, I told 
him he ought to take (uch meafures as his 
conlcience di£lated him to be right* 

•• I had likewife a converfation with 
Mr. Thorn on the fubjeft of the Bank, , 
he feemed fully to agree %vith me, that to 
incorporate it, .would be beneficial to the 
Sute, that it was a money inftitution, and 
that one man bad as good a right to make 
money by it as another.. I told him that 
the only motive that ought to influence 
any one to fupport it, was the good of the 
State. But Mr. Thorn and Mr. German 
muft be miftaken in faying that I promif.- 
ed them, or either of them, fliares in the' 
Merchatnts' Bank to influence otliers to 
(upporrt it ; for I never was po/fefled of a 
fliare in that Bank, to ofler to any perfon 
and I tiad. heard Mr. Munroe (ay more 
than once that the fliares of the Merchants' 
Bank were all taken up, and were in the 
bands of Stock-holders. I knew of do 
way by which fucH fliares might be ob* 
tained, unlefs they were purchafed in the 
Market at New.\ork, or that the Capital 
of the Bank (hould be encreafed by the 
bill for incorpbration, which was publicly 
talked of ; and that Commiffioners (hould 
be appointed to receive fublcriptions for 
fliares by any perfon who chofe to take 
fliares ; and I might have mentioned this 
plan to Mr. German, Mr. Thorn, or oth- 
ers."

That public con- 
venience requires a mail on the weft fide 
of the river as often as three times a week, 
no one will queftion. The increafing 
population of that part of the country, ren- 
dera it neceflary. But that does not prove 
thai this fide of the river, which is growing 
populous with at leaft equal rapidity, does 
n.'^t require as many mails as ufual. It is a 
faflf, .that the very large^pdrtmanjteaus in 
w^ich ^he mail is conveyed fix times a 
week, are jixequently infufficient to con- 
tain all the pa<rkagef which are made up in 
this place, or wh;ch arrive from the crofs 
routes. How much yeater, then; will be 
this diflficuUy, when the mails are brought 
but three times a week.

It clean- 
fes the bowels and carries off thofe chalky 
concretions that are apt to be produced in 
the ftomachs oi fuch horfes ais have been 
long ufed to dry, bard feeding. It like- 
wife carries off the difiereint f)>ecies of 
worms with which they are infelled« It 
renovates, as it were, the whole mafs of 
fluids in the body. It promotes all the fe- 
cretions, and removes glandular obftftit- 
tions ; and, in many ca^ k carries off 
ftiShefs in the joints and other lamenefs ; 
and, upon the whole, it reftores the body 
to the highed (late of periefiion of which 
it is capable. 

*< But the advantages I have now metion- 
ed that arife to horfts from their being out 
10 fpring graft* are in a great meafure loft 
to them, it they are allowed to continue 
through the fummer, when the graft be* 

.comes too rank, fo that they become fat 
and corpulent ; for 1 would always have 
it underftood, that a fat» corpulent borfe 
is by no means fit for a3ive exercifes of 
any kind, neither can he go through them 
without danger to his health and found- 
nefs. New hay of any kind (hould not be 
given to horfes, more efpecially to them 
that are employed in a£live exercifes, as 
they feed upon it too greedily, and fwallow 
it without chewing it properly. It over- 
k)ads the ftomach, and at the fame time 
produces a crude, watery chyle, which dif- 

,pofes the hoifes to fweat much, and that 
weakens them greatly. Therefore, hay 
fhould never be given till the fupetfluous 
moiilure it contains be dried up, which 
will require feme months alter it is got in. 
But for fuch horfes as are employed in ve- 
ry hard exercifes, bay fhould at Icafl be 
eight or ten months old.*'

TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

LETTER 2. 
THE firft important fubjeft, which 
came before Congrcfs on which it became 
necefTary for me to abandon either my prin. 
ciplcs or my party, was the firft bill for 
the temporary government of Louifiana. 
By this bill, all ilie military, civil and ju- 
dicial powers, excrcifed by the officers of 
the exifting government of that territory, 
were to be veftedin fuchperfonorperfons, 
and exercifed in fuch a manner as the 
Prefidont of the United States fhould direa. 
Surely a government of this defcription 
moft be a perfea dcfpotifm and this indeed 
was admitted by its advocates who jufti. 
fieJ the meafure on the ground ot neceffity 
alone. This neceffity I could not difcover. 
By the law of nations the infiituiions of 
the ceded country would remain in force 
[ until changed by the legiilative power of 



the United StaccBi wdk roaMbe tlie ' 
work of a tew d^a only to devife fome 
fyftem of a general nature, which flionU 
be.competent to the temporary govermneni 
of the territory and at the fame timeconfo- 
nant to the republican principles of the 
cooftitution. Tbe union of legiQativeex* 
ecutive, judicial»and military powera,inan 
individual, was utterly irreconcilable with 
the fpirit of that inftrument ; andthe del. 
egation of a power to the ^rcfident toap. 
point a iupreine governor of tire territory 
was repugnant to its tetter ; the Ctrnftitn- 
tion having auihoraedCongreffito veftthe 
appoin tme n t of inferior 3Slc^t^ only in 
the prcfidem alone. By the inftiiutions of 
«naent Rj)nz^ when the Senate received 
information of the conqueft or ceflion ^a 
country, thev confuVt«d what lawa they 
cho'i proper ftoold he prefcribed and lent 
commonly ten smhafladors, wkh wbofe 
ooncuxrexice the j{eneral ot ibe troops in 
ifae conquered Oc ceded country might fet.

laem of louifiana di^hqmd- very Snguiar 
kn^rovetnem upon the too r^fpubtican fyt- 
ftein of the ancient llomant^ It is a jfiA.

edthem \ and I am cfearJy of opinion that 
the adojption of fimiiar meafures,. liy tbe 
federaKfts, whflc they held the reins ot 
I power would have heen conlMerad by tfte 
rc|>grblicans as unqueftionahle evidence ot 
aaiQ>ofitiQn<ocxeatc amooarcbiod fyfiem 
of government. 

The celebrated alteration of tbe Confti- 
tutroa, providing for a drftinB defigoation 
of the tlefior^ votes for Prefident aad 
Vice^Prefident^ cones neixt in order in 
the prefent review. The toflowing let* 
ter which I addrefTed to the Council and 
Houfe of Reprefentatives of this State un- 
fo^ds the views and motives which p^vem- 
ed my conduct in relation to that fupjefi. 
The council, although th^y had forward- 
ed to me an inftru3ion in the fori^ of a 
requeft to vote in favor of the amendment 
fcrbadt their fecrttary to read to thtm my . 
rtafonsfpr iijoheying ihtir infifuSint. 
This coadiia may have b^a truly r4pub^ 
lican, but it will be proper, previoufly to 
the admifTion of that point, to examine the 
conftttutional power of the State LcgiBa- 
tnreato inflrua Reprefentatives or even 
Senators in Congrcfs, with refpefl to amend- 
ments to the conftttution. The cooflitution 
has declared that •• Congrcfs, whenever two 
thirds of both Houfes ftall deem it necelR- 
ry, fhall propofe amendments to this Con- 
flitution or on the application of two thirds 
of the Legiflature; ot the feveral States, 
fliall call a convention, &c." Congrefs 
are vefted with a perfeft difcretion in the 
cafe they may propofe amendmeou when 
they deem it ncceffeiry.

nomarous candidates be prefented for the 
Prefidency^ That upon the eftablifhment 
ofihe principle of difcrimination, the office 
of Vice^PreJidtnt would become of minor 
confideration^ and the public attention 
would be turned upon all the moil prom- 
inent charaQers in the union merely as 
candidates for that of PreOdent* The two 
large dates, each involving feveral fmaller 
Hates within the circle oft its influence, 
might prefent two candidates, equally and 
preeminently qualified for the office of Pref* 
idem, and equal or nearly equal in the 
number ot eleflorai fuflfrages, to theHoufe 
of Reprefentatives : That each of thofe 
great Aates mieht be obftinate in its preten* 
lion and that (everal fmalt fiates might as 
happened at the laft ele£lion be divided and 
givenovot^ ; that it would be in itie pow- 
er of two or three individtials to prevent an 
election : that the Vice Prefident, already 
chofen, eitlier by the^le8ors or the Senate 
would be enabled to promife ci>oft individ* 
uals the firft offices in the power of the 
executive to beflow, aliho* tney might be 
as totally unoualified for them as himfelf 
for the Prefiteacy, and that Jie iii%htmake 
this promife with a perfeft certainty of be* 
ing able to perform it if they Jbould protraQ 
theele&ioo aatil the foarth day of March. 
Weurgeddiat this could not bei:onfidered 
as an extreme cafebecaufe it could not be 
eoafid^rfd as tamrobable that the Atner- 
icaa people, auhough now virtuous, 
would 1>e at no remote time in fbme 
dMrae i^oirupted, and would always pof- 
•feft sembitious and unprincipled indvidu- 
ais of talents and influence. Tliat the pro- 
pofed addition to the conftitution contain- 
ed language inconfi&ent with that coin- 
maading voice of the original conftitution 
by which the Houfe of Reprefentatives is 
direAed to make all ele^ion of Prefident 
atall^vents; and that although the imper- 
ative ftile could not be conlidered as in- 
tended to coerce moral volition, it was 
improper, after commanding the Houfe to 
make a choice, immediately to tell them 
tb^ ; may do it or not as they pleafe. 
That this provifion feemedto invite to cor- 
ruption and to open a broader avenue 
dirough which intrigue and ambition might 
advance to the very vitate of our republican 
fyftem than any free people had ever ef* 
tabliOied as a radical principle of their qon- 
ftituiion« That it was dangerous to alter 
the confliti^tion with precipitation, and to 
infill upon blending with a principle which 
the public (entiment unequivocally de- 
manded, a novel principle which the peo- 
ple bad never contemplated. That k was 
irrational to conclude that the difcrimina- 
ting principle would be loft by a rejec- 
tion of the prefent refolution ; a confer. 
eace with the Senate might follow, and 
an accommodation immediately be made, 
or the Senate might proceed to confider 
the lefglotim foot froai tbe Houfci tad 



the probable rcfult would be its adoption* 
Auhough almoft every member in the 
majority allowed our objeftions to polTcfs 
great weight, we were not favoured with 
many aniwers 4o our arguments. We 
were told that the evils we iearcd migl^ 
never be experienced, and that if we did 
not adopt the refolution in the form in 
which it psffed the Senate we (hould in all 
probability lofe its principle altogether. 

. The members who generally conftitute 
the minority in the Houfe upon political 
^ueftions fupportcd our objcflions, but re- 
lied principally upon a point which I con- 
fider as untenable, viz. that a principle of 
dilcrimination between the votes for Prefi* 
dent and Vice Prefident, impairs the privi- 
leges and relative weight of the fmall ftates 
ia the Union. They fupportcd this pofi. 
tion with much fincerity and ingenuity, 
but I could not difcover great force in their 
arguments. 

I poffelTed the fentiments of the legifla- 
ture and people of Vermont with refpe£i: 
to tiie queftion of defignation, but could 
not anticipate their opinion upon extraneous 
fubjefis,and therefore felt myfelf at liberty 
to vote againit the refolution, which was 
carried by the cafiing vote of the Speaker. 
It was matter of great confolatioo to ine i^ 
this painful fituation to find fo many mem- 
berSp of ibe fame political fentitnents with 
myfelf, and of much greater political expe- 
rience, uniting with me in opinion ; a 
ctrcumfiance which will preferve me from 
the imptitatton of fiaving adopted a folita- 
ty and.cccontric opinion, Ixom prepoflef- 
fions adirerfe to cool reflexion.

The other with all the confidence 
of ignorance, the impatience ot ferocity, 
and the refilefs a£livity of jacobins, are 
(hooting in advance, at th^coDPufion that 
will enfue, and greedily araicipating the 
pleafure of defiroying their opponents. 
The profpeQs for the friends of tranquil- 
ity and order feems^ hbpelefs. M*Kean, 
Dallas & Co. have fenfe enough to forefee 
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the misiortunes that will overwhelm their 
State, tut want magaanimity to adopt the 
conduA that might avert them. How 
mean ! how pitiful in them, to reiterate 
at this moment the dale talk oi monarchy 
againft federalifts» when they may yet owe 
their very exiftence to the patriotic cxer- 
tions oi thofe whom they have (o much 
calumniated. After having juft experi- 
enced that the thoughtlefs multitude will 
fooner follow (uch fcoandrels as Duane, 
fuch Legiflators as Leib and Stewart, who 
openly profcribe ** men of talents " than 
the moft diftinguiffaed or the moll able of 
their party ; what feeble malice, what 
poverty of refource to endeavor again to 
coax the volatility of thofe, who have juft 
deferted them, by recurring to exploded 
calumnies againfl thofe virtuous charaQ- 
ers, who have feen their predictions ac- 
complifted, but who have long ceafed to 
oppofe them.

K it will not 
convince thofe who are yet deluded by 
democracy and demagogues, then *• they 
would not believe though one (hould rife 
from the dead." If by the fatal example, 
the revolutionizing of our State (hould be 
averted, fome good at feaft may come of 
a mighty mafs of evils ; if it does not, we 
muft experience the fame calamities, and

Be it our weekly task. 
To note the pstssing tij^ings of liu liiiita. 

We announce with extreme regret' the 
lofs of the regular trading (hip Jupifer, 
captain Law, on her voyage from London 
to this port. She ftruck againft one of 
thofe immenfe bodies of ice which <hapve 
lately been fallen in with in certain lati. 
tbdes. and funk in half an hour afterwards. 
Her cargo was a valuable one ; but what 
is of infinitely greater importance (he hUd 
on board (including her crew) 73 human 
beings, 27 of whoni perifbed witbihe vef^ 
fel. and of the rell only eight have been 
fieard of. We have an alarming prefenti- 
ment. (which we (hall be happy to find 
altogether groundlels) that many of our 
regular trading (liips, which oijight in the 
ufual courfe of navigation to have arrived 
fome time ago from Europe have experi- 
enced a fate fimilar to that of the Jupiter. 

We have been favoured with the fol 
lowingcopy of Captain Law's Proteft con 
taining the particulars of this diftrefTing 
cir^^umftance :— - •> - 

" April 6 h, in lat. 44, co, long 49, at 8 
A. M. faw feveral pieces of broken ice, from 
which, at 1 1 the fame day, we fuppofed 
oui fel ves entirely Clear and fleering W 
by N. W. E. N. E. and foggy weather. 
At 2 P.M. began to difc^ver illands of ice 
again, and at 3 o'clock faw a large field 
ahead, which appeared to have no opening. 
We then wore (hip, and kept off to the 
fouthward and eaftward ; connnually paff- 
ing finall iflands of ice, until 5 P. M. 
when we found the ice extending fo far to 
N. and S. that we could not dear it. We 



then hove about; and ftreched to tl» noitb. 
ward among the* broken ice, till night came 
on, and no profpefi of getting clear. We 
hove to under the three topfails doubled 
reefed, in hopes to have fuflicient draft to 
keep clear of the fields of ice to leeward 
until day light, but found at about 11 wc 
were drifting f aft upon a I^arge field, and 
were obliged to wear (hip and haul to the 
fouthward under eafy fail, luffing and 
bearing away for the broken ice as occa* 
fion required, until half paft it, when we 
ftruck a fmall piece which we found had 
gone through the Aarboard bow. 

We immediately riggfd- both pumps; 
and got the boats out ; 38 fouls, men wo- 
men, and children got into the long-boat. 
and 8 in the yawl, and put off from the 
Slip, which went down in about half an 
hour from the time (he ftruck, having on 
board, at the time the boats left her, about 
a/ fotals, who perifhed with the (hip. We 
then (haped our cotirfe to the Weftward, 
continually relieving the oars, and with 
dif^culty finding a paffage fufficient for 
the boats through the different fields of 
ice which we were pa(nng during the re. 
mainder of that nighi, the next day and 
night, until about 4 o'clock P. M. on 
Monday the 8th,' having gone at nearly the 
rate of 3 miles an hpur ; the long-boat 
having a ftudding.(air fet forward, and 4 
oars conftantly going with the yawl rn 
tow likewise conftanly rowing, as we were 
obliged to vary our courfe to find a pa(. 
filge. Wc fuppofe our cOiNrfetobave 
b^n about W.S. W. from the time the flilp 
w^iii^^wn. Finding, as we had cleared 
the fee. a rough (ea beginning to make, fo 
that the yawl was very unfafe in tow and 
they not being willing to increafe their 
number in the long-boat, we requefted 
them to cot our painter. The long-boat 
immediately left us out of figfrt, fleering 
N. with a frelh breeze from the South. 
Our fituation at this time was fuch^that 
we coiild do nothing but let the boat keep 
direSly before the wind, it being vttj 
fqually with heavy raia. and at every fca 
expeSing the boat muft have filled until 
fonfet, when the wind abated and the 
weather moderated, fo that we were ena- 
bled tbpulP to windwarc*, which we did 
from 7 o'clock until 8 on the morning cf 
Toefday the gth of April inft. when we 
had thehappinefs to di I cover a fail to the 
Weft, which proved to be a fch'r belong- 
ing to Marblehead, Henry N. Quiner, 
maAer, who took us on board his veflel, 
and on Wednefday the 24th day of April 
we arrived fafe at Marblehead.

Daring this political in- 
terregnum, nothing is left to gratify pub- 
lic curiofity but what is founded on mere 
rumor and conjeQure. 

Among other articles of intelligence of 
this kindj it was reported^ that tbe anfwer 



of tbe emperor Alexander, to the Commu- 
nication by the Briiifti King.of Bonaparte's 
overtures of peace, had been received in 
London, but the purport of it was not 
known ; that infuperablc difficuhies op- 
pofed the formation of an ofTenfive and dc- 
fenfive alliance between Great Britain and 
Ru(lia,&that Prufliabad undertaken to pre- 
fenta like treaty between her anciSweden^ 

Oppofed to this it is obferved, by one

\^N no TubjeCl have the democrats 
difcovered more incoafiAency, hypocri- 
fy, fliuffling, cantiog, quibbliog, evafion, 
cheating, falfibood and deceit, than on the 
Ireedom of the Prefs.

** fequences of public meafures — to fpeak 
*• and publi(h truth with freedom and in« 
** dependence — to reward the virtuous pat« 
** riot with the approbation of his country^ 
^' and to expofe corrupt and defigoing in- 
** dividuals to the deteftation which they 
" merit, aretheinl^parable rights of every 
** freeman. If we are capable of furren<« 
«« dering thofe rights, we are ripe for the 
** introdu&ion of flavery in its moft odi« 
•« ous and terrific forms." 

Cheetham is the editor referred to in the 
above. quoted paragraph. He was indeed 
<* direfied to be profecuted by a refolution 
of both houfcs ;" but was he •• exprefsfy 
prohibited /rem ejlablijhing in evidence 
the truth 0} the publication ?" Shame on 
the heart that dilated, and the hand that 
recorded fuch a falfhood — a falfhood, that 
the journals themftlves contradid. A 
refolution confining the privilege of giv- 
ing the truth in evidence to Cheetham a* 
lone^ was, it is true, rejc3ed by the legif. 
lature ; but a law was paffed, allowing that 
privilege in all cafes ; in which Cheet- 
haro*8 of courfe is included. How, then, 
can Theodorus Bailey mufter up impu- 
dence enough to fay, that he wau •« ex- 
prefsly prohibited ?" But even if Cheetham 
had been " exprefsly prohibited," or if no 
general law had paffed, what reafon would 
the democrats have had to complain ? 
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The editor of this paper was once •' ex- 
prefsly prohibited *^ from giving the troth 
in evidence on bis trial for libelling the 
Prefident ; and il we recol!e£l ri^t.ali the 
Cheethams and Tiieodoru5 Baileys in the 
State, and United States, and, in fhort, the 
whole democratic try, from the highell to 
tl« lowed, rejoiced and exulted^ and ap- 
proved the doSrine, fo long as it afTeQed 
none but federal editors.

LETTER 3. 

VNTIL after the decision in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, of the final question upoti the amend- 
ment to the Constitution, I had never contemplated 
the subject with a suitable de^ee of cool reflection 
and deep investigation. Having always possessed 
a predilection for what is called tlie designating, or 
discriminating priaciplc, I regarded the objecrions 
to it, on the ground ofits being injurioos to thesmaU 
fttates« asths mere sophistry, or at most the rxiere 
Ingenuity of a party determined to oppose every 
lueasure of the majority. Much patient exairrina^ 
tibn of the subject, at a later period, has convinced 
me that my first impressions were en^neous ; and 
has at the same time, produced in my mind a per- 
feet conviction of the propriety of that remark, that 
he who never changed his opinion*, nev«r corrected 
his niistakes. 

Were 1 again to deliver my sentiments upon th€ 
amendment ; I should urge the fallowing objec^ons 
to if%^adoption. In an ^stract view of the subject, 
instead of renderingthe constitution more repub'ican, 
u hic-i is the profefS»d object of Its advocatcs,it ren- 
ders it less SOI And it diminishes the influence and 
importance of the small states, wUtivdy to the 
large ones. 

By the constitution as it stood originally, the e- 
lectors were to vote for two persons as cand)4xres 



I for the oflBce of President and Vice Rresident, with- 
out any distinct designation of any particular cadi* 
date for either office, Let ws-here enquire, wbftt Hiis 
been the immediate cause of the ruin of all republics 
ancient and modern ? the answer is obvious. The 
, worship of popular idols, or, -as the legislature of 
Delaware expressed the idea with equal felicity and 
, dignity, " delinous devotion to individuals." ,WJiat 
was the language of the constitution to the people 
m reference to the election of the chief magistrate ? 
Neither yourselvs nor the electors of President shall 
I have any idols. Vou shall vote for two men, either 
j of whom shaW he qualified for the Pf^SWency. i 
; Could any thing be more truly republican, more hos- 
, tile even to the elements of aristo<iracy ? Both has 
been said that this wasHeaving the result oftheelcc- 
j tion to the decision of chance. Let it be remember- 
ed that m the republics of Athens and Crete, and e- 
i ven in Rome, important magistrates were chosen 
by lot, and that the sage legislators of antiquity con- 
sidered that mode of election as the most democratic, 
and at the same tune operating to exclude corruption 
and intrigue. Again xre are told that it may be in the ^ 
power of a few individuals to frustrate the will of 
the maJOTity. Impossible. If the majority be not 
possessed of two characters equal to the duties of 
the Presidency, jt ought instantly to dwindle to b 
nrimority. Besides, if the election of President ts 
always to be considered a mere party questiom par- 
ties wiU learn wisdom from the circumstances of 
1801, and two c^didates will not again receive att 
equal number of suffrages from any party. If tha^t 
important election is to be divested of all party 
considerations, if another Washington is fio unite 
all hearts, there can be no possible dapger of an e- 
quality ef votes. It has aho been said that the dou* 
ble Udlot is favorable to intrig:oe,andit cenainly ap* w 
pears so to a superficial observer : but jt is extreme- 
ly questionable whether the gentra! uncertainty of ' 
the resuh of the election doesjnoi render ititriguc less 
probable than a nrode of election, which enables 
the aspiring demagogub to march dirtajy towards 
the object of his ambition. 

In forming the constitution, immense" sacrifices ■ 
of weight and power werfc^ made by the small states, 
and none at all by the large states. This important - 
fact has never been attended to by the people. By 
the oiyginal principles of our confederation, as well 
as by the uniform practice of all similar associations, 
m ancient and modem times, the small states were 
entitled to equal political rights, of every possible 
description, with the large ones, without reference 
to territory, wealth or popnhktion. The double 
ballot for President seemed an intportant privilege 
to the smaH states. No possible combination of large 
states could predudte the small ones either from e- 
lecting a Vice President of their own, or deciding 
which oftwo candidates presented by the hrge states 
should be the President. This privJV^e is now a- 
bandoned, and five or six large states may forever 
«ame both President and Vice Presttlent',.and ex- 
elude the small states from any agency in the elec- 
tion. The relative weight of the small states is not 
only impaired as it respects the election by elfect«rs 
in the first instance, but it b lessened in a still moie 
alarming dtgret When the election coihes into the 
house oi representatives. The cortstlrution psovj- 
ded that if no elec'lon should be made by eleetors, 
tlie house of representatives shouW; voting by states, 
from the five highest on ihc Kst of candidates efeet 
a President. If is certain that the narrower the 
rarge allowed the small stages in the seVction of 
the President from th,e electoral cand'tdMes, the 
jailer the degree of their weight in the election. 
They are now restricted to the three highest candi- 
dates. It i> calcuhble then with mathematical cer- 
t^ty, that they have made the^normons sacrifices 
of two fifths cf their weight in the election. This 
cannot be denied. As well might it be asserted 
that two and two'do not make four, er that the sun 
does not shine at noon day. 

The alarming event which occurred at this first t^ 
lection of Mr. Jeffersen, when, m consequence of an 
equal ntmber of votes between him and Mr. Burr, 
acd the pertinaeiou? adherence of the fedeml party 
m the hoMFe of representatives to the latter gentle- 
man, tbe flefiipn wm tuspetidcd for fojue da/s, 1 



has been represented as imperiously 'demanding the 
aher^tion of the constitution, and unquestionably 
tendipg to make that alteration very popular— That 
eyent^ however, instead of displaying the weakness, 
proved the strength of the conitiiution. The mem- 
bers of the house of representatives had then an aw- 
ful responsibility resting upon them, the responsibili- 
ty wliich would have resulted fMrn leaving the union 
without a president, ^nd probably withotit a consti- 
tution, had no electitjn been piade by the 4rh of 
March. From that responsibility they are released by 
that part of the late amendment, so peculiariy 
objectionable to myself andothers, wliich authotizei 
them to make no choice,and to devolve the presidency 
for four years upon the vice-president. Nor is ir prob^ 
abre^ ahh6ugh it is indeed possible, that an equality 
of votes between two candidates would occur again- 
in an age » audit is as probable that it may occur now 
as it was before the alteration j notwhhstanding the 
disorimination, two candidates may hare an equal 
number of votes, and a future congress may divide' 
between them with as much obstinacy as did the* 
fornwi'ohe'. Again, It has bceirsaid thatjr the al- 
teration was necessary to. s^^ure the re-election oF 
Mr Jefferson. Has rexTubficarHsm so rapkil/ degen* 
erated in oiur country, that already the constitution 
must be altered with « view to the promotion, e- 
molpment or contxnnance in office of an individual, 
however emlnetit for his talents or patriotisift ? But 
the reverse of the assertion was the fact. With, or 
without the alteration, the re-election of Mr. Jeffer- 
son, in all human' probabilhy, was equally certain. 
Wlmess the: committee appointed by a catfcus, of 
the m^putf of the iWBinber6.«f both houses,^ to de- 
vise ways and means to (Urect the electoral votes 
in such manner as to produce the re-election of the 
P)«sident, should the amendment not be adopted. 

But other alterations of the constitution, gtiH 
more destructive of the rights of the «maU states, 
were in contemplation ; and of the creation of an 
aristocracy of large states to be guided and govern- 
ed by Virginia, the amendment in question was coo-- 
sid^red lyi the harbinger. The evidence to support 
this assertiouj and the character of the intendedin* 
ovations will form the subject of a future letter. . E- 
qually in a jingle community and in a confederated 
'Republic, there is a natural effort to make the sttonr 
stronger^ ftud the weak weaker, I sha^I drop my pen 
for the present when it has recorded the remark^ 
that I have never intentionally given a vote calcoh- 
ted to reduce the weight of the small state of Ver- 
mont in the American Union, and the promise thar 
I never will give such a vote in future.

This is indeed very candid in good Mr* 
Clay. I had much rathdr fee fuch plain 
dealing, than the canting hypocrify of thofe 
democrats who prolefs to revere the mem- 
ory of Wafliington, whilft they are labor- 
ing^ i nee ifantly to tarnjDi his fame.

Believing, however, that some of, our readers 
are desitons of seeing the laws, without being com. 
pelted to takfe democratic papers, we this day tom-

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AN ACT. 

7o amend an Act, entttUd <* ^n ^^cf for the more 

speedy recovery of debu to the value aj ntenty-fioe 

</o//ar*."— Passed the 9th of April, 1805. 

£e it enacted iy the People of the State qfyevo- 
Torkt represented fi Senate and Jtsemhiy, That from 
and after the passing of this act, in all cases where 
a judgment shall be rendered against any person, 
and an execution issued by vktue of the above reci- 
ted act, the execution so issued shall direct that the 
amount of the judgment so rendered with the taxa- 
ble costs, shall be levied on~the goods and chattels 
of the pefton against whom such judgment was 
rendered : And for want of goods- and chattels 
whereon to levy, the execution ^all direct the con- 
stable to take the^body of the person against whom 
such execution was issued, and convey such perr 
son to the keeper of the commcn gaol of the proper 
county, there to leraain till such judgment with all 
taxable costs shall be fully paid, any law to the con- 
trary notwithstanding : Provided always, That if 
the person against whom such judgment shall be 
rendered, shall prove to the satistaction of the 
justice at the trial on which such judgment was 
rendered, that such person was not a freeholder, 
and had a family within this State, then the said 
justice shall endorse the same on the back of the 
execution at the time it is issued { and the person 
against whom it is issued shall not be imprisoned 
by such exetotion, upon condition that such person 
■will pay the said judgment & costs unto the constable 
5n whose hand** the execution is, by instalnnents, one 
dollar and fifty cents within one mdnth after the 
judgnieiit IS given, if so much is due, and one dol- 
lar and fifcy cents each and every month thereafter 
till the whole judgment and costs are fully paid; 
but upon the neglect or refusal to pay stich instal- 
ment or instalments as may at any time be due or 
unp-id on such execution, the person against whom 
it is issiwd shall be imprisoned till luch instalment 
or instalments are fully paid : Provided also. That 
the benefit of the above provbion shall not extend 
to any defendant in an action of trespass, in which 
the justice before "» Jioin such action shall be brought 
shall judge the said trerpnss to be wilful or malicious : 
Provided also, That in all cases where there shall 
be more than one execution issued against one 
and the same person entitled to pay by instalments, 
the execution first delivered to the constable, shall 
have the preference, and the per30u against whom 
it was issued, shall not i>e compelled to answer to a* 
ny other execution until »he execution first delivered* 
is paid : Provided also. That nothing in this act con- 
tained shall be construed to prevent the constable in 
whose hands any execution may be. from levying the 
same on the goods and chatties of the person against 
whom it was issued whenever they can be found, 
any thing in this act or the act hereby amended to 
the contrary notv/ithstanding. 

Judbe itjurtber aiacted. That it shall be the duty 
of every constable who shall receive an execution 
agamst any person, to endorse on such execution 
the time he received the same in order that it may 
J>e detennineJ which execution has the preference, 
as directed by this act. 

And Iff it further enacted. That every person who 
shall bring a certiorari to reverse any judgment ren- 
dered in pursuance of the act hereby amended, shall 
deliver to the justice who gave the judgment, at the 
time he so serves the certiorari, a copy of the affi- 
davit upon which the copy of the certiorari was ob- 
tahied, and ir shall be the duty of the justice when 
he makes his return to the writ, to return spe- 
cially as to the facts set forth in the affidavit, and 
finnex the copy ^^f the aflBdavit on which the certio- 
rari was obtaiucd, to his return. 

And be it further enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for executors and admmistrators toprose- 
tute and recover all debts due to ihehr testators or 
intestates, of the value of twenty -five dollars or un- 
,dcr, by virtue of the act hereby amended. 

And he it further cnacu I, That the- words "city! 



or** in the. second lire of the. sixth section of the ac;t 
hereby amended, shall be and are hereby repealed. 

And be it furi^t-r e.^acted, iThat all atcomies and 
other oflBcers of any court, except during the sitting? 
thereof, may be proceeded against under the said 
act heteby amended as other cijizens,^ any law, u- 
sage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it further enacted. That the party claiiAhig 
exemption from imprisonment agreeable to the four- 
teenth section of the act hereby amended shall not 
be entitled thereto imless such party jhall prove on 
the trial to the satisfaction of the justice, that he 
is entitled thereto, any thing in tlie said hereby a- 
mended act to the contrary notwithstanding.

THE education of childpeo- is. one of 
the rooft iipponanl duties of human life — 
I mean fo far as it relates to their moral 
condufi. It was, in a great decree, from 
the fyftem of morals efta'blifhed by Lycur- 
gus, and perfevered in by the Spacuns^hat 
thi Lacedaemonian comrooowealth main- 
tained its independence, amidft the wars 
and commotions which (urroundcd it, for 
five hundred years. Plutarch attributes the 
turbulent and fcditiou* ftate of the Ro- 
mans, Jn the early ages of the republic, 
to the want of a f^ftem of education, 
whicii Numa negiefled to introduce among 
his regulations for tlie government of the 
Rate. But when the Romans arrived at a 
very great degree of conlequence and pow. 
er, they paid proper attention to the roor. 
als and education of youth. The mofl 
eminent women employed themCelves in 
forming the manners and minds of young 
chiJfiicn, It is faid that Cornelia, Aure- 
Jia and Atiia, mothers of the Gracchi, Ju- 
lius Gaefar and Atjguflus, wertj governeffes 
to the children of noblemen. To this fyf- 
tera may be attributed the rife of thofe 
great and brilliant charafters who brought 
the republic to its full growth and maturi- 
ty. Some of the moft wealthy nobles 
kept grammarians in their houfes, (or the 
purpofe of inftrufling their children — bui 
generally the Roman youth were fenito the 
grammar fchools, to qualify them for the 
Forum. Tally reports that the Gracchi 
were educated non tarn in G'remio, auam 
infermoue Malris—^nd, that C. Curio, 
who was confidered as the third orator of 
his ti?ne, received only a private education. 
The author of the Dialogue dc OiatorHms 
(either Quinailian or Tacitus) aicribes-t^he 
great corruption of manners, which broke 
out among the Romans in after times, to 
the negleft oi parents in regard to the mor. 
als and education of children, which were 
then commonly commiued.to the care of 
a Grecian female flave« and one or two 



ipale domefiics^—in like manner as people 
in the Weft-lndies, and fomeof the fouth- 
ern flates, commit their children to the 
care of negroes, Q.

WE now propofe to fioifli the Punly 
cafe. And as we have repiiblifbed Judge 
Purdy's flaiement on one fide, candour 
and fairnefs require we fhould rcpublifh 
the flatemenis on the other fide : we 
would- certainly do fo, were they not too 
long to be introduced at this time, amount- 
ing to about a column and an half. 

German fwears that in the early part of 
the ftflion Purdy had three different con- 
verfations with him on the fubjeCl of the 
Merchants' Bank, all of them before the. 
Bank petition was prefented to the Senate. 
When it is recoflefled that Mr.Germati fat 
pcrfe£lly quiet in his place in the Senate 
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vhhout makipg the leaft difclofurs during 
the pa/Tageof the bill through that branch 
of the Legiflature, we think it cannot be of 
ipoch moment what he may have fworn 
afterwards, when the bifl had got into the 
Aflcrobly. Bccaufe it was his duty it he 
afted confcientioiifly and. with the pure 
and .fingle intention of cxpofing corruption 
and defeating its fuccefs, to have m'&de an 
immediate difclarure of all he knew. But 
when we preceivethat after ftating the at- 
tempts of Mr. Purdy to bribe, he finiftes 
witl) this notable tafl, that Mr. Pardy told 
him * that he muft neverthelefs a3 accor- 
'ding to the didaUs of his own judgment 
cr confcienceot both/ it may beailowedto 
produce fomething like incredulity in the 
jnind ol aimoft any reader. The idea ol 
9 roan-s corrupting another to aS accor- 
ding to the diilates of his conftience cer- 
tainly polfefles the merit of noveky: to re- 
cofxitnend it, as to any thing elfe it is rather 
puzzling to one of fo dulla cpmprehenfian 
as mine. Again ; jull before German 
clofe^his affidavit he lays that Purdy ** held 
out to the deponeut that the public good 
flioald be the primary Connderation with 
him in making up his opinion relative to 
the incorporation of (he faid Bank.'^ 
;Here pqw it another method of corrupting 
a man : corrupting him to aft from •* a 
confideration for the public good /" What 
a treniendous telloW at bribery this Purdy 
ipuft be ? It fccms however, he very much 
miftook his man. He aj)plied himfcif to 
motives of the wrong fort altogether. In- 
fteadof talking to his ** Covifm German" 
• ofconfcienceand public good,' and * all 
that fort o' thing,* he (hould merely have 
-ImMight up the Chenango Court Houfe. 
-There he would have touched him to the 
quick.— rPurdy failed becaufe he did not 
.know where the fee ret ipring of his cou- 
fin'saftions lay. To all the bribing appli- 
Nations of Purdy, it fcems, our honell 
German who fwelled fo with confcious in. 
tegrity in the latter part of the felTion, and 
wbofe honeft pride roie tofuch an immenfe 
elevation, only faid, as he admits himfelf 
« that he did not know whether he (hould be 
againft the bank or in favour of it, or whe- 
ther he fhould take neutral ground.' Now 
this from a man of high notions of honor, 
in reply to one who had repeatedly attempt- 
ei his integrity was really fuch an out-of- 
the-way fort of behaviour as I much quef- 
iion would have hii^pened to no one on 
earth but Colonel German. *Twas really 
* fuch a pretty fimperingYpecimen of inviting 
ihynefs, as would have done credit to the 

- inoft. finilhed coquette in W n ftreet. 

O ! rooft noble CoIonelM But when he 

- found that hints would not be taken, he 
. then very plainly came out, and told Mr. 

Purdy that *• he had certain objefts in view 
^nd he muil fo condu6l as to comprife thofe 
objefts," and whether this was to be 
bell accompliihed by being againji the 



Bank, or for the Bank, or by ** takiiiiij neu- 
tral ground, *V he couM not for the foul of 
him dlfcover, till the bill, had pafTed to the 
fecontl reading in the affembly. 

Finally, it is to be obferved, this de- 
ponent *fwears in one part of his long 
affidavit, that •• the laji particular con- 
verfation between Purdy and himfelf, 
was a Jhort time before the Bank pe- 
tition was prefented to the Senate," but 
in the beginning of the fame affidavit, he 
had fworn that " the Thurfday before the 
Bank was made the order of the day in 
the affembly, (and of courfi? many days, if 
not weeks after "the petition was pre- 
fented to the Senate,") the faid Ebenezer 
renewed his attempt to diffuade the depo- 
nent fromoppofing the incorporation of the 
Bank." A man who has not memory 
enough to keep a fingle affidavit together 
hardly defer ves credit when he fpeaks of 
various fa£l5 d month old. 

Such is the principal wttnefs to deflroy 
the chaiafler of Judge Puidy. 

The other witnefs is a perfon who figns 
himfelf «• Sieph. Thorn," and whofe dep- 
ofiiion appears on examination to be worth 
very little more than that of German. Af- 
ter ftating Purdy's attempt to bribe him, he 
adds, a$ if by foine ftrange fatality he ar>d 
German had agreed xo deflroy their own 
tefiimony, that Purdy *• faid he wifhed the 
deponent would vote for the faid Bank if 
he could fee it right, and conveyed the idea 
that the incorporation would be a public 
benefit,** This is quite akin to the idea 
broached bj German. Thorn alfo fays, 
•• the converfations, were bfore the bill 
was brought into the Senate^* and yet, he- 
no more than German, ever made the leaft 
attempt to arrell its progrefs, there by any 
difclofure. 

Laflly, and to fum up all, Mr. Thorn 
fays •* he confidered at the time the prof- 
fer was made to him by the faid Ebene- 
zer, as proceeding from an error of the 
head, rather than from^ depravity of the 
heart** This, it muft be admitted, is ex- 
tremely candid. A corrupt attempt to 
f{?rrtf;^/ others proceeds from no deprav- 
ity of the heart,but is (imply a deleft of the 
underftanding. Now I take it, this is jufl 
fuch a fortol kindnefs towards Mr. Purdy 
that Mr. Jefferfon means when he prom- 
ises to do the poor perfecuted federalifls 
• more than juftice.*^ From fuch more than 
juftice good Lord deliver us Uy I. 

Having now dilpofed of the teftimony 
on both fides, we are ready to return to the 
proceedings of the fenate upon the whole 
matter. 

After the report of the committee contain- 
ing the evidence in fupport ol the charge 
and the evidence againfl it had been read 
the following refolution was propofed by 
Mr. Van Vechten. 

•* Whereas it appears to this Senate from 
the examinations ol Stephen Thorn >and

And whereas it alfo appears 
from the faid examinations, that the (aid 
overtures were accompanied with fuch 
explanations, and were received by the 
examinants in (ucb a manner as excite well* 
founded doubts whether the (aid overtures 
were diSated by a corrupt intent, and ef- 
pecially as one of the examinants depofes 
that at the time he confidered them as pro- 
ceeding rather from an error of the bead 
than from depravity of the heart ; and a^s 
neither of the examinants repelled the faid 
overtures with that difgufand indignation 
which corrupt advances would naturally 
! have produced in correB and ingenuous 
minds, nor complained tliereof, until the 
bill hadpaffed the Senate, and until con^ 
fiderable heat had been excited in the Le^ 
giflature on the quefliqn of incorporating 
faid Bank ; and there is, therefore,no clear 
and fatisfaSory evidence before the Senate 
of viciout motives in the faid Ebenezer 
Purdy, to juftify his expulfioii from his 
feat. And whereas it is, notwithfbnding, 
incumbent on the.Senaie to bear unequiv- 
ocal and decifive teftimony againft all ex- 
ceptionable and reprehenfible practices by 
any of its members... The»-e fore, 

Refolvtd, That this Senate deem it a 
public duty to cen(ure, and do hereby 
cenfure the conduft of the (aid Ebenexer 
Purdy, in making the overtures a fpre faid, 
as tending^o impair the public confidence 
in that feSitude of charafter, which ought 
to be attached to every member of this 
houfe." 

It would be a wafte of time, and too 
great a tax upon the patience of our read- 
ers, fhould we give a detail of the great va- 
riety of (hapes and colours affumed by 
Judj^e Tayler and his ajfured fi tends in 
the Senate, in order to get rid of this ref- 
olution, or (o much of it as delicately, 
but with great juftice and force applies to 
Thorn and German. 

The attorney General thought the beft 
way would be to inftitute a profecution a. 

f;ainft the Judge, while Mr^ Tredwell was 
orpunifhmg him by expulfion from the 
Senate. .This by the bj'e reminds me of 
the flory in Dilworth's fpelling book, con- 
cerning the beft way of fortifying a town. 
The Carpenter thought that Oak would af- 
Jl ford the beft defence ; the Mafon was ol 
\\ opinion that ^one was much better, but 
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the ctirrjer infifted upon it there was noth- I 
ing like Leather. The mode propofcd by 
the Attorney (reneral was rejcflcjd, 14 to 
7. Tredweirt motion met with a fimi- 
lir late, 15 to 6, the attorney General vo- 
ting with the majority, in the negative. 
In (he affirmative we find his honor Judge 
Taylor, and let this be noted well. It 
will appear in fequel however, that though 
this upright Jupge was willing to expel 
Mr. Pur(^, yet he was equally willing to 
allow him to remain, as ihould be thought 
proper ; to eall him a wicked and corrupt 
man or in upright^honeft Legiflator,asyour 
honors pleafe, To that he only got German 
and Thorn out oi the fcrape. — 1 do not 
know whether I (hall be creditcd,when I add 
that the Jud^e, after voting for the expul- 
Jion of Mr. Purdy on the exprefs ground 
that he was guilty of the charges brought 
againft him, and had * manifeftly betrayed 
the truft repofed in him by his conftituents,' 
made the folloiving motion-r^ 

** Whereas it appears to this Senate, by 
the affidavits of Stephen Thorn and Oba- 
diah German Efqrs. that Ebenezer Purdy, 
Efq. one of the members of the Senate, 
has made overt^ares to them oi an ei^cep* 
tionable nature, to induce them as mem^ 
bers of the Legiflature, to advocate the 
Merchants' Bank in the city of NewrYork, 
by oflPers of fhares in th^ ftock ot the (aid 
Bank. 

And whereas the faQs ^s flated in the 
fs^id affidavits, do not convey that ckar 
znAfdtisfa£lory evidence before the Sen- 
ate, of vicious motives in the fahi Ebenezer 
Purdv, to jullify his expulfion fjrpm his 
feat.'. 

Therefore, Refolvcd ^c. 

Now then let me afk Judge Taylor, and 
as an editor of a public paper, difcuffing 
a public queflion, 1 feelpiyfelf embolden, 
ed to den^and it of him, to jutlify himfelf 
if he can, and to reconcile it with his con- 
fqience, that he firft voted to expel a Sen- 
ator as being guilty of high crimes and 
nufdemeanorsy and then got up and form* 
ally ^cknoXvledged in a written motion, to 
/ be entered on the Journals, that the affida- 
vits produced againft thia Senator did not 
contain fuch evidence of txiciaus motives 
as to juftity expulfion ? If nbere is a par- 
allel tor fuch fhamelefs inconfiftency any 
where to be found within the records of 
any public body, I hope for the honor ot 
hum^n nature it may never be rnentioned. 

And here we cannot but take notice ot 
fome late unlucky flourifhes of Mr. Editor 
Cheetham on this fabjeft. In bis paper of 
April 15, he has a number of papagraphs 
on the proceedings of the Senate — Among 
other thin^rs take the following — 

" Mr. Van Vechten, Mr. Purdy's aj^ 
cociate in the previous fenatoriaf condu£l 
which led to this trial, afhamed to acquit, 
and yet unwilling to pxpel, reported to a 



He moved a 
refolution ot cenfure for the bribery^ and 
Mr. Purdy was accordingly cenjured! The 
gentlemen of the Senate, who voted for 
the e^ul]ion, voted againft the refolurion 
of cenfure.

•* Again — Purdy was cenjured by a ref. 
olution of the Senate. Was he innocent ? 
it yea, it were criminal to cenfure him.*'

A boat comman-ied by a lieutenant 
belonging to the Emerald Britifh frigate, 
boarded Icveral Britifh vcfFels and prizes 
under quarantine, on the evening of the 
26th ult. and im pre {Ted 41 men out of 
them* The next day this government or- 
dered the frigate into quarantine. In 
dropping down it appearing that The was 
going below the place it was intended Ihe 
(hoald anchor, the caffle fired four (hot at 
her, and brought her to in much confu- 
fion. Her boat then came on (hore, and 
word was fent by it that (he muft not pro- 
ceed to fea till funhcr orders. In the 
evening they attempted to drop btr down 
pppofite to the caftle.at the fame time fend- 
ing a boat on fhore to afk permiffion, un- 
der.a pretence of danger from a brig near 
her, but it was refuf?d ; and upon obferv- 
ing at the caflle that (he was moving, a 
(hot was fired which ftruck her about the 
ftero. — The anchor was immediately let 
go, and (he flill lies there, although (he is 
one of the (hips of war that is. to convoy 
jtbe trade to England, and who all dropped 
down the 27th, and were to fail on the 28th, 
bui.arc now wailing for her. Much dif- 



cuflion has taken place, and it is under- 
flood that this governmcn' had fonie inien- 
tion of demanding that the lieutenant 
(hould be given up for punifhment here ; 
but the Captain of the frigate difavowing 
any orders for the purpofe, and returning 
the impreded men, it was finally comprora- 
ifed by putting the lieutenant under arrcft 
on board, and the Britifh minifler affuring 
this government that entire fatisfaftion 
(houW be given it in England. The fiig. 
ate is to fail to-morrow with the convoy. 
About the fame time three of the Algeriue 
captives iran away from the arfenal and got 
on board a Britifh frigate. Upon a^ appii- 
ation of this government the commander 
refufed to give them up. But the Britifh 
minifter being informed that unlefs the de- 
matid was complied with, no deferter from 
a Britifh velfei of war (hould be returned 
or talcen when on (horCj the Algerines 
were forthwith refiored. 

" We are happy to learn (fays the Bof- 
tjon Gazette of the 6th inft.) that the paffen« 
gers and crew of the (hip Jupiter, who had 
embarked on board the Long Boat, were 
fell in with by^Ceveral fifbing fchooners, 
foofl after they parted with the Yawl, and 
happily refcued from their perilous (itua- 
tion. Mr. Gilbert J. F. SmifTaert, one of 
the paffengers, arrived in town yefterday, 
from Marblehead, where he was brought 
by a veflTd, which leceived him from one 
of the fifhing boats. He informs that the 
people, pieferved with him, were all in 
health, and diftributed among the feveral 
ti(hing ve{rels 00 the banks."

IKTTER 4. 

THE manner in which the amendment 
to the conftitution was carried tfaro' both 
Moufts of Congrefs was not lefs extraor« 
dinary than the meafureitfelf. It affords an 
inltruQive and even an awful le0on ] and 
the future prefervation of the cooftitotioa 
demands that this f^my fcene Ibotild be 
committed to the contemplidon of pofter« 
ity. To record the proceedings upofli 
that occafion I confider a (acred duty 
which I owe to my country ; and in doing 
it I fliall betray no truft, I fliali not a&tbo 
part of an informer. I difdain all connect 
tion with the little band of republican arift- 
ocrats and demagogues ; to me they have 
never difck>£Bd tha arcana of their political 
(yftem ; they have treated me as they tf eat 
all other northern members of Congrefs^ 
with negleS if not witb contempt ; and all 
the important faQs contained in tbis' letter 
have long been the (ubjeft of general con- 
; vcrfaiion at the feat of governmem. 

Mr. Butler, a republican Senator from 
So.utb Carolina, who warmly Oppofed the 
i aiocndpient, in a letter to the legiflaturo 
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oi that ftate, obferved, that he had not 
been long in Senate Jince his la/{^eie3ioi^ 
before he perceived a comkinahon among 
certain largejlates^ unfair in itfelf and 
dangerous in its confcquences to the rights 
of other flates — into this c o??fbination they 
have drazon/pme ofthefmdljiates—ihey. 
hold evening meetings to dexide whutjhalt 
prevail in Senate, and no proportion can 
Jucceed which does not come fjom one of 
their parly^ &c, Notwiihftanding the 
refpeftabiliiy of Mr. Butler's charafter, 
and his long tried patriotifm, let us hope, 
for the honor oi our country and the caufe* 
of liberty, that the warmth of his feelings 
in relation to a particular meafute, led brm. 
to give too deep a colouring to this meU 
ancboiy piftor«»—— Would to Goo I 
were not under the neceflity of confirming 
his (latement, fo tar as relates to the a- 
fnendment ; ^ but that confirmation is in- 
feparably conneQed with the jufiification 
of my own conduft. The refdution which 
vas Tent from the Houfe to the Senate^ 
contemplated no alteration of the conilitu* 
tion other than the mere difcriminatioii of 
the votes. It was foon found that the pri- 
vate, lemimems of feveral of ttie oMeft ainl 
moft refpeQable republican members of 
the Serfate were hofiile to' the meafure. 
Some of them however, were inftrufled to 
vote in its favour, and it was hoped that the 
others >youId vield to the popular jentiment 
in the flares they repr^fented. The min- 
oricy conftantly called for the confidera- 
tion of the refolution from the Houfe, but 
the mr^jority, for (eyeral weeks, refufed to 
foffer it to be cDirfidered: . The bufinefs 
was not yet fufficiemly matured in " eycp- 
ing meeings.'* Ol the -final caueus on the 
fubjeft I was tnlormed. A letter from one 
pf thofe members who are by fotne called 
leading ones, to anothbr member oi the 
Senate, notifying an evening meeting of the 
friends of the amendment, to devife way^ 
and meant for carrying it into efPeS; at all 
events in fome form or other, was put in- 
to my bands by the gentleman io whom it 
was diil>e3ed* At this caucus the bufinefs 
was concluded, by adding that provifion 
which I afterwards oppofed, and it was alfo 
determined to take the queftion the next 
day before the Seoaiie (bould rife* Here 
let it be remarked, that there, bad not ypt 
been any regular debate upon . the main 
queftion in Senate, and that the additional ! 
propofition, in fubftance, l>ad already been 
reje£led, when propofed by a federal mem- 
ber. Two or three republican members 
dilated in caucus as the fine qu,a non o>f 
their voting for ihe amendment, this im- 
pbrtant addi:ion^ and one of them after- 
wards obferved puUicIy in my prefence, 
that be had not only difiated it in caucus, 
but had given the leading republicans in , 
the Houfe to underfta nd that the fate of 
the amendment depended upon its ^op- 
tioDy in that very form, at hti vote would 



be put upon it fliould it be fent back to the 
Senate. Thus it w^ virtually determined, 
in one of ihtk- evemng^fnee'tingSt that t|e 
reprefentatjvea of ihe people, tlie fbte 
legiilatures, ^nd the people ..tf^emfelves, 
(hould fan/^ion an alteration of the confti-. 
tut ion in the t>recife form dtQated by iwp 
or three men, and that every one whoo))-^ 
pofed it (hould be denounced as a federal- 
ift and apoftate*— The republicans in*the 
Houfe were told, in language too unequiv- 
ocal tobemifonderftood,thatthis was the ar- 
rangement, and that upon their conformity 
or oppofition depended their future ppjpu- 
larity.— An unwavering and venerable re- 
pobUcaii member from Maffachufetts ex- 
claimed at the bar, when an adjournment 
WW denied at the ufual hour / cannot aiid 
will not be dragged along in this manMer, 
and left the. Houfe with indigtiation.. . Af 
the queftion, however, was' not takep thai 
day, as we had repeatedly been iold it 
fbould be, in confequence oi the ardent op- 
pofition which myfelf and otliers deemed it 
our duty to make, by protracting the de- 
bate to a late hour at night, th^t gentleina];^ 
afterwards recorded his vote in dppofttion 
to the flfteafure. A very refpeftable dfem- 
ocratic meipber ixom a middle State detlar*: 
ed, that weretheamendnnent in the^precife 
form in which he wifhed it, he would nev- 
er vote for it while it was attempted to car-. 
Vy it byfach mean^. As almdft every 
member of themajority wiK>.expreirGdb»i 
opinion difapproved of f he additional pro- 
pofition, it muft be evident to every can- 
did republican, from the fimple flatnbedt 
of ia£)s which I have made, that the a- 
mendment, in its prefent form, was carried 
through both houfes by the undue influence 
of a lew individuals, und by the combfned 
operation of intrigue and terror. I w'as of 
opinion th^ we ought not to difgrace our- 
feives by fuch a courfe of conduff, and 
that however defirable the amendment 
might be in fome iorm or other, we ought 
to wait till it could be adoptedio a fair 
and truly republican manner. 
^ ConneSed with this iubjed my conduft 
with refpefitothe nomination of Prefid^t 
and Vice Prefident requires explanation.^ 
Early in the feflfion it was deternjined by^ 
the felf-chofen few who ondertsketodireS 
the public fentimfnt, that Gov. Clint<Ai 
(hould be the next Vice Prcfr^cnt,'and t(iat 
gentleman was informe(| that the unani- 
mous voice of the members was in his. fa 
voor when not ten of them had been confult- 
ed. Somediffi«;uhy being afterwards appre-' 
bended from the Pcnnfylvania d^lfgation, 9 
(ub-caucus was held, and thej,eprefematives 
of that flate reconciled to the meafure } a 
general caucus was then held to ratify wtat 
the lew had already accompltfhed. To fuch 
a ftatc of things, as Mr, Butter .obferved 
with fefpe£l to the ameadipent, I could not 
and t^ould not Jubmit.

THE FIRE-PLACE. 

THESE fire*p)aces are either formed 
entire ol caft-iron ; or they are built o( 
common materials, having jambs of cafl- 
iron— -the mantel a bigh arch. The janb 
projefis beyond the front of the mantel fo 
iar that a plate of Iheet-iron or tin may play 
up and down by and before tlie front of 
^« mantel, within a groove in the jambs. 
This plate fitted carefully ia the groovci 



and to the whole fize of the front of the 
} fire.pliice, plays up and down its entire 
height behind the cafingol the breaft work 
or fire-piecf , fufpended by weights fo as to 
form an equilibrium, and is defigned to 
clofe tf)e whole aperture of the fire-place 
at pleafure. In this plate and near the 
bottom is a fmall door for admitting air. 
This plate forms in part a moveable man- 
tel, and is the mean for converting the o- 
pen fire-place into a clofe (love at pleat- 
are. 

The heft con{lru£lion for a fire-place, 
regarding convenience in the preparation 
of fuel, culinary purpofes, and warming 
a room, I believe to be a femicircular man- 
tel, a halt mitre jamb, and much higher 
than they tommonly aie built in Ameri- 
ca. This plate eflfifflually guards againft 
fmoke, and it is certain that the higher 
the mantel the greater the benefit will be de- 
rived from the b.eat. 

When woo^ is laid on which you de- 
fign to kindle, by letting down the plate to 
the hearth, and opening the fmall door at 
the bottom, the current of air becomes fo 
concentrated as to prefs forcibly on the 
fire, and occafion it to bttrn very rapidly. 
When the fire is kindled, raife the plate as 
high as may be, and yet confine the fmoke 
to the chimney. In dry weaifierthe plate 
may be raifed much higher than common 
mantels : in windy and dampT weather, 
lower the plate as occafion may require. 

At the option of the builder^ either done, 
brick, or iron, may l>e ufed in the con- 
(lru£lion.of thefe fire-places. If of iron, 
the whole may be fet apart from the wall 
ihd derive adduional benefit from the beat : 
if ol (lone or brick, the aperture may be 
on any cooflruSion, only with an arched 
mantel ; and the plate play up and down 
in a groove in the jambs formed of thofe 
materials. It is'evident that a bed of coals 
will wafle as (lowly behind this plate when 
let down, as in the clofe (love, and it is 
^emofiftrable that the heat fpends as prof- 
itably. The front plate may be pamted 
conformable to the room, and be extreme- 
ly ornamental efpecially in fummer, when 
it may be let down and completely bide 
ttie fire-place. 

The impulfe to aflion is ever propor- 
tionate to the quantity of heat in a heated 
room, and the confequent current of air 
through any paiTage will be according to 
the chance of efcape ; thus the l>enefit we 
derive from fuel when applied to the warm'> 
ing of our dwellings will be in exaA pro- 
portion to the quantum of beat retained 
and the continuance of fuch rcftention.

The ground plot is 19 inches fquare,

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o^ THE DIRECTOR or the MINT. 

To the Prefdent of the United States. 

At the commencement of the year, it is 
the duty of the diteAor ol the mint to com- 
municate to goveicment the (late of the 
mint with its iffues for the paft year. 

The ifTues of filver coins, notwithflan- 
ding the mercantile embarrafTments attend 
ding the imporutipn of Bullion, have 
greatly exceeded that of the year 1803 ; 
and the advantage of a public mint hat 
been fenfibly experienced, by the greateft 
part of the d^pn^fits being iflued in fmall 
coin which has been found very beneficial 
to the citizens at large, under the late fear- 
city ol Spanifh dollars, occafioned by the 
great exportation of them, for mercantile 
purpofes. 

The quantity of gold bullion bas been 
equal to that of the laft report, Ca that in 
the paft year the change of the preciouA 
meuls has amounted to three hundred and 
fifty eight thoufand nine hundred and 
eighty three dollars. The particulars will 
appear by the (chedule No. 1. herewitb,to 
which the direfior begs leave to refer. 

It is worthy of the Prefident's attention* 
that about eleven thoufand dollars of the 
gold coin, is the produce of virgin gold 
found in the county of Cabarrus in tixe 
(late of North CaroHna, where, it '\% (aid, a 
very confidernble quantity bas been found 
fince the laft depofits, and will in all prob« 
ability be forwarded to the mint. It is to 
be regretted that this gold is melted into 
fmall ingots, before it is fent to the mint,lor 
the convenience of carriage ; but by which 
there is reafon to believe, « confiderable 
proportion of it is wafted. It is alfo (aid 
that the fineft particles are negleSed, and 
only tlie* large grains and lumps fought 
after. 

The increafed price of copper in Europe^ 
and the quantityonband,bavebeenttK>ught 
fufficicnc reafons to confine the coinatge of 
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cents to otiTprefs ; md from the laft ac- 
count from Europe, copper is Tikely lo be 
confiderably increafcd in price, which will 
render the coinage of cents Icfs profiu- 
ble. Thepaft year, there have iffued, 
feven hundred and fifty-fix thou iand, eight 
hundred and tbiriy-eight cents, and one 
znillton fify-fiv^ tboufand three hundred 
& twelve hatf cents ; equal to twelve thou- 
fand eight hundred and lorty-four dollars 
and ninety-four cents. , 

The coinage of the yearlimounts in the 
whole to the fura of three hundred and 
feventy-one thoufand eight hundred and 
twenty-leven dollars and ninety-four cents 
and the number of pieces to two million 
forty-fix thoufandi eight hundred and thir- 
ty. nine. 

The expencc of the mint for thepaft year 
will appear to be reduced to- a trifle more 
than fixteen thoufand doHars. 

Thedircaor thinks it is his duty to 
mention to the Prefident, that very con- 
fiderable difficulty, as well as danger may 
arife to the public, from the ^bfficcri and 
workmen of the mint being expofed tq be 
called out to attend militia meetings or on 
detachments. When large depofits of 
the precious metals are paffing through the 
mint, and particularly when in fufion, it 
may be of the moft dangerous confequence 
to hava the officers and men called away, 
or be liable ta fines tor non attendance. 
It is too important a trqft to be thus expo- 
fed. The Prefident in his wifdom will 
provide againft this evil.

LONDON, MARCH 22. 

We have itceivcd Paris Journals to the 17th, and 
Dutch papers to ihc 10th lust. 

The latter contain the plan of the new constitu- 
tion prescribed to Holland by Bonajjarte. It b 
however of little importance by what name or under 
what form Holland may be ruled, while a foreign 
State dictates every measure that is adopted. It 
wiU-be seen that the Legislative Body is to be new- 
modelled, and the ancient title of •• Their High 
Mightinesses,** restored to it. Of the «' High and 
Mighty Lords** there la to be nineteen; and the 
r xecotivc Power is to be vested in the hands of the 
Pensionary ,who of courje. will not as a kind of Vice- 
Roy to Bonaparte. Schhnmelj)enninck is the i>er- 
son appointed to fill this latter shuarion. He is to 
have a Council of State ; the fleets and armies are 
to be at his disposal ; he is charged with the su- 
preme police, and is to have the sole direction of 
the Treasury. Their High Mightinesses, in whose 
name he is to act, may approve or reject his plans, 
but they must not alter them. ' 

An article from Frankf )rt, of the 13th, contains 
the following interesting particulars respecting what 
li stated to have lately passed between the Courts 
of Beriin «nd Stockholm, with regard to the ncgo- 
ciations parried on by Sweden v^ith England :•>— 



*t The Court of Prussia, as has been already sta- 
ted, has declared, that in case Sweden ihouhl con. 
elude a subskliary treaty with England, the Pms. 
sian forces would otci^py Swedish Poineraaia. Mr. 
de Brinckmann, the Swedish. Minister at Berlin, 
transmitted, upon this subject, a letter, written m 
bb Sovereign's own hand, to Mr. Hardenburg, the 
Prussian Minister, la that letterr hit Swedish 
Majesty declares, that as a Sovereign Power he did

Particulara of the late attack upon Domiinea/ 

DOMIEIICA, MARCH 16. 

About the dawn of day, on Friday, the 22d uk 
an alarm was fired _at Cacherou, a circumstance 
which^ excited no extraordinary sensation in the 
nminds of the people, as the vigilance exacted by our 
worthy chief had accustomed us to be ever upon the 
alert, their attention was, however, attracted at an 
early hour, by perceiving siandingm for the road, a 
squadron of five line of battle ships i(ot 6 of 120 guns) 
3 frigates, 2 brig^, and some small craft, having oa 
board about 5000 troops, under British colours, (al- 
though it was perceptible to the more discerning in 
nautical matters, tta«t they were not according to 
the new Union) yet the j;enerality flattered them- 
selves it was the expected squadron from EngUnd. 
Their suspicious appearance, however, occasioned 
orders to be- sent by the general ta Fort Young to 
fire upon them, and we were soon rdievcd from our 
suspense by the whole of them hoisting the Republic 
can Flag, and manning 19 boats for a descent. Th^ 
nsoal alacrity of the people manifested itself^ and 
* every class flew to arms. Hit Excellency GenertJ 
Prevott made his. disposition with that prudence^ 
calmness and precision to inherent in his character, 
and upon the appearance of the enemy's landing s^t 
Point Michael, ttie light companies of the 46th ind 
1st West India Regts. the former headed by Capt. 
Duncan QampbelU the latter by Capt. O^ConneU, 
with the grenadiers, of the St. Qeprges, under tht 
command of Capt. Warner, advanced to oppose tb^ 
landing, and to co-operate with St. Luke's Independ- 
ent Company, nnder the command of Capt. hurrant { 
these were shortly after joined by the Grenadiers of 
the 46th, headed by capt. Archibald C«mpbcll, whp 
were soon af^er supported by the remainder of the 
46th, under the command of Capt. James except . 
one weak Company sent to protect the rear of the 
position it occupied. This force united imder the 
command oi Major Nunn, posted themselves at 
the Barrier, and gallantly maintained that pass. 

They landed to the anu>unt of 2900 men in 22 
boats, aiul otn' little valiant band fully justified t^ 
opinion entertained of their spirit and intrepidity*. 
In vain was every effort exerted to pass the blidf 
point forming the contested ground between the In- 
vaders and our gallant little squad. The temerity of 
those who attempted it met hs due chastisment. 
To render due Justice to the enemy, they marie ev- 
ery eiFort tb acmmce. Our position it in admilitd 
was favorable ; — but when it is conr/idcrei that this 
position was held by not more than 200 men oppog- 
ed to 2000, & those capable of any inaease the inva- 
ding General might choose to afioixl them — when it 
is remembered that this little gallant handful of men 
exposed to the galling fire f.f the three decker, left 
300 of the enemy lying on the field, either killed or 
wounded, it cannot fail but add a bright psge to the 
annals of U^is Colony. 

When we refleot on our loss in this service, it is 
astonishingly trifling— one private of the St. George's 
and 7 of the 46(h, and 1st West India,only Senoetcn 
or twelve killed ; two ofEcers only wounded, \it. 
Major Nunn, and Capt. O 'Connel,the latter (receiv- 
ing the command and the wound at the same rime) 
and indeed throughout the whole business, only fifty 
killed, wounded, and missing, it cannot f^ butani- 
mate us for a future occasion, 9^ give confidence 
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to mem though snuUI in number^ to «xeit sphi^ 
cmlmoess, and determinatioiL 

Aa our subject now carries us <rom the field of 
mction at Point Michaei,we shall forbear in this place 
ennmeratiiq; the names and particulari^ng the ser- 
" vices of the officer^commandmg the detachmenu of 
the corps employed pn this occasion* whose merits 
shall be duly pomted out in the course of the present 
narrative* 

For the information of the European reader, it 
inay be proper to represent somewhat of the situa- 
tion of the capital orthis colony, and its ricinity. 
That is, so much'of it as may become contested 
Aground hi ta^ of an' invasion. The tbwn of Ros- 
aeau is then a pretry little vale, lying between two 
commandins^ enainences, nearly equally distant, that 
ia, aemewhat more than a mile. Under these are 
two narrow defiles ; the one, the gallant defence of 
which we have already described, is called point 
Ifichae), the other Mome Daniel. The pos'sessirn 
•f both these became the object of the enemy, and 
therefore about 10 A. M. a number of bc^ts were 
preparing for landing in the plain of the estate of 
thienght honorable George Rose, called CaneGeld, & 
at IPond Collet, the estate of James Woodbridge, 
Esq. in order to possess themselves of this impor- 
tant pqst, defended by a handful of men, a seijeant 
-& two privates stationed at the redoubt at the signal 
post (which was stormed,) the militia of the parish 
(being chiefly the managers & overseers of the quar- 
ter,) reinforced by a detachment of the St. George>s, 
under ^te command of Col. Beach. 

Nine boau made the shore at Canefield, under a 
heavy fire from the ships, which was returned from 
tkt Mome Daniel and Fort Toung, from whence a 
shot was seen to strike one of the boats, and she ap- 
peare4 to have bten sunk. Our siaall party oppo- 
, ae4 the landing ; but from the prodigious superiori-. 
ty of the numbers retreat became a measute of ne- 
e^inty ; and this retreat was effected with the tri- 
fling losa of a few wounded, a n^anagcr of the quar- 
ter, and some ten or twelve other persons made 
priaenecs ; the former waa carri^ on board the ad- 
imraly and upon applicarion was afterwards libera- 
ted. 

The town now became the object of contest. Our 
batteries did every thing which the small front they 
coold present to suck a formidable line of thunder 
\' conld produce. The tremendous broadsides ponred 

In opon us was truly awful i but not such asa Brit- 
ish squadron would have presented to vepvblican de- 
tenders in a similar situation. Early in the after- 
noon we had the trying sight of our town on fire ; 
the hairacks of the fort catching in various placed, 
Mmd the magazine in danger of explosion. The ef- 
forts of a few people in the neighborhood prevented 
file latter calamity ; but the flames of our burning 
' property were allowed to proce^ from more weigh- 
ty considerations occupying every mmd; and self 
and property no kmgcr predominating. 

l^vious hpwcver to this stage of our narrative, 
onr worthy and intrepid chief had set off accompa- 
«kied by his brigade inajor Prevost, and the deputy 
quarter ^master geiteral Hopley, for Prince Ruperts, 
a place of which he was aware the possession was 
icinb9e,and in which he was convinced he co^d with 
codldesce dispute with our invaders, . the sovereign. 
«y of the country ; having at j^he same time sent 
Mders to the gallant party at Point Michael (who at 
that late hour had not allowed the enemy to gain a 
tingle inch of ground on them) to retire and join 
hun at that place. 

Renstance now became temerity— Our advance 
parties had retreated into the town, and the enemy 
^ras gaining all the commanding heighths t aa^t- 
vlation of which the terms were far from dishon- 
orable, waa therefore drawn up, and sent by a flag 
on board the Admiral's ship i and about 5 o*dock 
the enemy unmolested, took possession oi the 
Qpeen^s battery in the front of the town, and all 
the posts occupied by our troops ana militia were 
vholly evacuated. 

We now come to the pathetic part of our rarra- 
^e, the situation of the female part of our Colony, 
ftud their little infant progeny.— The delicacy of the 
«esaq^>oited itKlf under tiCftls beyond conception ; ' 



and the opulent female reared in the lap of luxury { 
and ease, was seen laboring under the preciou& load 
of her smiling infant (unconscious of the pangs 
which wrung^ its parent's breast) with a fortitude 
equal- to those robust females whom habit has inured 
to the toilsome life of fallowing a Camp. 

The situatkm of the female part of the Colony 
and their children, we must lepeat, was that night 
and the next day truly distressing, they were fonnd 
in large groopes scattered about the different planta- 
rions as their various fears and powers of flight sug- 
gested. Mr- Foumierdts Ravinierc's served as the 
refuge ot many of them, and hts civility and hospi- 
tality merits the highest connnendation. It is also 
but justice to notice the attention and readiness of 
this gentleman in affording accommodation and re- 
freshment to the exhJu' ted Soldiers and their wives, 
and the alacrity wlih which he furnished the de- 
tachment of the 46ih, under the command of Lieut. 
Shaw, with a light anil guide to Belle-Vue, on their 
route to Windwaxd 'i'he estate of Mr. Andrew 
Jolly became the assylum of Mrs. Prevost and fami- 
ly, with a number of others of our first female char- 
acters, whose situation however suffered some incon- 
venience from the absence of the proprietor, and the 
failure of that hospitable attention from the servants 
which nothing but the presence of the Master can 
enforce, and which the well known pol^eness of 
Mr. Jolly, had he been present, would htive affor- 
ded.— The hosphable mansion of the Hon. Benjamin 
Lucas, afforded reception to as many as chose to 
venture remaining within that short cUstance of the 
field of action ; as did the house of the Hon .Thom- 
as Conrt, to evcTf person who was so fortunate as to 
put themselves imder his roof and protectioiw— in 
short €very> plantation in the line of flight afforded 
equal scenes to isteiest z- mind of sensibility. 

On the 23d, order being a little more restored, 
and apprehension somewhat abated, many families 
returned to their homes ; but to what a scene did 
th^ return ! to behold the destruction of their build- 
ings, and devastation of their property, (t is but 
justice to observe, that plunder was diecked, and 
even guards put to prevent the excesses of the Sol- 
diery i but the robberies comnutted by th^ negroes, 
.who availed themselves of the momentary confu- 
sion for that purpose, was prodigious. To complete 
bur distress, the country was laki under a contri- 
'button of 100,000 livres toumois, which was levied 
under a menace that the Members of the Legislature 
should be shipped off if it was not ready at a cer- 
tain hour. 

On this trying occasion those who hid money 
came fotwazd with a readiness and liberality which 
did them honor, with the exception of that Shy- 
lock,' Joseph Carravanna, who was formeriy the 
cause of the destruction of this town by fire, and 
whose general conduct, as well as his behaviour 
on the 4ate ocoiiion, will, we hope^ when the col- 
ony enjoys a more tranquil moment, be duly atten- 
ded to. 

On Wednesday, the 37tb, we were agreeably sur- 
prised to perceive preparations making for the re- 
embarkation of our invaders, and about the middle 
of the day to see them standing from our shore, tak- 
ing with them all our shipping except the Aurora, 
to which they set fire, having fastened to her some 
fiats and small craft, which getting loose by the 
burning of the ropes with wh ch they were fastened 
to her, escaped the destruction to which she was de- 
voted. 

The schr. Favorite, which arrived yesterday from 
St. Lucas, brought dispatches firom Mr. Monroe for 
our govemnient. We have not been able to learn 
the nature of their contents, but it is probable they 
relate to the Blockade of Cadiz, which is carried on 
with the greatest rigor. Some letters have lately 
passe;^! between Mr. Munroe and Sir John Orde, 
commander of the blockading fleer, relative to this 
important Subject. The'object of the minister was 
to have the blockade reduced, so as to allow vessels 
in pirt to sail, but it has not been attained- -*If a 
vessel were ballasted with salt, it would be a su£^ 
dent cause of capture.

riety of expenmenu, it was difcovered to 
be Manganefeof the firft quality, contain- 
ing fcarcely any foreign matter; and far 
(uperior to nK>ll of that which is fold in the 
(hops qf th^ druggifis, confiderable quan- 
tities of which I have been frequently ob- 
liged to throw aifay alter purcbafiog it, 
from the impurity of th^ material. 

Theofigen air obuined from this native 
ore, was equal in purity to that yrhich was 
afforded by a fpecimen of the foreign, fent 
tome by the lat^ Dr. Prieftly^, the difcov* 
erer of this gas, who informed me that it 
yielded an air as pure as any he had ever 
procured during thp courfe of his life. 

Manganefe isufeful to the phyfician in 
confequf nee of the air it affurc^s, . and to 
which fome of the moflviolent (^ifeafes to 
which the human body is fubjc6>, havegiv- 
en way i to the bleacher, paper maker and 
manuia^urer of gtafs,as a defiroyer ol col* 
ouring matter, when combined with the 
marine acid ; to the potter, as giving a black 
colour, and aflifting in glazing hia earthen 
ware; and to the philofopherand anifl, as 
containing a g^^s, which combined with 
certain comb«iftiblc bodies, will generate a 
degree of heat, unattainable by other 
meana.

wefl bank, particularly that beautiliil'douri. 
try that lies above the river Arkanfas^ op- I 
pofiie to our weflern eflablifhments. He 
therefore, (though without ' powers} • firft- 
endeavored to fatisfy the people in power 
at Paris, that the eflablifhment would be 
of ijo'ufe IP tbtm^ ^nd ths^ it ihey poffef- 
fed liouifiana, it was pro{>eir to give os all 
the country aJ&ove the Arkanfas, in order 
Co interpofe uk between them and Canada. 
He got his refle£lions on this ftibjefi fub- 
mitted to the Firft Conlul, through the 
brother of the latter ; ^ad>notwitbftMdii|g 
his violent atuchment to it^ procured an 
affurance from him that fome arrangen^ient 
fhould be made fatisfifiory to us oh' this 
fubjefi, and that it Aould be^kleii* in A- 
mertca by general Berna(k>tte* . . 

In March Mr. L^ ventured upon, what 
was there confidered as a bold and hazard- 
ous meafure, a direft aiid forcible addrefs 
to the Firft Conful perfonally of»tfae fub^ 
je£l ot: OUT claims, upon whicfa^^ having 
received from him a pofitive afFurae^ that 
they fhould be promptly and fully paid, 
Mr. L. began lo look forward to this as a 
means ot accomplifbing his other objeds, 
becaufe he felt an affurance that thef Firft 
ConXuI could not go back fnom bis perfpn- 
al promife ;- nor, in cafe of war, which be- 
gan to be probable^ could he find any oth- 
er means of difcharging it. • '^ 

The fptrited condu3 of o\xt nidon in 
the af!air of New*Orlean^ wa»al(» ot^ufe, 
and fo ftrongly pre (Ted by. Mr. L. thai the 
Ji'rcnch mini Iter called lipon him for fonie 
propofition relative to that country. Tho' 
wholly wiihoirt powers, he ventured on 
the 14th March to make them oxpHcitiy for 
the ea(l fide of tt)e river, and all above the 
Arkanfas, on the weft ; he received a ver- 
bal affurance a few day^^ after that the 
next day fiiould bring htm a foil and fatis- 
fa£tory anfwer ; and he dou])ted not that 
fuch was prepared ; when, unfortunately, 
letters from Mr. Pichon were received, 
^ and that all was quiet.'* This determin- 
ed them to wait to fee whether the wa^ 
would pafs over, and whether a better bar- 
gain could not be made. But as our min- 
ifler continued to prefs the execution of 
j^eir promife for the debt, and an explicit 
recdgnition of our right of depot, the Firft 
Conful announced to council on ttie 8ih, 
(four days beforeMr.Munroc arf ive/d there) 
bis determination to lell the country to us. 
The hei:t day the minifter called upon 



Mr.^L. for a Tpecific propofition. The 
day ^fter (the bufinefs being put into Mr. 



Marbois' hands) the minifter alarmed Mr. 
L. by pretending that he had no particolar

When our minifter heard ot Mr. Mon- 
roe^s landing at Havre, he refufed to aft 
till his c,9l league arrived ; but a&edwby 
they wifh^ him topropofe for the whole 
put^fl^^e of Louiftana, when be had only 
ajkcd ^iff eaft.fide of the r.iypr, and a por- 
tion of the weft ? The minifter told him 
that he had a&ed all that was worth havings 
and therefore muft uke the whole ; to 
which Mn L. tatd Ite iiad no obJe£Hon, boc 
would DOW waittiJl Mr. h^tjiflroe came up. 
On the morning of the l2th Mr. Manroe 
arrived. On the evening ot the 13th, Mr. 
Mc^bois called on Mr. L. ^nd was Tar- 
prized to fee Mr. Monroe, not having, as 
he faid, heard of his arrival ; but, after a 
fliort vifit, he t>egged thkt be'woiild come 
totheTreafury at deven. Mr.L. went ac- 
cordingly, .whea . they tonnally' difcuffed 
the whole bufinefs of the ceflion, which 
Mr. L. told him he would communicate 
to Mr. Monroe^ and he promifed.to get 
full powers ; they were together till pafl 
a, The next day he prcfented Mr. Mon- 
roe. to the minifter, who received him po- 
tit«lf,*but&id' nothing of b^u&nfefs,. The 
great point having been got t>ver (ihedifi- 
c^iky ol bf^gioff th^ Conful . tojelij their 
fubfeq^ent difcufTion related only.toilie 
price and Aiatters ot form'; fo that if Mr. 
Mdnroe^ had nof been takein ill, ^d confi- 
ned 10 bii bed fof tea or twelve days, faav<^ 
iQg< b<^n,taken tl>e. 4th"da|y arfter. his ani- 
val, they wou|^ have , agreed probably be- 
fore tiie aonh ot April.* Mr- 1-. had to en- 
counter jgtieat* diffirhliiesc in'this'negcJcia- 
tioi3>. HediadaUerxiatehopea and fears^e^ 
ven after, tliey. had determined to ffU, and 
h^d called, upon hiiu. fpr a propofkioo ; 
and eycn after the arrivat of Mr. Monroe 
at Havre there was a moment in^hich he 
might hafve doubted M.Talteyraod% fmcor-^ 
ity»(f&rticuUrly wheo on the lotb he told 
)iim thBl his propofition was unauthorifed. 
Mr^ L'.,wifhed at that inflant that Mr.Mon- 
roe bad broug^^t with him an afrutan<5e thai 
NeW-OHeattS wafr iiv ottr "pofieflion. ThiJ 
would not have injiired us ; but as thin|8 
have turned: out| it is beuer that we did 
not feize it. TheKe was a perfe£l accord- 
ance of fcntiment between Mr. Munroe 
and 'Mr. L. in every meafure that regarded ' 
the treaty, and in ftepstl^t^had been taken 
to pave the way for its execution previous 
to his arrival. Aftcjr tha^'Cvent nothing 
was left but commercial arrangement, and 
the price ; in wbrcli they met %viih much 
candour On the part of Marbois. 

Thii^ treaty was^ cotofiderc^ atjP-aris as a 
moft impoVtant acquifition, andprocurcd 
Mr. L. the congratulations ot all the corps 
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diplomatique, who knew the difficulties h^ 
lud to encounter on his aKriValy^ and who 
were warmly and vainly folJciling the pay- 
Tnent of their claims, Whik hcf had yjot 
«ura fo happiry provide?^. ' 

■ Though the Britifli\ha^ii tikin^'fp^? 
merit for the treaty, they' hittf hot 'the 
lead claiod to it. ^Lord Whitwor^h declarl 
fid a few ^days hefdre he l^t Paris, that 
iL.oni(iana bad heVer been'atK bhjefi! of 
difcuffion betw^t^ bim and the French 
government. This appeals by the papers 
laid before parliament ] and Lord nawks- 
Wry, in announcing the treaty declared 
lie had no knowledge'bt it till it'Wa's coni- 
uupicated officially by Nlr .

Whereas it is found that the Qiws of this st^te 
cannot "be published hi a volume so soon after the

Be it enaaed. That firoin and ^Upr the MtstQg of 
this act, the public laws of this state lAcluding those 
passed at the present session of the legislattire. ex- 
cept'ing as to incorporating any turnpike cootpAtiy or 
coxnpanks, shall urom time to time as they ace pai« 
sed, be publislyd urder the Inspection aud direction 
of the secreta^ of this state, in the netrspaper 
printed by theptinier to the state^afdd that the 
secretary immediately on the publication of -tke same 
M aforesaid, shall <yinse printed transcripts thereof 
to be forwarded for publication to the printer of the 
newspaper, entitled the American Citizen, in the

Innumerable were the difficulties which 
prefented themfelves in our councils duf- 
ing the revoluuonary war ; and the fmilei 
of providence alone could have enabled 
our fathers to fi^rmount them. From pe- 
culiar circumfianceai certain flates contri- 
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■fctitcdl tiiotif, mi orh^s lcf<r, rtiati their 
equitable proportion, towards the fupport 
of the eoomiM^ cadfe ; and certain princi- 
plei were prefcribed by Congrcfs for an 
dkimate eqtitlization and fetUement be- 
twctn the ftates. The refobtion under 
coofideraeion propofed the extinguiniment 
of the balances, due from federal of the in.

mands of the feveral ftates for fervices ren- 
dered and fupplies furniOied the United 
Sitttesinthe revolutionary war with Great- 
Britain. This report was made on the 5th 
Drcen^f^ 17$3* *^^ wbok akiount of 
fh0 balances due from the debtor ftates, 
and now propofed to be extifiguiflied is 3, 
ftt7,j8a collars. New-HampQiire, Maf-

fiooera were men ot integrity and talents, 
.ft their report. met with a genera] acqutef- 
cctKe at tbe time when it was made. The 
. fiaceof (Iew« York has-aSuaAy paid « large 
fboa towards Iter balance : ami iome oi the 
9lher debtor ftates ha^e expfeftly reeog- 
teieed the fettlement. It i^ notw propofed 
to ejittngiiifli the balances by a mere afi of 
poorer, and congrefs 9te almoft eqtnlly di- 
* Tided on tbe qtteftion* Were k not that 
(b large » miitiberof reprereftatfret cenfi*^ 
4ler tbe Sates diey^ reprefent as tntereftM, 
and were it not that fome men poftefs a 
wonderful faculty of making aiiy queftion 
whatever a party or^ this equal diviflon of 
the Datienai iegiflature t>n a fubjefi fo iim- 
pie, would appear to a candid obferver un* 
mccouotabie. I cannot better illuftraie 
the nature and merits of the fettlement, 
and the irrefiftibla flrength of tbe argu- 
ments againft the extinguifhment, than by 
fubjoininir an extra£l from the able fpeech 
of Gen. Varnutn, of Maftacbufetts^ upon 
tbe refoloiion in queftion. 

«< THE ordinance which pafled the old 
Congrcfs in 1787, authorizing the fettle- 
ment of the accounts of the feveral ftates, 
againft the U. S. for fervices rendered and 
fupplies furnifhed during the war makes as 
amp!e & liberal provifion for an allowance 
ol alltheaccounts exbibited,as could polfi* 
biy be expefied, or even aflced, by any of 
the parties to the fettlement ; it was foun- 
ded on the principles of mutual comprom- 
ife, and by the unantmoua- confem of all 
the ftates. By tbe conditions of the (et* 
tlement agreed ttpon by that ordinance, 
the- public faith of eaeh ftate,was felemnly 
pledged to all tbe other ftates, and the pnb- 
lie faith of the United States was folemnly 
. pledged to each individual ftate, that the 
lettlement,and proportion of the debt allot- 
ted to each fli^e by the commiCQoDera tbu^ 



mutually agreed upon and chofen by all 
tbe ftates troold be &nal and concluCve. 
Soon after the eftahhfbment^f tbe prefent 
governmem in the year 1789, a law was 
pafled by Congrcfs tor facilitating the fet- 
tlement and for filling vacancies in the 
board agreeable to the principles of the or- 
dinance of 1787, and fo far as I have diC- 
covered by a recurrence to tbe journals, 
this iaw pafied without any oppofkion. 
In 1790 Congrefs a^ain afTumed the confi. 
deration ot the fubjeft, and pafled a law 
which recognized ai^ tbe priociplea of the 
ordinance <rf fj^^, and proticted chat a 
diflribution of the whole expence fliould be 
made among the feveral ftates according to 
the firft cenfus under the prefent eonftitit. 
tion. — This law was aHo pafled by the 
almoft unanimous confent of the Houfe, 
8c in the Senate where the ftate fovereign- 
ties are more particularly reprefented, it 
appears by the journals, to have pafled 
without oppofttion. Thus, fir, from the 
firft agreement of 1787 to the final cFofe 
of tbe fettlement, all the ftates were unan- 
imous in the mode prefcribed for fettle- 
inent. and ftood moft folemnly bound to 
each other to abide by it ; and the public 
taith of the nation was, by the feveral afis 
of congrefs on the fubjefi, moft folemnly 
pledged focariy it into effefl. 

*' Can tbe Iegiflature then reKnqaifli 
thefe balances, without a violation of 
plighted public faith ? And yet will they 
undertake to do it ? Sir, it is a f undamen* 
tal principle in the government of all civ- 
ilized nations to pav the moft facred re- 
gard to plighted public faith. And fir the 
Friends o* our government have derived 
much confolation from the idea, that ihd 
United Sutes would never fuffer their na- 
tional cfaarafier to be ftained by a violation 
of this important national principle. Yet, 
fir, from what has taken place, it has been 
believed, that the United States would not 
be behind any nation on the earth in the 
prefervaiion of this public virtue. But if 
tbe refolution on tbe table fliould be pafled 
^ into a law, this valoable principle will re- 
ceive a wound which may lead to faul*con- 
fequences. I muft be permitted to doubt 
the power of congrefs to extinguifli thefe 
balances without the concurrence of all the 
ftates. The fettlement having been made 
under a folemn agreement of all the ftates, 
where will you find a power vetted in^con- 
grels to alienate the intereft which any in- 
dividual ftate has acquired in the baiance 
in confequence of that agreement, and veft 
it in another ftate ? No fuch power is ex- 
prefled in tbe conftitution, nor can i con- 
ceive it to be implied by any thing which is 
exprefled in that inftrument. 

** If then congrefs have no conftitutional 
poller to make the extinguiOimenr, will 
not the tryifadion be confidered an inno- 
vation on tbe rights of individual ftates, 
aa wellaa a dereUfiionof the public faith ^ 



•• Agcntleman from New-Yoik has faid 
that the extinfiuiniment coufd not be a vi- 
olation of public faith.becauPe cfojagtefs bad 
already given up a part oi tbe tktt. It 
feems to me that the gert^m^n's conclu- 
fion does not natun^iy follow the premifes 
which bpe bis Aated, f&r H it couldi under 
any circumAances, be confidered ^a dere- 
lifiioivofpubKc faith to extinguifti thefe 
balances, it cannot at this time be confid- 
ered tbe lefs fo, nierely on the ground of 
tbe iegifiatare having heretofore fallen in- 
to an error en the fubje^— 'The fa£l is, 
that coc^efs did« in 179^, pafii a law, lor 
remitting the balanees, on condition, that 
each debtor ftate would pay into the treafu- 
ry of (he United States by a given period* 
the amount of the fums which had been af. 
fumed by the U. States, of their refpcQive 
ftate debts prior to the fettlement. But, 
fir, at the time olpafling that law, and ever 
fince I have confidered it in the fame point 
of light as I io the refohition before you, 
& therefore cannot admit that as a circum- 
ftance in favour nt the ^refolution. That ^ 
provifion has now expired, without being 
embraced by any one of the debtor ftates, 
except in that which has been done by the 
ftate of ifeW'York, in fortifying her ports 
and harbours. If rhe ftate t^f Delaware 
had tfaou^ proper to have complied with 
tbis liberal provifion, flie might have been 
difcharged frotti a debt of 600,000 dollars 
for 60,000 del lart, but it feems that fbe 
prefers a total e^tindion to a nartial pa^f^ v 
ment* If the balances flioald be extin- 
gui&ed on the principle that tbe fettlement 
w» unjuft,which is the onl^ jgroond taken 
in favour of their extinguifhment, t am 
apprebenfive that this is only to be a ftep- 
ping ftone to a more favorite obje3. I 
mean the extinguiOiment of the balances 
due to the creditor ftates on the fettlement ; 
tor although thefe balanees have been fun« 
ded by the United States, it is well known, 
that the evidences of the debt in the pof- 
feffion of the creditor ftates are not trans- 
ferable, io that Congrefs will have nothing 
to do to efteft this part of the bufinefs, but 
to order payment to the creditor ftates on 
thofe balances to be ftopped." 

I Qiall conclude with obferving that it is 
not probable that the debtor ftates wilt ev- 
er pay the full amount of their balances ; 
nor is it probable that the creditor ftates, 
w^ever engage in a civil war to compd 
them to make payment. This fituation of' 
things f utniSies, however, no argument in 
favour ot the adoption of the monftroua 
principle, or rather pervenion of all prin- 
ciple, that honeft debts may be extinguilh, 
cd by a wanton a£l of power. Let the 
balances ftand on record againft the debt- 
ors imtil a fen fe of juftice (hall prevail o- 
ver private intereft, and induce them to 
make an honorable compofition with their 
orediioia»

BOSTON MAY l6. 

By (everal late arrivals irom Europe Pa- 
ris dates to thev27th March.&London tt^fhc

le intelligence oi intereft or importance. 
With refpeQ to the^id which England has 
long been endeavoring to obtain on the 
continent for the profecution oi ofisnftte 
wariare againft France, opinion, which is 
all we are iurnifhed with, is extremely va- 
rious and contradi£lory ; we have, howev- 
er copied every article which relates to 
this important fubjed, and mufi leave 
the reader to draw his concluGons from 
them, 

J-PNPON, APRIL 6. 

Difpatches received yefterday from Pe- 
terfburg; are confidently ftated to contain 
intelligence which is the (ubje£l oi much 
uneafinefs to government, and i$ extreme, 
ly different from that underftood to have 
arrived by the Gottenburg mail. They 
were brought by Mr. Parfons. the meflen- 
ger, who was alfo charged with intereft ing 
communications irom the Court oi Stock- 
holm. A very conGderable alteration % iih 
rerpe£l to his becoming a zealous and vig- 
orous co-opeprator in the profecution ot 
hoftilities againft France, is faid to have ta- 
ken place. He it is now afferted, declines 
all decifive or aQive inierfcrerffce in the 
war, and contents himfelt with offeringhis 
afliftance for efTeaing the r^ftoration oi 
general tranquility. No inconfiderablc 
degree oi credit is given to this ftai^ment 
by perfons oi very high political connec- 
tions ; and we underftand that to the fen* 
lation excited by it. is to be attributed the 
deprefEon felt yefterday by the funds. 
Private accounts hrora Petersburg which 
reach to the leth uh. do not ferule to fay> 
tiiat any powerful co-operation on the 
part of Ruflia cannot be cxpefled. 
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^ APRIL 8. 

By the arrival of the Hamburg Mail, we

HAMBURG, APRIL 2. 

*• The clofeft harmony now fubfifts be- 
tween the courts of Pruffia and France, 
and the former is veryafliveiy employed 
in adjufting the difference-between the lai- 
ler and RulTia. Letters from Peterfburgh 
of the 16th ult. even mention that Mop- 
ficur de Novoftizo will fhorily be (ent on 
an extraordinary mi (lion to Paris. Bona- 
parte has^ it is faid, as the price of a recoo- 
ciliacioo, offered to evacuate the £le£lorate 
of Hanover. The number of the French 
croops in the Eleftoraie has already been 
confiderably diminiflied. The great chan- 
ges, however, in the fate of Upper Italy, 
and the critical (late of the kingdom of 
Naples will probably prevent this intended 
approximation. 

"The various regiments latelydrawn 
from the French coaft of the Channel have 
received orders to re-occupy their former 
- poGtions. Every officer and private ab- 
fcnt on furlough have been ordered to join 
ilieir refpeSive regiments, even though 
ttie leave of abfence (hould not have ex- 
pired. All the Generals are alifo to repair 
to their refpefiive ftations on the coafl. 
Maflena is to have the chief command of 
the Army of. England, Angereau that of 
Ireland, and Marmot that of Scotland. 

Berlin letters of the 30th ulr. mention, 
that the Ruflian Ambaflador E^^tr^ordinary 
will quit that city with the anfwer of his 
Pruflian Majedy on the 3rd or 4th inft. 
Both he and his Secretary received as pre- 
fents fnuff-boxes worth 5000 crowns each. 
Geo. Zaftrow is to go as J^inifter Plenipo- 
tentiary and Extraordinary to the Court of 
Peterfburgh/* 

TheBreft fleet confiding of 21 fail.of 
the line and fri;^tes, came out of Breft, 
and anchored in Camaret Bay, where they 
remained 24 hours, and then returned to 
their old Station. They appear to have 
an expedition in view, fome of thetn have 
hay-bags on their quarters. 

The Grand Expedition is on the point 
of failing. Iromenfe auantities of ftores 
have he^n put on board the {hipping, and 
the bfHcers have embarked.

HAGUE, MARCH 22. 

New Batavian Conflitution. — The Le. 
giflative Body affembled to day in a Com- 
mittee of the whole in order to hear the 
reading of the reports of two CommifBons, 
charged with the examination of the propo- 
fition of I he Government of State relative to 
the proje^l of the New Conflitution, and of 
that concerning the railing of three iertns 
of the impbfition of the 9th July, 1804. 
Upon the firft point the committee 4s of o- 
pinion, that the triple propofition ought ^o 
be fanflioned, which propofes, firft, io 
fubmit the propofed conflitution to the aC 
ceptance or the rejeftion of* the Batavian 
people ; 2dly to propofe to them the even- 
tual nomination of M. J. R. Schimmel- 
penninck, as firfl penfionary Counfeltor ; 
3rdly, that both thefe propofitions (hould 
be conformable to the principles of the 
publication of the 14th September, 1801. 
The commifTioners have been led to adopt 
this opinion, principally from the reafons 
detailed in the MefTage of the Government 
of State, which require a change in our 
prefent focial compa£l. Aft^r developing 
the reafons, which are deduced from the 
internal as well as external (ituation of the 
Republic, the CommifTion declares that 
thefe confiderations have produced in thejr 
minds an unanimous convi£lion that in the 
a£lual (ituation of public affairs, the exift- 
ing in (litutions are no longer adequate to 
infure the happinefs of the people, the folc 
obje£lot the focial compaS. 

NORFOLK KAY 6. 

By a Gentlemai. from St. Thomas we are obli- 
gin^y informed of some circumstances respecting 
the defeat of the Haytians before the city of St. Do- 
mingo', by the garrison under command of the brave 
Ferrayid ; who on this occasion it is sa^d displayed 
all the Qualifications of the consummate general, & 
all the nrm intrepidity of real courage. 

When the negro army appeared off the city and 
were in a condition to attack it, a summ'»ns was sent 
to the following purport, Jean Jacques, tbcfirtt 
Emperor of Hayti, to General Ferrand, comman- 
ding a division of the troops of the French Republic. 
-i-As it is inconsistent with the laws and independ- 
ence of the Empire, that any portion of the French 
army should be allowed to remain in the island, 
General Ferrand is summoned to surrender ' the city 
of St. Domingo in twenty four hours ; if at the end 
of that time the city shall not^J^ evacuated, it 
will be delivered to [Sunder, and all the inhabi- 
tants thereof be put to the sword.*^— It bcin^diffi* 



cult to procure any person who would risk the doliv- 
ery of a suitable answer to this demand, the Com- 
mandant ordered thrce'cunnon shot to be levelled ac 
the Black Camp, which conveyed a defiance la 
terms as strong as the pen could have done, and 
doubtless as well undersiood. « 

The action was fought on the ])lain of St. Charles* 
on the 28th of March. The resources not less than 
the courage cf Ferrand and his associates is seen in 
his finding means, with so smalPaiw^tmy, to garri- 
son every part of the city, and to make a sortie a« 
gainst a foe so numerous, so desperate, ard s(l 
insatiable for blocd and vengeance. Seconded by a 
little band of Heroes,hc however,attacked succesive- 
ly, and successively darned, every intrenchment of 
the enemy. His second in command heading the 
attack on the first line received a very severe wound 5 
not discouraged he led them on to the second,whertt 
he received several others : still concealing his situ- 
ation from his compafiions, he conducted them to 
the third, in carr>'ing which he received a mu.sk€t 
ball through the lower viscf ra. of which he almost 
instantly died. From the Spanish troopf but little 
aid was received in the first pf^nial ex\^ageinents« 
with the blacks, but in this decisive one, the pres- 
ence of their commander, whom they loved andiear- 
ed, atumated them to actions which seemed to be 
inspired, by a desire to surpass their French com- 
rades. 

The defeat was complete. 1300 brigands were 
counted dead on the field of battle ; all their amuw 
nition, a large portion of mifitary stores, their maga- 
zhies of provisions, and the military chest and treas- 
tne of the Eraperour, fell into the hands of the vic- 
tor ; whose loss in the battle did not exceed 80 men. 

The fleet of Admiral Messessi (or Minissis) ar- 
rived either on the day of battle or the day succeed- 
ing, but bad not at the time landed any troope. The 
ships did not come to anchor, but after putting the 
aids which they had for the garrison on shore, stood 
out to sea. We understand that the inhabitants of 
St. Donungo have been invited to return < as the 
siege is raised, and the army of Dessalines com- 
pletely withdrawn.

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NE would (uppofe die writer ol 

this line to have been an American, and 
that he meant to charaderiae the crafty 
leaders.of democracy ; fo truly is the like- 
ueft drawn. The wily, turbulent chiet- 
tain who fat for the pifiure, would in all 
probability, ii be were now alive, be one 
of yoQT mbft violent flaming people's nien. 
The fame poticy which centuries ago w- 
khiced men t6 eover their felfiOi defigns 
under the fweeping mantle ot patrlotSfm*, 
would now under like circumftances pro- 
duce a republicaa. The faoie vile fpirit ot 
sahininyr which then infefted every feat ot 
civiti^cattmi, 'is Hill found lurking in the 
abode of man ; ** prowling about our 
fireets/' band in hand with democracy ;-* 
encouvagJBg tl^ weak effbru of infant an- 
archy ; and whifpering rebellion iato the 
ears of a difcontented mob. 

The cpndufi of tliofe now in power, en-

OF the Georgia Miffifrppi Territory, 
the flate of Georgia, by an afl of their le- 
gidature, paffed Jan. 7, 1795, fold about 
twenty-twomHlrdnsffome fay forty mill- 
ions) of acres to four different companies, 
and the purchaiBr money^ a«|iOu«tk^ to 
half a miUion of dollars, a very trifling 
copipenfation indeed for fo large a territo- 
ry, was paid into the treafury of Georgia. 
the original grantees loon ^after 4bld this 
land in fb^rcnM varinwa defcripiions, pntk- 
cipalW to gentlemen in the eailern and 
middle ftates. On the t3th Feb. 179^, 
the fuccee<Jing legiflatv>re. of Georgia paf- 
ftd an aft, decfaring the former " ufurpei 
^"nuHand void ; ami ail the grBiit$\ 
rights and clairts arifing |l|^rfljrorti, ok^nm 
validity or effeft, apd that ibc faid.tei^rvt^x 
ryr was the fole property of the flate. 
This legiflature alfo ordered thst. In , their 
prcfex^ce, aayd^ tboit of ibef ubHe-cfHif^r^

ot the {late, the feveral records, documents 
and deeds, in thft- feveral .poiblic offices^ 
fl»puld be *^ expunged trom^he faces i^M^ 
indexes of the books of record of the ftate ; 
and the enrolled law, or ufurped a£^, pub- 
licly -burnt.** To give greater folemfri^j^ 
to li fcene fo extraordinary, it has ^n 
faid that the law and records, like meuen- 

fers of Ahazlah, were confumed with fire 
rom heaven ; by flames elicited from the 
fun ih his meridian. Whether this a6-^ 
eouot be correfi or sot moll<:ertainly ^ftie 
fun never (hone on a more fingular tran fac- 
tion. Admitting that the members ot the 
l.egiQature of 1795 were interred i;j their 
own grant.as contended by their fucceffors, 
& the terms of the grant furnilb, aftde from, 
other evidence, a ftrong prefumption a- 
gainft iheir intei^rity,yet it cannot be doubt- 
ed that the legiflature of 1797 would have 
the fame riglK to annul the reiciodiogafB 
of 1796, as t\\t legiflature of 1796 pof- 
(effed to deftrpy the grapting aEk ot 
1795 and fo on ad infinitum. Until now 
it bad never be'en ooubted that the fu- 
premelegiflative power of every com^nu- 
nity pofliaffed the power of granting itsi va- 
cant lands ; apd^uch grants had been coa- 
Gdered as pledging the faith oi the commu- 
nity. If they can be refoinded by fuccfce- 
ding legiflaturesor thep^pte th^mfetves, 
public faith is but a name, orlat o^ofta 
fnare tor the unwary. BefiJes it is repug- 
nant to the principles of natural equity 
that a legiflative body ihould (it in judg-! 
ment upon the afls K)f their predeceflbrsT 
and •* datrni tfwm'^«» «vertafting fame,*'' 
unheard'«n$ untoUviQed, Whether or 
not the grant of .1^95 was void on the 
groujid of ccMTupiion, was a judicial and 
and not a legiflaiive queftion. 

The U.S. have always held a claim, or 
preicrided claim to this territory, .1,1 have 
been told that it was the opinion of pne of 
our ablctf politicians that weharii goo^ ti- 
tie ; t)ut this may well be doubted. Many 
proceedings of the geneial gov/t however, 
from time to time, gave.ftrong cplor c>f ti- 
tle to Georgia, if ^hey did not exprejsly re- 
cognize her claims. — and as a principle 
to govern in'this cafe'it is fluted,' thai in 
^^ufts of equity it has beer< 6flrt>liflied 
** that the true owner of \mi (hall be bwuid 
^y a ftle o,f 9 flranger who h^s i)o,title,if |he 
owner fuffer the fale to gO on by an inno- 
cent purchafer, without giving notice of 
brs. title whef> he has it in His' pbw^r ; 
and that the cafe i$ much ilronger agaioil 
tbe owner when he hafgiv^ar<;p|pr<>t.iii^ 
tie to the feller, and ihi^s helped to d^oeive 
the parchafer." The claini of tbe.Uniied 
Staites, however, ts not imfrrediitely con. 
ncfted with the queftion betwfeerr*e' legif- 
lative grantors and the private igranieea of 
Georgia. O'hcr claims of an earljej[ date, 
in favor of other cotnpaiiiej^ in felatiop to 
htids 'Jrt'tthat territ*iVy^ Vxifted"\jpon the 



flpt^ol Georgia ; — ^(he finding herfelfem- 
barrafled by thefe various claims, and tbe 
very (ingular fituation of the bufinefs, ce- 
ded the whole territory to the U. States 
for a very fmall confideration, accompa- 
ilted >Hv|rh: a\ i^btia'al .llipulaubn .that^.the 
U^ Stiit^s ; {bo(k]i Ifipropryiii^, 5;opo;coo 
of acres to fatisfy^the claimanis, at thedif- 
cretiqn of the United States* 

It is a plain principle of law that a fub- 
(eqiietit purchaier (hall avoid a precedent 
pufchkfe on the ground of fraud, but a 
purchafer for valuable. CQnfidei:atioo.-r-lf 
the U. S. are purchafers for a valuable con- 
iiderationi they are purchafers from Geor* 
gia, and they now claim under the title 
of- Georgia. Fet^ If ati y iw l ieve th« the 
claimants of an earlier date than 1795 have 
any juft claian upon the flate of Georgia ; 
the pubhc faith of (fte tfnion mu(t therefore 
b^^Oif(ider^ aa at leaft tamfy: pled^^ito 
appropriate the greateft part of thrSve 
milliohs of acres tor the claimants binder 
tkeafioj 179J. A bUlvpafT^d ihe prelim- 
inary ftages, authori&ne commiflionen to 
fettle with the claimants ^neri^ly, limited 
in their of^etatidns 'to the appropriation of 
tbe five millions of 'acres.

THIS pwfon's name is not yohn H 
Nichols, hut Jonathan Nichols. To the 
writer of this article he is. well known ; 
and, as it is very probable that after this 
cbaflifinem in Boflon, he will feek em* 
ployment in forxK* printing office in the 
middle or Southern fiates it would be well 
to give fome account of him,and to def- 
cribe him fo that no one may be deceived 
by him. 

Jonathan Nichols is a native ol Wil- 
mington, (Mafs.) His father is an honeft 
ind u (Irions flioemaker of that town • Jon« 
athan having taken an inclination to books, 
his father, though he could ill afford it, fent 
biro to Andover Academy, where he con- 
tinued a confiderable time ; till he was de- 
teOed in Uailipgt and was obliged to ab* 
fcond. He fometime afterwards lived 
with a country merchant, from whom he 
ran away ; and in the year '98 came to 
my office, and wifhed to learn the prin- 
tins- ufinefs.Not knowinghischara3er& 
finair>g him of capacity and fchool learning 
fuperior to other boys, I received him and 
had him, bound as an apprentice. — Finding 
him rather inclined to the dodrines of the 
new fchool, and dete&ing him in feverai 
immoralities, I firft attempted to reform 
him by reafoning with him ; after, by 
whipping, but all to no purpofe. In Janu- 
ary '99, be ran away from me : about a 
month after he returned very humble and 
apparently penitent. He did not continue 
long however before he ran away again. 
I advertifed him and expe&ed to hear no 
more of him. In the fummer of 1800, I 
accidentally met him in the ftreet in BaU 
timore — ragged, dirty and penny icfs. He 
told me that after Icavidg me he had enter- 
ed a midfhipfftan on board one of the 
United States' vciTelstben lying at Bofton, 
that he bird been /e/i {[more probably 
whipped and cafliiered] in the W< ft Indies ;

I procured 
htm fome clothes, and a little money, and 
fet him to work : but the next night the 
young phiiofopber was off. 
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In i8o2 being in Bofton, I heard from 
a gentlemin that knew him, that Nichols ! 
had been quite a literary chara£ler, and 
was aboot publiQiing a didionary ; and 
that he had received a very flattering let- 
ter from the fage oi Monticello. OF 
him I heard nothing more till the arrival of 
the lad Boftoh papers. 

Nichols is about 22 years of age. nearly 
g and a hall feet high, of quite a fwarthy 
. complexion, black cyes^ rather funk in the 
bead, and thick, large and very prominent 
)ips« It is thought neceflary thus todefcribe 
him to prevent his finding employment in 
any federal office, where he is not i^nown 
it is roofl likely, .however, that lie will 
feek employment in fome democratic of- 
fice, per naps the Aurora office, to which 
a cottgenialty of moral chara£ler may re* 
commend him. 

It appears by the Bodon papers that this 
Nichols b«s been very a£live with his pen 
in the caufc of democracy and Mr JefFer- 
fon, a writer of handbills, B^c, againd gov- 
ernor Strong, 
Mr. JefFerK>n it feems had the honour of a 
letter from Mr. Nichols. We Ihould have 
been highly gratified with a fight of this let- 
r^r. The letter of Mr. JefFerfon is fo cor-

After some debate, the motion was withdrawA, 
and the house voted that the resolutions of Monday 
should be laid before his majesty, and that the same 
she uld be caried up by the whole house ; and it was 
also agreed that there shouid be no adjournment pn- 
til this communication had been made. 

Mr. Whitbread then gave notice, that after |he 
holidays he would move, that instructions be given 
to the attorney-general to prosecuie Lortl Melville 
and Mr. Trotter, to make them account for thtir 
improper intromission?, with the public money* 

Tuesday Mr. Pitt waited on his majesty at Wind- 
sor, to communicate the imponant result of the 
question in the house of Commons, 'and in conse- 
quence thereof to-teikler Lord Viscount Melville's 
resignation. It was graciously rectived, and it is 
imagined that Mr. ^itt, in his present extremity, 
will recommend even Lord Castlereagh to the situa- 
tion.

The resolutions passed by the House of C<imTOcns 
were presented to his Majesty yesterday by the 
Speaker, and about thirty meroly;rs ; none of those 
who, to give greater solemnity to the proceeding, 
had been so anxious and eager for their being pre- 
sented by xht whole house, neither Mr Fox, nor mr. 
Windham, nor Mr. Whitbread, nor Mr. Gray, at- 
tending. The Speaker left the House of Commons 



in state a little before 4 o'clock- Upon being intro 
ducedtothe King, who was seated on the throne :

He then read 
them aloud and presented them T9 his majesty, whd 
retttrncd a most gracious answer; in which he 
thanked the ComQsons for their care and attention 
to the public interest, and expressed himself to be 
fully sensible of the importance of the resolutions 
^ich they had presented to him. The Speaker 
and members then withdrew. The house of com- 
mons had previously adjourned for a fortnight.

It is said i)Ow» 
too that the politics of the Cabmet of Vienna have 
undergone a change favourable to this country — it 
wQiM be surprising, after the events that have te- 
centiy ocourred» if i£ey had not.

PENNSYLNANIA FACTIONS. 

IT has more than once been mention- 
ed, that we deem it a part oif our duty, as 
public joqrnalifts, to preferve a record of 
the fleps by which we are advancing to a 
fiate of anarchy. In compliance with this 
part ot our duty, we now lay before our 
peaJers a kind ot demi-official denuncia- 
tion of governor M'Kean by the revolo* 
tionary majority of our legiilataTe. By a 
perufal of this extraordinary document, it 
will appear that what has formerly been 
(aid by us of the depravity of the demo- 
cratic taftion, is now unbhifiiiogly ac- 
knowledged. This legiflative caucus de* 
clare, that when they trumpeted the virtues 
and patriotifm ot M'Kean, and made him 
governor of the ftatje, they were guilty of 
wilful falffaood, knowing that he did not 
pofTefs the virtues and patriotifm which 
t^y afcribed to' lum ; and that they fup« 
ported his pretenfioos merely becaufe they 
hoped he would prove fubfervient to tlieir 
fadious projefis. Their difappointment 
in this particular is the avowed caufe of 
their prefent proceedings. 

Without taking part with -either one Or 
the other oi^hofe bfiions, wbofe furious 
contentions begin to threaten the political 
exifience ot the^ commonweakh, it is our 
intention to make fuch comments upou tlic 
paffing events as fhall illuflrate the found- 
nefs ot the political principles which wo 
have all along endeavored to maintain^ and 
fuch as fhati be calculated to warn other 
fiates, not yet fo deeply involved in the 
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vortex ot democracy, ot the dangers which 
awaii ihem, if they parfue thecourfe which 
we have marked out, by giving up the man- 
agement of public aSairs to men who feek 
to promote, not the general good, but the 
fiKcers of a profligate fafiioa.

Resolved, 
Thai D. Mitchell, H. Feiguson, and N. B. Boi- 
leau, be a committee to draught an address to the 
people of Pennsylvania^ and report a draught 
thereof to-morrow evening. Thursday evening 
the following address was reported and unani-. 
noosly aCP^ ta :— 

TO THE

The Addrefs of a numerous meeting of 

both Uoufes of Ajfemhly. 

FRIENDS AND FELLOW-ClTiaUNS, 

OCCURRENCES, painful in theof.* 
fe1veff,noi wholly onforefeen, but which an 
•invariable modccation, on the part of your, 
reprefentatisret in the general aflembly, 
ought to have prevented, reduce ut to the 
neceflity of addrefling you at the clofe of 
the prefect feflion of the iegiflarure. The 
neceflity is painful ; but, as thecaufe has 
JQcreafed in aggravation, in proportion as 
the aflenbly has displayed patience and 
forbearance, there appears to us no aher- 
native between an immediate appeal to you, 
or an abandonment of your rights and the 
refpect due to your reprefematives. Prin- 
.ciples and not men, were the foundations,, 
on which American independence was ef- 
'tabliihed — Principles and not men have 
been the oine&s of conteft, ever fince, be. 
tween the ieveral parties which have arif- 
en under our government ; but we are now 
brought to a point, when it is to be determi- 
ned by the publick fufiraffe, whether men 
felting at defiance the'wifhesof the people 
and 4be principles oireprefentativegovern- 
menty (hall govern Pennfylv^ia. 

Your political cootefts, in 1797, 1798, 
1799, and 1800, were for the e^ablfhrnent 
of free government ; for a time the end 
you propofed, promifed to be attained ; 
and though particular deviations from your 
wifhes were perceived, you were willing 
to make allowances . (or human infirmity. 
At the clofe of the adminiftration of the 
late.goverjiory our political affairs had| by 



peculiar eircumftances and habits of that 
gentleman, been involved in {^rplexity 
and danger-^his pliant temper was abu- 
fed, to the detriment of the State ; but 
your declared rights were not^ openly vio- 
latedt nor were your reprefentatives infult* . 
ed; the recolledion of his revolutionary 
fervtces, and your habitual moderation o- 
verlobked his infirmities, until they had 
involved the commonwealth in danger, 
and adually brought on a political crifis 
in this State. The federal government 
was feated in your principal city — and an 
ariftocracy (oAered by the members of that 

frovernment; — your alTemblies were af- 
ailed by the flatteries, the feduSions and 
intrigues of the arillocracy, and by the 
influence of a foreign mercantile body, 
which laboring to contaminate, cohftant- 
ly affitated your Legiflature : if they 
could not (educe the State reprefentatives 
into afts fubvcrfive of public right, they 
fruflrated meafures of real utility and. 
neceffity ; until the republicans were 
thrown into a (late of dtforganization, by 
all thefe various caufes, and the unftable 
and temporifing condu^ of the Sute Ex- 
ecutive. 

The people of Pennfylvania at length 
aroufed, (aw with apprehenfion, this pow. 
erfui combioatiott of interefts and mfhi. 
ence, oppofed to their profperity ; and 
every remedy which the experience of 
years and Che fagacity of firong minds 
pointed out, was deemed precarious, or 
prefented only a choice ol difBculties ; 
yot) did not know your firength, and \ht 
want of ttiat knowledge produced an un- 
certainty which was, m efiefi, the fame as 
the want of power. 

It became neceflary to make a choiee 
of fome chara3er for governor. That 
moderation, which has ever been the pe^ 
culiar virtue of reprefentative government 
although very often the caufe of its mif- 
fortunes, reauired on this occafion that all 
private conCiderations (bould give way, in 
order to refcue the commonwealth from 
its prefent evils and impending dangers ; 
the people at large bad a lively feofe of \ 
their fituation \ predjudices and prepofTef- ; , 
fions, which had been employed with too 
much fuccefs to keep the deceived in fub- 
jeftion, were now (haken off; a com- 
mon defire to lay afide partial feelings, 
for the promotion of the general caufe, 
prevailed, and produced an unanimity 
which (leadfaflly purfued, overcame all 
refiftance, and appeared to place there- 
publican inftitutioos upon their natural 
foundations. 

At the meeting of a few decided and 
influential men, to whom the feledion of 
a candidate for the office of Governor 
was tacitly referred, feveral gentlemen 
were brought into view from diflTcrent 
parts of the (late* On the firft nomina- 



tion, Thowas M'Kean had the leaft fup. 
port ; many of ibofe who had aflembled, 
wetT apprehenfive that his auficriiy and 
ariftocratical habits would render him un- 
fuitable for the chief magi ftrate of an un- 
oftenutious people ; they faw in him a 
man of (frong mind, biaflcd^ by a bigoted 
attachment to a panicotar clafs of men, 
confirmed by years of profeffional con- 
temion and domination in courts of law : 
addrefs and management were then feen in 
motion. Thofe who advocated his eleQion, 
laid much ftrefs upon the torrents of abufe 
tb^t bad been lavifbed upon him by the 
(federal party, in the infolence of their af* 
cendancy : they infifiedon the imponance 
of a charader, capable of vigour and de. 
cifion, in trying times ; but there were 
others who apprehended that that vigour 
of charafier which had already on many 
^cafions exhibited a *• vigour beyond the 
Azo;," might, at fome fmure day, be di. 
reQed againfl thofe to whom he fliould 
Aen owe his elevation. Pramifes , to the 
extent of the publick hopes, were given in 
return for thefe forebodings ; and, to give 
them firength, an early opportunity wai 
taken to draw from him a fpecific engage- 
ment ; to confirm thofe who had doubted 
and toalTure thofe who had confided, 1^1 
M'Kean took occafion to hurl at the heads 
of" traUors, tories\ refugees, andapofatt 
whigs** a fulmination, which exceeded 
the expefiations of the republicans, and to 
which ihey filently fubmittcd, under the 
impreffion^. that, it fixed an eternal and 
impaflable barrier between him and the 
adversaries of popular government. 

Dilpofitions fo frank and generous, nst* 
urally overlooked inferior confiderations ; 
the fame temper in its Lrdoor, was op^nto 
alTurances and promifes — delivered with 
plaufible earneftnefs, prcfled with dexter- 
ity and untiied zeal. 

In a word it u^as held that divifion on 
this occafion wouhi be more predjudirial 
tbaii any confequences that cbuki reftt(< 
from Mr. M'Kean's elefiiqn, and be was 
taken up and ele£f ed by the great body of 
the farmers of Pennfylvania, in oppoli- 
tion to the whole influence of the federal 
government, the mercantile interefts^ 
and of all that were 'ariftocaatical or dif- 
pofedto introduce a (yAem fubveifiveof 
freedom. 

During the three firff years, excepting 
in an ungracious diftribution. of public of- 
fices and emoluments among hjs relatives 
and j}er(ijins connefledwiih them,in various 
ways^Mr. M'Kean's adminiftration,' prom* 
ifed, upon the wliole, to be beneficial 10 
t be (late ; but fooo after his re-eleftioo, in 
1803, dtfpofitions and afFociations* which 
were not to be' reconciler*, either with del- 
icacy or with the fuppofed feverity of bis 
cbarafter, excited apprehenfions of evils 
which have fince been realized. 
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Motives, which «re not yet publicly ex* 
plained, aod which do not.belqpg to us to 
difca^t, upon thif occafioiit foon produced 
an amtcaole and intimate aflociation be. 
tween him and his former libellers ; a clr» 
cumfiance that would not merit notice, 
were it not cocvjil with an oppofite^emper 
ot difrerpeCl and indecorum towards the 
members oi the l^giQ^ture ; his name was 
employed as the patron of political difor* 
ganization unchecked by him, ^altho* pro- 
ceeding from officers immediately appoint* 
cdbyhifii, and paid by the people : the 
independence ot the legiflature, tho' dis- 
played with equanimity, was treated %^th 
dittant fullennefs and private yirulence ; 
ifbilft thofe, who had foxmerly calumnia- 
ted» and had now become his flatterers, 
were the auditors sknd the exulting reporters 
#[ thefc diftrefling truths to an infulted 
poUic. 

Thefe operations proceeded hand in hand 
with the formation of a third party through- 
out the ftate, and if we may credit appear- 
ances, throughout the United States. A 
ticket, formed by the officers of executive 
sppoimment, and coropofed ot a mixture 
ot time-ferviog republicans and noted ied- 
eralifts« was dtfinbuted from the govern- 
or's coach by two ot thole officers, wlio 
accompanied him, and daily held him up 
as a patron of iaQion, This atten^pt was 
iruftrated by the force ot popular fuffh^e,

Ttefe firft open overtures of difaffec- 
tioa to the wiflies ot the people and to the 
principles upon which he had been plac^ 
in the ftation ot greateft honor and pat.

ceeded by others, calculated to fpread 
difcord more extenfivety or to provide 
forjbnu projeS not avowed* TIxe officers 
of executive appointment very generally, 
(although not all fo bafe) have tor nearly 
two years paft, denounced the tried and 
genuine friends of the people as anarchifis, 
iHmovaiers^ diforganizers and jacobins — 
and at tl)e fame time preached up cxecu- 
Hve perfeQions and moderation ! When 
public opinion was agitated in various parts 
of tlie ftate, laft year, the fame men, who 
denied the exiftence ot any third party, 
beM correfpondence with the difcontented 
and encouraged them ; promifes ot the 
executive promotion were held forth as 
baics for difaSedion ; and thofe, whowere 
afttng in the work of diiorder, were m- 
ffru£led to clamour dibrganization againfi 
tfaoTe whom they attacked ; but, after af- 
foming various maiks, they have at length 
unfolded themfelves by a notorious aAof de* 
ception, in holding torth the name of a 
venerable patriot as their leader— a vene- 
rable patriot, who difclaims an aflociation 
under the fpecious name of ** Conftitution- 



al Republicans^*' the a£UftL*BiP ^^ re- 
pugnant to the confiittiiilpreTF. 

Such fellow-citizens.^Rbeen the vary- 
ing afpeB ot political afl'^trs, from the 
nomination ot Tliomas M'Kean to the pre* 
lent time ; in 1799, you ele3ed him un* 
der the impreffion of his being 9i friend to 
the people ; you now find him inf^ilting 
you and your refwefentatives, and becom- 
ing the real head oj a fad ion. 

A review of bis adminiftration, will 
prove that what %ve here aflert is not decla- 
mation ; but a relation ot fafts, tooferious 
not to prodiice fenfations painful and bit- 
ter, to every friend of republican govern- 
ment.

Be it enacted by the people oj the State of ^<rw- 
Torkt repretented in Senate ondastembly. That when, 
ever the mayor, recorder and commonalty of the 
city of Hudson shall appropriate the city -hall erect- 
ed in the sud city, as a coort-house for the said 
county of Columbia, and shall appropriate for the 
use of the said county the lot of ground whereon 
the said city-hall is erected, bein'tf one hundred and 
fifty feet in front on Wamren-strcet, and one hun- 
dred and fifty feet in rear from Fourth-street to 
Cherry-alley, and also another lot opposite thereto, 
being one hundred and ten feet in front on Warren- 
street, and extending at right angles thence one hun- 
dred and twenty feet to prison alley, and also the 
s6m of 2,000 dollars to be paid by the said mayor, 
recorder, aldentian and commonalty of tlic said 
ci:y, into the treasoty of the said county, it shall 
and may be lawful for William Willsoo, Jacob Ford, 
Thomas Jcf kins, Benjamin Birdsall and Nathaniel 
Green, or kny three of them, who are hereby ap- 
pointed tommlssioners tor rt>c purpose, to superin- 
tend the wpairing of the buikihig so to be appropri-

ty, as they or a major part of them may deem ivo- 
per. 
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And be WPBfaejttMrfe:/, That as soon as the s:ud 
cit>'-haU ofihe ^^MHl of Hudson shall be suffi- 
ciently repaired fcr^Biiccommcdation of courts of 
justice and the said gaol suHicienrlv completed for 
the safe keeping of prisoners, of wnich five weeks 
previous notibe shall be given by the said commis^ 
sioners, or any three of them, in one or more ofihe 
public news-papers printed in the said county of 
Columbia, the said ciry-haU and gaol shall be the 
court-house 8c gaol of the said county, 8c the courts 
of general sessl ns of the peace, and the coiffts 
of common pleas for the said county shall there* 
after be held in the said feourt-house ; and that all 
writs and process previously issued and returnable, 
shall be returned at the said court-house, in the said 
city of Hudson ; and that no proceeding of tlie said 
courts shall be affected or discontinued by the re- 
moval of the said courts from the said place where 
they are now held to the court-house in the said 
city of Hudson ; and it shall and may be lawful 
for the sheriff of the said county, und he is hereby 
authorised to conamit and remove the prisoners in 
his custody, as well upon ctiminal as civil {>rocess, 
to the said $aol in the city of Hudson, and such 
commitment or removal shall in no wise be deemed 
an escape against such sheriff : Prowded alvtayt.

CIRCULAR LETTER, 

FROM TRB 

HON. MATTHEW LYON. M. C. 

TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

WASHIKGTOV, UkRfiH 4^ 1805. 

THE time for which the eighth congress was cho- 
sen, in which I have been honored wiih a seat by 
the free suffrages of my fellow citizens of the first 
eon^ressional district in Kentucky, having expired, 
and the second session closed last <evening,agr^eably 
to my promise, and what I considered my dvty, I 
now give you a summary account of the procediiigs 
of that session, the first part of which has been dluJl, 
formal, <{tiiet and unimportant ; the middle turbu- 
lent and boisterous : the last ahnott wholly occupied 
by the trial of judge Chaic. 

It behof es me to explain myself with regard to 
the transactions of the middle part of the session, 
by the following narrarive. 

In the year 1795, the government of the state of 
Georgia sold to certain companies, 35,000,000 of a* 
cres of their western lands, received the price agreed 
on, and gave ample conveyance o(<hfi property, on 
the faith of which the first purchasers sold to second 
purcha&erit, they to others, snd so oa*

A wtciedidg legislature, in 175$, it seeing did not

The subject of the compromise was accordhigly 
brought forwaidin the iesiion'of rhe eighth congress, 
fortlie Iw'jjifllativ© sancti :n.(a5 I cp!T»5i4ered) under 
the most favorable auspices. . I felt deeply imeiest- 
ed in the compromise, not tViat I ever bought, sold or 
«^ne4 a foot of the land, or even expected to own 
any of it, but I loibked. fortpard with pleasure to the 
time when. by thi^ coip^romisc, ^vtry objection to 
the extingnislMpegt of the Indian title would be re- 
mpv^d, a>id theVountry lying between the district I 
represent, a> well as oirfTieighbortng state of Ten- 
nessee, a»d the waters^ of the Alabiunar, the Tom- 
higbee, and the otl^ier riven running into th^ Mobile 
bay, mi^ht be r« 'led and pur country by that means 
have a new and more convenient channel and course 
of comm^rcethan any the now has; I know of no 
•bjeetion so Important to the peof>le of the Western 
Country generally, as tlfe settlement and population 
of this contested territory, not only on the score t last 
mentioned, but because the road from Natches to 
KasliYile).fbr juesur 400 miles lies thro' it, that load an 
which all our people must pass who return t»y land 
after carrying down to New-Orleans and Natches 
the produce of the labor of the people of Tennessee, 
Kcntacky, Ohio, and tht western parts of Virginia 
and l^ennsy)vanla, where ma«y of them are robbed, 
some mur^lered, and all.hav« to suffer hunger, and

eloquence prevailed in favor of a postponement un- 
til the then next aession.

. gain revived ia the house of representatives by an 
application on the part of the" claimants for a law 
to be passed, authorising a trial on the merits of the 
claim t they at the same time declared that they 
would be satisfied with any rea&onable compromise. 
This application was, on the motion of the same Mr. 
Randolph, referred to the committee of claims, they 
reported in favor of a compromise ; that leport pas- 
sed through the committee of the whole house with 
little or no 0[>position, I fancied we were going to 
get through with this perplexing businessin an easy 
way, honorable and satlsfactoyy to the nation. In 
this I was extrettiely disapjiointed. Mr. Randolph, 
in his ppposition, added to th? seal, oratqry and el- 
oquence he manifested the year befoi:e, viruiencc, in- 
vvcttxe, petulence and calumny, PECULIAR TO 
HIMSKl.F, sttch as mever could bare been countenan- 
ced in the national btmte of representatives in any man 
viho was not favored by party prejudice, partiality and 
local atfachment : he has been al/mictl to rcftct 
ifiost se\nfrely on the fecretary of state, the secretary 
of the treasury, and the attorney -general : he has 
b©en rtif<rB/cd to charge the house of representatives, to 
their face with an irtent to comniit the most auda- 
cious and flagrant ro6')ery. He has charged the head 
of one of the departments of the govnmment with 
corruptiftg the members, and one of the members 
of the house with attempting to corrupt another : 
when that officer called for an investigation of the 
charge, Mr. Randolph's friends, as if to screen him 
from the odium that mu*t be attached to such un- 
founded ckargtf, opposed x^tinvektt^ionteqn^stcd 
by that officer, and the membeif who was your repre- 
senta.tive. 

On no subject has there been more pains'iaken, 
by infiarnatory speeches, ^ecoaMa/krn toasts, and/^- 
r;^* newspaper publkmtions' to mislead the public 
mind, than on the Georgia claims. It seemed to be 
intended to represent the maj jrity of congress as a- 
bout to gpve way to a parcel of unprincipled specu- 
lators a whole region, a large section of the United 
States, a property of great national consequence, 
while the truth is, the majority of congress, for the 
peace and honor of the nation, have been willing to 
suffer a set of men (rtwutiy frem the eastern states, 
who, if they are speculators, have always promoted 
the settlement of every country they have been coi)- 
cerhcd in, by settling it, not wi^h poor wretched 
tenants, but with those who own the soil and tjll it 
withindastry) to hold about one eighth of aproper-

i ^ they hone^ly pufchlsed andpaid for long before 
the United States had any claim to it ; a* purchase 
the United States made without paying a cent for 
it, or being obliged to pay, but out of the avails of 
the sales of the same property ; a purchase madie 
wit^ an avowed intention of making the comprom- 
ise. « 

Th« tumult occasioned by the violence of the n:i- 
hority who opposed the compromise, aided by a^de- 
temntnadon to attend in a body and hear the trial of 
Judge phase, is the Senate chamber, has caused a 
postponement of this important business. It has 
aot been done, as last year, by vote of the house. 
On e^ry vote leading to the merits of tfae.qiKstion 
there has been a decided majority for the comprom- 
ise, and the bill for that^urpose has given way only 
to the bills generally agreed upon to be necessary or 
indispeivsibte. 

In my circular letter hs^year I observed, «I 
have never been so well convinced of the benefit cf 
a second deliberate and collective branch of the le- 
gislature as in the course of the last session. The 
calm, temperate reflection of the senate, h^ In 
many respectsi, checked the progress of sentiments, 
which, if adopted, would have hjsen dofgerotu to ' 
the nation." I now repeat my confidence in the 
senate, notwithstanding the attempt at the proS' 
tratixm of their Lndtpauknce* ^ the introduction 
of a resolution for altering the constitution, in a 
late nocturnal session of tl\e house of representa- 
tives. The alteration I mean would autlliorize the 
state legislatures to recal the senators at pleas- 
ure. This cesdation is referred to the-next session, 
aiid is another eviderce of "the improper ascendency 
o£ rash ?LTid capricious leuder$ disappointed in their 
vengeancct have had over inexperieiice and honest tub* 
mtssion, under the name of ADH£R£NCE TO 
PARTY. I was one of those who voted for the 
impeachment of Judge Chase, in all its stages ; it 
was, however, my duty to submit to the decision of 
the senate ; a constitutional number of that body ac- 
quitted liim s 1 acquiesce. It was a question of great 
moment. Had tJbcy declared him guilty, I should 
have acquiesced with the same cheerfulness. This 
Vesolntion for the amendment of the coustitut ion was 
PROFESSEDLY TO PUNISH THE SENATE 
for having, according to tiieir solemn oath, given 
the judgment their tonsctence dictated.

LETTER 7. 

THE firft of Mr. Randolph's refolu-* 
tioni refpefling the Georgia claims is in the 
following words. 

Rejolved, That the flate of Georgia 
were at no time invelfed with the power 
of alienating the right of foil pcfff-fled by 
the good people of that ftutc in and to the 
vaVant territory of the fame, but in a right- 
ful manner and for the general good. 

Thih is not objeaionable as an abftraft 
propofjiion : bui it needs the adHi;"on pro- 
pofed bv Mr. Lvon, viz.— •*'<?/' which 
ftich Ugijlatures (the ftate legiflatnresi of 

Georgiajar^ the conftitutiona! judges,'" 

They, and not congrefs are the conftiiu- 
tional judges of the extent of their own 
powers. ^ 

Second Refoluiion. — That u]jen the 
governors of any people fhail have betray- 
ed the confidence repofcd in them, and 
(hall have exercifed that authority wirh 
which they have been invefted for tbe 
general welfare to promote their own pru 
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vate en^s, under the bafeft motives, and to 
the public detriment^ it is the inalienable 
right of a people, thus circumftancedt to 
revoke the authority thus abufed, to re- 
fume the rights thus attempted to b6«barr 
tered, and to abrogate the a£l thus endeav- 
oring to betray them. 

It was propofed by Mr. Lyon to amend 
this refolution in fuch a manner as^hat it 
fliould not juftify a violation ot public 
faith ; and every honeft man ought to be 
oppofed to it without fuch a qualification. 

Third refolution. — ^That it is in evi- 
dence to this Houfe that the afi ot the legiJT- 
latareof Georgia.pafled on the 7th January, 
1795, entitled, &c. was pafTed by perfons 
under the influence of grofsjnd palpable 
corruption, praQired by the grantees of 
the lands attempted to be alienated by the a- 
forefaid a&, lending to enrich and aggran- 
dize, to a degree almofl incalculable, a 
few individuals, and ruinous to the pub- 
lic intereft* 

Congrefs have no power to receive evi- 
dence of the corruption of a (fate legifla- 
ture, or to afi either as accufers or judges 
in fuch a cafe. 

Fourth refolution. — ^That the good 
people of Georj^, imprefTed with general 
indignation at this aft of atrocious perfidy 
and unparalleled corruption, with a prom- 
titude of decifion highly honorable to 
them, did, by the aft of a fubfequent le- 
^flature, pafled on ttie lath day of Febru* 
ary,x796, under circumftances of peculiar 
folemnity, and finally Tanftioned by the 
people, who have fubfequently engrafted 
It on their conftitution, declare the pre- 
ceding aft and the grants made under it in 
tliemfelves null and void ; tliat the faid aft 
Ihould be expunged from the records of 
the flate and publicly burnt ; which was 
accordingly done ; — provifion, at tl>e fame 
time being made, lor reftoring the preten- 
ded purchafe money to the grantees, by 
whom, or by perfons claiming under them, 
the greater part of the faid purchafe money 
has been withdrai^n from the treafury of 
Georgia. 

Congrefs have no more power to juftify 
the legiflattifre of 1796 than they have to 
condemn thlt of 1795. 

JFV//A rejolution. — That a fibfequent 
legiffature of an iadivijual flate has an un- 
doubted right to repeal any aft of a pre- 
ceding legifl^ture, prov!de4.^fuch repeal 
be not forbidden by the conftitution of 
fuch ftate of of the United States. 

^ fucceeding legiflature has no power 
to repeal ^ Uw of a preceding one, by 
which the public faith was pledged, al- 
though the coniditiitioo may foe Qlent on 
the fubjeft. 

Sixth re/o/utio».r^Th^t theaforefaid aft 
of the ftate of Georgia (tlie refcinding aftj 
was forbidden neither by the conftitution 
of that flate, nor h^ that of tt)e pnjted 
States. 



This (^%refs has no right to fay ; and 
if they do fay if, it amounts to nothing. 

Seventh refolution, — ^That the claims ot 
perfons derived under the aforefaid aft 
(the eorrupt afi)of the 7th Jan. 1795, are 
recognized, neither l>y any compaft l>c. 
tween the U. S. and the ftate of Georgia, 
nor by any aft of the federal government. 

Tfiis is not true in faft upon a candid 
conftruftion of the inftruments alluded to, 
and a view of all the circumftances of the 
cafe. At ieaft it appears fo to me ; to 
the honorable mover of the refolutions it 
appears diiferently. 

Eighth Refolution. — ^Therefore refolv- 
ed,that no part of the five millions of acres 
referved for fatisfying and quieting claims 
to the lands ceded by the ftate ot Georgia 
to the U. S. and appropriated by the aft 
of congrefs pafled at their laft feffion, 
ought to be appropriated to quiet or com- 
penfate any claim, derived under any aft, 
or pretended aft of the fbte of Georgia,paf- 
fed, or alledged to have been paffed during 
the year 1795. 

This would be a violation of public 
faith and of every principle ot political 
expediency. By an aft ot congrefs, ap- 
proved March 3, i8a3, a general appro- 
priation is made of the five millions of a* 
cres, and a partictilar courfe is prefcribed 
lor ilie claimants to purfue in the exhibi- 
tion of tlieir claims, in confequence of 
which they have already been fubjefied to 
confiderable ex pence as well as labor. 

The United otates never paid a cent for 
the five millions of acres, and but a mere 
trifle for the remaining part of the territory. 
Nothing can l>e clearer, tlierefore, than that 
it would be expedient to quiet ttie claims. 
But the great objefiions which I havecon- 
ftantly urged to the refolutions are founded 
upon the idea that they are repugnant to 
the conftitution of the United States. 

By the conftitution the flates are inter- 
dified from . paffing laws impairing the 
obligation of contrafts. The aft of 1795 
created a contraft upon the face of it, and 
if it be alledged that the apparent contraft 
was void on the ground of corruption, the 
queftion muft be determined by a court of 
law, and not by a fucceeding ftate legifla- 
ture, or by Congrefs. By one of the firft 
amendments of the conftttiuion, all rhofe 
righu and powers, appertaining to the 
States,and not exprefsly yielded to the gen* 
eral government, arc referved to the flates 
refpeftively, or to the people. The legif- 
lative powers of the flate of Georgia^ alh- 
ded to in thefe refolutions, belong to the 
clafs which has never been given up to the 
Union. Wc have no power therefore to 
make any decifion upon tlieir validity or 
invalidity, or to delineate the fphere or ex- 
tent of their operation. It would be an aft 
of ufnrpatiop« Whatever idea nray be 
I entertained of inquifitorial and cenforial 
! powers, in rrlatioo to other fubje£^s, ther^ 



can be no douI>t tliat thjs would be ao 
aflumption, on the part of Congrefs, bt 
inquifi,toriarand cenforial powers over the 
ftate j^verments. 

Applicable to my conduft in.oppofing 
thofe famous refolutions is the fentimentof^ 
the mover in reference to his able eSbrts in 
fupporting them. «* It will be a fubject 
of never-failing felf gratulation to me that 
I have done fo, av it would have been of 
remorfe had I doncotherwife."

a great number of fbeep and homed caul^ 
I obferved an otd, but vigorous cow, lep« 
arate from the otiiers, and lowing with ber 
head raifed in the air« her ears ereft, and 
fliaking her taiU Surprifed at the noife 
file made, I faated myfelf on the banks of 
a flream, and followed her wherever flie 
went with iny tyc%. After running for 
fbme minutes, the fuddenly flopped in a 
(equeftered fpot and began to ruminate. 
Inquifitive to difcover the caufe I went to 
the place. After going into a pond tp 
drink, fhe came out, and waited on the 
brink for a black Snake, which crept from 
among the bufhes^ and approaching her, 
entwined bimfelf round her legs, and be- 
gan to fuck her milk; I obferved this 
phenomenon two fucceflSve days, without 
informing the herdfinan. The third day 
I acquainted him with it, and he told roe 
that lor fome time the cow kicked at ttie 
approach, of her calf, and that flie could 
not, without dificultv, be compelled to 
fuflPer It to fuck. We took away the 
Snake, which we killed. On the fuc- 
ceeding day the Cow, after in vain wait- 
ing for her fuckling, ran about the mead- 
ow in fuch a manner that tlie lierdfman 
was obliged to fliut her up." Dr. AnfeU 
mi has difcovered that if tlie teats of the 
xcows be wafiied with a decoftion of tobac«i 
CO, the ravages of ihefe extraordinary de-r

emitted fuch foul and putrid exhalations, 
that all ftrangers upon arriving at Madrid 
I were feized with violent head aches, and 
I oftentimes putrid fevers. At laft, for the 
general happineft of the SpaniOi nation, 
and the panicular benefit of Madrid arofe a 
minifter who bad the* goodnefs to attend 
to tbe diflrefTes ol the people, and the faga* 
cily to dtf cover a remedy. — He ot>feived 
that Madrid being an inland city; having 
no trade* but being fupplied with all its 
rprovtfions and neceffariet from other pla- 
ces*. multitudes ci loaded carriages and 
loaded mules every day arrived at the city 
and returned empty tathe places from 
whence they brought their loading ; tak- 
ing advantage of this circumftance he oh* 
tained from the king a decree*- that no car- 
riage or beaft of burthen fhould be per- 
mitted to leave the city which did not car- 
ry away a weight ot fomething or any 
thing to the amount of 2oolb the confe- 
quences was, that in a (hort time* for want 
ot fome other lading, they were obliged to 
carry away the dirt of the flreets ; and 
Madrid from having been as foul and as 
abominable as Dublin, [fays a London pa- 
perjbecame in a (hon time the very clean* 
eft chy in Europe.

I do 
not know that this inflance of the fpider 
has been noticed by any ontological i9K» 
ter, and I infert it here, in confequence of 
having feen in fome periodica! publication 
a very erroneous account ot the origin ot 
the fpidcr*8 threads which are obfcrved 
to pafs from one bufli to another in dewy 
mornings.'*

These sentiments, cf^nnecred with an opinion de- 
pressed, or ra'her held forth as a menace, in his

ooostitmlon into an explanatory edict ;-^and place 
tbe discretion of a judge under tbe pretence afforded 
by conimon law, {jaranipuut to the instituted law, 
the cftn^itiition, and ihc pcple. " 

rhii, friends and feilow citisens, is. Indeed, a 
most jeriou%.S4id affcctu^ relation, which we are, 
aTier long and patient snil'enng, forced to U^' before 
yon— and thfe result is, that you must either exer- 
cise your soflfrages in vuiidicatioji of your rights, or 
prepare to b- w down and worship an aristocracy of 
lawyers and a despotism of judges. 

Aftei'thb accumulation otcompaints, we should 
virish to have done-^but t^p measure of complaint 
Dlrould fail far short o^ the bounds to which duty 
contii^s us at this moment—we shaU therefbi^ 
limit' cnrselves to a few further particulars. 

In the same spirit, of professional insolence, that 
has prevailed at the Uar aiul on the bench of this

The execiitrve hai not cveh deigned to make any ~ 
communication iu reply ; he has assigned no rea- 
sons fo» iiis neglec: of omission fii duty ; andi^n 
this, as on many similar addresses, for the remov- 
al of justices of the peace, against whom enquiries 
had been insti uted inconsequence of petitions from 
various parts of ^c s are, we remain wholly unin- 
formed, and the pe-»i>lc who petitioned unredressed 
We liavc seen him emjiloying the whole weight 
ot his opinion, and the inBueuce of the officers of 
his afpoirtTment, besides an interference wirh pri- 
vate citizens, to procure the extrication of three 
judges of the supreme court from an impeachment, 
who had uad-rr colour of the common law, ex- 
ercised I he most daring tyranny and violated the 
constitution and laws of the state. 

And. ye-, this is not all— not content with disre- 
garding the wishes of the people, for whose hap- 
p.ne^s the government is established i not content 
with resist ng the immense majorities of the le 
gislatu^e, on various qjestions, and in / greater 
numbeis of instances ihan any governor tliat pre- 
ceded him, even uader the regal government when 
governors were wholly indef^ident of the people — 
he has de cetided to a course of conduct towards the 
ligisUiure. individually and gcnetally, of which 
there is no examp|f---hc has spoken of them m 
language tht most opprobrioo-» and vulgar— the 
lea»t assum.ngand most re^pecable members who 
have waiied upoa hii&i on public btt&ioci>ft at how a 



early, reasonable, and convepienn *have been treat- 
ed by him with indignity and insmt. 

Whilst meastn«s of this ektnw^rdirary nature 
have been pursued in public, and conddct so ir deco- 
rous in private, towards the members cf the same 
government, chosen by the same peojile. for a 
comnion pur])06e. to promote the hajjpiness of the 
great body of the community~we have seen the ex- 
ecu ive magistrate surrounded by sycophants and 
adulators, and ecoorted into the body of the legis- 
lature by men whose pens and purses were used in 
his vilification ; men, who displayed towards him 
the same hostile carriaj^e and acrimonious asperity 
that they now direct agahist the representatrves of 
the people as a passport to his confidence, and as tlie 
means of destroying the respectability of republi- 
can government through the medium of his intem- 
perance and violence. / 

Since his reelection he seems to have concerted a 
systematic opposition to the people, and determined 
to frustrate tis much as in his power, every attempt 
made by th€ legislature to correct ^he errors inciden- 
tal to htmrtan society \ to defeat every mearure tak- . 
en to render the the judiciary competent to the due 
ends ot sound justice without sale, denial, or delay ; 
and in numirpus instances the interests and wishes 
of the people have been sacrificed to promote those 
of a comparative!) small number wh- subsist by the 
abuses cf legal proceedings, to the prejudice of the 
honest, the in4ttstriotis,a»d virtuous of the com« 
monity. 

To a system of adnoanistration like this none but 
men, prepared lor sobjeaion to a tyrant could sub- 
mit t nor can countei»ain:e be given to it by any 
man wHo entertains tbe least regard for civil liber* 
ty, the leaftt respect for himself, or vho is solicit- 
ous tor the bappHiess of future generationa 

Under circumstances, such as these, fellowcitl. 
zens, we shoi^ld be treacherous to you, and dvsho - 
oured in otn* own eyes, were ^a^e to recommend him 
for your suffrages at the next electioa^To use his 
Own lai-riiage, *» it would be putting a dagger in tbe 
hand c«f an assassin," to reinstate a man who has 
nt warded }otur suffrages with ingratitude, and your 
forbearance, with indignity, conteinpt, and defiance. 
There is no alternative but to renounce tbe man cr 
Reptiblican pn'nciplest for both are not to be reconci- 
led : he has deserted you — ^he has deserted the prin- 
cipled, which carried liim in triumph into honor and 
trust-^and taken refug. where he is neither venera- 
ted nor beloved— adding to the list of apostates an 
-example to be "deplored— bm which cannot be com* 
xmserated wiih so much experience before him. 

After the most se riuus deliberation, after weigh- 
ing with anxiety and patient reflection all that was 
likely to be the result of every course of |>toceeding 
which might \ye adopted on this c-ccasion ; and con- 
scious that nor to resist now would be to encourage 
tyranny hereafter — and that it were better to perihh 
at once than to be degraded under-the name of free- 
dom — we have resolved to recommend for your suf- 
frages, a citizen whose character and conduct, in 
every relation in life, put reproach at defiance, and 
render him worthy of the Votes of a plain and vir- 
tuous people — We recmmend to ycu, for the of^ 
ficc of Governor, for the next three years, SIMON 
SNYDER, of Northumberland couniy— a man of 
probity, of excelient Education, of 8oimd» strong, 
and .discriminating understanding, of unassuming 
manners, whose morals and political conduct are 
uniinp<nichable, and who fcr mt>rethan fifteen years 
of public life has been distinguished for firmness and 
innexibte integrity. , 

With such a roan for your governor—a farmer, 
honest, upright, and the persevering advocate of 
the rights of tbe people in the worst of times, we 
have every reasonable ground to hope that the prin- 
ciples of the government wiU be established in prac-* 
tice, as well as theory, upon foundations that are 
not t«f'be shaken, and to the consummation of the 
only end of legitimate government, the peace, pro*. 
t>ertty9 aad happiness of {he people.

PENNSYLVANIA POLITICKS, 



We have been waiting fomc days to 
fee what remarks the friends o\ governor 
M'Kean anaong the democrats would make 
upon the queer ftories which our good re- 
publican & patriotic legiflaiure have been 
telling about him ; but as they leem to Teel 
no inclination to the laft, we muft e'en 
make iome for ourfelves ; and in the firft 
place we remark that their addrefs dil- 
lers from moft ^democratic produftions 
which we have had^the honor of peruGng, 
inafmuchasit contains a ^reat deal ol truth ; 
and fecondly, that it very nearly refemblcs 
all other democratic produSion^^, inafmuch 
as it contains a great deal ofabfurd incoQ- 
fiftency, and contradiSion. 

Now, as to the truth* we cannot but 
dwell upon it with peculiar fatisiadion»i)e- 
caufe whe^: coming from this fource it ap. 
pears not only in a^l its native beauty, but 
with M the additional charm of novelty. 
We cannot, however, rankiinder this head 
the introduQory remarks, in which our Ic- 
glflators compliment themfelves upon their 
•* invariable moderation,** their exempla- 
ry •• patience and forbearance** and 
their declaration that *' principles and not 
men are the ohjeSs of their centers. '*^^An 
this is juft fuch fluff as we can always find 
in abundance in the Aurora, and other pa- 
pers of the fa£kion, we pafs it over, and 
proceed to the accouBt Mrhich they give of 
Mr. M*Kean*8 original nomination to the 
office which he at prefent holds. They 
ftate it in the following manner, 

<* At the meeting of a few decided and 
influential men, to whom the fele^ion ot a 
candidate for the offtcc of governor was ta- 
citly referred, feveral gentlemen were 
brought into view from diflferen^ parts of 
th« ftate. On the Rrft nomination, Thom- 
as M^KrAN had the leafl fupport : many 
of thofe who, had afTemblcd, were appre- 
henfive that his AUSTERITY and AR-

A mafs compofed of fuch in- 
congruous materials, it was not to be ex- 
pefted, could long be firm and united $ 
nor has it been. It has been broken and 
the rude cialhiog of its divided parts is 
now agitating onr country. 

It has been freqevtiy obferved, that the 
Demclcrats, bow that they are divided are 



mora raocoroaa towards each other, than 
they ever were towards the Federaltftr, 
This is a faft and may eafity be accounted 
for. If it could be predicated ot thoft, 
who are immediately united oaly for the

Sbine have 
been rewarded ; all could hot be. Thofe, 
who arc not, now find that ihey ^wcre toola 
and that they are treated as fuch ;> thfy 
therefore feel mortified atnl adgry. Their 
angfef is heightened by the Veiefiion that 
their labor has beau In vhinj^ that they bava 
made themfelves the obje&s ^f^hecontempl 
and abhonmce of all good teettiono^ur* 
pofe. Once miore. Thofe who are in pew* 
er, now tbil theyb^l^e lafted itrfwcets^ 
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feel a more lively aficCkion for it, than 
they betore did ; and the fear oi having 
ibeir hopes of. a further promotion blafted 
and of loGng what they already have, 
goads them almoft to madnefs. 

What the ifl\je,ot the, prefcnt conten- 
tions will be, i| uncei^iain ; it certainly 
however will be wifdom in the Federalifts 
to remain at reft. Whilft they were fuffi- 
ciently ftrong to be formidable, the fears 
ot the Democrats kept them united ; but 
BOW that their viftory is complete and the 
fpoils are to be divided, their ambition 
and avarice irrefiftibly impel them to dif- 
tinion. If ever truth is to be again tri- 
umphant, they themfelves will be the 
caufe of it. They know each others char- 
, afters thoroughly ; they therefore are the 
SBoft able and fuitable to exfK>fe them.

* TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

THE conSitution of the United States 
is the moft illuftrious monument ot human 
wifdom that has exifted in any age or na- 
tion. It combines energy with liberty ; 
the great defideratum of the moft cefebra^ 
ted flatesmen of ancient and modern times. 
— The pro^i&on of the Conftitution which 
renders attainable fuch amendments as time 
'and experience may require, is one of its 
moft eflimable chara/^eriftics. But an in. 
firument fo facred fhould be toucfied with 
a gentle hand. It is time tor every theo* 
rift, and few have been rriore ardent theo- 
rifts than myfelf, to facrlfice the vifions of 
his imagination upon the altar of national 
union. 

Many of the. greateft and heft men in 
Virginia were oppofed to the adoption of 
the conftitution. Could this circumftance 
be confidered as a reproach, it would not 
be applicable to Virginia alorve^ it was the 
cafe in a large majority of the ftates. Op* 

F^ofition generally fpeaking, proceeded 
rom the beft of motives, from an attach, 
ment to liberty, and from a fear that, were 
the conftitution adopted,*' ffberty would be 
but a name to adorn the (hort hiftoric page 
of the halcyon days of America," But 
there were peculiar features in the confti- 
tution which rendered it peculiarly op- 
noxious to Virginia. — The ftates were to 
be equally reprefented in the Senate,, an 
important branch of the go/ernment, a two 
edged fword, placed in the avenue to the 
fovreignties of the individual ftates, and 
checkinjr eqially the- Prefident" and the 
rep refentaiivcs ot the people, ihould .4bey 



attempt to exceed their conftitutional lim- 
its. Many of the greateft men oi Virgin* 
ta thought it radically wrong that the fmall 
(late of Rhode-Ifland (hould have an equal 
voice in tbe Senate with tfie largeft ftate ; 
and as that idea ftill prevails in Virginia, 
and that fiate poiTcfTes agreat and increafing 
influence over the fmall ftates, it is reafon* 
able to conclude that thofe wtx) think the 
conftitution wrong will endeavour to make 
it right, as foon as they obtain the power. 
Nothing elle can be expeded fo long as 
•• man is man." Altho jealoufy has been 
confidered by many as a republican virtue 
ot the firft order, we ought not, however, 
to indulge a groundlefs jealoufy ; nor 
ought we to accufe any portion of the un< 
ion of a defign to change the conftitution, 
' without unqueft'ionable evidence. — Upon 
this fttbjeft my mind has been perfeftly 
. convinced, and I always exprefs with true 
* republican freedom, opinions of correft- 
nefs, of which I feel a perfeQ conviQ- 
Ion. 

The lentiments ot the celebrated Patrick 
Henry, of Edmund Randolph, of Mafoo, 
and many other diftinguifhed Vlrginiaiii, 
.refpeding the conftitution, are on record^ 
and the record cannot be obliterated. 
The equality of (uffrage in the Senate was 
a prominent objefiron. The mind eyen 
ot the Great Waftiington harboufed a 
ftrong prepoffefTion in favor bt the targe 
ftates. 1 have been told by a venerable 
member of the convention which formed 
^ conftitution, that Wafhingjtcttwasdeci* 
dodly of opinion tliat ihe fmall ftates 40ok 
too high ground, and that nothing but the 
indifpenfable necedity of forming a con- 
ftitution previoufly to the di ffolution otT 
the, convention, induced him to fuppori 
wha^he confidered as too great a concef- 
(ion on the part of the large ftates. Vari« 
ous publications, of a re'cent date, under 
the ttgnature of the venerable patriot, £d< 
mund Pendleton, inculcated the propriety 
of feveral impoitant alterations of the con- 
ftitution ; and there is every reafon to be- 
Keve that thofe publicatiors were correft 
indications of the general fentimeftts of 
Virginia. Mr. £ppes, a member of Coa« 
grefs from that ftate, in the addrefs to his 
conftituents, in confequence ot which he 
obtained his elefiion, announced his de- 
termination to advocate feveral very im- 
portant alterations of the conftitution, one 
of which (hould have for iit obje& tfie 
redu3ion of time for which the Sena* 
tors are ele6)ed, and a'fo, if my recollec. 
tion be correal, to render them liable to 
he recalled by tbe ftate legiflatures. Mr. 
Breckeobridi^e, a native of Virfrinia, attd 
a 4iftingui(hed member of the Senate^ de« 
clared in the debate upon tbe late amend* 
ment that nothing could be more ariflocrat-. 
ic in his opinion, than the eledion of the 
Senators for fix years ; but that he wilhed 
not to coaoe£l an akeralioo ot tbe confii* 
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lotion 10 thtt refpeSy with the amendment 
then under confideratioo. Another able 
member oi the fenate declared in my pref- 
cnce» that nothing could be clearer than 
that it is totally* ^rong to have a fenate at 
all in a republican government. Many 
REPUBLICANS, ot Other ftates as well as Vir* 
ginia have declared to me that very impor- 
tant amendments of the confiitution muft 
atid will take place in a lew years. One 
member from Virginia, in the prefence oi 
feveral members of both political parties, 
told me, that the time Jo r whuh the Sen* 
ators are eleSed muft be reduced to tmo 
years t that this alteration would foon be 
agitated / that it would be a lejl iy which 
to try the republicans ; and that no mem» 
ber could be conjideredas a true republic 
can whojhould oppofe it. I have afcer- 
taiiicd that a very great proportion of th^ 
republicans in Congrefs are oi opinion 
that the confiitution is too ariftocratic, that 
the fmall ftates {>oflefs too great weight, 
that the judiciary is by far too independent, 
and that the following alterations of the 
confiitution muft be made, as foon at the 
public min<kcan be prepared for them. 

1.. To reduce the time for which the 
Senators are defied to two years. This 
wouM foon render the fenators from 
the fmall fiates the mere tools ot the large 
ftates» and would lead to the toul defirufiion 
oi the fenate. 

t. To carry the elefiion of Prefident to 
the people at largc»-^This would deftroy 
1^1 t^nmaining^weight of the fmall ftaies, 
as fiates, in the elefiion of PrefiJent. 
The weight oi Vermont relative to Penn- 
fylvania, in that elefiion, is now in the ra. 
tio oi 6 to so ; it would then be only as 4 
to 18. 

3. That the judges ihall be appbinted 
for a tew yearr only. ^-p-Comment is here 
unneceflTary. 

Poflibly there may be no jufi ground for 
my alarm upon this fubjefi, but although I 
may bis too credulous I am certainly (incere 
in my fears. Should no attempts be made 
10 alter the confiitution, I (ha)lbe willing 
to be confidered, not only as a weak alarm- 
ift, but a vifionary politician. 

Much is faid ot a plot to divide the Un- 
ion. It is imputed chiefly to the tederaU 
ifis, but auempts have not been wanting to 
to ifi|f>licate ■ the northern republicans. I 
have cxprcfled rayfelf in favor of a union 
o\ the people in the northern ftates in gen* 
eral fentiment, tor the purpofe of fecuring 
to us our due weight in the covncils of 
the nationi and lor preferving infiead of 
deftroying the confiitution { but I wifh 
tiiat union to take place upon republican 
principles and no other \ upon the genu- 
ine principles of the confiitution alone. 
Were the northern fiates- as well united as 
the fouthern, we fl^uild not he fo unrea- 
V fonable as to define more than our due de- 
gree oi political weight, and that the fouth- 



ern fiates would be willing to allow us, 
for they muft dread a diflblution of the un- 
ion equally with ourfelves. No perfon in 
the United Sfatcs can more ardently defire 
the prefervation of the Union than my- 
feir. I (hall always be prepared to fpil! 
the lafi drop of my blood in its fupport. 
I believe the only way to preferve the Un- 
ion is to prefer ve the confiitution. May 
both be preferved ! May the confiitution 
and the Union be perpetual ! 

Thefe are thc-fentiments ot a Vermont 
republican, who, without afpiring to pre- 
eminence, will never confider hirofelf in- 
lerior to the republicans of Virginia. * My 
little farm oi fourteen acres is cultivated 
by the labor of my own hands ; my broth- 
er oi the (outh poflefles hundreds oi flaves 
fcattered over thoufands of acres. Spec- 
ulatively tjie Virginian may l)e a Ijeiter 
republican than I am ; but his republican, 
ifm is certainly not qui'e fo praQical as 
mine. JAMES ELUOT. 

P. S. Since writing the above letter, 
fome of the alterations ot the confiitution 
which I had venuired to predifi, have been 
moved in con^efs, by Mr. Randolph of 
Virginia, and Mr. Ntcbolfon of Maryland, 
and are made the order of tlie day for the 
£rfi day oi the next feffion. I am alio 
poflTefTed of evidence to prove that fome 
of Mr. Randolph's mofi able fupporters 
in congrefs have boldly avowed their hof- 
tility to the confiitution in alliu effential 
pans. 

It IS poflible that my alarm upon this 
fubje£l may be a vain one. 1 hope that it 
is lo. But, in the alternate triumphs of 
the two great parties in our country, I 
have feen enough to convince me that par- 
ty fpirit is capable of every fpecies of^de- 
lufion and violence, in the fupport of fa- 
vorite meafures ; and I fincerely believe 
that we are in danger of witnefling a poli- 
tical tempefi, fraught with ruin to the rights 
of the fmall fiates. It is known to every 
member of congrefs from the northern 
fiates, that the majority of Virginian fiates- 
men, entertain opinions, in reference not 
only to confiitutional principles, but to 
the great interefis of commerce which are 
at variance with the fcntiments of men of 
all parties in this quarter of the union. In 
thefe opinions our Virginian brethren arc 
honeft. They have flceiched for them, 
felves the fyfiem which they think would 
beft promote the profpcrity and glory of 
the union, and they will fupport that fyf- 
tem with energy. Our own declaioiers 
who rcfort to the farewell addrefs of the 
great WaQjington, for denunciations a 
gainfi thofe who •♦ mifreprefent the opin- 
ions & aims of other difirids/' aft unjuft^ 
Iy in cenfuring thofe who reprefent cor- 
reQly the fentiments & views of poliiiciani 
in other quarters. I have made this cor- 
reft repreienution under the flrongeft im- 



preflBons of duty. — Andjealoos as lam of 
Vir^nia, I will fupport, as an individual 
a Virginian candidate for the office of 
Prefident, fo long as that fiate fliall prefent 
to our view the man qualified above all 
others, tor that fiation. As the nrefent 
prefident will probably decline a third e« 
le£Kon, I am induced^l^believe that Mr* 
Madifon and Mr. Randolph will be can- 
didates for the next prefidency. In that 
event the people of the northern and mid« 
die fiates will confolt their own imereft 
and that of the union, by fupportin^ Mr* 
Maddifgn. Attached to the confiitution 
from its .infancy, bis adminiflation would 
be guided by its principles — And it is to 
be hoped that tlie chariot of the fun will 
never be committed to tlie guidance oi n 
fecond Phaiton. In other words, it is 
hoped that genius and eloquence, com- 
bined with babies of cool lefleQion and 
profound tnvefiigation, will ever ht coa* 
fidered as forming fuperiof^ preienfions to 
the prefidency, to genius and eloquence 
alone.

to prevent treepassee on /an</~Passed April the 5th 
1805. 
Be it enacted b^ the people of the State ofNevf- 
thrk, represented in Senate and assembly. That if a- 
ay person or persons shall cut or carry offany wood, 
anderwood, trees or timber on or from land the 
property or title whereof ia in the people of this 
state, except such person be an actual settler on, 
such land, pr on t>* from the commons of any city. 
or town, he or they having no privilege in such 
eommons without l-cence or liberty first obtained 
-; from tbe corporation or trustees of such city or 
town, or on or from aiVy other land without the 
l«^ve or permission of the owner or owners, there- 
of, sochpersOa or persons shall pay to the owner or 



owners of such land, treble the value of the wood, 
anderwood, trees or timber cut and carried off as a- 
foresaid, to be recovered with costs, in an action of 
trespass, before any court having cognizance of 
the same, by the owner or owners of the land on 
which such trespass shall have been committed,, or 
their agents or attorneys : Or if such trespass 
shall be committed on the commons of any city or 
town, by the corporation of the city or by the trus- 
tees of the town to which such comnutn shall be* 
long. But if such land shall belong to the people 
of this state, then by the overseers of the poor of 
^e town in which such trespass shall be committed 
for the use of the poor thereof ; Provided alvtays, 
that if upon the trial of any action of uesspass for 
cutting down, destroying or carrying away any trees, 
timber or underwood, it shall appear by evidence 
that the defendant was guilty through mistake, or 
that he had probable presumption to believe that 
the land, on which the trees, timber or underwood 
so cut, destroyed and carried away were his own, 
in such case the court having cognizance of the 
caase shall give judgment for the plaintiff to recov- 
er single damages only, and costs of suit : Provided 
also, that nothing herein contained shall authorise a- 
ny person to recover more than the just valse of any 
timber taken for the making or repairing any public 
coads or bridges or and costs.

SPEECH OF Gov^ STRONG. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, and . 

Gentlemen of the Rouse nf Representatively 

I EMBRACE with pleasure the opportunity of 
coxigrat\dating you on the return of the anniversary, 
established by our Constitution, and the proof which 
your fellow -citisens have given you of their confi- 
\ dence. Accept the assurances of my regard with 
sentimenu correspondent to those by which they are 
dictated. 

Our obligations to the public are expressed in the 
oaths we have taken to support the Constitution of 
the United States, and to defend this commonwealth, 
and faithfully and impartially to perform the duties 
of *our respective offices. It is incumbent on us, 
therefore, on all occasions, to support the constitu- 
tional measures of the General Government : in this 
our interest arid duty coincide ; for if that govern- 
ment is not well established ; if it has not energy 
sufficient to suppress insurrections at home, and 
resist invasion from abroad, our security will be lost 
in perpetual revsluvions, and we shall be at the mer- 
cy of every lawless mvader. 

But as the National Consnttition defines and gua- 
rantees the rightSi as well of the Sutes as of the citi- 



zensjit is the duty of the^tate governments to watch 
over these rights, and if they should be infrirgtd, 
to make such representations as would tend to pro* 
oure redress ; thus it is probable a remedy may be 
obtained for any evils of this icind to which a State 
or part cf its citizens may be exposed, in a manner 
perfectly consbtent with public order and tranquili* 
ty. A disposition to censure and criminate the 
measures of government is extremely ptejudicial ,•— ^ 
if they are good in themselves, we ought not to as- 
cribe them, to improper motives; and if doubt. 
ful, candor shoi|ld incline us to view them in the 
most favorable light. But it was' not the de«^ ^f 
the Constitution that the Legislatures of the several 
States should become blindly subservient to the will 
of the General Government • this would be to lose 
the whole benefit of the federative principle, and 
would subject us to all the mischiefs of a compleie 
consolidation of the States : Indeed such a conbtnic- 
tion might soon destroy the most essential articles 
of the Constitntion j — for if an aspiring man should 
gain a controulin? influence in the National L«:gisis- 
ture, and should nnd that some parts of that instru- 
ment obstructed his views* he would propose, and 
be sure to effect such alterations as he sh.uid term 
necessary. 

Tl« system of National Gov't, appears to be weU 
calculated to preserve itself and perpetuate the rigbu 
of the People. The arrangement and independence 
of the Legislative, Judicial and Executive powers, 
form the best security that could be devised against 
the encroachments of either ; and as long as the 
Constitution is unimpaired, and the legislative ^^y 
IS actuated by a spirit of integrity and moderation ; 
as long as it shall leave to the Executive andjoti^isl 
Departments the aethority vested in them respect- 
ively by the Constuution, and shall patiently ^gm- 
esce in the exercise of that authority • so long we 
hope that the National Government and the rigljts 
of the citizens will be preserved. * 

But the experience of other nations will convince '^ 
us, that whenever the Legislature assjimes to ttsrif 
the other powers of government, liberty is subverted. 
This assumption can be more easily effected by that 
body, if unrestrained by principle, than by either of 
the other branches : The legislative is tbe supreme 
power;— the members are from every part, of the 
territory ; their number and influence will enable 
them, on fre^ent occasions, to excite popular envy 
and resentnnent against the Executive and Judicial 
powers V almost every man from a connection with 
some member of the Legislature, feels a peculiar 
interest in that branch of Govcmmeiit, and a strong 
prejudice in its favor. But instead of being influen- 
ced by these prepossessions, we ought to reflect, that 
in free States a change in the frame of Government 
is attended with hazard, and that our only safety 
comists ina firm and inflexible adht^fenceto the 
principles of the constitution. 

The Declaration of Rights m this state prohiWts 
an interference of the several departments ; it pro- 
vides that neither of them shall ever exercise tbe 
powers of the other. — And here too an efficient au- 
thority is requishe for the protection of the people 5 
—for if the ^tate Government has not strength e- 
nough to restrain injustice and violence, er to punish 
offenders, our liberty will degenerate to licentious- 
ness, and we shall fall into a sta c of anarchy net 
less debasing than a settled and absolute despotism. 
In civil causes, the sheriff or constable is supposed 
to be authorised, by writs of ^^ttachment or execu- 
tion, to take the goods of the debtor without any ^ 
exception. The humanity of creditors, has for the 
most part, prevented an undue use of this authority, 
in collecting their demands from their indigent debt- 
ors ; but I am informed by a numbs) of retipectable 
persons, that instances have frequently occurred, in 
which officers, with unfedmg severity, have taken 
the most necessary articles of apparel and furniture, 
and exposed the debtor and his family to immediate 
suffering. If such cases have happened within 
your knowledge, you will probably think it reasons* 
ble to exempt from seizure certain articles which 
are necessary for upholding life. 

Commissioners have, on several occasions, been 

I appointed, at the request of the Legislature, aid 
whh the eoasent of tho piurties lAter^tcd, ibr the 
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p«rp«ee^ fmetin^ $ettlen <m lands in the EMtetn 
parti of tke State i m mo«t of thex^scs to which 
%heir commitsiBns referred, tiiex have kcea able to 
«ie€C an amicable agreement ( but divers dis- 
pmes of cbis kind sriU remain unsettled. The tran- 
^ailxty of that part of the Commonwealth, and the 
happiness of many individuals, wohld be greatly 
promoted by a sptedy accommodation of < tho&e dis- 
putes'; and! shall be happy to concur with you, 
Gentlenien« in any measures, consi'stcnt with the 
righrs of the parties, which shall be calculated to ef- 
fect this desirable object 

The operations of banking while under suitable 
restraints, may nndonbtedly be ifeeful to the state, 
byrend^ing its capital more active than itwouW be- 
' otherwise. Pfcriiions,have for several years been prc- 
fentied>at almost every session of the Legislature, for 
the incorporation of Banks. If such applications 
mre repeated* it wHl be a question of inspor^ancc, i 
whether an addition to the present number would 
be a pubr>c benefit. Many of the bills of other 
State Banks, with whose.circum&tarces and man- 
^agetneiit we are wholly D;i^quaintEd, circulate 
here ; and the capital stock of the Branch Bank is 
seven hundred thousand dollars. . We have besides 
JD-tiiis State, twenty-one banksi which are allowed 
by law to issue thirieien milHon doilars ; by their 
last returns it appears that the whole of the debts due 
to thetn did not anvjunt to eight millions. If the 
fisting Banks are authorised to loan a greater sum 
than the circulation can emf>loy, the aggregate prof- 
its of banking would not be increased, nor. would a- 
ny additional assistance be given to trade should a 
number of other banks be instituted ; they might in- 
deed, emit an additio|taI q\tantity of paper ; but the 
aurplus would foott be returned to the several Banks, 
and exchanged for gold and silver to be expozned. 
>lcw Banks would not increase the quantity of spe- * 
cie,- they wotild only cause a atubdivi&ion of it .; and 
if they shoidd be induced, from the desire of gain, 
or a di^sposition to afford extraordinary accommoda- 
tions, to discount too liberaHy, the Banks them- 
sel^s would be endangered, and the directors might 
be Compelled to diminish their discounts so as to oc- 
caaonvery serious and extensire commercial embar- 
lassments. 

It has been said, heretofore, that the bank divi- 
dends were higher than the legal rate of interest, 
and, therefore, unless petitioners were indulged 
with i\ew incorporations, the law which forbids uiu- 
ry should b^ repealed. A measure ofihis kind might 
be more injurious than any proposed addition to the 
{lumber of Banks. If money was borrowed on- 
ly on a calculation of profit from commercial fn- 
tespnzes, the borrower might be safely trusted, to 
maie his bargain with the lesser ; but a great part 
o€ the loans in the country are to persons embarras- 
aed from misfortnne or indiscretion { 4>y a repeal of 
the lawagaint ttsury they would be left at the mercy 
of their creditors, and avarice would prey without 
controul upon ignorance and distress. 

I have received a letter from the Governor of 
Pam^vania, inclosing a 6opy of a Resolution of the 
Senate and House of Representatives of that Com 
vnonwealth, apprBvmg an amendnnent to theCon- 
stitution, Which was recommended by the state of 
JSknhuhf &nd by which it was proposed to exclude 
AN>m the Judicial Power of the United States, con. 
troversies between citizens of different States,— be- 
tween citizens of the same State claiming lands 
tindtr grants from different States—and between 
citizens of a State and citizens or subjects of a for- 
eign Stste. 

Together with tbose papers, the Secretsry will 
deliver to you a letter from the Major-General of the 
Third Division, requesting that he might be dischar- 
ged from his office in the Militia.— Hi« request has 
been granted. 

In the present state of political disagreement, you 
c^ hardly eiipect, by the most upright and impar- 
tial discharge of your duty, to escape censure. But 
whatever rtflections may be circulated upon the 
measares of Government, or the conduct of its mem- 
becs. I hops aad trust, they wilt have no effect to 
weaken your attachment to the public good^ or abate 
your zeal to prdmate Um public interest la coany 



cascs^ you may^ «omp«lled from a sense of duty to 
disapp4]int the wishes of your friends, and in some, 
perhaps, to appose yours<4ves to the temporary dis- 
pleasure of a respectable part of the community 
Btit if the measures you adopt are just and useful, 
they wiU- at length appears© be so j and you will 
then receive the l^st compensation for public service, 
the testimony of your fellow -citizens to your merit 
and virtae.

authority originate,— being fully convinced that a 
RepubiicaA G^efnn^nt, faithfully administered, is 
the strongest, the freest and the best that has ever 
yet been experienced. The Constitution of tbe U- 
nited Sta^^es guarantees to each State its Republican 
form of Governrhent : and here, permit me to con-

I; v/^ulToe unreccsfury for me to take up your 
time in saying any thing of foreign affairs, as these re 
laticns arc conadeti to Our General Government. 
Coming, as you do. Gentlemen, from all parts of 
the State, you must, of course, be much better ac- 
quainted with the wants and wishes of our constiiur 
ents, than I am able to point out. Should jt be your 
deternvinaticn to hold another Session of the Legis* 
lature this }ear, of course the present would be of 
short duration, as little else than the immediate lo- 
cal, prudential matters of the State, whhthe unfin- 
ished business of the last Session, would claim your 
attention at this time. 1 shall only mention, that 
the state of the Treasury will be laid before you 
Your wisdom will determine whether any, or what 
snm of money will be necessary to raise the current 
year. In public as in private concerns economy is 
very desirable, bat, at the same time, such sums of 
money should be raised as will sufficiemly answer the 
exigence of the State. Could ! think the present ses- 
sion would eontinaf long enough, I should urge the 
necessity of making some farther irrangements for 
establishing our Militia upon a more respecuble 
footing, as 1 consider it of the highest importance. 
But whether this bosinesi can be taken up with pro- 
priety this sessiqni >* fo' !<>*'' deterfidx^iuNi* 
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I shall with pleasure concur with you m all such 
Acts and Resolves as yeu may think proper to pass, 
which shall appear for the safety and advantage of 
the cnirens, and.unite with you in the best endeav- 
,orsto harmonize the public mind, by making every 
exertion to promote the tranquility and happiness ef 
our country.

We cannot now conceive of any possible evasion, " 
by which the friends of Mr. Jefferson, can elude the 
evidence we produced in our last paper, resnecting 
the statements hitherto called federal cahtmny.

THE moment that we perceived the ettaUish- 
Bientoftwonval societies amongthedemocrtftsof this 
state, both founded itpon the principles of the JaQo> 
bin dubs of France, we began to be apprehent^ve that 
all their exertions would be mutttally diteeted to the 
^MtruQtion of each otheri wtth«ut'regiurd to the gen- 
eral welfiue of the state. Wh%t we had apprehend- 
ed hM actually come to past. The Z09^» with which 
«ne of the pa^s set out for the support of the con- 
stitution, has already degenerated into a zeal to so^ 
poff t the pretentions of certain individuals to ofl^ces i 
and the co-operation of those who wished to tmit« 
with them, without regard to ptarty names, in peri 
petuattng our excellent system of republican govern-* 
ment, is contemptuously spumed upon every other 
condition than that of admiring and supporting their 
leaders. The preservation of the constitution is i^ 
thing in which every man, woman, aiul thild in tb« 
commonwealth is deeply interested ; but the promo- 
tion of certain factious mdivkluals, who have already 
tried, wititkout success, various other n^thods to raise 
themselves to power, and have iu>w for the same 
purpose attached thenaselves to the cause of the con^ 
stitution, is a matter which we must beg leave» 
with all due humility, to consider, as of not so grea^ 
moment. We still hope and trust that ever/ man 
who regards the prosperity of his country, will, on 
this important occasion, divert himself of every 
prejudice arrismgfVom party distinctions, and exert 
himself seJulously and vigillamly for the preservj^tion 
of free government ; but we cannot ask Him. at the 
same time, to take an interest in the low and paltry 
lUssentions and personal recriminations which inmost 
exclusively occupy the public prints o^the two cout 
tending factions in this city. . . 

When the propositton was first started by the rcvi 
olutionists to abolish rur political insatutiona, we 
Yftrt gratified in finding that a portion (thongh we 
fear bur anincorsiderable portion) of the democrat- 
ic party refused to join in the destructive project.

The publication of cases of ^ni^ty may t>e a 
matter of doubtful policy j but when the oflcndcf 
has been sufi"?red to e&cape almost with impunity, it 
becomes due to iuati^c to pUcc him upon the public 
records, as an object cf horro^ and detestation. 

At the April Covirt of q^uarter Sessions, ^805, of 
the eounty of Noriha^npton, Samuel Xkjmit of the 
borough of Easton, was indicted fur an assavlt and 
batterv, OTi his appreni^e, Elizabeth Fuimer, a^ 
bout 5:3 yc?irs of age. Th^ iudictment set forth, 
siiecially, the chcumstauces that were afterwards 
given in evidence The Oef^^ndant ^wlmittcd th© 
^a.se set oyt in the bill by pleading Quilty, and sub, 
plitting to the court. 

It appeared in evidence from different witnesses, 
that in the course of the last winter, lemarkable for 
Its severity. Samuel Pei>ui tied this child vp by h«r 
hee|s, SQ that her heud Just touched the g^und, & 
\tt that posture had beat«n her most severely, uptil 
she was ^a bloody : That he had ^en her to the 
necessiy^) , and compelled her to^ eat human ejccre-* 
vci^wt : That he had made heT eat" pepper and lime : 
Tha* in the coldest tim^ in the winter he had poured 
snow and water upon her in bed ; That he had 
stripped her naked and tied her in an open garret 
into wl^ich the snov/ had dritied, and kept herthu^ 
there u;itil night : That he hadtaceraied her back 
lentil it was raw and bloody, an4 then compellej 
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this wretched infamt to rub the woonds with pepper 
»Dd lime : h^d at another ttme> bad beaten her in 
the same manner, and then put her into a_bcd which 
he had strewed with lime : That he had shot her 
up at night m a stable wiihouit stockings or shoes 
until her feet were frozen. 

When this monster was called upon to answer 
these chains, he did not pretend to deny any of 
the facta above stated ; but endeavored to palliate 
them by baying some chesnuts and a few apple* 
had been missing, which he suspected this girl had 
taken: that he had sent her with cold victuals into 
the cellar, and some of it was missing ; that some- 
times she would not answer when she was called, 
but say she did not hear ; and that he would have 
to call her three or four times to the table to cat. 

This IS a candid and literal statement of the 
whale case, taken in writing at the tiinc— The 
publici^ignation was highly excited and incensed, 
and an exemplary punishment was eagerly looked 
for, especially as the court descanted on thcoflenctin 
the strongest term?. When to the astonishment of 
every body, this sentence was pronounced ; —That 
Samuel Depui should pay a fine of 15 dollars— be 
imprisot\ed for ten days, and give scctlrity for hi«» 
good behaviour for out year, in the sum of 50 dj|- 
iars. 

As this court has passsd much more severe judg- 
ments, in cases of com »a on assault and bittery, it 
was difficult to say in the conchision, whether Sam- 
oel Depui, orihe Court, was most the object of pub- 
lie dissatisfaction. 

It w^3 understood the President of the Court, 
was desirous of inflicting a more exemplary punish- 
ment. 

We are happy, however, to state, that the Court 
thought proper to remove this unfortunate child 
fiom last merciless tnamer.

FOREIGN NEWS, 

Received by the ship Ardent* Crosthwaite, in 38 
days from Greenock 

CBEBNOCK, MAY 6. 

The following note was stuck up at Lloyd's on 
Thursday last at 3 o'olock. 

Llaytt^s, 2d May, 1805, balfpa*t 3. 
• «• Information hi^been received at the Admiralty 
that the French Squadron which appeared off Cadiz 
on the 9(h ult, was no longer there on the lOth, and 
that the number of Spanish ships in the harbour 
was diminished On the 11th and 12th, five sail of 
the line, supposed to be Spanish, were seen'beating 
tothe westward." 

Our correspondent rubjoins, *' the above commu- 
nicarion has made a very serious impression. It is 
now supposed that part of the Spanish squadron is 
sent CO reinforce the Aeets in the West-Indies, while 
the French fleet is proceeding along the coast to.raise 
the blockade of the ports. Till some decisive intel- 
ligence is received, it is now evident that little de- 
pendence can be placed on any information which 
has hitherto been received, and that till positive as- 
surances are obtained of the views of the enemy's 
squadron, a constant succession of alarms must be 
submitted to. 

It is certainly much to be regretted, that at a pe- 
riod of so much danger and alarm from with<^ut, 
party sphrit should runio high at home as our Parlia- 
mentary report of this day, and iudeed every day 
for some time paist demonstrates. 

. LONDOVv MAY 10. 

By the Sophia sloop of war, from the Mediter- 
ranean, Government hat this morning received dis- 
patches from Lord Nelson, the particulars of which 
have not yet transpired. It is <aid some informa- 
tion has also been received respecting the course of 
the combined squadrons which lately sailed fsom 
Cadiz. 

An expedition frmn the West-Indies, consisting of 
8000 men, under the command of Sir Eyre Coote, 
is nearly in readiness for sea. 

An unusual degree of activity has been recently 
rennarked among the enemy's flotiHa at Boulogne. 
The following is an extract of a letter from an offi- 
cer belonging to our squadron off that port, dated off 
Boulogne, May 2, 1805 r " We constantly perceive 
the enemy actively engaged on their coast, which 
leads us to believe chcy will speedily attempt some- 
thing in a formidable' way. The force und-r the 
command of our active Admiral Dougljis, is on the 
alen and prepared to give them a warm reception. 
I Yesterday and this morning a few of their small 
''gun boats crtpt from AmWetcuse along the shore to 
Boulogne. They keep in so close under batte- 
ries» and draw so little water, that it is unpossible 
for any of our cruisers to m^^l^st them.'* 

The fallowing is an extract of a letter from an 
officer on board the fleet*, dated the 28th ultimo : 

M This day the folyphemut cf 64 guns. Capt. 
Law ford, joi» ed us; she came from Sir John 
Ordc's squadron that was cruizing off Cadiz, but 
retired on tl»e appearance of eleven French line of j 
.batile ships, which had passed the Gut of Gibraltar I 
*on the 9th (dt from Toulon, and entered Cadiz Roads 
on the follo>»(ing.,day* Before Sir John got out of 
Cadiz he saw six more liiie of battle ships go in, ha- 
ving, it is conjectured, got out of Carthagena. ! 
There were lying in Cadii harbour during the Wock- 
ade twelve Spanish and one French line of battle 
ships, so- that their force now in that port consistt . 
of thht^ Mil of the linei bendes fcvtnd fri|piei, vod 



they shewed every appearance of soon putting to 
sem. The enemy's fleet in Brest amaunting to 21 
sail of the line, and have twice endeavored to come, 
out. We hourly expect to be joined by Sir John 
Orde, with five sail of the line."

1 HE comparifons. which I fre* 
quently make, between the men, who com- 
pofe the Federal, an3 thofe who compofe 
the Democratic Party, always afford me a- 
bandaut matter for pride and felf-compla- 
ceocy. The Federal Party, unqueftiona- 
b]y;4>oireffes a fuperiority in point of talents, 
and I do not heGtate to afHrm, that it. is 
tnade up of thofe who are moft diftinguifb- 
ed in our country for private integrity^ re- 
fpefiability and worth. The truttf of the 
frft remark will be apparent, when we 
confider the difBculties the Democrats 
meet with in fele£ling fuitable perfons to 
fill offices ; difficulties the Federalifts nev- 
^ had to encounter and never feared. £- 
Ten if I were to admit, which by the bye I 
fball not do, that offices now are as bonefi- 
ly filled, as they were under the Federal. 
ifls, it muft be conceded to me, that they 
are not filled as ably. The fa6t is, de^ 
mocracy is not a foil, favorable to the 
growth of official merit, and when its 
barveftisto be reaped^ there will always 
be found a lean crop. Genuine merit 
fpurns at the mean, petty tricks of in* 
trigue for office, and flirinks from the un- 
ballowed arts of the demagogue. 

The truth of the lafl remark, \h. that 
the body of the FederaliUs is made up of 



thofe, who are moft diftinguiihed in our 
country for private integrity, refpefiability 
and worth, will be no lefs apparent, when 
we confider, how large a proportion of 
the Democrats are fuch men as Duane, 
Tony Pafquin and Nichols : Meft, who 
have made themfelves confpicuous by 
their infamy alone :• Men who, 
<» Could Isme-legg'd justice but hare eatch'd them 
•« In Europe, there she would have stretch'd them." 
Some of thele are receiving the wages of 
their fins ; others not fo fuccefsful, but 
not more vile, are gracing the pillory, or 
enjoying the richly-deferved leifure of a 
prifon. 

It is curious to obferve, what a hetero* 
genous mafs democracy has formed. Men, 
who were born ariftocrats, and tbefirft 
rudiments of whofe education has been the 
exercife of a capricious tyranny over therr 
fellow creatures, and men, who if they 
had any inheritance, inherited nothing but 
a moft mortal antipathy to law, and an in- 
veterate dread of all fubordination ; thofe, 
who call themfelves gentlemen, and thofe, 
who cai^ boaft of nothing but their being 
vagabonds, are, by the magic influence of 
democracy leagued together in the purfuit 
of one great end — the deflru3ion of eve- 
ty thing th^t is dear and valuable. South- 
em Nabobs and pennylefs United Irifh- 
men, citizens white Men and citizens Ne- 
groes are jointly laboring in the fame 
vineyard. A mafs compofed of fuch in- 
congruous materials, it was not to be ex* 
peQed, could long be firm and united ; 
nor has it been. It has been broken and 
the rude clafhing of its divided parts is 
now agitating our country. 

It has been freqently obferved, that the 
Democrats^ now that they are divided are 



more raacorous towardi^ each other, than 
they ever were towards the F^eralifis* 
This is a hEt and may eafily l>e accounted 
for. If it could be predicated of thofe» 
who are immediately united only for the 
attainment of the fame deteflable end, 
that friendfhip extfted amongftthem, the ^ 
well kno^n principle of our nature, that 
the enmity of thofe, who once were 
friends, receives from that very circum* 
ftance a peculiar edge, would lead us at 
once to a conclufion in the prefent cafe* 
But as fucb a predicate would be abfurd^ 
we muft feek for the caufe in fomething 
elfe. The contefis of the Democrats with 
the Federalifts were contefts of falfhoood a« 
gainft truth; of calumny warring againft the 
moft fpotlefs virtue. The refiraim, which 
the majefty of virtue naturally impofes up- 
on vice, together with the abfence of that 
fttroulus of perfonal irritation, which ex« 
ifts now, will ferve to fhew, why they 
were lefs bitter in fighting with the Feder« 
alifts, than they are in fighting amongft 
themfelves. Their criminations and re. 
criminations of each other are founded on 
tmth, and truth cuts keen and penetrates 
far. Again. The tools, who laid the fieps, 
by which cunning knaves have advanced 
themfelves to power, when their worl&4tfas 
finifhed claimed their reward* Some have 
been rewarded ; all could not be. Thofe, 
who are not, now find that theji^ere tools 
and that they are treated as fuch ; they 
therefore feel mortified and angry. Their 
anger is heightened by the reflexion that 
their labor has been in vain ; that they have 
made themfelves the obje£ls of the contempt 
and abhorrence of all good men to no pur« 
pofe. Once more. Thofe who are in pow- 
er, now that they have tafted its fweets, 
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of New- York has been well managed, and 
is at preient under Republican Direfiion. 
It has gained a powerful intereft in favor 
of the republican caufe. We are therefore 
apprehenfive, that the DireQors of the 
Merchants' Bank will employ ibe. fame 
means that we have to attaio^ tl^eir ends. 
Frdm the Aapc the oppofkion to that infti- 
tution has aflumedt would not many bon* 
eft men, at leaft» be induced to account tor 
it in this way ? If fuch con&derations did 
not ftrongly influence the oppofition — 
Why mSkc fuch buftle — why denoqx^ce 
this Bank as an " infernal machine/* cal- 
cuiaud to blow up the party ? — Have 
Banks in New-York been fubfervieni to 
the views of an ambitious politician f or. 
do thefe men fpeak from their own expe* 
rieiHre ? Some men who have 4ifpUytd 
-much intemperate zeal on the occafiod; I 
am toldt are Diredors of the-M^abaittta 
Bank ; they can beilapfwer tf^epreeedfpg 
^uedions. 

Had the oppofitton Co the Bank l>een 
rafed on the ground of expediency ,throw. 
ing ottt of view all political confiderations, 
it would have been more honorable to the 
charafiers compofiog tba^ oppofition. Men 
of liberal minds would have viewed their 
condufi with indulgence; hope&menbf 
tbeir own party, would iunre etitertained a 
more favorable opinton of their patriotifm^; 
their enemies would have had lefff reafon 
to diftruft their integrity. But tbty were 
little folicitous about the approbation of 
good meh, when in cdmpetition with a fin- 
ifteir political def^gnf; They addrelTed tbe 
fears^of tbeir party, a«d wiflked to get a 
decifionon principlea whicka prudefttvii- 
lain would hardjy openly avow, and which 
an upright nun would fpurn with indig- 
nation. In faft, the chief argument made 
ufe of to (hew the pernicious cohfequea. 
ces, that w^ouM ref ult to the party by grant- 
ing a charter to the Con»pany .carrier with it 
the moft bitter farcafmsonthemrejves. 

On no great political queftion, embra- 
cing the geneial interefis of the ftate, has 
there been lb much zeal atid virulence dif- 
played, as oti this Bank affair. Wortman, 
with a mock dignity of (entimeRt, and la* 
bored energy ^ expreflion^ pours forth 
liis invedives, and by blalting the reputa- 
tion of others, proves bimfelf contamina-. 
ted. Cbeetham has tortured hia fyllo- 
f ifms a thoufand ways, to (hew tb^ guilt 
and perfidy of the L«;giflature ; and all 
his logical fubtltties; ferve principally to 
(hew that there are different degrees of 
knavery, and that he has taken fpectal care 
to procure fpr himfelf the higheft place in 
the order of gradation. De Witt Clinton 
too, has (harpeoed the natural afperity of 
-bis temper, and direded his weapons a- 
gainfta denounced Legiflature. This man, 
I am informed, is go<M at (urgical opera- 
tions on charafier^ and particularly (kilful 
la ampttUting the rotten parti| which he 



often exhibits as a proof of his (kill. I am 
told, that any one who will take the trou- 
ble of lookmg into the columns of the 
*' Citizen," will there find the particulars 
of a fuccefsf ul experiment thir illuftrious 
per(bnage has made on himfelf. How 
much remains found, let cafuifts deter-i 
mine. Or perhaps, the next fefHon of the 
Legiflature will give us ample fatisfafiion 
on-that point. 

Immenfe pains have been taken to ere* 
ate a belief, ip the minds of the people that 
a majoirity of the l.egiflature had been bri- 
bed to give their votes in favor of the 
Merchanti' Bank, Certain members of 
the HouTe; belongitig to the Republican { 
party, have been charged With bribery. — 
Some have been arraigned at the bar of the 
Houfe. Others, again have 'been held up 
to fufpicion*— and in (hort, every Repub* 
t^an ^bo voted for the Bank, has been de- 
noqnced as a traitor tor his conftituenti, 
and unworthy public confidence. Apof- 
tacy, guilt, perfidy, corruption have been 
the terms of reproach heaped on men who 
were once reprefeotedto us 9$ the darlings 
of republicanifm ; whofe charaQers havct 
been pourtrayed in thf moft faicinating co- 
lours, and whofe virtue we fiave peen 
tauglit to imagine,'wiM ar pure and unfut- 
lied ai the chafttty of a vi»ghi. How fallen 
and changed* Forty unbending, republi- 
cans, formerly con fidered as models of 
reditude, diftinguifhed examples of patri- 
otifm, friends of liberty and the rights of 
man^ ncHT tfaniformed into the Venal in- 
(Iruments of corruption. Sad reverCer !«^ 
AlaSf the depravity of human nature kf eps 
too even pace with the progrefs of human 
pertefiibility. Forty republicans bribed, 
corrupted; proAituted, led afiray. Can it 
be ? It is mere imagination. No, it is, 
alas, but too true, fays Tunis Wortmaq. 
Forty republicans ! Avatint, odipus tho*t. 
Cries Captain James Cbeetham. Forty 
repubticant, mercenary toola to fi>rm ok^

For my partr I do not 
think that the poUtic^l virtue of the whole 
par^y wpuJd.ever. iave a finking.nation. la 
the language of Cato, I would fay ^ ** Let 
them rot be be trufled*" * What advanu- 
ges can accrue from eojgaging in the 
cpuff ot tjbe accufed ? Do we mean to u. 

No— unlefs we mean to 
lorm an union bv the (acrifice of princi- 
ple. Suppofe we lucceed in clearing tbem 
from charges brot»ght againft them ; what 
eod do we gain ? We reprobate their po* 
litical principles, and we have no confi- 
dence in their integrity. We thus aQ lite 
pioneers, to clear away obftruSions from 
their path. - They enjoy the glory andad- 
vamaget ol the conqueft, and we whobatc 
fmootjied the wayior thefe operau'oni, caa 
lay no claim to the honor* of theatehieve- 
meht. Will the pride of Federatifts brook 
thti ideaf There is a divifion in the adverie 
party. It is evident that on the one fide 
or. the other exifts grofs, palpable ioifoiiy 
T— and it is clear, that there is little patriot* 
ifm on either fide. Let us then, leave 
them to their own diCTentions, and meddle 
no further with them than as honeft, on- 
prejfidjced j>erfons ; exprelTingan opinion, 
where particular blame ought to attach ; 
but we ought never to enter into a difcuf- 
*on of their difTeten^es. 

Out of tbeit own mouths let us judge 
them. At the Jaft deffion, atnong other 
arguments addi:^ced in favor of the preten- 
fions pfDe Witt Clinton, were two of a 
very extraordinary complexion, and oa 
which much ftrefs was laid.

He does not direSr^^ give 
fomany votes, but the flate is allowed 
theffa, and as one of the conftituents of 
the reprefcntative and elector of his dilt 
tria, he poflefTes all that confequence. 
At the fame time he cootifibutes much Itfs 
than his proportion to tfie fupport of goV- 
ernmentf for the laboring {laves Conlum^ 
nothing bf cbnfequeHce upom Which a du- 
ty it paid \ and what the itiaftef do<!s con- 
tribute is earned for him by the labor of 
flaves, while thq farmer and every man ol 
bufinefs in the northern and middle ftates 
pays his taxes with the fwbat'of his own 
bmw. It will be faid ihatf comparifons 
of this hind are invidioUs; It is fa]re« 
Truth and corrcft information fo far from 
meriting that charafter, are alWavs hoAora* 
ble and iifelul* With very conflderable 
labor I have made feme calculations upon 
this fubjeft, lor which 1 (hall receive the 
thanks of every honeft man in the diftri6l,

I ftiall divide the United States into the 
three great natural divifions o\ northern, 
middle, and fouthern ftates. The north'^ 
em receive no advantage, the middle bnt 
a tHfle if any, and ihe fouthern a very irti- 
poriant advantage, from the reprefentatioD 
for. flaves. 

The following table .exhibits the.de- 
creafe of flaves in the northern and middle, 
and their increafe irt the fouthern States, for 
ten years. *

Bjt if we caU 
Gulate as we may with probability, upon a 
much larger increafe^ upon the creatiorr/of 
new ftates in Loui(iana and the impoeta* 
tjon and propagation of (laves in that coun- 
try, in 20 or 30 years there will be between 
30 and 40 reprefentatives in con|rre{s for 
Uaves and as many ele£lors of prefldent. 

But another very gloomy part of the 
pi^ure remains to be unfolded. 

> In the laft ten years (he whole number 
oi perionsin the northern or eaftern ftates 
has increafed only in the proportion of la 
to 10 in the middle as 14 to 10, in the 
foutbero nearly as i^ to 18. Free peo- 
ple in the eaftern as m to 10. (laves in the 
foutliero as^83 to 64. Free people in the 
fouthern ftdtes irofn i,st2 1.364, to 1, 
604 239. — Free people in the faftern ftates 
in the ra(io of one filth only of the ori- 
ginal number ; thofe in the (outhern ftates 
in that of nearly one third ; (laves in about 
the f»mt proportion. 

By the laft cenfus the number of free 
perfons in the northern ftates was 1^231, 
672 and in the fouthern ftates was 1.604, 
S39. By the former cenfus the number of 
free perfons in the northern ftates was 
if©05,636,and,in the fouthern, 1,221,364^ 
How.aie tbe people in thcfedifferem qaw- 
lers of the Union .relatively reprefented f 
By the firft. cenfus Vermont had s mem- 
l>ers, New-Hamp(hire 4, Maflachufchs 14, 
Rhode-IQand 2, Connedicut y — 29 mem- 
bers. Maryland 7, Virginia 19, Kentuc- 
ky 2, North- Carolina lo, Souih-CiroHna 
6, Georgia 2, — 46 — members. 1,005, 
636 free citizens in the northern ftates had 
sg reprefentatives, and 1,221,064 in the 
fouthern, 46, ireprefentatives. Without aU 
lowing any fradions of the ratio of repre^^ 
fentation in the apportionment to the fev- 
eral ftates, and making no allowance for 
(laves, the northern ftates would have been 
entitled, by the cenfus of 1791 to 30 rep- 
refentatives and a fraftion of 1^,636, the 
fouiWi^ 1037 only with the trifling fraftion 
of 364. In confequence, therelore, of the 
conftitutional reprefentation/^r Saves, the 
relative weigfft of the northern and fouth- 
ern ftates was only as* 29 to 46, when oth- 
erwifc it would have been as 30 to 37. 



By the prefent cenfus the northern ftates 
have 35 reprefentatives and the fouthern 
64, including TenncflTee. 1,231.672 free 
people in the northern ftates have 3^ rep- 
refentatives. The fouthern ftates includ- 
ing TennefTce, contain i.696,'i57 free 
people, a^d have 64 rcprefeniaiives. As 
above, the northern ftates would have been 
entitled by the cenfus ol iroo.to 37 mem- 
bers, wiihafrafctionof 10,672 — Tne fouth- 
ern to 51, and a fraftion of 13. 2^7. It is 
as 35 to 64 ; and, were freemen alone rep-» 
refenied, audthatequaMy« it would be as 
37 ^05^' Inftead ot being little more than 
half, it would be more than two thirds. 

But it is contended that the equal rep- 
refentation in the fenate counterbalances 
this inequality : and the deceivers of the 
people have met with fome fuccefs m this 
falfehood. I will prove it falfe in one 
minute. The five northern ftates contain 
1,231,672 free people, and fend id fena- 
tors ; the 7 fouthetn dates 1,696.257, and 
(end 14 fenators. By a (impie operation 
in the rule of three, it will be found that 
the fouthern ftates, by their numbers, in 
proportion to thofe of the northern, are 
entitled only to 13 fenators, with a fraftion 
of 91 parts of 123. The middle ftates ftand 
almoft on the fame ground w^ith the north- 
crn. As it refpefts the l^enate they are on 
worfe ground. With a free population 
bur one eighth lefs than that of the fouthern 
Hates, they have but one more thaa half 
;rhe number of fenators. 

Vermont, for 1^4,000 ' free; people 
!has 4 reprefentatives. M4(rachofetts for 
'574,564 has 17 reprefentatives. Newi 
hamplhire, for 183.850 hua 5. Conneft- 
icut for 250,0511 has 7. Rhodeifland lor 
68,742 has 2. — Newyork for 565,437 has 
17. Newjerfey fori98,727 has6. Penn- 
fylvania for 600,839 has 18. Delaware 
for 58.120 has 1. Virginia the largeft of 
the fouthern ftates, has in whole numbers 
880,200, deduft flaves 345.796, free peo- 
ple 534,404. Virginia with 40,160 free 
people le/s than Maftachufetts, has five 
reprefentatives and cleftors more. — With 
31,033 lefs than Newyork, (he has five 
moreoi each. With 66,43.5 lefs thanPenn- 
fylvania, (he has four more of each. Per- 
fons now alive may fee the day when the 
fouthern and weftern ftates will have more 
reprefentatives in congrefb and eleSors ot 
pTttidcnt.jfor^Jlaves onty^ than the north- 
ern will havd lor all iheiryr^^ peopU I 

Whoever iHatl deny the truth of any 
part of this ftatcment, may rely irponjt is 
a deceiver and diflioneft. If iliere be no 
accidental or typographical miftakes in the 
figures, evey word of it is as true as truth 
itfelf. Such a ftate of things is our own 
misfortune, and not the crime of the peo- 
ple of the fouih. We muft make the beft 
of a bad bargain. We muft by all means 
preferve the conftitution* Our fnuation 



is inj^eed wretched, as we have no com- 
penfation lor this monflrous facrifice. 
That which was intended as a coifcpenfa- 
lion (a very trifling one, however*} the ap- 
portionxient of direft taxw^has never been 
exercifed but once, and probably never will 
be again. Still let us preferve the confti- 
lucion. But It cannot be tteafon^ con^ 
[piracy, or a divifidft of the Union, to con- 
template our misfortunes, and calculate 
their coiifequences.

CHEETHAM'* CASE. 

1 feel it to be my diAy to ^resetft to the woild a 
true statement of this s'mgtiUir case, that at leait a 
record may be preserved of the amazing lengths to 
iwhich the force of party, or interest can Sometimes 
hurry men, eVen when acting under thd religious 
solemnity of an oath. I do not know that in the 
temper of the present tiroes any imnnedia*e benefit 
^ill result to the community, but ivhetherany re- 
sults or not, I will not have It to reproach myself 
with, that conduct so exceptionable, to- speak m the 
lip!:htest manner, escape without the inimadyersions 
of the pl^s 

On the 25th of March last, it was asserted in thd 
American Citizen, that a ^nnjority of the legislature 
had t>een corrupted and bribed to pass a ctrtain 
law, and under the influence of bribery and comip- 
tion had actually passed a law ; and* it was declared 
in terms, that *• from a corntpt and vinai majority 
of the legialatvrt, from \^ perfidy and crUtiei of rep. 
i^esentatives cf the people, 4t was'necessary to turn 
the attention to the Council .of Revision," &c, ' In 
that paper of the S/th of Marob, 'n was again assert 
ted that « the bill to incorpome the Merchants' 
Bank hayihg hy the most ^diigraceful means passed 
the Senate and Assembly,*' &c. And in the paper 
0/ April 1st it was said <* This mock mqutntion 
can only add to the immeasureable depth of disgrace 
into which the majority of the ^Senate have already 
plunged themselves,'* &c. &c. When the papers 
ccmtsdning these libels* reached Albany, the Legis* 
lature being then in session, took fofmal notice of 
them, and immediately adopted the only method of 
putting the charges therein contained to a fair test ; 
they first directed the Attorney General to institute 
k prosecution,, and then passed a general law allow- 
ing the defenduit, in common with every other de* 
fendant, to avail himself of the assertion on the tri- 
al. A more unexceptionable mode of proceeding 
could not be devised, a more fair one could not be 
desired -*— It is well known thfct there are but two 
ways of putting defamatory accusations in issue, 
one by action, the other by indictment. As a Le- 
jgislaiure can bring no action for any injury sustain- 
ed in its legislative capacity, of courte only the last 
method was open for putting the chargei of Mr. 
Cheeiham at issue, which was adopted. After the 
bold and insolent tone in which those charges had 
been advanced, it reijuired a front of brass to com- 
plain of a prosecution which was to give the editor 
an opportunity to make good his charges. The 
editor of the Citizen however did comj>lain,' and he 
endeavored to excite a prejudice against the law. 

At length behold a Grand Jury was summoned, 
and Mr. Sheriff Constant, return^ a sufficient num- 
ber of ^o«/m«i<i«</ /ruetotkke into consideration 
both the case of his friend Cheetham and his fHend 
Riker. Mr. Sherifi; Constant will have to hear of 
this again, at some future day ; the tiiiTie may

Nothing but to read o- 
vcr the libellous pasaagcsf and if they were satisfied 
that they were hbellous, which b not, I believe ques- 
tioned by any body, it then became their duty to 
make a fMreMntRtent of the printer and publisher of 
the paper in which they appeared, leaving it to the 
petty jury to pass on hhn andhisbountry on the tri- 
al. They had nothing at all to do with the fact wheth- 
er true or false, it was altogether out of their prov* 
ince. Jn this opinion I am supported directly by 
Blackstoiie, and contradicted by no authority wlvit- 
ever. •• For the finding of an indictment (^ay^ t-is 
writer) is only in nature of an inquiry or aau^tction, 
which is aft^roK>Fd9 to, kc tried and dettrntintdy atui 
the Grand Jury are only to enquire upon liieir oaths, 
WJCtter thtre be sufficient caufc to call upon the patty 
to anfvser it.*^ It is true, he adds, ** A Grand Jury 
however ought to be thoroughly persuaded ot the 
truth of an indictment, so&r as their evidence goes; 
and not to rest merely satisfied with remote proba- 
bilities : a doctrine that might lead to very oppres- 
sive purposes." But tliis it is clear, refers entirely 
• to the viva voce testimony of faets only ; it is clear 
It cannot mean toembrajre the case of libel or no li- 
bel, which must always appear on the face of the 
paper itself. If enough appeals On the paper, to a- 
mount in itself to a libel, xhta it is'the bounden duty 
of the Grand Jury to accuse the printer with the 
fact of having published it, leaving it to be tried and 
tt^Hrmined by tfae-petty jury, whether the defendant 
had sufficient causf for so doing or not. In the case 
before us, it seems^ the Grand Jinry after an examin- 
ation of the papers comainingan undisputed libel, 
returning the bill charging it to be so, with ^n en- 
dorsement of ighcramaM on the back of it ; thereby 
very absurdly saying, «• that though the facts might 
possibly be true, that truth did not appear to them." 
This was not possible, it could hot be that «< the 
truth did not appear to them,^' it was not a case to 
ndmii of such a return. What truth I Clearly the 
•III N 'luestiou before them was libel or no libel ? and 

1 veni«re ro assert that no one pretends to deny that 
it is on the face of it a libel. There then their en- 
quiries ought to have ended. They did not : for Mr. 
Cheetham informs ufe in his p^ier of the next day, 
th:it they undertook to pasa upon the trial of the State 
and himself, and that they " having under oath 
given it as their opinion, that tJbe cbairge ofbHiteiyif 
true.** In doing this, I am bold to assert they are 
not warranted by the law of the land ; instead of 
Mccusifjg or inquiring, they have become judges and 
have assumed powers not vested in them ; they have 
interposed between an ofitender and a trial by his 
peers. And for this says the offender himself, they 
•• deserve to be immortalized " If Mr, Cheetham 
was not totally divested of shame, had any desire to 
save appearasctt, he would never inthia public man- 
ner have fxulied at this event. He had brought for- 
ward the most unequivocal chages of corruption a- 
gainst the le^iblature, and hud declared he could 
prove tliem^ and now when an opportunity would 
have been given hira to produce all the j)roof In his 
power, he ii frantic with joy that his n-iends have 

- juterfered and prevented it. This can be regaurded 
as nothmg else but as berraytng a consciousness that 
I \ r put to the test, he should have been found want- 
ing. A."<^)KO itjnustbe rc^rded till a fah- trial 
shall be had j for we-trust the Attorney Genei^ has 
too deep 4. »e»se of his duty not to presist m the

Thomas Arden, is the brother of James Arden, a 
Manhattan Director^ and of course a very impartial 
mam in whatever relates to the Merchants' Bank ;

so ; a little furiher on is Nathaniel Ingraham, bro- 
ke.- to James Arden and a runner in behalf cf the 
petition to suppress the Merchants' Bank. Charles 
Ludlow of whom I know nothing further than that 
he is the brother-in-law of Mr. Edgar, Director of 
the Manhattan Bank is next. Fifthly — ^behold an- 
other Manhattan Director in the person of Mr. 
Robert Bowne Mr. Edgar another still, was ex- 
cused by the court firom serving. 

Lastly conaes Mr. Peter A. Schenck, whose im- 
partiality must be apparent to every body, when it 
is recollected that he was one of the virtuous minori- 
ty who voted in the Assembly last winter on the 
very question of prosecuting Mr. Cheetbamy and 
voted against it. 

I have not time to go om with others of the Jury, 
but from the specimen it will readily be seen what a 
set of impartial men Mr. Sheriff Constant had re- 
turned to enquire into a charge against the editor 
and advocate of the Manhattan cause, against the 
Merchants' Bank. They deserve to be immortadi- 
zed quoth Cheetham— and so they do. 

One word before close« I beg leave to submit it 
to tke community whether the present method of 
selecting our Grand Juries, which puts it completely 
in the power of a sheriff to return whom he pleas- 
es dees not require to be revised or altered. At a time 
when none but party men can be sheriff this power 
may be abused in the most flagrant manner. Is this not 
such an evil as to require legislative interposition ^ 
If ever the spirit of party nms high jo as to endan* 
ger the liberty of the citizen, the Grand Jury ia the 
tribunal from which much if not most is to be appre- 
hended. Shut up by themselves, respo^isible to 
no one, they may select their vk:tims at pleasure : 
the petty jury are always under the advice & direc- 
tion of the Bench; they -'t in open Court,what they 
do is public, and we have a security in that. But 
if a Grand Jury are disposed to oppress and to rum, 
though they have it not in their power lo convict, yet 
may they bring the Citizen to the bur, put him to 
the vexation and expence of a trial, set aJQoat popu- 
lar resentmeiits against him and half destroy him 
and his family, though he should eventually be ac- 
quitted by his peers. — Next to the calamity of a pub- 
lic conviction (says the celebrated Le Brun) is the 
misfortune of being obliged to stand a public trial. 
And he spoke truly. — Would it then not be a salu- 
tary law that should take from the Sheriff entirely 
this immense power, and vest it in the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, leaving it to them to make out 
a list at the begiiming of every year, of the jurors 
liable to serve, whose turn should be determined by 
ballot. At any rate I believe every body will agree 
that something ought to be done. If it be of impor- 
tance that the fountains of justice should be kept 
pure and uncentaminated, something ought to be 
done $md that speedily. \

At midnight he thought proper to sheer 00"; at 
day-light he bore down on us 'and recommenced a 
hold fii« of round. 1 did not think it prudent to an- 
«wer many of them, being -short of ammuoitton» 
say 30 cartridges, which 1 reserved for dose action. 
At 6 be bore down on the weather quarter for ac- 
tion, which we commenced with three cheers and 
Yankee Doedle : having given him a hearty break- 
fast of 9 pound round and canisters, he thought 
proper to sheer off to the southward, and we soon 
lost sight of him.

BRITISH TREATY. 
WE have been ftruck with fome palFa- 
ges in an article which appeared in the 
Aurora on M^^nday laft, upon the fubjeft 
of our commercial intercourfe with Great 
Briuip. As to the reception which Jay's 



treaty met with among the democrats, 
from the higheft to the loweft, we need 
not fay a word : it is well known to every 
fchool boy.

Here the reader is doubtlefs prepared 
for one of thofe vollies of democr^ic 
fcurrility which would t>e fufficient to o- 
verwhclm poor Monroe, and render him 
the objeft of all that popular deteftation 
which was wrought up againft Mr. Jay.

purity in private life — of open* unfuf- 
pefied regard to religion*— and whofe pat- 
riocifm appears lefs in plaufible and flatter- 
ing proteffions, than in coftl^ facrifices, 
and iubftantial fervices. In (hort manifeft 
your affeftion and fidelity to your country, 
by confiding her momentous Concerns to 
the fame hands to which you could cheer- 1 
fully truift your properties, yourfclves, 
your wives and your children. Remem- 
ber that as our elections are important tells 
of national chara£ler, as they are fertile 
fources oi publick profperity or ruin, if 
they are prcferved pure, our nation will 
ftill be bleft* If they are contaminated, 
the period cannot be diftant, when this fair 
and favoured land will be deluged with ir- 
religion arid licentioufnefs, with injuftice 
and confufion, and with the awful indig- 
nation of a righteoiis God."

TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

LETTER 10. 
I AM accufed of abandoning the prin- 
ciples of liberty, and of joining in a plot 
for the divifion of the Union. The 
charges are falfe, and the authors of them 
know them to be falfe. 

Who are the real friends of liberty, of 
genuine, regulated liberty ? Is tbe frantic 
revoiutionift a more rational friend o£ 
freedom than the fullen monarcbi| ? Is 
the man who advocates peace and union 
to be confidered as a diforganizer ? But it 
ia faid that the federalifts are all monarchifts, 
and that the principles of republicanifm and 
monarchy can i^o more be united than oil 
and water can be mingled, or than the giar« 
of day and gloom oi night can be amalga-* 
mated. A lew years fince my conftitucsnts 
were almoit all profefled federalifis ; I was 
myielf a member of the little band who 
oppofed in this diffrifi, the adminiftration 
of Mr. Adams. Should I dare to a{k my 
conflituents, were you, in 1798, when you 
fupported federal candidates and federal 
meafures, enemies to the rights of man, 
enemies to your own rights ?. — . They 
would inftantly anfwer with indignation, 
No — we have always been republicans. — 
Is it then more than common charity io 
conclude that the immenfe majority of thoio 
who flill profefs the principles of federalifm 
are alfo republicans ? Among the .many 
thoufands who have left tbe federal flandard* 
how many have told us that they had heerr 
concerned in a plot for the deArudjon of 
liberty ? Not one. Monarchical principles 
are confined to a few individuals in our 
country, and among thofe individuals may 
be placed fome of pur moft ardent repub- 
licans ! 

It is faid that the idea of k union oi the 
people of the northern (fates ip one greac 
political interefl muft produce a . divifion 
of the Union : and thofe who fay this look 
with perfect complacency upon that gigan- 
tic mafs of influence which a fimilar union 
in the fouthern flates has already created. 
In other words, lopreferve the Union, the 
fouthern flates muft be united as one man, 
and the northern muft be divided and dif- 
trafled. Miferable fophifm ! Abfurd and 
foo!i(h dogma I Let me here repeat that a 
perfe6l union among ourfelves would in- 
duce us to demand no more than our due 
(hare of political weight, which would then 
be yielded to us, ar4 the Union would 
be preferved, and even rendered more fe- 
cure. 

Various are the opinions of ;nen of re- 
flexion in relation to the probable ^ffe&a 
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Off the acqaifition of LooiCana. Upoa 
fio fubjeS have I touiu) it more difficult , 
to form an opinion tor royfeU. Some be- j 
licve chat a commercial connefton will . 
take place between the eaftero and dsm \ 
weftero States ; that the people of NewC : 
England will carry to thofe of the MifO- ' 
fippi the produftions of all other parts of 
the world, and export for them their own 
produQions ; and that this commercial 
€onne£ltoQ will produce a political one, 
favorable to us, and unfavorable to the 
Ibuthern States. Others argue that the in* 
habitaou of the weft will be a (bip-build- 
iog and agricultural people ; that their vi* 
dnitv to the Weft-India markets will ena- 
ble tnem to fupercede us in ibme of the 
moft profitable branches of our com- 
merce ; and that the idea of a political 
conoeSion with them, though fplendid, 
is perfeftly delufive. The profpefl: in- 
deed is rather gloomy. But putting Lou- 
ifiaha out of the queftion, the number of 
rcprefentaiives in Congrefs, to which the 
(outhern States are entitled, on account of 
their (laves, ttiuft forever fecure them a 
majority in the councils of the Union. 
The Oaves are not reprefented, but three- 
fifths of their number are added to the 
number of free perfons, and this deter- 
mines the number of reprefentatives from 
the State.- Were the flaves made free, we 
could not refufe, upon our own principles, 
to allow them reprefentatives ; but, de- 
prived as they are, of all civil rights, and 
coofidared merely as property, it woi^d 
be as juft that the Vermont farmer fhould 
be entitled to a reprefentation for bis cat- 
tle, as the Virginian planter for his ne- 
groes. No northern man who has caught 
a fingle fpark of freedom's flamejrom the 
altar of patriotifm, but muft wifii that thefe 
rhings were not fo. Such, however, is 
the conflitution of our country, that fac- 
red inftrument, which I hope never to fee 
violated in any of its eflential principles ; 
and as it is not to beexpe£led thatthe peo- 
ple of the iouthern ffates will ever agree to 
an alteration fraught with ruin to their in- 
lerefts, it is hoped the fubjeU will not again 
be agitated. 

We are continually told that there is no 
diflimiUrity of interefts between the pea- 
pie of the northern and thofe of the fouth- 
em ftaies. When we prove that clafhrng 
interefts do exift, we are lulled to deep 
by fyren fongs and melodious eulogies up- 
on fouthcrn magnanimity. We are told 
that our fouthern brethren will take better 
care of us than we can take of our- 
felves. On this fubjeft, the contempt 
with which northern reprefenutives are 
treated, the -trifling attention paid to any 
raeafures which they propofe, the at- 
tempts to extingtiiQi the fiate balances, 
to abolilh the loan offices, and to reje£l 
the Georgia claims, the additional duties 
n^on commerce^ the late alteration of the 



conflitution, and the other alterations 
which are coritemplatcd» fpeak a language 
more expreffive than all the thunders of 
eloquence. As the dernier refort of theal- 
amiiflSjwe iare told that the immortal Waffa- 
ington cautioned the people againft thofe 
who fiK>uld attempt to create geographical 
parties. He did fo. He had in view^the great 
general intereft of the natioD,the conftitution 
itfelf, and not thofe minor intere^s which 
exift in the very tiature of things'; for, in 
the high character of Prefident of the Na- 
tional Convention, he had before told us 
that '* the, conftitution is the refult of a 
fpirit of amity and of that miitual defer-^ 
ence and conceffipn which the peculiarity 
of our political fltuation rendered indifpen- 
fab.le.'^ II however the fagacious mind of 
WafhingtoQ diid iK)t anticipatie the prefent 
ftate of things, that circumftaoce can form 
no argument againft our accommodating 
our conduA to the events and profpe£ls of 
the times. 

tt cannot be too often repeated that 
< man is man.* Did the northern ftates pof- 
fefs power, theiF political fyflem would 
probably.be analagous to that which now 
governs the fouthern. But power is de- 
parted from us ; and I hope that we fball 
never attempt to regain it by any other 
than honeft means. The Editor of the 
principal paper publifhed at the feat of 
Government, an honeft apd candid ny^n, 
has not been able to conceal his exulta* 
lion at the profpeQ of northern humiliation. 
Admitting that the northern ftates no lon- 
ger poffefs political weight, he afks, with 
an air of triumph, *' And why does the 
South rule the north ? Becaufe the South 
is united and the North is divided." I 
have juft faid the fame myfelf. The North 
gives up, and the South keeps not back. 
There ai;e men who are lefs honeft on this 
fubjefi than the editor of the National In- 
telligencer. I am afTured, from unqueft- 
ionabie autboriiy, that it is part of the 
fyftem of iome young and ambitious poli- 
ticians x>f the South, to add fuel to the 
flame of party fpirit in the north, that 
they, may divide and govern us, as the Ro- 
mans divided and governed the Greeks. 
h may be arrogant in me to declare 
that the opinions which I now avow will 
one day command the univerfll afTent of 
the people in the northern quarter of the 
union : B^t as I always make it a point to 
fay what 1 think, I (hall hazard the after- 
tion. 

If at a future day new parties fhould a- 
rifq in our country, and we (hould be di- 
vided into northern men and fouthern men 
inftcad of federalifts and democrats, would 
any one doubt the propriety and patriot- 
ifm of fuppornng the northern intereft in 
all its corjftitutiona! and rcafonable rights ? 
7— SIiouLl we be divided ifito large (late and 
'*'n&n ftate par.ies, w<^uld it be contended 
uat the people of the north ought not to 



embrace the inteieft of the fmall^ ftates ?--*' 
Vermont, Newhampfliire, Rhodeiflaqd, 
and CopnefcHcui, by an irrevocable law of 
nature, muft always be fmall ftates. Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, TcnnefTee, and Ohio, tho' 
now fmall will very foon be in the firft 
clafs of large ftates. — Hence ihe abfurdity 
of the triumph ol the friends of the late a- 
mendment ol the conftitution, upon its u- 
nanimoos adoption by the fmall flaffes of 
the fouthand weft-. Should we be divided 
into a conftttutional • and an anticonftitu- 
al party, would any one cenfure a «• un- 
ion of honeft men," for the purpofe of 
prefer ving the conftitution ? — As well 
might it be contended that men of differ^ 
ent political parties ought not to unit^, to 
flop the progrefs of a deftru6live fire or in- 
nndation, or to repulie an invading ene* 
my ! And it requires no prophetic powers 
toprcdifttheexiftenceof all thefe different 
parties in our country, in a greater or lefs 
degree, within the courfe of a very few 
years. 

Few individua^ls of the republican par- 
ty fuffered more, in their feelings at leaf?, 
from federal perfccotion, than myfelf. I 
am, willing, however, io facrifice^ even 
my juft refentments upon the ahar of my 
country. Bot I will never lacrifice my 
principles. Some of thofe who declaim 
the moft violently againft me at this mo- 
ment were federalifls while federalifm was 
fafhionable. My conflituents will rcmem- 
her that important faS when they bear the 
future deelamations of thole gentlemen! 
Others have ch««ged. I ramain Unaltered. 
I repeat it, I advocate the northern union 
with .a view to the prefer vation' inftead of 
the deftruftion of the conftitution. And 
I advocate it upon republican principles 
alone. I will oppbfe it whenever it is at- 
tempted' 10 be eflablilhed upon principles 
favorable to ariftocracy or monarchy.

f he passengers and crew vfere permitted to take 
out their baggage. Sic. and weie tneated civillx while 
0}vb^>a(d the privateer. Ci^t. M'Mei^ the cook, 
and two boys rentaining ott board the -&h^»*^*bich| 
after putting 24 Frenehmen on board, they ordered 
her for Cuadalottpe or Cuba. Ihe passengers arri- 
ved in town yescerdaiy morning in a pilot boat. 

The Two Friends left Gravesend on the 21>rt A- 
pril, an4 was 42 days em when captured, .bbehad 
two thousand letters in her bags, aU of which were' 
detained by the Frenchmen. 

The, privateer mounts four 12 pound carronades* 
a long brass 12 pounder, and two doubk-fortified 4 
pounders*; and hadon board 97 men. They stated^ 
that one of the Guineamen which they had takcd, 
bound into this port* had 45D slavei. 

The ca^pture of the Two Friends has pi^oduced a. 
seasat^m in this city^ of a stronger kind than any 
that has been felt for several years: Those who, as 
Amencans, alhre to the honor and charactet of their , 
country, have long been irritated at the nakednesa ' 
and defenceless state of their ports, arenow incen* 
aed to an extrenne degi ee at the nc^riect of the cum- 
merchd interests of th** country. The cargo of the 
Two Friends was con^K)sed of a ct^nsiderabie part ' 
of the Spring aiid Summer supply of Goods for ihia . 
State, . none other being expectnl till the Fsill. 
The consequences to the Meichaiiis ^^f Cbarlestcna^^ 
on acfioum, not or.ly of the loss actually smtainedp ' 
but ot the disappoiniinent of the Planiets, and oth- 
er Cfistofners, are injurious in the ex'rctne.

At the dose of the letter it is stated, *< A letter is 
received by the mali $f6m Batoa Rouge, .which says« 
an attack was expected to ^e made on the fort— -«e' 
that 3rou will perceive the idea expressed in the be- 
gi ining of my letter is prevalent m that part of the 
country.* 

Capt: Balch^ of the bark Mary, arrived at fvavali- 
nah from Jamaica, has fiui^hed the following ac- 
acount ; 

« Monday 21st May, l^OS, at 5 P. M. sailed 
from Morsnt-Bay : saw a sail aitem ait 8 A. M. 
which a{}peared to be a fielucca in chase of us. On 
the 23d at 3 P. M. she fired a shot over us, and 
hoisted French colors. We accordingly hove to, 
and the captain went on board with all necessary pa- 
pers. The boat's crew were detained on board the 
privateer, and the boat manned with privateersmen 
and sent on board the barque for plunder, in the 
mean tinr^e the remainder of our crew were ordered 
on board the privateer, and threatened with flogging 
from the captain down to the biy. One of the hands 
was brought to the gun, with arof>e round his neck, 
for the ptnpose of extorting from hirh an avowal of 
money or papers which mi^t be concealed W hen 
on the point, however, of putting their purpose in 
executitm, the pluiulerers on bo.vd hailed the priva- 
teer, and ;!aid they had found the money. The man 
wus then released The Captun vias also threaten- 
ed, and they were on the point of lashing hts hands, 
when the bnat came along side with the money, 
which drew ^^heir attention from him to a more 
pleasing obiect. *rhe boat was then manned with a 
ireshset of robbers, and kept constmntly plyjng be- 
twecn the barque and privateer, until 7 P. M during 
which time they robbed us of ISOOdollar^ in specie, 
btlongiHR to the barque, besides 450 of the Capt ain*s, 
and 500 rf the passengers and ship^s company ; 
likewise of wearing appaiel Bouors, pmvisioiny eom* 
passes, quadrants, charts and h'M>ks, and in slmrt, 
almost every thing they could lay their hands on ; 
and what they couklnoi take* awav they destroyed : 
not even sparing such letters and papers as were of 
no usie to them. Thiey struck the nriate with their 
swords whenever he went into the cabin.

If.indifchar- 
ging the doiies of my office, I have at a- 
ny time been lefs faithful than others, I 
expea no favor ; and in the fight of him 
who fees all our motives, I declare that I 
wifh none. The whole Judiciary of the 
State is feeble in the hand of the LegiDa- 
<ure : Far be it Uon^ me, as a member, to 
think of refiftance, wbenerer that body^ 
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whether from one motive or anotKer, cfaufe 
to drive me from office ; bceaufe 1 know, 
that the only alternative will be, ta bold 
the Office on fuchdifgraccful terms as they 
may think proper to impofo. The con- 
dufi of the Jaft LegiHature, in creating aa 
unufual inequaiity to the compenration of 
thejuflices, fuch as does not exil{,''3nd 
never did exifi, in any other of the Uni- 
ted Stales, was calcuiated to cover with 
difhonour all the Court; but the Chief 
Jufticc. When or how I ever deferved 
fuch cenfure, \% to me unknown.

IMPROVEMENT. 

J^T bas long been the praflice in 
Germdiiy, Denmark and the country on 
ihe fhores ot ihe BaUic, not ogly lor thofe 
who Utten bullocks br the butcher, but 
thofe who keep milch cows, to give them 
frequeotly what they call a drini^ which 
is a kind of pottage, prepared dificrentiy in 
different parts of the country, and in dif- 
ferent fcaron5,,acccording lo the facility 
with which one or other of the articles oc 
cafionallv employed io it may be procu- 
red, and according to the different fancies 
ol individuals. The articles moft com- 
monly ufed are bran, oatmeal* brcweri' 
grains, maflied potatoes or turnips, rye 
xneal with a large proportion of water ; 
fometimes two or three or more of thefe 
articles are united in forming the drink,, 
and of whatever ingredients the drink con- 
fills, a few eggs, for the moft part, and 
a large proportion ot Wt are always ad- 
ded. 

Kitchens have been buik in different 
parts of Germany, particularly in Bava- 
ria, and lar^^e boilers provided a^nd fitted 
up in the flabks and caw-.houfes merely for 
the purpofe of preparing food for the hor- 
fes and cattle ; the example has been fol- 
lowed in feveral inflances in this country. 
It is afferted by many very intelligent far- 
mcrs who have adopted this new method 
of feeding, that it is highly advantageous ; 
that the drink, by bemg boiled, is render- 
ed more nourilhing and wholefome ^ and 
that the expence of fuel and the trouble 
aitendinf»thi^ proccfs is amply oomipcnfa- 
ted by the advantage derived from the im- 
provement of the food. They even found 
It their interef^ to continue the boiling 
a confidcrable lime, twoc^ ihr^e hours for 
inftance, as the food continued to be ftill 
further improved the longer the boiling 
was continued, aliA^ays adding a (Quantity of 
common fait.

hle power of fleets and armies, which they must d«. 
termine to resist than from iho'ie contests and dis- 
aentions which would Certainly arise, concerning the 
Ibrmt of goiw^ment to be instituted, over the^wh9le. 
;^tfi over the parts of this extensive coiintry. ^ely- 
ir^g» however, on the parity of theii intentions, the 
Justice of their cause^ and the mtegrity and inielli- 
^^ceof-thepeople, urderan over-ruling Providence, 
which had so signally prorecredth^scoomry from the 
Erst, the Represent^ivesof this nation, then consist- 
ingof littte more than half their present number* 
not only broke to pieces the chains which were for- 
lpA|» andther9dof kan that V3s}ifted up, bat 



frankly cut asunder the 6c» vrMch had bound iHpttm, 
and launched into an ocean of uncertainty. 

•« The zeal and ardour of the j eojile, durirg the 
revolutionary war, supply itij; the j/a^c of govca- 
TntiV, commanicd a degree rf ojder, sufjckni at 
least for the tentpcrary pjeicrvatjon of society. The 
confederation, whicli wap c'My fth to be necessary, 
was prepared from the models of the Batavian and 
Hclvetick coTifederacies ; the only examples wluch 
remain, with any detail aftd precision, in histoiy ; 
and certainly the only ones which rhe people at large 
Kid ever considered. But reflecring on the striking 
difterence, in so many ps-nlculars, between this 
country and those, where a courier may go from the 
seat of government to tho frontier in a single 4ay. it 
was then certainly ioreseen, by sotnc who assisted in 
Congress at the formation of It, that it could not be 
durable. 

*« Negligence of its regulations, inattention to Itt 
recommendaiions, if not dispbedietice to its author!- 
ty, not only in individuals but in Stages, soon ap- 
peared with their melancholy consequences — univer- 
sal languor^ jealousies, and rivalries of States ; de- 
al me of navigation and commerce j dicouragement 
of necessary nunufactures ; universal fall in the va- 
lue of lands and their produce ; contempt of public 
and private faith ; less of consideration and credit 
with foreign nations ; and at length in discontents, 
animosines, combinations, partial contentions, atKi 
insurrections, threatening seme great national cala- 
mity. 

** In this dai^gertms crisis, the people cf Arnica 
were not abandoned by their usual geod.sense, pre* 
sencc ot mind, or integrity. Measures were pursued 
to coacert a plan, to form a more perfect union, es- 
tablish justice, ensure demestick rranqtiiUry, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings <*i liberty. The pub- 
lic disquisitions-, dsscussions, and deliberations, is- 
sued in the present happy constitution of Govern- 
ment. 

** Employed in the service of my country abroad, 
during the whole cfturse of these transactions^ I first 
saw4he Constitutton of the United Sates in a for- 
eign country. Irritated by no literary altercations, 
animated by no public debate, heated by no party 
animosity, Irtaa it toitbgrtat tuth/a€tion <u a retult 
ofg*x>d bead^f prompted by good ktarii / «rf an expert' 
tment, better adaptid to tbe gtniut, cbaracter, Htua* 
tUm* and rebitimu of tbi» nation and country, tban a- 
ny vfbicb bad ever been proposed or suggested. In its, 
genet al principles and great outlines, it was confor- 
mable to such a system of government as I had ev- 
er most esteemed j and in some states my own na- 
tive state in particular, had contributed to estab- 
lish Claiming a right of suffrage, in common whh 
mv fellow -citizens, in the adoption or rejection of a 
Constitution which was to rule me and my posterity, 
as well as them and theirs, I did not hesitate to ex- 
press my approbation of it on all occasions, in pub- 
lick ai^ in private. It vtas not tben, nor bas been 
since, €mf object inn to it, in my mind, sbat tbe Execu- 
tive and Senate \cere not more permanent. Nor have 
I ever entertained a thought of promoting any al- 
teration m it. bu^ sucli as the people themse.ves. in 
the course of their experience, should sec and 
feel to be neocssarr or expedient, by iheir represen- 
tatives in Congress, and the State Legislatures, ac- 
cording to the Oonstittitien itself, to adopt and or- 
dain. 

•* R£t timing to the bosom of my country, ifter a 
painful separation from it for teti years, I had the 
honour to be elated to a station umlcr the new or- 
der of thinijs ; and I have repeatedly laid myself 
under the most serious obligations to support the 
Constitution. The o|»eration t>f :t has equalled the 
most sanguine expectations of its Friends ; and from 
^n h^itiml attention to it, sutisfaciion in ita admin- 
istration, and delight in its effects upon the f>eace. 
order, prosperity and happiness of the nation, / bave 
acq^irpJ an babUuai attcubment to, 0n4 ^>en«rmion for 
it. 

" What othcf form of government indeed can so 
well deserve our esteem and love ? 

^* There may be little soUdity in an ancient idea, 
that con^regitioBi of nen into dtiea i^Kl lu^kmst are 



theiMoat pleating objects in the sight cf ispcrior i:i 
UlUgftices ; but thii is very certain, that to a bene- 
voi()uv humane mirtd, .there en* be no spectacle pre* 
scnted by any nation, more i:leas;Hg*. mere ni^e» 
majestic* oraugust^ than- an a&fcembly, like thai 
which bas so often been ^een m this and the 
other chai«ber of Congress, of a government, in 
which ^heexetutrve suthority, as well as that of ail 
the branches of theJuegisIatuie, ate ej(erc»ed by 
citizens selected^ st regular periods, by their nftigb*> 
bors, to make and ^aMcnte laws for the general good. 
C^a. tmy thinv eueBiui/^ wny thing more tban mm-e or> 
iiommnt ood artoratkm^ i^ added to tbis by robes or fa'cV 
mmomi* ? Can authority be more amiable or resp^tr 
able, when it desceudt Irom aceidentSt or inscirui- 
tien» established in. remote antiquity, than when it 
springs &c»h ftota the heattt and judgments of aa 
honest and enlightened people ? For it is thie people 
only that are represented i It is thehr power and mau 
jesty that is reacted, and'Only for thtir good, in 
every legitimate government, under wteitever form 
it nay appear. The existence of such a government 
as ours tor any length of rime, is a full proof of a 
general dissemination of virtue throughout tbe whole 
body of the people. And what object orconsidera* 
\\on more pleasing than this can be presented to the 
human heart } if oatiottal pnde is ever justifiable or 
excuseable, it is when it springs, not from power 
or riches, grandeur or glory, but from conviction of 
national innocence, information, and benevolence. 

« lo tbe midst of these pleating Sdeas, irc should 
be unfaithful to ourselves, if we should lose sight 
of the danger to our lH>ertiet ; if ar y thing partial or 
extraneous should infect the purity of our tree, fair, 
virtuous, and independent elections. If an election 
is to be determined by a majority of a single vote^ 
and that can he procured by a pirty^ through artlfiot 
or corruption, ibe government may be tbe choice ofm 
party for their awn ends, not (^ tbe nation, for the na* 
thnal good. If that soHtary sufirage can be obtain- 
ed by foreign aatieva, by flattery or menaces, by 
fraud or violence, by terror, infrigue, or venality, the 
government may not be the choice of the Americaii 
peopTe, but of foreign nations. It may be foreign 
nations who govern us, and not we, the people, who 
goyero ouvseWes. And candid men will acknowU 
edge* chat, in such cases, chr^ice should have little ad- 
vantage to boast of, over L^t or chance. 

Such is the amiable and interesting system of go- 
vernment (and such are some cf the abuses to 
which it may be exposed) which the people of A* 
merica have eahibitedto the admiration ard anxie- 
ty of the wise and virtuous of all nations, for eight 
years, under the administration of a citizen, who, by 
a long course of great actions, regulated by prudence, 
JQStice, temperance, and fortitude ; conducting a( 
people inspi^d by the same virtuous and animated 
with the same ardent patriotism and love of liberty, 
to independence and peace, to increasing wealth and 
imexampled prosperity ; has merited the gratitude 
of his iellow aiizens, commapded the highest prais- 
es of foreign nations, and secured immortal glory 
with posterity ! 

" In that retirement which is his voluntary choice, 
may he long live to enjoy the delicious recollection 
of his services, the gr<ititode of mankind, the hap- 
py fruhs of them to him?ie1f and world, which are 
daily increasing, and that splanitd prospect of th« 
future foriunes of his country, which is opening 
from year to year. His name may be still a ram- 
part ; and the knowledge that he lives, a bulwark 
Bgainst all open or secret enemies of his country's 
peace 

" Hi? example has been recommended to the imi- 
tation of his successors, by both Houses of Congress, 
and by the voice of the Legislatures and the people 
throughout the nation. 

«* On thia subject it might- become me better to 
be silent, or to speak with diffiderce : but as some- 
thing may be exjWcted, the nccaston, 1 hope, will 
he admitted as an apolrgy, if I venture to say, 

•' That if a preference, upon principle, of a free 
republican government, fcurcd upon a long and se- 
rious reflect ion, after a diligent and impartial inquiry- 
after truth ;— *if at! attachment to the Consilhition of - 
the United btates, ana a conscienttoua determlna* 
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tjon t» support it, until it shall be akered by, the 
X^dgmcnts a»td wishes of the people, expresstdlh 
the mode prescribed ia it ;•— if a respectful attentioii 
to the constitutions of the itidt^dual States, and a 
constant caution and delicacy towards the state gov- 
ernments ;. -if an equal and impartial regard to the 
nghts, interer%s, honor, and happiness of all the 
'^" stages ol the Union, without preference or re- 
gard to a tiorthem or southern, an eastern of- west- 
ern position, their various political opinionspion.unes- 
fieniial points, or their personal attathments \ — if a [ 
love of vitiuous noeu of all parties and denomina- 
tions ; — if a love of science and letters, and a wish \ 
to patronize every rational effort to encourage 
schools, collegas, uiiiversirtes, academies, and ev- 
try institution for propagating knowledge, vhrtue 
aiul religion, among ail ^classes of the people, not 
only for their benign influence on the happiness of 
life, in all its stages and classes, and of society in all 
its forms, bat as the only meana of preserving our 
Constitution from its natural enemies, the spirit of 
.sophistry, the spirit of party, the spirit of intrigue, 
thopro8tgacy ot corruption, and the pestilence of 
foreign iniflaeTKe, which is th&angel of destruction 
to elective governments ;— if a love of equal laws, 
of justice, and humanity, in the ulterior administra- 
' tion ;— if an inclination to improve ag^alture, com- 
tnerce, and mannfactures for necessity, convenience, 
arid defence ;— if a sphrif of equity and human- 
ity towards th« aboriginal natives of Aiaerica, 
and a cUsposi^ioa to meliorate their condition, by 
inclining thtni to be more frieadly to us, and our 
citizens to be more friendly to them ; — if an inilex- 
ible determination to maintain peace and inviolable 
^aiih with all nations, arid that system of neutrality 
and imp^tiality. towards the belligerent powers of 
£urope, which has been adopted by this govem- 
cnent» and so solenuily sanQiioned by both houses of 
Congress, and applauded by tlae legislatures of the 
states .and the publi<; opinion, until it shall be oth^r- 
wise ordained by Congress i--.if personal esteem for 
the French nation, formed in^a residence of seven 
ytttxB, dueiy amon^ them, and a sincere desire to 
preserve the friendship which has been so much for 
the honor and interest of both nations ; — if while 
the conscious honor and integrity of the people of 
America, and the internal sentiment of their own 
powers and energies, must be preserved, an caraest

"Which I have so often hazarded uiy all, and never 
been deceived ;— if elevated ideas of the high desti- 
uics of this country, and of my own duty towards 
it, founded on a knowledge of the moral principles, 
and inttfllectual improvements of the people, deep- 
ly engraven o^ my irtind in early life, and not ob- 
scured bur ^il'ed l^ experience and age ;— and. 
with humble tevcren<^e, I feel t my duty to add, if 
a venercition for the religion of a people, who pro-

Let the reader of the above manly 
and dignified eulogy on that instrument, compare 
it with the flimsy discourse about Antt-pbilosopbitts, 
further alterations, and the natural progress of im- 
provement ; let him compare the charges made and 
attempted during the last four years, with the sacred 
respect paid to it during the four years ; preceding ; 
let him recollect the hostility to the constitution not 
concealed but avowed, both in language and prac- 
tice, by the present President ; let him consider that 
the professions of attachment to it Which are found 
in the above speech are uniformly supported by the 
practice of the speaker ; asd let him then say who 
is thQ friend and who is the enemy of the Constitu- 
tion of the United Stares. Mr. Jtfferson Was from 
the first moment opposed to that system of govem- 
riieot ; he has to the present moment watched and 
improved every occasion to destroy its wisest pro- 
visions. — but Mr Jefferson is the friend of the peo- 
ple ; and, therefore, can do no wrong.

July 4th, 1805. 

In the absence of party spirit, the citizens chose 
to harmonize, and were not disturbed by a return of 
politics through the day. 

A I'rayer by the Rev. Philip P. Myers. 

The Declaration of Independence, read by Alex- 
ander Fraser, £sq. 

An Oration, suited to the occasion, delivered by 
Mr. Cyrus Goodrich. 

An elegant dinner was provided by Capt. Fred- 
rick Frye, under a bower prepared for that pui^ose, 
where the citizens and a considerable number of re- 
putable visitors from difi«rent parts, regaled them- 
selves, after which the following toasts were drank, 
followed by a discharge of 16 guns, under the di- 
rection of Messrs. Hamilton and Jenkins. 

1 . The 4th of July, 1805 — May this returning 
anniversagr of American independence, ever fill the 
souls of freemen with extacy, and those of tyrants 
^ith fear and trembling. 

2. May the American nation, like the Romans in 
their primitive greatness, carry their eagle in tri- 
umph, wherever the cause of jiistice shall bid them 
unshcath the sword. 

3. The Congress, the executive, and Judiciary of 
the United States, tnay they, by their cordial union, 
unite the people. 

4. The government under which we live, may it 
be prosperous, and continue a blessing to millions 
yet unborn. 

5. Honesty the best policy, in public as well as

No farther inttUigence has been received Trom 
tay of our fleets ; cf course, the general conversa- 
tion has nothing but conjectures to rest upon. Lord 
Nelson» it is supposed, is by this time cruizing off 
Cadiz, w^atching rhe m tions of the coml>iittd fleets, 
and waiting for reinforcements ; buf it i.i the opin- 
ion of many, that ail we have heard &f the retom of 
the enemy into Cadiz, has been founded on ^ome 
nnstake, and that they are still pcrsuing^ their ori- 
ginal destination, whatever that may be. On that 
poiiit opinions still coAUnoe much divided. The 
East-Itidies, the West-Indies, the Brazils, and Ire- 
taad are still insisted on with obstinacy, which only 
goes to prove that we are incomplete ignorance of 
the plans of the enemy. 

On this subject more may be gathered from com- 
paring the operations of the enemy in thp dilEerent 
ports that belong to them with each other, than 
from a oonuderation of the comparative, strength of ; 
our own vulnerable point. The combined fleets i 
sailed from Cadiz on the 11th April, and we now | 
know that th# enemy's force at Ferrol was m the i 
same period attempting to get out, viz. on the lOth, 1 
when prevented by the presence of Sir Robert j 
CaUer. Itis» therefore^ but reasonable to -infe^an 
jBteaded co-operation ; that the precise junction of 
the Fiench and Spanish ships was part'of the plan ; 
•od that the Imnging out of the Dutch fleet was also 
a part of the object in view ! If so» this wovkl not 
be attempted by the enemy endeavouring to force 
his way op the channel- — To risk an engagement 
is no p»rt of his present policy, but unite his force, 
and then attempt his main cntcrprize, whatever 
that may be. But if the Dutch force js to be united 
with the otiiers, how is this to be effected ? Only by 
tempting a passive round by the North. 

Should it turn out that the combined fleets have 
not returned to Cadiz, we would not be surprised to 
hear of their bavivg borne away to the Westward, 
then gained aJiigh North latitude, and come round 
Scotland into the North Sea. — Should they succeed 
m this-thcy would carry the Dutch fleet with them, 
and might then- come down the Channel, bring 
oat the Boulogne fleet, and proceed where they 
please. 

We shall not dwell on this, but we conceive it a 
doty to pohut out what may possibly bc^atterr.pted, 
chat meassres may be taken for counteracting the

To tint 
charge I nUtke no rvply, His mere assertion, the 
truth or falsehood of which, let himi who reads the 
whole sentence, determine for himself- But, when 
you say there is a most striking verbal inacamoy 
in the sentence, I have the audacity to tell you, that 
youaremiatakeii.

whole of your essay. Your criticism upon this sen- 
tence—" Your acquirements here, though respecta- 
ble, are the first rudiments of an education,*' is 
weak indeed. The tautology in the phrase •< first 
nidlmeats," is the gross error which so shocks your 
delicate nerves, t give an illustration to shew you 
that the expression is correct. — Words ate Ae rudi- 
ments of a language ; but sentences are the rudi- 
ments ( are not the grammatical principles of a 
language its rudiments ? Why not then say, words 
aie the first rudunents of a language ? I confess, for 
my own part, I cannot sec this gross error, of whic|i 
you complam. But, Mr. Cntic, yr»u think that Mr 
Nott's manner of collocating adverbs had a singular 
effect in rendering his sentences aukward and dis- 
jointed.

eoiDc). fought .out bis tent, aAd c^iiMf him-> 
itU to him, bringing with htm a f hyfictan; 
Pointing to the Qck and helplefa foldier, 
be faid to th^ pby fician, '* Sir, I entreat you 
Sio fpare MO pains or aHfentfoii' on ihk pa* 
ticnt, for he U one of the rooft ufeiul men 
in the army." He recovered and retuin- 
ed ta4)if 4oiy to whic^ he rigidly adhered 
tilt the |>eace. - ' ' 

" At, the end of the waf he came home 
with a ruined conHitution. After ail the 
WardiAtps he had undergone, a (bsHered 
fraiAe — an empty purfe — and a dejetied 
rpirit*^ were ali he bad left. bim» Hi$ fi^ft 
vices and his fuffertngs however, were not 
kmg forgotten. The fame Governor 
Clinton who had brought reliel to him 
wheo fick iQ ibc tcm» Goveroor Cliiitao,^ 



(hot at that tinie under, the guidance of 
tholijbafc paflidns. which have degraded 
and difgraced his^grevhairs in the clofe of 
life J enquired lor* Mr. Maffhall, and re- 
warred hup' with the ofl5ce of infpeQor of 
lumber i under the firft aft cre?:ing the of- 
fice. Tbe ddiies of it were well fuited to 
Mr. Mar/bair$ feeble date of healih,'and it 
was ohe that with care and economy migtit 
yield a decent competence for bis little 
family. In latter times,, however, it was 
his misfortune, to , think with General 
Wafiungton and Hamilton on the fubjcft 
bf the jpolitics ot this country ; and for 
this, Secaufe he could not confcientioufly 
jdin Governor Chnton in his oppofition 
ro.the federal c6n0itution, and the federal 
adminiftration, under it the Robefpierian 
council of appointment, with Governor 
Clinton at their head, deprived him of the 
only reward of all his toits and his valor.

Thii lafl office it is that the *• little tyrants" 
of oar corporation baive juf) deprived Mr. 

The truth is, his very great 
expeitnefti at>d his integrity in the execu- 
tion of his office, procured him too great 
a /hare of the bufinefs, and formed his 
greatell crime. While he was the infpeft- 
or, nf>any a hungry den:K>crat could hardly 
get a Crumb to pot into his mouth. It was 
ilietefore neteffary to remove htm. And 
now al the ige of fifty-two, this honeif, 
worll^^ man i^turnedadritt upon the world, 
iVyd ihe means by which for years-he hat 
fuppotted his f?»mihr are taken from him, 
for no earthly teafon butlbecaufe be has 
too much boaorable priocipic 10 dctafe

men whofe fentiments he cannot in cou- 
fcience approve of nor fupport. And 
whomdo you think they have appointed io 
the place of Mr. Marfhall ? WiU you be.

When gariick cannot be 
found, it i& probable, that the juice ol on- 
ions, or thdt ol a larger kind of gariick, 
which is Irequent. fn gardens, u^der the 
pame of French gariick, may be of equal 
efficacy. Several valuable horfes who 
were apparently in the lafl flage of the 
difeafe, have been fpecdily and effcAuaily 
cur^d by this ttm^y* We have this in- 
formation from a ref pefilable gentleman of 
Jones County, who was a witnefs to the 
luccefs of the pra3ice aod has eniire con* 
fidence in its fuccefir, even in the ittoil ex- 
treme cales.

The confequence 
is that in no country h habitual drunken* 
nefs fo prevalent as \n the United States ; 
and, inilead ol atigmenting the evil, ttie 
wbolefume mterpofition of Legi (Native 
control is imperiouQy denwnded lor its 
diminution. 

The repcaJ ©♦ the other taxes, fuch as 
thofe o^ auClions, licenfes, carriages and 
refined fugars, muft at firfl fight appear e- 
qi.jaUy inexpedient as noifiing could afford 
a more legitimate fub^ft for theexercife 
olthejufi: and received notions oiuxa- 
tion than earh of tbele.. To'Ua it feems a 
ftrangr inconfi'ftency t*hat rhe Nabob wlio 
lolls in f^r» coach and wht^confuraes refi- 
ned fugar or wi^ie from thererailer, fli;>uJd' 
giv^ nothing for the enjoyment ofthefe 
luxuricSjj while thofe i» the more humble 



wa!k« ollUe are obliged to pay an high 
price for the imported ncceffaries of life. 
Could the idea beemeiiained that the peo- 
ple were too much burthened, it would 
certainly have been better, as the fedeial- 
ifls propofed, to leflcn or take x»fF entirely 
the duties on fak, brown- fugar, the cheap, 
er teas, the coarfer manufa6lures, and io^ 
deed,from all thofearticles which the poorer 
part of the community have the gi-eateft 
reafon to require, in which they are more 
immediately concerned, and -which arifc" 
rather from the neceffities than the refine- 
ment of human natnre.

CHARLESTON, JULY 8. 

A gentleman who came passenger in the sloop 
Hanger, from Augustine, informs, that on Tuesday 
morning last between bt. Simon's and Savannah as 
soon as it was light, they observed a heavy smoke 
to the eastward, and shortly after discovered a 
large French sch'r, mounting 18 or 20 gtms ; and 
apparently a great number of men on board, stand- 
ing in for the shore and a British ship of war in pur- 
suit of her. The chace and firing of the bhip con- 
tinued for about 2 hours,' when the sch'r, being close 
in shore, hove to, and our. informant thinks anchor- 
eel The ship hnmediaiely ceased firing and contin- 
ued to stand off* and on : bot they could not a^^er- 
tain whether the privateer had struck her colors, 
they however plaiidv distinguished, boats passing 
between them, and from this circumstance little 
doubt remains of the sch'r being captured. The 
ship mounted 15 or 16 guns on a hide, and had more 
the appearance of a frigate than a stooji of war. 

At ont period the Frenchman ran so near the 
sloop Ranger, as to place her in>media-cly between 
the privateer and the ship, when ihe latter ceased 
firing, until the sloop got out of the bearings of her 
guns

<* Be thovi a spirit of health, or Goblin damn'd, 
Bring with thee airs from heav'n or blasts from hell ; 
Be thf iateau wicked or charitable, 
ThoQCom'st in such a questionable shape.

What i% third-partyifm ? Is it any 
thing or nothing ? Is it either f ederalifm or 
democirtcy ? Do third-partynmen contend 
for any new principles ? Or do they 
merely firuggle to gratify their refentment, 
their ambition, or their avarice ? Thefe are 
imporfant quefiions ; and time alone, per- 
haps, can enable us to anfwer them accu- 
rately. 

I cannot admit that third-partyifm is a- 
cy thing more than a deluGve phantom, 
nntil I am convinced that it embraces 
fbme new principle, totally diftin£l from 
federalifm or anii-federaHfm* If the third 
party intend (when they become fufficient- 
ly powerful) to fet up fome new fyftem 
of politics — it they defign to eflablifh a 
monarchical, imperial, or purely democrat- 
ical government, then indeed may they lay 
claim to fome difiin£iion. But if they have 
no fucb objeQ in view — if ibey are content 
to be confidered as mere guids — then they 
will foon find themfelvcs precifely in the 
fUoation of the American commerce ; — No 
friends — no foes : abufed by all — protefl- 
ed by none. 

Between right and wrong there is no 
medium ; and it is impofTible that there 
(ho-jld be more than two great parties in 
the United States. The friends of the 
conftiiution, or federal ifts, fland on one 
iide — the enemiei of the conftitution, or 



anti-tederalifts, on the other. A man who 
(hould declare that he was neither an ene- 
my nor a friend to the conflitution might 
call himfelf a third-party-man ; — I (hould 
call him a cypher. 

It may be contended, that there are two 
kinds of republicans or democrats — the 
one friendly, the other inimical to the 
Conilitution. Thofe who are more pleaf- 
ed with found than fubftance — thofe who 
are willing to take the mere name for the 
reality, may make this diilinQion. But it 
cannot, in juftice, be adtmtted. The man 
who regards the Conflitution, is, at heart, 
a federalift ; but if he fupports, with his 
vote and influence, an Adminiflration that 
is aiming to overtbrbw the Con&itution> 
he ads like an antiiederalift. Such a kind 
of Head'VS.'Heart-Politician^ is, indeed, 
a third-party-roan ; but fuch an one can 
give no afTiIlance to a good caufe. 

Amongft thofe, who are called third-par- 
ty-men, there are many whofe honefty and 
candor entitle them to refpe£l and confi* 
dence. They have formerly fupporied 
the democratic party ; but now, being 
convinced of the iniquity of the raeafures 
and views of the leaders oi that party, 
they have become federalifb. The dif- 
gracef ul name of third-party-men is appli- 
ed to them, becaufe they want refolu- 
tfon to avow their fentimcnts openly. 
There is, I confefs, fome excufe for this 
refer ve. Few men are prepared to with- 
(land the violent and terrible denunciations 
which await every one who has honefty e- 
nough to abandon the democratic party. 
But it is high time that men of independ- 
ence and integrity (hould make a (land. It is 
♦ime to (hake off every thing like referve — 
that the friends of the conftitution and the 



country may know each other. Federal* 
ifts ought to look upon every one as an 
enemy, who will not avow his triendfhip. 
Let federalifm exift pure and unadulterated, 
or let it not exi(l at all. Let us patch up 
no party-coloured (landard. Let the line 
be drawn between ConJHtutionalifts^ and 
Anti'ConJtitutionaliJls ; and then Ietthird« 
party-men take their choice.

tr UNACCOUNTABLE SECRECY. 

The maxim that a Republican govern- 
ment fhould have ho fccrets has been 
Wrongly urged lieretofore by the democrat- 
ic party. We never were ot that opinion 
— *vc fiioi^ld conceive it the greateft abfur- 
dity to difclofe afifiirs of ftate, when that 
difclorure could only injure the public in- 
lereft and produce no good but the gratifi- 
cation ot an ill ^dvifed curiofity.

The papers have been &Iled with fevere re- 
marks againft the Englifh for this fuppofed 
UDJufl depredation on our commerce.Inf or- 
mation was received from Jamaica that the 
iflaod of Curracoa had been declared in a 
flate of blockade andahat our government 
were well acquainted with the fa£l. Noth^ 
ing official yet tranfpired — more property 
was rifqued on the uncertainty of a£lual 
blockade, and more facrifices made. 

Now to the queflion, did government 
know of this blockade ? — The repeated 
and heavy lofTes fuftained by feveral gen- 
tlemen at New-York induced them to re- 
queft the necefTarvinlormaiion of the fee- 
retary of (late. We have fecn a copy of 
Mr Maddifon's aniwer. From this it ap- 
pears, that as early as April 1804, the 
Biitifh Minider gave regular information 
ot this blockade to the Department of 
State of the United States. Our govern- 
ment » for what reafon we are at a lofs to 
conjefture, did not think proper •• to par- 
ticipate in the promulgation of the notice, 
tranfmitted by the Bntifh commander. 
The blockade of Curracoa was according- 
ly left io make itfelj known^ in the ordiii. 
ary manner." ! ! 

Tfiefe afe the tafts— and the blockade 
has made itfclf known by the capture and 
condemnation of property to a great ex- 
tent ; Government has witnefTed ihefe e- 
vents, kept their fccret, and permitted 
individuals oiindly to buy their experience, 
at a cruel rate. 

How far ihts is confident with the a- 
vowed principles of the democrats, or 
whether this was one of thofc circuraftan- 
ces which the public good required fhou Id 
be kept fecret, we leave to men erf candour 
and judgment to determine.

fed without any flriking aiceration in the 
unfortunate woman's appearance : this 
circumftance called forth the keeper's af- 
lonilhmcnt fo oiuch, that he br.;3n to ima- 
-gine the daughter had contrived fome

The humane keeper inflant- 
ly flew to her judges, dcfcribed the inter- 
efting fcene he fcid beheld, and had the 
happinefs of procuring a pardon for the 
unfortunate offender. The Senate were 
To ftruck with this inQance of amiable ten- 
dernefs, that they ordered a temple to be 
erefied to filial piety on the fpot where the 
prifon flood, and both mother and daugh- 
ter to be maintained at the public ex- 
pence. 

A fimilar inftance to the one I have re- 
lated, is recorded in the Grecian hifiory, 
with this fingle difference, that Euphrafia, 
(which was the name of the Grecian hero- 
ine^ fuftained htx father by the fame nour- 
ilhment with which the amiable Roman 
had fupported her mother.

On Friday, July 9ih, this distinguisbed pris'Micr 
kcing placed at the bar. before a respectable Jurr, 
the charges for forging and uttering t)irte checks 
drawn and pre<iented In the name of the Spanish 
Ambassador, the Marquis de Casa Yrujo, upon the 
Bank of Penn5)lvania, fcr the sums if 600. 1,000, 
and 300 doihirR, v/cre opened against him by Mr. 
Charles IngersoU The trial was unavoidably pro- 
tracted by two long adjournments, and lasted twen- 
ty two hours in session. The question was volu- 
minous and detailed, and occupied about 12 hours. 
On the part of the commonwcalih it went to show 
the prisoner's expensive and extravagant mode of 
Iiving,and the narrowness of his means* from whence 
it was to Be interred that he must have resorted to 
ar.ifices and forgery in rrder to sustain his great ex- 
peticei;— -The presentarion at the Hank of the third 
check confessedly by Cabrera's direction, and the 
similarity of the writing in this to the two prece- 
ding checks. For the prisoner it was sworn by 
reveral wimesses, that he was a man of illustrious 
family and connexions, and it was attempted to be 
proved that he had received the last check from a 
F»enchniar. ; who however swore in absolute denial 
of this charge and was confirmed by strong evidence 
of witnesses as well asr corroborating circumstances. 
When the testimony was closed, the ca^e was spo- 
ken to by .Messrs. Heartly and Lewis fcr the pris- 
oiter, and Mr Cha»les IngersoU and the Attorney. 
Gencralfor the prosecution— the^ discussions were 
circumstantial and animated. At 10 o'clock, Wed- 
nesday night the Recorder delivered a full and accu-> 
rate charge ; and at 11, on Thursday mcrning, the 
Jury returned with a verdiat of Guilty. Tuesday mor- 



ning, 16th instant, after an impretsiTe •ddrett^ tbe 
Recorder pMnoonced the prisoner's sertence to two 
years imprisonment At hmni labor and a fine of 3.000 
dollars. D uriog the whole of the trial tbe |>risooer*9 
conduct was composed, gentlemanlike* and becom* 
ing. The weather was extremely hot, and the hall 
very much crowded. The justice dore this man trx 
this occasion, in the circumstances, manlier, and e- 
vent of his trial, is honorable to the Court and Jury, 
and cannot fail to impress his country with highly 
favorable sentiments o£ the impartial integrity of A' 
morican Tribunab.

learned tbe train of uninterrupted crimet 
and atrocities ot this African, whofc feM>« 
city is at leaft equal to, if it does not fur. 
pafs, that o I tigers. 

Deflaiines, tranfported Uotn the coaS of 
Guinea to St. Domin|;o, ferved as adoiirer. 
tic to a free negro proprietor, of the name 
of Dcffalioes, when the inlurrcSion broke 
out. He was then called Jean Jacques, 
and comnienced the career of his crimei 
by airaflinating his mafter, of whofe name 
and efffc^ls he imnaediateJy took pofleflion. 
He then joined himfclf to the bands of Bi- 
dflon, who had been proclainted Chief of 
the Infurgcnts. He obtained in this bodf 
the command of a froall corps, with which, 
tike a torrent, he over-ran the mofl fertile 
and populous part of the country, in order 
to Teck for objefts on whom he might cxer- 
cile his cruelty. Death marched in his 
irain.and prefented itfelf in the moft terrif. 
ic forms ; neither fex, age, or rank, were 
refpefted ; a fpeedy deaih was a favour, 
in comparifon to the flow and dreadful 
tortures which he infli6led on a venera. 
ble old man, on the mother of a iamily. 
and even on an infant in the cradle. Tfiis 
b^ibarian has cau fed a Police OfHcV, of 
the name of Blew, to b^ nailed to the door 
ol his own houfe, and ordered his limbs lo 
he cut off by a hatchft, one by one. 
Soon afier, be happened to difcover the re- 
treat of a poor carpenter ; he wifhed hffm 
to undergo a fpecies of fufFering emblera- 
atical to his profeflion : in confquepce ot 
which, he had him faftened between two 
boards, and fawcd dtror«. Biaflbn had 
fixed his head quarters in a fugar planta- 
tion which neceflity alone had induced 
him to rpare. It was there he d/epofited 
all the fpoils of the unhappy colonifts who 
had fallen beneath the fury of the Blacks. 

There were fee n heaped together in the 
fquare, bloody arms and brilliant orna^ 
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nents ; matbemttical raSnimeoti ; and u 
ronpotl ; veflels of plate and foul linnen ; 
ehtnk vafes, and &ins of animals ; coftly 
diamonds, and human (kullt « in the ha<r of 
which ihey remained faftened ; fuperb 
carpets, and difgufting rags. On certain 
days there fpoils were diilributed to thofe 
who had executed the ffreateft number of 
mallacres, or burned the greateft number 
of habitations ; and the great Chiel» al- 
ter having prai fed their zeal, advanced 
them accordingly. 

Stimulated by cupidity or ambition, 
Deffifines refolved to fecure the good will 
of Bialtbn bv a great afi of atrocity. One 
day, when tne Chief of the Blacks had fet 
oat on an expedition^ which would keep 
bHn s<t a diftance for fome time, he feized 
the opportunity of hisabfence to execute 
the prqjed he meditated. He advanced 
rapidly, with a torch in his hand, towards 
a part of the Ifland where in(urre£lion.had 
pot yet extended its ravages. He fucceeded 
^[l taking three hundred prifoners, mod of 
whom were women, children, and old men, 
whom he condu£led, in chains, to the 
camp of BtafTon, and, on the eve of the 
day when the Chiei of the Blacks was ex- 
]^e£)ed to return to quarters, he caufed 
thefe three hundred viAims to betmafTa- 
' crcd, and their heads fixed on the fpikes 
which f urrounded the $r(l court oi the 
habitation of the Chief. 

Braffon, on his arrival, conteAipIated 
with a ferocious joy, this fpeflacle fo 
well worthy o\ fuch a cannibal. He con. 
gratuiated DefTiIines on his zeal, ^nd ap- 
pointed him to a fituation in his guards, 
Such was the caufe oi the firft advance- 
ment of this ferocious African in the Black 
army. It was at this time that TouilFanc 
Louverture appeared in the camp of Biaf. 
fon, who, charmed to find a man who 
coutrf read an<l write, received him and 
made him his Private Secretary, and foon 
after captain of his guards. It wa^ thro 
that ihe intimacy of Touiffant and Defla- 
lines commenced. This laff continued 
to enj >y the confidence ol Biaffon, who 
charged him wiih the dire6)ion of the tor- 
tures infli6ied on the .Whites, who had 
been made prifoners. 

BiafTcm was not lefs terrific than DelTa- 
lines ; this lafi, and Touiffant Loverture, 
leagued themr>*lves with a Chief of the 
Army, named Jfan Francois, and refolved 
to depofe Biafion, wfiom they fent prifon- 
er to St. Auguftine, where be died indif. 
pair. Touiffant Louverture foon became 
the only Chief of the Colony ; but a deep 
laid feheme of Deffalines, and a man of 
the name of Chriftophe, overturned the 
projeSs of Touiffant Louverture, who 
was arretted and fent to France. Deffa- 
liaes, by flow degrees, fhookoffall author- 
ity ; he formed tor htmfelf a Guard and a 
Staff, with which be took poffeffion oi the 



5ead quarters of the infurgemi, eommaii* 
ed the incendiaries and prefided at their 
maffacres. We already know hia horrid 
proclamations, and the foregoing details 
give a precifc idea of his charafter. Since 
he became Governor Genetal of the ifland, 
he affe£b a' magnificence as expenfive as 
capricious. His army is reduced to 20,000 
men, amodgil whom there are hardly ^000 
fit to carry arms ; but in cafe of a new 
enterprife by the French, he has adopted a 
fyflem of defence which muft ultimately 
end in the ruin and de{lru£fionof almoft 
all the cities which yet cxifl in the Colo-

FROM THE WILMINGTON MIRROR. 
A CAVE. 



MR. WILSON, 

p HE following brief defcriptfon 
of a Cave, vulgarly called the ** Devil's 
Hole," lying in Durham townOiip, Bucks 
county, Pennfylvania, may not perhaps be 
unacceptable to fome of your readers. 
The ohfervations were madfe Auguft ^ih 
and October i2tfar'of the year i8oa. It 
certainly ranks among the natural curiofi- 
ties of this country, and deferves greater 
publicitv than that which has been given 
it by hiftorians. Should fome naturalfft 
have recourfe to the place, furvey the cave, 
and give an authentic, minute, ample and 
animated account of it to the world, he 
would do no more than his duty. 

The entrance into this grotto is about 
one hundred yards Weft ol the Delaware 
river ; and from one hundred and fifty to 
two hundred North from the point of land 
at the confluence of Durham Creek and 
faid river. The height of the eminence, 
enclofing the cavity, is from two hundred 
to two hundred and thirty feet above the 
level of the circumjacent land. From 
the path-way of the entrance to the top 
of the rock above, the meafurement is up- 
wards of forty feet. Three or four perfoos 
may eafily enter abreaft, but no more, as 
the mouthy though wide ^enough to ad- 
mit a great number, is rendered inaccefB- 
ble by a ledge of rot kl rmrning partly a- 
crofs. The cave is naturally divided into 
three grand apartments, out of each pf 
which into the other, the defcent is fleep, 
caufed aifo by rocks prominent and jut- 
ting. After a defcent of about thirty feet, 
the firft apartment or chamber difplays i|s 
greateft height and width, of which it is 
not an eafy matter to form a true eftim^te, 
on account of the irregularities in the vaujt 
occafioned by deep interfttces, and low, 
depemlent ftone. A faint idea of its di- 
menfions may, however be formed from 
the following ftatement : —

O£lober 12th, in the open air the ther- 
mometer ftood at 64 degrees — at the parti- 
tion between the nrft and fecond apart- 
ments it defcended to 590— bctwen the 
fecond & third apartments, it funk to 54^, 
which it preferved throughout the whole of 
the innermoft chamber. 

Auguft jth. The thermometer was very 
differently affeflcd by the enveloped air, 
ftandingthen, rn the open, at 78<>, and at 
the lower end of the firft chamber at 540, 
but, at the farther end of the lowermoft, 
rofe to 620. 

To account for the rifing ol the mercu^ 
ry at the bottom, I cannot concede to 
thebypothefis of cither Mr. Bayle or Dr. 
Goldfmith, but muft venture a conjeflure 
ol my own. 

It is found by experience, that, in mines 
of great depth, the air, for a confiderabie 
fpace in the defcent, grows colder, but af- 
:er wards is f/elt to be of a warmer tempera - 
tuie, increafing proporiionably with the 
depth. Mr. Bayle accounts for this by 
alledging «* Magazines of fire to he near 
the centre of the Earth, which communi- 
cate their heat to the neighboring regions'* 
— but Gi/idfmiih afcribes it to other cau- 
fes : — ** In feme mines (fays hej the com- 
pofition of the earth all around is of fuch 
a nature, that, upon the adnJffion of wa- 
ter or air, it freqaentiy becomes hot, and 
often burfls out to eruptions. Befide this, 
as the external air cannot readily reach the 
the bottom, or be renewed there, an ob- 
fevable heat is perceived below, without the 
neceffjty of recurrmg la the central heat 
for an explanation." 

In the infl-jrjce of ihe mercury rifing at 
the bottom of the cave, it is prcfumed, that 
the air, being perceived warmer, origina- 
ted from neither of the above caufes, but 
from the heat of a numerous party, who 
had been there a confiderabie time with 
lights, before the thermometer was appli- 
ed.. The depth is not great enough to 
reach Baylc's central fire ; nor are there 
any evidences of Goldfraith's chymical 
operation between the air and mineral fub- 
ftances. 

On fome parts of the vault is a white par- 
get fomewhat chryftafized ; and is probably 
a petrila£lion, compofed of water exuded 
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through the rock and calcareous matter. It 
i.«, by the afTiRioce of a hammer cafily fe- 
vered from the ftone to which it adheres, 
fome ol it by the fingers. Over other parts 
of the arch there is another kind ol incruf- 
taiion, dark in color. This has the appear- 
ance of mofs upon a tree, but as hard as' 
the rock iufelt ; and over it water is con- 
tinually trickling. ' The rock encompafling 
the cavern is entirely lime-ftone, through 
which, in many places, there is a perpetual 
percolauon of water. 

By fuppofition, the defcent, in a tight 
line, forms an angle of 400 with the hori- 
zon. 

At the bottom is a bafon of excellent 
water, wliich meafured twenty feet to the 
place where it came in conta£l with the 
rock, terminating the cave as far as it has 
been or can be yet explored. Beyond the 
meeting of the rock and water there is a 
conduit running tarther into the earth than 
can be meafured with a long pole ; and is 
undoubtedly continued, though it may 
ramify into many Subordinate channels 
before it advances to the beds of the river 
and creek. The many fprings on the ver- 
ges ; the proportionable riftng and tailing 
of the water, contained in the cavern, with 
the flowing ot the waters iri the river and 
creek, demonflcate their conneQion ; and 
prove the furface of ttie one on a level with 
the other. When there is a high frefh iti 
the river, the loweft chanftber is nearly fil- 
led. 

At the partition between the Brtt and 
fecond apartments a (maW branch of the 
C2ve» thirty-two feet in length, takes a 
courfe in an eafterly direction and fo wi^e 
as to permit in fbme places two perfons 
to pafs. From this branch are two others, 
i^ill fmalter,. theone extending twenty-t wo 
feet Norths tire other fourteen South ;, and 
in width admitting one perfon. 

SOTfT WAS^ IT FORMED ? 
Is a queftion which imprefTes itfelf upon 
every vifuant, poiTefled of a refle&ing 
mind. Conje£lcue alone can advance any 
thing like an anfwer. droldfmith,. after 
defcribing the moft remarkable cave in 
England, and that moft famous grotto in 
Antiparos,, fuppofes them to have been 
uccafioned by currents ot water. His 
reafoning on this topic appears, at lead to 
the writer, compatible with truth. About 
two miles South of this cave is a range of 
mountains indefcribably higher than the 
Jofty mound, encircling the abyfs. This 
ridge extends from Pennfylvania into the 
Jeifeysi and might in an early ftage of the 
world, and before an interruption ot its 
continuity bad been made by a current or 
any other caufe, have ferved as a dam to a 
body of waters forming a lake. In this 
lake a hillock of fand or earth may have 
been colle£led by a particular fiuQuation 
of the waters ; and, in the ravages of lime, 
when a current had interfefted tbe moun- 



tain, lowering it with the chanriel, left ex- 
tant, forfaken by the waters. Thus form* 
ed, the mound may have been more per- 
meable in its centre than fides and cov- 
ering ; of courle, reduced there to a high- 
er flate of fluidity, which fluid parts would 
be eafily caried off by the flux and reflux 
of the waters. In miniature, this is fully 
illuftrated in the currents of rivulets. Now 
on fuch a principle, an excavation would 
gradually be effefled in time, in the pro- 
grefs of which peuifaftion may have taken 
place on the remaining parts, continuing 
its operations until it has confolidated the 
whole into a rocky mafs. It is evident, 
the waters have for ages incomputable, 
continued their courfe through this paf- 
fage, as the whole vault exhibits the fame 
marks of being wafhed as thofe ftones do 
that are feen on the fea-fhore, and expofed 
to the influence ot tides. 

Permit it that a contemplative mind 
may be worked up to an extreme degree 
of amazement with the fcene that pr^fents 
itfelf from the lower end of the anti-cham- 
ber ! 

At firil fotitary gloom impreffes ttie 
fpe£lator, while a ray of light makes its 
way among the indentures of the ingulph'- 
ing rock, faintly' touching the fides and 
roof of the lower abyfs, but jufi fo as to 
difplay the awful grandeur of the fcenery. 
Another opening is received, leading into 
a flill lower region where light appears to 
have, comparatively fpeaking, no domin- 
ion. A found made above is reverberating 
and dying away befow^ as if it was in an 
unfathomable deep. There alfo, is an ama- 
zing contraft of light and darknefs, the 
one ifrikes terror^ the other creates joy. 
However^ although daiknefs in a natural 
fenfe is fancied to be an iaflrument ot mif- 
ery» yet it is a confoling reflexion to know 
in a Spiritual fenfe that light and darknefs, 
as well as beat and cold, height and depth, 
are but relative tc^ms ;; and that, with that 
B.EiNGk who is the Author of nature,, there 
it neither the one nor the other— All ai^e 
alike to him, who 

** Lives thro* all life, extends tTiro^all extent. 
Spreads undivided, nj)e?ates unspent : 
To l^im no high, no low^ no great, no small ; 
Be fills, he bounds, connecis, and equafs all."

DREADFUL FIRES. 

By accounts from several of the neighbouring 
lowns, wc find that the fires, in tlie course of last 
week, made dreadful ravages. In Barnstead,.Bar- 
TTH^jtoa, Farmington, Ne%v-Duriiam, Middleton and 
M!ltrn,thc fences were for many mil«sconsumed ; the 
{omts and reserved wordlanda destroyed, together 
with the adjoining fruits of the earth, such as grass, 
corn, rye, &c. and many pastures wholly overrun ; 
homed cattle, sheep, and bogs, vet/ much injured 
br the flames and. smoke ; and two cows killed. 
M'»st of the buildings, by timely exertions of the in- 
habitants, and those in the vicinity, were saved, tho* 
many were in great danger. On the 5th inst. the 
fi'-es proved most dit^a^trtus. The high wind which 
preva'led on that day, drove the flames and smoke 
in a tretnend-^us manner. The large quantity of 
combustible mater, so natural in new settlement.

FOREIGN. 

LONDON, MAY 25. 

An officer of one of the ships lately captured by the 
Bold g^n brig, gives a mo»t fozmidable account of 
the numbercf the enemy's flotilla m the ports of Bou- 
logne, Vimereux, Estajies, Calais, Ostend and Dun- 
kirk. He swells the total amt^unt to 5,000 ; is con- 
fident that the attempt at invasion wiH be made this 
summer; that the French fleet will come out and 
fight ours, and that whilst they are fighting us with 
their ships of the line, their large frigates will release 
the flotilla, from the different ports, and convoy 
them to our Shores. The number of men encamped 
on the Boulogne coast is 50,000.

A letter received yesterday from Cork, states, 
that that city had been thrown into some alarm, in 
consequence of an expiess having arrived there with 
orders for every, armed vessel to put to sea with the 
greatest expedition, and to sail to the westward ; 
from which it was inferred that the enemy had been 
seen ia considerable force in that quarter. 

A letter from Paris, dated May 18, tay^— •« I 
suppose you have heard that many of the United 
Irish are quitting this country for America. Dr.

DUTCH COMMERCE. 

The New Code of Commerce consists of nine- 
teen articles. 

I St. The Repeal and Abolition of all laws and res- 
olutions exi«iing before the Decree against trading 
with Oreat Britain. 

2d. A prohibition of all direct commerce from any 
of the Dutch ports with Great Britain. 

3d Every vessel that arrives in any of our porta 
wi»h false or forged papers, direct from Great Brit- 
ain, or from any port or haven thereunto belonging, 
shall together with «very article of her cargo be con- 
fiscated. 

4th. On information that any vessel, haviogbeen 
under the necessity of putting into any of the British 
ports, shall have taken any additional articles on 
board besides her original cargo, she shall be con- 
fiscated ; and the €ap*ain be liable to pay a fine of 
1000 guilders if be be found to have concealed the 
fact. 



5th. A regulation respecting Great Britain (whoat 
•riginal destination may be represented to have been 
for a neatral port^ putting into any of the Dutch 
ports ; which shall, if the ship's passport does not 
clearly prove every part of her cargo to have been 
destined to such neutral port, be declared to be ene- 
my's property, and confiscated accordingly, so long 
as free navigation and free commerce be not declar- 
. ed :a England. 

I y:h. A fine of 1000 guilders, to be paid by every 
! captain or master of the vessel who shall be f(>und 
to have any papers, or packeu of papers to be deliv- 
ered to any of the military officers, on or before 
thAr arrival in a Dutch port. . 

7th. All documents, or ship's papers of whatever 
description, shall with the utmost care, be delivered 
and also a written declaration by both the Caption 
and master ; declaring upon oath whence they came, 
whither destined, and that they have delivered all 
papers they had in possession, and that they have 
not brought over with them, or delivered before this 
their declaration, any letters or papers whatever. 
Further, all vessels shall be obliged to take a birth 
nearest the shore, where they are to remain under 
guard imtil they have received leave to weigh an- 
chor, 

8th A prohibition of all importation of British 
manufacture, from any place and in any manner 
soever, under a penalty ot the articles being confirca- 
ted and a fine of 1000 guilders. All indirect imi>or- 
tation shall be punished corporally, and, if the case 
requires it, capitally 

Vth. The term British manufacture comprises .also 
coal and train oil. 

lOih. Goods manufactured in other countries will 
be admitted, provided they arc acco:r.panir'd with o- 
riginal certificates from the Secretary r.t F.sai.ce. 

11th, No article is to be imjxM-tdM l- -.;. Ji rot 
have been notified at the different v:\oc:: cf .Ke icc-e- 
lary o£ Finance dunng the vo>age. 

12 All direct communication and commerce l^c- 
tween this Republic and Great-Britain, shall heixe- 
forth be prohibited. 

13tb. Prohibits the exportation of ammunition 
withom previous permission. 

H- A fine of treble the value shall be imposed up- 
on all such articles exported without leave. 

15. Specifics the form in which the certificates 
are to be drawn. 

1«. No vessel shall sail unless she be provided 
with a special permit of the commissary, &p, be^ 
sides the either necessary papers. 
. if^^V captain, passengers, and crew, ate prohib- 
ited from taking with them lettors, packets, or any 
thing whatever, intended for- any port or haven ia 
Great Britain, under the penalty of a fine of one 
thousand guilders, and one year's confinement ; and 
for which purpose the captain is i«f uired to make 
his declaration before he sets saH. 

18th. Prohibits the lading er anlading on any 
strands cr bye places.

tROM THE BOSTOK OAEEtTE^ 

NAVAL PROTECTION. 

THE depredationa lately committed on 
American commerce by a few French and 
Spanifh privateers, almoft within our own 
harborsi has juftly excited much indigna- 
tion in all thofe» who ieel that high fenfe of 
national honor, which conftitotea at once a 
nation^s fecurity and its glory. On this 
fubjeft, fo interefting both to our interell; 
and our feelings, in a national point oE 
view, all parties, we fliould have imagined^ 
would have united in expreffions of rcfent- 
ment. Still, however, there are fome diC- 
pofed either to palliate the roeafures, or by 
reprefenting it as trivial and unimportant^ 
to induce the country to pafs it over in li« 
lence. It is not difficult to difcover the 
policy of this conduA, in thofe who have 
adopted it. 'thty find it neceflary either 
to prevent an inquiry into the caufesof 
tbefe depredations, or to fiiield government 
from the charge of pufillanimity in not 
preventing or punifhing them. This im- 
mediately involves the inquiry, why have 
we not a maritime force, fufficientat leaft 
to proted our coafts from pillage and in- 
fult, and why was our rifing navy facrificei 
or fuffered to ^ecay ? On this fubjea, 
their opponents are bound in juftice to the 
federahfts to acknowledge, that they havif 
ever been confrftent in their wifhes ani 
declafai?0ns, under all adminiftrations. 

In alluding to different papers.- all in the 
intereft of xM(. J ffl-rfon and his friends, 
it will appear that various modes ane adop* 
ted to refift the juft and neccffary infer* 
ence that, in this inftance, government hat 
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been criminally inattentive to the true in- 
tcrefts o! the country, or have puQied their 
parfimonious poiicy tar beyond the bound- 
aries where prudence and. j u dgtnen r fhoiiid 
have limited it. They fay ihefeare fmill pri- 
vate French armed yeflVls, at^ing in xhis 
inftance, wit*hout the aai'hority or conient, 
an^ probably without ibe knowledge of the 
French government. If this is the cafe, 
we need be under no apprehenQon oi an- 
other evil, with which we have boen threat, 
ened from the fame quarter, which is, in- 
volving ourfetves in hoftilities with France. 
The government o\ France is certainly not 
bound loefpoufe the quarrels df. all the pi- 
ratical buccaniers who fpeak their language 
and perhaps fail under their flag. If there- 
lore we have a fmall naval force ready to 
make immediate reprifals on thefe piratic- 
,al vefleis, the French govcrnmeijt fo far 
from making it the pretext for a rupture 
with the United States, wou'd at once not 
only perceive the wifdom and poKcy; but 
ackr.o.wledgethe jufticeand propriety of ihe^ 
xneafure. The opinion that merely poffef-* 
^ng the means of fighting would probably 
draw us into hoftilities, is not only cow- 
ardly and pufillanimous but falfe and erro- 
neous. The alternative then is (imply 
this — ^if depredations by French privateers 
are not authorized by the government of 
France, k is ceruinly a very ealy thing for 
a government like ours, to renft the en- 
croachments of a few contemptible pica- 
roons, which infeft our fliores. If, on the 
contrary, thefe things are authorized, or 
even connived at by the French govern- 
ment, the fooner we make general repri- 
fals and adopt vigorous meafures the bet- 
ter. If then they (hould choofe to do us 
ample and immediate juftice, as they prob- 
ably would, our obje£l Ibould be complete- 
ly effeded, and the countiv placed in an 
honorable, digtiified and tecare poQtion* 
If however they (hould refufe this, it would 
be convincing evidence, that hoftilities 
were not only juOifiable, but have become 
expedient and necefTary, inaf much as open 
enmity is ever to be preferred to treacher- 
ous (rieod(hip« But w$ are told from the 
fame quarter, that equal injuries and in. 
dignities are heaped on us hy E^nglifh crui- 
fers. This is a fort of argumentuht ad ho- 
ffiinem intended to confound and (hut the 
mouths of federalifts.— The contrivance, 
however, in this in(bnce, completely fails, 
and what is wor(e« returns with double 
force " to plague the inventor." It i$ for 
4^ upholders and admirers of adminifira- 
tion to fay, that becaufe we are wantonly 
abufed by one power, 4hat we be fo with 
impunity by another ? Will ih«y repre- 
fent our commerce to be a mere (hutile. 
cock, liable to be bandied about by all the 
belligerent powers who choofe to fport 
with tt ? They feem to imagine poor 
America in the fituation of a clown, Au/l 



tied by a crowd of bullies. If one gives 
him a blow on one fide, to be fure it de- 
ftroys his balance ; if another honors him 
with a fimilar (alutc dn the other, it mere- 
ly reftores him to an ere£l, and truly man- 
ly apd dignified pofitioh. But in thia in^ 
(lance, the friends of Mr. JefTerfon arc 
more officious than difcernmg.' The faft 
is, their clamours againft Englifh depreda 
tions, were commenced at a time when the 
reins of government were in the hands of 
federalifts ; and fiich is the force pC habit, 
and fo little are they accuftomed to reflec- 
tion, that they (fill continue them, even tho' 
they reflefl di(honor and difgrace on their 
own party.

The Englifli cruizers claim a rrgbt* 
which is not difputed, of examining our 
trading vefTels and taking fuch of the Crew 
aa are not certified to be American citi- 
zens. The cruizers on^the Halifax (fation 
have ever confidered our fifhermen as an 
exception to this general rule — and have 
neither molefied them nor required pro- 
tefiions, taking it for granted they were 
Americans. Capt. Lauriein the Milan, hat 
lately arrived at that fiation. He found thefe 
men without proteBions, and took tiif^lvc 
or fourteen of them on the principle goier- 
ally adopted. If he knew the diftindioH 
which had been permitted, it was wrong ; 
but this does not yet appear* No doubt 
is entertained of the men's being immedf* 
ately releafed, as foon as a reprefehiatiok 
of the i^BL is made. This we beUev^ to 
be a corre£l narrative of the faft. ' 

Now how pcrfeflly ridiculous is the 
blufter made in the Salem Regijler anci 
Chronicle. It is ridiculous becaufe it \i 
(o eafily undcrftood. TTie condudors of 
thefe papers know very well that thefe fea«^ 
men will be releafed, and that our govern- 
ment will not be driven to the exercife of 
their energies. It is an excellent occafioa 
to bully, for the adminifiraiipn will never 
have to make good the menaces there im- 
plied. But on the other hand, our citizens 
are plunged into foetid, dangerous prifons^ 
in Goadaloupe, deprived of their liberties 
and almoft of the means of fubfiftence, 
and thefe mighty fpouters, with all their 
patriotifm, dare not utter a word of com- 
plaint ; for when they will be relieved is 
uncertain, and a ferious refponfibtlity 
would then be ack/iowledged to reft oa 
government.

HOVEN CATTLE. 

H HE clover bufbandry being now, 
btppii/ for the parts ot our country here- 
tobre worn out and ftertle, very preva- 
lenr, it behoves us toextingufli all predju- 
dices againft this great apd exienfive in^. 
provcment. One evil attending lux^ri- 
fiant clover (whether phiftered ornot is 
iramateria), though rome have without 
reafon, fuppofed a difTcrence) is ibe fub. 
jefting^ caltU to become koveh, by too 
greedily feeding on this grafs, when it is 
growing, or when cut and given to theo^ 
green while it is wet with dew or rain. — 
Horned cattle, particularly, when turned 
in hungry, iho' ever fo much accuftomed 
to clover, are liable to this misfortuqe. — 
Young and foft clover loaded with dew 
and ram, is the moft produ£live oi this 
difeafe. They therefore (hould not be 
turned in, till after the dew or rain is ex- 
haled. Beads kept conftantly in the field, 
arc not in danger, in fo great a degree. 
Horfes do not always efcape. Swine and 
il^eep, are alfo tubje£l to this malady. 
Any fuccuUnt and juicy food ij moijl with 
r^in or dcw^ has a capacity to gencritc 
the air, which produces /^pi;//?^'. — Lucerne, 
pea-Tine!t, .gr«f n Indian car-i plants, and 
buck-wh^t, have, under mv own obfer- 
vation occaSoccd this deflru£tive com 
plaint. 

SYMPTOxMS.

(1.) Immediately ftab the animal on the 
Uftjtde, between the hind-rib and the hip 
bone ; not too near the latter, with a pen 
(or other fmall) knife. — Stand near the 
left (houlder, with your left hand on the 
back of the animal, and perform the oper- 
aiion (two or three inches deep) with your 
right ; to avoid being kicked, which fome- 
times though rarely happens. If he lays 
donn, the hind legs may may be fecured, 
tor the moment with a cord. Be not a- 
traid of wounding the inteftines. The 
knife muft pi«rce the abdomen, to let the 
wind efcape ; if one incifion is ineffeSual 
or gets clofed, make another. It has been 
f epcaredy^r/^/i times, on the fame bullock, 
in different dift ended parts of the belly y 
and lucceeded at lad. It does not always 
wound the gut, as the wind is between that 
and the exterior parts. Vaft explofions of 
-wind, often very fetid, with water of a 
reddilh colour, will ilTue from the orifice. 
A knife (harp at the point, and not edged 
far, a fhort blade, or one wrapped round 
with cord or rags to prevent its going too 
deep, is the beff. But be not nice as to 
this. This difeafe is certainly mdrtal, un- 
lefs inftantly relieved ; tharcfore, think 
not any remedy too daring. A large 
butcher's has been ufed, whciy^a pen-knile 
was not at hand. After the evacuation of 
wind through the incifion give ^ xvarm 
ciyfler. It may be compofed of oil, fifli 
picWe^ molaifes, and, if no pickle, fomc 
(alt. In the Mufeum Rujlicum in 1764, 
and Mr. Wynn Baker's report to the Dub. 
lin Society in 1769, a full account of this 
difeafe may be feen. It will efTe^lually 
remove all predjidiccsagainfl this remedy, 
which, if applied in lime, is fo certairi, 
that nor one in an-hundred cattle, thus e- 
nated has been. bft. I can vouch on my 
my own experience, for the efficacy and 
little danger of the operation. I^et nature ! 
cgie the wound. Do not few it up, or \ 
apply any ihing.cxcept what will keep a- ! 
way the flies.

(^) Another infiant, and very effica- !

(4 ) Another^ in the firft ftage, frequent- ' 
quemly fuccefsful remedy, and always 
ufeful ais an auxiliary, after the more 
prompt methods before recommended 
have been ufed, is drenching. For this 
purpofe -take a. pint of fweet oil, or, if 
this cannot be bdd, raw linfec^, or even 
train oil, or melted hogs lard. Sometimes 
fa!: and water have been ferviceabie. But 
thefe ar^ too feeble in extreme cafes. All

Half an hour and frequently a lefs timet 
terminates the difeafe by death or recovary. 
Therefore be expeditious. Do not liften' 
to thofa whotellyou about danger from 
the knife.

The Spaniards are prej^ired, 
and in a little time I presume an action will com- 
mence — »hcy arc not now diistant rfior^^than six 
miles. The Cambrian has captured another French 
or Spanish privateer." 

By Capt. Chadwick of the schooner Hannah, ar- 
rived here yesterday from St. Mary's, we have heoi 
favored with an account of an engagement which 
took place on Saturday last, at Rose Bluff; betweeK^ 
a sch'r fitted out by the Cambrian Frigate, for the 
purpose of cutting out irom their moorings on the 
Spanish shore, the vessels referred to in the above 
extract of a letter. The sch'r fitted out by the 
British ^gate, had been captured by her from the 
French about two weeks since, after a chase of 
twenty -two hours, between Charleston and Tybee 
bar, meunting eighteen nine pounders and canning 
one hur dred and ten men. She appeared abreast 
off" St. Mary's at three o'clock, and came to, and 
at four got under way again, and sailed op the river 
to commence the attack, which took place about 
five. The engagement lasted near an hour, when 
three boats were manned by the sch'r to board the 
privateer, which they effected, and retook the ship, 
brig and privateer. Tbe English had four men kU«^ 
led and ten wounded. The Lieutenant received a 
shot through his jaw and ot^ of his thighs, but' wan 
not thought in a dangerous state.

Whenever a perfon has received into his 
lungs any ot this putrid gas, it will imme- 
diately raifeati^rmentation, and become fo 
acrimonious as to dcdroy the crads of the 
blood at once^^and by the globules of the 
blood being broken and mixing with the 
fcrous juices, it (oon caufcs ^ conftagna- 
tion, and putreiaftion will immediately 
take place. To remedy this, it is neccf. 
lary that wc make ufeof fuch kiud ol diet 
and drink, ai will prevent any l(ind ot fer. 
mentation. taking place in the fyftcm. As 
it is common for mankind to perf pi re a 
confiderable deal in hot weaiher, it is oe- 
ce/fary that ihefe vacancies Ihould be fup- 
plied with fome kind ot fluid or other ;

THE HOP, OR LUPULUS^ 

Is one of the greatcfi anti.putrcfcents thai 
can be produced on the continent of Amer. 
ica^ or even on the heaths of tbeokl king^ 
dom ; fo much fo, that even their ii^or will 
prevent a piece of meat from putrefying ia 
very hot weather ; and of courfc a beer 
made of hops, will preferrc the juices of 
the body mqre than any other lrt]uors vAai^ 
ever, becaufe thev fermentation will not 
take place in the liquor of hops.unlefs fome. 
thing is added inorder to excitt iti 

I believe that if hop liquor was made ufe 
of in thofe cities an^ Jea ports, which are 
fo often vifiicd with cpidwaic diforders 
and the yellow fever, that we ftould hear 
of very few that would fall viaims to its 
virus. 

The virtue of hops is fucb, ihat it will 
very much coriea the bile, and even dif. 
folve gall ftones in the liver, and cieaafe 
^he kidney $ trom fand and gravel, aod diC 
odve and carry off the ft*ne in the blad- 
der, by its lithontriptic and diureiic quality «. 

Thofe who dnnt freely of bop beer« 
will not be troubled with the jaundice .or 
dy(en*ery, and will have no occafion ol 
taking emetics or cathartics to keep them* 
fclves regular. The flow^^r of hops is m 
great fuporific andeafer of pain ; fo much 
fo, that when opium has failed togiveea/e 
you will find by hanging them in your bed 
chamber, and ftrewmg a few of the flow- 
ers between the (beets, that the patient 
will reft eafy and qiiiet. I ftould advife 
to quit thofe ferrnentable liquors, fuch at 
malt beer, and virous and ardent fpirits, 
and make ufe of hJp beer as a^ f ubflitut^. 
and I think wc fhould not hear of any pu- 
trid diforder prevailing amongft us, altho* 
the feafon is uncommonly hot. 

The quantity t© rpake a barrel is fmall. 
iQ or 12 ounces are fufiicient. I (hall fay 
nothing more at prefent concerning hops ; 
but will ere- long, refer tlie' public to the 
Bounical Port Folio, where ^ general - 
defcription wiH be given of roots and 
herbs f«r theufeufe ot the public.

If, Sir, in your late faliy againft the Al- 
bany Critic, you'h?d handled your weap- 
on with the hQnor of a gentlema^n and with 
the dexterity of a mafter, you would have 
faved yourfelf irom my attack. ...To fpeak 
in plain language ; Although your imbe- 
cility might have afforded you prote6lion, 
my refpeQ for the Critic has induced me 
to delend him from mifreprefemation. I 
(hall fay nothing refpefliog the addrefs of 
Prefident Nott farther than is neccffary in 
bis fupport. 

In endeavoring to prove the abfurdiiv 
of his remarks on the florid ftiie ol Mr. 
Nott, you fay *• Dr. Harvey is an iaftance 
of a writer of the florid ftyle ;** (and to ab- 
breviate the nH of your argument) Prefi. 



dent Nott's flyle is not like that of Dofi. 
Harvey : ergo, Prefident Nott's flyle is 
not florid. Admirable demonftration ! 

You found fault with the critic becaufe 
he applied D06I. Blair's remarks upon a 
florid fiile to that ot Prefident Nott. He 
did not (ay that all thofe remarks were ap* 
pKcable. Let the public judge whether 
Tome of thofe remarks were not, and 
wliether that was not a very candid way of 
determining the faults of a writer. 

** You are now to go forth into a fafci*^ 
nating tzit illufive world." In your re- 
marks upon this (entence you are guilty of 
grofs roifreprefentation. The critic did 
not fay (as you make him,) that this /en* 
fence "wanted that dignity and fimplicity 
which (hould charaderife the commence* 
mentof fo folemn an addrefs;" he faid 
the introduRion wanted it. He faid the 
word but was not proper becaufe there is 
no oppofition ol fenfe between the words 
iafcinating and illufive, as here ufed. You 
have labored very hard to prove that the 
words fafcinating and illufive are not fy- 
nonymous. •• I would a(k the candor of 
all," you lay, '• if a thing may not be faf- 
cinating and yet far from illufive." You 
had a fair opportunity to difplay your 
ftrength where you had nothing to op* 
pofe. 

•* Your acquirements here though ref- 
peflable are xhcjirjl rudiments merely of an 
education." You have omitted the word 
merely in your quotation ; and you can- 
not difcover th.? tautology of which the 
critic complains/ ♦•Words," you fay, 
'* are the rudiments ot a language ; but 
fentences are the rudiments ; are not the 
grammatical principles of a language its 
rudiments ? Why not then fay words are 
thejfr// rudiments of a language ?" Men 



at firft probably exprefled their ideat by in* 
cerjefUons and brokea exprefHons ; ho|ur 
then can fentences be rudiments of a Ian* 
guage, or grammatical principles^which are 
not difco'vered tjU long afler a language 
is efUblifhed ? . 

After noticing the Critic's remark upoir 
Prefident Nott's method of xolldcating ad-, 
verbs, that it frequently renders his fenten- 
ces awkxaard aod ,4i^fainted ; yoi|>fay» 
•• There ia nolhan who ever heard Mr, 
Nott fpeak that can fay his language is ob* 
fcure f** An intelligent reader would have 
known that a fentence may be azt^kward 
and disjointed without being ob fcure. 

*« Till, touching the earthy it can look 
above the clouds and reach beyond the 
ftars." This.the critic thinks an ♦♦ unhap« 
py imitation of a circumfiance in Virgil's 
defcrtption of fame." However you 
•• comma off" the words **.touching the 
earth," you cannot render this member of 
the fentence original in the Prefident, and 
you cannot make the imitation a happy 
one. 

The next fentence which the critic 
thinks awkward and inflated, beginning 
with •• and having done fo through the 
extended region ot fraud and falfhood," 
&c. you fay may (peak for itfeif. I am 
willing it fliould. I think however the 
critic is wrong in his remarks upon the 
word *♦ cadaverous." 

•• I am aware that that fpirit of devotion, 
that fenfe of guilt and dread of punifhment 
which peritades the human mind," &c. 
This is the third infiance of your mifrep- 
refentation. You make the critic fay this 
is a confufed fentence. He calls it an in. 
(lance of Mr. Nou's confufion of nuvu 
I bers. An imelligeBt reader woold hav« 
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und:r(lood ih^t as t^h-re wtrc three nomi- 
natives, the verb to pervade ougbi to have 
been in the plural aumDer. ** R^fum it- 
ncatis amici,** 

*• A great nation were proclaimed free/' 
&% I (lj ill Tiy nothing as to the criti- 
cifm., which denies the propriety ol this 
ufe oi the word mere ? and fh^tl only ad- 
mire the elei^ance and propriety of ihe 
fimile in which you compare geeji to na- 
tion. 

*» All^his Chriflianity will do for u5, it \ 
will do more than this,'* The critic lays 
we are told what more it will do in che 
next fentence. •* It confecrates the fepul- 
chre," and then remarks ; *• what this 
confecraiiori, as diftinft trom the refurrec- 
tipn, is, I have not penetration to difcov- 
er." You think his q'jotation is not lon^ 
enough, and afk— ** docs this (hew v\ hat 
more Chriftianity will do for us ?'' Mr. 
C. probably *• well knows that the Ptefi- 
dent goes on for halt a page in a moil ele- 
gant and beautiful drain of explanation de- 
fcribing" — j^jft what he before defcribed 
— the refurefliDn. 

You have repeatedly charged the critic 
with want of candor. For my part I can- 
not difcovcr it. He forewarned his read- 
ers that his intemion was •• to expofe 
blemiOies, and not to exhibit excellence ;" 
and I'think that in the whole of his cffiy 
he has pref^rved the politenefs of a gentle- 
man, as well as the accuracy of, a critic. 
He is, I prcfume, much obliged to his feU 
lovv-^laborer in Catfkill, " for his folicitude 
tor his fafety.*' D perlonal danger be al- 
luded to, he has, 1 hope, little lear ; or 
if the doughty champion confideri his pen 
as the formidable inffrument by which rc- 
fentment is to be gratified and punifhraent 
inflifled, he has, I prerume, flill Icfs.

SIR, 

Your letter is received. As I am always vrillii^ 
to receive good advice, your ob-civatiins on my 
style of «vp<'aking are not unaccep'able ; but in 
my political conduct I must be dictated by my con- 
science ilone. 

I have no idea that my constitucTsis wish to be 
represented by a humble slave f the proud, passiou- 
aie, and aristoctaic Nir Randolph, or a fvU >w la 
borer of :nose whose labors tend to disorganize the 
constitution, and place »he small States at the feet 
of the large ones, and both large and small at the 
feet of Virginia. On this subject I beltcve there is 
great union of sentiment amn'g the Vermont dele- 
gation, both senators and represen'^atives, at any 
rate, 1 believe I know the sentiments and feelings 
of all but Judge Olin. I wish this communicated 
to those, who accuse me cf «« straining at a gnat 
and swallowing a camel" If there be any ba«e

But then that foolish old trick 
of lying has become so habuiial to Hch, that he 
cannot even make a paragraph about the weather, 
without indulging in it.-^F«r instance :— In the last 
Bee, we are told of " the commertcement cf a contin- 
ued fall of rain." This is well enough for the Bee } 
but then comes a -iUile toucli of the fabulous ; 

«• In the cQumry the fariners ire fodderirg their 
"cattle as in the depth of winter, in the city our 
•' market does not furnish us with a single ve^eta- ' 
«• ble." ! ! ! «> c» 

This is totally false. Partial instances of fodder- 
ing cattle may' have happened j but wc have pot 
heard of one. In our market, there has been usually 
a good supply of peas and beans, and occasionally 
other vegetables. They have ifideed been more 
scarce than at other seasons, and consequemly musk - 
higher in price. 
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EXTRACT. 
A METHOD TO PREVENT SMUT 

DAMAGING WHEAT. 

JL HERE is one particular that the 
farmer, l^i. in very much — that is in cut- 
ting their Wheat be i ore it is perfeSly dry ; 
which is almoft the only reafon ot the 
Smut troubling them. I commrfnly let my 
wheat Aand longer than my neighbors, and 
never have been troubled with fmut, ex- 
cept when I bought my feed ; from which 
I have concluded that it was the time of 
faarvefting that prevented fmut from dam- 
aging flour. About thirty years fince I 
bought a crop on the ground — it proved 
to be very fmutty ; nearly one-eighth. I 
thought to try what would prevent its 
damaging the floor — accordingly 1 let it 
Hand till it was quite dry, fo that when 
cut, in binding, the ground was checked 
under the Qieal. When I thrafhed it there 
was no fmut to be feen. Ever fince, by 
the fame method, have iouod the fame 
good efi*e£l. Wheat that is harvefted alter 
this manner will be as good ior feed as if 
there had been no fmut among it. Farm- 
ers are of opinion if their wheat fhells in 
binding, there i( a great lofs ; but they are 
miftaken — there is greater lo(s in threOi. 
ing wheat that^ harvefted before it is dry, 
than is wafted in harvefting, when it is o-^ 
ver dry, (fo termed.) if there is any fmut 
in wheat that fweats in the ie^il degree in 
the mow, it will certainly infeft the ker- 
nel and by that means fmut is propagated. 

Cutting wheat with a cradle is perni- 
cious, for it colleQs a great quantity ol 
green weeds, &c. which, before it is dry, 
is put into the mow or flack, and wijl cer- 
tainly fweat, and by that means, the fmut, 
which is light, will be carried by the fleam 
through the whole mow or ftack — bcfides, 
the cradle cuts oiTthat, wliich, it leii flaad- 
ing, would enrich the ground. 

1 have but little expeftation that thef<p 
remarks will, at prefent, anfwer my honell 
intentions ; tor we find that education and 
tradition have fo bound down people, that 
there is no moving them, let their princi- 
ples or praftice be ever fo abfhrd. But 
as interefl is the great fpring in all our ac» 
tions, I hope fo:Tie will be induced to pay 
attention to the experiments mide forty 
years by a FARMER.

\Jf all irjunQions this appears, at 
fir(l>(ight,the rood unneceflary. One would 
fuppole that the ielfifhnefs ol our nature 
would be a (ufBcient pledge for abftaining 
irom injury to ourfelves. Yet, flrange to 
tell, although we are periecuted with a 
ihoufand misfortunes from without, we are 
dill foin love with pain, that we flriveea- 
gerly and afFiduouily to harm ourfelves, 
and invite the vulture and viper vices to 
their prey. 

Paul ufed the cautionary language of 
my text, to the alarmed goaler at Philippi, 
and I am furprifed that when the Apoftle 
was no longer in durance, and writmg 
cooly in his clofet admonitory letters to 
the Romans, Corinthians and others, that 
he did not repeat the injunflion. Few 
but would have profited by fuch a lefTon. 
For, nine times out of ten, even in this 
unlucky world, men fuffer more from the 
harms which they biing upon them felves 
than from thofe inflitted by others. The 
firft clafs of injuries beget a greater re- 
morfe too, than the fecond. When light- 
ning fcathes the oak of our foreil, or hail- 
ftones beat the harveft into duft ; when 
mildew taints the field, or tempefl unroofs 
habitation ; when peflilence difcharges the 
volley of death at our perfons, or fcandal 
arrows of poifon at our fame ; in all thefe 
cafes, men fooihe ihemfelves with the re- 
membrance that fuch calamities are inevi- 
table. But when mifchief is of our own 
feeking, we are doubly tonured on the 
rack of repentance. I am forry that fo 
(hrewd a remarker as Sterne f}iould have ■ 
afTericd that •* a fluttered fortune and a 
(hauered frame are but light affliftions, it 
we have the JatisjaRxon of Jhattering 
iliem ourfelves,** Thefe were careleis 
words dropt from the pen of an ingenious 
author, in the moment when a fparkling 
paradox, beguiled him from reafon and 
truth. The man, who beholds his health, 
his fortune, or his virtue proftrate, and 
knows that he was the author of the migh* 
iy fuin^ fufFers greater punifhment than 
Sicilian tyrants ever invented, or the walls 
of the Baftile ever beheld. 

How many infatuated mortals employ 
life in deviling fchemes, which mufl inev. 
itably terminate in mifery to themfelves. 
Men would relent keenly if their neighbor 
fhould wrong them, even in the mereft tri. 
fles, but our own evil affefiions are often ^ 



more pernicfous than the fecrci wiles, or 
the open alTaults of a vengeful foe. 

Addison, in one of his Spe^ators, a 
work, which, tor pure morality, may rival 
the fermons of an archbifhop ; Addison, 
who ought to have been a prelate^ rather 
than a politician, tells us that when he be- 
holds a luxurious banquet fpread, he thinks 
he can difccrn Fever and Gout fkulking 
among the difhes. 

Thus the toper *lr bottle, the (harper's 
cards, and the worldling's plans, I have of- 
ten thought were fo many javelins and 
fwords, which men lifted againft their 
own exiflence, I believe no r-nc will fay 
that my morality is imprafticably rigid, 
but I Aill muft think that though wine and 
play, and wealth in moderation are inno. 
cent, yet I muft forbid the inrefTant pur- 
fuit, for I wifh that the world would do 
it /elf no harm.

A LETTER. 

From Captain Merriwether Lewis to the 

Prefident of i/ie United States. 

F<MtMandaii» April 7th, 1805. 

DeahSir, 

Herewith inclofed you will receive an 
invoice of certain articles, which I have 
forwarded to you from this place , among 
other articles you will obferve by rcfer- 
rence to the invoice 6y, fpecimens of 
earths, falts, minerals, and 6o (pccknens 
of plants : thefe are accompanied by theit 
refpedive labels, exprciTing the days on 
which they were obtained, the plices 
where found, and alfo, their virtues and 
properties, when known ; by means oi 
thefe labels, reference may be made to the 
chart of the MifTouri, forwaided to the 
Secretary at War ; on which the encamp- 
ment of each day has been carelulty mark- 
ked ; thus the places at which thefe fpeci- 
mens have been obtained may be eafily 
pointed out and again found fhould any of 
them prove valuable to the community on 
further invefligation. 

You will herewith alfo receive a part of 
Captain Clark's private journal, the other 
part you will find inclofed in a feparate 
tin box. This journal will ferve to give 
you the daily details of our progrefs and 
tranfa£lions. 

I (hall difpatcha canoe with three, per- 
haps four perfons, from the extreme nav- 
igahle point on the MifTouri, or the port* 
age between this river and the Columbia 
river, as either may firft happen ; by the 
return of this canoe I (hall fend you my 
journal and fome one or two of the beft 
kept by my men. I have fent a jouroal 
kept by one ot the fergeants to Captain 
Sioddeiti at Fort Lewisg in order aii much

pofllhte to muliYpiy the chances of faving 
fornething, wc have encouraged our men 
to keep journals^ and feven of ibem. do fo ; 
to whom in this refpett we give every af- 
(iftance in our power. 
, I have cranfmitied to the Secretary at 
War every iniormation relative to the Ge- 
ography of ihe Country we poffefs, to- 
gether with a view of the Indian nations, 
containing information relative to them, 
on thofe paints with which I conceived it 
important the government fhould be in- 
iormed. 

Bv reference to the mufter. rolls forwar- 
ded the War Department, you will fee 
the iTate of the party : in addition to 
which we have two interpreters, one negro 
man-fervant to Capt Clark, and one In- 
dian woman, wife to one of the interpre- 
ters, and a Mandan man, whom we take 
with a vietv to reflore peace between the 
Snake Indians and thofe in this neighbour- 
hood, amounting in total with ourfeives to 
53 pcrfons : by means of the ifiterpreters 
and Indians we Ihall be enabled probably 
to converfe with all the Indians we ihall 
meet on the Miflburi. I have forwarded 
t(^ the Secrcrary at War, my public ac- 
cohnts rendered up io the prefent day ; 
they have been much fonger delayed than 
I had any idea that they^ would have been 
when we departed from Illinois ; but this 
delay under the circumftances which Twas 
compelled toa£l,has been unavoidable. The 

troviifion perogue and her crew could not 
avebeen difmiffed in time to have returned 
to St. Louis, laft fall, without evidently in 
toy opinion hazarding rhe fate of the cn- 
terprize in which I am engaged, and I 
tlxrefore did not hefitate to prefer the cen- 
fore that I may have incurred, by the de- 
tention of thefe papers, tiDihat of rifquing 
in any degree the fucccfs of the expedition. 
The detention of thefe papers has been a 
fource of ferious difquiet and anxiety to 
me, and the recollefiion of your partic- 
ular cfiarge upon that fubje6l, has made it 
ftill more poignant. I am fully aware ol 
the inconveniencics which muft have arif- 
cn to the War Department from the want 
of thefe vouchers, previous toiheljft feffion 
of Congrefs ; but how to avert it was out of 
ray power to devife.From this pUce we fhall 
fend tKe Barge and crew early to- morrow- 
morning with orders to proceed as expedi- 
tioufly as pofTible to St. Louts, by her we 
fend our aiipatches, which I truft will get 
fafe to hand ; her crew confifts of ten a- 
blebodied men, well armed, and provided 
with a fufEcient fio^ck of proviflons to laft 
them to St. Louis ; I have but little doubt 
they will be fired on by the Siouxs, but 
they have pledged themfeives to us that 
they will not yield, while there is a man 
of them living. Our baggage ia all em- 
barked on board fix fmall caooes* and two 
perogues ; we Ihall kt out at the fanae mo- 



ment that we dif patch the Barge, one or 
perhaps both of tiiefe petogues we (hall 
leave at the falls of the' MifToyri ; from 
whence we intend continuing our voyage 
in the canoes and a perogue cl {kins, the 
frame of which was prepared at Harper's 
Ferry. This perogue is now in a fitua- 
tion that will enable us to prepare it in ibe 
courfe ol a few hours ; as our veffels are 
now ffnall, and and the current of the riv- 
er more moderate, we calculate on travel- 
ing 20 or 23 miles per day, as far as the 
falls of the M ffouri : beyond this point, or 
the firft range of rocky mountains, fitua- 
ted about one hundred miles farther, any 
calculation with refpett to our daily 
progrefs, can be little more than bare con- 
jeftuic, The circumftance ol the Snake 
Indians poflTeffing large (locks of horles, is 
much in our favor, as by means of horfes 
the tranfportation of our baggage will be 
rendered eafy and expeditious ovec land 
from theMjfTouri to the Columbia river. 
Should this river not prove navigable 
when we firft meet with it, our prefent in- 
tention is to continue our march down the 
river, until it becomes lo, or to the Pacif- 
ic Ocean. The map which has been for- 
warded to the Secretary at War, will give 
you the idea we entertain of the conne6lion 
between thefe rivers, which has been for- 
med irom the correfpoadingteftimony of a 
number of the Indians, who have vifitcd 
that country, and who have been feparately 
and carefully examined on that fut>je£l we 
therefore think it entitled to fonae degree of 
confidence,— Since our arrival at this place 
we have fubfifted principally on oaeat ; with 
which our guns have fupplied us amply, 
and iiave thus been enabled to referve the 
parched meal, portable foup and a confid- 
' erable proportion of pork and flour, which 
we have intended for the more difficult 
parts of our voyege. If Indian informa- 
tion can be credited, the vaft quantities of 
game with which the country abounds, 
through which we are to pafs, leaves us 
little 10 apprehend irom the want of food. 
We do not calculate on completing our 
voyage within the prefent year, butexped 
to reach the Pacific Ocean and return as 
far as the head of the Midouri, or perhaps 
to this place ^"{f fore winter. You miy 
therefore expea me to meet yon at Mon- 
ticello, in September, 1806. On our re- 
turn we (hall probably pals down Yellow 
Stone river, which from Indian informa- 
tion, waters one of the faireft portions of 
our continent. I can forfee no material 
or probable obfiruflion to our progrefs, 
and entertain, therefore, the moft fanguiue 
hopes of complete fnccefs. As to myfcif 
individually, I never enjoyed better health, 
than I have fince we commenced our voy- 
age. My ineflimable friend and compan- 
ioB Captain Clark, has alfo enjoyed good 
health generally; at this moment every 



individual of the party ic in good bcahh 
and excellent fpitits, zcaloufly attached 
to the enterprizc, and anxious to proceed ; 
j not a whifper ct difcomert, or murmur is 
to be heard among them, but all in unifon 
aft with the moft per'ca harmony. With 
fuch men I have eveiy thing to hope, and 
but little to fear. ' 



AMERICAN CAPTIVES IK TRIPOLI. 
From PouUm's American Dail} Adnertiier. 

By an arrival at New-York from Leg- 
horn, letters are received in town from 
our unfortunate prjfoners at Tripoli, dated 
in November lafi — A letter from one ot 
the officers mentions, that they had the fall 
fever of that climate, but Lad then recov- 
ered from it. 

A tedious and lingering confinement in 
a clofe and loathfome prifon, with poor and 
fcanty fate, & deprived of their accufiom- 
ed conveniences, in the hands too of fuch 
an enemy, muft prey upon the health and 
wear down the fpiriis of thefe brave but un- 
fortunate men. In fpite of the efforts of 
fome of them to footh the anxiety ot 
their relatives and friends by affefl. 
ed gaiety and favorable accounts of their 
fituation, the marks of defpondence will 
break forth.— •« Our days, " fay they, 
•• drag heavily on, we are ftill clofcly con- 
fined, not having enjoyed a fight of the 
Heavens (but once) excepting through a 
fmall grated hole in the terrace fince May 
laft. We are fecluded in a loathfome prif- 
on furrounded by vermin, without the en- 
joyment of pure air, and debarred from 
holding converfe with any perfon out fide 
the walls of our prifon — the policy of con- 
cealing the operations of the fleet from the 
enemy cuts oflTthe intcicourfe with our 
countrymen and keeps us in ignorance and

but the return of hght awakens us to the 
dreary relations of our prifon. Even hope 
has now almpft deferted us, and though we 
ftruggle to lapport with fortitude the hor- 
rors of our fituation, yet human nature is 
(carccly equal to the conflifl." 

There are now twenty.one months fince 
the difaftrous lofs of their (hip configned 
three hundred American citizens to Bar- 
barian captivity and flavery. During ait 
this time they have been doomed to 
fufferings which courage itfelf has no 
means to lefTen, and to experience that 
•• ficknefs of the heart which arifes from 
hope deferred" Hufbands, fathers, fons 
and brothersi young men io the prime ci 
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li<c» anH vigour of their age, are thus, toft ij 
to ihcir c>antry% their farmhes and ihcrtl- 1 
fc.vfs. Bat while th?v p:n<* in flivery, 
an'i tj.cir f rim lies deplnie their t^tc, to 
ihi'i conniiy t-Iiey hivca right to look with 
coTifidetJce lor leiit-l. Lti us believe ihar 
the mcif ires huherto purfued by our gov- 
erntient have been tiie wift it — ihat the de 
lays incurred have been unavoidable. Trie 
feafon lor renewing the attacks on the en- 
eroy has commenced, and the refult we 
hf>pc uill be ioriunate. Yet al means 
(hould be prepared and nothing (hould be 
negleded to infuie the liberajion of our 
countrymen — the feelings of the people of 
this country, their fympathy tor the cap- 
tives and their (cnXt of juffice, impeiioufly 
demand that this bufineU (hould now be con- 
cluded and that anoil:er year flinuld not he 
added to the miferahle term of flaveiy. If 
the application of force fhould prove in- 
fufiictent : if it fhoMlJ appear that no (kill, 
no courage can remove the obftruttions 
which nature has thrown in our way, we 
tnuft then be prepared and content to do 
as the nations of Europe have done, and as 
we did on a former occafton, to give the 
barbcifians the pahry fum at which they 
value our ineftimable citizens. The fum 
demanded, it is acknowledged, is in()t;ni6- 
cant— the expcnce not an o^jfS, and fure- 
ly with r.;ch a nation, if it may be fo cal- 
led, there can be no point of honor. The 
reiufal of our' government to make this 
prc.vifion, will compel ihe wealthy friends 
pf individual captives to procure their ran- 
fom by larg* funis of money, and in reliev- 
ing a very few, plunge the reft into tenfold 
mifery and defpair.

IN the contemplated plan of denuncia^ 
tioD and profcription it is found expedient, 
by certain cbaraSers'in this ftate, to defig- 
nate me at one of its vi£linis. 

By way of colour to the fcheme, an 
anonymous writer, under the fignature of 
Narrator, publiflied in the Citizen* and 
Watch Tower, printed by James Cheet* 
bam in the city of New-York, has exhib- 
ited a feries of charges againft mis in my 
private and offi(::iaI c^araQer. 

Left filence (hould be conftrued into 
guilt, and forbearance provoke aggreflion, 
I have irefolved, however painful the ta(k 
to contend with oewfpaper fcribblcrs, not 
to (hrin!c irom an inveftigation of every 
circumftance conne£led with the charges ; 
and I truft, and believe that I (haH be able 
to fatistf , as far an unequivocal dienial 
will fatisfy, the candid and unprejudiced, 
that Narrator's aflertions and inferences 
are talfe and malicious, as they relate to 
my condu6l refpe£l.ing the Merchants* 
Bank. If I fucceed in this pofition, his^ 
afiertions^nd inferepcesreTpeAing others, 
. many of which I know to be falfe, Ihould 
be received wiih great caution. 

Tfie charges are as follows : — That I 
was in Mr. Jay Monroe's councils, that I 
attended his private meetings, and that he 
embarked me and others in bis fyftem of 
bribery, at the fall feflion of the Legifla- 
lure ; — that I took a tour to the north for 
the purpole of facilitating the views of the 
Bank agents ; — tiwt I partook and advifed 
a bank dinner given by Mr. Lynch at the 
Tpniine in Albany ; that I countenanced 
and winked at bribery, and was interefted 
in the ftock of the Merchants' Bank ; that 
I aided arid abetted, by frequent private 
confaltations, and otherwife» the perfons 
who were bribed : — that I difpenfed with 
ifScial delicacy to eflffd the incorporation 
ci the Bank ;— that I attended fecret meet- 
ings at the Treafurer's and elfwhere ; — and 
- ihit I am fordid to a proverb. 

I do declare mod folemnly that I never 
was in Mr. Monroe's councils, at his lodg- 
ings, or at hi? pubHc or private meetings, 
if he held any, — Nor ifd I fee him at the 
fall (efTun of the Legiflature, or know of 
his being in Albany at the meeting ol the 
fame. My tour to the north related ex- 
clufively to my children who are at fihool 
in M KJtreal:, and I seitbtr fawi or corref- 
ponded with a member of the Legiflature, 
except Judge Thorn, whofe *' corrupti- 
bility" was not afTiiled by me ; that 1 nei- 
ther advifed or dined with Mr. Lynch at 
the Tontine, or was invited to any dinner 
given by him, nor ditl I ever know or 
hcaf of a bank dinner given ky him, till 



informed by Narrator — I do moftiinequiv. 
ocally declare that I was not| at the fail or 
winter feffions of th^ Legiflature, nor at 
any period fince, interefted direSly or 
indireftly, one cent in the Merchants' 
Bank.^ — 1 never aided or abetted ^ tbe 
incorporation more than giving an o- 
pinion in company when tbe queftion 
became a topic of converfation — I cau- 
tiouily avoided meetings for or againft the 
bank ; and never was at the Treafurer's 
with the bank agents, or with any . other 
perfon, where the bank was even a fubjed 
of converfation ; nor did I know of any 
kind of bribery being exercifed by the a- 
gents for the bank or by any other pjerfon 
at any period whatever. 

If Narrator means, by fiis charge tfut 
*' I difpenfed with ofScial delicacy fo cf~ 
fe£l the incorporation of the bank," to ih- 
(innate that I #as knowing to, or l>ad an 
agency in any improper meafure to ^fie£l 
its incorporation, he infinuates what my 
conduft never warranted. And I defy 
the whole hoft of defamers to produce the 
leaft particle of teftimony to authorife the 
aflertion. I had my opinion as to the poU 
icy to be purfued by the Legiflature, and 
as a free citizen had an equal right, with 
others to exprefs that opinion ; but I did 
it openly and above-boardy without re- 
courfe to the bafe and mean fubtertuge, 
'which Narrator and his aflfociate^ would 
wifh to afcribe to roe. I had been taught 
to believe, that perfecotion never made 
converts, except on the fide of the perfe- 
cuted, ** that power is weakened by a too 
freeufeof it,but extended by riloderation,"* 
and that when a party had become fuffi> 
ciently numerous to defend itfelf againft 
the attacks of its opponents, it was wi/e 
and politick to purfue fuch a fyftem as 
would be likely to reconcile the minority 
to their fituation, provided it could be 
done without a facrifice of principle. I 
further believed that a minority had rights, 
which ought to be relpe£ied by the major- 
ity ; and that the acquifiiion of property 
by fair and honorable means, was amongft. 
thore riglits. The application of the Mer- 
chants' Bank for an ad of incorporation 
prcfcnted itfelf to my mind a^ one of the 
cafes coming under this head. In addi- 
tion to this, the bank had been organi2ed 
when there was no law to the contrary, 
by which means, rights were acquired by 
innocent third perfons, who' were not par- 
ties tothe*fraud (if fraud there was in the 
firft organization of the bank}and of courfe 
their interefts ought not to be impaired by 
the Legiflature on trivial grounds. I do 
not pretend to fay, that caufeis might not 
exift, which would juftify a departure 
from this principle, but I confidently af- 
fert that in my view of the projet>, the 
neceflity did not then exift. Inftead of 
my ** difpenfing with official dignity/' as 



fiated by Narrator, it would bave been 
m^n^pml daflardly in me, and I fboufd 
have been unworthy of the office I hold 
had I confented to a« the part of a iupple 
tool to a fet of men, heated by party rage 
ind'perfonatrefenlm^t. ' * '' * 

Soppofe It is conceded that t warmly 
advocated the incorporation of the Mer* 
chants' Bank, and that I did it on princi- 
ples which do not correfpond exa£liy witix 
the ftandard erefled, or to be erefted here- 
after, ' by Narrator andbis aifociates. 
Does it comport with juflice or propriety 
to nrfort to bril>ery and corruption to ac- 
count for my anions ? Would men who 
fet a proper eftimatc on their own reputa- 
. tions, pick up idle rumours, aad diftort 
private converfdtions to ftigmatize roe as 
•* an aider and abettor^ pf impioper meaf- 
ures ? I have never doubted for a moment 
that there was not improper condufloa 
both fides as there always will ' be, whea 
men are arrayed againft. each other under 
the influence of ftrong and confliding im- 
J terefts. Still I have no hefitapcy in de- 
claring, that I believe, there were men oa 
both fides of the queftion who a^ed:from 
convifiion, that the part they efpoufed 
was for the general good and peace of the 
ftate* ' . • 

That we l^ve men high id office, ani 
others high in their conHdence, who rid- 
icule the idea of the facrcdnefs of rights 
squired under a^ of a Legiflature, and 
who woiild trample under toot any rights 
which were likely to Idfen- the value or 
tfieirbank ftock, or to interfere witb^h^ir 
views of ambition, cannot be denied^— and 
who declare that, the a£ls of one Legifla- 
ture are no longer binding on a fubfequent 
one, than comports witfi what they arfe 
pleafcd to call the public good, .which ia 
too often nought but. popular impulfe pro* 
duced by their owti wicked artifices. For- 
tunately for this community however, 
moll of ihefc men fiave changed their pol- 
itics and their country as often as it toned 
their conveniency, and they may find it 
neceffary to change again before thc^pub* 
lie fentiment is prepared for praSicalex* 
p^riments oa their newly imported tbeo- 
lies. ' 

Astomy difpofition, if it be fordid, it 
fhews how little we know ourfelves ; lor I 
never once thought of uftng the neceflary 
precautioni to keep that hideous monfler^ 
avarice^ out of the train of ray foibles. 
But in this attempt to injure me, Narrator 
is not apprifed of the 4^ad}y wound he 
gives his patrons. He intends Ihat the 
public ihall prefiime corruption from my 
known avarice. Apply tbe rule to bit 
own friends and how will theyftand in 
pu|)lic eftimation ? He certainly did fiot 
confult their intereft or feelings when be 
laid down tbe doQrine fo broad. Perhaps 
he. Will aik wfaoat I call his friends and 
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patrons. — As be has flandered me witboat 
provocation, I will tell him whom the 
world fo calls, without ceremony ;— ^They 
arc men who falfely charge fauhs'upon p- 
tbers, that th^^- own fn^y elude the public 
eye ; who wifh to keep the Rate agitated 
and convulfed, that it may become odious i 
to men ot more intelligence' and virtue 
than themfelves : who make a Cyftem of 
fufpicion and abuTe, part oi their political 
code, whenever it will fubferve their plans 
of revenge and perfonal aggrandizement. 
le is from fuch conduft that many good, 
men connefk'with the idea of a Republic, 
if fjoyernmeht of ftorms, troubles, and 
faftions.— -The (hades of a Robefpierre 
uid a Marat, continually haunt them ; they 
are terrified at theliideous torch of anatchy, 
and impute to the form of government what 
ought to be charged to the crimes of indi^ 
v7duals, by whole turbulency the cradle of 
liberty has beeo,^ and I Tear will again be 
flamed vith bioo^.

and I never did, nor will I ever refuse any man an 
opportunity to vindicate himself, who has been ac- 
cused of -any thing in tny paper. But agunst Mr. 
Tillotson I have made no charge — still he is my en- 
cmy- and woidd hate rejeked to have se^ me^n 
prison— my press broken up, and tny family ruincil. 
He is now slaadeted by bis fncnds— I republish his 
vindication: bat Icanaocpity him.

jf^LL animaltf, when Catlening, odf ht 
to t>t: excluded from light as much as pofli- 
ble, as (he beft aod fate ft mode ot keeping 
them quiet. — Exclufianfrom light is prac- 
ticed by thofe who fatten poultry for the 
London market, with much fuccefs." 

In fattening Calves^ the Magazine fays 
'* Aifoan as the calt is dropped* it is put 
iqt6 a box made of coarCe boards 4^ or 
5 feci long, and 4 or 4 1. Jcet high, and 
about 2 feet wide, according. to the fiz^e of 
the calf. The boards are not put fo clofe 
but that a fufficient quantity of air is ad- 
mitted : light i$, however carefu4ly ex- 
cluded ; and the box has a cover for that 
purpofe. The box {lands 00 tour feet, 
which, at one end, are four inches high, 
but at the other, ov\y two inches, and, as 
there are holes at the bottom, all wetnefs is 
drained. ofF. The bottom is alio covered 
with draw or hay, which is changed twice 
a week. 

For feven or eight daya^ milk is but cau- 
tioufly given.; for unlefsa^ calf is ied. mod- 
erately at fif ft, it is apt to uke r loathing 
to its food* It (houid be bled rn about 
t^n d^ys, and afterwards as much roitk giv. 
en it, freOi from the cow, either twice or 
thrice a day, as it will take. The bheeding 
fhould be repeated once a week ; and at all 
tim€s, when a calf loathes its milk, and 
does not feed well, bleeding ought to be 
repeated. Thefc frequent bleedings pre- 
vent difeafes from plethora, to which calves 
are fubje£>, even when not fed fo high, and 
flill more fo, when .they aie, 

A large piece of chalk fliould be hung 
up in the box, which the calf will lick oc- 
eafionally : this contributes nothing to the 
whitenefs of the veal; but it amufes the 
animal, and corre£ls that acidity in the 
flomach which might otherwife be engeor- 
dered, and which certainly often takes 
place. 

By this mode of treatment, calve* are 
kept clean, quier, warm, and dry : the 
veal they lu.rnifh is exeeileiit^ and they are 
foon ready for. market/' 
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To aid the cause of virtue and relislion.

Brutus killed his ben'etafior and f^riterwf, 
Cefar, becaufe Cefar hadufiirpcd the l\>v- 
reign power. Therefore, Brutus was a ^ 
patriot whute charafler is to be admired 
iind whofe example fhould be imiuted, as- 
long as republican liberty (hall have a 
friend or an enemy in the worW. 

This fhort argument feems to have hith- 
erto vindicated tlie fame of ^i^utus from 
reproach and even from, fcruiiny. Yet^ 
perhaps no charaEler lias been more ov^i- 
rated and no example worie appITed. He 
was Tfo doubt an excellent fcholar and a 
cOmf^lete mafter as well as faithful votary 
of phtlofophy. But in a£lion, the itnpetu- 
ous Caffius greatly excelled him.' Cafli^us 
alone of all the confpirators a£ted with- 
ptomptnePs and energy in providing for 
.the war, whicirhe^ fose^w the dVath of 
Cefii- woiifd kiiidle. Brutus f^ens his 
time in induleitce andt repiniiig, the dupe of 
AnthcfnyU artt or of his owtllalf^ e^mate 
of Roman' fpvrit and tintk&. THe p^f^te 
hsd:l«(fta k»o;d^ rttsfler, at\d d«ey (attk^ 
ted him. Brutus fumfiftd^d clMm to mA%* 
efforts' Hrrdf^crifices, afxlthtey ti«v^<<di bir 
caufe wkb apathy, hi«^ crii^tf w^y sMi&^ 
rencd, • 

Before the dlfcifive battle of PWUppi, 
Brutus feems after the death of CaflioftD 
have funk under the weight of the fole 
command. He.ftill bad many able officers 
left ind' among them Mc(ra)a,.>cin'e of the 
firftm'en oftbitage^ ib fruiifut of- great} 
men. But Bnit us no longer nntnUtned 
that afcendant over his army whi^h talebls 
of the firft order maintain evcry»whefi; 
and moil fignally in the camp and field of: 
battle. Ii is fairly then to. be prefumedi 
that his troops had difcovered that Brutus 
whom they loved and elbermed irevtilhr- 
lefs was deftttute ot thofe laletnts. For hd 
was foots obliged by their clamours, moch* 
againff his judgment and againft all pru- 
dence and good fenfe to give battle. Thus 
ended the life of Brutus and the exiflence 
of the republick. 

Whatever doubt there may be of tin? 
political and military capacity of Broius 
there is none conoeroing his virtue. His^ 
principles of a6lion were the nobleft thttt 
ancient philofophy had taught, and his ac- 
tions were conformed to his prrinciplcs.— • 
Neverihelefs our admiration of the man- 
ought not 10 blind our judgment of the 
deed, which, though it Was the hltmiib oi 
his virtue had fhed an unfading fpiendoor 
on his name; 

For though the multitude to tfie end of? 
time will be open to flattery and will joy- 
fully aflift their flatterers to become iheir* 
tyrants, yet they will never oeafe to haie 
tyrants and tj;raiiny with eq^al linearity 
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and T^heiHence^ HeUee , k ii that the 
flp^inory of Brutus who ffew a tyrant it 
^nfecratcd as the champion and m^r^yr of 
liberty, ami wtli daurifkanci look greeo in 
dewlaiWition', u Votrg a» tht pfenpte are prone 
to befff ve ih^r rhofe art* (heir bed friends 
vho f^ave proved themfefves llie grcatefl 
«iietni^s of their cnemie*. 

Aflc any on^ m^n of morals whether he 
approves of aflafiination, he will anfwer, 
no» Would you kill your friend and ben- 
^ador, ? no, rto. The queftion \s a hor- 
rible inftil'l. Would you praflicc hypoc- 
rify and. fmile in his face virhile your con- 
fptracy is ripemng to gain his confidence 
and to luH hfrti into lecurity, in Order t6 
take away his life. Every honed roan, on 
the bare fuggeii ion, feelr his blood thick- 
en and fiagnate at his h^art. Yet in this 
pifiure we fee BruiU5. It would perhaps 
iiercarcely jud to hold him up to ahhor- 
tenct^ It is certainly mondrous and ab- 
furd'to exhibit his eonduft to admiration. 
tie did not flc ike the tyrant from hatred 
or adabitifofr. His motives are admitted to 
b& good ; but was tSot the adtoh ncverthe- 
Ifefs, bVd f 

. To kill a tyrant is as much murdet at to 
kill any other man. Be'6d<es Bruft^s, to 
e m e nua te the ettme' eotrfd hanre hat) no 
rational hope of putting an end to the 
tyramiy i he had forfeen Mid provided 
jiothing to resriize it. The conCpffarofS 
reKed tooHfhly ^nough» on the love 6f ihe 
mulHiiide for liberty — they loved their 
fafety, their eafe, their fports arid- their 
dem^gpgue favorites a great deal belter. 
They quietly, looked on as fpe^ators and 
left it to the legions of Anthony and 
Oclavlut and to thofeof Syria. Macedonia 
and Greece to decide in the field of Phi- 
lippi, whether there (hould be a republick 
or not. It was accordingly decided in la: 
vor of an Enper^fr, artd the people Cmi^ 
cerely rejoiced in the political calm that re- 
ftorcd the games of the Circus and theplen- 
ly of bread. 

Thofi; who cannorbring their judgments 
to condemn the killing of a tyrant, mud 
ncvcrthelefs agree thitt the hlood of Cefar 
was unprofitably (hed. Liberty gaired 
nothing bv it a;id humanity lod a great deal. 
For it cod eighteen years of agitation and 
civil war bel'ore the ambition of the milita- 
ry and popular chieftains had expended its 
means and the power was concentred in 
one man*s hands. 

Shall we be told the eicample of Brutus 
is a good one, becaufe it will never cc4[i: 
to animate the race of tynnt killers. Bui 
will \\\c fancied ufejulnefs of afTaflinatioa 
overcome OiirinflinBive fcnfe of its horror. 
Is it to become a part of our political mo. 
rals that the chief of a date ih to be dabbed 
ot poifoned whenever a fana'ick, a mile- 
coptcnt or a reformer dull rife up and call 
him a tyrant i^ Then there would be as lit- 
tle calcn in defpotifm as in liberty. 



But when it happened that the death of a 
! nfurper hatreftored to the publick liberty 
its departed life ? Every fuccefsful ufurpa* 
, tion creates many competitors for power, 
I and they fucccflively fall in the druggie. 
; In all this agitarion, liberty is without 
j friends without refources and without hope. 
Biood enodgh, and the blood of tyrants too, 
was died between the time of tlie wars of 
I Marius and the death of Anthony, a period 
i of about fixtv years, to ttrrn a common 
grid mill. Yet the caufe of the publick 
liberty cont!?)ually grew more and more 
defperate. It is not by dedroying tyrants 
that we aie to exiinguifll ty.^nny. Na- 
ture is not thus to be exhauded of her 
\ power to profluce them. The {S\\ of a 
' republiek fprouis with the rankrd feriilitv. 
It has been fown wiih dragons* teeth. To 
; leflen the hopes of ufurping demagogues, 
' we mud enlighten, animate and combine 
th* fpirit of freemen. We mud fortify 
and guard the conditutional ramparts about 
liberty. When its friends become indo- 
lent or difbearieoed, it is no longifr 6f any 
importance how long Irvers are its enemies. 
— They will prove immoital. 

Nor will it avail to fay, that the famous 
d^ed of Brutus will forever check the au 
dacity of tyrants. Of all paflions fear is 
the mod cruel. If newtyrantt dread other 
Brutufles, they will more naturally foothe 
their jealoufy by perfecutiont than by the 
praftice of clemency or judice. They 
will fay the clemency of Cefar proved la. 
ral to him. They will augment their force 
and multiply their precautions, and their 
habitual dread will degenerate into habitu- 
al cruelty. 

Have we not then a right to Conclude 
thai the chara6ler of Brutus is greatly over, 
rated, and the fadiionable approbation of 
hf^ example horrJDly corrupting and perni- 
cious.

not resent ? The foilo.ving is btit anciiract ; the 
Miofc being too tong foftnsertVoA. 

«• STiould the-fatest reports fr^m ?pft?n be correcf, 
are we not even now reduced to this raeianchrly di- 
lemma ? We demat'ded the tj^teniion of mr b un* 
darics to the banks cf the Perdido river ; Spain 
wishes to co ^ e us to the Missisijipi. We called 
upon Spain tu satisfy the legitimate dams r f our 
merchants for the spoliatii^nsmade upon vh<ir tiade 
duritig the last war; We appealed to her justicp 
f >r the ratification of the convention cf August 1802. 
But Spain refuses to comply with all our rcqus^- 
tions. In this embarrassing state of affiairs, there- 
fore, yvhat other dilemma seems to be offered to 
our election, than the surrender of our daims or the 
6upiK>rt of them by our aims I Should such be th« 
question can there be a patriot in this country who 
can demand a single moment for deliberation ? 

•• Should we surrender our pretensions withoot % 
struggle, we yoluntarily provoke the contemptooua 
criticisms of foreign nations.

Our 
national strength now holds in proud defiance the 
aWibition or the prowess of foreign nations ; shall 
we descend from this elevated ground ; fhall we 
prove that though strong in numbeni. we are defi- 
cient in epirit ? shall we expose ourselves to the con- 
tumelious injuries and daring encroachments of for. 
cign ccun'.ries, by assuming the appearance ef imbe- 
cility and cowardice ? Even if these general advan- 
tages should not be suflident to rouse us into exer- 
tions, shall we l>e inserisible to the important objects, 
\Vhich we have brought into jeopardy > The claims 
of our merchants are enthled to urgent considera- 
tion : But what then shall we say at the extensioit 
of our frontier from the Missisippi to the Perdido ' 
To those, who have read Mr. Nicholson's report 
during the session of 1802 on the poVcy of acquir- 
ingihe Floridas it would besuperffuous to develop* 
the advantages of such an acquisition ; an acquisition 
which would secure to the people of the west the ex- 
clusive navigation of the Mobillefe to the inhabitants 
of the surrounding counrry the profits of that *« consid- 
ering the coasting trade,** which according to the of- 
ficial documents is i>ow carried on, " from Pensa- 
cola, Mobille, and the creeks and rivers falling into, 
and in the neighbourhood of L:ikc Pontch art rain, 
from whence New-Orleans i^ principally suvplifid 
with ship Tjtnber, charcoal, lime, pitch and tar, and 
partly with caitle. and the places befnnc named arc 
supplied with articles ff foreign g^owih and pro- 
duce, in the same wav from New-Orleans.** Shall we 
surrender all these advantages,by sac rincingour legit- 
imate cUiins to the plca.«iurcr.fthe court rf Madrid t 
But shall we,it may be replied, take an tmgcncrous ad- 
vantage >! the embarrassments of Spain, and at a wo- 
tnent when she is involved in a war with Great Bnt- 
ain, w/ien her resources are employed in a different 
direction, shall wc make an incursion upon a de- 
fenceless frontier ? Would it then be better to post- 
pone the acquisition of our righ's, and in the spirit 
of aromantick chivalry to wait, until Spain shall 
have concluded a peace with England and recruited 
her strength ?— Shou'd destiny have determined to 
deprive Spain of this little slip of territory, wouhl H 
be scuudpolxy, would it even be genuine humanity, 
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for the Uni'ed Stares to miritiplf the desolations of 
' war by allowing sufficient leisure to Spain to multi- 
ply her preparations ? 

I^ut should it be fouhd'to be the interest of our 
country to resort to military m<»vements for the as- 
sertion of our rights, let us "confine our exertion* 
■ within the circle of our demands. «* War, (says 
' l^artins) is that state, in which men constantly ex- 
ercise acts of indeterminate violence against each 
other." Let us not then enter into a war. Let -us 
not issue letters of Marque or Reprisals, until the 
operations of Spain shall compel us to retaliate. 
We will not extend Our ravages over the colonies of 
Spain ; but we will collect such an army only as is 
sufficient to accomplish the objects of our pursuit. 
IVe will take possession of the Z part of Louisiana, 
which we have already demanded io vain. Perhaps 
too a correct policy ma y impose opon us the addi- 
tional necessity of crossing the PerdUdo, and setamg 
upon Pensacola as a security for paying the expen- 
ses of our equipment and the demands of our mer- 
' chants. 

But we cannot yet relinquish our hopes, that 
these I'emarksare scarcely more fugitive than the 
occasion which called them forth. That our latest 
accounts may be authentic, we shal^ not pretend to 
deny ; but that like many other reports of the day, 
they may have arisen from some fiction improperly 
created, or some fact easily misunderstood, we may 
still presnroe to hope. Should they however prove 
correct ; should it appear at la^t that every expedi- 
ent of diplomatic skill has in vain been exhausted 
by our ministers, and that Spain is .determined nev- 
er to comply with our requisifiohs or to compel us 
to seek them by force, then the preceding remarks 
will not be altogether useless either in drawing the 
investigation of the people to this subject, orinexcl- 
litigtheh- indignaiion and spirit. Theic questions 
-vvih however previously occur; Has the President 
the power at this crisis of the transaction to direct a 
force to take possession of the Spanish forts to the 
W. of Perdido ? \Vou.d it be politic to summon 
Congress immediately to his aid ? or to prolong the 
subject till the regular period of its session?

LOOK OUT FOR BREAKERS. 

In the Gazette of January 7, 1804. avie^vwas 
taken of the political standing of Colonel Burr. 
Among the remarks which that standing suggested, 
were the following : 

»• He will, however, htivc one con«olarion in 
common with ourselves : When bU reputation shall 
be c:>mpletely finished, (and nothing short of that 
u'ill content his republican compatriots) he will then 
see them divide again — he will then see thos^ di- 
recting their vengeance against each other, who are 
now as closely united in hunting him down, as ke 
and they lately were, in hunting d^wn tlie honest 
federalists Robespierre and Daiton were united 
like brothers'while pursuing Brissot and his friends 
to deftruction— but they were not therefore the less 
hateful to each other." 

Twelve months had not dapsed, l^fore the pre- 
<Kction \va5 verified. 

* Last wn^*er the Merchants* Bank» hitherto an 
unincorponv;?^ institution, petitioned the legislature 
for a charter. A majority of both houses, and 
the council of revision with ike governor at its head, 
granted it. A strong opposition was made by the 
Manhattan Bank, and not, it seems, M'i'hout reason, 
as its stock dcprticiated considerably in consequence 
pf the success of its rival.

The state of things is bccomhig daily more and 
more interesting. Wherever the combatatits have 
enlisted, the contest is carried on with the acrimony 
which usvally attends y^mx/y^arre^. Wi can as 
yet take no side. It is doubtful, whether we ever 
can. But it >yill be amusing to our readers, to 
know what is at present goi'ng on in the political 
\frorld. And we shall occasionally give thcra a litth: 
sketch. . 

First and foremost stands James Cheetham, an 
Englishman — by trade a hatter— but Wing; quite as 
dexterous in blackif g a character, as in blacking a 
hat, he has been selected to conduct a democratic 
newspaper in New-York. This man has repeatedly 
charged both branches of the legislature with being 
bribed and corrupted. The council of revision has 
been severely handled, and barely, if ar all, escaped 
the same charge. And the governor himself has 
not been without his share (and a plentiful Benja- 
min's share too) of the Citizen** blacking. «• y/6f 
Bigbtt ofMan^** at Ncwburgh, has in joined in the 
hue and cry — and the Hudson " Bee"* has buzzed as 
busily, and used its little sting as spitefully as the 
best of them. 

On the other side, stands the redoubtable Isaac 
Mitchell, editor of the Poughkeepsie •* Barometer.** 
He insists upon ity that his republican anglo-hatterco 
friend Cheetham is one of the veriest liars that was 
ever imported into this country— that the governor 
is verily and unquestionably an upright, worthy man 
— and that the republican members, denounced by 
Mr. Cheetham, are guilty of no offence, except 
that of joining the governor, in refusing to be gov- 
erned by Dewitt Clinton. The JReqorder, of jfew- 
burgh, another republican paper, echoes tja^k the 
notes 6f Mitchell, and among other things, insists 
that his neighbour Wilson, the printer of the Rights 
of Man, has no teeth ! The other republican print- 
ers keep aloof, except ihatnow and then the Aibany 
Register " squints awfully ** at the governor. This , 
is all the account we can yet give of the papers* 

How do leading men iii the republican party 
stand ?

Lewis and Mitchell, and iho recorder of New-

posed to be at xh9 head of the other party. The di- 
vision among^ the leading men appears to be pretty 
equal. What will be the consequence, we do think 
very doubifnl But we should not he surprised if 
either chancellor Livingston, or Dewitt CRnton, 
should be our next preside v.i !

•• Newhaven is now the most singular exfiniple 
of the effects of ill founded apprehensions of the 
danger from the infection of Yeilow Fever, that 
this country ever exhibited. On the first Alarm, 
without waitirig'for the evidence of any specific 
conta^um, or any clearer proof iha: the diicasc was 
likely to spread and became genei-al, our lawyers 
took measures to iuduce the Superior Court to ad- 
j.urn their s^s6ion till November.— The President 
of the College took alarm and dis^inirvd the Stu* 
dents. The teachers of schools followed the exam- 
ple ; while a number of our principal citizens took 
measures to remove their familes to t he country, 
and some of them actually removed. These 
firotecdings alarmed the country, and all inter- 
course with Newhaven was interdicted by New- 
Yorlf. Philadelphia, and Bo^on. » At the end of a- 
b ut ten days, or two weeks, the few persons ill of 
mal^j^aiit fever, die, or recover, and the disease be- 
cnmesextinct — at this moment not a single case 
eKistfl. Here we are without.business, or company ; 
but with universal health— and nothmg to do but 
procure provisions for hungr)* mouths. 

" If yu wish for the sources of this diseasetit may 
be answered, that they appear to tc various and dis- 
tinct. The first cases occurred in a family remote 
from the wharf, in a married woman, and ap elder- 
ly ladynehhetofivhtttihad, to tbcir knowledge, 



the wharf, or near it, in the vicinity of the brig 
James, have been affected. Two of them diccl 
This has led to a suspicion that \he brig was not a 
clean vessel, yet the facts are hartUy suibcieut to de- 
cide the case with certainty. Several attacks of le- 
ver, one of them a fatal one, are to be traced to tio 
cause but excessive fatigue. One case occurred itt 
a gentleman who left N. Carolina 6 or^ days be- 
fore his seizure.

But, Sir, ta it not a little furprifing that 
the world is fo much given to felfilhnefs» 
that flander, denunciation and profcription, 
are confidered as perfe£lly innocent, alto- 
gether confiftent with the public good, un- 
til one's felf happens to be implicated by 
them ? Was there not a time, Sir, when 
you could look on with perfed indiffer- 
ence, and feethebeftmen in iht Hate flan- 
dered and abufed-^when you could ap- 
prove of a fyftem of denunciation and pro* 
fcription which precipitated every man 
from ofice who was oppdfed to you in po- 
litical fentiments ?

of his appointment, as It must necessarily 4)revent 
htm from paying a proper attention to his efficial 
duties : hj therefore was of opinioa that he shouht 
no longer be continued in office. 
* <« Mr. De Witt Clinton expressed a wUh ta make 
some dbe eiv ation to the council on the snbject— He 
absenred, dut lor some yiafspasti thcaimiaastrati^n 



of this state hid been hi hands which had made all 
the appbiotments in one way to the entire exclusion 
of ft'lirga ptopeetion of its citizens — that the people 
of thhr Stat* a* #tH as of the UAited Sutes, liad 
expressed their disapprobation of that administri- 
tlon, ai^ of thi principles by which it was goo^ern- 
ed, in the last eleotioas for President of the United 
Sutes, and the Chief Magistrate and Uepresentar 
tiyes for this naee«-that pursuant to the pnbKc o^ 
|Mnioa so expressed, he should feel it his duty to i^ 
move all the officeH appointed undtr that admini- 
stration-— that he should concur m the removal Of 
Mr. Hen9y,aBd the other Heads of Departmems th 
the ftatar bat did not suj^se it would be proper to 
do more than equalize the cfficers in the respective 
co«|ities. 

Mr. Spencer then drew a resolution, to be entered 
oA the nrinoies, directly a supercedeas to Mr. Hen- 
ry, whic| was read by the Governor, and passedTjy 
the three members present unanimously, to wjt, 
Mr. Clihton, Mr. Spencer and Mr. Roseboom, Mr. 
Sanders being in ill health and unable to attend. 
Governor Clmton, during the proceedings, only ob- 
served, that he felt no resentment against any of 
the officers of Gorernmcnt, and did not require 
their removal \ but as Governor Jay had admitted 
the fight of removal to be vested solely in the coun- 
cil, they mtist act their pleasure, or words substan- 
tially to thate^ct His Excellency, however, made 
no attempts Io repel or discountenance the pzoceed- 
higs, butapf^ared fully to acquiesce in them. 

*• Mr. Spencer then proposed Mr. Elisha Jenkins 
to supply the place of Mr. Henry, whom he re- 
commended as a gentleman well qualified to per- 
form the duties of Comptroller i the Governor put 
the question on Mr. Jenkins, which was carried u- 
nanimoQsly. J 

" A short pause then took place, during which 
Mr. Spencer walked to Mr Clinton, whispered for a 
few momems, and returned to his place: aftet 
which, Mr. Clinton proposed to the Council, that 
the same resolution be entered as to the SecKtary..— 
The question, was put by the Governor, and carried 
nnanintDusl^. 

" The Secretary then asked leave to put tome 
quesdons to the Council in. respect to himself 
which wis permitted, and after some evasions, oik 
the part of Mr. De Witt Clinton, who dechued that 
they were unne^evary* fr<«u the grounds op which 
he had already stated the removals were made, but 
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the Secretary persisting, they were put and answer- 
ed as follows : 

" 1st. Whether there waa an; charge of any de- 
scription against the Secretary fdr want of ihc most 
sirici atteniion to every part of the duties of hif of- 
fice ? 

*« 2d. Whether he had evinced a want of talents 
to enable him perfectly to execute t)j»o*e duties J , 

" 3d. Whether he had og| any oc<;a«ion shewn the 
least depee of prejudice of- partiality tocvvai^ any 
person in executing his official duties, from the in- 
duence of his political opinions. ? 

" 4ih. Whether there was any doubt.ofhi§. prin- 
ciples of integrity as a roan ? 

*• Each of which questions was answtr<»d in the 
negative, in the raosi decided and unequivocal man- 
ner. 

*< The secretary then sat down, and deHberaiely 
entered his own remc^ on- the miiintes *' 

«♦ Five candidates were then named by the Gov- 
em-^r for the ofiice of Secretary, to wit ; Ja^^per 
Hopper, John P Van Ness, Thomas Tillo son, 
^btakamG^ Lansing, and Geneini H«ter Ganse- 
VGort. and the apj)lication of two of them read by the 
Secretary, after which he i»if)rmcd the C uncil, 
that Jasper Hopper, was his deputy, that Whatev- 
er political prejudices there might kse agan'.it'hin*- 
Eclf, I hey must not be applied 'o ft^r Hop|)er, that 
he was a warm and decided frieud to Govern- 
or Clinton and to his politics, and he knew h!m to 
be s > at the timt- he enf^>ioyed htm as a deputy, and 
that such knowledge did not-.preveiit him from pla- 
cmg the ufii^osr confidence in .him, and treating him 
•with friendship and respect'; that Mr. Hopper had 
declared to him, previous to the last election, his 
intention <o support Governor Qiiiton— that he had 
replied he was perfecJy right in &• doing, as he 
was a free man, and was justinable in cnj »ying his 
own indepetident prmciples; that Mr. Hopper was 
a man of cespeccability ; a man of business, und a 
man of integrity, and he was better -C^^ated to 
execute the cTuties of^ecretary, than any other man 
in the state, and as such he recommciided him to the 
Council. 

*« The Governor proceeded to nominate;, Mr. Hop- 
per, who was unanimously rejected, as .was Mr. 
Van Ness — and Mr. TiHotson waa onanimpusly a 
greed to. '] 

'• Mr Spencer then observed to the .Sectary,, ihat 
there was one circumstance which applied to hina, 
\7hich did not to Mr. Henry, which was, 'that he 
had held a ver/ respectable office, from which he 
d<:rived a cenain degree of influence ; fhat he had 
taken a decided part in the late election, in which, 
to his knowledgei he had been influential : and 
whether it was not probable, that ffom his ofHcial 
station that influenre had been materially increased 
—to which the Seaetary replied, that he believed no 
man in the state could entertain that opinion, that 
his office was merely ministerial, from which he 
cdnld derive na possible degree of influence, that it 
was not ah office of authority, nor tven of direct 
responsiblity, that if he had any infliieqce in socie- 
tv. It was from his standing as a citizen, not as a 
public officer J but,' that of all men, Mr. Spencer 
was one of the last who should bring forward that 
cirpumstance as a charge against him— he (Mr. 
Spencer) held a public office (assistant attorney-gen- 
eral) to which was attached both authority and re- 
sponsibiruy ; he had for several elections past been 
active and influential, to a far greater degree than 
himself— and how had he been treated ? had he been 
injured in the least degree in onfequence of his 
having supported his political optniotis? and"ftiat 
had the former administration attempted to remove 
him from office in consequence of his having sup- 
ported his principle*!, lie (the secretary) would then 
have i»penly declared it an act of direct tyranny. 

•• The Sccreoiry added, that he had been deci- 
dedly active during the last election, and the reflec- 
tion gave him great pleasure ; he had supported 
principles which were dear to him, and which le 
wMiUl never desert ; that hfe was particular^ ted id 
^uch activity ftqm a drtad which th^n lay on bis 
miud, of certai a con sequence* which woul^ attend 
the election of Governor Clinton, and what he then 
dreaded he noid saw completely realized. Mr. De 
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Wilt Clinton interfered, and put a atop to the con- 
versation, when the Coimcil adjoun^ed ;" or the 
Sccljetary would have added, that his dread was. 
should Governor 6!tnton succeed in his election^ his 
administration would be feeble and inert, and Am 
brose Spencer and De Witt Clinton would become 
the Rulers and Tyrants Of'the state — — 

"By rtiis docnment it appears,, that yoir 
wa^^oQccihe favored friend ot Clinton ind 
Spencer : But experience teaches that the 
^Ikica) wheel is nevfer • Itationary, It is 
always turning ; and ihofe who are on the 
top to-day, may find chemfelves at the bot- 
tom to morrow. Your office is wanted for 
fomebody who has rendered greater fervices 
toihe caufe of the tyrants of this State. You 
muft yield it to art or force ; and the Icfs 
chagrin you evince on the oCcrafion, the 
lefs caufe of triumph will you a fiord to 
yoijr old and new opponents. The time 
may come, and perhaps it may come foon, 
when you will rife viftorious on the ruins 
of Spencer and Clinton^ as you before did 
on the ruins of fetieralifm. Should this 
e^^er be the cafe, I can but hope that you 
will conduft with more temperance and 
moderation than your prefent enemies; 

Whether you Have ever given counte- 
fiancefo^ihe flanders of Cheeiham, when 
■direflcd againft your political opponents-* 
whether you have ever been his friend and 
•patron, or nor, I cannot fay. But give 
rwe r^a^^e to remark, that if yon have aided 
in whetting tUe knife, you ought not to 
wince at its keennefs.

RELATIONS WllU SPAIK. 
WHEN the Intendant of New-Orleans refusfd to 
Qfl the ri^tof deposit, there was but one sentimeiit 
among us with respect to the violation of onrprivi- 
Ic^ra, tJuH%h different expedients were propoKd 
fior redmshisr onr wrongs. The friends of the ad- 
aotmstratioii preferred negoeiaiion to war. Whilst 
thef were wiUi^g to polish and prepare the sword 
of destmction, they thoii^ it right to offer the ol- 
ive branch of peace. Most of the cn^ierof the 
administration thought or«0ected to feel very dif- 
ft remly on the occasion. They ridiculed erery idea 
ef an amicable arrangement j ttiey expatiated upon 
the-oempKcated difficulties attendant on negocia- 
tk>n :. Even if France were " inchned to sell." they 
•xultingly demanded «• what price had we to oftcr ? 
IVhat price was our revjemie able to give, which 
•lull come within a hmidred degrees of its val. 
ve to Fimnce ]"• But experience has decided on 
the diaffacter of these prophets and the propriety 
•C the proposed expendhures. Ipor the sum of 
15,00(Ml00dolIars i more than which -v -e should have 
expended on our military eqtipment;}, Kn6. raore 
than which we shall derive in a few years from the 
duties at New-Orleansy St the sale oftbe public lands, 
we have preserved the friendship of two powerful 
iMitiont, and we have acqunred more than our most 
tani^mne hepct had ever dared to aspire to. Instead 
•f merely sccaring a place of dqiestt on th6 banks 
e| the Mistlshipi, we b«ve obcaited the possession 
fff this niagnifioiem river a»d iu numerous streams } 
wcfiave removed from this impottanc iVontier an 
^mbitioaa wid enterprising neighbor ; we have ac- 
quired s territory of an inexhaastiUle fertility and 
iMlefiaite extent. We have gained another advantage

exper<l The blood and treasure ef their unfortunate 
subjee: s We have cmirrlbuted to demea^rate the 
superii)r advantages of a republican govemmenr, 
where great measured take their origin and their 
shape fri^m the win of the people, over a monarchy^ 
where war and peace are at any time dependent up- 
on the nod of an ignorant, ambitious, or unfeeling^ 
mdividoal. 

As-yetthcn, our conduct has been tecommended 
and rewarded by justice. As yet we have exhibit- 
ed a ehftracter which has attracted the respect ard 
the Ibve of foreign mttions. Success we could have 
cmnmanded by the sword ; but wt^chosii to deserve 
it by an amicable negociation. We have placed our 
own rights upon an unshaken basis Without liavinr 
rudely disturbed the lights of others. We shewed 
ourselves ready and prepared to encounter the hor- 
ors of war, bi« srin mere anxious to preserve the 
enjoy ments of t>eace Ptf'uden t, yet energet!c,-Ttsol ote 
in the assertion bf our rights bht Cool in the Selec- 
tion of our expf diertts, we have exhibhed not that 
spirit which dears devastation in the Add of battle, 
but one which eonfidcntly conscioOs of his own 
strength calmly waits for the moment when it shall 
be necessary to put itself forth r As yfet then we 
have ac^ired more jhan we demanded ; and we. 
have deserved' all We have acquired. But what if a 
case should unfortunately occtir when the same 
systent of pol?ey should not avail our preten- 
sions r Wiact if after evcfy pacific measure had 
been exhausted, if after having deputed the ablest 
ifihiisters to vbidica^e our rights, if after havhi^ 
tried every proper expedient of negociation to ad- 
just them by-an amicable arrangement, we should 
fiiHl the fbrelgpn nation perverted by a selfish policy, 
regardless of our claims and tmmoved by our efforts, 
for the preservation of peace ; what eoui^ then are 
we bound to pursue ? Or is there snj other expedi- 
ent left to us, than the mournful office of brealcing 
off the relations of peace, relying upon force where 
reasbn is of no avail, and '< appealing to the justice 
of Heaven for redress,** when we arc lio longer a- 
ble to find it upon earth ? 

In fact, should the latest reports from Spain be 
correct, are we not even now reduced to this mel- 
ancholy dilemma ? We demanded the extension of 
our boundaries to the banks of the Perdido river { 
Spain wishes to confine us to the Missisippi. We 
called epon Spain to satisfy tlielegitimate claims of 
our merchants for the spoliations made upon their 
trade during the last war ; We appealed to her jus- 
tice for the ratification of the convention of August 
1802 — But Spain refnses to comply with all eur re^ 
quisitions. In this embarrassing state of affairs 
therefore, what other dilemma seems to be offered 
to our election, than the surrender of oinr claims or 
the support of them by our arms ? Should such be 
the question can there be a patriot in this country 
who can demand a single moment for delib^nition I 

Sl.ould we surrender om* pretensions without a 
struggle, we voluntahW provoke the contemptuous 
ciiticistr.s of foreign nations. During the war of 
the revolution our heroic atchievments entitled us to 
th;; character of an enterprising and vnshrinkingeti* 
ergy j •re wc prepared to disgrace those pretensions 
by a disjp^ceful surrender of our claims ? our na- 
tional strength now holds in proud defiance the am- 
bition or the prowess of foreign nations t shall we 
descend from this elevated ground { shall we prove 
that though strong in numbers,' we are deficient in 
spirit ? Shall we expose ourselves to the contumel- 
ious injuries and daring encroachments of foreign 
countries by assuming the appearance of imbecility 
aiKl cowardice ? Even if these general advantages 
should not be sufficient to rou&e us into exertion,shall 
we be insensible to the important objects, which we 
have brought into jeopardy ? The claims of our 
merchants are entitled to urgent consideration ; But 
what thaa shall we say a» to tba extension ofour fron- 



tier iroro the Missisippi to the Perdido ) Tothoiia 
wholiave read Mr. Nicholson's report during th# 
session of 1803 on the policy of ac^iring the Ftot- 
idaa, it would be superfluous to develope the advan- 
tages ef such an acquisition ; an aoguisirion, whids 
wooM secure to the perple oJF the west the exclusivn 
navigation of the HobiUe and to the inhabiiants of 
the sarroondmg country the profits of that *• ceusider- 
abte coasting trade,** which accordingly to the official 
documents Is now carried on, '* from Peasacrla» 
Mobilte, and creeks and rivers falling into, and in 
the neighbothood of Lake Prntchartraln, from

But shall we, it may be repHed, take ai> 
ungenerous sdvantage of the embttrassments of 
Spain, and at a mofnent when she is involved in a 
war with Great- Britain, when her rescurces are 
employed in a different direction, shall we make an 
incursion upon a defenceless frontier ' Would it 
' ii>en be better to pos^one the acquishion of our 
rights, and in the spirit of a romantic chivalry to 
wait, until Spain sihalt have concluded a peace with 
EngUnd and recruited her strength I Should destiny 
have determined to deprive Spain df this little slip 
of territory, wotild it be sound policy, wotUd ic 
even be genuine humanity, for the United Statet ro 
multiply the desolations of war, by allowing suffi- 
cient leisure iq Spain to multiply her preparations t 

But should it he found to be the interest of our 
conntry to resort to military movements for the as- 
sertion of our rights, let as confine our exertions 
within the circle of our demands — *« War, (saya 
Martens) is that state in which men constantly ex- 
ercise acts of indeterminate violence ^against each 
other.** let us not then enter into a war. Let us 
not issue letters of Marque or Reprisals, imtil the 
operations ot Spain shall compel us to retaliate. 
We will not exteiKi our ravages over the colonies of 
Spain btit we will collect such an army only as if ^ 
sufficient t% accomplish the object of our ptnsuir. 
We will t^e possession of the East part of Louisi- 
ana, which we have already demanded in vam. Per- 
haps too alcorrect policy may impose upon us the addi- 
tional necessity of crossing the Peidido, and seizia^ 
tipon Pen^acola as a security for paying the expen- 
ces of our equipnlent and the demands of our xmer- 
chants. 

But we cannot yet relinquish otnr hopes, that 
these remarks are scarcely more fugitive than the oc- 
casion which called forth. That our latest accotmta 
may be authentic, we shall not pretend to deny ; 
but that like many other reports of the day, they 
may have arisen from some fiction improperly crea- 
ted or some fact easily misunderstood, we may 
still presinne to hope. Should they however pK>ve 
correct ; should it appear at last that every expedi- 
ent of diplomatic skill has in vain been exhausted by 
our ministers, and that Spain has detetmined never 
to (^omply with our requisitions or to compel ns to 
seek them by force, then the preceding remarks will 
not be altogether useless either in drawing the in- 
ve^Igation of the principle to this subject, or in ex- 
citing their national indignation and spirit These 
questions will however previously occtir : Has the 
president the power at this crisis of the transaction 
to direct a forte to take possession of the Spanish . 
forts to the west of the Perdido ? Would it be poli- 
tic to sufnnton Congress immediately to his aid ? 
or to prolong the subject till the regular period of 
its session ) 

I REMARKS ON THE FOREGOING. 

I raois THE (n.y.) bvihiho fost. — 

The above article deriresits importance from tKe 
. source whence it comes. During the recess of Con- 
' ^ress it is understood that the Richmond finquhef 
is a kind of semi-official paper of the President, 
and is conducted in conformity whh his views, and 
sometimes it is suspected, by the immediate slid of 
hia own pen. The above conoaa diuanatioB than- 
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fore we regaM as a fon of ncws^per' jTessage 
IMtparatory to the great Cotigrctsional Message to 
be sent the next seb&xon. 1 take it to be neither 
more nor less than an attempt to fed the pulse of 
rho people on the subject of a Spanish war. In 
tlMU view H is worthy a little notice. 

The first thing that strikes eyery reader is the 
lambUng inconsistency between th^ first part and 
the laat of the Disi»ertation. In the beginning tht 
writer boasts of the immense acquirements we have 
made both in territory and in the commodity oS g^od 
ViiU of France and Si>ain : and all this too for the 
very inc<»nsiderabi« sum oijifuen mtUion^ of do}lars 
It is indeed a very sgrious truth that w? haye paid 
fifreen milUons of doilars j the money is gonc^and 
never to be recalled. . But the enquiry returns upon 
us, what have we got for it. The fii^ndsh'^ of 
two great nations si^ya Mr- JeflPerson's paper, and 
New -Orleans and n vast quantity of w^a landi s 
•* We have acquired (says he) a territory of inex- 
haustible feniltry and indefinite extent ?*' By the bye 
this is the first time I ever heard it soberly ascribed 
to' a territory by way of increasing its value that it 
had no certain or known extent. Besides all this 
says the Richmond paper, « we have exalted the 
character of pur nation in the eyes of the world*' 
But instead of beitig carried away<iiy this declama- 
tion let us stop a mijime to enquire how the fact is. 
And for this we need not go far j not beyond the 
very paper before yis. 

Having in the first place flattered and encouraged 
as by the assurance that •• we had placed our rights 
fto the territory aforesaid] on an unshaken basUy" 
tViat •* we had acquired more than we demanded," 
and that «* we had deserved all that we had acquir- 
ed, '* Mr. Ritchie suddenly, and we cannot b'ut think 
cruelly, turns upon us and chills all the sanguine cif, 
pectations he had just raistd. In the very next par- 
agraph he suggests his apprehensions, that «* after 
every puctfic measure had been exhauscd ; after ha- 
ving deputed the ablest ministers (Pinckney and 
Munro) to vindicate our rights, and af.cr trying ev- 
ery proper exped'ent of negociation to adjust them 
by an amiable arrangement,*' we should after all 
*♦ find the foreign natipn so pci verted by a selfiih 
policy, as to be regardless of our claims and unmo-, 
,** vcdby our ettbrrs for the preservation'^ of peace" 
Now I think thisis hardly fair. So soori fo dash 
the cup of felicitation fro»i our lips. Ic was only in 
the preceding paragraph that Mr. Jefferson's editor 
assured us that we had preserved the friendship of 
this foreign nation and another besides, by our j>ay"- 
ment of hijteen Millions of dollars, and only three 
• sentences before, -that those \tiy " rights'* which he 
here tells us every expedient of negociation has 
been in vain tried to adjust, had been ** placed upon 
an unshaken basis, ^* Alas ! says he " Should the la- 
test reports from Spain be correct are we not redu- 
ced to the melancholy dilemma of breaking off the re- 
lations of peace and relying upon force, v^ here reason 
is of no avail ?*' Good Lord 1 what has become of ♦« the 
territory of inexhaustible fertility and indefinite cl- 
ient 7" Let ur. hear what he has to say for hiniseif 
as to this. •• Vv'c demanded (says he) the exten- 
sion of our boundaries to the Banks of the Perdido 
river j Spi-in v.-.slijs to confine us to the Misslsip- 
pi." But how is this ? Has he not jnstiold us that 
•^ we had acquired m(fre than our most seinguine' 
hopes had ever dared to a«^pir^ to V T«et us go a 
Utile further. *• We called on Spain (he continues); 
to satisfy the legitmtaie claims of ouf merchants 
(this is the first Thnc I ever heard of Mr. Jefferson s 
caring a rush about our merchants) tor the spolia

Having determined on " breaking off the relations 
of peilcs." what is the next step that presents itself 
to our Jefferson ian philosopher ?

Thus I have hastily analysed this semi-official pro- 
duction of Mr. Jefferson's Richmond iKiitor or of 
Mr. J^ifferson himself, Iknow not which. , I shall 
take my leave of it by observing that I susjjecji the 
time is now fast approaching which wd I convince 
every min in the country thai the views of the fed 
eralists, with regard to Ne\y -Orleans, was the oi.lv 
true policy. If, aCter all, ''we are to go to* war witn 
Spain to obtain our object, the fifteen millious of 
dollars had b^ter been throwa into th« sea.

HORRID MURDER ! ! I 

Extract of a letter Jrom a gentleman in yameroillet 
( S C.J to the JLditor of the Courier. 

«< On Monday the 29th ult. about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, Mr. Thomas Maples was shot, niear his 
dwelling-bouse, on the High Hills of ^antee, by his 
oldest son, Richard Maples, about 2i years of age, 
who had secreted himsell in the gin-house, for that 
express purpose. This atrocious youth, in whom every 
principle of hum^Cnity Vems to he extinct, had Wad- 
ed his rifle with three large buck-shot ; saw his fa- 
ther coming from -his dwelling-house, and waited in 
his concealment, till he had got i'ourteen paces past 
the gin-house, then deliberately took aim, thiough a 
crevice between the logs of the house, (liorrible to 
relate \) at his father ! The shot penetrated his 
back and came out through his breast. 

«< A jury of inquest was sumnrK)ned early on the 
day following. '1 he murderer confessed his crime, 
and made som^ trivial excuses for. his condnbt^- He 
. was-commitred to Camden gaol» together witli his 
mother and brother, who were charged as accesso* 
ries to the murder. 

*• Mr. Maples was one of the oldest settlers in hrs 
neighbcrhood,*and had always supported the charac- 
ter of an honest, industrious and good man." 

KOaOLK, AUGUST 12. 
Most of oar readers will recollect the capture of 
the ship Golden Grove, from this port to Liverpool, 
in May last. There have always existed strong 
suspicions that the privateer which captured her was 
Htted out in this country, which su5ipicions are now 
confirmed. It appears that the G< Iden Grore went 
cut in company with a number of vessels ; a- 
mong others, a small schooner which was observed 
in Hampton Roads for six or eight days, of which 
no notice was taken, uiHJl Cape Henry boreS. VV. 
distant about five miles, when ihe schooner run along, 
side of the Golden Grove, hoisted Spanibh colours, 
fired one g^n and a Volley of small arms, and board- 
ing, made prize of her. It now appeared that the 
sch'r had four gunSt which had bcisn concealed by 
throwing sails over them, and 37 men, most of 
whom were concealed in the hold. The privateer 
Avas commanded by an American, one Hooper, there 
were also many other Americans on board, whom 
the captain And officers of the Golden Grove recog- 
nized, as having been seen in this place, going on 
board the different British vessels under the pretext 
of ehquiring for passages, but with a view of asser- 
taining their force and time of sailing. 

PHILADELPHIA, AUG." I4. 
Yesterday arrived the brig Sally & Jenny, Hunt, . 
from Barbadoes. On the tfiirtictU-uli. in lai 25, 
long.68.atsev^ o'clock in the evening, was brought 
to by a. shot frc m a French privateer sch'r of one 
or two guns, who ordered the boat on board with 
the papers. A barque -rigged ship and a large sin- 
gle decked brigbeiig in company, prizes to the 
sch'r. The privateer 'a boat was put out. and 4 men 
came on board the brig, a&d nc^^v^ every pan of 



her. in a very particiilar manner, bundling up every 
paper and all the letters, and sent them on board the 
privateer; the captain declared he should detain 
captain Hunt on board all night The papers belong- 
ing to the vessel were first examined— the letters 
were then looked over, breaking open ainl examin- 
ing ever)' one that had the appearance rf business- 
such as had bills or accounts were detained, and all 
• the Baltimore letters. The privateersmen declan d 
the Baltimorians Oxjuint. Afvcr detaining Capt. 
Hunt until 10 o'clock at night— then demanding 2 
oars, and some bottles of wine, which they received, 
ii4ieir boat left the brig, and capr. H. wasVUowed to 
return in his own boat, with his papers and such^ 
letters as they did not detain." The prize brig was 
bound to Ne^v-York, with a freight from some of 
the Windward Islands belonging to Boston. The 
barque was a high, full built vessel, probably fiom 
London to Baltimore. The privateer was from St. 
Domingo Same day spoke the schooner Highland, 
bouhdio St. Jago.

As the profperity of the County of 
TrMmbull, in the State ol Ohio, is of great 
importance to the revenue of thit State, to 
the property of all interefied in the lands, 
and to the friends of ihofe who have re- 
moved ihiihcr, we take a particular inter- 
eft in noticing, that the iruftecs of the 
Erif Literary Society, appointed by the 
Legiflature of that State, have unanunouf- 
ly decided to eftablifh a College in the 
town of Burton, in that county. 

The central Tituation ot B^rfon is pccul- 
iarly favourable to fuch an ettablifliment. 

Five acres of ground, allotted for the 
Cbllege, are on an eniinence, (^ommauding 
an cxtenfive profpeft, and promifing 
health to the ftudenis. 

In front of this plot is the public fquare, 
5j rods bv 30, with wide ftreets through 
and round it. On this, a building ^p by 
36 feet U erefcled ; and others will be ad- 
ded, whenneccirary. 



The town is bandfomely laid out— the 
lands valuable, and capable of Tupporcing 
a large popokition* The caft and weft 
branches of the Cayahoga-river join about 
a mile fcuth ef the town plot. 

This College wiK be convenient, not 
only for the whole county of Trumbull, 
but for other parts of the (late of Ohio — ^ 
for the weft part ot Pennfylvania,the north 
part of Virginia, az}d the fouth pari of 
Upper Canada }jmAii well fupported, will 
draw ftudeiu^ in great abundance. 

The jiioprietors ot Burgoo have fubfcri- 
bedyooo dollars towards the foundation of 
this inftittttion, in addition to the above 
building valued at 3000 dollars. 

Confidering the zeal ot this infant State 
for the promotion ot literature, (o ably 
feconded by the inhabitants of the county 
of Trumbull and efpecially ot Burton, it 
is prefumed that the State of ConneBicut, 
which has already diftinguifhed itfelf by 
generous donations to Yale College, and 
by unremitted exertions in favor of learn* 
ing, will extend a helping band to Burton 
College. 

Had the county of Trumbull continued 
to be a part ot this State, its inliabitants 
would haVe owned their proportion ot the 
purchafe money of the whole trafl. The 
principal {isttlers are from this State : its 
advancing population will be of our own 
brethren.^-Much of the public revenue of 
the State is fecured by lands in that coun- 
try ; which feeufity will be rendered more 
vatuableVat the lands advance in market, 
becaule the holders will be fooner able to 
pay tlieir duties, and enable the State to 
manage the avails at home tor the benefit 
ot commerce and agriculture.

A- 
bout 12 o'clock we palTed wlnt appeared 
to be one of the moft fiupendooa works 
ot natare ; a mountain ol iceifConfiderably 
higher than our main top gallant maft hettf, 
we ran to windward ot it, and fo near t%at 
we were within fifty yards of it. At four 
o'clock we had paOed 7 ol thefe iflands-* 
fooie had the appearance of large (hips^ 
bearing down before the wind— •others of 
churches and lofty fteeples, and another 
cluiler fo large as to be diHed Neptune's 
head quarters.

Mr. H. who bas been three years 
in the notthwell coaft of Aroeirica, fays he 
never faw fuch mountains of ice. In con. 
fequence of this field, we were obliged to

ot nature ; one in psnicular had the ap* 
pea^ranee of a regtikr built )ioufe, follow- 
ed by a large, tall and lofty fpire, ouch 
lil^ tbe light-houfe at the entrance of DiU 
aware bay, only to appearance aboiu thice 
times its height. Thcfe have received the 
appropriate nameK of Noab*s Ark and 
Pompey's pillar. We are now bearing di- 
reQIy from our port, and fuppofe we may 
comintie at lea^ three days to clear the ice 
to run a more foutherly latitude. May 
ill. feveral iQands in fight this morning, 
I though not fo numerous as yeilerday. A* 
bout 3 o'clock we defcried a large field 
, of looie and broken ice ahead, the capuin 
hefitated in what manner to proceed. — At 
* five we came up with the main body and 
got (o much entangled in it^ that it requir- 
ed great attention to pais through. At 
eigfn o'clock we cleared the whole field 
and had 9 free and open Tea.

MESSRS. PRINTERS, 

I^WCE you have devoted a part 
of your ufefal paper to agricultural con- 
cerns, I think it wilL be more read and 
more extenOvely ufcful than formerly. 
The motto of the •« Farmer's Reporitory" 
from Dean S wilt, is a truth, which, if u- 
niverfally known and helttfved, wottH-be 
a more effcftual weapon againft the rant 
of fiery politicians) with whofc lucubra- 
lions fome of our .news- papers are filled, 
than the ra oft elaborate argument and pro- 
found reafooing. 

As you have.requefted cooo^tnunicattons 
for this part of your paper, I am induced 
to contribute my mite for, ;(not of) infor- 
mation. In the American Ma^um pub- 
lilhed in Philadelphia for November 1788. 
is an eflay op the culture of Burnpt Grais, 
from which the following are extra^s : 

•« One acre trill produce upwards of 
three loads of bay, and above forty bufliels 
of feed. Hories are fonder of this feed 
than they are of oats. Burnet bears feed 
twice a year, and will befides yield a good 
fpring crop. It is not only good for Hor- 
fes, but for all manner of cattle, evea for 
fwine." 

" After feeding a piece of Burnet of 
fcven and an half acres in the fpring, with 
ewes, lambs and calves, I obtained in the 
following July from the fame, two hun- 
dred bufhels of very clean feed, a& many 
facks of chaff, and fcven loads of bay. 
In ten or twelve days after, I turned into 
It feven cows, two calves and two horf- 
cs. They all throve very remarkably, 
and the cows gave more and we thought 
a richer milk than in any other pafture. 
The weather was now exceedingly 
drougbtv, and all our paftures were burnt 
up, yet the Burnet flouhlhed and grew 
away as if it had afhower every week." 

«• The cows ate It greedily. The hbrfes 
were not {0 fond of it uniil two or three 
days when they led well upon it. The 
quantity of the cows* milk was very much 
increafed in about lour or five days, but 
the flavor of the cream fuperior to any I 
ever lafted." 

** Mr. Rocque, the difcoverer, has 
found. by experience that it will grow in 



thedrieft land; for be planted feme of 
it \ti the gravel walks of his garden, where 
every thing el fe is burnt up ia the fum- 

From the agreeable flavor of Garden 
Burnet and the copious Quantity of feed 
it produces, I was led to conjcfture that 
it might be the kind mentioned in the ef- 
fay. I fowed fome of it on a dry» rich 
piece of ground, but from the refult of 
the experiment, am convinced it is not 
the kind. Shouid any of the readers of

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N the year 1796, 1 lefided at a Iraall 
village in the State oi Maryland.

He 
was not without hopes that the benign ef- 
feCls would be felt by neighboring nations, 
and even by bis own dear country, Amer- 



ica." I was about to make forae reply ;• 
but his imagination was too far heated to 
allow him a moment's time to liflen ; fo 
without farther ceremony he put into my 
bands a pamphlet, faying, at the fame time, 
'* Read this attentively ; and, laying afide 
all prejudice,judgeofits contents fairly and 
candidly."

any remarks. On my giving a firm, unquaU 
ified, and decided opinion again A it, he ap. 
peared to be confiderahly agitated, and 
with warmth exclaimed — *' I was appre«> 
henfive that you were one o\ thofe who 
have been blinded and deluded by the 
prkfts, thofe peffs of fociety : but whatev- 
er they, and all the iheologiifs on the face 
of the earth, may or can fay to the contra- 
ry, I firmly believe, and unqualifiedly af- 
(ert, that THERE IS NO GOD !" Hil 
fon, a fine lad ol about five years old, was 
at this time fitting between his father's 
knees ; and hearing him talk rather more 
warmly than ufual, was noticing partiiru- 
larly what he faid. On hearing Mi. D. 
fay — ** thcreis no God," I perceived that 
the little hoy difcovered confiderable fur- 
prife. After looking a (bort time ifead- 
iaflly in bis fathei's face, he very innocent- 
ly exclaimed — *• Why, papa, if there be 
no God, who made the world then ?" 
Then flirting up and running towards the 
door — '• I will," faid he, ••go in and alk 
my dear mamma." •* No, my dear," faid 
his father, •• you need not afk your mamma ; 
go into the yard to play ; I will teil you 
all about it another time." He kept his 
word : and I am fore the Chriftian reader 
will not be difpleafed to learn in the fe- 
quel, that I (hortly after found him care- 
fully inflru£ling this fame fon in the great 
reading do6irines ol the Chriilian religion. 
Mr. D. has become a man of exemplary 
piety ; and, as far as we may be allowed 
tajudge from appearances, a fioccre Chrif- 
tian.

In what page of history shall we look for the pre^ 
ceilent of a people, circumbtanced as the United 
States are, submittirig to aj;grCBsioti& that frustrate 
;he u^du;itry, and defeat the cntcrprize of a neutral 
avid unofietidmg nation ; a nation too, which, with 
due exertion on the part of its government, is in a 
capacity not only to arrest| but to punish the aggres- 
sions I 

That war is a great calamity, a?id ought by* every 
means ccn^sistent with honor and safety, to be shim- 
n^a we shall readily concede ; but that the tame en- 
duroftce of robbery and insult, with all the evils that 
could attach to actual war, is a state of national suf- 
fering infinitely mor^ agravatcd and afflicting, must 
also be admitted. 

Injury anddisgrace are the inseparable attendants 
on naticmal humility and concession ; but safety and 
respect await the people, * who, arc prepared for 
war, and icsolutely determined to mabnain their 
rights. 

Does it any longf radftiit of a question with the tmly 
patriotic AirierlcJfn,' 'whether tor the mere gratifica- 
tion of party spirir, irtfoliy fomemcd by those ^who 
benefit from the present -order of things, men utter- 
ly, incompetent to measures of national dignity and 
defence, shouki be perpematad at tfase head of affairs 
—or that^hy. bHiJgiug into the jiaiional councils, the 
>'isdpf^jtf]4iNCcttf of firm, expcnenced and prac- \ 



tical statesmen, we should restore our dcclinii^jp 
fame, resume our rank among nations, and give to 
our citizens those immunities, which must always 
flow from a wise, unparthd, and dignified adminis- 
tration of the government \ 

Arc we weak enough to suppose that jthc charsc- 
ter of our rulers has jio influence on the conduct of 
foreign nations towards us, or can we believe that 
their characters h^ve not been completely analysed, 
and are no^ correctly understood ? 

Is there a statesman in Europe who is not infor« 
med of the opinions wliich Mr Jefferson entertains, 
and which have been published of the govemm^t 
which he now administers ? 

Is there a Frenchman who has not read with equd 
contempt and satisfaction, the animadversions in 
Mr. Jeft*erson*s letter to Mazzei on General 
Washington and his compatriots, who formed 
and afterwards administered the consiiturion— 
•• 7be^ Solomons in council ttnd Sampsons in tbejield^ 
vsbose locks vtere shorn by tbe vbore of England" ? \% 
there an Englishman who has not read, with equal 
repugnance and disgust, this illiberal aind unfounded 
stricture on his nation ? Is there a real American who 
does not reproach and reject the base insinuation 
which that stricture conveys against the father 
OF HIS COUNTRY? Is there either American or 
Spaniard who is unacquainted with the mean and 
splenetic proceeding whkh restored a foreign minis- 
ter with whom intercourse had been refus^ by for- 
mer administrations foi having grossly insulted the 
nation, in making an appeal from its govomment to 
the people ?— or is any one ignorant of the return 
which this ^17 minister has made to Mr. Jefferson^ 
by repeating the msult with impunity. 

Is thftre an individual of either hemisphere, ac« 
quainted with the history of the American revolu- • 
tion, who is ignorant that Mr. Jefferson abdicated 
the govemmem of Virginhi, at the very moment 
when an invading ereniy threatened to subdue his 
nathre state \ Oris there a man, who, either politi- 
cally or physically, combines the ideas that would 
not infer the same effect from the same cause, should 
the occasion recur ? 

And do we wonder at the conduct of foreign na- 
tions, towards ns ? Do we look for that respect from 
them, which wc withhold from ourselves \ 

In- what estimstion can that country or its gov- 
ernment be held, whose Finances are administered 
by a nr^n who, whcii out of office, was an incessant 
declartner against taxation, who, in office, has never 
proposed one beneficial fifcal arrangement, who, on 
the deliberative fiocr, had threatened **to stopde 
Veehff Government ^\../QXid who, in his private capa- 
city, had dared to proscribe every citizen, -A ho 
should attempt to carry into effect the laws of the 
United States » 

Do Mr. Gallatin and Mr. Jefferson flatter ilicm- 
selves that the conduct of the secretary of the insure 
gent meeting at Parkinson's Ferry, is buried ia obli- 
vion— or that either the special injury ro Pennsyl- 
vania, the shock given to the whole nation, or the 
expence of 1,250,000 dollars, incurred by that insur^ 
recttoHf has ceased to be felt ? 

The^ lenity of the government spared the culprit ; 
but ages wHl elapse before the offence and its conse- 
quences are forgotten — nor must Mr. Jefferson sup- 
pose the world ignorant that the sanie man,^ tie ident^ 
ical Albert Oallafint who was secretary to the Insur- 
gcnts^ was immediately on Mr. JeH'efson's accession 
to the Presidency* appointed secretary of the treasu- 
ry of the United States ! 

An appointment which contradicted every max- 
im of justice, and went to the exclusion of abler men 
and better cHizens. 

Is thcfc a man at all conversant with congression- 
al proceedings, who has not seen the resolutions that 
were supported bj Mr*, Madison^ for sequestrating 
the debts due by our individual citizens to the mer- 
chants of Great-Britain ? Is there a diplomatic char- 
acter, either at home or abroad, who, wimessing 
the insults and injuries which we are daily suffering, 
is not ready to exclaim : Where is the indignant 
spirit that impelled Mr. Madison, when in congress, 
and under a former administration, to support the 
least justifiable and most vindictive of war measures, 
a sequestration of thedt;bts due from and to Individ- 
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Mil ? Did this warlike spirit evaporate on his en- 
trance into exeeative office, or has the jjcnius of his 
Patron, been suffered in tliis, as in every other in- 
stance, to rebuke his understanding* 

Can we suppose that foreign nations di»aw no in- 
ference from so palpable a contrast in the condiKi 
of Mr. Madison, a member of congress, and the 
•ame Mr. Madiscn, becrerary of State ? Can it be 
H^ubted by;he most timid that such a power as 
Spain, under a knowledge that the best resources of 
the United States would be brought into action, by 
% call of patriotic, capable and efficient statesmen to 
guide their councils, would have long since relin- 
quished her offensive and injurious conduct towards 
us ! Or is it to be presumed that even Great-Britain 
under such a conviction, would persist in measures 
which derive their adoption and enforcement from 
the known imbecility of the government ; and wllich 
the 6rst remonstrance of a vigorous adminiicration 
would occasion her to abandon. 

But as even a preparation for war would be the 
lignal for a second abdication of Government, the 
abuses of the nation must be endured that a leader 
who is destitute of capacity as he is of courage, may 
continue in place.

SPANISH^VALOUR. 

THE publication of the following extract of a 
letter, dated at La Guayra, in April last, has been 
delayed until a proper representation of the affair 
with the necessary documents be laid before the A- 
merican government ; it is now given to the pub* 
lie as another evidence of that friendfbip and ^ood 
viU which the Spaniards are daily exercising tow- 
ards us : — ' 

*• On the 32nd March we sailed down this coast 
with a fine breeze, until just before sun-st^, when 
being within reach of the guns of La Guayra, the 
wind left us becalmed with a heavy swell settii^ on 
shore. Half an hour before dark we -were hailed 
from the fort, in Spanish, to which the cs|ttjun re- 
plied in English, that we were Americans Itrom 
Cayenne. This not. appearing to be satisfactory, 
they continued hailing about ten minutes, by which 
time the brig (Whire-Oak, of Boston) had drifted 
so near the fort that the voices of those conversing 
on the walls v.-ere easily distinguished, and it was 
so perfectly calm that the captain ordered our boat 
a-head to tow the vessel from the surf which we 
were fast approaching. Seveial boats were now 
seen coming from shore, the persons in which hail- 
ed, and upon receiving an answer suddenly retreat- 
ed, after discharging at us a volley of musquetry, 
immediately upon which a brisk cannonade was 
commenced at the fort. The second ball passed 
through our fore-sail and cut away some of the rig- 
giog.capt. Mountfort jumped in»othe boat apd at- 
tempted to land, but the shot flying in tvtry direc* 
tion he was obliged to return. A lantern was light- 
ed, but finding that it served ofily as a mark for the 
betterdirectingoftheguns.it was scon removed 
and all the lights on board extinguished. — Fortu- 
nately it had now become dark and we had drifted 
past the fort, but when within tl^reejquarters gun- 
shot were forced to drop anchor to keep clear of the 
lee shore. The firing was kept up from the fort, 
batteries, several gunboats and an armedtbrig, nn- 
til ten o'clock, when the captain, happily ior us, 
who were thus exposed to the barbarous caprice of 
men so overcome by their fearS as to ima;jine they 
gaw an invading enemy in a clumsy, unarmed Amcr- 
icam lumber vessel effected a landing, and relieved 
the brave Commamlant and bis cowmgeaus foi/owtrt 
IVom their a^rehensiens, for we immediately h^tfi 
them hallowing from fort to fort, to cease firing, for 
the danger xoiu over and the captain on shore ! This 
Step saved the whole of us, for we have since been 
told, that they had prepated and were determined 
as soon as the mopn rose to sin^ tiie U ig. Some of 



our rig|^ng is cut away and one etghteea-pound shot 
struck just forward of the main-cli^ns, csuried away 
a timber head and destroyed two water casks. The 
captain was placed under guard during the night, 
and in the morning I went on shore with the pa- 
pers, when we were presented to the commandant, 
who appeared scarcely to have, recovered from the 
fright of the preceding evening. The vessel waf 
ordered to be moored under the guns of one of the 
batteries until -ilirections should be received from 
Caracas. 

The accounts given of the late bustle and conster- 
nation which our appearance caused are highly di- 
verting, and place the conduct of the commander, 
&c. in the most ridiculous light. All the soldiery 
were under arms firing upon us, the wholet^oast was 
alarmed aad persons travelling from Caracas were 
stopped upon the road and forbidden to'proceed. 
The cowardice and fears of those appointed to guard 
the port were so great that no one dared approach 
us, and' at the commencement of the firing a man 
belonging to one of the gun-boats was so terrified 
that he jumped overboard sviain ^hore and afSserted 
that he had received a baii in bis leg f and the com- 
ihander of another reported that he had lost oine man 
killed by our sbot ! and they are ha^rdly. yet persua- 
ded that we did not fire upon them ! I have no. 
doubt that had we have been armed with a few guns 
well served, the whole town would have been deser- 
ted, and we should have seen the soldiers flying full 
speed to the mountains, with the valiant Don Vas- 
guez, the commander at ibeir head ! ! ! Capt.M. and 
myself as we walk the streets are pointed at as pi^' 
igies of valor, for having stood such a cannonading 
vtitbout being killed f / In fact the more I reflect up- 
on the danger we were in, the more providential ap- 
pears our preservation. 

About three weeks smce, an English armed vessel 
was off the harbor under Atnerican colours, and at 
three oMock tn tbe afternoon, seVif a boat with an 
officer and a few men, who cut out a fine Spinish 
ship which was anchored within musket shot of the 
batteries ! This is the excuse offered for the vtarm 
reception given us. 

«• The heads of government are at variance, and 
the assent of one is certain to product the dissent of 
the other. Ten days elapsed before I received an 
answer to my petition for liberty to sell, and then I 
was told that I might dispose of enough to raise 800 
dollars which was considered sufficient to discharge 
their demand for powder and shot fired at us, and 
to pay for the repairs of the vessel. Upon represent- 
ing the injustice of the demand and the necessity of 
discharging the whole cargo to ascertain and repair 
the damages in the hull, the intendant, a man of 
very mediocre abilities, and extremely obstinate, 
referred me to the captain general, his counterpart, 
who replied th^t it was not his province to decide, 
and sent me back to the intendant and he again to 
^ rtie captain general. You may judge whether it 
™ doe'-, not require a good stock of patience to deal 
with such animals.

Ftom thi Petertbwrgh IntcUigtneer of August 2p. 
We understand that orders have been received 
from the Governor, by the officers of the militia in 
Fetersbergh and its neighbourhood ( requiring them 
to organize and di^cipbne their respective comnahies 
and also to be in readiness to ma^ch at an bourns 
warning. The Volunteer companies more especiai- 
' iy are expected to be foremost in alacrity and sub- 
erdination, and the Brst to oppose any insule or 
outrage, firom whatever source they may come. 

Yesterday arrived here from Batavano (a small 
port in Cuba) the ship Eliza, Captain Evans, of this 
port. 

The ciq>tiire, plunder, and detention of this ship 
and carge» says a letter from a respectable character 
in Cuba — " will give you some idea of the abuses 
<« and impositions up<>n our trade m this Island, 
<* which are beyond conception, and no person can 
«« have a just idea of them, without being here." 

We have had the perusal of Captain Evans' pro- 
test made before the American Consul at Havanna, 
of which the following is a short sketch, and in 
which it will be seen that it is not the lawless depre- 
datioiis of piratee» that are complained o^ but the 
,au:ts of the officers of the Spaaiih Govenunent, 
frvm the Chief to the lowest. 



The Eliza was captnrcd on the 27rh February, in 
prosecation of a voyage from Jamaica to this port, 
the Captain and part <^ the crew were put on shore, 
upon an uninhabited Island, from whence they got 
to Havanna, after experiencing many hardships, 
and being exposed to the danger of pecshing for 
want of food. The ship and the remainder of the 
crew, were uken into the above-mentioned port of 
Bauviao. 

A few days after Captain Evan< got to Havanna 
he met the person who was put on board his ship as 
Prize Master ; this person informed, that the Mas- 
ter of the privateer convinced that the ship could not 
be made a prize, -had, to avoid prosecution, gone 
off ; and that his ship was In possession of some 
Frenchman and Spaniards. The Prize Master at 
the same time, gave up to Captain Eyansy the ship's 
papers, that were in hb possession. 

Upon this information Captain Evans presented a 
memorial to the Captain-General of the Island, in 
which he stated his case, and prayed that he might 
have an order tor the restitution of his vessel and 
cargo. To this memorial, no answer was given.— 
In a few days after. Captain Evans presented an- 
other memorial to the Captain-General, in which 
he recapitulated the subject of his former, and stated 
in addition, that the part of the crew that had been 
detained on board the ship, were eonfined as prison- 
ers, and were suffering for necessaries— that the 
vessel and cargo were daily plundered, and the 
whole would, in a short time, be lest. To this me- 
morial no answer was given. Upon this. Captain 
Evans proceeded to Batavano, where he was fully 
informed of the sufferings of his people, and the dep- 
redations on the vessel and cargo. No sooner was 
the Commandant of the place, informed that Cap- 
tain Evans was there* than he ordered him to leave 
the place instantly, wicheut permitting him to see 
his people, or go on board of his ship. As this order ^ 
was backed with a threat of imprisonment, in case ' 
of disobedience, Ci^tain Evans was obliged to re- 
turn to Havaima, where he remained until the 20th 
June ;— when by his ewn, and the unceasing efforts 
of Mr. Gray, the late, and Mr, Hill, the present 
Consul, he procured an order for the restitution of 
the vessel and carga When Captain Evans got 
possession he found one thitd of the Cargo (originally 
} 80 puncheons of Rum,) had been plmidercd. The 
ship had been stripped of her Boats, Anchors, Ca- 
bles, and. Running Rigging, with one half of her 
ssuls.— In addition to all this, the Master of the 
privateer, had contracted a debt of about 900 dollars* 
which the Qommandant compelled Captain Evans 
to satisfy, before he would permit him to depart. 
Many minor instances of the iniquitous conduct of 
the OiBcers of tlie Spanish Government are omitted. 
Enough is said, to shew to the public, the conduct 
of the ofBcers who were bound in duty and honour, 
to affi>rd the rights of hospitality and protection.

Captain Sowle, of the brig Lydia from St. Bar- 
tholomews, was boarded on Sunday, ten miles from 
the Highlands, by a sloop of war from Bermuda, on 
her first cruize, being just off the stocks. The

The Lydia entered the Hook with the brig that 
had been detained two hours be the Cleopatra. 

We learn ftrofn our Philadelphia Corresiwndent 
that the ship New- York, Captain George, arrived 
there on Sarnrday evening ; and that the Hero of 
Hohenlinden, (the brave the persecuted Moreau) 
with his suite, consisting of twelve persons, reached 
the city on Sunday.

Capt. Lawrence of the ship Nancy, arrived at 
Norfolk on the 20th instant, from Montevido» in- 
forms, that on the 19ih of May the Spanish frigate 
Ascension was lost on the English Bank, in the riv- 
er La* Plate, and 350 of her crew drowned. 

Captain Riley, arrived at Charleston from Ma* 
deira, informs, that the day before he sailed a Brii^ 
i>h brig arrived tfeercy the captain of which reported 



that he had seen a French fleet consisting of 25 sail, 
on the 8th of July, in lat. 38 long. 40. An Ameri- 
can bf jg which was in company spoke the fleet and 
afterwards informed him that it Was the French fleet 
from the West Indies. [2M.'} 

A Rattle Snake was found dead in the woods be- 
tween the main road and the plantation of Cleland 
Kinloch, Esq. about 5 miles from Georgetown, S. 
C. a few days since. It was seven feet locg, the 
thickness of a man's thigh, had seventy-three rat- 
tles, and its teeth were neariy an inch and a half 
lo»ff- Ubid.] 

We learn by Capt. Coffin, of the Juno, from the 
Isle of France, that the La Fefeche, French frigate 
of 32 guns. Captain Buquet, has been taken in the 
Bay of Bengal, by the British frigate S(. Flore* zo, 
(rated in Steele's list 36 guns,) Captain Bathurst.— 
The battle lasted four hours. The Fiench frigate 
was dismasted, and it was said lost all her officers 
except the captain, and had 40 men killed and 60 
wounded. The British frigate was much damaged.

clerk of the crown, having read the record 
of bit outlawry, afked him what he bad to 
fay, why tudgment ol death and execu.

Mr. Rowan, in reply, plead, thaf he wai 
in Pennfylvania. when he was outlawed ;

— After examining the writ, an error in 
point of faft was acbiowledged, and the 
outlawry was rtverfcd. An indiament 
for treafon was then read ; to which Mr. 
Rdwan pleaded his Majefty's mofl gracious 
pardon: on whichhe wasdifcharged. Mr 
Rowan haviriig rifen from the kneeling po. 
fition in which he heard the pardon read, 
thus addrefTed the court. ; 

" When laft 1 had the honor of appear- 
ing before this Tribunal, [feveral years a. 
go] I told your Lordfhips, I knew his Ma- 
jefty only by bis wielding the force of the 
country ; fince that period during ray legal 
incapacity and abfence beyond thefeas, my 
wife and children have nut only been un- 
mt>lefled, but protc£)ed ; and in addition 
to ibefe favours, I am now indebted to the 
Royal mercy for my life. 1 will neither, 
my Lords, infift upon the reftitude of my 
intentions, nor the extent of my gratitude, 
left my conduft fhoold be attnbuted to 
bafe and unwonhy motives : but 1 hope 
my future life will evince the Oncerity of 
thofc feelings with which lam imprefTed, 
by fuch unmerited proofs of hit Majefty's 
beneficence." 

To this addrcfs the Chief Juflice repli- 
ed... / 

•• Mr. Rowan, from the fcntiments you 
have e^ipreffed, I have not a doubt but you 



will prove by your future condua that his 
Majefly'f pardon has not been beftowed 
on an unworthy objea." 

Mr. Rowan then bowed to the court 
and withdrew.

When the Indians formerly came to trade 
withour citizens, the Englifh agents would 
fix o^ the Indian bnda, and fmuggle fo 
many goods as to injure the revenue of 
this country, not lefs than 70,000 dollais 
annually. It was Jklfo defirable to get 
poffeflion now, as the Indians are every 
day appreciating oore and more 4heir 
land*, and in fome parts we are informed 
they charge a citizen of the United States a' 
dollar for croffing a ferry.

JI^T has beea known tor rom^etinie pafi, 
4hat ihere exift within and nearrtbe corpo- 
ntion of the city of Hudfon, feverai fa- 
line or mineral fprings. As the waters 
4A xhele fprings take their qualities from 
the mineral produfiiont through w^hicb 
they pafs, it may not be improper, in men- 
tioniag the former, to give fome account 
of the latter : The (oil in and about Hud- 
loQ confifts for the mod part of clay, with 
which are intermixed, mechanically, large 
portions of calcareous and magnefian 
' eartto, and every where are to be found 
traces of iron and the fulphuric acid ; 
' thefe are fonctimes difcovered chemically 
combined in various mineral fubftances { 
efpecially a fine fpecimen of pyritous (lone, 
iermed blifiered marcaflie, is often found 
waflied out by the raint in the deep gullies 
of this vicinity. That hepatic waters 
fhould refult from the decompo(iiion ot 
fuch materials, and that Epfom waters 
fhould abound in fuch a foil, might nat-^ 
urally beexpefied. We accordingly find 
here, with (ome interruption, a continua^ 
tionof thofe fpfidgs, fome partaking more 
of one quality and fome oi the other, for 
. miles in extent ; they are to be met with 

• equally on both (ides of the river, and are 
feen burfting through its bed below high 
water mark, and trickling down the fides 
d) tjse high clay banks^ called the Ciavers^ 



about two mites to the north of this city, 
leaving behind tliem a very auftere and 
bittef fait,., which during the fummer fea- 
(on in dry weather, gives thefe banks. at a 
diftanCe, a white appearance. Although 
thefe waters are charaSerifed principally 
by the fulphurated hydrogen gas and tbe| 
• fulpbit of magnefia, yet lome of tbem^ 
polTefs other qaalities in an inlerior dc- : 
gree ; but jow or two excepted, none of 
them appear to be highly charged with' 
thofe ipaterials^\ ■ -^ I 

The water which has hitherto atttkfled 
moft attention, is that of a large fulphur 
fpring, recently difcovered on the farm of; 
Berry Chafe, about four miles jto the north- 
ward of Hudfon. It boils up tbrough 
perforations in a roek^, at the bottom of a'* 
low bog or morafs ; this water is unquef-' 
tionably pofTefled of valuable medicinal 
qualities ; be(tdet the fulphuraied gas and 
£pfom (ah, it alfo contains a Highi pro- 
portion of the carbonate of lime, and a 
quantity of oncombined carbonic acid 
gas ; though very tranfpareot, it refem^* 
hies both in fmelLand tafte the rin(ings of 
a fou) guD-> barrel ; it readily JoOss its he- 
patic fmell by being kept in an open hot- 
tie, but thereon*depc(its' no (cdiment : its 
temperature is cold, the thermometer 
fianding in it at 54 degrees, and in the at- 
mofpherc at the fame time at 75 degrees ; 
when taken in fufficient quantity, it often 
operates as a gentle emetic, but is more 
commonly diuretic and purgative. Not 
more than two mont&s have elapfed (ince 
it firft began to be vi(ited, aiKl the con- 
courfe of people which daily throng to it 
is numerous and increafing. It is (aid to 
ai&rd complete and (peedy relief in all 
I cotaneoui aSk^onsp. The writer of thif

GENERAL EATON, 
Lately appointed Commander in chief ot 
the forces of the exiled Trtpotinemotiarcb, 
Hamet Bafhaw, is a Green Ahuntain Boy^ 
He was appointed a Captain in the Weil- 
em Army ot the United States, about the 
year 1791, and recruited a. company al 
BenninEtt>n. In oor array be rofe no 
higher than the rank ^f Captain. Duriog 
the latter part of the adminiftration ol Pref- 
Hhtm Wafhington, he was app6inted Cor. 
M4tTuor§>4n wiiich importam ilation hir 
riipf>Mied the inter eft of tus country whb 
zeal and ability* When Commodore 
Morris was at Malta, he was applied to hv 
a Mahefe blackfmith of the name of BufiC 
ttf, fiyling himfelf confut and agent 61 his 
Excellency Sidi Hamet Carmanlrthe firft 
born of Tripoli, to afStt in' placing his 
mafter on the throne occupied by his bro- 
ther. The propofal was that the 'United 
States fbould advance 50,000 dollars, it\ 
000 ftand of arms, and a quantity of fiun« 
powder, and cooperate with their whole 
force in the Mediteranean ; promiftng th9t 
if fuccefsful the new Bafhaw would mal;e 
peace with the United States. Commo- 
dore Morris did not think himfelf authcr- 
tfed to accepC this ptopoial. A corrcfpon- 
dence afterwards paned upon this fubje£k 
t^tween Mr. Eaton, and Mr. Madifon, 
Secretary of State. Mr. Euon eventually 
advanced a confiderabie fum of the publrc 
money for this object but a committee of 
Congrefs have reported in favor of his gen- 
era) condufi in his confulfbip. The pro* 
jefl has Cnce been fandioned by govern- 
metit, and Mr« E^ton commiflfionea to co- 
operate with the exiled Bafbaw, who has 
appointed him Generaliflimo ot his armies. 
By the laft accounts he was on his march 
along the coaft '^f Africa from Egypt to 
Tripoli, a diftance of lOoo tnilej, with a 
coufiderablt and iflcreafing foice. Geu«

«« IVhai is the mojt eligible conJiruSion 
Jot an Ice-Houjc? 

A WILL not undertake to fay I am ful- 
ly prepared.toanfverthisqucllion ; altbo' 
lam fully perfuaded that the foregoing 
ilatement of the principles on which it de- 
pends iiicorrcft, and the obfervations foun- 
ded thereon are corroborated by experi- 
Baents as far as I have had an opportuoity 
of attending thereto. Yet I have no doUbt 
but further experience will fuggeft to in- 
ielHgent obleryeri^impf ovemems which do 
not rtow^ccur. I will howijver offer a 
plan the moft fimple and cheap ihat I. have 
yet thought of, confiflent wkbthe-princi- 
plet laid down. 

** The mod favorable fituition it a nprth 
hill fide near the top. On fuch a fcite 
open a pit i£ feet fquare at top, lo tc bot- 
tom» and 8 or 9 feet deep : Logs may be 
laid round the top at the begin ning, and 
the earth dugout, raifed behind them foas 
Co make a part of the depth of the pit. A 
drain Qiould be made at one corner, the 
-fpout to carry off the water (hould defcend 
from the pit except a fliort piece at the 
outward extremity, which ought to r^fe 
ihus '^ ; the deprefled part will 

always ftand full of water, and prevent 
communicatton with the external air. Dig 
holes in the bottom of the pie, and fet 
therein fouir perpendicular corner polls, 
and an intermediate one on each fide ; let 
the infides of thefe pofts form a fquare of 
8 feet in the middle of the pit. Then, in 

• order to avoid dampnefs from below^ cov- 
er the bottom three or four inches deep 
with dry fand, if it can be conveniently 
got. The next thing to be done I confid- 
er as the moft material, and aJfo expenfive 

• part of the bufinefs, which is fixing a pro- 
per floor for the ice to reft on. In order 
to do this, let three or four fleepers, fup-* 
ported at the ends, be placed acrofs the 
ffluare included by the pofls ; their upper 
edges about a toot from the bottom, but To 
that the plank laid thereon may have a de- 
fcent of a few inches towards one of the 
fides next the drain* The plank fbould be 



tW!o inches thick and abouthalf feafoned ; ' 
jointed) grooved and tongued, or lathed 
and grooves cut near the joints, in the up- 
per Mde, fo as to prevent any >water from. 
!;oing throii^b. The flpor muft, extend a 
ittle without the inner fides of the pofts, 
fo tliat the water 4"ppif^g it{kxn ^he fides 
may fati on the floor. Then fix a plank, 
or fpout, at the lower end of the floor in 
fuch a manner as to convey the water into 
the drain. — ^The floor being completed, 
begin at the bottom and plank up on the 
inudes of the pofts with | or | plani;, lap* 
ping the lower edge of each a -little on tne 
one below, fo that the water may keep on 
the infide : this done to the top of the pofts 
(which fbould be even with the top of the 
pit) and the infide will be completed ;-^ 
except that it will be proper to cover the 
floor with loofe plank previous to putting 
in the ice. The roof may be compofed 
,of any materials, and in any form that will 
delend the contents of the pit from wet, 
from the dire£i i:ays of the fun, and alfo 
admit the free circulation of air : I do 
not think any could aniwer the purpofe 
better than one made of thatch, fupported 
by pofts a tew feet from the ground. 

•• The mode of filling the houfe.remains 
now to be confidered ; and on this much 
depends. 

" Early in the winter fill the interilice 
between the ice chamber and the bank 
with clean dry ftraw clofely preiTed ; this 
being done early, will prevent the earth 
from freezing, which would be injurious 
to the fides of the pit. The ice fliould be 
collefled in the coldeft weather ; let it be 
expofed at leaft one night to the cold at- 
mofphere after it is removed from the wa» 
ter which will reduce its temperature ma- 
ny degrees, it the weather is fevere. When 
put into the houfe, it (hould beiieat fmall, 
and I tl^nk it would be ufeful frequently 
to fprinkle it with a watering pot whtift put. 
ting in; the mafs would by that means be ren- 
dered more compaft. When the chamber 
is filled.cover the whol^ with a good thick- 
nefs of flraw ; bat I thou Id fuppofe it would 
bebeftto cover the ice firft with plank, 
fupported by the fides of the chamber, on- 
ly leaving a door to defcend through. 

•• Such a houfe as "has been defcribed 
will contain about ten tons, and I am per- 
fuaded will be found fufficient to afford 
an ample lupply for ftimoft any private 
family. 

" it is nearly the kind I had in view 
when I efiimated the expence would not 
exceed fio dollars ; and if we calculate on 
a great part of the bufinefs being done by 
the family, which in the country in gener- 
al it, very well may,the a3ual out-lay in ma- 
ny places need not be^dols. Thofewhoare 
iefs fparingot expence if they choofe, may 
wall or what is betier plank up the fides 
of the pit, and finifb the loof in a ftyle of 
elegance. 



" In levd fituation^, where a Amfi cao« 
not be conveniently dug out from the bd^ 
I torn of the pit, I fiiould fuppofe it would 
aniwer very well Jq. en^lofe. the ice':by a 
mound raifed entirely above the fprface of 
the eatlh,..tbrptugb which the yrater m^y be 
difcharged; in other. re fpefls to.be fimiUr 
to the fpregoing. dcfcnption. This per- 
haps would' not be quite fo cool a repofi. 
toryasif under the furface of the earth 
very thick ; but I am per fuaded that the 
lots of a fe<v degrees in temperature bear* 
•very little pfopt/rtion to the advantage re- 
fulting from dryniefi. 

" If it wer^ certain the floor would be 
perfe3iy tight, the paflage of heat to the 
ice would be rendered ftill more difficult 
by confining a quantity of dry afhes, faw. 
dufty ftraw or foroe other non-condnfior 
between the floor and the bottom ot the 
pit." IN. Y. Paper.]

Jx may be puihed too fir ; as it moft cer- 
iMnly ift, when it defeats the end and liu 
temton ol Sunday, which uas ordained 
and inflitut€;d tor a day of refi* 
' 1 can juft remember, Mr, FitzAdam, 
that before chriftianity was entirely rcafoa* 
jed out ot ihefe kingdoms, it was a migh^ 
4y cu&om for young folks to go to church 
on thai day ; and indeed 1 fliJuIdhavetho*t

by the said court, is construed to mean three miles 
from the land ; consequently the middle channel of 
our bar, iejng more than three miles distant £rom 
the nearest land, is pronounced by judicial aiithority, 
to be without the jurisdiction of the United States 
The very entrance of our harbor, in foil sight of the 
city, where vessels are frequendy obliged to anchor, 
while watting for a tide, and with a pilot on board, 
is, by oor tribunals, acknowledged to be without the 
protection of our government ! ! ! 

Your memorialists refrain firom commenting on 
the permcioos effects of « system of policy so preg- 
nant with dishonor and ruin of the trade and navi- 
gation of the union at large, but more particularly to 
th»se of Chxri^ton, from the geography of whose 
shores, and peculiar sittiation of whSse bar and har- 
bor, every vessel, in her ingress and egress, is thus 
subjected to search, detention or sdzuie. We con- 
tent ourselves with a b^re statement of ^e above 
g^evance, aapcradded to so many others, not doubt- 
ing that the President will take the same into con- 
skkration, and being duly impressed with the ne« 
cessity of some early reinedial arrangement, either 
of a legWathw or diplomatic iiatnre,wUl recur to stich 
as aaay appear moacondiiave to the desired end. 

Yonrnotmonalists having thus exhibited but an

That your memorialists are deeply affected by 
the recent capture, at the very entrance of this port, 
of the American ship ^^»o Friend*, by a Frefich pri- 
vateer. This event has excited among all classes of 
citizens the strongest sensations, not only because 
the said ship was captured without any cplor of pre- 
tence, within sight of land but because she is our on- 
ly regular London trader, and had on board a full 
supply oi spring and summer goods. The distress 
and anxiety occasioned by these circumstances, are 
greatly enhanced from our having been hitherto de- 
prived of bur spring supplies, and from an antici- 
pation of the consequence justly to be apprehended 
fh>m a continuance of similar outrages should not 
the most proin^ and effectual measures be adopted 
for the protecuon and security of our commercial 
interests. 

Your Memorialists are authorised to add (altho' 
the £sct be not detailed in the protest) that it ap- 
pears from undoubted authority, that the magnitude 
of the prize iwas tihe sole inducement to the above- 
mentioned taptore, the captors haying said that 
they would release the Two Friends, in the event 
of their falling in with any other valuable prize,, 
which might he more worthy their notice. 

This most exttaordinary capture, in direct viola- 
tion of our treaty with France, (as appears by the^ 
accompanying docuraents)has alrmiy been followed 
by events no less alarming'— our harbor being at this 
moment connpletely blockaded by three French pri- 
vateers, (and more are daily expected) which ex- 
aminrtdl vessels coming in and going out of this 
port and either detain or release them, according as 
their value excites the cupidity of the oruizers. 

This degrading state of our harbor has necessari- 
ly raised the premium of insurance, thus forcing ad- 
ditional sums from the pockets of our cltizeii8---4ias 
advanced the prices of erery comnnodity,.and crea- 
ted a distressing stagnation of our exports ; for the 
merchants, not receiving their goods from abroad, 
are incapacitated from purchasing .the prbduoe of 

tl)e country. Among these deplorable effects of the 

defenceless and humiliating condition of our com- 

merit, may be moreover enumerated the immense 

loss of dudes— those of the ship 9tjo Friends alone, 

being estimated by tl.e Collector, at 45,000 dollars. 
Your memorialists have the best reasons for be- 
lieving thu.t the early success experienced by these 

French privateers, will immediately allure oUic»^ in 

swarni^ to our coasts and bar, to the total ruin of 

private^ mercaniUe concerns, and the most fsL'i.l de- 
falcation of the public revenue : Your merhorialists 

have no less ground fbr apprehending that B) iti&h 

cruizers, availing themselves pf the absence of do- 
mestic protection, will, under the color of expeUmg 

the FreacV^, assume aiui occupy .their gro'irid, and 

either retain us in the same degraded state, hairas- 

sing otur vessels by searches and detentions, or sub- 

jcet us to the disgraceful and mortifying obligations 

of gratitude, for alien succor and relief.

This event is said to be al« 
together owing to the spirited conduct of Gen. £a- 
Tozr., Ko particulars are mentioned ; but it is sup* 
posed on the terms offered by America, as £ai on 
had pttvioasly taken Derna and Bai^uara."

<<Coraittodore BARaoN has resigned the com- 
mand of the American Squadron to Capt. Hoog- 
sns.

Yesterday the brig Bclle-hle, Capr. Leach, arri- 
ved here in 65 days from Naples. About 8 days be- 
fore he sailed, news arriv^ there, that Gen. Ea- 
ton at the head of the small American force which 
had been detached from our Mediteranean squadron, 
and .tbetKjops collected by the rival brother of the 
Bashaw of Tripoli, had had an engagement wUh the 
TripolinesatDcrna— on which side victory declared 
we do not learn ; but it was said that Gen. Eaton's 
Army suffered most severely, and thr.t every Amer- 
can was killed, except Mr. Ea^.on, who was woun- 
ded in the slioulder.

Lear went from Malta to Tripoli ; and two davs 
before Capt. L. sailed, dlspa-chcs were received 
from Col. Lear at Naples biingmg the impor- 
tant andglorious intelligence, that a PEACE highly 
honorable to the United 5tat^s had been concluded 
andofcom-sethe Americans who had been so lon^ 
suffering in captivity releai<yd. Capt. L. we undef- 
stand brings dispaches for our gr.vcmment, so that 
we may expect shortly to have the official details ©f 
the battle, the ncgociaiion, and the terms of peace.

The above extraordinary and alarming paragraph 
appeared in a respectable morning pa(>er of this day 
and is undoubiedlv entiUed to implicit credit. On 
this occasion we have sought for the layr passed the 
last session of congress applicable to ^he subject.-?^ 
And it may be remembered that this law, which we 
thit eveninj^ republish, emitted <« An act for the 
more e(l«cttr«i] {H«servation of peaoein the ports and 
iMtfbcrs of the United States,*^ Sic. waa passed in 
eonseqoence of the violation committed on our neu- 
trality, in the port and harbor of New-York, partic- 
lUarly by the Cambrian frigate. This act b cenatn- 
tamly to be regarded as a prominent measure of the 
|>resent administration; as nothing less than as 
their sttbfiritote for the great Federal measure of an 
^fjdoa ifavf. Since the passage of this law it is 
Bdtonoas that almost every harbour of the United 
Stateakasteeain£Mttdb^ swams of privateers of 



aimoflt mrf natioa in EnroM^ wki^luwK eoflunk- | 
ted oirrage npon outrage and o^jtored the property 
of our merctiahtfl to the amount of at least some 
hundred thcusand d< liars, we believe we shonM be 
within tke trnth, to lay millions. That the actt of 
these ptivateenmen ought to be considered aa the 
acts of the governments whose subjects they^are, we 
uuderitke not to aserr : it is enough to know that 
thev are not restraii ed by them. In some instancei. 
at the southward the French and Spaniards have 
made {)rise of Britibh vessels within our maritime 
jurisdiction atid no notice has even been taken of it 
as wc have heard. Perceiving this in«igDificant si ate 
cffbings among us I perceiving tl\at ♦♦ oui com- 
merce was the prey of of the wanton intermeddlings 
of all the nations at war with each other »'• perceiv- 
ing that they bad nothing to fiear fromua, that they 
migfht with perfect impunity supply their wants and 
even enrich ? hem elves by depredations on our prop- ^ ! 
erry, a.jd in*»*iguu^ by a spirit of retaVfation for tUc 
injuries we had i>ermttted others to do them : The 
British ships of war have now put our principal sea- 
ports under a complete ata-j of -bloctuule, and not a 
day nor scarcely an honr passes thaf pi-iaes are not 
made. Property to the amount of hundreds of i 
thousands of dollars has already been caprured, and 
our saiitifli and citizens are daily impressed in the i 
f^ce of their protections ; nor is there any prospect 
of the relaaation of the outra;;e on the one hand, nor \ 
as we can learn of any assistance or interference 
from the American government on tlie other. 

When these outrages upon our national sovereign- 
ty were committed from the sanoe quarter be£n«v 
we entered fully into the qiiestion of national law as 
applicable to the subject. We shewed not only that 
the conduct 4if the British commander within the 
Hook, was utterly unwarrantable, but we also shew- 
4^ that hiacruiziBg off the harbor, thongh not strict- 
i/ within what is adled our terrhorial aeas, for the 
purpow of capture or search, was altogether contrary 
to the law of nations. We at that time quoted and 
now again quote ^from an excellent treatise pn the 
law of nations, Aztmi^ the following regulations in 
point :— 

4. «• Privateers and every other vessel of war 
ought not to lie in wait fbr, nor to take means to 
learn what enemy's vessels are expected to an-ive^ 
and in case they should discover them off the port, 
they may not go out to a^ture them ; and if they . 
attempt it,, they may be compotted by the forts or 
ships to return mto port." 

6 «• They may not conceal themselves in the bottom 
of bays and gulphs, nor behind promontories or small 
islands cf a neufral country for the purpose of sur- 
prising and capturing enemy's ships : thty ought not 
in any manner to diiturh the Jite and teeure approach 
of any xennU of any natroa tchatever toward* ports or 
upon the coast of a neutral state."

I express purpose of disturbing the Jree and secure ap- 
proach of all xesseLs (fall nations vsbate^Ti end exfen 
ofdurcwn toxoanfs ibis port; and they are in the 
con;?tart habit of bringing to and exercising their 
power over every iTssel they find on the dtast of this 
neutral country. They arc therefore completely with- 
in the authority (juoted ; and their condact amounts 
to nothing less than a high handed offence against 
the national sovcrt-ignty. 

In the sixth' section of the act thti evening pub- 
lished, it will be found that whenever any o^cer of 
any armed vessel, commissioned by any foreign 
pnwcr, shall on the high seas commit any trespass or 
tort or any spoUation on board any vessel of the United 
StoteSf or any nnlai^fiU interruption or viouition of tra- 
ding vessdst actually rooming to or going Jrvm the Ufti- 
ted States, the president is authorised by proclama- 
tion to interdict the entrance of the officer, &c. and 
of any armed vessel by him commanded, within the 
limits of the U. States, ard if at any time after such 
proclamation made, hoshall be found within the lim- 
its of the U. States, he shall be liable therefore to be 
arrested^ indiaed and punished by fine and imprison' 
ment" &c. Whether this law be or be not a prop- 
er aiid wise and effielent law, is not fir us to say ; 
it is the sueasure resontd to by Mr JeffcrscB and his 
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auaittcrs to protect oiir nfmrality Inn hmag viola- 
ted,and we now expeat» we now confidently expcdf 
tlMt ka proviaiotta Mch las tbc^r ut viU he enforced 
by t^ prtaidest. 

It was the opinion of the greatest and the wisest 
atateeaiaii tl»s country of tige. has produced, that 
«• The righta of neutrality will only be re? pectedt 
when they art defeadeU by an adequau^ pos»er .-" and 
that '« a nation despicable by its weakness, forfeits 
even the privilege of being oeuiral.*' •• Under a vi- 
gorous national goiperimient, the natural sirergth 
and resources of a country, directed to a common in* 
tere&t, wiU bafle all the combinations of European 
jeal ^usy to restiatn our growth. This situation will 
take away even the motives to such combinationa, 
by inducing an impracticalttlity «f success. An acti%e 
commerce, as extensive uairi|^M» » floortshing ma- 
rine wouM then be the inevitable d&pring of monl 
andphyaiciJ neoesaity." Lastly* •• The ncceaKity 
of KAVAi« PRO rscTioy to external or maritiiBe 
commerce, and the conduciveness of that tpeeies of 
eommerce, to the protperity of a nai^, are potnta too 
manifest to require a particular docidation. They, 
by a kind of re-action„ auituatty beneficial, promote 
each other.** Such was the language of the Greac 
Hamiltox* such was the language of the Federal- 
ists at the adoption oi the Constitution, and in such 
boguage at that time a Madison forgot hia Virginia 
selfishness and united with a Hamilton. The op- 
posite party adopted % different syle : they alwaya 
talked of econotny and thought nothing was so much 
to' be dreaded and dunned as national expence.— 
«< ficje>Aomy in the public expence that labor might be 
lightly buidened," was the burden of Mr. Jefieson's 
song. - a nd ihn^h he admitted that '* Protection 
from casoal embarrassments might be sometimm 
seasonably interposed," yet he has never vnce seen 
fit to. interpose thfit proiection in any degree, though

[European] conflict let it be our endeavor as it is oUr 
interest** •* to exact from every nation the observance 
towards our vessels and citizens of those pi^ncipfts and 
praaices which all civilized .peiple acinoaledge ; to 
merit the character of a just nation^ andwaintam that 
of an intlctendent one, p*y erring everfconsetj/uence to m- 
sult an:i habitual wrong. ' * These are noble and hon- 
orable sentiments and worthy the Chief Magistrate 
of a great people ; and if Mr. Jefferson will now 
give a prool that he was sincere iii uttering them by 
acting up to them, he wiO be entitled to receive tl^ 
sincere and unrestrtined applause of every friend of 
olf hia country of whatever sect or party^

J^ O difcoveries are of more impor- 
tancc than* thofc, which are conaefled with 
the improvement of Agriculture. Every 
one who attends to this fubjeft, is acquain- 
ted with the fwceping deftruflion which 
has been occafioned by the genus of the 
Eruca^ or Caterpillar. Many counties of 
this kingdom, cfpecially in the weftern 
diftrifts, depend, in a great meafure, on 
the annual produce of the orchard ; and in 
thefe dittrias, at leaft, it will he ol great 
utility to circulate the intelligence ot an 
experiment lor the proteftionot fruit-trees 
frv>m the caterpillar, which has been at- 
tended with complete fuccefs, A clod of 
earth is moulded round the top of the trunk 
of the tree ; and ibis is the whole proccTs. 
From the hour that this ooeration is per- 
formed, even the moft remote raimirications, 
will begin to lail, and the treewil!,ina(hoH 
time, ^be wholly freed from this dellruc- 
tivc incunibrance, It is trc^e, that the an- 
imals will afterwards attempt to renew 
their depredations ; but^as foon as he ar- 
rives at the ring ot earth, which (hould be 
permitted to remain, he will haften down 
.the trunk with much more rapidity than 
he attempted to afcend. We ftate this faft 
with confidence, but we leave to the lear- 
ned zoologift the explanation of the myfte- 



employment the moft exalted in itfclf, and 
confcquemly the moft worthy of the high- 
eft of his creatures. It muft indeed be 
acknowledged, that to conceive of ihe fii* 
preme Being, as he exifts in his infinite 
perieSions, is iropofTible j to rife to a de- 
gree of comprehenfion adequate to any 
part or attribute of his glorious nature, is 
not to be expefled.

DESCRIPTION oF"nEW-ORLEANS. 
New. Orleans has become ot lo much 
importance by its transfer to the U. States 
and by being the refort of {h many adven- 
turers from the Atlantic cpaft, that we may 
naturally feel fome curiofiiy refpcaing its 
real condition. 

The following account of that city was 
draws up by one who reTided a confider^- 
blc time within its precin6ls, before it paf- 
fed under its prefent governors, and n^ay 
afford no fmall inftru6lion to thofe who 
have any thoughts ot emigrating thither, 
or who are defirous of knowing fomething 
of a place lately (o much tafked ol. 

New-Orleans is fituated on the eaftern 
fhore of the Miffifippi, in north latitude 
30 2, and in weft longitude 89 53, 
trom Greenwich, li ftands on a kind of pe- 
ntnfuU, and, though apparently belonging 
to Weft- Florida, does in fa£l form a part 
of Louifiana, of which it is the capital. 
It is laid out on Penn's plan, wi:h the 
ftrcets croflTing each other at right angles ; 
and contains fifteen rows of ftrcets, from 
NE. to SW. and feven rows in the oppo- 
fite diieftion. It lies about 105 miles from 
the Gulph of Mexico, following the 
courfe of the river ; but acrofs the country 
by land it is not more than twenty-one 
. miles. The number of houfes may be about 
; a ihoufand, and the area of the city about 
three hundred acres, the whole of which, 
however, is not built over, as many of the 
fquares at the N.W. end are entirely void 
of houfes. The principal buildings are 
as near the river a? the plan of the town 
will admit ; and houfes fituated near 
this fpot areof more value than thofe fitu- 
ated farther back from the Miflifippi,

«• OF all fubjefls that can poffibly en- 
gage human attention, there is none which 
can (land in the leaft degree, in comparifon 
with the knowledge of God. To con- 
template him as the creator and prefer ver 
of all things, and the wife and gracious 
benefaftor oF innumerable myriads of fen- 
tient and rational beings, is certainly an Fronting the river, and atlin equal diftance 



from each end of the town, there is a 9^^ 
lie fquare, left open as well for the pur- 
pofe of beauty and ornament, a* 10 expofk 
to view a cfaurcb, which ftands ai the lar- 
ther end of it. This church i« a p^ain 
brick building of the lonick order, and ia 
the beft edifice in the place. — The other 
buildings are, the government houfts, the 
magazine of ftores, the barracks, and the 
convent ; the laucr contains thirty or for- 
ty nuns ; ihey are all very plain buildings, 
and attra£l no particular attention. 

The whole of the city, except the (jde 
next to the river, is defended by a fortifi* 
cation, confittingof five baftions regularly 
laid out, and furniflied with a banq^tte, 
rampart, parapet, ditch, covert- way and 
glacis ; the curtains arc nothing more than 
(a hne of pal i fades about four feet high, 
winch are fetat a fmall diftanee from each 
other, and confequenily penetrable by 
mufketball ; thefe pal i fades are furoiOied 
with a banquette within,and a trifUng ditch 
and glacis without. In the middle of each 
curtain there is a fmall redoubt or ravelin. 
— The baftions have each fixteen embra* 
zures, viz. four in each face, three in each 
ilank, and two in the gorge to face the ci- 
ty. — However the whole of the works are 
very ill fupplied wiih cannon, which I 
found arofe from real fcarcity ; and by 
late accounts from this place it appears, 
that thefe dcfeQs have irot yet been reme- 
died* There were but two of the baftions 
Ithat mounted more th?n four or five pie- 
ces of cannon. — The eaftern haftion, how- 
ever, which defends the lower end of the 
city, had its full cpmpl.ement, be fides the 
fame number in the covert-way. The rea- 
fon of this precautionary meafure I was 
unable to afcertaih ; for they could hardly* 
apprehend an attack from below, as the 
river is well defended about eighteen miles 
farther down, and no nation would think 
of attacking it againft the ftream, which is 
exceedingly rapid. The only place which 
defended the town trom above were the 
S. W. baftion, and a fmall redoubt on the 
bank oi the river. This baftion was fup- 
plied with about twelve pieces of cannon, 
and was furniflied befides this with a coun- 
terguard and iraverfes ; the redoubt had 
five pieces of cannon mounted. Buf ot 
all this force, not above ten pieces could 
be brought to bear upon any body of men 
conning down the liver ; and if ihey once 
effe£^ed a landing on the open banks, 
which woyld be no difficult thing, as they 
are almoft defencelefs, the baftions would 
be of no tai iher fervice. The fortification of 
this place is not much fecurity againft even 
a few well difciplined troops' led on by a 
(kiliul commander poflefiTing a good ]oc%l 
knowledge of the country ; the Burober 
of Spanifh foldiers kept up here is very 
trifling ; fo much fo, that the inhabitanis 
of the place are obliged to perform garri- 
fon duty, tin office of which they complain 
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binerly. in faft a fpirit of diUfkB'ion ap. 
pearird to run throiiirh the wtiole town, and 
they feemei reidy to favor any aaempts 
that were likely to relieve ihem from the 
Spafiifh yoke. 

There are two gates, the two raofl con- 
fiderable of which are near the river ; the 
nexit in importance are the two to the back 
of the town, one of which leads to Uke 
. Ponchartrain : thele laft are defended by a 
fmall breaft-work« which however, is a 
mere apology for a defence. The gates 
are of wood, and formed of palifades^a- 
bout ttn or twelve feet hfgb. They are 
ihut every night at nine o'clock, after which 
time they are not opened without much 
difficutty , and at this hour it ii ordered 
that no one is to be feea about the ftreet» 
nnlefs permifTion of the governor ; tho* 
except in a cafe of jiegroes and fervants, 
the hour is generally extended to eleven, 
after which time ail perfons feen about the 
llrcets are flopped by the guards and de- 
tained till morning. 

The Miffifippi, being fobjeft to an an- 
nual overflow, like the Nile, is k^t within 
its proper bed by a mound of earth thrown 
op along (bore : this is called the Lwee 
and varies in height according to the fur- 
face of the adjotning country, from two to 
three and even four feet. It commences 
at t>o£lor des Angfois, eighteen mile's be- 
low ^ New-Orleam, and is carried alpng 
tlic river as far as ihd German fettlem^ts, 
moretban thirty miles above, makinft in 
thewbole abo^ut fifty miles. This bank is 6i 
fconfiderable width in fome places, fo far 
as to form a handfoQie broad walk, and is 
kept up by the owners of the adjoining 
plantations, who are anfwerable for any 
danfiage fuftained bv the breaking down of 
the bank, if througn their negte6l. As all 
thij country is very low and flar, and con- 
fcqueRtly liable to be overflowed, ihefe le- 
vees arc^ofien continued round the whole 
plantation , fo that at the inundation the 
forface of the furrounding water is confid- 
erably ab?)ve the bed withip it. This was 
the cafe when I was in New-Orleans and 
the whole of th'i city was confiderably be- 
H V the level of the river's furface. The 
ieuee which forms the boundary here, is a 
banJfome raifed gravel walk, planted with 
orange trees, ferves as a place of fdfliion- 
able refori on a fummer's evening. I 
have oft^n enjoyed this promenade, ad- 
miring the ferenity of the climate, and 
the m^jeilic appearance of this noble riv. 
cr, which feemed to roll along in filent 
dignity at our feet, inattentive to the bufy 
fcene that was pafling on its Ihores. 

The houfe^ are moftly of wood, and are 
raifed about feven or eight feet from the 
earth, to make room for the cellars, which 
are on a level with the ground : for no 
buildings can be carried below its furface, 
oa account of the height of the furround- 
ing water* The upper part it fometimes 



lurnifhed with an open gallery, which far- 
rounds the building, a pta£lice very com- 
mon in warm countries. 

In ail focicties where a number of peo- 
pie from different countries have met to- 
geihcr, every one will naturally perfevere 
in thofe habits to which he has been acciif- 
tomed in his own country : and though a 
promifcuous intercourfe may induce many 
men to relax a little, yet it will be lopg be- 
fore they form a general charafler. The 
refidents here are Englifti, Irifli, Scots, 
American, French and Spanifti ; and tho' 
the four formcfr conftitute by far the great- 
er body of the people, yet the two latter 
form a diftinft divifion, of which the Spa- 
nifh are the Icaft confiderable. The char- 
aderiftics of thcfe nations are nearly the 
fame as in the mother country, though 
fomcwhat altered by that natural progrcfs 
of aflimilatioo already hinted at. The cli- 
mate too may have lome influence and in- 
duce them to rtiake fome little deviation 
from ufage for the fake of eafe and com- 
fort ; among the tnoft baneful effefis of 
which we may reckon that unconquerable 
difpoGtion towards idlenefs fo prevalent in 
warm countries^ Neverthelefs, they are 
neat and cleanly in their houfes and fur- 
niture, which, however is a virtue of ne- 
ceflity rather thai) inclination. 

There i$ but one printing-prefs in this 
city,* and that is for the ufe of the gov- 
ernmcnt only. The Spaniards are too jeal- 
ous to fuffer the inhabitants to have the 
free exe rcife of it ; and, flrange as h may 
appear, you cannot flick a paper againft 
the wall, either to recover a thing loft, or 
to advertiie a thing (or fale,unlefsit has the 
(ignature of the governor or his fecretary. 
The diver fions of the people confifl 
principally of billiards, of which there are 
feveral tables. They have a play-houfe, 
which is rather fmall : it confifls of one 
row of boxes only, with a pit and gallery. 
The plays are in Prench, and they have a 
tolerable fet of aftors. The inhabitants are 
mufical ; and gentlemen often perform in 
the orcheftra in the theatre : in faft, they 
have no mufic, public or private, but fuch 
as is obtained in this voluntary way. 

It is not in young colonies that we are 
to look for much improvement in arts 
and fciences : it will be fufficient if they 
preferve thofe which they bring from the 
mother country, and do not degenerate 
too rapidty. Emigrants to ffeich places arc 
generally men of a fpeculaiivc and enter- 
prifing turn ; the conneftions which they 
form among each other are rooftly for the 
fake of intereft or immoderate pleafure, 
and lofe much of their relifh for want of 
that tie which is found to be the only true 
bond of focieiy.

The obfervancc of the Sabbath is as 
loofe and irreligious as in any other Roman 
catholic country. The morning is kept in 
I the performance of a few forms and cere- 
monies under the roof of the church. This 
being ended, and with it the diJty of the 
day, you every where obferve the marks " 
of bilatity and cheerful i^fs ; fcarcely has 
the priefl pronounced his benedi£lion-, ere 
the fiddle or fife ftrike us al the door, and 
the lower clafles indulge them in juvenile 
diverfiotif , finging, dancing, and all kinds 
of fports are feen in every ftreet ; and in 
the evening, to crown this fcene of difli* 
patton» the play-houfe and affembly room 
are thrown open. The unbending of the 
mind from all worldly concerns, and fuf. 
fering the gay difpoGtions of the heart to 
bear fway, took very much with the lower 
fort of people. 
The trade of New-Orleans confifts 

Erincipally in the exportation of deer-fkins, 
eaver-furs, cotton, lumber, rice and va* 
rious other articles that are produced on 
the plantations up the river. The fkins 
and furs are obtained ffom the Indians, 
who are continually bringing them down, 
to this; place, where they barter them for 
rifie-g^jns, powder, blankets, &c. The 
imports arc chiefly Weft-India produce, 
and fuch European manufafiures as are 
moft in demand amongft the inhabitantSt 
or intended for the traders among the In- 
dians. This latter is very profitable. There 
was a gentleman at this tinre at New-Or- 
leans who had followed it for fome years ; 
he was then preparing lor another expedi- 
tion, and I proceeded with him about three 
hundred miles on his way to the province 
of Mexico. He told me that though it 
was a Hie of extreme fatigue and much 
danger, yet it wa3 difficult to be procured, 
as the Spanifh government were very jeal- 
ous in admitting any one to this privilege ; 
and it would be imp^lTible to carry it oil 
without their permifTion. — Hi& method o£ 
conveying fuch articles as be took out co 
them,^was in little barrels placed upon 
pack-horfes, three barrels 6n one horfe : 
and in this manner he would travel for 
hundreds, linay fay thoufands of miles 
through the woods of America, bartering 
with the Indians as he went aldng, and re- 
ceived from them fkins and furs, wild 
horfes, &c. which arc all fent down to 
New. Orleans. 

Moft ef the exports above mentioned 
are the produce of the pUntatioos witbia 
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firo or tbree hundred milei of New-Or- 
leans : but llour one of the mod: coniider- 
able with a froall quantity of hemp, tobac- 
co, &c. is the produce of the American 
fctiiemems on the Ohio, more than two 
thoufand miles above Ncw-Orieaos ! Thefe 
articles are put on board a kind ol boat, or 
rather rair, which is no whereto be found 
but on thefe rivers : they are fl^t-bottom- 
c J, about twelve feet wide, and forty feet 
long, and carry from ten to fifty tdns : they 
are made of thecoarfefl materials, becaule 
they are always broken up and fold when 
they arrive at New. Orleans, it being im- 
poflible for them to return againft the 
flream. Early in the fpring thefe boats are 
loaded, and floating night and day, they 
are foon carried by the force of tfie ilream 
at the rate of five miles an hour, through 
a highly romantic country, down to the 
M ififippi, whereihey arrive about the time 
ih«t the inundations commence. In this 
river,^ the navigation of which is danger* 
ous on account of the rapidity of the cur* 
rent, and the numerous logs that lie con- 
cealed juft below the fut face of the water, 
ihe boatmem are obliged to proceed with 
caution, and it is near a month or five 
weeks before the voyage is completed ; a 
voyage where you arc fecluded from all 
fociety ol man, except in' a favage ftatc ; 
but where the eye is relieved by a continu- 
al change of the moft delightful piQurT 
efque fccnery, and {ome of the^andeft 
and moft fublime views of natur^,

IMPORTANT NAVAL ACTION. 

LONDON GAZETTE LXTRAORDINAllY. 
War-Office. Jalv31. 
A letter from the Hon. Admiral Cornwallis to VVil- 
liam Marsdcn, Esq. dated Viile de Paris oft Uo- 
hant, 28th July, 1805, enclobes the fcllov.irj 
Dispatch. 

Prince oF Wales, July 25, 1805. 
Yesterday at noon, lax 4^ deg. 39 min. N. lonj^ 11 
deg. 19 min W. I w as tavoicd with a view c: ihe 
combined squadror J <^l France and Sna.n, consist- 
ing of 20 sail of the line, also tbree lar^e shiT>s. ar- 
med enflute, of about 50 guns each, wirh live frig- 
ates and three brigs ; the force under rny direction 
at this time consisting of 15 sail of the line, two 
frigates a cutier and lugger. I immediately stood 
toward* the enemy with the squadron, making the 
needful signals for battle in the closest order i and, 
on closing with them, I made the signal for attack- 
ing their centre. When I had readied their rear, 
I tacked the squadron in succession ; this brought 
us close up under their lee, and when our headmost 
ships reached their centre the enenty were tacking in 
succession i this obliged me to make again the same 
manoeuvre, by which I brought 6n an action which 
lasted upwards of four hours, when I found it neces- 
sary to bring^to the squadron to coveir the two cap- 
tured ships, whose names are in the margin.* I 
have to observe, the enemy had every advantage of 
wind and weather duiing the wKcle day. The 
weather had been foggy at times, a great part of 
the morning j and very soon after vue had brought 
them to action, the fog was so very thick at inter- 
vals, that we could with great difficulty, see the ship 
a-head or a-s^em of us • this rendered it impossible 
I to take the advantage of the enemy by signals I 
I cauld have wised to have done ; had the weather 
I been more favorable, I am led to believe the victory 
N^ouid have been more complete— -l have very great 
pleasure iq saying, every ship was conducted in the 
most masterly style i and 1 beg leave hcrepublkkly 
to return every Captai.i, O.Ticer aiid man,- whom I 
had the honor to com nj and on that day, my most 
grateful thanks, for their cons|NCHOu&\y g^iint and 
very ju^cious good conduct.

July 12, offRocheforr, arrived two brigs, with 
dtspatcnes to our Adniirul, to onler him to quit his 
station, and join the fleet under rhe comrrand of Sir 
Robert Calder. off Ferrol. with all possible exj>edi- 
tion —We accordingly crowded sail, and reached 
j our destination on the ISih, when we mustered in 
1 all, fifteen sail of the line, two frigates, a lugger, 
; and a cutter. On the 22d instant, in lat. 44, 10, N. 
I and long. 11,32, W. Cape Finistere bearing E. by 
! S distant ninety miles —At noon, moderate breezes 
; and very foggy weather ; one of our look-out frig- 
ates discovered a strange fleet in the VV. S. W. tjdar- 
ter ; made all sail in line of battle and close order 
itt gh»*e, and found Uiem to bp the French luid 



Spanish combing fljet, consitting of thlity sail •£ 
ships of war, twenty of which were of the line^ 
leven frigates, two brigs, and one register-ship t 
laden with two hundred thousand pounds in dollars t 
at five o'clock gave three hearty cheers in honor of ' 
the day, jind commenced the action wiih the vaa 
rhips, four S,janish and three Fiench. We received 
the tii^t fire from 9 of the enemy aswc past along 
their liiie.only aided by the tiarflcur. During the tirst 
half hour the action became general, andverr warm, 
and we should have succeeded in cutting off 4 Spun- 
ish ships, had not six of the French come to their 
as&istance just in time, by which means they frus- 
trated our design. You may judge of our activity, 
when i inform you, that we fired away four tons of 
powder, seventeen tons of shot, and three t«ns of 
wadding, in all ?2 broad sides 

•• About nine o'clock the action ceased, in conse- 
quence of the darkness of the night, and I am hap- 
py to fay, at daydight we had in our possession tw^ 
Spanish ships, one of them an 84 gun ship, nad 
the other a 74 ; besides this, we sonic ooe of 
the French ships, called the Scipiofi, anew r4, axi4. 
all hands perished.— Both fleets, during the follow- 
ing day, were eii.ployed in repairing damages re- 
ceived in the action, the enemy to windwaid, with- 
in SIX miles of us, in line of battle, but shewed n* 
intention of renewing the action. We have sm- 
tAined much damage, having received seventy, three 
shot on board, which disabled our main-mast, bow- 
sprit, several shot between wind and water, besides 
cutting the sails and rigging. I am extiemdy sorrv 
to state the loss of three valuable seamen, and one 
man killed, eleven men wounded, three of them 
dangerously. The two fleets kept in sight of each 
other fbr two days afterwards. 

?< After the unfortunate Spaniards were dismasts 
ed, the Frenchmen tired several broad sides ttto 
tliem, which exasperated them so moch that when 
they got on board the English ships they gave us«U 
their signals, as well as those of the Fre«^ch, and 
informed us of all their proceedings, which 1 shall 
noyr communicate for your further inforHBiiion. On 
ihfSt. return home, it was their intention to raise the 
bldtkade of Ferrol, ftora thence tp proceed ta 
RoCltefort, and next X^ Irelar.d, supposing the Brest 
fleet should have been al;>le to get out to join them ; 
but^ I am happy to say that we have rendeml aU 
thqrfl^s aibortive.*' 



Augwt 5. 
Th^ arrWal of the Malta, of 80 guns, at Kr, 
moiuh, on Saturday, with dispa'ches from Sir Robert 
Calder, has put an end to the sanguine ht pes so 
generally cntertamed that our squadron wouid have 
succeeded in bringing the combined fleets once more 
mto action, It now appears that from rhe eveninc 
ot the 55th ulr, none of the enemy's vessels were 
to be seen.

Hall of the Argus to Comnu-dore Barton, dated

<• I have the honor to kifrnm ywt, that it 9 o' 
clock in the rtiorntng of the 27th, bcin;^ about ten 
' r>;les to the eastward of the town of Dcrne, with the 
,' Humct in company, wc discovered rhe Nautihis at 
j anchor, very close to the s-hore, which led us to sup- 
; I >se that Capt. Dent had fallen in with Mr. Eaton's 
' urmy, as he had been sent on shore for that purpose 
I the day before -*> We made all sail ior the Nautilus 
I and at half past 10, spoke her, and wa* infonncd by 
Captain Dent, that he had had communication with 
Mr. Eaton the night before, and that he wished the 
field pieces landed as soon as possible, that Mr. Ea- 
ton intended to make an attack als s(x>n as he could 
get possession of them, being then only about two 
and an half miles fromthe town of Derne. and the 
enemy having seat htm a challenge I hoisted out 
the boat and ^tnx the field picCcs on shore, with 
such supplies a*; Mr Eaton wa.ittd ; on approaching 
the shore we fjund it impossible to land the guns, 
without hauiint«^ them up an almost perpendicular 
rock, 20 feet above the boat , but with the persever- 
ance of the ofiicers and men sent on this service^ 
they cfTcced the landing of one ol them, by hauling 
It up the steep rock. Mr Eaton finding he should 
lose time in landing the other, he shot it off again 
informing me that he shc^uld march for the town as 
soon as he could possibly mount the held piece, that 
he had on shore. I gave lieut. Evans orders to 
stand close in shore to cover the army whilst they 
were preparing to march , hi case the enemy should 
come out agat»&t them, as they had already made 
their a{>pearance in large numbers outside of the 
town. I gave orders for the ttecessary preparations 
to be made for the attack by sea upon the town and 
batteries, and stood dcwn very close to the town. 
At 2 P M. Mr. Eaton began the attack by land, at 
the same time the Hornet, Lieut. Evans anchored 
with springs on her cables within 100 yards of the 
battery of 8 guns, and commenced a heavy fire up- 
on it, the Nautilus took her station to the'eastward 
of the Hornet, about half a mile distant from shore 
and opened upon the town and batteries ^ the Argus 
anchored a little without, and to the eastward of 
the Nautilus, and began firing on the town and bat- 
teries—The fort kept up a heavy fire for about an 
hour after which theshot flying so thick about them 
they abandoned it and nm into the town and gar- 
dens back , the guns of the vessels were then turned 
on the beach,and kept up a heavy fire upon the ene 
my, to clear the way lor the lew brave Chrisiiatis 
Mr. Eaton had wi'h him. tocnier tiie fort, as they 
were gaining ground very fast, though a very heavy 
fire of musketry v. as constantly kept up upon them 
from behind the houses and old walls near the 
shore. 

At about half pastS we had the satisfaction to see 
Lieut. O'Banutn, of the Marbc coip>, and Mr. 
Mann, n/idihipinun of the Arj^as, with a fewbiave 
fellows with them, enter the tort, haul down the 
enemy's flag and plant the Amtr.can eits'gn on the 
walls of the battery. On uirtvng the gir,<; of the 
battery on the town, they found that the enemy had 
left the town in great haste, as they were pnrr^td 
and loaded m their hands. Whilst our men were 
turning the guns of the battery on the town, lly^n- 
et Basliaw had taken possession cf the back ].;;rt of 
it, which brought the enemy betwixt two tirts, that 
soon silenced them, and about 4 iw the af ernoon 
we had complete possessioi^ of the town aud fen ; 
sent all our boats on shore for the purpose of Curry- 
ing ammunition to the fort ; and to briwg off 
the woanded men, as soon as possible, that they 
might l)e dressed.-— Mr. Eaton gave the necessary 
orders at the fort and went into the town to see 
every thing qeiet, and to make arrangements for 
Its being well guurded, during the night. At half 
past five he returned on board, to get his wound 
dressed, he having received a ntusket ball through 
his left wrist — On collecting our men we found 
one killed and thirteen wouudcd-- a list of which 
is inclosed.

Alter the «fcove 
operation the kettle is movedi on the fire 
again, and the curi coaftamly Uifedi till 
it it tough enough ior a tkiif of tt %o fiick 
together, when kid acroU oiJet finger^. 

The kettle is moved off the fire^ and 
when the curd goes to the bottom^ they 
prcfs the whey out ol it with tb^" band*, 
which makes ihe curd firm enough to ad- 
UQit ot being lifted out of the kettle,! Rto a 
yeflel of the fame fort and fisre wkfa the 
bottom of the kettle. 

Out of that veffelit is tufiied efter on a 
floping table, that the cord may run off' 
from it, and wheo there, a Wooden hoop, 
without any cloth is fixed rouad it. A 
coarie cloth not untike hair doth, is laid 
on the top, and over it a tlooe^ asbwgeasa 
man can eafily lilt. 

The ends ol the hoop are not ffxcd to- 
gether, but pafs one another a little ; and 
through a knob on one end, is made a hole 
through which is run a fmall cord, with a 
knot at the end of it, which being drawn 
round the hoop, it ferves to tighten and 
riife it as the cheefe dries and (inks below 
the edge of the hoop. 

The cheefe renfiafTis Hi rtieTioop from 
4en to forty days, accorditig tofts frze ; 
and after the fecond day, a ffttfc fah it 
fprinkled on the cheefe when it is tinted, 
from 8 to thirty daysi according to its fize. 



For that time the cheefe lay* in a fmall 
place in the milk houfc, wbxcb ii called the 
laiting-bdufe. 

From the falting-houfe the dbeefes are 
removed to the drying- hdufe, wfeich is 
fined up with fliclves, and in Which is a 
gfeat circulation of air. — There they lie 
till fold ; which is generally frottp nine to 
twelve months ; and during that time they 
every day turn and rub them With a -piece 
of coarfe (luff, not unlike a powder puff.

our fovereigmy and their protefiions. 
I{ay« ihe ntiierable Spaniard, who hat 
hardly an exiftenccor a name among the 
independent nations ot the -earth, rifes in- 
to a momentary importance wtieh put in 
compaTifot) with a government ftiU more 
pul^Ilanimoos than bis own ; abd noable 
to refift the temptation ol fhewingihat 
tbere^is one power on earth fuficicntly 
contemptible to be fpurned and trampied 
on with impunity even by him, lie looe* 
reEls his creft, affeCts to play tiie bully ; 
feiaes upon our veflels public and private j 
relufes to fatisfy our claims^ which bave 
once been acknowledged as fair and valid ; 
and fufiPers our mintfters, one after aflOtfa* 
er, to make him bumble court ; to p«ay. 
that he will graciouily be pleafed, in his 
great mercy, io do us jujlice ; and tfien 
to depart as they went, leaving him here* 
alter either to grant or iejcN£l our prayers

•IF any thirif wi^ bcii>ft wanting to tcs^' 
ker tM completely ridiculous as well afr 
coniennptibie in the eyes of foreign nationa^ 
K %i^as juft fuch a law ; a law, wfiicb waa. 
intended merely to be -talked of, andook 
enable the ii iends of the adminsAration to 
(ay that /^mcthxng bad ^^n done for the 
vindication of our national riglus aiMl 
foveretgnty ; a law which at the time of 
its palTs^ we predifted would never be 
carried tnto execution ; t>ecaaie, pal^ 
and inadequate as it is, we knew that tbn 
adininiftration would never have the oOtK^ 
agrfid execute it. 

.Tbt e^Mnt has vcrtfied the prediQIon* 
Tbafc very humiliating inlults which ttiat 
law wasxo prevent and punifh, have been 
daily increafing till there is now fcareely 
a port of any confequence in the United 
States winch is not blockaded in lorm by 
armed veiSela ot fome foreign powerV andh 
fcarcely a mail arrives jthat does not bring 
intelligence of fome violence committed 
upon the perfons or the property of (ho 
citizens of this •♦ free, fovereign and indc- 
pendent nation." Where then is this for- 
midable law which was to arm Mr. Jefler- 
foft with power to overawe, the nations of

By this Qiip we.are 
relieved from all anxiety upon this inter* 
efting fubjefl, for not only does (he bring 
the certain ^ccoun^s oi peace berng (»>n- 
eluded, and the releafe of our unfortunate 
countrymen, but Ihe has brought Captain 
Balnbridge, bis of^cers and part of his 
crew, a number of whom ara now in town 
v^We offer them our telicitatrona vpoo 
this happy occaGon, and (incerely hope 
that th6 pleafures tbsy will mept in thcjr 
native country, and ia the embraces of 
their friend's, will compenfate in a meaf- 
ttre their paft fufferii^s.

great credit ; to hi? cnterprize^nd^cottr- 
age we are piincipally indebted iot the at- 
tainment of thefe important objcQs.

General F^aton's army was, we under- 
ftand, compofed of 1500 men, and that ol 
the BaQiaw's of jooo. This intrepid little 
band had maiobed 800 miles acrofs the 
Sandy Deferts, through a hvftile country^ 
and bad {everal partial anions before the 
decifive one at Derne. General Eaton 
was wounded when in the aS of cutting 
down a Seik of the Baihaw's army. 

The refuU of thii«8ion appears to have 
been an immediate propofal from ihe Ba- 
(haw for peace.; CoL jJear wentimmedi- 
ately to Tripoli and a treaty of peace was 
(igned on the 3d of'Junevandiour coun- 
try men ceieafed the next dayv The terms 
we.camiot le^m fully, but we underftand 
that as far as we had Trtpolitans tbey were 
exchanged man for man» for- the balance 
of Americans remaining we arc to pay '69, 
000 dollars. Some piovifion but what we 
cannot underftand, is* made for tise £x-Ba- 
(haw ! his wile and family who were de- 
tained as hoftages, are to be lit>eratedt 
As the official accounts are gone oil to 
Wafhington we moft fufpend our cufiofi- 
ty asio the other article for the prefent. 

The PrefidcrH left Syraovfe the yih Ju- 
ly : The following was the diflribution of 
the American fquadron at that tim^. The 
Frigates Conftttution, CbnilcUatibn ,and 
EfTex^ wiih the brigs Syren and Viten, 
an4 Bombketch Hornet, were at By- 
racufe ; the Argus had fa i fed for E^ypt, 
and the.

The trig- 
ate John ^dams and two G^n-Boats an- 
chored the day the PrefidcfH (ailed; Gen- 
eral Eaton failed for the United States in 
a merchant vcffeL The £xB<i(baw was 
at Syracufe when the I^refidstjt failed. 
The Prefident on fier paff^ge to Gibraltar 
got. near tbeSpaQi(h Coaft w^ taken for a 
Briti(h Frigate, and fired iipon from the 
Batteries.

A. private letter fro nv Bouiogne» ex- 
traded from the Paris Journal, ilates the 
following :-*— 

*• 1 have feen here the fined fpedacle in 
tlie world — that of iiooo veflels and tgo or 
290,000 men, in this city in the netghborr 
ing tow;is, and in the furrounding camps. 
' I have alfo feen the Englifh ranging at 
large, with fometitue^ oniy 25 £hips,. fome 
of wbicb endf*avour to approach : but the 
three forts, which have been erefied with- 
in theffs few years, quickly obliged them 
to (beer off. The fort ot Heurt is to the 
North, the fort of Creclie to the South, 
and the wooden fort, which was fiiiifhed 
within the h& fix montbf • Our veflels go 
out with impaiuty, and anchor in the road 
for the mooring of tiia (hips of war, which 
has interefted me exceedingly. The flotilla 
is compofed of ptaams or veflels of a larger 
fize, carrying <r^nnon and horfes ; of gun 
boats, veffels of a-^hird kind, or pinnan- 
cet ; galleys or floops, with £4 oars. 
The have added to the port of Boologne a 
large baton, wbicl^ contains more than 
half the veflels* They l)ave extended the 
chain to ftop the fire fhips which the £ng. 
Ii(h have in vain endeavoured to fend a- 
niK>ng them. Th^ tort of Vimereux, at 
two leagues to the north, is a new crea- 
tion of the Emperor : it contains the im- 
perial corvettes, and a member of other 
veffels. In that village is feen the epiuph 
of Pilatre, who perifhed there by his own 
imprudence the i^th of June, 1783. The 
camps formed at Boulogne, at Etaptes and 
elfewhere, are ftill at! uncommon fpeAa- 
cle. Innumerable fquare barracks, made 
of wood, and plaifiered witfiput, contain 
the foldiers. , They arc dil'pbfed in three 
ranges, with 'gardens between. It h 
ihere that oi^r brave tallows expeft with 
impatience the fignal for glory. This 
great. ^enterprize merits the monument 
which the, army has erefied i^ honor of 
the Emperor. Ix is 170 leet high.

•* and influ^ce of fuch an ofEcf." 

Exercjfing the right erjoyed by the En- 
quirer^ let us alfaguefs at Mr. Jeffer Ton's 
motives ior withdrawing from his official 
flation. He was highly cenfured for his 
condu£l» and an ei^quiry was threatened. 
Had he continued in office, the threat 
would undoubtedly have been executed. — 
By rtlinqiiifliing his office, he hoped to ef. 
cape the enquiry ; or, \\ ii (houki be pro!

deftilute of a governor.

The 
fecond year the feeds ripened, I think, in 
June. Th« feverity of our Winter froft 
neither killed any oi it, nor fo much as 
ahered the verdure of thcflems or leaves. 
Some of it was cut up and given to cattle, 
as foon as the fnow was off, which they 
ate very greedily, 

'* I think this plant bids fair to be a 
profitable grafs in this Country, \i^ here froft 
occafions the coiifini^ our Viotkt to dry 
fodder for fix or fevcn months. ^ Foe on a 

gaflure of this grafs, catUe, 'hth-fes, and 
lecp, may feed till the ground fs covered 
with fnow ; and again in the^ fpring as 
foon as the ground is bare. 

*• It is alfo excellent for foiliftg, or to 
give green to cattle in racks ; and when it 
is made into hay, the leaves are not apt to 
crumble,orany partof thehay to be wafted. 
•* They who wifli to propagate this 
grafs, may beaffored, that there is not the 
leaft difficulty in doing it ; For it is not 
only a moft hardy plant, but I have not 
found it to be at fill liable to bcliurt by a- 
liy kind of infefis. The Englifli farmers 
jccommcnd keeping it clear ol weeds du- 
ring the firft fummer, or till it is fo large 
as to cover the ground. This may be done 
partly by harrowing : for as it is a ftrong 
tap'.r4.Hed plant, the teeth of the harrow 
trill not injure the roots.

IT appears to be granted on all hands 
that American property to a vaft amount 
fcatiered over every ocean and fea is daily 
falling a prey to fome one or other of the 
belligerent powers of Europe under pre- 
tences which are a mockery upon the laws 
of natrotis and an open outrage upon the 
rights of neutrals. We have the auihori- 
ly of an Englifh newfpaper for ftating that 
orders have been given by the Britifh gov* 
ernment for the detention of all " Ameri. 
ican vcflels having oxi b^ard property not 



th* frodnce of the U. S." Is this fo or if 
it not ? If iuch orders -have aCltmily been 
givien, mutt they hot have been known to 
our minifter or con(ul ? It ought not tobt 
fuppofed that they are loitering about the 
court of St.James merely for the purpof* 
of getting their fahries, totally unmind- 
fal of the duties of their flaiions. It they 
know of fuch orders, they muft have ii:ior. 
roed our government of the tatt at leaft as 
foon as it could be made known to ui 
through the channel of Eaglif^ newfpa*. 
pcrs. What then, fuppofing the faS t« 
be fo, has prevented our adminiftration 
from making the danger officially known 
and inftantly calling congrefs together to 
deliberate upon the proper means of re* 
pelling fuch a flagrant a6l of hoftiliiy i^ It 
the whole is a mere unfounded rumour, 
that ought alfo to be cificially known by 
our government ; tor upon the publication 
of the articlic alluded to it became the do- 
ty of our minifter in London to demand 
an explanation ; and if the orders were 
difavowed by the Britifh government, that 
difavowal fhould have been made known 
without delay to our government, and of- 
ficwlly publifhed fiere.

How we are now reprefentcd by Mr. J^f- 
lerfon's Diplomatift.s the abortive nego- 
ciations ol Paris, Madrid and London, 
fufficienily explain ; while the pra^cal 
commentary of Britifh, French and Span- 
ifh ceprcdations, lully illuflratethe refpcft 
which they entertain for our magnanimous 
adminiflraiion. And if fuch be their dif. 
pofition and their pra£lice towards ds while 
they arc embroiled With each other, and 
dependent on us for fopplics, what are we 
to exj?**^ when the return of peace (hall 
combine them in a common league againfl 
us.

The decree of the Vice-admiraJty court 
of Naffiu, a copy of which is annexed 
condemning the cargo of ati American 
vefTel, going from the United States to a 
port in the Spanifli colonies, upon the 
ground that the' articles -of innocent mer- 
chandize, cortipofing the fatne, though 
bona fide neutral property, were of the 
gtowth of Spain, having been fanaioned, 
and the principles extended by the prize 
courti oi the Britifh Illands, and panicu- 
larly by the courts of Jamaica, has been 
deemed fufEcient authority to the com- 
mandcrsol the fhips of war and privateers 
cruifing in thofe Teas, to fall upon end 
capture all American vcffels bound to an 
enemy's colony, and having on board any 
articles of the growth or manulaQure of a 
nation at war with Great Britain. 

Tiicfe captures. which are vindicated by 
wliat is termed the belligerent's right to 
diftrcfs his enetny, iiy imerrupting the 
fupplics which his habits or convenience 
may require, have prodyced the ftrongeft 
and wok ferious complaints among the 
American merchants, who have fi^en with 
indignation, a reafonafTigned for the cap. 
ture and cor»fifcation of their property, 
which is totally difregarded in the open 
trade carried on between the' Britifh and 
Spanifh colonies by Britifh and Spanifb 
fubjefls^ in the very article, the fupply ot 
which by neutral velTels is unjuflly inter- 
rupted. 

The law ot nations acknowledged irr the 
treaty of amity, commerce and navigation, 
between the United States and Great Bri. 
tain» allows the goods of an enemy to be 
a lawful prize, and proooiioces thole of a 
friend to be free* 
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Whihr the United S'atrt t?^ke no mcif- 
urestoBhrid^^e the rights ol Gre^l Brtta^n, 
2S a belli;:Mcnt, tl^cy are bound to rcfift 
with firnineff, every atfcrr>pt to expend 
them, at the eXpcnce of the equally incon- 
teftible rights'ol nation?, which find ilieir 
intefcfl iind duty in living in pf ace wiih 
the reft of the world. 

So long as the ancient law of nations iJ 
obferved which proiefcts the innocent mer- 
chandiiiie of neutrals, while it abandon^ 
to the belligerent the goods of his enemy, 
a plain rule exifts, and tnay be appealed 
to, to decide the rights of peace and war. 
The belligerent has no better authority to 
curtail the rights ot the neutral than the 
neutral has to do the 4 ike in regard to the 
rights of the belligerent ; and it ii only 
by an adherence to the ancient code, aAd 
therejeflion of modern glofTes, tliat fixed 
and precife rules cah be found defining the 
rights, and regulating the duties ot inde- 
pendent States. 

This hbjcEL is ol fuch importance, and 
the efTemial interefis of ihp United States, 
whofe oolicy is that of peace, arefo deep- 
ly affected by the doSrines which during 
the prefettt war, have been fet up in order 
to enlarge the rights of belligerent*, at the 
exp^nce of (hole ot neutrals, that I (ball 
without lofs of time, fubmit to your Lord- 
fhif '$ tonlideration fuch luilfaer refleflions 
fefpefling the fame, as its grc^t importance 
appears to demand. 

• In the mtan time,as the dccifioqs refer- 
recijto cannot, from the unavoidable de- 
lay wliich attends the ptofecution of ap* 
peab be fpeedily revcrfed, and as the cf. 
left of thole decrees will continue to be 
theunjufiand ruinous interception of the 
American coitimercc in the Weft. India 
feas, it is my duty to require that precife 
inflrudions,, fhall without delay, be dif- 
patcfted to the proper cflicers in the Wtft- 
lodies and Nova Scotia to correflt the a- 
bufes which have arifcn out ot thofe ille- 
gal decrees, and put an -end to the dep- 
redations which are waiting the lawful 
commerce of a peaceable and fiiendly na-

, counti:y,& may be reexported from thence 
even to the moihar country of fuch coJo- 
ny ; and in like manner the produce and 
manufa6iurcs of ibe luothcr country may, 
in this ciicuit.vj? niode, legally find their 
way to the coioniej. — The dirc8 trade 
however, between the mother country and 
its colonics, has noi I apprehend been re- 



cognifed as legal, either by his Majefty's 
government or by his tribunal. 

Wh^t ?8 a dir#a trade, or what an>ounts 
to an intermediate inipoitatron into the 
n^tjtr^l country, Wt^v fomenmes be a 
quefiion of fome diiKculty — a general def- 
inition of either, applicable to all cafes 
cannot be well laiddt>wr:. The quefiion 
mnlf depend upon tie particular circum* 
Oances of each caie ; perhaps il:c mere 
touching in the neuircsl country, to take 
frefh clearances, may properly be confid- 
er«d as a fraudulent evafion and is in effefl 
the dircft trade ; but the high court ol aj- 
mirahy has expre(s!y decided (and I fee 
no reafon to expe^l tb?i the court d\ ap- 
peal will vary the lu'es) that landing the 
goods and paying tb? duties in the neutral 
country, breaks the coni5nuiiy ol the voy- 
age, and is fuel) an importation as legali- 
zes the trade, although the goor^^e re- 
fliipped in the fame ve»!el, ana on account 
of the fame neutral prctprietors, and for- 
warded for faleto the mother country.

INSURRECTIOiTaT ALGIERS. 

We have accounts, by the way of Salem, of an 
important msnrrection at Algiers, anJ that it con- 
tinned to rage on the 3d July. A Ef : tleaux paper 
ofihelttot Augwst, received by C^'U. Bradford, 
conta^ins ihe following article : •

ALGIERS July 4- 

No f^v/tftite, not cvenaTu.k, evcrenjoved an 
iilflueK^ce over any Dey equal to that which the Jew 
Naftam Ijusn'af. had atf^-Jred over the ]).rcs«nt. 
He treated directiv with tr'-V.rtnts of the difi'cr«nt 
powerv, acd MilTeied them rot tc approach th? 
Fr;nce, whoir^ he deceived day aud nis:ln. by mean.s 
of his creatures, a: td \v>.ni he goyirnwl cntiitlv, 
by mtans of satisfvii.^r alj his whims. Ilusnah dis- 
tributed places, he created and d'-potod 0)^ Be\ s or 
Gcvcrnors of Provii.cev. wi:h \vhoiri iie always'kept 
npa privae correfpop-r'^'i^cc ; he fixed the mmsthey 
V. eie to send to the D^/ ; h% held the keys of the 
Khazna ; he had mnnopJizcd ail commerce, and 
suffered no roi)»peti:icn ; he i^overned the roariMe cf 
. Aloieifb, and that ct all other portB of the kingdom ; 
the c^jrsa'rs sailed only wheii he judged it expedient, 
and diiccted their courses accordinfj to tdviceb re- 
ceived by him from Europe, v;here lie had nume 
rous oorrefipondems j he took possesHon cf aU pii- 



zes, without allowing them to be sold at auctkm t 
he, in short, violated all the ancient customs Wftich 
areherc sacred laws. This system was supported 
by tyranny , mixed with the rhost notorious meanness, 
but joined with much courage. A cons[nTacy was 
forified against the governirciit four years ago. A 
price was ret upon Busnah'h heod and the pillP^e of 
his stores proclaimed. The pricie minister h?d re- 
ceived, fifreen months ago ^vcralsS^rokes of il e 
yatag'jan^ even at his post ; the Dey was attacked 
and dangerously wounded by four Turks ; andBus- 
nah v/as the tbjectof these varit us rmi ages. Eus- 
nah himself a year ago, had rr.iraculouf.ly escaped 
two stabs of a pcignard, aijncd at hina by a Turk, 
He had not bt<:n icnificd by any of ihcj^e teinb)^ 
warnings ; he had paid no attention to the advice 
which V.zA been gi\cn Uim \ his insolcnc^oii the 
contrary, had augmented and becrme, i^articujar*- 
iy for the last seven oreiglit moHths, iu supportable. 
The ir.diguf.tion of ihe militia was cxtVeme \ 
the unprecedented scarcity th^it vc srifcted by lea- 
ion of Busnah's fci.ding nil the grain of thr kirj^ckm 
to the euemieb of government ; the revolts of the 
FroviTce of .Constant ire, and that above all the 
n^ost serious of Niascacra, originaiirig irrm his ex- 
actions on the Beys coi^ld not fail of cncreasin'^ u. 
The 29ih of last month, at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, he was shot near the Pey's house with a pis- 
tol, v-hich a Turk named Yahia f;ifd at him, jay- 
JBg, ''Lealtb to the Gorcrnor of Algiers.*' Some Nou- 
badjies qf the Prince's guard ran, »ud would b«ve 
arnested the assassin, who preserved ai^rm counte- 
ance, and taking, in one hand the pistol which re- 
mained charged, & in the other hisyataghan,said " I 
I)ave Hi fed tie miserable yen * Jbo la* *o long tfran- 
nized oteryou, you are att Jtm^jt lif-e dim, i/'yvu at' 
tantt to injure my person?* The Ncubadjics rented 
and the 1 urk went peaceably to hib lodgings. Bvs. 
nah was carried to his hc^nse, wher^ he ditd ihn^ 
h'eurs J^ficr, 

Y^ia confessed to hk coraradt s the action ht, 
had committed, and asked them if they were deter- 
mined to defend him; he said, that ifihey WQt:»d 
not, he w'6tad fly to the mountains. They ail swore 
to fl e rather than deliver him up. DepuialioDs 
from the «fther bodies of militia came to hiro, s^d 
made the -eafite oath. A great number of inhabi- 
tants instated this example, and wished to ki^s th« 
hand chosen, as they said by Providence to deliver 
their country from the monster who had or pressed 
it. Jn the evening the Dey pardoned the assassin Iw 
sendmg him his chaplet, according to custom. It 
was netessary to accompany the body of Busnah 
with a numerof»s guard. The people were for bur- 
ning it, and stoning those who carried it. The 3d»h 
very early the militia issued from the barracki x 
they massacred all the Jews they could find in the 
streets ; tl>cy then went to the houses and stores of 
Bushah, which they pillaged. The popukice ©f 
the PiskrU at.d Kbaiity joined with the miJhia • 
they broke open the doors of all the Jews, and tb^ 
plunder became general ; they were encouraged by tfee 
cries of joy of the women hi the streets ^ on the tei^ 
race^. After some hours of this dreadftd havock 
the Dey, whose guard had remained immoveable in 
the jalace, dispatched some memb(;rs of the Divan 
to the barra^Ucs, who yere ordered to soy to ti:e mi- 
litia, that the Prince loved the Jews, ai little as thev 
ard that if they desired i',lie wculd onlv &ufier ta 
remain at Algiers thoM who prpfcssed the mcchiu- 
jcal arts, the number of which was fixed by the cnn- 
vcmiwanciei^tly made by Barbarossa with the He" 
brew nation. ,* 

n his step of the Dey had the effect to lydni the 
militia, who retired quietly to their barrDcks. 'J he 
Echouch's and the Noubadjies stoppetlP the coma're 
and pillage by degrees, and acted as a poKce jruard 
the remainder of the day.

was to be pui^ished, and was ready to sul>mit to 
the sentence. The Prince sent him f.T answer thai 
his word was tacttd, and Uiat he had nothing t9 
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fear. The Jews carried their dead bn-lics from their 
. houses tj the burying places ebcorted \rf Cassabud- 
j:es. ^ It appeared, however^" certain that there 
"wcre'in xhz barrrxks many conspiracies forming to 
a'.tack the paUce and massacre the nobles. The dif- 
ference of pcr:It;s, aid of opiuioiis. up^tn the per^ir 
wiio should bo chosen to govern, but above all the 
gold which \ras lavised with -^ut measure, caused 
these pr jtcts to miscarry. On the 2d.inst. ad the 
Jews wcree;nbarl%ed which could be contained in an 
tm[itnal ship then in port. The days of the 2d and 
3d have been tranquil The militia had it in 
their po .ver to have stolen, and have been much of- 
fended that the ejicesses were attributtd t^ a desire 
of pillage. They have retmrned ffccl/ every thing 
that had been canied co the barracks, It ii in the 
liousea of Moars and in the bandcof the i'iskris and 
KhalU, who have carried ihem to the mnuniains, 
that all the riches of the Jews are secreted. Vari- 
ous accounts arc given oC the number of deaths, 
but it i« not so considerable as was first imagined, 
that of the wownded is coRsiderallc. There were 
fourteen or fifteen thousand Jews at Algiers, -who 
'wero rich m diamonds, peat Is and jewels of all 
kinds. The most ini^erabk Jewess canied on her 
head a Sarsnaof gold, which cannot be worth less 
- tha.i SOO dollars, these have «U been taken from 
them. The losses of the ilv.'brew nation in this ar- 
ticle are incalculable. The Aga has been beat a iew 
days journey from Algiers. The new Bey has not 
been able to get into, and the old is still shut up in 
Oran. Atnunition is sent by water and laud. More 
than one thousand two hundred individuals, men, 
women and children have taken refuge,for the most 
part naked, in the house of the French Com. Gen- 
eral, where His Majesty's flig has i>rotccted them. 
The government has caused it to be announced in 
the barracks, last ni^ht, that the Moors have inten- 
tions hostile U} the Turks, and has engaged the mili- 
tia not to lay down their arms. Is this a iineeae in 
the l^oyernment who wish to turn the attention of 
the nrulitiafrom themselves'? or is it the result, of the 
bad news received from Porent ? Be as it may, the 
government kastthis morning caused to be huug, at 
the gate of Bal-Aznin, three Moors, in whose hou- 
ses tt is prttended, arms and powder have been dis- 
covered The massacre and pillage of ^e Jews, 
at Belide, did not take place aa has beea reported.

Salem Sept 27. 

The impreffion made by the American 
arms upon Tripoli feems not to have had 
its proper efre£l upon the Bey ol Tunis 
who is reprefemed to bearefolute, deter- 
mined fellow. It will be reccoilcftcd that 
our fquadron while blockading Tripoli, 
tookaTunifian corfair with heriwo Nv.*api>. 
Utan prizes, attempting to violate the 
blockade. This the Bey has afTeQed to 
confideras an aggreflion againlf him, and 
and has continually demanded reparation 
from the United States or threatened them 
with war , and all attempts to , fettle the 
difpute have hitherto faiUf-?. A few days 
before Capt. William.K!eft Leghorn, a let- 
ter was received there from an officer on 
board the Effex frigate, written to his 
friend an American gentleman, at Leg. 
horn, and dated at MelTina, about the mid- 
dle of July , ftaling that that frigate and 
a brig had juft returned from Tunis, where 
they had been by order of the Commodore, 
to demand ofthe Bey an uneqiii vocal deter- 
mination with refpefl to the relations of 
peace & frieodfhip with the United States ; 
and that his anfwer confirmed by the oatli 
by his beard, was that if the United States 
did not reftorc his corfair and her prizes 
in fixty days, ha would make war upon 
them. This news excited alarm among 
ifw Americans at Leghorn , which was 
increafed by the arrival of an imperial 
veffel from the Ifle of Elba, reporting 
that two Tunifian chebecks were there 
bound on a cruize. The Tanlfian coaft is 
extenfive, and has many bays and har- 
bours, -fo that a blockade could not be fo 
effefclual againft that power as againft Tri- 
poli, and her opportunities of givjnir an- 
noyance would be much greater. How- 
ever had the Bey been ferioufly determin- 
ed on war, one would liave th^>oght he 
would have undeitaken it,. Whil^ we 
were engaged whh Tripolitans, when it 
mufthave divided & weakened our force. 

The condemnation of our vedeis at 
Gibraltar, which were tiken coming .out 
of Cadiz, capt, Williams fays, was much 
reprobated even by the Britifli at that 
place. The veflTels taken, had entered 
when there was no blockade, and were ar- 
reftcd in couiing out. The cafe of one. 
as ftated, Vas pcculidirly hard : (he was in 
the firft place^taken by the Spaniards, and 
carried into Cadiz, where the cargo was 
condemned as Britifli property, and the 
freight paid the mafter in wine and fait ; 
^ith thefe proceeds (he was coming out of 
Cadizi when ihe was taken by the Britiih, 



fcne into Gibraltar and :heic ct-ndtirntd 
velTcl and c* rgo. 

The c<ndu6V of \\\t Spjnifh gun-brafs 
in if)e gut ol Gibraltar, iowaidt» Alneii- 
cans, continued to be extremely infuliing 
and trjTjrlous. They board rfnd plunder 
our vcfTeU, and on the le^ift orvf fiiioft 
threaten ihe people with death. The maf- 
ter of the Java of ihi^ port, was threaten- 
ed wiih a drawn cutlafs at his throat. In 
fhort Iraro the many inftances of this kind 
which arc related, it fcems as if they con* 
fid^red theexpefted war between Spain & 
America as already begun. 

Indeed from the aggre (lions of the 
French and Knolili!, the .usfetiled at:- 
counis with Spain on the fcorc o{ their 
old d( piedation^, and the recent renewal 
ofthe fume fcene$, and the difpute with 
the Bey of Tunis, our commerce feemsto 
be in a hazardous flate, and to demand all 
the (kill of onr government to extricate it 
from tbe difficulties in which it is invol- 

ved.' 

ANOTHER CAPTURE. 

On the 2ift inft arrived at Nantucket 
the (loop Havik, Capt.Starbuck, from Al- 
exandria, who informed that on the 19th, 
he was boarded by the fecond mate of ihe 
(bip Hamilton, Adams, (then in fight J 
from Bordeaux for New-York, who told 
him; the Hamilton, within 50 miles of 
Sandy Hook, was captured by the Britilli 
floopof war Bufy, and ordered for Hali- 
fax; Capt. Adams was on board bis own 
(hipf and requefled his owners in New-

Q. How much' did the imports exceed 
the exports, in the United States the laft 
year ? 

A. Two million, three hundred thou- 
fand, nine hundred ^nd twenty-fix doU 
fars. 

Q. When a nation's imports exceed its 
exports, how is the balance paid ? 

A. The excefs is payable only in ca(b ; 
and in (uch a cafe the balance ot trade is 
unfavorable, as more money, upon the 
whole, is carried out of the country than 
U brought into it. 

Q. When the imports of a nation gen* 
erally exceed its exports, what will be the 
final confequences ? 

A. The inevitable confequences finally, 
will be public and private diftrefs. — As a 
family that annually fpend^ more than its 
income, %^ll (ooner or later be plunged 
into embarrafTments, fo it muft fare with 
a nation whofe imports, geaer^lly and for 
a confiderable length ot time, exceed ihe 
exports. 

Q. What can prevent theftf evils Iiap- 
penmg to this country ? 

A, They may be prevented by dfTocia- 
img/rugality with induOry. Tfio'the in- 
duflry of the nation, viewed on a general 
fcale, is gre^t ; tho* its exports exceed the 
exports of Britain at the beginning of the 
ia(i century, in about the proportion of 
three to one, and nearl)^ equal the exports 
of Great Britain, in the year 1783; yet, 
for want of frugality, it fpends, (if we 
might judge merely from a comparifon ot 
imports and exports*^) more than it earns. 
The old frugal modes of living are in a 
manner out of fafliion. Not only the rich 
who can afford it, but families in middling 
circumftances, and even the poorer cUfies, 
depend upon the looms of China and In- 
dia and upon ^e ^fa6fories ol Kurope for 
their cloaihing. A breakbll can hardly 
be made by a family in ordinary circura- 
ftances, without the luxuries of foreign 
climes. — And what is worfe than all the 
reft, a large part of the fruits of the na- 
tion's induftry goes to purchafe brandy, 
rum and whifkey ; which, in the intem- 
perate nfe of them, like a natural and a 
moral plague combined to/^ether, are wait- 
ing the ftrength, deflroying the healths 
and lives, and corrupting the morals, of 
vaft mutt^udes of people in this country. 

Q. Can'^this ftate of things continue ? 

* In a full and fair eflimate there muji^ 
however^ be brought into view all the in- 
ternal improvements of the C0untty ; eve- 
ry, one oj which is a real and fubfiantial 
addition to the nation's wealth. 



A. It cannot pofCbly continue a vxrry 
long lime. There never was, nor ever will 
be a nation able, for any length of time,to 
cloaih all clafTes of its, members from for- 
eign faflories. Ourfpecie will be drained 
away and lodged in Afia and in Europe, 
foreign merchants will call for their dues* 
Ltrge importers will be obliged to ur^e 
their claims againft the merchants and tra« 
ders whom they have credited ; and they, 
in their turn, muft prefs upon their cuf- 
tomeri who owe them.— The preflTure will 
f>ecorae general. Bankers will be forced 
to diminifli their difcounts and to call in a 
large portion of their paper^ The diftrefs 
will be fudden and extenfive. 

Q. When will thefe events be likely to 
happen ? 

A. If they f^ould not happen before, 
they muft inevitably take place at or foon 
after the conclufion ot the prefent war in 
Europe. A general peace in Europe will 
,greatly change the face of things in this 
country. The demand for American pro- 
duce will be much lefs than at prefent, 
and its price will neceffarily fall : Con. 
fec[ucntly the value of the national exports 
will be greatly diminifhed. The Amer- 
ican ihipping will alfo fink in price ; be- 
caufe as the Europeans will' become in a 
confiderable mealure their own carriers, a 
large part of our (hipping will be thrown 
out of employment. Money will grow 
fcarce, bufinefs dull, times hard, credit- 
ors preffing, debtors diftrrfTed and def- 
ponding. — Now is the heft time to pay 
debu; and the' worft time to comraft 
them. R.

We have 
forcTjome laying it before -our reader*, lest its^ttb- 
lication inight powtbly prejudice' the important 
cxpeditioa lie was engaged in : tlut it tiow being 
ascertained that the expedition has been abandon- 
ed; and that our gallant and t/wn^in^erf Coun- 
tryman, together with the Bashaw Hamet, and 
alJout ninety of their faithful followerg, have c- 
gcaped to Svracuse— "[wr say, escaped, for we are 
teld, that tiie toldtcjy which had beteh etnbcdied 
bv G«n. Eaton and the Exbashaw*, and who were 
flushed with the prcspcct of sharing tW pillage 
oT the Usurper's territory, 6« fi^dmg in tht iPeacc 
"which l*tid been co»cliided> th« frustwltifen of M 
tii«ir hopes, became outr»g«<Mi8, and iheit y€h- 
geance had like to have b«en fatal to both the 
General and the Bashaw]— we think it no longit 
necessary to withhold tt from tVte'public. At 
present we shall not make any other comment dn 
the extracts we give than merely to say, they de- 
lineate a deep and able politician, united with the 
cool, perseverirg and intrepid PtfrtizatJ, and thAt 
they will be read with great interest J C&ntinei. 

** ^iyP^^ IPrqvinceof Bcbera, vilA 
lage ofDiinaniour, Jan. fe^^ifio^. / 
•• AFTER touchitig ai Malt^,the Argui 
arrived at Alexandria, (Egvpf) on the 
26ih November, 1804. We received 
from the Britifli Refident at Cairo, and 
Conful at Alexandria, every afliflancc 
which the nature ot our affairs and their 
du»y could require and admit. At Alex- 
andria it was intitnated to me that Hamet 
Bdfhaw (the exiled Prince of Tnpoii) was 
not to be)iad wi;hout application to Elfi 
Bey, to whom he had attached hir>.feH ; 
both of whom were in uprer Egypt, flfi- 
ing with the Mameluke Beys againil the 
Ottoman government; and to whom ac» 
cefs was barre(} by the Tuikifii Army. 
Under thefe dtfccura^ing appearances and 
contrary to the advice of every body on 
the fea coaft, on the 30th November I left 
Alexandria for Grand Cairo, wMh three 
officers, Lieut, O'Bannon, Meffrs. Mann 
and Damelfon ; and a few men from the 
brig ; who, together with fon^e others, re- 
cruited on the fpot, and at Roffciia, made 
an cfcort of eighteen. This precaution 
as neceffary on account of the banks of the 
Nile being infefted by the wild Arabs of 
the Deffft, and by ftraggling ArneJut 
Dcfericrs from the Grand Seignior's 
army ; — the former fubfhft by plunder 
— the latter rob and murder indifcrim*, 
inalely every defcncelefs being whole 
appearance denotes property. Both 
move in bodies and have femiered 
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lliemWves terrible thro«gTiotit E^ypt. 
■•' Oa ihe 8ih December, 1804, vve ar- 
rived without accident at Grand Cairo. 
Here 1 loutid ilie Prime Miniftcr and one 
ot the onfi lential Governors ot Hamct 
Bdfhiv^^* who confirmed the intimation 1 
received at Akxjndria, that the BWhdw 
was aftuiflywith the Mimeluke Beys, 
a?id confidered as an encmv to the govern 
ment of this country. Ihad^lrealy dif- 
pa'ched to him fecret couriers from Aiex- 
andria and Rofetta ; and now fent oflfa 
third and fourth from the capital. Bit 1 
bid not yet h<id audience ol the Viceroy, 
anH not knowing his acceffible point, the 
difficalty I apprehended ot getting the Ba- 
Ihaw out 6t the country exceeded that of 
accefs to him ; for 1 found it impoffible to 
do it privately ; and to attemptil might 
notonly defeat our main object, but eudan- 
geroar own perfonal fafety ; — Wfieretore, 
dt my firft inteivicw, findiw]^ the Viceroy 
a man of much more fr^oknefs and liber- 
ality than cammonly fall to tbe chara6fer 
of a Turk, I unrcfervedlv opened to him 
the objeS of my vifit to his country ; and 
received the proffer of friendly offices. 
Tnis cleared a little my profped, while it 
created new embarrafTmenia ; for the in- 
terference, or even the amnefty of the 
Viceroy, in behalf of Hamet Bifhaw 
might excite the jealoufy of theMimeluke 
Beys, and have the effcti to bar his depar- 
ture. But a new difficulty befet me, 
vrhich 1 little expcfted, and lefs from the 
quarter it come. The French ConAii at 
Alexandria, (Mr. Drovitte) a Piedmon- 
tefe, had iriflouated that we were Briiijh 
^pies in American majks ; and that our 
pretext of4riendfhjp for Hatnet Ba{h<iw 
aimed at nothing but an intcrcourfe with 
ihe Mamelukes, who are fufpe£ked of be- 
iviff^ in Briiifh fubfidy ; of courfe an 
infinuatloa as injurious as it was malig- 
nant. I am yet to'ially at a lofs fo account 
for this ftrani^je rOndu6l ot Mr. Drovitte, 
as! am equally fj at the indignity oflfcred 
our fl<»g, being refuire<l by that of the 
French throUi>houi this country, tfvofe 
marks of civility never refufed to a foreign 
flag, in ordinary cafes, and which we re- 
ceived from every other nation reprcfented 
here ; except that informed of our objcft, 
and purf'uing the fame line of conduS 
with his colUague at Tripoli , he thought 
by tf)cie means to defeat that objeft. I 
found means, however, (the means that 
mave every thing in this quarter of the 
globe) to remove this difficulty ; arid fi- 
nally received the Viceroy's letter of am- 
neily and pafTport of fafe condufl to Ha- 
met Bilhaw, which was difpatched to 
h?m the 15'h, ih quadruplicates ; and by 
different conveyances." 

•* I now patiently waited the iflTue of 
the meafures thus far purfucd. Meantime 
bafied myfcli in finding out the Tripolitan 



emigranii in ^he country ; their attach- 
ment to the rival brothers ; and their tell- 
ings towards the Americans. Among 
thefe, one appeared who was only ninety 
days from Tripoli, an Amaut Turk, wiio 
had been in the fervice of JvjfTuf Baihaw 
(the reigning prince oT Tripoli] during 
the blockade cf iaf? fummer ; him I had 
under particular examination. Suppofing 
himfelf converfing wifh Englifhmen he 
was very un refer ved in his confefTions ; 
arid being decidedly in the fhiereft of the 
enemy (he was enrhufiaftic in his caufe, 
though willing to difpenfe witfviis hono/.s) 
his ft >ry deferves the moft credit. He 
faid Tripoli had loft many men in. the dif- 
ferent attacks of the Americans laft fum- 
mer ; the town was much damaged, and 
the inhabitants under fuch a flate of con- 
fternation that nobody flepl in the city, & 
that no bufinefs was done there. He con- 
firmed the account of the firefhip, Iryfer- 
nal, being blown up by captain , Somers^ 
after being boarded by tvyo row gallies. 
Slating this faft the fellow wept ! He ob- 
ferved, that this was an unfortunate war 
for the poor cruifers : — They had been led 
to believe that the Americans were all 
merchantmen ; and that they would have 
nothing to do but to go out and bring them . 
in ; but they found them devils ; from 
whom nothing was to be gained in war ; 
and therefore he had quitted the fervice of 
Juffuf Baftiaw. The Bafhaw was never- 
thelefs determined not to make peace with 
thefe iofidels until he fhall have fiumbled 
them, and made them pay for the damages 
they had done to his navy and city. H^ 
acknowledged that Hamet Bafhaw had itja- 
ny friends in Tripoli ; but faid, that Juf- 
fuf Bafhaw had taken care of him ! It is 
afccrtained, that the latter had employed 
and paid afTiflins to poifpn the former : — 
Thefe undoubtedly reported ibai they had 
executed their comnr.fTioB, and hence, we 
account for the report of Hamet BaOiaw's 
death. 

" On the 8th inft. I received from the 
Bdfhiw an anfwer to my letter fiom Cai- 
ro ; dated the e8:h of the month Rama- 
dan, correfpondjng with the third Janua- 
'■y* 1805, ftating that he fhould that day 
depait for this province, and take lodgings 
at the houie of an Arab chief ; where he 
fhould wait to meet me : But as my letters 
to him, dated after the Viceroy's amncHy, 
all advifed him to repair to the Englifh 
Howfe at Rofetia, under the guarantee of 
the Viceroy's pafTpon ; and believing he 
might pufh his march tbithcr, 1 left Cairo 
for that place, the 13th inft. and arrived in 
three days. Nothing additional appearing 
there, I -proceeded to Alexandria,the 19th, 
and on the aoth received the Bafhaw's an- 
fwer to my letter, the 23th November, . of 
the fame tenor of that received at Cairo. 
It appeared that, not confiding in the 



Viceroy's dJpofuions concerning him, or 
perhapr, not fcceivir^g his Icucr before 
leaving the Mamtluke Bey's camp, tfiC 
Bafhaw bad deicrmincd to expcfl an inter- 
view at |he place he firft naned Drar the 
lake Fiaume, on the border of the Defarf* 
about 190 miles from the fea coaft. 
Nothing can be more incredulous than a 
Turk of a Turk''s hocor ; and tor a good 
reaff)n, nothing can be more cquivocil 
than their f)lighted faith ; — it is an anirlc 
of barter and fale. Thob^^ travelling in 
the interior cf the coontry had become 
unuTually^ hazardous, on account of the 
jealoufy of the Tuikifh chiefs; of the 
reins given to licentiotiftiefs by the bar- 
barily of civil wars ; arid of the Jiiong 
grounds the wild Arabs^hold by reafon of 
all reftraini being relaxed on the part of the 
Turks, and the Mamelukes, who are too 
ferioufly occupied with each other ; I de. 
termined to attempt a paffage to Fiaume. 
Accordingly on the cEnd inft. left Alex- 
ahdria, with two cfficers from the Argus, 
Lieut. Blake, and Mr. Mann, with an ef- 
cort ot twenty three men, indifferently, 
mounted, and on the eveuinir of the 23d 
found myfelf arrefted at the Turkifli lines, 
ibetween feventy and eighty miles on our 
Tout, by the Kerchief of Dimanbour.com- 
•manding a detachmept of about 500 Otto- 
man troops on the frontier. No argu- 
ment 1 could advance could at all modify 
the feverity of his firft refolution not to 
let me pafs his lines /— rthough in every 
thing elfe he treated us with difiinSion 
and great hoipiiality. However mortify- 
ing the conccfTion, I~ cannot but applaud 
the correal military conduft of this chief ; 
for it was in itfelf a fufpicious circumi 
fiance, that a body of armed unknown 
foreigners fljonld be found fhapingacourfe 
for his enemy's rendezvous with no other 
pretext than to fearcli for a refugee Ba* 
flaw I But this fufpjcious circumftance 
was ftrengihened and aggravated by the in. 
finuatiors gone out from the French Con- 
iul, that we came into this country with 
mewsjiofhle to^the Turis^Oiir fituation 
here was fomcwhat perplexing, and vaft- 
ly unpfeafant. I do. not lecollefi ever 
having found myfelf on ground more crit- 
ical : — To the natural fufpicioo of.a Turk, 
this General added a fierce and /age 
temper ;,of courfe proud and arrogant, 1 
foon found my point of approach, I paf- 
fed high compliments on (f)e correftnefs 
of his military vigilance and conduft ; 
fdid it was what I apprehended and what I 
certainly would have done myfelf in fim- 
ilar circumflanccs : But knowing from 
charaftertbe magnanfmiiy of his foul, I 
was determined to have an interview with 
him, in full confidence tha he would aid 
a meafure fo purely humane, and fo man- 
ileftlyio iheTurkifh intcreft in Egypt In 
cafe be would not permit ipe tdpurfuc my 
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tbjefl pcrfpnally. At the fame time recur- 
ring to the example o^ the Viceroy, whofe 
letter I had (hewed him, and fignified, that 
I had it in charge to tender him a d<iuc€ur 
in teftimony of our exalted opinion of his 
■name and merit. He was moved-^faid 
my confidence (hould not be difappointed ; 
and called into his tent a chief ol the A- 
rtb tribe ; a wandering hoft who have from 
time to time been driven or emigrated 
from the kinirdom ot Tripoh', fince the 
ufurpation of JufTuf Bifhaw, to whom he 
flated ray bufinrfs, and aflced, if he could 
give any account of Hamet Bafhaw ? The 
young chief, in an cxiacy exclaimed, he 
knew every tkfng ! I requefted him t© de- 
dare himfelf ; for I bad no fecret in rela- 
tion «viththat Baihaw. His flory is anti- 
cipated in the ftatement I have given of 
the Bifhaw's a6lual pofition. He addea 
that twenty tbouiand Barbary Arabs were 
rea^y to march with him from this border 
to recover their native country and inher- 
itance ; repeated, that he knew our plan ; 
and now that he had Teen me he would 
plight his head to the Turkifh General, he 
would bring m^Hamet Baihaw in ten days. 
The Turk accordingly ilifpatched him 
with a companion on this meilage the next 
morning. 

•* I could yet perceive fome fymptoms 
of fufpiciona nd appr<fhenfion on,tbebrow 
oT my newJy acquired military fKiend. 
Wherefore, without Teeming to have any 
paMicular view other than a foHcitude to 
meet the man I fought, but really with 
a view of removing his apprehenfions, 
I propofed to him to return lo his head 
quarters, this village; fend off m.y efcort 
to Alexandria, and to wait myfelf with 
only the gentleman in company, and our 
fervants, until our Arab cbiel* fhoul<i 
reCuro from Fiaume with the Bttfhaw. 
This propofal had its defired efFe6h We 
left him, and retired to a hand feme mar- 
hee prepared for that purpofe ; took re» 
frefhments he had ordered to be in read- 
xnefs ; and the next morning returned 
with an additional efcort from his camp 
to this place ; where we found lodgings 
in Turkifli ftyle provided for us 

♦* Thus far 1 have (ketched an abftraft 
from my journal. Do you cxpeftfome- 
thing ot Egypt ? Its antiquities ? Its cu- 
riofitiv^ ? Its wonders ? You muft be dif- 
appointed. I am too much occupied 
with modern affairs to ranfack catacombs, 
or climb pyramids— rfor ihc fame reafon 1 
have not time to gratify curiofiiy ; and as 
to wonders, can only notice, what I can- 
not help being iroprcflTed with, the won- 
derjui ignorance / wonderful Jiupidity ; 
wonderful tyranny^ and wonderful 
iMretchedntJs which fo ftrongly mark the 
features of a country once the wonder of 
the world for Science, Wifdom, whole- 
fome Police and national happinefs. Here 
IS mauer for a Volume ; I can only devote 



\ f\x lines to the fubjeS. Not a man reads 
here ; ^yet none but thinks himielf divine 
taught. The Kerchief, of whom I have 
juft fpoken, in a little excurfion to gather 
contributions has cut off between fifty and 
fixty peafant's heads for no other crime 
than poverty ; and juft without the eaftern 
gate of tliis village, a gallows is now ere£l- 
ing to hang a child of twelve years, the on- 
ly Ion of a chief, af the village, Rahama- 
nia, bccaufe his father cannot pay the con- 
iribution levied on him ! ! GOD ! / thank 
thee that my children arc Americans. 

January 31, 1805. 
•• Since I began this letter circumitan- 
ccs have ac<;^umulated to render our fitua- 
lion more awkward, and, I may well fay 
ridiculous. The next day after our enter- 
ing the houfe where we quarter, a markee 
was piched upon'the terrace of an adjoin-* 
ing houfe, and a Turkifli flruard mounted 
there, under pretence o\freJh air / arm- 
ed Turks were fent into the houfe for the 
purpofe of accompanying us as a life* 
guard in our walks ; and a cenrinel was 
placed at our door in the lower court to 
prevent intrujions. Though thefe arrange- 
ments were vajlly polite I fhould have 
been very willing to have difpenfcd with 
them 2 yet, by appearing fiank and eafy 
with thcTqrkifh General, his fufpicions 
lecmed to have iubfided. I received all 
thefe marks of vigilance as marks of atten- 
tion ; thanked him lor fiis civilities ; and 
aflured h\m I fhould be careful to make 
fuitabJe mention of them to the Prefident 
my matter. By this kind ot adulation, yef- 
terday, I fo much drew him from his 
guard, that he opened his heart, and une^ 
qnivf>caliy conf^fled, that •* In theprefent 
convu[fid fldie of Egypt the Turk^ ought 
to fu/pe& every tody ; efpe daily the E^ng- 
lyh : but they had peculiar reafons for 
JufpeSing us, as % ke French Corful had 
declared us Britijhfpies /" What does 
not that favage merit Kir \\\h wanton and 
bafe manner of oxpofinfr our lives to the 
infamy of a gibbet ! ! 1 liopc to meet him 
at Alexandria. 

Alexandria Feb. 16, 1805. 
•« We arrived with the Balluw and (lite 
at the Englifh cut beiwoen Aboukir Bay, 
and the lake Meriotis, a week arro laft 
Wednefday ; — Her<* wi» had new difficul- 
ties to cncounit^r ; — Tfir French Conful 
had been hetorehand of me, in gaii^.rng t'le 
Admiral of this porf, and Governor of the 
city, and they, confequentiv, came to a 
refolution not to permit the Bjfhaw to en- 
ter the city, nor to embark at this port. 
Argument was ufelefs, for ue were too 
late in our application of it : — But we felt 
no other inconvenience than delay ; for the 
Bafhaw had before came to a refohuidn to 
march by land to Derne and Bengafi : and 
he now moved round the lake to form his 
camp at Arab's tower ^ about 30 miles weft 
of the old port of Alexandria* In the 



mean time, I ftated to the. Viceroy, the 
contempt his letter of anmefty fufFered 
from his fubaherns ip this place ; in con- 
fequence of which he addrefTed ^firman 
by a chaux^ \o the Governor, comman* 
ding immediate compliance with the in- 
tention of l)is letter. of amnefty; and imp«« 
fing a fine on him of tweniy five thoujand 
pidftres. This gives us a final triumph in 
^gvpt ; though I eonfefs, I could liave 
wifhed the Viceroy's lefcntroent^ had not 
fallen fo heavily upon the difobedient 
Governor, I did not think it prudent to 
advife the Bafhaw x% enter the city, left 
vengeance (hould retaliate on him the chaf* 
tifemeht he has brought upon his Turkifli 
brother of this place. We fliall, therefore, 
take up our line of march through the D«* 
fert of Lybia towards Derne, next Wed- 
ncfdav. 

"Our party confifts of five hundred 

men. One hundred of whom are Chrif<» 

tians recruited on the fpot and employed* 

in our fervice. We (hall make a ftand at 

Bomba, and wait the return of Capt. Hull, 

I with fupplies and reinforcements to feize 

the provinces of Derne and Bengafi ; for 

: which purpofe he fails for the rendezvous 

, the day after to-morrow,

An 
a-sault on the land side by 20,000 Spaniards and 10, 
OOD French at the same time, also mentioned. 

Av.(^. 14 — Tlie state preparations upon the enen/iy's 
coast and the positiv^ orders issued to the Heguiar 
Arm^, and Volunteers, combmed with the opinion 
of professional men. all tend to impress the idea 
that the danger of invasion is greater than at 'any 
former period. The orders given to the Volunteers, 
mre prompt and decisive. 

Aug^ist 16. 

Yesterday evening his Majesty's ship Horo, of 74 
gnns, Capt Gardiner, arrived at Portsmouth with 
cUspaches from Sir Robert Calder, stating that t he 
combined fleet had got into Ferrol. With the ships 
J^ned them at sea, and those lying in that port, 
tlicy consisted of 37 sail of the line. Sir R. Calder 
has joined Lord Comwallis off Brest. 
August 17 

Dispaches were received yesterday evening by 
Government, which state that Lord Nelson return- 
ed to Gibraltar on the 30th vXi and that he propbseJ 
cruising between the straits and cape St. Vinceat.

are ready for the like purpose. Tbeir ships consist 
of two of 80 g\ms ^on botnl one of *rhich Admiral 
De- Winter has hoisted his flag ^s commandfr in 
chief) two 74*s, and thr^e 64'8, with nearly 2C0 
transports. The number of Troops embarked is sta- 
ted to he 2500 cavalry and 14,000 infantry, added 
t*o which thfey have 5,000 qmie ready to go on

Three American ships from Baltimore and 
Charleston boun^ to Amsterdam, hare been ta- 
ken off the Texcl by the English, and Ecnt for Eng- 
land The English admh^l who cruises before theTcx- 
d hasdcclared that he has orders to send to England.

ExtraB of a Utter from Captain Chafe of 
ihejliip Huntrejs^ to his owners in New- 
buryport.dated London, Augufi 9. 
** Doubtless you will be ^luprised on opening this ; 
but not move so than I feel agratated in being com- 
pelled to address you frsm this city. Afrer an a- 
greeablc passage until the morning of the 5ih instant, 
at 4 o'clock, being then insight of the island of 
Schourn, was brcrght t« and boarded by the Eng- 
lish frigate Amethyst, capt. Spranger, who af>cr 
detrfining me 4 hours put 8 men and a prize- master 
on board, and ordered the Huntress for Yarmouth, 
where she arrived the Tth inst. from whence I pro- 
ceeded immediately to this place, where I arrived 
yesterdi-y. 

" The only pretext the captain of the frigate as- 
signed for sending me in was, that the gi*eater part 
of ihe cargo was ihe produce of an enemy*s colony, 
and that ]»urcha5ed and imported by an American in-

" I have applied to the American Consul & Minis- 
ter, who appear to be much surpri«;ed at the conduct 
ofthe British government- they further observe that 
they cannot conceive that government will ever es- 
tablish the above as a principle. They further say 
that they think that government has not given any 
particuular orders for these captures ; it is howev- 
er very nncertam what our fate will be, or how long 
before it will be determmed : there has been no trials 
on similar circumstances with ours ; what has been 
condemned, is where the importation has been in the 
same vessel in which it has been re-shipped,on which 
circumstance they lay great stress." 

[N. B. The Huntress is a new ship, and on her 
first voyage.)

A lar?e American ship, detained by the Bohetta 
sIt-*;^ of war, on suspicion of havmg French 
p»or-r»y on board, was brought into the Downs 
a; d repr rtedto Admiral Holloway, who immediately 
oidti-ed a detachment of men from his flag ship to 
t;ike charpje of her till she was inspected, with 
orfler* that none of her hatches should be uncovercid.

IT can hardly be forgotten, that in the 
year 17931 ^^^^ the calamities of pefli> 
fence rendered it neceffary to remove the 
offices ot the government out of the city 
et Philadelphia, great clamor was raifed by

ancom- U ^^^ted as to render it extremely ioconven- 
y ient to tranfa£l bufinef s wi^b them. They 
were accufed of defening their pofls ; ab- 
dicating the government ; cheating the 
public oit ol ther' juft falaries, &c. &c. 
We fhould now be glad taknow of tfiefe 
watchful guardians of the people's rightv, 
whether the duties of public cfficers have 
materially changed (ince that time : whe- 
ther their falaries have been reduced ;* or 
whether any new principle has been in- 
troduced and fan&ioned, excufing the ot- 
ficers of the adminiftration from devoting 
their tiine to th# fervice of the public. 
UnleXs fomc fucb change has taken place, 
how are we to account for the uniform ab- 
fcnce of almoft every public officer from 
the feat of government during the recefs 
of congrefs ?

which we have paid fifteen milliona of dol» 
lars ; or an alledge d order to feize and con- 
fifcaie our property contrary to tlie Jaw 
of nations ; thein^ilfgence is left to find its 
way to thofe concerned through newfpa* 
pers, extra£l.s of letters, anil uncertain ru- 
tnwnm 

Our merchants have recently been fort- 
!y enbaraffed by new,and, as has been ftip- 
pofed, illegal reftri£lions upon their com- 
merce. In fuch cafes they wifh to confult 
the government, in the firft place to know, 
officially, the real ftateoi fafis ; and in the 
fecond, to be informed whether any and 
what Rcpt^ will be taken ior their protec- 
tion. Upon enquiring where fucb appli- 
cations are to be made, they learn . that it 
is not convenient to the public officers, in

^r feen, and the method pleafed my' wi(t 
and rpinners fo well, I have )>ra8ired h 
ever fince, with {Ome alterations as to 
time. 

T^ie procefs we find to anfwerbeft, is, 
aher the feed is beaten out, bfrtfl it about 
the (ize ot common rye (hea^^s, ahd a- 
bout the laft of September, or Erft of Oc- 
tober, immerfe it in water, fiagnated is 
^preferabie to running. It ffiould not be 
more than two feet deep from the furface, 
>and the flax kept entirely under the water 
about twb weeks, but the time fhould be 
regulated by the weather, as to heat or 
cold, we then take it out and fpread it* 
thin and even, and turn it as often as occa-. 
fion may require, aher being ^read, ev- 
ery raiii, fog, dew, or froft, aflifts in fepa- 
ratiVi^ '»the heri, whitening and (oftening 
the flax, and extrafting the gum, which 
is the only caufe of flax being coarfe and 
harfh, and it is an eftablifhed tafi, with 
thafe that haVe tried, that eltlier thread or 
cloth lifja'de from flax prepared irt the above 
mafiner^ fe faft^r, and will whiten in one 
third of the time that is requifiie for that 
• from flax rotted in the common manner. 

I believe the principal reafon, that wa- 
tcr-rottiog flax, is fo little praftifed in 
I^orth America, is that thofe who have 
tried it find the fl^x hard and brittle, the 
caufe of Whi-ch, ( I imagine) is putting it 
in water, in hot weather, wften two or 
three.tf^ys will tot ft fuflicicnt for drcDGng 
but will not extraft the gum. 

A perfon of my acquaintapce from Hi- 
bernia, (who is weU acquainted with the 
procefi oi flax preparation,] informs me^ 



ihat it has been the cotiotnon p^aflice in 
Irehmd, about 20 or 50 years ^go, to let 
flax remain in the water until fufficiently 
rotten, but the people in general, finding 
it did not anfwer their fanguipe expeQa- 
tion, have fince adopted the above meth- 
od with fuccefs. 

Linen made of flax prepared as above 
direQed, with one boil, will be about the 
colour of RulTia flieetiog, which induces 
me to believe that all the hemp and fhxiii 
Ruflia, is rotted in the fame way. — And 
as I am greatly defirous for the improve- 
ment of the manufaflures of our country, 
wifli my fellow citizens to make a trial, 
which may be fafe by done by trying a fmall 
part. 

If you think the foregoing worth a 
place in your paper, it will be well to 
pnblifii it foon, as the feafon proper for 
the operation is near at hand.

E^trail of a letter from Mr. Pafcai Pa- 
ccHfefk (Jquo/QoI. William Peck J an 
officer on board the U. S. brig Argus, 
commanded by IJaac Hull, Ef^. dated 
Malta, July 4. • 

*• BY the Prefident, which fails for A- 
merica in a few days, lembrace the favor- 
able opportunity of writing you a few 
litres. You will no doubt be anxious and 
feci a little furprized at my long Cfence, 
and will, perhaps, place it to negle& qr 
want of alfcQion, but when 1 aflure you 
I have not been in a Chriftian cpuntry fo;- 
nearly eight months before, you will form 
an opinion that will be morecorrefpondent 
to the feelings of my'tcart. Time and 
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my duty will not perrou o^ ta write yoa 
at leogthy a& I could wifb ; I will, bow. 
«Ter» give you a fbort acconi of our jour- 
ncy acrofr the Lybian Defart, where we 
fuffered altnart" eveiry thit»g poflible^ but 
ia the end gained a glorious vi£lory, and 
]» a great roeafure cantributed tot&ei>riag- 
mg the Bafliaw of Tripoli to the termi of 
peace. About the middle ol No^retnber 
lire failed from Maha, bound to Egypt, 
f haying, on board, as paflengcr, William 
Katon, Ef^) in fearcli of Hamet Bafhaw, 
the Fighttul foveieign of Tripoli, to ep* 
de&vor to cRe&, a co-operaiton with him a- 
gainft his brother, the reigning Bafliaw of 
Tf ipoH*- We arrived at the port of Alex- 
»ndria on the 24th of November, and Mr. 
Elton went to Grand Cairo in fearck of 
the £x-3a(haw. After a long fcries of 
difficulties, dangers and vexations, Mr, 
Eaton arrived near Alexandria with the 
Bafhaw, and about 40 perfons in his (pit, 
about the 6th of FebMrary. Mr. S^ton re- 
Uirned'OQ board, and the Bafliaw formed 
bit camp about 11 miles from Alexandria, 
Where he was occafionally reinforced by 
the Bedouin or defart Arabs. At the 
' prefling folicitation of Mr. Eaton, and at 
the requiefl: of Captain Hull, I confented 
to accompany tl^e former acrofs the defert, 
with the iprovff# of joining the brig at 
Botnba. On the iptb ot^Feb. Mr. £. 
bur Lieut, of Marines, my fell, andfeven 
marines, left the brig and joined the ar* 
my, and the brig fail^ for Syracufe. On 
the 6tb of March we corntnenced oyr 
march with about 300 w^U mounted A« 
rabt^7oCiirtftiao« r^roired at Alexandria, 
and 105 camels, ftden with otjr provi- 
Cons ^nd baggage. Oar fii;(l day's maccH 
was i^ar 40 miles. On encamping we 
found the well, to all appearance dry, and 
there was no water within 6 hours march. 
Here commenced the firft oi our iuller- 
iBgi^— after marchings near 40 miles in a 
burning fun, buoyed up by the idea of 
finding water at the en^ of ^ur march, 
we found on encamping not the leaftfign 
of water, nor was a green tjiing to be 
teen. All hands were employed in clear* 
ingout the well, but were To thtrfty and 
fatigued they could hardly move. For 
is)^£elf, not having taken the precaution to 
procure a fmall (kin of water to carry on 
my horfe, had it not been for a fe\^ oran- 
ges I had, I Riould hardly have been able 
to move next morning. I laid myfdlf 
<2own on my bed to fleep ; but I could 
not, being for the firfl time in my life, al- 
fnoft dead with thirft. Had I pofTeffed 
Choufands, I would hav€ given them for a 
gill of water. A.boul daylight a little wa- 
ter was found, worfe, if poffible, than 
bilge water ; but to me it w^s more deli- 
cious than the moft precious cordia!« We 
(noved on the. 8th, and continued oiir 
izurcb, by irregjular fiageip until ifae zaAf 



haftioa wherever water wU to be procured, 
and frequeiuly iufieriog very much for 
the want of it ; our only provifions a 
handful of rtce and two bifcuits a,day; and 
every day perplexed and harrafTed by the 
Arabs for money, who finding us in their 
power; endeavored to extort every thing 
from us. The 2 2d, about noon, we ?n. 
camped on a fpacious barren plain, where 
there were about 5000 Bedouin Arabs^ en- 
camped, all in our interefl, 10,000 camels 
and ^0.000 ftieep fed. Here we rj^mained 
five days to refrefh our troops. The 27th 
we commenced our march with a fmall 
reinforcement confifting of 37 Arab fam- 
ilies, with aboiu 150 fighting n^n* We 
might have taken the whole ol them, had 
I we had a fufHciency of provifions. which 
were now reduced to rice only. — Water 
was growing more and more fcarce every 
day, and the Arabs becoming more troub- 
lefome. They feemed determined not to 
proeeed to Bomba qntil news ^ame of the 
arrival of our vefrels,never once fuppofing 
they would arrive, but had an idea that we 
wiihed to get pofTeflion of fome flrong 
hold in their country^ anid reduce them to 
Chriftianity. They faid it w«8 impofTible 
for a chriflian and a mulTelman to have 
the fame intereft, Our provifions were 
drawing to an end, and our Chrifthn 
foldters on the point of mutinying. Our 
profpefls were now gloomy indeed, when, 
on the lotb of Apr41, at the time when 
we had difcovered a mutiny, a courier ar* 
rived with news of our vefTels being ofF 
BomGa. In an infiant the face of things 
changed fnpm penfTve gloom to entbufiaf/ 
tie gladnefs ; the foldjers who had refufe^ 
to mount' guard returned to their duty. 
The next morning we matched on in high 
fpirits, being only three good days march 
from Bomba, although we had only provi- 
fions tor the i\ext day. The i2ih, our 
provifions being expended, we "killed a 
camel for our fubfiftence, which lafled us 
the i'3th. On the i6:h we arrived at 
Bomba, having been 3 days without a 
tnouthful of provifions, except a little for- 
rel we found now and then, and a fmall root 
we du(; out of the (and. To add to our 
difirefles, no veffel was to be feen, and 
no water to be found ; we remained that 
night without a drop. The Arabs again 
began to murmur. Early on the morning I 
of the 17th I was roufed by the joyful 
found of a fail ! a fail ! I went out of my 
tent, and enjoyed the pleafing fight of the 
Argus coming down the coafi under full 
fail. All was now rejoicing and mutual 
congratulation. About 8 the Argns dif- 
covered us, and at 10 I enjoyed thepleaf- 
ureof embracing my meffmates, and fit- 
ting down to a comfortaMe meal, which I 
had not enjoyed for near 4p days. When 
I think on our fiiuation in the Defart, 

where no other chriftian ^ver (at his -footi (

and confider what thieves the Arabs arc, 
who would (hoot a man for the buttons 
on his coat, and their irehgious prejudices, 
which would have been fufficient to war- 
rant bur deaths,. as Chfiflian$,and enemies 
to their religion, I frequently wonder how 
it is poffible for us to fucceed in reaching 
Bomba. — Certainly it was one of the nioft 
extraordinary expedition* ever fat on foot. 
We were very frequently 24 hours with- 
out water, and once 47 hours without a 
drop. Our horfes were fometimes three 
days without, and for the lad 20 days had 
nothing to eat except what they picked 
out of the fand.. The country was a mel- 
ancholy defert throughout, and for the 
fpace of 450 miles we faw neither houfe 
nor tree, nor hardly any thing green, and, 
except in one place, not a trace of a hu- 
man being.

THE EMPEROR ALEXANDER. 

THE liberality and gratitude of the peo« 
pie of England, mufi naturally prompt 
them to hear with pleafure, of any trait of 
cbara£ler which tends to exalt the general 
eftimatioo of a prince, who has long man« 
ifefted^a particular friendfhip tor this coun« 
try, and^who now fo warmly intereflshim* 
fell in favor of the opprefled dates of Eu- 
rope. Ia the Emperor of RuiTia, Bona- 
parte wUl have to contend with, a f over- 
eign wtidi^ot only materially differs from 
aH his pt^ecefibrs in that country, but 
who cannot fuffer by comparifon with any 
fovereigi to be found in Europe, not 
more dtfiinguifhed for public magnanimi- 
ty, than for private benevolence. From 
a gentleman who has recently arrived in 
this country froin Ruffia, and who is well 
acquainted with the charafier of Alexan- 
der and his (ubje£ls, we learn, that the de-t 
votioti of the people to that prince amounta 
to adegree ot almoft unparalleled enihufi-^ 
aim. Among thofe who have been hereto* 
fore accufiomed only to contemplate their 
fovereign. with a mixed feeling of wonder 
and dread, and to approach his prefence 
with a trembling awe, there now prevaij^ 
thro' the conduil of Alexander, a confi- 
dence iq his juftice, a reverence for his 
morals, and an affe&ion for his perfon* 
In their fovereign the people of Rufiia rcn 
cognize their friend ; and the firfl feeling 
of every Ruffian heart, may be faid, with- 
out exaggeration, to be gratitude towards 
their prince, as the firft fentiment to be 
heard throughout Ruflia, is. the pr$ii/e of 
his charaAer. 

This imiverfal and ardent popularityhaa 
not been obtained by any of the arts of 
the demagogue, or by that ** fludy tq 
pleafe/* which is prcfcribed by French 
politencfsi but it is the natural cfTed of 
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that courfe oJ beneficence, which fpringf ^ 
trom the heart. This excetlent prince 
i^ entirely free from that lupcxciloufncf* 
which many men, much inferior to prin- 
ces in rank, feero to think eflential to 
dignity. The bumbleA fubjefil may ad- 
dreh him without emharraffment, and 
will be heard with ihc moft patient atten- 
tion. To obuin an audience xif Wra it is 
not neceffary io cro«ch to the arrogance 
of courtiers, or to purchafe the interc^f- 
fion of fycoph^nts. He is peri^ftlv ac 
ceffible to every clafs of fukjefls. When 
9t Peter fbbrg, h^ is to be met with in va- 
rious dire£lions quite alone. He feels no 
depre to be furrounded by guards, becaufe 
confcious of infliftiDg no injury, he his 
no reafon to apprehend the eff«as of re- 
fentment, and to guards, or to any other 
appendage ol his rank, for the mere pur- 
pofe ot parade, h^ feefl[is perfeflly ind^f- 
crent. 



The ufnal walk of Alexander is on the 
hanks of the Neva, upon the leaftfrequen- 
ted parts of which he is olten feen gener- 
ally in a very contemplativej and" fome- 
times in a melancholy tnood. Id one of 
his walks lately, a boatman h9pp9ned to 
fall into the river, and after being fome 
time in the water, he was tak^ our, 
through the exertion of his companion ia 
the boat, and carried afhore. Alexander 
baftened to the fpot where the drowned 
man was landed, and affiiled his compan- 
ion in ftripping him, and ufing the cuf- 
tomary means to produce r«&>fcitfti#n. 
The poor man was recovered, ah^ Alej^- 
ander gave him a fum of money'. Upon 
bis companion bis majefiy fettled a pen- 
fion during life, as a t^wud (of bis aclive 
benevolence. 

Several anecdotes of a fimil^r natore 
have been ftated to us, by the gentleman 
we have referred to, about none pf which 
can we difcover a (ingle circumftaqce that 
would juftify the flighteft fufpicion of an 
ofientatious motive, or that would even 
warrant an opinion that Alexander had the 
lead rrafon to think his beneficence was 
ever likely to become known to the world. 

Of luch an ally England has reafon to 
be proud, and fuch an enemy France has 
equal reafon to dread. For in any war 
in which i\le;fander is Ukely to engage, he 
muft carry with him the confidence and 
good wifhes of the intelligent and the 
good of all nations, together with the ac- 
tive and tbe unaniniou^ fupport of one of 
t^e tnoft numeious and martial popula- 
tions that it has ever fallen to the lot of 
man to reign over. Ttie coincidence of 
fuch a prince as Alexander, in the views 
pf England, is one of the higheft and pioft 
honorable teftimonies that can be adduced 
}n its favor, and one of the beft oipens 
that ^an ofer of its ultimate fuccefs.

It appears from the latest accounts, that the Bnf- 
lish govemmentyin the East Indles,have ex])erieneed 
a series of ill succeu in ' their warfare against the 
numerous and powerful friciids of Holkar. particu* 
larljrinhis strong hold, of Bhurpore. T^mS^ 
peace had been offered to the Briiish ; but re/ui#4 
on any other principle, than that pf an uncondi* 
tions^l surretKler. To thi?, it is said, the RajJ^ 
who had with him in the fortress^ his family and 
treasure, had declared his determination, of Wow. 
ing np the whole place should tlicy obtain a hairing 
there. To this account, howeyer, it is added, ^tl^af 
previous to the sailing of the Packet, which brotj^ 
the latip dispatches fVoni India, a new negcciation 
was understood to have been c^ned ; that several 
communications ^lad been interchanged, a^id it was 
si^osed t^lat some kind of treaty would a^ 
length be concluded to the court of Ditectors. con- 
tain intelligence, either of the actual termination ot 
the war in Indis, or tlUt there ^as every probability 
of its being s^ee^il^ l^rpught to a cotidusion. 

Onthesubject of an immediate coalitigio betweeci 
Austria, Russia ^d EngUnd, much speculation i$ 
maie. The Utcit iattOligenoe (rom u^t con^^n^l 
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states the increasing activity of Rassia, who b as- 
sembling a large body of trobpi at Corfp for the pur- 
pose of making a descent upon Italy, under the protec- 
tion of the British fleet in that qu^ter ; and it is 
Ifkewise rcportedithat a strong "force is on its way to 
the southern fironiicrs of Poland, In order to co-op- 
crate with the troops of Austria, which are known 
to be assembling in that quarter;' tlioogh under a 
pretext of maioiVming au independent and safe 
neutraHty. The establishmeni of this formidable 
coalition, uniting all the Northern powers, except 
' Prussia and Denmark, will bring against Frafice a 
military force inffnitcly more powerful, vigorous, 
ajnd, better concerted than any of the formeFassoci- 
ations utkI^ that name. 

It is cortcctly ascertained that the Grand Seignior, 
IS augmenting and organizing his army ; and that ! 
tke most friendly intercourse exists between his gov- 
mrni^tnt and the Ministers of Russia and EiYgtaiid. 
In addition to the general and uniform opinion 
^which prevails in all pares of £uro[>e, that an alli- 
ance of almost all the Northern Powers, has been 
established against France, we are enabled to relate 
on the authority of a private letter received here 
firom a source of high resi)ectability in London, that 
" a subsidy of 3,500,00Q, in specie, was then pack- I 
iog up at the Bank, destined principally for the con* ^ 
tinent ; but to what power was not publicly known." 
Letters from Madrid, state, that the most active 
pvepatations are going on in all the ports of Spain. 
-At Cadiz four new ships of the line, one of 136 
gun^v were ready for sea. 

The Emperor Napoleon arrived at Bologne on 
on the Sd'inst. and the frllo\ving day, reviewed the 
iiiCantry which were drawn up on the beatb.and^x. 
tended from Cape, d' Asprit as far as Oape Griznez. 
The number of troops exceeded 112,000 and his ma- | 
* je&ty was on horseback from 10 in the morning ttn- 
tji 7 in the evening. 

After a short stay at Bologne, Bonaparte will pro- 
ofed to the Helvoetsluy^ and the Holder, to inspect 
the formidable preparations making at both those 
places. • 

It watf thought that'Bonaparte on his visit to Hol- 
land* contemplated to receive in that country, jhe 
same honors, he obtained In Italy. Swirzeiland' it 
was also said, would share the sa^ne htt. 

The French and Italian. troops in \ipper Italy, ire 
eftiniatedatrO.OOO. 

Intelligence \ias reached England* that the wti^le' 
of the French Coast* frt^ Mortaiic to Bologne,^ is 
lined with troops for the avowed purpose of Inv^. 
iiig England ; that the cannon, camp equipage, am-, 
munition* &c. provided for the grand expedition, is 
beyond all example ( and that the soldiera speak of 
the invasion in strains of rapture and enthusiasm. 
Sotne letters from the continent state, that the ex- 
pedition was to have taken place early in August, 
btit a squadron of men of war whidn was ex()ected 
from Rochefort, or Brest [more probably the com-* 
bined French and Spanish fleetsj had not arrived, 
bat was momently looked for. No doubts appeared 
to be enrertidned, throughout the \vhole of the arm- 
ed coast* which stretches from Brest to Texel, but 
that the invasion of England would be attempted, 
and that too immediately. ^ 

Sttch thorough a&d effectual measures of defence 
iMipyt Wen adopted in England, that the public spir- 
it, instead of fearing, appears to court the embrace 
of its invading enemy. 

The combiYied French and Spanish squadrons, af- . 
ter being joined by seven ships of the line, suppos- 
ed to be the L'Orient fleet, entered Ftrrol on the 
8th or 9th Aug. with a force of 37 sail of the Ime. ; 
Admiral Calder, with his fleet of 9 sail, having 
been forced to quit the blockade of that port, Joined 
Admiral ComwaUis, on the 11th. 

The escape of the combined fleers appears to 
have caused a great degree of dissatisfaction in 
England. The battle, though a victorious ojie^ 
teems to have been below the hopes of that nation ; 
murmurs begin to arise, and to grow louder by re- 
peating. It is in fact stated, that the court of Ad- 
miralty have judged it necessary to be made known, 
that an investigation of the conduct of admiral Cal- 
der, would take pUice^ agreeably to tke provisionary 
articlet of w»r.

The following is a short sketch of his life :-*Dc« 
vote^ from the early period of his mat hood t9 the 
honorable services o/his country whenever hersa^- 
ty and rights called her citizens to the field, "lie, 
above forty years ago, was a volunteer With many 
respectable, countrym^, in the Cherokee war, m^\ 
d^r the command of the then British goveriKn: Wil- 
liam Henry Lyttlcton. 

He afterwards went on anotlier expeditoira gainet 
those Indians, under the command of the then Col. 
Mon^gonmery who commanded on that occasion the 
British forces. 

Some years after that, he was a captain Of a flank 
cornpany of a provincial reginrvem of regulars, raised 
under the command of Col. -Thomas- Middleton, 
Lieut. Col Henry Laurtns, and Major John Moul- 
trie, (afterwards lieutenant governor of Ease-Flori- 
da) and which regiment acted in conjunction with 
the Briii&h forces in anotherex{;edition against that 
rarion : and this flank compsCnv, and a British flank 
company, with a number of Mohawk, Chickesaw, 
and Catawba Indians, foj^ming the advanced guard 
of the army. In this expedition the Cherokee na- 
tion, then very powerful, were, after a series of 
long and arduous service against them, severely 
sccurg^d,. and brought to a peace honorable to this 
countiJf^. 

At the beginning of the American Re volution, it is 
well known our General- coinmanded, as colonel, 
the brave second regiment of this staie, which on 
the 28; h of June, 1776, at Suliivan's island, im- 
morraiiz^d the honor of the Amejrican character ; 
and gained that signal victory over the British fleet, 
c<imniaMded by Sir Peter Parker, which was one of 
the hatbiiigers (^f our glorious independence. 

In \779, with a detachment of Charleston volun- 
teers, and a detachment of our Ancient Battalion of 
Charleston Artillery, at the hcadof iheseye/^ow-iTiV- 
izefu, he routed and gained a complete victory, o- 
ver at least an equal number of chasen British, light 
Toops and anillcry, in an open field fight near Beau- 
fort. 

His retreat this year„ from Petersbprgh, (where 
Gen. Liatola remained witUtbe t»t of the wmy t9 ^ 



cover the country) wiih a chosen band of continen- 
tals, to throw ibem into the garrison cf Ch&rleston 
to save it, aud whtr.i the Driiisb iitmy under Pro- 
vost was mtkirgrapkimarcbtr !o attack andsubdut 
it, and the succei>& with which ir.cy got into town in 
tinie,wrh which Geh. Provost wasdiiApp minted, and 
was obligcd^c niakc a raj>id retreat to ^tor.o,fOrrrt» 
no upintcicsting hktcry of our general's fame. 

In 1780 he w.ab second in comniard in Charleston, 
during the siege ; he had the command thf re of the 
lines, and all the forts and batteries ; and after oar 
city siarrendeted, he was one of those sent to Fhila- 
deJphia, |?y the British. 

In 17^ J, he returned to this chy with hit country- 
nienj atid was often after choten to the honorable 
station of Govenior of this state, by the gcneroifs 
sufiirages of hi3.couiur.> men. But of late, after all 
the warfare of t^is wocki, andji life devoted to his 
country's service, the infirfriries of ag^ compelled 
him to seek the more* jjeaXrcful rctVcat of domestic 
life. Finding himself also approaching that boun- 
dary which we all must pass^ and from whence no 
traveller returns, he rested in patient ho^)e of that 
repose which is to be found in the bosom of his fa- 
ther and his God. 

As^a soldier he was eminently brave— as apatri 
ot^ he was firm and sincere — aud, as a citizen, ke 
was social and benevolent.

Novels* 

J[ J^OW numerous are the voluroti 
now exiant bearing this name. Go into 
% young gentleman's, and efpecially a 
young lady's apartment, and if you fee 
any book, you may be almoft fure to fee a 
nove). Tiike up a book-feller's cstaloguff 
and how lengthy you will find this depart, 
ment, — •• Novels, Romance!, &c.'* Why 
are books oi this clafs fo much read — 
efpecially among the youth ? Is fuch 
reading profitable ? Or is it mifimproving 
the precious moments oi time, and vitia- 
ting the mind ? A(k» per (on why he reads a 
novel,he wiil tell you he reads for entertain^ 
ment. But is this general anfwer fatisfac- 
tory ? Should we not know why we ar^e 
entertained ? Are we not accountable to our 
yiAtt how we improve our time ? Sup- 
pefe I (bould fay, I take a novel to pafs 
away my hcifurc hours ; — would this be 
fatisfa3ory ? How would this confift with 
the complaint all are making of the (hort- 
nefs of time ? Have we (o much time al- 
lowed us in this (hort probationary feafon 
that we can be viewed wife to fpend it 
merely in entertaining ourfclves, when we 
know not for what end ? Is it a laudable 
objccl for an immortal accountable crea- 
ture to retire and lofc himfclf in the en- 
chanting icenes ot a romance, that the 
current of time may pafs with more im- 
perceptible rapidity. 



But fome, perhaps, will fay they may 
be ufefully entertained by fuch reading ; 
and make this as one plea, — that it will af « 
ford them a knowledge of human nature. 
It is true it will afford them a knowledge 
of the genius of the writer. — But this is 
no more than what can be learnt in the pe- 
rufal of any other book. We can, h^w- 
ever, learn one thing more concerning the 
writer of a tiovel than we can concerning 
other writers. We can judge whetiicr he 
has a good faculty to fabricate talfhoods, 
and give currency to trifling (lories. If 
we have a gooA previous knowledge of hu- 
man nature we can tell whether he manage 
his narrations io advantage : We muft re- 
meibber we are not feemg human nature 
pourtrayed from (imple fa£ls. All is de- 
pending on the difpofitton of the writer. 
But a very little, therefore, can be learnt 
refpe£ling the fimple traits of nature from 
fuch reading, compared with what maybe 
learnt from the reading of impartial bifto- 
ry, and moral religious writings. 

Will any fay, I may be ufefully enter- 
tained by reading novels on account of the 
moral inftruftion I find there ? LefTons of 
moral inftni6lion may be drawn from any 
fcene whatever, Be it ever fo evil, if the 
perfon have a fufficient portion of virtue, 
information and iirmnefs of mind to fecure 
him ag^inft the evil out of which the good 
is drawn.' Notwithftanding all the art of 
fiflitious narrators, you will rarely find 
held up by them a truly confiflent charac- 
(er. Generally the authors are thofewhofe 
minds have been difordered and their tafies 
vitiated from true morality. , They will 
rather pity the faults of the vicious than 
blame them. PoflTibly, in fome inftance, 
a juft moral obfervation may be dropped, 



but the enchanting nature of the narration 
renders it as nfeiefs as a guinea would be 
thrown into the midft of the fca. 

Is a knowledge which may be obtained 
of language fufficient to juftify ourfclyea 
in the entertainment of novels ? Every 
perfon of literary taftc will be far from u- 
fing this plea. When we confid'er the af- 
fcQed unnatural ftrain in which they are 
generally written, addrefled as they are to 
a fickiy fancf, and having reference to de^ 
graded CiibjeQf, we may certainly give 
the preference to refined (cientific or the* 
ologicai writings. * 

Since nothing can be fald in favor ot 
reading novels^you now enquire what can 
be faid direfily againft it. This can cer« 
tainly be (aid againft it. It fills the mind 
with needlefs anxiety and inquietude. 
The reader is called to a tedious review of 
the fate of heroes and heroines, the fate of 
lovers and rivals^ who never exited. E« 
ven if thefe fad difafteis were true, none 
but thofe who wi(h to pick your pockets 
can give a reafon why they (hould be nar- 
rated and -bound up in a book. As faife 
and trifling a* they are, no one reads them 
without fooking forward with peculiar 
anxiety on fuppofed charaftcrs. When 
imagination is raifed with refped to an 
undecided objcft, wiih what anxiety it 
looks forward to* the decifion. Hence, 
when one takes a novel into his hand bii 
mind is at once placed in painfol exten* 
fion ; and as he proceeds he is called to 
weep for the death of heroes who never 
lived, and mourn the fate of lovers who 
never loVed. One would naturally fup« 
pofe, that the unavoidable trials to which 
we are expofed in this life, are as many as 
. would be defirjible, without fetting up oof 
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breafis as marks far the cruel arrowi oi j imuc to triumph over reafon ? It is for 
«a;m/«.* «.^».^r.^« H jjje famecaufe that little children will be 

call

Every paffion of Tercntrocnt, envy, 
intef meddling with the perfonal Concerns 
of ofhers, and every irregular defire, 
fhiuld be vigilantly checked, irtftead of be- 
* ing aided and drawn forth. Let a vonngper- 
fon employ hirufelf in reading the caodufl 
and late of ibis lover andMnat lovefr, of 
this rival and that rival, and he it fure to 
haveKis mind cngrofTed with everjTObjefl 
that refpeQs fuch fccnes. He will natur- 
ally imagine there are many fuch things 
incident to youth, and of courfc ftands 
ready to take an aflive part* 

In fhort, it is obvious that Fuch writings 
are altogether addfcffed to the depraved 
propeofities of the human heart. Fortljis 
reafon they meet wkh fuch popular recep- 
tion. \ 

We may like wife remark, that the read- 
ing of novels has a tendency to degrade 
the mind. Inftead of afifording know^ 
lcdge^ari4 improvement on any fubjeft 
that is praClically lifeful, to cither fcx, 
both fexes are always brought foi:ward to- 
gether, and reprefcnted in lome perplex- 
jng love- fray, ^nd nothing is a more 
fatal barrier to true feBnement.'tB^ for a 
perfon to confine his thoughts and reading, 
to thofe things which gratify a vain curi- 
cfity and cherifh the propenfitiea of aoi- 
mal nature- . 

The human ihtnd is m^de capabte of 
mnch moral and intcUcftual Improve- 
ment ; and this impfi^vement is fpecially 
required of all, both by the revealed law 
of God, and by the light of nature. 
Yet, ho'.v far from the difcharge of this 
obligation are the readers of novels. A 
perfon of refined tafte may eafily difcover 1 
ia their converfation the degrading^, vitiat- j 
Jig confequenccs.— And not only tlleir 
tongues but their pens will fdvor of it, 
both in t1>«ir choice of fubjcfls and in »he 
unnatural difguflfulnef> of their ftile. If 
en intimate acquaintance yK)p do not find j 
adifpofnion to countenance vi^, you may 
be f lire to find an undei (landing fcarccly 
raifed above the grade of a child. j 

Refltfft on what Iws been fuggefled up- 
on both fides of the fuLie£l, and which 
has the greatcll weight of argument ? Ic., 
is eafy to perceive. On the one fide, all ; 
that has been faid mud de allowed i(S full . 
weight ; a-^d what has been fuggefled on 
the other fide, can be allowed no weight, ! 
only thai it proves againfl itfelf. Still, 
ihefe pernicious publications will be read. 
And fiill, people will continue Kberally to 
reward their degraded authors, for bring- 
ing out in this manner, the weakncf* of 
iheir minds and the depravity of their

[THE particulars of the unfoitunmte capture of 
the Philadelphia frtgatc by the Tripolitaas, have 
alrca'ly been before the public— Dr. Cowdery,who 
was on board the frigate, was taken into captivity 
with the rest of his countrymen ; but, from circum. 
stances which will tran^spire in this narnjitive^ he 
had the good fortune to be permitted to visit all 
parts of the town, and many curiosities in the coun- 
try—to ^pc the manners and cuGtoms of the inha- 
bitants, and to learn their characters and disposi- 
tions. He kept a regular journal from the tiaie ©f 
kls capture, to the day of his release^ in which he 
noted as minutely as circumstances would admit, 
every thing movel or remarkable. Sinpe hit re ".urn 
he has obligingly favored us with a perusal of this 
jouraal ; and has given us permission to select some 
parts of it for our paper. Edit BalS] 



ExtrASs from the Journal of Dr. Cow- 
dery^ kept during his captivity in Tri- 
poli. 

-^FTER the flag of the- Philadelphia w» struck, 
and the officers and crew were waiting the pleasure 
of their new masters, the TripoUtan chiefs cd- 
Ifcted their favorites, and, with drawn sabres, fell 
to cutting and slashing"* their own mer.^'who were 
strippitig the Americans and pluncieri«g the ship. 
They cut off the hands of some, an«l ix fs believ^ 
several were killed. After this ba-ttle amongst 
themselves was a little ever, we were ordered into 
the boats to be rArried on shore. Ore of their of- 
ficers, whom I had taken by the hand, and who 
proinWd roe his friendship, came t« me, took me 
by the arm, and toU me I inust go. I asked him 
to let my boy go with me, which he refused. I 
then tdok hold of my small trunk, which contained 
my beat clothes. He gave me to understand that I 
could not take it, but should have every thing taken 
care of. and restored to me. He took hold of my 
)>and and hurried me over the side of the ship, while 
hts other hand was employed in tifling my pockets, 
from which he took about ten dollars. I had con- 
cealed some gfld in my clothes, which he did -not 
fJTid. I then went down into one of iheir boats 
from whence 1 was to ^ pass into the next, which 
was almost full of our officers and men. I made 
all has'e to get into it, far I observed that the Turks 
in the boat where I then was, werestrij*; ing my 
messmate Dr Harwo< d, aud the carpenter, Mr. 
Godby i bu: I was soon stopped by three of ihe ruf. 
fians, WHO stood over me with drawn sabres and 
cocked pisiola, and wres'ed my"surtr»ut from urdier 
mv T^rm, Whilst they were picking its pockets, 
ft id qu.ir.eling wiih each other Tm- the booty, I 
N ii-LU»g t'-'V »he aexi boat which was waiting for me. 
la mv wa>-, I n»et a little fellow, who seized nie, 
and auempted to g^t off my coat j but I hurled 



him into the bottom of the boat, and jumped into 
the one which was waiting, amongst my fellow- 
officers, where I thought the Turks were more civil. 
They then set off for the town, compelling our men 

! to row the boat, and standing with 'drawn sabres 

' over our heads. When we had got near the shore, 
^hey ordered our men to stop rowing. Two of 
them came to me and gave me a severe blow on the 

j side of the head. They then searched "me, and 
took a case of surgeon's instruiDents from my 
pocket. They took my pocket-book, but finding it 
contained nothing but papers, they returned it.-— 
One took my silver pencil, and another the hand- 
kerchief from my neck. They then began Upon 
Mr. Knight, sailing-master, Mr. Osborne, lieuten- 
ant of marines, and all the officers in the boat, 
and plundered their pockets and took the handker- 
chiefs from their necks. They then landed us at 
the foot of the Bashaw*s palace, where we were 
received by a guard who conducted us into the pa- 

j lace befere the Bashaw. He viewed us with the 
utmost satisfaction, ar^d had us conducted into an 

\ apanment where we found the cap!;iin and several 
officers, who arrived in another boat just before us. 
Here was a table (»et -n the European stile. The 
servants appeared to be MaltescT and Neapolitan 
slaves. Here we supped, after which it was an- 

, nrunced that another boat had arrived with our of- 
ficers and men, who were before the Ba.haw.— 

I Capt. BsnnUridge requested- me to go and look for 
Dr. Harwoed, whom it was feared was killed. I' 
found him with the carpenter before the Bashaw, 
Atripped of every thing but their shirts and trowsers- 
They afterwards informed us, that they were strip- 
ped in the boat where I l.*st my surtout ; and when 
they got withru a few rods of the shore, they were 
thrown into the sea, and left eithinr to drown or ! 
swim a- shore. The Baihaw's servant gave them 
dry clothes ; and we were all again conducted be- 
fore the Bashaw, and formed into a hsflT circle. — 
He was seared on his little throne, which wis de- 
corated in the Turkish order, and made a handsome 
appearance. He is a good looking man, aged about 
thirty-five. He counted ut, viewed us with a smile, 
and appeared higWy pleased with us. We were 
then conducted by the minister of exterior relat'o^is 
and a guard, to the house formerly occupied by ihe 
American (:onsuI— a very good house, with a large 
court, and roomy enough for our convenience. We 
were seated here about nine o'clock in the evening 
Capt. Bainbrklge got permission from the Bashaw 
'o send for the Danish consul, who paid us a visit 
and offered every assistance in his power. We slept 
upon mats and blankets' spread upon the floor, 
w hich was composed of tiles 

A''n?<r»:'v'; 1. This mv-jming the Danish consul, 
Mr. Nisscn, paid us another visit. Capt. Bainbridge 
engaged bun to fumisli uj» with provisions and such 
other necessaries as we might want Our dwelling 
was furnished in a plain side, and we were supplied 
with fi:esh provisions, tMV were tolerably good.— 
We were allowed to go to the front door, and to 
walk on the te:race or tcp of the house, which 
commanded a handsome prrsptct of the harb- ur, 
'he sea, the town, t he palace and tl.e adjoining 
country. Here we could see our ship on ilie recks, 
full of Turks^ and surrcundtd by tlieir boatS; and ^ 



coastant stream of boats going to, and bringing off, 
the pluiKler of the ship. We could see these rob- 
bers running about town, with our uniform coats 
and other cloaihing on. The minister of exterior, 
relatiotis promised to be friendly, and collect as 
much of our cloathiiig and effects as he cculd, and 
return them to us. 

I<fo%.tmber 3.— The Bashaw sent for the carpen- 
ter to go en board the ship ; he went and found six 
feet watet in the he Id. The carj^enter's crew. and 
fifty men were ordered and carried on board to work 
at night. A ^e of wind and a heavy sea hove 
the ship* off the rocks» and the caqienter re.inntcd. 

November A.^An the morning lieutenants Hunt 
atKi Osborne, and myself, were at the Danish con- 
sulli observatory, on the top of his house, upon a 
plane with and adjoining oiurs, which together made 
a large and handsome walk. We wei'e looking at 
the ship with Mr. Nissen's ^lass, when our dr ger- 
man came and informed us that the Bsishaw had 
ordered us not to walk upon the terrace ai*^ more. 
We immediately returned to our house. 

November 5 —Our new masters outfit and closed 
up the passage v^hich led to the top of the hou&e ; 
and a guard was set at the front door to prevent our 
going into the street. The- ininister sent his chief 
secretary with a parole of honor, written in French, 
which wc all signed. 

November 6.--Wefi<>t!t»d that we were not aUow. 
ed to go out, notwithstanding our signing the parde 
of honor. The mfniscer of exterior relations s^fit 
us word that he had got eight of our trunks, which 
we might have for twdve hundred dollars. We 
did not take them, nor thank him for his hospital- 
ity. We purchsLsed new blankets, sent to us by the 
Danish* consul. The £nglish consul, Mr. McDon- 
ald, paid us a VHh and oHeredUs every assistance ifi 
his power. 

November 8.— The Jew-s purchased some of oin- 
doathing and offered it to us at an enormous price ; 
but wc purchased but little of it. The Bashaw 
sent for captain Bani bridge avul told him that J'>hu 
Wilson had ii. formed him that capt.^ Baiubndge, 
brfore haulmg down the colours, threw over nirie- 
teen boxes of dollars and a large bag of gold. Capt. 
B inbridge assured him it was f.-^lse, and gave hib 
\ ord and honor that th^re was no money thrown 
ever to his knowltdge j but that the money in ques- 
tion was left at M;»lta. In the evening, the Ba- 
shaw, not being satisfied, sent for the captain*t 
servant, and ordered him fl'^gged if he did not tell 
the triith concerning the money. The boy denied 
having any knowledge of it. After rcfieating tie 
threat several'times, and the boy insisting' on his not 
knowing any thing about the money, he was ac- 
quitted. Wilson had turned tiaitor, and given the 
enemy all the assistance in his power. He now acts 
as overseer of our men. 

Ni-vtmler 9. — Our captain established a credit 
with the Danish consul, who supplied us with z\e« 
cef sary provision, and with cloth for matrasses. A 
guard was posted at our door, to prevent our going 
into the street, or purchasing any books or cloathing. 

Ni^vemltr 10 — Sevetal Turks came and inform- 
ed capt. Bainbridge that the Bashaw had been told 
Ltiat capr. Uogers, who commanded the U. S. fri- 
£.:iic J'iin Adams, treated the Tripoliun priionera 
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t»k«n last swmmer, very bad; ^d that thcj feartd 
w« should suffer for it: 

Wc have plenty of ponocgranatw, dates and oran- 
ges. The Dinish cohsuI visHs us every day. 

November 13 —The minister of exterior relations 
•»<iit hisdroger-man to capt. Baiitbridge, and inform- 
ed him that if he would send an immediate order 
to comm-^dore Preble, to delivc- up the Tripoliran 
prisoners captured by capt. Rogers last sammcr, 
amounting to about eighty in number, we might re- 
niain whera we were , but if he d»d not comply, we 
shoalJ fare worse. Capt BaiiibriJge rcpHed, that 
he" could not command commodore Preh'.e, and 
therefore could not comply wiih h.s request. At 9 
in the evening, aTripoliian officer came armed with 
* A'o piitols and a sabre, and said, To-night, nothing ,• 
iomrrtyofy the coitU. We accordingly prepared 
for tlie castle. 

' Novembef U— Breakfasted early, to be ready 
for our new habitation.' At 9 A, M'. a guard came 
and ordered us to the castle. We formed agreeable 
to rank, and marched to the castle We were hud- 
dled mto a most gloomy cell, amongst our men, 
where there was hardly room for us to stand. — 
Here we spent the day without food, and \\'ere 
scoffed at by our foes until night, when, to our hap- 
py surprize, wc were conducreil back to our old 
place bf abode.' The minister of exterior relations 
"sent for Capt, Bainhridge, and affected great sur- 
prize at our going to the castle, saying that he krte w 
nothing of the m2asuce — wh.ck we aU knew to be 
fulse. He told Capt. Bainbridge that we should re- 
iiiain where we were, until he heard from his pco- 
yXk, the prisoners in the hands of the Americans.

Extract of a letter received bv x gemlcmiti in Spring* 
field, from General EATOK,.dat€d on board 
the tlnired 'States' frigate Conatdlauou, at sea, 
June 17ih, 1805. 

«* After a tedious and perplexing march 
of fifty days thro' the defarts of Lybia, I ar- 
riv-ed on the 25ih of AprU and took poll at 
the head of Haitiet Baftaw's army tn the 
rear of Derne. Our nrjovetnents In Egypt 
bad induced Jofeph Bafhaw to fend an ar- 
my lo the defence of the province, which 
was within fourteen hours march of the 
place when we arrivied. The Govcrnour 
ot Derne was alfo ordered, and determined, 
with a garrifon of TufkiOi foldiery and a- 
boul one third of the city in his iotereft to 
refift our aipproach. Comme4orc Barron 
bad fent to the coaft to aflift our operations 
the brig Argus, the fchooner Nautilus and 
the floop Hornet ; alfo two pieces of field 
ariillery^, . On the morning of (he «6th I 
feDt a flaor to the Gox'Crnor with Overtures 
of friendlnipon conditiopol noiuefiftance 
and allegiance to Hiimet BaHiaw, which he 
fentback with thi)$ laconic aiifwer "My 
head or your^ !'* The next day w,e attack- 
cd ^im by fea and land ; and after a fbarp 
ifcontia:! of two hours and a half carried the 
place by charge of bayonet* The Governor 
look refuge ia a San£l.uary and moft of his 
adherents fltd, and cither joined the ad- 
vancing army of Jofeph Bifhaw, or io(rk 
the defer t. The lew c-hriftians I had with 
me fujfcrcd fev^rely in the aflion ; near- 
ly one third of ihcm were kj}!i: il or woun- 
ded ; bccaiife niir Arab^, not having been 
accufton;ed to iliis kind of clofe dccifign, 
Heh us the buiihen d the dav, | had the 
misfortune to recei'.e a mu{ket bail thro* 
my left wri/l, juft below the jains \<phich 
I fear will deprive me oi theufeof my 
hand. I immediately began to for '*V my- 
felf by reverfing the embrafures of the 
bitterie?, finking aline of intrenrhments, 
and rai fin^ a parapet w if hone the fort. 
Hornet B^iihaw opened his divafl at the late 
Governor's palace in the city, aniihein^ 
h4bitants very univerfally arid with appa- 
rent (diisiab^ion recognized him. 

•• On the i8»h of Mjy the enemy's ar- 
ftiy advanc<fd and attacked us with all 4is 
force in hopes of recovering the place. 
But after an aflion of four hours with vat- 
rious fnccefs they gave way and retreated 
prfcipiiately to ihclr camp behind the 
■louotains. We were too weak in our 



number of Chrifltans to puifuethis fuc- 
ccfs ; 'the Bafh^ *% people feemed not to 
have lull corfidence in thcmfflves ; and 
our Sdr::ccn militia & newly acquired allies 
at Dornev'reTolvtd no longer to aft oflft-n- 
fivefy without a pecuniary corfideratioD ; 
of this we were deflitule. Each party 
iherefcfc held its pod wiih fmall fkirniilh. 
ing till the 28vh, uht'n a party of the en- 
emy of fifty or fixty foot, covered by a 
troop of cavalry, defcended the mountain, 
fell on the riftl.t (IapX of our Arab Camp 
and drove cff feverdi camels an.d cattle. 
A detachment of the Bafhaw *s people 
purfucd thefe marauderff, overtook them 
at the foot of the moiyatain, killed three 
of them and recovered the plunder. While 
this was tranfafting I maie ^ fortie with 
five officers and thirty rank and file, A- 
merica^s and Greeks, volunteers ; took a 
ravine indifcovered, and gained the fum- 
mit of the mountain before the enemy. 
We received, them on the point of the bay- 
onet. They^ made a (hort refi fiance and 
fled. We purfued within a fliort dillancc 
of the camp, killed their Captain and five 
men^ and wounded a greater number ; 
then retired in plain view of the whole ar- 
my without receiving the leafl injury. 
^ They apologife for this cowardly inaftivi- 
J ty by choofing to believe we aimed to draw 
them into an ambufcade on difad vantage^ 
ous ground. 'The next day their commap- 
der in chief offered by proclatiiation fix 
thoufahd dollars for my head ; double that 
fum for me a prifoner } and fifty^ dollars 
aheadfor my Chriftians. Tf.is little af- 
faii^ put an end to (kirmifhing. 

**On fhe i6ih inl!. the enemy hav. 
ing received reinforcements, again ttiov- 
ed dov^n and citackcdi , But after a 
well fought battle' of up^rards of four 
hour's and an half, they were put to flight 
with gre;it Ijfs b(?th in riien and horles. 
On this orctidon \^e cdlculcsicd the num- 
bers aftuaiiy in thj: fi.'ld of bath pariicjj, 
to have been . b<>ut five th'>nr<ji'.d. The 
Bafliaw dvrferves :^e mrrit of this vi&ory 
— -I had litfle to no wi.h l.i.«r arrangement 
and could not rcuder hiiu any aflfftance in 
arms, but from the fire t)| a fingle field- 
piece* The vt(rj-is h^l a better pofiiion, 
and occvft n-iTy gal!c*d the enemy, with 
their heavy metal; but the faftis, I doubl- 
ed the prppricty ol funl.er r, /fen five opera-* 
tions, having beta t Hfcidlly informed 
that a nr^ociatioa was pending between the 
UnitCvr Suites ^:id J-.^fepIi Bafhaw* 

" The next d^y the Conftellatiofi ap- 
peared and C3rr.e to anchor in the offi'ng. 
No (ooner was fhe feen by ihe enemy, iharh 
they decnmped irregulatfy; leavirg nioR 
of their heavy baggage, and took np a pre- 
cipitate retreat towards the dtkn under an 
apprehenficn that fhe brought us rein- 
forcements and fupplies. She brought 
me a letter from our ccmmiCioncr gf 
peace.

We yefterday convcrfed with Mr>Rowe, 
one of our hardy feamen lately return- 
ed fiom the Mediienaoean fetches of war- 
lore. He ueiit out in tfie Conftitution, 
with Commodore Preble ; acd returned in 
the Prcfident, bicly arrived at Wafhingion • 
He was in the attack nade by Gen. Eator, 
upon Dcrne. He ftates the particulars ot 
that aftjir, and the fubfcquent viftory over 
the Balhaw's troops, on the ptli June, as 
have before been detailed. He fays the 
General and the ExBafhaw'sdifcoverrd 
traits of genuine bravery, coolncfs and in* 
telligence. G-^neral Eaton had determined 
to put fue his march towards Ti ipoH, on the 
nth June : but on the lo b, he receivedl 
information, by the Conftellation, of 3$ 
guns, Capt. Campbell, ot the conclufioa 
of peace ; and the order to ceafc all opcr^ 
atiofis again ft Tripoli. He was on the 
quarter-derk of the Hornet, when he re- 
ceived the intelligence. — He appeared 
aftonifhed, and (Iriking his hand againft his 
thigh, exclaimed. •• My God — What fliaTl 
1 do with the poor fellows who have fo!i 
lowed my fortunes through ihe defart ?*' In 
this fituation he flood tome minutes, "un- 
confcious of the tear which trickled down 
his cheek.'* The Ex-Balhaw, and a fc%r 
Greek officers embaiked on board the 
rquadfon, which was out of fight ot land 
the next day. Gen. Eaton, he fays, was 
almoft adored by the natives, and was 
in high repute for hisenterprize^and brave- 
ry, with all the Aui^rican feamen ; ai^d 
moff >of the officers But a cooire 5 
♦libfilled between him, the Commodore 
Rodgers and Mr. Lear —At SyracuiV*^ 
Mr.Eaiori told iherr, in the hearing of our 
inlorrnaut — *' // is you/ ^urn now ; but it 
will b( mine u lun / arrive in the UuiUd 
Slates,'* The navy cocfider hitn i*s hav- 
becn ill-fuppoitcd ; and that had he only 
been allowed, tlie money he cfked (60,000* 
dollars) he wotild have added a brilliant 
page to the hiftory of the prcfcnt adminif- 
traiion. Mr. Rowe ficqucnily faw the 
Ex-Brffhaw ofter Lis arrival »i Syracufe j 
and defcribes him as an amiable, princel/ 
perfon ; of correal habits ; but of melan* 
choly cafl of mind.

ADVICE- . 

W E ought to be willing and 
roroetime^ forward to give advice to oth- 
ers relating to the affairs of life and ton- 
dofl. In fome cafes it is a folemn and in- 
violable duty to counfel a friend, whether 
he defires it or not. In travelling together 
the journey of life, we often have an op- 
portunity to fhow a perplexed pafTerfger 
the way out of bis entanglement, and to 
Aep up to hiiTi' who has loft his road and 
wants a guide, faying, •* this is the way, 
walk in it." By properly embracing fucb 
occafions, they pariicotarly, whom abili- 
ties, attention or experience' have made 
(kilftil judges of what is good and evii, 
fafe and dangeroiis, wilj be itiftrumental, 
in many inftances, of direftingthe ignor- 
ant and putting the miflaken and deluded 
right.. They will of tea do the grcateil 
ferviccto x\\^ young, whom by this meth- 
od, they will rclcue tram many a fnare and 
fave from many a pang. 

There is indeed m?ifh ground for the 
complaint that advice \% generally thrown 
away. — Thofe we would influence from 
decency peihaps -confent to hear u<, and 
then do as they plea fe : never fufpet^ing 
*• that their feelings kA'ws^ their judgment 
and that the pfTions arc then the moft to 
be diftrufted, when they appear moft rea- 
fonablc/' 

But the little efTeft of good advice is not 
^Iways owing to the rj.*frat^ory djfpofition 
of the receiver, but is oUe;n partly the 
confequence of the improper motives 
and manner of the giver. It (hould fpring 
from love and \»t guided by prudence. 
To (how authority or fupetior'wifdom,it \% 
frequently offered — at unfuitable times, 
and in a haughty and provoking manner. 
We have feen thofe who appear wilting 
that their counfol (hould not be followed, 
that they may afterwards triumph in pub- 



li(b]ng the confequences of difregarding it. 
But if there are any fmcercly defirous to be 
ufeful in this way and fvho will ufe, as 
much pains to perfuade others to ad wife* 
ly and virtuoufly as we are ready to do in 
bringing them over to fcrvt our •wn ir- 
terefls, it is certain iha much good may 
be done by judicious and friendly reproof* 
— When our opinion is diredly and fin- ' 
cerely afl^ed on a point of confequence, it 
is both unjuft and unkind to retufe it, as 
it is bafe to give it with an artful referve. 
When not afked by thofe who need it, the 
omifBon may proceed from ignorance or ' 
timidit)^: from not knowing that they 
need it and not perceiving their fault or 
their danger. In fuch a cafe wc muft not 
wait to be confulted. •* No: every by. 
(lander indeed is authorized to intermeddle 
in other men*s affairs and conduB." But 
they who know the circumitances and ptf. 
fefs weight muft be cautioned againft be. 
ffigltoo backward to this beoevoleot office, 
through fear of lofing labor or giving of. 
fence. A few words in fome inftancei 
may prevent great mifchiet ; poflibly ruin; 
and if they are ineffeQual at fiift, there 
may be much room for hope and much 
encouragement for benevolence to perfe. 
verc. Where authority is joined to car- 
ueftnefs and affe8ion. there is ground to 
expe3 muth fuccefs. By rational in* 
ftrudion and unwearied perfuafion a pa* 
rent may acquire a control over the heart 
of his child and lead it to virtue and to 
heaven. He may render his offspring a 
fervice, in coiiipari(pn with which wealth 
is a bauble. The poor man upon his dy- 
ing pillow, who has fulfilled his dut)% ii 
able to fay, «* filver and gold 1 had ndnc, 
but fuch as I had, gave I unto my chilrt, 
I have given you good counjel enforced 
by good example ; I have taught you 10 
obey the di£fates of confcience and feek 
the favor of God." This rcfleaion is a 
reviving cordjal in this extremity of na^ 
ture. May it be yours in the fame awfui • 
hour.

In 
w.^king through the town to visit my pknents, I 
foun'd ^^® moique and princpal houses lirumuiatcd, 
and ih « people rejoicing. Patsing the CDflfee-hbuse 
with our'^oger man, iy*/e, a rencgado Scotchman, 
who'wasnow the Tripi*litan Admiriil, called meui 
to drink coflj^ whh him, and was very polite. 

December lo'.— Visited the marine secretary, and 
found him In a s.^^« of great debility.'

3fci««tfry^— Found the Bashaw^s child better, at 
which he expressed great s^tisfection, and ofi^r^ \ 
me a horse and servant ta go^o his gardens, about 
two miles from jowa. I preilirred walking, and 
toak our droger-man with me. As 1 -passed out at 
the ^te of the city, I -saw a manU head sticking on 
a pole. On enquiry, I found that it was the head of 
one of the Bedouios, who, about a year before, kil- 
ted the son in law of the Bashaw, who command, 
ed the army in collecting the taxes in the back part 
•of his dominions. Abmit a qaarter of a mile Irom 
the gate, the road passed through a burying ground 
full of graves. Afier this, I canK i^ito a well cuhi- 
vated cotmtry, which was laid eUt hi tqtiares of fVom 
one to six or eight acres, each surroonded with date ^ 
trees, interspersed, with orange, fig, olive, lemon 
and other trees On coming to Admiral Ly&le's 
garden, we fnund him there, and he invited me Ih-

This .prppboi]. tboogh the bi>ok of his 
prophecy be fhorr, »nd relating to one

lU the following account of Moreau's 
fentencc we have a loretafte of what wili 
be in this country after the fuccefs ol Sny- 
der in l^.^nnfylvania, and Rartdtilph am'^. 
Nit holfon in congrefs. Let the Judges be 
dependent on a Legiflature ol many or ot 
ope, and ihey become only the inftruments 
of that legiQature. 

In one of our ja'^c Englifh papers we find 
the following, which was extrafted from a 
Pifnphlcr, written by an Englifh gentleman 
^juft efcaped Irom France. 

" Moreau's behaviour was diftinguifhed 

I by a mild and manly compofure. A gen- 

. eral, his friend, w\\i) bowed to him in the 

t lace of the court when h^ appeared with 

i the group of the accufcd in the fituation 

allotted to them (e-tch in the care of genda- 

rine or bdiiifFloMier, fitting at his fide) wa^ 

banifhelrf from Paris the next day. 

•' Borftparte*, as well as the inhabitantsot 
Paris, were wfaiy of the length of the tri 
al : and at the end o( two Weeks, he pe- 
rerrptonly ordered h to be finifhc^d. Tht 
public was in agitation ; and the people 
who generally take no*nte.eft in any public 
att, unlefs accompanied wirh a fhow and 
pioceffjon, crowded the paf^ges of the 
pal^'fe of j jfl ice, anxious tor tne fate ot 
^ Moreau. At a very late hour» on the h& 



nigbt of tbe trial, the intentions of govern- 
mem were not known ; for it could hard* 
ly be called the itcijion of a court ot 
juftice. 

• *• Wfien the moment ol fentence approa* 
ched, . Fouche, the minifter of the police; 
and Moncey, the general of Gendamerie, 
of Paris, gained admittance to Bonaparte 
ia his cioiet , anxious for bis late, or rather 
tor their own, either as entangled in hit 
train, or an inftruments of his tyrranic rule. 
Should the fentence on Moreau produce 
any public commotion, they knew that 
tbis mufi be fatal to their mafler and to bis 
fyftem. 

" The judges believing that Moreau was 
to die, fentenced him to death, and dif» 
patched frotice of their decifion to Bona« 
parte for his approbation. Fouche and 
Moncey declared to bim, that fair was loft 
if Moreau was condemnl&d to die ; as'ttie 
foldters in the barracks over which Mod« 
cey had l^ottimanJ, had fhown decided 
figns ot difcontent; and Fouche knew 
from* his wioftitude of fpies, vhai were the 
fentttnents of the people. It was a rcrioua 
a'nd trembling moment for them all.' B^- 
napartfe yielded 10 tfie opinion wbich v 
their dread ol their owti fituatioti had J^v- 
en them courage to fpeak out ; and be Tent 
and (ignif^d to the judges ^who were then 
waiting for orders) tb^ they mtifl revile 
tbcftntence. 

" Thcy^theo fuppofed that they were to 
acquit t^reau, and aecordtngly 'paffed a 
fentence of not^uilty ; anda^aindifpatcti- 
ed i meflcnger to the Thuillerie^, that 
they migtit be fiKe«ot to mifiake what 
was expected of them,but above all not to 
difpleafe the man whofe difpIeafureisTol- 
lowed by'banifhmenf and death. 

'* The minifier and the general IKIl 
waited io the clofet of Bonaparte, arid 
now again remonflrated to this efiefi :-« 
*' Your fate is fealed ; tor if this verdi6l 1^ 
lu£Fered to be made public, the (oldiers and 
the peode will bear about the acquitti^ 
general in triumph. \ 

^* A third tine the ientence was fent 
back 10 be new modelled ; and thrice did 
the judges pafs a different verdid in one ^ 
evening, on the devoted head of Moreau^ 
before they found ^ne which, tempering 
the ufurper's defign of deilroying the gen* 
eral with his tears for his own immediate 
late (4 wakened by the opinions ol his un« 
^called counfellors, on this dangerous cri- 
fis.) it was judged expedient to a6l upon« 
" Wnen the fentencc* was made pub* 
lie, the people were trappy at its compar* 
alive lenity, for few expelled that Bon^. 
pane would relax. The tear of a renew* 
al of thofe general and public fcenes 6f 
flatighter, which might have enfued had 
Moreau been brbught out to fuffer, were 
predominant in their minds ; and they 
gladlv"accepted and con^promife for tbett*

We tntst we may now congra'uhite the publrt*"on 
the fairest prospecr that has ever yet appea-cd, of 
the abridgement of that monstrous power, so formi- 
dable tq all Europe. , Tlic former confederatirs a- 
gainst France \vc:rc »!L compacted and imffifient, 
while the enthusiasm by which the French at th;^ 
period wereactuatedr was as a wall of iron. In the 
coalitionf Austria was the only continental pt)wer 
that was sincere, active and eflicieni. Ptu.sia toon 
droppt*d the confederacy, and !>ccame almost the aU 
ly of France ; the crafty Camarinc fought, indeed, 
with her manifestree, but »hc gave neither money 
nor men. Had lUul I continued the Ivonorable ca- 
reer on which he entered, when he sent Suwarrow 
into 'Italy, the power of Fra^ice might have been 
readily reduced i but that versatile mcuiarch soou re- 
linquished the virtuous design, and the recall of his 
general blasted the hopes that all good poUiicians 
had begun to entertain. 

The present confederacy is headedby two yming 
aiwi high spirited Moaarchs (ore r>f whom »be de- 
cendant and namesake of that hero, whose sin;^le

Charles. This confederacy, therefore, ct Russia, 
AMns. Sweden, auui Eiigldndi ie certainly tao&i 
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fbrmidabie, especially when we observe, that its ef- 
fort* are (directed against an obnoxious Tyranj and 
Usurper, who cannot be xegarded with sentiments 
of cbtecm, even by ktM own gybjccta, «r rather 
slaves.

It is vtty tar itom, my intention to ridi« 
cule the employnieot of teaching fchool r 
It is an employment defervinghigh refpeft. 
The capable and faithful inftruQors ot our 
children and youth defcrve peculiar rc« 
fpefi and encouragement ; for they, more 
than perfons of almoft any other profef- 
fiona, are highly ferviceable to the beft iu. 
terefts of the public. But when this em- 
ployment ts fliamefnlly degraded, through 
the ignorance or ftinginefs of the employ- 
ers ; when cheapnefs, rather than exceU 
lencc in the teacliers, is the great objeft 
fought for ; when the main quefiion is not, 
what is he f but, what is his price ?•— 
when tlie fweepings of fociety, the fcabs 
of human nature, are picked op for in- 
ftruflors, and made the guides and guard- 
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ians of ihe minds and morals of the rifing 
generation — when, in this manner, the all- 
important concerns of education arc turn- 
cd into mockery, who can withhold his 
pity for the children,^ or fupprefs his indig- 
nation towaid th«ir parents. A.

. American Captives in Tripoli, 

ExtraBs frtm the Journal of Dr. Cow^ 
dery^ kept during his captivity in Tri- 
poll. \ 

[continued.] 

March I.— We xi'Cre conducted to tbe castle. 

March 3 — Foirad our habitation very dark and 
smoky, having no light but what came througii a 
grated sky.light. 

March 3.— Not allowed to visit the fiick, and onr 
drogcr-min was forbid carrying tetters for us. 

March 4*— Capt. Bunbridge received a letter 
from the ministers, reprimanding htm on account 
of three men who floated ashore a few days after 
the burning of the frigate. The Turks pretended 
that they were murdered after they were made 
prisoners by the>Americans. 

March 6 — ^In close confinement, Hamet, our 
drogerman, was taken from us. The Bashaw sus- 
pected him of being too friendly to us. 

March 7. —The Tripolitans got the guns from the 
remains of our frigate, and mounted them on their 
batteries. In trying tliemi several of the gun^ar- 
riages broke down, and one of the guns burst and 
killed one Turk and wounded four. 

March H — The Turks seemed much alarmed, 
and placed a strong guard at our door, for what rea- 
son we knew not. 

Ma^ch 16.— The Bashaw sent word that 1 should 
have any thlrg I wanted, free of expcnce. 

March 17.-* Ordered not to send onr clothes out 
to wash. 

March 24 —I was taken out of prison to vim a 
itiamduke's wife and child. The minister of foreign 
aiTairs paid us a visit, and said many clever things 

March 26.— A truce was held between commo- 
dore Preble and the Bashaw. 

From the ^Sth March to the 13th April, I was vi- 
olently afltcied with the dysentery, daring which 
time the Bashaw expressed much anxkty, and of 
fpred me every assistance. 

Jfiril 15.— We felt the Syroc wind, whkh was 
very oppressive. 

A^ril 24.— John Morrison died, in consequence 
of a hurt he received a few days before, while at 
work under the direciicMns of'his new ma;>ters. The 
Bashaw permitted me, with two of my fellow offi- 
cers, to go to his garden, conducted by a guard of 
two Turks, armed with pistols and sabres. This 
. precaution, they pretended, was taken ^o prevent 
. the wandering Arabs and Moors from robbing us ; 
but it was probably done to prevent our escaping to 
the s<]uadron, then cruising oflT (he harbor, insight. 
,, May 7— Our boys caught a large scorpion in the 
small yard of our prison. 

May 11.— Our squadron appeared off the lov n. 
The Turks were at their quarters. The/ had 
twelve gun-boats Armed, manned, and mo©ied out 
in'tb€ harbor. 



May 16.-- Ten of onr officers took a walk to the 
gardens under escort of a guard. They returned 
with a variety of flowers and ripe apricof s. f 

May. 20 —A party of us, under escort of four 
Turks walked to the desart, about four miles from 
our prison. We ascended a large bank of sand 
where we had an extensive view of the country. 
The desarts have a singular and grand appearance 
They extend to Mount Alias, which we could see, 
at a distance of two days' journey. The sand is in 
heaps, like snow-drifts in our country. There wat. 
hot a house nor any other object to be seen — not a 
thing growing to interrupt the sight ; bat it appear- 
ed like an ocean of sand. On our returp we visiied 
several gardens, where we got oranges, lemons, ap- 
ricots and a variety of flowers. We were treated 
with the sap of the date tree, which tasted much 
like mead. 

May 29 —A party of us, under escort, as before, 
took a walk into the desart. On our return we 
dined in the Bashaw's garden, under the shade of 
orange trees. The dinner was prepaipd in the Turk- 
ish style, and we ate with wooden spoons — it was 
simple and good. We visited several gardens, anu 
were treated with as much respect as could be ex- 
pected or desired, from a foe, who held us as pris- 
' oners of war. On returning to town, we saw two 
of our brigs at anchor off the harbor, seeming to 
defy all the force of Tripoli. 

^ne 4. — We are plentifully supplied with squash- 
es and cucumbers. 

The Bashaw's eldest wife, called the queen, was 
delivered of her ninth child on the 18th of June. 
She was twenty three years of age. Her first chuc 
was bom when she was in her eleventh year. It was 
said to be common to marry at ten. 

yufie 27.— Mr. Hodge our boatswain, Mr. 
Douglass, the sail-maker, and Mr. Fontaine the 
first mas.er*s mate were taken from ihe prison and 
set to work by order ot the Bashaw. 

yufy 15 —The Bashaw, his wives and guard, re- 
moved to their country seat at his garden. The 
season very warm ani our close confinement contin- 
ed We purchased figs, watermelons, muskmelons 
and cucumbers. 

yuiy 18— I was called to visit the Bashaw's eldest 
son, the Bey of Tripoli (termed the Prince of iratc^- 
cf Tripoli; by the English Consul) at his palace, a- 
bout three miles from town. I found him \fi a lof- 
ty and airy apartment, lying on a matrass, and sur. 
rounded by his attendants. 1 prescribed for him 
and was highly emcriait»cd in the Turkish style 
Saw two old women, said to have been a former 
Bashaw's waives. 

July 19— -The Bey was well enough to return to 
Tripoli. He called at the doer of our prison, which 
was urJocked and the bolts and bars unloosed. 1 
was conducted to hinn, when he expressed g^eat sat- 
isfaction at having recovered his health, thanked 
mc for my tittendance, and premised to alleviate onr 
misfortunes, as far £ was in his power. I was 
then sent back to prison. 1 he Bashaw and Bey 
5pent a day alternately in town, on account of the 
expected attack by the Americars. 

yuly 3^1.-1 was carried, with my trunk and bed, 
to the castle, where a room was provided for me, 
and the Bashaw infoimtd me I must aitcnd the A- 
lueirica&s and his family as a physician. 



4ugu»t 3.—- Ttie American squadron, amler com* 
modore Preble, consisting of one frigate^ theConsii« 
tution, two brigs, three schooners, and seven gun- 
boats, at about 2 o'clock, P. M. commenced an at- 
tack on the batteries and gun-boats of Tripoli. 1 
stood on the top of the castle, where I had a fair 
view of the engagement. Three of the enemy's 
gun boats were captured by the An^ericans. Two 
Turks swam on shore, and were carried befone the 
Bashaw, who gave them each a suit of clothes and 
a few dollars. They said that many were killed en 
both sides. 

Aupitt 5.— The American squadron anchored off 
Tripoli, I was ordered to dress the wound of a roam- 
el uke, who had his hand shattered by the bursting 
of a blunderbass. I amputated all his fingers but 
one, with a dull knife, and dressed them in a bun- • 
gling manner^'in hopes of losing my credii as a sur- 
geon in this part of the country, for I expected to 
have my hands full of wounded Turks, in const* 
quence of the exploits of my brave countrymen. 

Augutt 9— At about 12 o'clock, the aUrmgun of 
Tripoli was fired. The Tripolitans all took their 
utaiions, and went through the Mahometan prayer, 
by kneeling and kissii^g the ground several limes^ 
W!th their faces toward the east, all with as much 
regularity as the exercise in a well-disciplined army. 
Their military manoeuvring was a scene of the ot- 
most confusion. I got permission to go on the ti^ 
of th? castle, where I had a most extensive view of 
the £ea and land, and saw the American squadron 
approaching the town. At about 1 o'clock the at- 
tack commenced, and the battle soon became vigor- 
ous, with a tremendous cannonadirg on bofh sides. 
I now beheld the melancholy catastrrphe of the ex- 
plosion of one of our ffun-boata. I saw the mangled 
bi>dies of my coun^men precipitated into the air. 
For a few moments, a general silence took place, 
when the firing recommenced with unabated vigor- 
Ijaw shells explode, and set fire to th^^town in ma- 
ny places; but the houses being principally built of 
stone, mud and mortar, the fire did but litdc dam. 
age : The shells and shot, however, battered the 
town very much, and almost destroyed some of the 
houses. The firing ceased at about 4. P. M. when 
the ship JohitAdams joined the squadron. The Ba- 
shaw has a bomb-proof room in his castle, where he 
staid during the action On hearing of the eJE|>lo- 
sion of our gun-beat, he ventured out to take a peepy 
with the precaution of having a Marabe^t or priest, 
fcal a small piece of j aper on the top of his head, 
with a Turkish or Mahometan scrawl, whh assuran- 
ces that it would entirely secure him from all dan- 
ger i but he toon returned to his cell. The Turks 
all w ear a paper of this kind, sewed up in a little vcU 
vei bag. with assurances from the Marabnat that it 
will j.rotect them in the greatest danger. The Ma- 
raAfwtgets a. sum of money for these blessings If 
a Turk gets wounded or kilkd, it is supposed ihc 
blessed paper was too old. or not placed in a proper 
manner. In the time of action, the MarahvKt* get 
upon some secure place, and cry to Mahomet in the 
most dismal yells to let them conquer their enemies • 
and beckon to the vessels to run on shore or be des- 
troyed, buch of our crew as were able, were put 
to work, and drove about like horses or mules.

" Many conjectures have been made as to the nat- 
ural caftisc of the Aurora Bortalis— Some have con- 
jectured that its cause might be vo'canoes, or burn 
kij mountains m the northern regions ; some that 
it might be caused by the reflection of the light of 
the sun from the regions of ice towards the north- 
ern pole; but m>re gener'\U/ and more jirobably, 
ihat It is effected by some mystirtous operation of 
the electric fluid— any how, the following may be 
relied upon as a fact. — ^On Sunday evening the I5th 
of Sept. lait, bstwce I, we apprehend, 7 and 8 o* 
clftck in the evening, frcxna the windows of the Rev. 
Mr Grass's house m Hartford, Vt. we noticed the 
Aurora B>realis, the bottom of it elevated but a few 
degrees ab">ve the horizon, lay in a regular line, ve*y 
bright, and not much wider than the rainbow ; a, 
bove that in several places streams shot up towards 
the zeni'h, as usual We had not viewed it long be- 
lore we olwerved that the eastern part of it had set- 
tled so low as actually to be between us and the high 
land on the north M'i of VVhie river, the height at 
the diuance from ns perhaps of ab )ut one mile and 
an half. The meteor we apprehended, must be 
nearly perpendicular to Whije river,i.nd distant per- 
haps about half of a mile. It would have gratified 
our curiosity, could some r.f u^ have been on the 
height be/ond Whie river t^ have m«le our obser- 
vations upon it, as it must have been between us. 
This we certainly coucludf'd: however, that it would 
he needless for us to ga to the north p.>le for it. 
There hvi been considerable rain the precid n^ day 
the air was warm, aijd some fog towards evening 
lay abng opon Wniie river, and the luminous ra^- 
ieor rather apj>eared to l>e intermingled in the fog 
•• Isaiah Pottbr, Thomas Ga">ss, 
and loNATios Thompson.** 

I cn-ike no pretend ins to philofophy-^ I 
have generally contented my f elf with ad- 
miring the wonders pF nature, without 
taking the tiouble to fearch for caufes oth- 
«r thin the Gheat FiRST^CAUSE. The 
Aurora Borealis, or northern ight, has 
puzzled aiici nearly turned many wiier 
beads than mine. It has fumiOied an am- 
prie field for fpecu!ation and corijeftjrt^ 
and his roS'>ed miny a philofophii^lng 
wight of his Qecp. S'.ill nothing fatistic- 
tory has been offered, and I muft confef? 
I think the above tonnivw"'*^3tion does not 
throw much ligkt on the fubjetl.

science, is gradually exciting a desire to extcrd their 
knowledge, and will doubtkss prepare the way for 
the establishment of schools among them, and will 
create an ardor for fuiure improvements.

they themfelves are fecure from fticb dire 
oppreflion oi coiruft and lavage {owes» 
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Ujowever^ when they (ball read the narra- 
tive about to be pubiiflied by mCi they wili . 
learn, orith aftonifhment that the fame dif- 
pofixipn has h^en maniiefted here towards 
me^ and that (ioiilar fcsnes have been aQ- 
«d, Ihart of depriving me of lite, as have 
be^ towards the patriots of Ireland ; and 
if the taws and fpirit of the times would 
permit, there would have been no limit, 
Aort oi deftruftion to me. 

Although I have talleri a vifVim to un- 
principled men ; yet my fate, and the ex- 
hibition ot the meafures purfued, for 4 
years pafl to accorapliffi it, will probably 
be attended with tnefiimable advantages 
to my country, by imprefRng the com- 
munity with (he indifpenfible neceflity of 
tdeqaateiyreftri6ling the powerpf the exec- 
utive, and making the public agents, of 
every defcrpition, completely dependent 
on the people. 

It will I know, be onavailing, in the 
prefent circumftances of the ftate, for me 
to controvert the ri^rht of the governor to 
remove me from office, without the ad- 
dreft of the two houfes of the legifl^iture. 
I fhall therefore fuhmit at prefem, to over- 
bearing power, which boafts of maintain, 
ing the conftitution inviolate, when refor- 
mation is contemplated, but, when felfifh 
or revengeful feelings are to be gratified, 
can mould it at pleafure.

Ar/twf 10.— Lewis Hexincr, who latdj turned 
Turk, went by .order of the Bashaw, and told capt. 
Bunbridge* the partScuUrs of the two late actions. 
The Bashaw informed me that the late commander 
©f the schooner Vi;cert, lieut. Smith, was commo- 
dore of the gun-boats In the late action, and was 
killed by a musket-shot through his head. Our men 
compUined of being drove and beat about at an un- 
fnereiful rate, in consequence of which they peti- 
tioned the fiashaw, in the fallowing terms ; 

7o bu Excellencj the Grand Bmbavf of 7npolif 
The petition of the wliole of the AttericaR prison 
«witM)st humbly thewetli. 

That j^our humble peiitionen, when doing, with 
^ their power, as they arc comm*; idcd, are most 
cruelly beaten by our wardens, stoned, insulted, and 
Spit npon by the soldiem and -others ; re<|uired to 
carry burthens impossible for tie to sustain -, and 
chased and bruised, untd we a*e or soon shall be» 
unable to Uhor at all. 

From the many acts of justice, kindness -^nd ge 
jierosity we have eitpcrichced from your cxcellcticy, 
we cannot suppose that sttch c«ndkit« is authorized 
by your commands } or that we should be punished 
^or what is out of our power to perform ; or for the 
actions pf others, which we have no, agency in, and 
which we cannot prevent. * 

Returning your excellency our sincere and hum- 
ble thanks for your bounty and privileges heretofore 
shewn, and' relying on your goodnes* forproteetion, 
^e therefbrc, most humbly pray> that your excel- 
leticy would interpose your royal authority, and 
l^nt us a speedy relief. And your petitioners, a^ 
So duty boufid, will remain your c^celiency't luo^t 
l^^ble, faithful and obedient servanu. 

On the petition being explained to ibe Bashaw by 
Hexiner, for Bartiet American, his new name} the 
Bashaw forbid the Turks striking the prisonera.

oar men, but be ttttt$^ wyitug the. MoDra and 
Anht woidd kill me if they could cfttdt me.. 

August 'i2,^^*Our squadron hoisted a fiag of tnice» 
sent in a brig and schooner, and fired a gun. The 
Bashaw did not, and swore he would not answer 
it J and said he would not treat with commodore 
Preble. A truce, however was afterwards held. — 
Consul O'Brien wished to come on shore, but was 
refused. 

Auiu4t IS -^Knbther truce was held, when the 
BashaW demanded one millicn of dollars for 
ODW ransom. One hundred and t'wenly thousand 
dollars were offered and refifsed. ' 

August Ir.— "^he Bashaw informed me that fif- 
teen Americans were found drifted ashore to the 
westward of the town, and that one of them wai 
an oflicer, with an epaulet on the right shoulder. — 
We supposed they were men who were destroyed 
by the explosion of the gun-boat, in the late engage 
ment. I asked permission to go wiih two or three 
oi our men and bury them : and the Bashaw told 
me I might go the' nesu day. Our s q u adr o n lay at 
anchor off the harbor. The mhabitants had chiefly 
moved out of the town, through fear of another 
bombardment ; and the Bashaw ate, drank and 
slept in his bomb-proof room. Several tribes of 
the back-country inhabitants had lately come in 
and offered their services to the Bashaw — in all, 
not more than one thousand men. Many of them 
had muskets wSthoot locks, bet had k sort of match 
to pot fire to them. They were almoit naked, 
half starved, and without discipline. When they 
are going to battle, or appear befare the Bashaw, 
they run to and fro, shaking their rusty muskets 
over their heads, all crying Jiofeout Buoy ? (1 am 
my father's son.) Every tribe has a priest, or what 
they call Marabemt^ whose badge is a small green 
flag, which is carried in his hand or stuck np at 
his tent. They pretend great skill in prophecy, 
in which the people put the utmost faith. They 
prophesy success in btitde ; and for a small sum of 
money, ensure any one against wounds or death in 
fighting a Christian. They often get on eminence, 
»nd beckon ar.d sing to the American vessels to run 
on shore. They prophesied that another American 
vessel was to get on the rocks, a\id che Bashaw fully 
believed it. » 

August 18— Was not permitted to bury cur dead. 
Our squadron ctood out tc» sea. • At evening the 
Bashaw went to his country seat, and the Bey came 
in to keep the throne till his father's return. They 
never both leave the castle at once. When the Ba- 
shaw leaves it, the gates are shut ui^til his return, 
for fewr of incursions upon the throi^e. J>i the even- 
ing, the moon shining very bright, the prince or 
Bty ordered out the band of music, which was very 
ordinary, and made Christians, Tiu-ks, Arabs, and 
Guinea Negroes, dance before him, according to the 
mode w their respective countiies, at w^ch he 
seemed highly diverted. 

August 17.— Between 9 and )0 o'clock in the 
evening, Mr. Church, a respectable English gen- 
tleman yf^t shot through the head in the street^ on 
his return from visiting his neighbors. 

August Si.— In the morning, between 3 o^idock 
anddayKght, tiro of our smafi vessels hove abeut

bat they sdl fell short of the mark. Sueh attemptt 
served TSfhev t6 eecoerage than to mtimniaTe the 
Tripolitans; and the Bashaw was in high spirits on 
the occasion. 

August 26.— At about 4 o'clock, p. x. the fcHow 
who murdered Mr. Church, was excctited near the 
spot where the crime was committed. It had here- 
tofore been a custom in this country, when a person 
had eomnijtted murder, to fly to the Xov^h of a 
Marabewt (or priest) where they were protected 
from justice, and a fee to a Marabetst would pro- 
ottrs them absolution. This fellow fled to a place of 
this kind h«mediately after killing^ Mr. Church — 
The English consul, Mr. Langford, on being iti. 
formed of the murder, addressed the Bashaw, and 
demanded justice. The Bashaw then found out by 
a boy, who accompanied the murderer when he com- 
miued the crime, the particulars of the affair ; and 
immediately sent a file of men and osdered them to 
prevent, any person from carr) ing food or drink te 
the murderer. They watched him until night, whea 
the Bashaw sent his Marabevtt, who coaxed him 
away, brought him to the castle, and confined him 
in hvns. The next day the Bashaw cahed his Divan, 
when it was deckled that the ])r}soner was guilty of 
wilful mnrderi and ought to suffer death. It ap* 
peared by the evklence and the confession of tto 
prisoner, that Mr- Church had kjnt a sum of mousy 
to a Spanish carpenter in this place ;»that Mr. 
Church had pressed him for paynaent; and that the 
carpenter*s wife hired the Turk to kill Mr. Church 
for foity dollars. The villain took his watch from 
his pocket after he had shot hlno. The b<^ whe 
accompanied him, and carried' a lantern, was bas- 
tinadoed widi 500 blows. The carpenter's w ife 
vas ordered to leave Tripoli. 

August 27. — Our squadron stood towards the har- 
bor. 

August 28. — About 4 o'clock in the momiog, I 
was awoke by a heavy and incessant firing of can- 
non, and the whistKng and ratthng of sl^ zX\ 
abound me. On getting up, I found that our gun- 
boats were close in, and were firing upon the town 
and batteries. Every gun in Tripoli, that coqki be 
brought to bear, was returning the fire The Trj- 
poHtan gun-boats were close under the castle £gr 
protection. The firing continued until a few min- 
utes after sun-ribO, when one of the largest gua- 
boats ventured out, with an intention of boarding 
the nearest American boat. As soon as she got 
within pistol shot, tfap Americans discharged their 
piece, K>aded with grape, and kiHcd four and woond- 
ed two of the enemy. They then put about and 
retreated. At the same time, commodore Preble 
bore down and gave the batteries at the westward hi 
the town two broadsides; The squadron then stood 
out and anchored off the havbor. The damage done 
to the town was considerable, A large vessel wsi 
sunk m the harbor and others damaged. Many men 
were killed, an«J wour.dcd. 

August 29. -^'.Vhe Bashaw sent me to his palace 
in the country, i» see his eldest son, the Bey, whom 
I bled in the foo i. He rrqiiested me to spend the 
day and dine w tih hum, which I d^'d. He endea^ 
vorcd to have th le dmner in the Christian stile. It 
was set on4 tabl « f and consiued of « kigc dish of 
boiled rice amd s lewed fowls, out of y^hich we boih 
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•ae, without knife or fork. The prince's" ce?^nt 
Btood bf him. ai)d pulled the 'fowl in small pieces 
with his ftngen, for the prince to eat, I made use 
of Ttij flngert and teeth to get mine in piecet. Our 
dessert was dates and watermelons. Our drink was 
Lighy, (or the Juice of the date tree) which we 
drank ont of a large gold cup.~ He shewed ms the 
garden, and took great pains to entertain me. 

Augiut 3^ — A truce vras hd 1. I took a rkk op- 
•n a niule, ab.'>ut eight miles t0 the westward of th* 
town, in company whh my guide Hamet, a Turkish 
officer, and several footmen. I there saw a boat, 
which had drifted on shore, with a dead man* and 
several muskets and swords in it. The man ajipcar- 
ed to have been shot through the bcdy with a can- 
non ball, which had also pierced the bottom of the 
boat. The Turkish oflicer collected aboui twenty 
Arabs, who hauled the boat upon the beach> drag- 
ged the dead man out of ir, stripped him entirely 
Ikked^ and lelt him en the beach. I tried in vain 
to hire the Arabs to bury the body • they sakl it was 
contrary to their religion to bury a Christian. I 
msked permission to get him buried by otn^ country- 
men, some of my felluw prisoners, but was refused. 
1 found that our men, who were destroyed by the 
explosion of the gun*boat on the 9th inst. lay in a 
state of putrefaction on the beach. They were 
scattered oa the shore for miles, and were torn in 
pieces by dogs. The Bashaw had frequently pronw 
i^ed me that these men should be buried s but refused 
to let me take some of our men to go and bury 
Ibem.

mem of real chrftianity confifls ! 

And when I fee people.however high in 
proiefTion, judging narrowly and by fyft- 
em about points of the firft importance — 
principles in which fome doublings and 
danger of error are naturally involved, 1 
can have but ImJill dependence on their 
«wifdom in matters more adapted to human 
decifion. 

Hence alfo, lam convinced how ne- 
ceffary it is for a man calmly to fearch for 
himfelf, deliberately to judge as he can 
and endeavor fimply to aft according to 
the cleareft pcrfuafion of his own mind.

Su- 
percargo of the brig Stork, Walter Cornell, mas- 
t«r, belonging to James D'AVolfe, Esq. of Bris- 
tol, R. I. 

«♦ We sailed from Newport the Slat of Jane, and 
in 26 days (diuring which we were constantly per- 
flext.'d with head winds and calms) we found our- 
selves in iat 36, N. and long. o7^ W. Ox\ the eve- 
ning of the twenty-sixth, being thick and squally we 
were brought to by a French privateer of 14 J^ns ; 
•ur Captain was ordered to get out his boat and 
co^e on board wiih his papers, which was immedi- 
ate ly complied with. Soon after they sent six men 
armed, who took possession of the vessel and order- 
ed u&'Ott board the privateer. Eight men, Mr« Ad- 
ams themate.and my self embarked in a small leaky 
sKiiF which the pirates sent for the purpose, for- 
biilding us to take our jolly boat, which was'^ong 
bide. We had not proceeded far from ttii vtKsel, 
before one of the men cried otR the boat is goiijg 
down ! I threw off my great coat and prepared my- 
self for swimming, but fortunately found a bucket 
Ei "id kept her free until we reached the privateer. 
They conducted us aft, and seated us on-iiriicst of 
arms and examined us one by one with a la^thorfi, 
in order to discover if any of us were Frenchmen ; 
me the wiseacres declared vohQ a fellow-coiMtryman 
of theirs {the rest were driven into the fore hv^ Id 
and had a guard set over them. Having examin- 
ed the papers, and finding I was the Hipecskrgo, they 
gwore I was the son of some English merchant to 
whom the property belonged. I was ordered down 
into the after hold, and as 1 was de iccnding, one of 
them directed a blow which met me on the face so 
forcibly- that I lay motionless for some time ar the 
bottom of the bold. When I came to myself I 
found I had lost a considerable quantity of blood, 
hut this did not distress me half so much ^ the 
gloomy prospect of .what wa4 to follow ; beh»g con- 
vinced bj their conduct that they were Pirates. I 
found the place in which I was confined, to be fill- 
ed with diflerent kinds of plunder, and by what I 
could learn with my ear at the bulk head, I was 
satisfied my captain was coming off worse than my- 
self; Thus you may well suppose, 

«* The dreadful post of observation 
** Darkened eyety hour." 
•* Then boats were employed the whole night in 
convejing plunder from our vessel. I was not permit- 
ted to seecapt.Ccmell ; the first reception he mer.was 
with the butt of a pistoI,which stunnedhim, they beat 
him, tore the hair from his head and otherwise a- 
bused him in a most inhuman and beastly manner. 
They then wrote for him to sigjn, what they termed 
a ♦»cai>hulatlon,** the burden of which was, that our 
«argo waft English property : on his refusal they 
threatened to put him to torture until he should con- 
sent, rinding the actual tortures of the body and 
Constant menace of repetition did not shake his firm- 
s^a, they «ttf mpred nis sa^emal feelings in a man- 
ner at the reeital of which himanity revohs. The 
captain^s little son was left aeleep in the cabin when 
wc came on Itdir^l the priTateer \ hjs wt no«w ukeu 



on deck and lashed to the slirouds, where ahese mer- 
ciless wretches scourged him in a manner too barba- 
rous for conception, in order to qarry their vlUaiQous 
project \PXQ effect. The father was released frTwn 
his confinement, and from the deck of the robber he 
witnessed this aflfecting sight. The cries of his son 
however soon forced him below. Here he was 
threatened with the like treatment if he did not im- 
mediately sig^ the •» capitulation,*' which I *• ^j^irsc- 
vcringly refused. 

*« After they had beaten the child as long as they 
had thought proper, he was unbound and command- 
ed to find English colours ; on declaring it ti as out of 
his power (there not being any en board the brig) 
one of them drew a sword and threatcTcd to cut ott 
his head. He immediately ran down into rhe cabui 
and finding be was pushed, he jumped o»* at orie of 
th£ windows. The privateer's men nranntd their 
I boat and took him in. He was thrown sense le.i& on* 
the deck with his bands tied behind him und thu4 
they left him. 

•* AbotK eleven o'clock the next frrenocn I was 
called up and ordered into the boat ; soon after the 
captain joined me and we werealL dinjisscd ficni 
the privateer, which immediately bore away — ve 
found all our men on board — The first object which 
demanded our attention was the captain's son, 
whom we stripped of his wet deaths and put him 
to bed. His wounds for T or 8 days were painful, 
but he has since quite recovered. 

*• Our vessel was plundered ina shameful manner. 
The pirates broke open all our chests ard trunks 
and took nearly every ariicle of cloa thing except 
what we had on They also took our spare saile, 
cordage, &c. and unrove a part of our tunning rigw 
ging. All our cabin stores, quadrants, charts, what 
money the)' could find,*my hat,l>oots, shces,wriTing 
desk, watch, pistols, and even bosom pin did not es- 
cape their rai>achy. However we considerd our- 
selves fortunate in coming off wirh or» thing, that 
they almost frightened us oat of.— I mean our lives " 

• The loss of the vessel was 600 dollars— they did 
not plunder the cargo. [JWer. yf^'i.] 

ExtraS of a Utter from capt. James 
Seward^ of the brig Catharine^ dated 
S/. Jokns^ Porto Jiico, Sept, 12. 
' •♦'Akcr dif charging the cargo I brought 
from Norfolk to Anifgoa, 1 took in my 
I rettirn, end failed from thence on the 29 h 
of July for Norfolk. On the 4»h ot Au- 
guit, in lac, 23 long. 61, was captured by 
the French -prtvaicer General Blancher, 
Jean Baptift de brux, commander, and 
fent into one of the ports on the weflward 
of this Ifland. The privateer plundered 
me oi money, ftores, provifions, and pan 
of my caigo — the veffel was immediately 
dripped ot her fails and rigging, v<rhicb 
were fent afhare, and 'nny people put on 
board another veflel and fent out of the id- 
and. As foon as I could get to this city I 
applied to the Governor, requefting his 
aififtance, but all to no cffcft. My trial, 
if 1 am to have any, mull be by the determi- 
nation of this government, at either Gua- 
daloupe.o)r Martinique ; thus under the pref. 
em circumftances this ifl^ind may become 
the afylum of pirates and robbers. No 
other pretence has been given for my cap- 
ture than, as I came from an EngJifh ifl- 
and I might have £ngli/h property on 
board. At the time of my capture my 
cabin boy was carried on board the cruiz- 
er and put in irons, threatened with fe- 
vere chaftifement unlefs he would declare 
that fpecie was depofited in fome part of 
the vefTel ; t^is dtt^npt proving fruitlefs, 



I now (in probability)tnaft be the vi£lim oi 
meafures- dilated by men without prioci- • 
pies of honor or honefly. Thus far as re- 
lates to myfelf, I OiaJl now take the liber- 
ty of relating to you. fome other particu^ 
Jars that have come under my obfervatior*. 
On my arrival at the port ot my entry, on 
the wed ward of this ifland,! foiuid as aDch£>r 
tlie brig Sufanna of Poiilaad (pravince-of 
Msrfne) the captain's name I do not recol- 
Icft; faid brig arrived the day before, a 
prize to the fame cruizer. She was Irqm 
Portland, bcurd to Jamaica, arid was ta- 
ken on her outward iiound pafTzge with a 
cargo of {iih and lumber ; faid brig was 
irfjmediately unlcadcfl and ballafled with 
land, and without more cererocny the 
captain and crew of faid brig, together 
with the mate and crew of my veffel, 
were (hipped off wi:h a very fcanty fupplyof 
provifions and left to fearch for ihe fit ft 
port they could make. On the 4th inf^. 
arrived the brig Polly,of lvcitcnj[l.l.& ofS 
the 5th the fchr. Mary Ann, capt. Anthony, 
of Bcfton, bound to the ifland of Barbadocs 
loaded with — — in the hold, and fome cat- 
tle and horfes on deck. Tfiey are prizes t^a 
SpanifliZebec, from Cadiz bound to VerM 
Criix.,Tfu; captains are ff ill on board,togeth- 
er with their crews, and may remain fo for 
^any days to come, while the captor and 
his agent are profecuting every meafuie to 
cffeS the condemnation of faid vcffels, aa 
lawful prizes. It is a painful fuuation 
when fflf defence. is denied.** -

Capt. Driggs, who arrived at this pert 
yeitedny h^n^ Bahamas, has handed fo ui 
the following flatcment for publication : 

•' On cur f Jjfldge fiom S\, Thrmas to 
Long Ifland, Bahamas, we were boarded 
on the 7th 06f . in Iat. ci 45, long. 70*37, 
by a French privateer moaming. one gtin 
and about 50 men, and our papers and log 
book fent on board the privateer. They 
then returned, took me piifoner, and put 
me in irons. The captain of the priva* 
teer, with a detachment of men came on 
boaid the Mercuiy and began to plunder. 
They tore the colours to pieces, drove tfie 
fecond mate and mylelf out of 4he cabin 
with their cuilaffes, beat the pct^ple, broke 
down part ot the bulk head, and robbed 
the veffel of money and goods to the a- 
mount of 4085 dollars. Amongflthe ar- 
ticles taken were 2 cafks of claret, 143 
gallons of rum, 3 barrels of beef, 2 do ot 
bread, 400 ropes of onions, one fmall 
boat and oars, 3 boxes of rai(ins» 1 box of 
candles, 2 mufkets, 7 cafes of gin, 2 bar- 
rels of fugar, 400 wi. of ccfTee, a bag of 
half joes wcith 2440 dollars, ^o dollars in 
filver, 2 doz pair of (lockings, 1^0 wt. 
of rigging and fpunyarn, 16 pots of jelly, 
a live hog, 2 doz. of fowls, 2 qoadrama, 
all our fail needles, fieelyards, pump leath- 
er, crockery ware, pitch pot and pitdi. 
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th^ (pcakrbg uUropet, the cook's gridiron, 
ladle 9nd kettle. They took alfo my own 
cloathing to the value of 82 dollars, how 
the raaie his cbaihing and other aiticle.^ 
worth 122 dollars, and robbed the crew ol 
cloithing, &c. totheamo'jnt ot about 100, 
TtTCy carried ofF every thing that was vdl- 
ttable ; and fuch things ds they thotighi 
nor worth the trouble of carrying off, ihey 
took the Brnge pleafu:eol throwing over- 
board.. We expelled they would have 
robbed us ol our beft bower cable ; they 
feemed much to de (ire it ; bot it was ben i 
and their boat was too much crowded, and

LONDON, September, 21. 
It is Hated in an evening paper, that as 
foori as a junftion fliall liave taken place 
between the Ruflian and Auftrian armies, 
ia.manifetto will be publifhed 00 the. part 
' of the Aimed Neutrality, as the alliance 
between the two imperial courts is denom- 
inated. The following are given as the 
conditions upon which Auftria and Ruflia 
will confent and procure the con lent ot 
England, to a general pacification : 

♦• France is to evacuate all Italy, Pied- 
mont, Switzerland, and Holland, into 
which, as well as Germany, no French 
troops are upon any pretext to penetrate. 
The oflFenfive anddefenfive treaty between 
France and Spain, of 1796, is to be dif- 
folved, and the latter kingdom as well as 
Portugal, is to have its independence re. 
ftored. The left bank ot the Rhine and 
the Alps and Pyrenees, are to be the boun- 
daries oi the French Empire, which can- 
not, in the future, be pafled in time of 
peace without being confidered by the 
Armed Neutrality as a declaration of war. 
The powers forming the armed, and the 
future league ot pacification, are, befides 
Ruffia ano Auftria, toconfiftof England, 
Turkey, Denmark, Sw^eden, Saxony, Na- 
ples, Sardinia, Lombardy, Etruria, Spain 
and Portugal. Piedmont is to be refiored 
to the king of Sardinia ; Lombardy, with 
Parma and Piacenza, are to be ere^ed in- 
to an independent kingdom, in favor of the 
eldefl branch of the Bourbon family. Up- 
on thefe conditions all the confederate 
piinces are to acknowledge Bonaparte as 
Emperor of the French, and England is to. 
reffore Malta to the Order ; Ruflia wiU 
evacuate the feven iflands, and„ as well as 
the other flates, refpeQ the independence 
and guarantee the integrity of the Turk- 
ifh empire. 

Bonaparte abfolutely refufes to Bavaria, 
VV^eriembcrgb, and HefTe Darnftadt, the 
permiflion ro remain neutral. He infiils 
that they fhall be treated by France as en- 
emies, if they refufe to j;)in him. He has 
already put all their arms, artillery, am- 
munition, and other flores for war, under 
requifition. 

' The expedition which failed lately from 
Cork corrfiftmg of three (hips of the line 
befides frigates, 19 or 20 Indiamen, and 
feveral tranfports, amounting to 70 fail, 
having .onboard 7 or 8000 troops, under 
the^ooif^mand of General B-tird, deflined 
againft the Cape of Good Hope ; and as 
loon as pofTeflion h obtained of this place, 
the expedition will proceed againfi the 
lile of France.

Letters from Vienna, of the 18th ult, 
unanimoufly agree, that the preparations 
there are even greater than at any period 
of the former war, and that the number 
of velomeers to join the main army al- 
dioft exceeds belief. 

, The French here are all in motion ; 
fome ll^ink they intend to evacuate the 
country ; but others, with more likeli- 
hood, fuppofe their objeft is to keep the 
court v^ Denmark in check.

OUR COURTS OF JUSTICE. 
ONE of the great objeas of attack^ a- 
mong the genuine republicansoi our coun- 
try, is the courts of* juftice.

the crifis to which fuch meafures are haf- 
tening us, feparate themfelves from a par- 
ty whole fuccefs mad inevitably produce 
it.

insulted the speaker so grossly, whilst addressing 
him in the chair, that the speaker bounced out of his 
seat, saying, he Imew no rule or law by which he 
was bsund to sit there and hear himself aUused ; & 
j taking up his hat, left the house. The whole as- 
sembly was thrown into co!ifasioii— some followed 
} the speaker — others aiarnled at the dreadful caias- 
j irophe— A few of the more consideraie, feeling for 
tjie dignity, of tlie sute. vented their rage against 
,pooi Montgomery, and eagerly siezed upon this op- 
portunity to bring upon him the odium and execra- 
tion of the more prudent members of the house. 
Had the thing been properly cond\]«ud, it would 
have eventually operated greatly in favor of the 
court ; but the demo's outwitted us. The speaker, 
who it is said, and I believe it, had written a chal- 
ienge to Montgomery, took his ^eat again, having 
previously been waited on by a messenger appointed 
by the house. An explanation taking place, Mont- 
gomery proceeded with Wis speech, and in the 
course of it. with a manly tone and suitable gestures, ' 
broKe out into an eloqt^ent reprimand upon the citi- 
zens of Annapolis. He took occasion to introduce 
into his debate a letter (an anonymous one) which 
he had received a few hours before, warning him of 
his danger — that he was to be waylaid by three stout 
fellowi, whose mtention it was to maim him in such 
a manner, as to prevent his attending the house the 
day the question should be taken upon the general 
aourt bill. When this letter v/as read, the h3use was 
in arms ! Montgomery seemed truly alarmed at his 
siiuation. 1 forgot to tcU you that the debate be- 
fore the house was a leading question to thedestruc- 
tion of the Court. It u'as, whether ihtf speaker «houd 
have a vote upon the great question of the court ? 
The speaker was in favor of the court, and the 
house being exactly divided, 40 and 40, of course 
the court was 1 isr, unless the speaker had a vote. 
Fhe question was lost, owing to mismanagement, 
£pr it se^ms there was a majority in favor of it. The 
sj^eaker ha$ consequently resigned. None of the 
members will serve as speaker, unless they have 
the privilege of voting — God grant this may be the 
i^lse. Every thing will then be sale for the next 
year."

J^^r t while the commodore bore down and gave the 
birtteriti at ^ west end of the town, several broad* 
tides. Many of his shotcame-intothe town and 
^tie. Two bomb^ ketches- were employed in h^av- 
iqg shells into the town, which did considerable 
damage to several houses^ and entirely destroyed 
rhe house of thelSpanish carpemer, the Bashaw*& 
tKLval constructor. I observed the utnxost confusion 
and random firing among the Tri{ioUtati8. It ap- 
peared they were almost out of powder. Two of 
tl^eir guns bursted, one of which was aa eighteen 
ppunder of the late Philadelphia. frigate. The men 
-women and children ran o«t of the town in the ut* 
most terrcr and distraction. 

September 3. — Had been to see the prince in tfcc 
country, and was returning about 10 o'clock in the 
evening, vriih the Bashaw anc^suic, when we taw 
A most extraordinary light or. flash and heard a 
heavy report. We all wheeled^ about, and made 
lor the place we had left ; bat the Bashaw soon al- 
tered hk tnind^ and proceeded to town, while I went 
to the country palace and staid al^ night. The ex- 
pktsiorf was a fire-ship, sent into the harbor by 
commodore Preble, which did but little damage. 

September 5.— The Turks found ten dead men 
n^ir the place, where the vessel blew up on the eve- 
ning 6f the 3d inst. The Bashaw aitd his people 
held a thanksgiving to Mahomet on the occasion. 
T-ftcir ceremony was prayer in a doleful tone, and 
singing, accompanied wiib the sound of an instru- 
ment made by drawing a skin over a hoop. 

September 6. — More men were feund, three of 
which appeared to be officers. By permission, 1 
took eur boatswain and a gang of eur men, and bu- 
ried these bodies 2i little east of the wall of the town. 
All that I saw, who appeared to have been kitted 
in the explosion, amounted to fourteen. Tl^e Ba- 
shaw's son ^n law told me that six more had been 
found drifted on the western «Uore ■, bat I couki net 
ascertain the truth of it. 

September 7.— John M'Donah died of » coRSim^ 
tion with which he had long been ill. 

September 9— The Bashaw took me with him and 
his suiie to his cotintry-seat, where we spem mvst 
&t the day. About 5 o'clock, P. M. we went to 
see the great Marabevt i^or Mahometan priest) in 
i^hom the Bashaw bad great faith, at.d thought he 
c6tUd fbreteU^ events. It was said by the Turks 
that hHEbretold the stranding and capture o(4he Phi- 
lsft)clphia ; and that he got oSended witttthe Bashaw 
4ftd caused and furctoU het being burnt But i hafi 



heavd nothing of these mysteries until a liitle prevl- 
ODS to this. He now said;^ tbx^t the commodore's 
sliip, the ConBtitutk>n, would never return to Amer- 
ica«-^hat she would either be blown tip ornin on 
shove : and that the Bashaw would- have success in 
his warfaie with Amerka. It appeared that this 
great prophet was a lojoumer ; and that he only 
came t<^ Tripoli when ihe Bashaw was in want of 
a prophet. He wasxncamped on the sandy desart; 
at a tomb of an ancient Marabevft, The tomb had 
a hooee ov^rit, with sevesal rooms, and was encir- 
cled with several green trees. It was about two 
miles back of the gardens. We found this great 
Marabevst sian^ng on a large mat, which was 
spread on the sand undir the shade of a large mul- 
berry-tree. About thirty of his atundants stood 
back of huv,. paraded in form of a crescent. I was 
ordered to puU eft* my hat ; and we aU approached 
him from the west, the Bashaw, with some of his 
most ^usty attendants in front. When we came 
near him we all dismoumed. The Bashaw ran to 
him— kneeled before him— and kissed his band. 
The Mamelukes followed the example. The Mar- 
abevtt then sat down, and was followed by the Bashaw 
asid his suite, forming a circle on the mat. During 
this time, 1 stood by my mule, about live rods from 
the scene, with my hat in my hand I was soon 
called and ordered by the Bashaw to take 9^ my 
shoes- and feel the Marabe^^t'e pulse> I left my 
shoes at the t)t^^ of the mat, or holy ground, and 
stepped on. 1 Is^ui my hat on the edge of the, mat 
in preiereiice to laying it on the sand ; but it wa^ 
immediately taken off. I was then ordered to ap-^ 
[)roach his holiness and kiss h;s hand. I felt his 
pulse ; but before I had time to prescribe for hi|% 
he put hia hand against me, and gave me to undev- 
siiusdthat I must go off the holy ground. .1 .imme- 
diately stepped otf^put on iny shoes, took my hat^ 
and went to my mule. The Bashaw called m^ 
back, at.d asked what I would do for the Marabevt. 
I recommended bleeding j but the Marabt*at shook 
his head and gave me to understand that he want^ 
nothing of the kc4p (the Dog ) 1 was then told to 
whhdraw, which I did, and took a walk round the 
tomb, which I found to be verv anclem. The Ba- 
shaw sjicnt about hslf an hour with rhe Maraiietot 
when be kissed his band ; and we all leturned to ihe^ 
country palace. The Bashaw apolcgized^for the 
impoliteness of the Maraicv>tf2i\A said thai the^ had 
a foolish antipathy to ail but Mahometans. ^ 

October 22.— N( ne cf our cruizors were to be seen 
from tite top of ihc castle. The Tripolitan gun- 
boats v/ere disarmed, and the Bashaw's gunners 
were cmplo)ed in drawing the charges from the can- 
non on the battery. Many of the guns now stood in 
,the sand, as they did when commodore Proble iirst 
attacked the town. On being fired two or three 
times, they recoiled into the sand %o deep that they 
could not be worked, and were abandoned. The 
Bashaw told me, that if he bad three frigates, he 
would blockade America; He said he could do it 
*as easily as. a frigate atid schooner Ao'uid bkckade 
Tripoli'. 

October «6.-— A great scarcity of graitv Our crew 
had no bread ior three days. The Bashaw gave or- 
ders to all the market people^ not to seU grain to any 
body but hb household. There was no bread to be 
had for xxtcney. A diipaie took placc^ l^etween the > 



■Bashaw and th^renegado Lyslf^ ab^nt.the purchas* 
ing of some, barley. Lyslewas eonsklerably itjtov* 
icated,,and instated op his rieht to purchase grain i|^ 
the marker. The Bashaw was highly afironted,^ 
and flew at him with all his niight, suuck hiip^ 
and ordered hi.; Manielukes to disarm him and y>\t 
him in prison, which ihey strove to obey, and carri- 
ed him off. The Bashaw, however, soon ordered 
him ivleased 5 and thea ordered his servant who was 
supposed to be the cause of the quanel, basthiadotd 
with five hundred blows, whkh was immcdiatel/ 
put in execution. 

lioxtmber 9 —The Bashaw had an epileptic fit ; 
and his people thctight he was |>ossessed with ihc 
devil. They^ performed many ceremonies to case 
him out, which they said succeeded. The Turks 
said ihey saw manygliosts the night bcfc re > ar.d 
that a Marabevtt drove the devd cut of the Baihaw. 

December 6.— Our men suffer for the want of pro- 
visions. The Bashaw does not allow ihcm cither 
victuals or caih. They get but a small allowance of 
bread*, and that on the credit cf their own countty. 
They are beat unmercifully and compelled to work 
hard every day. 

December 7.— I was informed, that» through the 
influence of many Turks, the Bashaw had given oiw 
ders to^ Sarx2y> our master, to treat the Americaa 
prisoners-with the utmost severity, m order to in>> 
duce the United States the sooner to make peace. 
He was impatienv for his money. 

December 10— Our men all agreed not to work 
unless they were fed j and accordingly whe« tl>e 
wardcans went to the prison and ordered them citt^ 
they all refused. 1 he wardeans whipped them mi- 
til they were tired, and then went away to inform 
the Bajihaw what had happened. The Bashaw im- 
mediately oidered them bit ad and oil, audthey went 
to work. 

Dtcrmber 21.— At evening* the Bey, eldest son ip 
the Bashaw, was married to his first cousin, eldest 
daughter to the Bashaw who was driven out ofTris^ 
poll by the present Bashaw. The bride was said t» 
be very handsome, and but twelve years old. 

Our boatswain, carpenter, sad -maker, and first 
master*s mate, who had the liberty of the town for 
a few months, were put in close confinement with 
our other ofEcers, on suspicion of attempting to raise 
lYkt crew to ial<e the town. 

December 25.^— The Bashaw's son in law, Selim, 
who had charge of the stores, was detected in sel- 
ling a quantity of cordage to a Tunisian merchant. 
The Bashaw ordered him five hundred bastinudccs ; 
but Selftn fied to a Marabe^t for protection, ar^ e^ 
scaped punishment. 

^Wory 24. —Rer.egado Wilson, who pretended 
to be a great engineer, was ordered by the Bashaw 
to fire Ikot shot at a mark, but succeeded indifferent** 
ly. The Bashaw, however, was highly pleased 
gave Wilst.n eight dollars, and promised to rewaid 
him in proportion to his exertions in bis future war- 
fare. Wilson engaged to teach the Turks how to 
throw bcmb$, hct shot, and/hand grenades ; and ta 
alter and 'mprove the fortifications, kc. 

January 25.— The Bashaw sent me to visit the 
wile of Alia Mameluke. She was once a wile oir 
concubine to the Bashaw, who gave her as a wife «a 
his favorite, blie was sister to a wife^of the£mperor of 
MoT^cco — about eighteen > and very hatidseme. Bfti^ 
was in diild-b<dtr«vT|tl, attoidfd by a antftbcr cf 
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Ji1t()«l^wm9f%: Sh» ifM^iOiTftrffdv <d» tti ion, her

Jxtrnmrj^ 28.'-<-The fiafthaw. was informed by Wil^ 
ion, the rcncgado, that our crew were alt armed, 
and about to rl'-e upon the town, Search »was made, 
i^d the report fouful io be fa^se^ But thf Bashaw 
wasmuch intimidated, and an additiona) guard was 
placed over us.

FOREIGN. ' 

It was rejKMTted in London, on the ISth Septcm- 
Ijer,, that Austria had actually puUishtd a npianifesto, 
stating the grounds on which she finds herself neces- 
sitated to appeal to arnis, as the only means left to 
her tor mahuaining her iast rights; and tlie integri- 
ty of ber dominions, endangered and threatened by 
Oie lawless iisurpatiofis of the head of the French 
Government. 

Prdm d Loittlon paper of September IS. 
The note transmitted by Bonaparte to the Empe- 
ror of Gennany, concerning the military prepara- 
tions in Austria, 1*5 reported to have been conceived 
in terms so amicable and resi^ectful as to excite con- 
siderable surprise. There js, howeven nothing sur- 
prising in this line of fonduct. The ^ol^ject of the 
pretended attempt at a pacific negociation, is merely 
to p'!t the adversary in the wrong ; for neither par- 
ty can have thekast hope of being able to accom- 
modate their diifererces. 

On the 22d ult. there was a grand conference. of 
the state of Vienna, at which the emperor presided 
in ))er»on. Ir lasted from 4 o«clock in the afternoon, 
till very late at niglii. Tljc following is a statement 
6f.the force of the Austrian armies, with their re- 
si)ective situations : In Stina, 30 battalions of in- 
fantry and ^ squadrons of cavalry; In Carinthia, 
30 battalions of infUntry, and 30 squadrons of cav- 
alry t In Ita.y, 50 battalions ofinfantryand twore- 
ginnents of cavalry ; at Veiiice, 115 battalions o( 
infantry ; in the Tyrol, 60 battalions of infantry, a 
corps of Tyrolean sharp shooters, and one regiment 
of cavalry i near Wells, 60 battalion* of infantry 
and seven regimenu of cavalry; near Mintemdorff, 
16 battalions of infantry and 5 rtgimenis of caval- 
The RussiJio army, at the date of the last official 
return, amounted to 508,230 men, exclusive of the 
invalids. The whole of the French army at present 
amouhts to 593,598 men, exclusive of the Gens 
d'armes, the Natnnal Guards, and the newly organ- 
ired aumies of the kingdom of Italy. 

There will be in the next cona{>aign, the unexam- 
pled circumstance of three Emperors at the head of 
their armies. Bonaparte of course. But Francis 
II. heads his troops, it is said, on the German side, 
the Emperor Alexander will follow his troops to the 
aid of his brother of Austria. Thujs eagle meets 
eagle in a conflict, than which the world never wit- 
nessed a more important^ nor on the result of which 
greater evils depended. 

Ffotn French paptrs of September 18. 
Every thing apfwars to foretell ^ war between 
Austria and this country. The Austrians comman- 
ded by the Emperor in j)er8on. whjhas under his 
Ciiilert. the Archdukes Charles and John, as likewise 
General Mack, have cstabHshcd thetr camp at Ins- 
pruck, in Tyrol. Tliis camp is composed c^at least 
t30,000 men. The Czar of Russia, who appears 
lo have hostile intentions against France, as his am- 
bassador Count Novosjiltzotf, who was on his way 
as was satd to commence an amicabfe negociation, 
on hearing that the Hepnblics of Genoa, Lifcque and 
Italy, had solicited* to be tiijder the imniedjate dom- 
ination of the French goverhment, immediately i-e- 
turned to St. Petersburgh : We read in several Ger- 
man Gazettes that the Caar has positively given ov- 
ders for a body of troops of 50 900 men to march 
through Swedish Pomerania, which he has bought 
from the king of Sweden who it is reported is also 
in the league.

THE Court of Vienna does not hesiute to com- 
ply wi;h the demand made to it on the patt of the 
emjfceror of the Fr^ch, to explahi itself categorical- 
ly upon its intentiorts and the motives of its arma- 
ments. 

It has no other intention bit to maintain peace 
and Its friendly intercourse with France as well ai 
the general repose of the continent ; no otlrer desiie 
but to see the intention of the emperor JIapolcon 
correi^pond with his own. 

But the maintenance of peace between the two 
powers does not consist merely in not attacking 
tach other. It consists not essentially in the accoift. 
plishment of treaties upon which peace has beenes^ 
tabiished. The power who trangrebses them in the 
essential points, and refuses to do justice to repre- 
sentations is as much the aggressor as if it shotild 
attack the other unjustly. 

1 he peace between Austria and France rests up- 
on the treaty of Luneville, one of whose conditions 
stipulates and guarantees the independence of the 
republics of Italy, as well as the Helvetic andBata- 
yid/i republics, and ensures there the liberty of choos- 
ing fcr themselves thetf own government. 'Every 
enter^rize to compel them to adopt a government, a 
constitution, or a master, otherwise than their free 
choice, and othtrwise ihan in preaerving a rcaJpo. 
litical independence, is an infraction of thei)eaceof 
Luheville.and Austriahas the right to complain aiad* 
sue for redress. I - ■ 

The wish to maintain mutual friendship^ to calm 
suspicions, and preserve public reix>8e from greater 
dangers, will, in the midst-of critical and delicate 
circumstances, induce the claiming party to adopt 
mild measures, tc use great moderation in the pros- 
ecution of its grievances, and to postpone the dis- 
cussion thereof to subsequent negcciaiions, but re- 
gards of friendship can never make it a duty inhfan 
to mnoonce the siipulations of treaties •, and the 
power who> after having broken them, declines ex- 
plaining itself, refuses to negociaie, and substitutes 
iricnacetoconcihatirn, wouiids as much the laws of 
friendship as the sacred rights of peace. 

As to the maintenance of public repose, it re- 
quires that^ each state confine itself witiun its limits, 
and respect the rights of the independence of other 
states whether weak or strong That repose is dis- 
turbed when a power attributes to itself rights of 
occujiation, protection or iiflucnce that are avowed 
neither by the laws of nations norireaties ; when it 
sp* aks of the rights of victory afiei the peace that 
has extingnislied ir ; when it employs force and fear 
to dictate laws to its neighbours, to oblige them to 
assimilate their constitutions to its own, or to force 
out from them alliances, concessions, acts of sub- 
ntission and of incorporation ; when it pretends that 
its dignity is ofT* nded by just representations, whilst 
it!i own journals attack successively all monarchs; 
when in short, it erects itself sc^ arbiter of the fate 
and common inferests of nations, and that it will 
debar other powers from all participarion hi the 
maintenance of the tranquility and general equilibrir 
um, some because they are too far off, others be- 
c^se an arm of the Sea separates them from the 
Comin^n, oppoaingto thcci4im8of the powers it4 
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fk^arest'to the.^n^r, -vague answer^^ tending 
ticoops'oa tbe>r fnmtiec^ »nd menaces of mixture if 
Jhey.pm t'aemsclwes ih a 3ta*c of defence.

That monftreh, who occupies with 
glory a. distinguished station in the Senate of the 
powers of Europe whose equilibrium and general 
welfare are the consiant object of his cares^ testified 
in the subjoined answer which has just trans- 
mitted tohis majesty, a desire similar to his own for 
the concUi'sion of ari equitable and moder^fre arrange- 
ment. He is equally convinced of the necessity of 
an eventual armament, and thinks himself f^bliged, 
by the same repugnance al'cdged, to pi:ove the right 
& consequence of his intervemion to bring forward 
a park of his troop** in order to insufC to that in- 
tervention all the weight and efficacy worthy of so 
^reat a power. 

To com pie' e the proof of /he rectitude of the in- 
tentionii of the two imperial courts of Austria and 
Russil, it is here soleitiidy dclared, in the nam^ of 
boih. 

That ihcy are ready to neg^ciate with the court of 
France for the maimenancie of the peace of the con- 
tirent, on terms the most moderate, and coMpatiljle 
with the general repose and security.

He who has (be moft' votes is not 
always a gre^t man. Great affairs will 
^riog popularity to a ted, that merepop«> 
ularity, without merit or talents, cae.not 
(land. He whb, though at the bead of a 
great ^ (fate, lorefees nothifig that is obvi* 
ous, ^nd- provides for nothing that is ur^ 
gent, but when adverfity comes, is taken 
by furprile and is as much difconcerted as 
the loweft ot Ihe rabble, furely h^ is def- 
tined to lofe his reputation though he may 
hold bis place. 



Thefe remarks are To applicable to the 
momentons dircuflions that are, er ought 
to be, fubfifting with great Britain, that 
every reader mufl have anticipated otu* ap- 
plication of them. The very principles 
at prefent in operation were ten years ago, 
and perhaps to a flill greater extent, affer- 
ted. When the war was xeacwed in the 
fpringof 1803, our adminiflration did not 
merely conjeflurc— they certainlv Anew

veteracy. To take tfie revenue ejt thir 
north to extend the territory of th^ (outlij 
to exchange opinions of dollars for u^l* 
lions of acres, promifed a brilliant popu-|] 
larity and a durabfe power to all cdneern. 
ed in the glorious negociation. Hence it 
was that our newfpapers exhibittd the 
wlumfical firife of the different claimants 
of the ToletHT^hief honor ol this great di- 
plomatic atchievment. Who has forgot- 
ten the long puffing letters from Paine. As 
the feveral competitors have already out- 
lived the immortal honor ot the work, 
they will no doubt defift Irora the further 
profecution of their clafms. Happy 
would it be if fuch puerile vanity were 
now only ridiculous. But the lever ot the 
Louiiiaoa puicbafe inftantly and com« 
pleteJy vitiated (he judgment and temper 
of our rulejcs. They had been open rail. 
er$ againft the government ol France for 
their alledged apofiacy from the rational 
fuccefsful plan ol democracy, and "Tor 
efi¥bliming an* avowed tyranny under 
the nane of a con^ful&ip. No loooer 
however was the wax of the Loutfiana 
treaty touched by our minifter, than ih^ 
Bonapurtijfn of our admittifiration was 
the miracutcus confequenc'e. Without 
France, Spain would not ratify the ceflton, 
(fill {efs would Spain execute it. The 
Uiuted States were ih^reforc fuilors at the 
bar of the great nation for many monthsj. 
All we lud to do, all we could jpoflfibly 



think of, was to importune France to im- 
pcNTtune Spain 10 yield— -of eonrfe we did 
not lorefee commeicial difficulties with 
Great* Britain-— we did not try to prevent 
them. Nay more, our admiiuftration did 
not d^re to prevent them by m amicabie 
adjulment with Great-j^ritain. Any 
■terms of explajiatio^ or comprotnife with 
t)>at hated and dreadful power would have 
^>f3ciade the Conf'ul infiantly deal to our 
prayers, which it feems, are al! the airo& 
we ev^r thmk of employing, wbtn wj. 
fuffer wrongs that we f(7ff/7i7/ endure, and 
inlulis ilut experience iKews we can. 
Therefore we make the appeal to not«ri-» 
ousfaAs. 

Notorious as they are, their formidable 
confequences have but lately extorted tLe 
public attention. They ai^ weekly an. 
nounced by the condemnations \tx the 
BritiQi Courts of Admiralty. Mercantile 
bankruptcy is one confcquetice that can* 
not be delayed, and indeliable national dif- 
grace is another that will not be evaded.— 
The Aibflantial benefits^of comn>ercc have 
been hazarded, prot>alHy loif , by grafptog 
eagerly at the fiiadow of Loui fiana. 

Every body knows that Great- Britain, 
with all her magnanimity, did not contein* 
plate the renewal of the war whhout anx- 
iety. By peace, (he had lofi her allies 
and her conquefis, and (he faw her enemy 
4ggrmidtxed by his recent bloodkfs acquis 
fitions preparing, to fet his fpot on prof* 
Lrate Europe, already half conquered by 
its tears. This was the moment tor a 
wife and faithful American cabinet to have 
propofed, at leafl a temporary adjaHment 
of the points fo long in difpute. between 
the two countries. It is fcarcely poi&ble 
that we (hould not have iound her for- 
ward to adjuH them. Each party bad ttie 
flrongeil inducements and plainefl advan- , 
tages in the renewal of tome kind of aim- 
ty by a treaty, ii its fiipulations bad been 
reflrified by. the duration of the prefect 
war^ In that cafe a great degree of mu- 
tual pliancy might have been expefied. 
' That ciifts has paffed away, and our 
wife nnendid not difcem its value, or had 
reafon^ for defprfing the concerns of com- 
merce when they feemed to come to coot- 
petition withthofeof Louifiana. 

The c^fe has fince greatly ahered. 
Great -Britain, no longer tingle luinded, im 
on the eve of beholding herfcif once more 
at fhe headei a powerful confederacy, 
whofe d^c;lared objeA it is to feduce the 
power of Bonaparte* Oor property to a 
v^fi amount is all eady condemned by ber 
courts. T6 refund is hard. She bad 
chofen tier ndetefures, and to re(ra£l is har- 
der, becaofc it touches pride. 

All this progrefs wkff begun and is con- 
fummated under the eyes ot our government 
which* though it may have eyes, fees not, 
nor has the heart to feel lor thediflreffes of 
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commerce. Mr. Munroe was tcoi to l 
London to r^lace Mr. King. We aflc, f 
had Mr. King any inftraQions to adjoft 
thefe points of contraverfy bctorc he re- 
ceived his letters of recal ? Had Mr. 
Manroany fuch ? On the comrafy^wastt 
|iac the boait, and rs it not yet the ftraog- 
\y fiJIy boat of the Jeffedoii gazettes, t^t 
tke infamous Britifh treaty had expired ? 
. Is there a man who knows Mr. Munroe, 
who will dare to fay he is a fit and capaUe 
perfon (or a minifter to reprefeai our 
commercial rights and interefts at this 
court.— 'Is he not confeflTedly and totally 
incapable? B^fiies, is he not defpifed by 
every true hearted Englifhman as a fyco- 
phant and toad-e^ter of Bonaparte-^His 
betters, while minifter in France, have 
too well eftiblifbed his title to univcrfai 
coniempt to admit of a poflibility ot his 
having ^ny perfonat influence in London. 
Talleyrand, whofe heart is not more*Freneh 
than Munroe's, would have as much, if 
fcnt there. — Benedifl Arnold ought to be 
as well received here. Would Mr. Jeffer- 
foQ tiketofee Col. Tarltonmtnifterinftead 
of Mr. Merry ? Our government certain- . 
ly took a winning way to be hated when 
they fent Mr. Munros to England. Surely 
(riendfhip was not fought, when common 
decency and common prudence were dii- 
regarded. 

But though fent to that court, has h€ 
not been kept running to and tro» fome< 
times in Lbadoo, andlometimes in Francd- 
and to any court where the ever dear Lou- 
ifiana might demand his cares. To fuper-' 
intend 'the great interefts of the United 
'States on the high feas, we believe for 
months together, nobody was left in 
England but a petty fopling of a confui. 

Is it firange, theui that thefe great in- 
terefts, after being lo long neglefied, 
ibould be fo much embarrafled. Are we 
to wonder that men who are confcious 
that mere popularity without talents has 
made them great, have flinnned fo lorg 
and with (uch foreboding care, the occa* 
(ion that will make them appear to alJ the 
world, to friends as well as to fv/es, as 
dark and narrow in comprehenfion as they 
are poor in fpirit* The national difgrace 
they cannot help partaking ; pity it is, they 
will not take it all. But the ruinot com-» 
merce will not coft their hearts a figh — it is 
nothinfif to them, though the burden may 
cru(h New. England, they will not touch 
it with one ot their fingers. '

« Three or four eights ago the schooner Gate, 
commanded by Cadet Frete« passed the port, with- 
out, as is customary an4 requived, having stopped 
to present a mani^t or list of her cargo, and here, 
as she otigUt to have done, paid the duties thereon. 
Col.Maxeat regrets that such attempts should be 
made in opposition to the laws of his government, 
and requests that you will, as commandant and col- 
lector at Fort Stoddert forwarded him by the first 
occasion a copy of the cleanM>ce or cargo of the 
siud schooner, that this government may on her re* 
turn, make a legal demand of the duties on her ca)r- 
g6. Hemoreoverbegs infutordi that you will de- 
sire all patrd^ns of vesseis to stop at this port and 
present their clearance £rbm Fort Stoddert, in order 
to prevent any unnecessary delay and trouble." 
AtfSiVER. 

In reply to your Communication, I deem it my du< 
ty to inform you» that the sch'r Cato, is owned. and 
navigated by citixens of the United States, as ap4 
pears from the enrollment and licence 'vvhkh were 
granted by the collector, of Kew-Orleans for carry- 
ing on the coatsing trade ; and that on the 23d ult. 
the said sch'r cleared out at this ofEce for the port of 
Bayou St. John's laden with cotton, the growth and 
.product of this country, together with a few beaver 
skins ; d)€ had therefore an indefeasible rjght to 
prdceed without touching at any intermediate port, 
,, it is my earnest desire at all times t6 preserve the 
Igood correspondence and harmony which has hith- 
!^ertor snbsisted between th$ citizens of this place and 
#ur Spanish neighbors'; and I shall most cheerful* 
ty use every proper means in my power to prevent 
uifrirfgements of any law of Spam which comes 
within my kiiowledge ; but being well assured that 
no law can exist which contravenes the stipulations 
^d provisions contained in the treaty between the 
tJaited States and Spain, and being well convinced 
that the exactions ot duties as practised xNa-odir 
commerce passing the city o£ Mcnyile, is not sane* 
tioned by the tetter of that treaty, and is direcdy 
opposed to the spirit and reasonable construction 
thereof : I must therefore doubt the existence of a 
taw authorising such impositions, and trust they will 
hot be practised in future. 

Under these impressions t cannot consent to for- 
ward the papers which you request ; nor can I by a- 
ny means comply with the latter clause of your let. 
ter ; b^au c ihe iaw& of tlie United States hold her 
citizens strictly accountable for their actions; and I 
am in like manner held accoutttable for min* ; they 
tike mys^f deem it nocfhme fur United States ves- 
sels, regularly licensed for Carrying on the coasting 
trade, to sail freely from one of our own ports, to a- . 
nother without suflfering any ilTegal detention, or 
Imposition whatever. Bvery proper measure has 
been adopted by our government to secure to her 
citizens the enjoyment of free and uninterrupted 
"commerce^ so far as her own laws can extend ; and 
treaties hare been entered into with our ncighboursi 
which secure, and extend as far as we can expect ot 
wish those precious privileges. Is it because a few • 
of our timid traders have failed to' embrace these 
privilegea, and have submitttd to being stripped pS 
almost one eight of their cargoes^ wjien passing 
Mobile from one of our own ports to another, thlt 
you now call on me to aid you in this initjnitous 
practice ? Or is it because this. practice has for some* 
time prevailed, in contravention of existing treaties, 
that it is now to be adopted, aiod ^t- solemn stipu- 
lations contain<ed in.lhosc treatiee disregarded \ ix\^\ 
presumed not. i - . 



Oitf government possessing in a most extent ive 
degree the a^tioiv and confidence of her citizens, 
her laws and treaties are obser\cd, by'iht-ra with the 
highest respect and veneration.

March 19.— It was reported and genially believ- 
ed that the Americans had been to Alexandria in 
Eg}'pt, where they bad got the Ex-Bashaw and four 
thousand Egyptians and carried them to Syracuse, 
where they were to he landed to act in concert with 
the Americans against Tripoli. I perceived many 
private councils and long faces amongst the Turks. 

March 21,— A frigate and brig appeared off the 
harbor. The Bashaw told me that he suspected 
commodore Barron was dead, as he had not heard 
from him for a long time* Not long before, he had 
told me, that he had hea.rd of the death of his broth- 
er, the Ex-Bashaw. He seemed highly pleased at 
such sews. Several cf the sons and dearest friends 
of his chieft in the country, were brought into the 
castle, as hostages for their fidelity to the pre^eut 
Bashaw. S)mptoins of dissatisfaction appeared a- 
mongst the people. 

March^. — Two negroes were hung at the gate, 
of the city for robbery. 

IrThe Bashaw's son-in-law^ who had been sent into 
the country f collect troops to protect Tripoli, re-v 
turned without having met with any success. The 
people refused to fight for the Bashaw, because he 
had made unusual demands for money, and bad e- 
ven stripped their wives of their jewels. For sev- 
eral days, it had beMi reported that ten thousand 
troops were to muster on <he beach near the town ; 
a)id that his highness was to make a speech to en- 
courage them to fight fbr him against the AfrfWH-^ 
cans and his brother. I j>repared myself to see 
those troops ; but to my disappointment nor one 'of 
ihem appeared 

Aprii 7. — One of our cruisers appeared. A-large 
gun-boat was launched, which was built by renega^ 
do West, who was one of our crew and turned 
Turk. . ' 

jf/r// 12.— The iBashaw received an unfavorable 
letter from his agent at Malta, concerning the arm- 
ament of the Americans. The Spanish consul pre- 
sented the Bashaw three htindred stand of arms and 
a number of pistols, attd, it is said, advised him to 
keep up the war and fierce the Americans to pay hFs 
demand. It was concluded that the Bashaw's wo- 
. men and children should stay at the-*^astle, during 
the summer. They said that if they must be taken, 
ihey would rather fall into the handtoft he Ameri- 
cans than the Arabs. 

April 13—16 —The Bashaw declared, that if the 
An^ericans droye him to extrenies or attacked his 
town, he would put every American prisoner to 
death.

After expend- 
ing about five hundred dollars in the experiment, 
Griffiths this day attempted a blast in his fumaoe ; 
but with all the wood and coal that the Bashaw could 
furnish, he could not melt the iron, and the furnace 
cracked in several places. It afterwards appeared 
that GriiBths had no intention to cast any shot.

He agreed to attend the Bashaw, to 
keep the balls and shells from hurting him. He re- 
. ccives large sums of money from the Ba&haw^ 
I May 14. — 1 received a note from Capt. Bain- 
bridge, stating the inconvenience which the off cers 
labored under by being in close confinement, anAj 
breathing unwholsome air. I spoke to the Bashaw 
' on the subject, and humbly solicited that our officers 
might be removed to the American house. The Ba- 
shaw replied, that the war between him and tnj 
country at first was about money ; but now it was 
whether him or his brother should be the Bashaiw i 
and that the Americans had bound themselves to his 
brother jin such a manner that at was not in their 
power to make peace with him ; but that his broth* 
er and the Americans were determined to take Tri« 
poll and take off his h^ad. He swore by the proph- 
et cf Mecca, that if the Am^icans brought his 
brother against him, he would bum to death all the 
American prisoners except me ; that my life should 
be s|}ared, because I saved the life of his child, when 
very sick. He went off in a great passion, and 
mounted his horse. His mamelukes and guard, to 
the number of about lorty, atl ended him j and they 
took a ride to his country palace. They returned a- 
bout sun-set, and the minister of exterior relations 
aiid the Bashaw were in private conference. 

May 19.— A spy employed by the Bashaw, arriv- 
ed from Malta and Syracuse. He brought news that 
the American squadron .sailed for Alexandria in E- 
gypt about twenty days before-^hat it consisted of 
4 frigates, 3 brigs, 3 tchooners, 24 gutt-boats, 6 
bcmb-ketches, and several transports — that they 
were to take on board the former or Ex-Bashaw^ and 
to proceed along the coast of Tripoli, and uke the 
principal towns; and then to attack and take the 
town of Tripoli, and put it in possession of liie Ex- 
Bashaw. The Babhaw and his p^ple seemed muck 
agitated at this news. 

May 21. — The Cahhaw with his attcndSmts rode 
into the country. According to custom he took with 
him on a mule, two boxes, said to contain twenty 
thousand sequins (forty thousand dollars.) But I did 
not believe they contained that sum. .They were 
light. 1 had Lfted them both i and they were al- 
ways carried to and froni the mule by one slave. 
Another mule was loaded with packages of the Ba- 
shaw's cloaihing. The Bashaw always went thus 
provided, through fear that he might be served as he 
served his brother theXx-Bashaw, who was deiued 
a return to the castle when the present Bashaw u- 
surped the throne.— During the absence of the 
Bashaw, his eldest son, t^e Bey, had his amuse- 
ment He ordered two carpets spread on the sooth 
corner of the castle. On one of the carpets, the bey 
and his attendants seated themselveS| with a band of 
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fms$k, cofwitrtng of twtf men with tamborines^ t»d 
one whh a sort of drum. Murat, his «nde, and 
mystlf were seated on ihe other carpet. Three large 
negroes were broughtand ordered to perform before 
the bey. The music thien nt ruck up and the three ne- 
vroes coraroenccd the negro dance, with many ri- 
diculous airs^ whirling round, shaking ihelr heads 
and roaring like mad bvUs. This continued about 
half an hour, when they appeared to be raving mad- 
They ran abour, as if lo tear in pi/ccs every body 
they met. One of them made a leap al me, but was 
prevented from, reaching me, by the bey. Murat, 
and another Turk, who jumped between us. Two 
oiher Turks caught hold of the negro and laid him, 
when I, by the advice of the be3f, wenito the top 
cf the north end of the castle, where I could see 
the sport in safety. During the froli*;, I saw those 
negroes chase several Christians ; and 1 was told that 
they often tear all their clothes off, and hurt them 
much by biting, &c.

OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS, 
WE were the other day forcibly ftruck 
with the fingularity of an application from 
fevera! ol o^r fubfcribers lor a copy of the 
datute of 44th George III. c. 80, upon 
which the Britifh conful founded ah ad- 
drefs to our merchants. The editors ot 
newfpapers have for fo long a time been 
the only perionages from whom any in- 
formation as to public affairs could be ob« 
tained, that we now feem to be looked to 
as (landing in the place of ambaffadours a- 
broad, and cabinet counfellors at home; 
and it the meafures of foreign courts are 
to be explained, and our newfpapers do 
not afford the explanatioo, ttie obje£l is 
given up as hopelefs. As to any informa- 
tion from our government, it is not now 
a days fo much as thought of, much lefs 
expefied. In former times, whentiiead- 
miniftration ti(«d to l^e fo abufed for its^^- 
crecy, the public were accuftomed to re- 
ceive official iniormation of the aSs of for- 
eign governments affe3tng our interefts. 
It new impofitions or unuiual refiriSions 
were impofed by foreign nations upon-our 
i conamerce, the imeiliger.ee was commu- 
nicated by our minifters abroad, and the 
a^ts themfelves, together with the neceffa- 
; fj explanations, were prom^gated offi« 
ci<illy for the information of tbofe- con/ 
cerned. . At prefent that fort oi drudgery 
is left to be performed by the editors of 
newfpapers and by foreign confuls. Un- 
der exifting circumftances we ought to be 
greatly obliged to Mr. Bond, and other 
officers of Joreign governments refident 
among us, for informing ^i^r merchants 
of the refpeftive reculations to which they 
are to conform. We ought, indeed, to 
go farther and to pay them each the 9,000 
dollars per annum which now go to our 
foreign minifters. There can furely be 
no good rcafon for giving thcle fums to 
Mr. Monroe in London, Mr. Armftropg 
in Paris, Mr. Pmckney in Madrid, &c. 
&c. if we are at lafl to depend upon con- 
fuls here for information relative to the 
proceedings of foreign courts. It is true 
that in other countries it is not thought 
very decorous lor foreign agents todiftate 
laws and regulations to iht people among 
whom they rcfide. It is mort cuftomary 
to communicate the inftruftions ot their 
refpeBive governments immediately to the 
court* If the iaaae courfe were purlued 



here, our iiecreta^y of flate would be firft 
informed of fuch reflriftions as foreign 
governments choofe 10 impofe upon our 
commerce, and he would tell as officially 
whether thofe reflri£lions were conforma^ 
ble to ecilling treaties and the laws of na- 
tions,and coofequcntly whether or not they 
were obligatory upon our citizens. As it_ 
is, we feem to be under the neceffity-of 
paying implicit obedience to whatever is 
promulgated as law by foreign confuls, 
whether it be to regiilate our trade or the 
amount of their own fees. 

The conclufion ot the whole matter ap. 
pears to be, that omv republican adminif- 
tration, who ought to have no fecret?, 
have nothing but fecrets ; and foreign 
governments, to cut off our merchants 
from the plea of ignorance, in confe- 
quence of the filence of our own, are gra- 
cioufly pleafedto inftruft us themfelves.

On Sunday arrived at the city of Washington, the 
United States brig Franklin from the Mediterranean, 
commanded by midshipman Robinson.

EATON, who landed at Hampton, and is coming 
thence by land to, the seat of government. We un- 
derstand that Mr. Eaton has brought in the brig 
Franklin, three elegant horses, and some very valu- 
oable sheep4 and among, the horses is the one that 
triumphantly carried him from Egypt to Deme. 

It is irae, we understand, that there is on board 
the Congress now Vi the Ifotomack, an ambassa- 
dor from the Bey of Toms to the United States. 
HisnamelsSxDj SvLiMAMMiiUL Mawht, afidhe 
is attended, by a numerous 3uite. .The circumstan- 
ces attending this mission arc too interestii^ to be 
tfmitted^ For a considerable time past the Bey • of 
Tunis had manifested hostile feellMgs ^•warda the 
United States, when three Tunisian ships were taken 
by our blockading ^squadron off Tripoli. This act 
excited the indignation of the Bey, and menacing 
leners were addressed t» our commodore demanding 
satisfaction. As soon as peace was efi'ected with 
Tripoli, commodore Hodgers entered the Tunisian 
Bay, and stnt a message, little expected by the Qty^ 
whose cotn't was thrown into consternation. The 
language of menace was disavowed, and all inten- 
tion of coming to a fupttwc whh the United States 
disclaimed. I'he subsisting differences bervveen the 
Bey and commodore Rodgers issued in the former 
pro^iosing, and the latter acquiescing in the mission, 
whh the view of making the ijroper assurances and 
representations to the President of the United 
States— We understand that according to the usage 
of ths Barbary powers, this mission is to be consid- 
ered as a distinction paid to the United States, as 
those powers never send ministers but to- nations 
whose jxjwcrthey hold in great respect. 

According, likewise, to their customs, it becoiiKS 
the duty of our government to provide for the lodg- 
ing and maintenance of the ambassador. The house, 
lately occupied by Mr. SteUe, has accordingly been 
taken for the reception of the minister, who, no 
doubt, will be received with diithigunbed bfmon. 
Sidi Suliman Mali Manni, brings, we understand, 
four fine Arabian horses as presents.

ever, the soldiers broke into th^ houses, but ^ 
riches which offered themselves to their .view, wttf 
th^ saviours of the Hebrew tribe : they abardon^j 
the carnage to give themselves vp to pinage.'* £v. 
ery. thing, m fact,announced tlft dissolutibn of order, 
the reign of an infuriated soldiery, the massacre of 
the Turks by the Moors, and the downfall of U^ 
Dey. Tlie intelligetux which is now brought b]F- 
Gen. Eaton, confirmathese forebodings and annoiia. 
cea the catastrophe of the hisurrectton. 

The Bey (says he) had rendered himadf 4Ripap^ 
lar at Algiers by the peace aad feeitleMss of his 
admimstration. His cruisers jwere idle in the port p 
thcrtaimtry was disturbed bjr tbe dissentions of a 
^n^ic, whe had visited Mecca ; and tbe city was 
deprived of its customary supplies. The soldiers at 
length broke out into open rebellion, and placed at 
their head a celebrated Captain of Algiers, who had 
distinguished Irim&eif by the capimre of a Portuguese 
ship> They remonstrated with the Dey, and com- 
manded him to leave the throne. To leave tbe 
throne in that country is the same as loosing his head. 
The Dey expostulated and resisted. But the sold- 
iers weiecbstinate, a\)d tbe unfortunate Dey was 
forced to yield to their importunity. <■ I care^oth- 
ing(saki he, ^dressing himself to the insurgents in 
tbe hall of audience) abtmt the destiny which awMte 
n)e.<^l ought in fact to rejoice that I have lived to 
seemj present length of Jays. But I (eel for my 
family t my^ildren." " You know, cried they, in- 
to whose hands they will fall."— The Dey dismount 
ed from his throne, and attended bj his prime min. 
ister, approached the door of the Hall, when they 
were inunediately cut to pieces. The regency was 
now offeied to the captain 1 but he pradenUy refitt- 
ed the dangerous hdnoinr He tdd them that he was 
' not at all versed iu the foreign relattous of Algiers i 
' nor did he know enoi^gh- of the civil law to direct 
the administration of justice : The present disturb- 
ances had arisen partly from religioh, aiid it was 
but pro])er that the reins of government should be 
put mtothe-hands of the Mufti. •< As for nw part, 
saicLthe wary Mnfh to the messenger who invited 
him t0 the throne, my thoughts are fixed ope^ an- 
other Jirerld* It is -my office to persuadle andinstroct 
bqt not to command the pebt>fe«" But the soldiers 
were once more oimtinare m thteir resolution, and 
theiihBd waseondncted to the palace of the I>ey. 
'<Isit^otmiich more becominr yon, said the e- 
lected Dey to the captaih of the inaurrection, to di- 
rect the affairs of the government ? Tomhzyt2tt 
arm.' ** True, said the captain, but yon have a^Md. 
The head is more powerful than the arm ; bccaMt 
it directs it." At length this curionS and singutor 
contention was put an end to by a compromise, 
which attached them both i6 the adnftinistratkm. 
The Mufti was henceforth to be the Dey, and tht 
captain was to be placed at the head of the army. 
It is the opinion of general Eaton, that this impor- 
tant revolution wHl render the regency of Algiers 
more moderate in its administration. AU the Deys 
haive hirherto been taken fronri the soldiers, and nai 
from che priests.

The Brhtsh transport ^bip Minorca, and the Brit- 
ish meithants hip Esther, capt. hving, ^ of the con- 
voy \9hich failed a few days since with the Petrel, 
arrived o§* the bar en Saturday afternoon, and took 
pilots, both ships having spnmga-leak. No sooner 
had the-ships got pilots, than they were disedvered 
by the French Privateer, who immediately made 
for thent with her sweeps \ on coming within reach 
the ships opened their nre upon the privateer, when 
sbie hauled her wind for the purpose of reconnoiter- 
ing the enemy.

The editor thus proceeds. *' The arrival, ycster- 
^day morning, of the pilot-boat Delil^ht, with the 
matf^led remains of that gallant but unfrnnunate 
ship's crew, has famished us with the particulars 
of the actipUi and of the base and brutal nnassacre 
which followed it. The leading facts are detailed 
in the following 

PRO! EST. 

J'imes Spinl^s and John Smith, Xvo of the sea- 
men late of the British ship Esther, Geo Irving 
master, make oath. That on Monday the 28rh ot 
October last, they saUed hi and with said ship from 
thisportj bound to London in Company with the 
ship ^nal capt. Paine ; Minorca, transport, capt- 
tatn Wood ; and a schooner, under convoy of his 
Britinnic Majesty's sloop of war PetreC being 
tight, &c. manned with 35 men, two of whom 
shipped on board the Petrel. That they contimied 
in the prosecution of their voyage without .meeting 
with any tnateHal occurrence, until Thureday fol- 
lowwg, at two o'clock, A.M. when the ship was 
taken aback and struck with a very heavy sea mder 
the counter, which they soon after discovered caus* 
•d her to leak 18 inches of water per hour. That 
|hey immediately got the powder out of the maga- 
sine on deck, and discovered the leak near the stern 
post. That captain Ir\'ing asked the carpenter 
whether he could stop the leak, and being answered 
no, that it was impossible to stop It at sea, the crew 
was called aft, and they unanimously agreed to bear 
up and speak the Commodore. That at meridian 
theyg^ot within hail of the Commodore, atKl informed 
him of their leaky condition, and taking into con- 
sideratio.uhe season of the year and the bad weath- 
er, he recomended that they should return .to ^ort. 
That they accordingly bore away for fbis portJ^aid 
joined the Min jrca^ which had bore away sometime 
before, also in a very leaky situation. That OQ;pir. 
mday morning at about 8 o'clock they arrived olT 
the bar, and a pilot was pat on. board of each ship, 
who informed that there was a French privateer in 
tbore I they immediately cleared the decks for action. 
At about nine o'clock they saw the pnvateer bear- 
ing down upon them. At ten she came within gun 
shot. The ship Esther immediately gave her a 
broad side, and she hauled her wind atrd stood oif, 
until between four and five o*clock in the afiemoon ; 
• when she again nm down upon the ship and recervo 
ed another broad side, fired one gun in rerum, veer- 
ed round, and again streched off. I'hat on Sunday 
morning, at about 8 o'clock, she again returned, & 
fired one gun at the Esther, which was returned by 
a broadMde, and the pnvateer sheered off a third 
time. That they dkl net come to action after that 
till Monday morning, at seven o'clock when the 
privateer run down upon them with an intention to 
board, and received the Esther's broad ^ide. That 
after that a seveis conflict was kept up by both par- 
ties for about three quarters of an hour ; when the 
privateer boarded w)th nearly the whole of her 
crew. That they continued the fight about 20 mi)»- 
iites after being boarded ; when, having two recii 
killed and several wounded, and of consequence 
being much reduced in numi^ers, Mr. Lowdon the 
third mate, by order of capt Irving, struck the co- 
loorsrand rettnming, was killed on the quarter. That 
a.fier the colours were struck, the captain was cut 
down in the cabin, and mangled in a most inhuman 
manner : and the second mare was run through the 
body with a small sword The prisoners being below, 
w«re ordered a|^xJloss»J;]iM» leader oCtbe^vnti^s- 
men, that they might be put to death, but on some 
remonstiance, lie ordered that his men should fire 
down the ha^chyray-upon tben», which they accord- 
ingly did, kiHxng the carpenter and wounding two 
men so severely that they 4ifidof their wounds Im- 
mediately on being put into the pilot boat. That the 
' said privateer proved to be the CrtoUy capt. Pierre 
Sni^n, from Bfarnic6a» manned with lU meni 



* and mountmg seven guns of different calibres, upon 
swivels. They e^ate their loss to be six killed : sev- 
en severely wounded ; and a number missing, sup- 
posed to have been kn<;cked overboard and drown- 
ed. 

In addition to the above particulars, it is stated 
' that the captain of the privateer was wou.ided in 
, the fleshy part of the arm h/ a musket ball, and 
I Ross slightly in the wrist — they were both knocked 
overboaid, but regained the privateer by swimming 
After the wounded seamen on board the Esther had 
been collected on deck, it was proposed by Ross to 
throw them all overboard, instead of putting them 
into the pilot boat , and when the latter was agreed 
to, they were put into slings, thrown over the side, 
any let down by the run into the boat. One poor 
fellow who had been wounded m the wrist and 
thrown overboard, was accidently fell in with an 
hour afterwards and picked np by the pilots. The 
pilot who was on board the Esther^ being stationed 
in the magazine, escaped unhurt. 

The state of the killed and wounded on board the 
Esther is as follows :— The captain, 3d mate, car- 
penter and two men killed The chief mate and 4 
men have died of their wounds. Thirteen are at 
the hospital, a number of which are expected to die 
of their wounds. These, together with one boy, 
(wounded) on board the pnvateer, and four men 
unhurt, also on board the privateer, and five men 
arrived unhurt in the city, compose 33, the ship's 
company. 

It wiU naturally be imagined by any being, not be- 
reft of intellect and feelings, that upon the above 
transaction there would be but one opinion, one sen- 
timent, and that exclamations of unmixed abhor- 
rence and execration would interrupt the hideous re- 
cital. May we believe or is it only a loose report, 
that even this atrocity has not wanted its extenua- 
tors and its vindicators in this city ? That there are 
some, whose inventien, prompt and pregnant in the 
dictates of evil, could find out causes, excuses, and 
pretexts for such villainies— Villainies, the perpe- 
trators of which must, before they committed them, 
have had every thing human cast out of their com* 
position. It is said by the Poet of Nature (Shake- 
spear) that the devil himself can quote Scripture 
fr^r his own purposes. The eighteenth century has 
, added a new and miraculous proof of the power of 
I his cloven- footed majesty. ** The devil himself nev- 
er win want impudent advocates among men.*' We 
swear he never will wherever his signwl and sesded 
with blood agents, the Jacobins, prowl about upon 
i his missions. We know, and we have now w a- 
i bout fifteen years been saying it, that there is no or- 
dinary wkkednesa which thase who admire the rev- 
olarionary French and admiring of course resemble 
ihem, will not with aladrity perform, provided it 
answers a purpose ; and that there is nothing which 
such )>ersonscan do that will not have its advocates. 
But to advocate and extenuate gratuitious, useless, 
unprofitable villainy, is a stretch even beyond the 
long measure of such depravity, which we always 
allow to their hearts, v/hen attemp-ing to give to 
jacobins their due. The murderer himself, is not 
always so bad as the advocate, for murder. When 
we are told that there were some who expressed a 
Sivdge, exultation at this business, we directly re- 
coiled trom the crime of believing, that there was 
v\ the form of man, any wretch so damned. 

it is a shame tor the British commanders on the 
stations near thi^ coast to leave the British com- 
merce nnprotcctcd. It is uncharitable in them not 
toaflorJl to American commerce, with which, by the 
bye, the interest of their country is so intimately 
connected— that protection w'lich the vtftd&m the 
intfgnty,xhe tpirit, and the disinterested pttriij of their 
present prudent, parsimonious administration with- 
holds from it. - 

While we have a hand to write, we shall contin- 
ue to exp')se the tui^itude of that whole system of 
piracy called privateering*— while we have breath to 
utter a vo\7 we shall execrate it : No matter wheth- 
er it be French, Spanish, English or Americans. 
The evil is great enough of itself— it always was so, 
when confined to battle and robbery :— But when 
vengeance goes hand in hand with plunder*-wheii 
the trader b not only robbed of his means, bat de- 



prived of his life— and when fair defence leads t.^) 
cold, cowardly, deliberate, vindictive mordrr, the 
hands and heart of all mankind ought to be at once 
raised against all concerned in it. 

The above Ross, ought to be so designated and 
marked cut to tlic eye of justice, that he should not 
escape. Frenchmen aiul Englishmen may plead the 
antiquated abuse ol privateering, l>ecausc they aie 
at war ^ith each other. But the American citizen, 
having no such plea, has no excivfcfr. He is a pirate, 
and ought to be ^xecu'ed, if taken The person 
here alluded to, is well known m this city, and in 
Baltimore. 

When the Minbrca first saw the priva*ecron Sat- 
urday last, the pilots were on board her with their 
skiff, and a young man (ma^e of tbe,Northumber« 
land .lately lost on the bar. and who had taken pas- 
sage la the Minorca) fearful that the ship might be 
taken, put his chest, containing his little all, on 
board the skitr to be carried on board the pilot boat 
for safety : But the Frenchmen were not to becheat- 
ed thus ; they law the traiisaction and dispatched 
a boat's crew for the booty--.they bearded the pilot 
boat, broke open the chest, and rifled it of its,con. 
tents, amounting to about 300 dollars in specie, his 
watch, clothes, &c. for which tliey gave the pilots a 
receipt.

On the prefent occafion, you nrufl 
riot expe£l exaBly fuch a mefTage aa has 
hitherto been prefentcd to you. X cannot 
account ior it ; but fomehow it bas hap. 
pened that ever fincc we came into power, 
ibc fituation of our country has been grow- 
ing more and more defperaie, and affairs 
have now arrived to fuch a pitch, that it is 
utterly impoDible any longer to make the 
people believe that we are refpeBtd a- 
broad^ or that we enjoy pcact andJecurUy 
ai.kome. In fbon, the time has arrived, 
when we muii either go to war, or aban- 
don our commerce. At ftrfl thought I 
know we fliouH not hefitate which to 
cboofe. Refpe^bng a nan-intercourfe 
with Great Britain, there would be but 
one opinion amongft us, unlefs indeed, a 
few of the northern and eaflern members, 
(an ei}ual portion of whofe con&ituents 
obtain a livelihood by commerce) might 
be oppofed to it, axul as they ar« but a 



minority, even joined with the federaliffs, 
they cannot prevent the meafure. Be* 
fides, I have the fatisfa£lion to obferve, 
that our printers at the eaflward, are fo 
muQh devoted to Qux views, that iheyo- 
penly advocate the fcheme — fo tfi^t it 
woutd not much diminiOiour popularity, 
until its e^eQs fhould be felt, and then we 
could contrive fome way to fhift the blame 
from burfelves toour opponents. 

We could live very comfortably with- 
out comroerce,panicularly whh England. 
It i$ true that a great portion of our cloath- 
tng is of European manufaSure ; but by 
taking our ciiizetjs from the ocean, wc could 
convert them intojnanufaflurcrs, and thus 
fupply ouri'elves with . cloaibs. It would 
indeed, require the experience oi a cen. 
tury or fo, to perfcft ourfel ves in the buC- 
nefs; and every article \yould cofl ten 
times as much as at prefent ; but in the 
mean time, we could followjhe example 
1 of patience and forbejirancc fet.u^'byour 
Indian neighbors, and wear c oaf re'eloihs 
or even ft in«,j until w-e could make fone- 
tbing better. As to other articles deemed- 
neceffary, we arc (aft pro^rfjjing towarJk 
ptrjt£lability io^ihe maHufa^urc ol ^tin. 
ware, in Virgipia— Mr, Granger tells me 
that excellent wooden dlfhes. d^it turned 
out in Suffield, Conn, and Mr. DeaTborn 
fays, that more o^ /{/j^of .firaw.;iwis are 
made in Maffachufeits : and gjve roe leave 
to remark, citizen leg)iidiors,ibat lexpeft 
you will, by the affiftance of my biend 
Randolph, be able to prpdux« jMJiJLi^rt e- 
nougb in tbe courfe oC the wii^jer.. But, 
alter all, there is one formidable, if not in- 
furmouDtable objedion to the total aban- 
donment of commerce: From thp revenue 
arifing from commerce, ihe principal 
part of iht Jadartts pf ^he fervants of 
the people arc drawn. ' This is a point 
on which our fe,elings are tender ; and ii 
we cannot fecure this objeft b^ fome im- 
perceptible Jijcal exaSions^ I am rather 
iaclined to think ibat %ve bad better patch 
up fome kindx)f a bargain with England,, 
and let commerce exifl a little longer. It 
is exceedingly unfortunate, that Jay's 
treaty had not continued in force for 
fome time to come. In that cafe, we 
could have clamoured againft it as ufual, 
and ffili enjoyed the beaefitf of it. But 
Gnce it has expired, and our belored 
friend, Mr.Munroe, cannot obtain aaotber, 
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half as good, the people will begin to fuf- 
pefi OS of iofiocerity. 

But England, citizen legiflators, is not 
the only power that molefts us ; nor is 
commerce Khe only thing that we are in 
danger of lofing. Louifuna, that dear- 
•iMUght, earthly paradife, which was to Te- 
care us peace forever, by an unlucky 
combination of unforfeen circucnftanceSi 
will now be wrefted from us, or wi^ll in- 
volve us in war. The people oi Louift^^ 
ana, who were purchafed with the territo- 
ry, feem inclined to open a bloody arena : 
but I can fee no reafon why we fliould put 
the country to the expence of a war tb 
pleafe tkeie people. Befidei, W we lofc 
Louifiina, 1 (hail not look upon it aitiny 
great afiFair. We got fadly cheated in the 
purchafe of it. The hugeyi// mountain, 
which I mentioned to you in a former mef- 
fage, is entirely diffolved, or elfe it never 
exifted, and the lrogs,and toads, and fquir- 
rels, which my Iriends have caught there, 
are cheap enough at fifteen nnilions oi 
•dollars. To provide new land, in cafe 
of the loff ot Louifiana, I have purchafed 
a fine it^kSt o\ our Indian neighbors^ ^n 
Qiort, I have done every thing that could 
poffihly have been exptRed of me ; and it 
we can buy, or bej, or borrow a peace 
for a few years longer, wc can ftill boaft 
thai we area bappyiprofperous, enlighten- 
ed and independent people. 

I flially citizen legidaiors, gladly co- 
•];>erate with you, in any alterations ol the 
confttiuti#n you may fee &t to propofe, 
that will ftrengiben the hands of Virginia, 
and weakta thofe of the other ftates, and 
that will tend to enlarge my powers.

JMc^ 22^— I was infoniied, rt«t In w letter vrfeich 
the Bashaw received the evening before, it was sta- 
ted that Hassan Bey and his army, were taken in 
Derne. by the Americaris a«d Sidi Hanoet, the Ex. 
Baihaw. I v?as desired not to mention ir, becatise 
it was a gteat secret ; and the Bashaw did not wish 
to let his people know it. I was also inibrmed, 
that the Bashaw called a conncil of his chiefs, and 
proposed to put .ell the American prisoners to death» 
bu^it was agreed to postpone this measure for that 
time. 

j^ 23.— Twenty ilve of our mtn were seat whh 
ft caf t for timber hito the country. The wind from 
the desart was very heavy and hot. The men al- 
■nost perished in the sand, which flew and drifted 
lii^e a snow-storm in our coantry. They stopped 
through fatigue, and asked their driver, who was a 
« 1 urk, for liberty to drink at a well which was near 
them. The Turk replied, that they were J?cm4 
tttlpff (Christian dogs) aud said they should have no 
water. He ^ve them all a severe beating wiih a 
large club which he always earned with him to drive 
them wiih, and made them go on with the cart, 
whkh the poor IfeUows had to dr^g, loaded with 
timber, through the burning sand. They returned 
towards night almcst perished. 

May 24 — At liight tho-Bashaw dispatched a boat 
with powder, musket-balls and money, for his troops 
who were collecting to oppose the approach of his 
brother Hamet, the £x -Bash aw. The eldest son 
of Hamet was confined in the castle by order of the 
present Bashaw. The Bashaw was so much agita- 
ted at the Ticwsof the approach of his brother, that 
he this day declared, that if it was in lus power now 
to make peace and give up the American prisoners, 
he would gladly do it, without the consideration of 
money. His funds were so low, that his steward 
nm in debt for the supply of the kitchen. He gave 
his mannelukes and domesticks, and mystlf, but one 
meal per day^ The rich Turks in town took turns 
in supplying his few troops. He heartily repented 
for not accepting the terms of peace last- offiered by 
cur country. 

Jtffly 26..— Three firigates in sight. At about 1 1 
•A.M- theamaUest came near io, and hoisted the 
banners of peace. The Bashaw asked his h^d men 
©f the town, who were with him in his gallery, 
whether it was best to hoist his white flag. AH cx-^ 
ccpt one (the charge de affairs for Algiers) declared 
in fairorof it, and of making peace if possible. 
They -expressed great contempt towards the Algc- 
rine consul for his advice, and said that whoever 
>rould advise the Bashaw net to hoist the white flag 
at such a critical moment, must be his foe, and not 
his friend. The Algcrine soon disappeared and left 
the castle. ^The Spanish consul mou softer came ta 



|he casde j and the Bashaw sent ^im in one of his 
handsomest boats, vi\\\i Shout Hatnmad to the frig- 
ate. They retoi-ned at ^vcniifg with the Joyfiil 
news of a pi-ospect of peace. There Was a visible 
change from gloominess to joy in the ccuctenaricca 
of all the Turks. 

May 27.— Both Turks and Christians were all 
anxiously locking out for the frigates. It was said 
that Ccl. Lear had promised to come on shore this 
morning and that the Spanish consul was preparing 
a dinner for the gentlemen who were expected to 
come with him. We were all agitated alternately 
by hope and despair. The terraces and every em- 
inence in town, were covered with people of all 
classes and ages, who were looking for the wished- 
for peace-nrraker. But uot a frigate nor a sail hove 
in sight during the day. 

May 28.— All looking out again for our squadron 
A brig how; in sight iu the mcrning, which we all 
at first thought was the flag- ship. On discovering 
it was a brig, a gloominess again appeared on cvtxy 
ctuntcnance. The Turks began to think that the 
frJ^aie iiad gone to fetch the whole fleet, which 
they had htaid consisted of sixty $ail of different 
sizes. They thought th^ the Hag of truce was on- 
ly a plan of the Americans, to find out the foicc of 
Tripoli, Sec. But at sun set three frigates and a 
brig appeared, which revived our hopes. The Ba- 
shaw shewed the greatest anxiety ftr peace. He 
was sensible of the danger he was in from the low- 
ness of his funds and the disafiection of his peo- 

pie. 

Muy 29. — Three frigates and a brig bore down 

upon ihe town and displayed the tusignsan4 signals 
of peace, which were immediately answered from 
the castle. The Spanish consul, Fa/ab the Jew, 
and several Turks went on boards and did not re- 
turn till late at night, when k was reported that ne^ 
gcciaticns for peace were going on rapidly. 

May 31 t-'I he Spanish consul and SJtaus Ham- 
mad went on board the commodore, and returned at 
at night. The Bashaw sent me to inform Capt» 
Baiid>ridge, that j eace was agreed on, whiclj I did 
to the great joy of the officers. 

June 1 .--The truce continued. Capt. Bainbridge 
went on board the commodore and retun.ed at night, 
Our men were still drove to hard labor, and our of- 
ficers kept confined. 

5^e 2.— I received a letter from Capt. Bain- 
bridge, stating that the terms cf peace were agreed 
on, and that we should soon go on board the squad- 
ron. I immediately read this letter to our crew, 
who were so overjoyed that many of them shed 
tears. They were still drove to hard work and ma 
ny of them floggsd. 

3^e3.— Mie articles of peace were signed, ar.cl 
salutes fired from the frigates and batteries. 

^UTK 6. — I bid the Bashaw a final adieu at which 
be seemed much affected. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

THE wocd used in Tripoli, is brought in on 
Jack* Asses ; sfx of them carry abcut hal*" a corj. 

There are many remains of antiquity in Tripoli. 
There are nine pillars to the poruc > of tl.e h'ju:e 
in which the American officers li\td. They are of 
marble, and have the appearance of great antiqui- 
ty. There are many columns of Reman and Gre- 
cian architecture, wrought into ihc corners of some 



of the houses, without form or regulatity. The 
streots of Tripoli are narrow and dirty, and ttte 
houses present a dead waH. ' Many of the houto 
are partly composed of broken marble, ftill of en- 
giavings and inscriptions, mostly defaced. 

Marriages are proclaimed in Tripoli, by one or 
two old women, who run through the streets, mak- 
ing a most hedious yelling, and frequtntl) clapping 
their hands to their mouths, similar to the Aoieri- 
can Indians in \lk9iT pom-vows. 

The following principal articles of faith, constitute 
the religion of the Turks t — That there is but one 
Cod, and that Mahomet is the Messenger of God. 
Their-commandmentsarebut five in number, viz :« 

Ist. To pray fi> e times arday. 

2nd. To fast in Lent, or ramadam. 

Srd. To givei.lms, and \ erform works cf charity. 

4th. To go on a pilgrimage to Mecca. 

5th. To keep the body clean. 

Four other points are deemed of importance though 
not of absolujie necessity to salvation, viz :-*l'o 
keep Friday sj Sabbath ; to be circumci&ed ; to 
drink no wine ; and to abstain from swine's flesh, 
or things strangled. Many of the inhabhants of 
Tripoli strict^ adhere to this religioti.

If we advert to holy writ, ^^c find the 
rnfpired language o\ the prophets abound- 
log with the mod perfefl examples of elo- 
quence. No human corapofition ii found 
to equal them in variety, beauty, and 
fireiigth of metaphor. 
- The facred language "of our Blessed 
Saviour, is not to be the iubjeft of this 
.kind of remark ; but wherever we find the

CUR COMMERCK WI7 H GREAT^BRITAIIT' 
No. II. 

IT is impofTible to indulge our con- 
tempt and indignation at the timid, un- 
forfeeing policy of our cabinet, without 
thinking pi the days of Wafhingion. Nt!v- 
er were two men more unlike than VVafh- 
ington and J-fTerfon — and as lo meafures 
in relation to foreign nations, and Hill 
more in the fpirit that di61ated the meaf. 
ures, the yoke of a conqueror on a tree 
people's necks would hardly. operate a 
greater change than Mr JtfFcrfon's reign 
has produced. We feem to be imbued 
with his fpirit. Switzeriandand Holland 
fince their emancipation^ are fcarcely 
more complaifant to France than we are. 

No fooner had the war between France 
and England commenced in 1793, ^^^^ 
Wafhington ilFued his wife, his truiy wife 
proclamatiop oi oeutrality. The ground I 



of a fair neutrality was decidedly taken and 
faithfully .jftaim^med. M idas our people 
then were for trance, Ua i?npiouSt /^f^- 
guinary, hateful f'-ance^ <hw e^rly, exi. 
plicit and folemn claim o! our neutral 
rights from both the belligerents, no 
doubt prefer ved our peace, becaufe while 
it contributed to reftrairi many exceffes of 
our Frenchified rabble, it ferved as a 
feafonabfe and official apology for them 
all. Yet fuch was the influence and the 
raotiey too of Genet, and fuch the bafe- 
nefs of the democratic affiliated clubs, 
that privateers were fitted out in our ports 
iH defiance of law, to cruife againll Brit- 
ifh property, and juries were packed in 
Philadelphia to acquit the ofrenders. The [ , 
cafe of Gideon Hcnfield is a memorable 
proof that in 1793 mob-law was flronger 
than the federal authority. A French fac- 
tion in congrefs eagerly contefled the paf- 
fing of a law, to reftrain thefe difgraceful 
and perilous enormities. 

In this ftate of things, portending a 
French revolution within and a Britifh 
war without, Waihingion nobly prefer- 
red his duty to his popularity. He fent 
Mr. Jay to claimjuftice, and refolved, if 
that application failed, to feek it in arms. 
Every true federalift echoed his language 
and faid •* Juftice or war." The French 
party, not in the leail interefted to get juf- 
tiee, chofe to make war on common hon- 
efty. Confifcated debts was their cry. 
Of (hips we want none, of taxes we 
have too many. Let Britain make war 
on the fhips of New-England, we will re- 
taliate on the perfons and efFe61s of Britifh 
merchants on the Exchange. ^ 

The naval power of Great. Biitain was 
then recently invefled, by Lord Howe's 
viHory, with the uncontetted empire of 
the fca. Britain had then powerful allies 
and France was depreffed. Yet not owe 
of the claims of that country, beyond the 
lound conftru6f ion of the maratime law of 
nations, was admitted by Mr. Jay or (anc- 
lioned by Walhington. So many folid 
defences of the treaty fucceffively appear- 
ed, that even the fophilfryof fa£kion was 
confounded and filenced. America after 
a period of infatuation foberly returned to 
her (enfes and to an approbation oi the 
treaty, 

Aher many yearsexp«rience,of the gain- 
ful fecurity of our commerce in confe- 
qaencccf that treaty, our country would be 
guilty of iograticudc, worfe than the fin of. 
w'tchcraft, to refufe co tfie metnory of 
Wafhinglon all the honors that are due to 
the firm patriot and the able flatelman. 
Time has fet his evcrlaft^r^g feal to the fame 
of that man as a chief magidrate. For 
feven years after the treaty. Great. Britain 
never defifted from her claim of obftruS- 
ing our trade with the colonies of her en- 
emies, but neverthelefs, fhe either fore- 
bore to exercifc it or confented io pay 



damages for the captures made \n confe- 
quence. Several milfions of doMars have 
accordingly been afloally received by our 
citizens. Yet this vj*s ihcinfamoihs Britifh* 
Treaty, as the ignorant fcribblcjs of tac- 
tion affeft to term it, wf)ile they confider 
the facrifice of our rights to. France and 
Spain and the payment or relinquiOiment 
of millionf, as the glorious work ^f Mr. 
Jefferfon. 

Since the renewal of the war in 1803 
the Britifh claim of reilri£ling our inter, 
courfe with the colonies of her enemies has 
been openly afTerted. The inffruftions of 
June i8o3,direa the Britifh ai:med veffels 
to permit Americans to pafs the feas with* 
out moleffation, in cafe they are employed 
in tranfporting produce direft from the 
enemies colonies to the United States. 
Hence it is a thing officially certain that 
our adminiflration has known for more 
thjintwo years, viz. ever fince the fummer 
of 1803, th^t in cafe of any American vef. 
fel's being found tranfporting fuch mer- 
chandize to any belligerent or to any oth- 
er .han an American port, (he would be 
liable to capture and condemnation. 

If in this long period of hazard to our nav. 
igation Mr. Jefferfon has done nothing,has 
inflra£led Mr. Munroe to a(k no explana- 
tions — to make no remonftrances or re- 
prefentaticns to the Britifh Court : but has 
wafted^lor the evil to grow up to its full 
fize, as we now behold it, the public in- 
dignation will inevitably fwell into utter- 
ence. Party may wifhtofave his fame, hut 
it will be impofTible. Tlie orders or in- 
{fruQions of Jnne 1803 have been pub- 
liQied,wc believe, in the National Intelli- 
gencer. He cannot with any fucce^ 
ftoop to plead ignorance, for inJiruQions-^ 
if not officially communicated to all the 
foreign minifters, at the court of London, 
yet were undoubtedly publifhcd in the 
London Gazette. 

To this point the public will pin its at- 
tention.. Mr. Jefferfon either acquiefces 
in the reflriftion of our commerce accor- 
ding to thofe ini!rn£lions, or he dce^i not. 
If be does acquiefce, then let us hear no 
more of the infamous Britifli Treaty— (or 
neither Mr. Jay nor Wdniington acquief- 
ced in apy fuch thin^. Let Ui hear no 
more puffs of ** refpeSed abroad.'* 

If he difclaims the Britifh maratime 
principles, then let him tell the world how 
he has alTeried and how he intends to 
maintain our neutral rights. Are our plun- 
dered merchants to be proteflcd, or is 
Samuel H. Smith to wage a war of invec- 
tive in the National Intelligencer, to /hew 
to wondering Europe that dS we lofe our 
cargoes we refuroe our feelings — and that 
iliough we had not the forefight to remon- 
ftrate and want the courage to fight, we 
have all the difpoGlions and salifications 
to rail.

Clemmons had 
been prcparnig for some time, and lixed upon next

Clemmons had been 
for several weeks i» a gloomy, mclaucholy mood, 
occasioned as was supposed by his great anxiety for 
the welfare of his numerous family — He is about 33 
years old, 5 feet 7 inches high, built strong, fair 
complexion, light hair, and has lost some of his 
front teeth.

miles They pursued their business till near night on 
t"hatday, when by some accident their ccmpass was 
broken — they then resolved to return — Night coming 
on with a severe storm of snow, and not being able 
to strike up a fire, they were under the necessity of 
travelling to keep themselves warm : and when day- 
light appeared, they found they bad lost their way : 



the storm centiaying, they rambled about that day^ 
(Sunday ) and at night collected some brush and nutde' 
themselves a shelter. At this tinne, the snow had 
fallen about knee deep. Daring this night Stone's feet 
were severely frozen. , In the rooming (Monday) it 
was agreed, as Stone was disabled, Skeels should 
proceed on to the settlement, and procure assistance. 
He accordingly set out j but die ^weather still bein|p 
tliick, It is supposed he lost his way, and went in vm 
opposite direction. Stone remained in that ^iruatioa 
imtil Tuesday aflemooii, when his provisions being 
exhausted aud not hearing from his comrade; he 
attempted to regain the settlement ; which hedid or 
Wednesday, bemg nearly famished.. Relatipg the 
circumstances, and finding that Skeels had ^ot ^ot 
in, a number of the inhabitants went in pursuit of 
him ; and, on Friday, his body wai found near th« 
benac river, he having jjerished with cold and hua- 
ger, in the 20th year of his age. 

The sloop Sarah, Captain Bull, (a North Rivee

— Tliey are always con- 
cluded by the observation, th^t they are merited- -that 
they are -a just punishiDent'for the crimes of the 
revolution." 

Extract of a letter from Algiers, dated July 28,18Q5 

** In my last I mentioned the muitler of the great 
Jew Busnach by ar Turkish soldier in this city the 
28th uk. and the very next day the soldiers rose m 
a body and killed every Jew they met with and plun- 
dered their houses. From that time to this thecity has 
been in a perfect state of rebellion, the soldiers setting 
the Dey and all authority at defiance. To add to 
this state of wretchedness, the whole country of 
Moors, (from Fremesen to Constantine) have risen 
up in arms against the Turks, being determined to 
shake off their yoke.

** Tis conjectured the soldiery intend to destroy 
the present in consequence of the Dey having stran- 
gled two principal Turkish soldiers for outrages pom- 
mil ted on the Jews, and ci^ate a new set of Rulers. 
The conduct of the Dey, lie. establishes this idea in 
the strongest point of view, as they have taken great 
rare of themselves by doubling the palace guards, 
&c. and closing all the street gates at sunset— these 
are never shut but in times of real danger ; the ci»y 
gates arc always shut at dark, but these priK:autions 
will not ariswer the end intended — Destruction ison 
the wing. Thus, sir, yx>u may sec what Algiers is 
at present beset within and without by her own 
subjects, it is supposed a short time wUl bring to 
pass such a scen^ of horror as is tmkaown even in 
history."

Abte. Coming frorti eyerv fefliop of ottr 
country, they Bring wuh tSem the femi- 
ments and the informal ibn of the whole, 
and will be enabled to give a direftion to 
the public affriirs which the will and the 
wifdom of the whole Will approve and 
ftipport. 

In taking a view of the ftate of our 
country,, we in the firft pUce notice the 
late afHiftion of two ot our cities underthe 
fatal faver which in Utter times has occa- 
fiorfaliy vi filed our fhores. Providence in 
his goodnels gave it an e^irly termination 
on this occafion, and leff<?ned the number 
ot vi6lims which have ufually fallen be. 
fore it. In the courfe of the feveral vifit-

Aftho* 
from thefe fa£l8 it appears unneceflary, 
yet, tfi^fatisfy the fears oi foreign nations, 
and> cautions. on their pari not to be com- 
plained ot in a danger wbofe limits are yet 
ttokoown to them, I have ftrittly enjoined 
on the officers at the bead of the cuftoms 



to certify with exa6t truth, forcveryvef- 
fd failing; \of a foreign port^ the (late of 
health refpefifmg this lever which pievaHs 
iit the place from which (be faHs. Under 
every mdtive from thara3er atid duty to 
certify the trath, I" "have' no doubt they 
have faitf^fully executed this injai?Sion. 
Much real injury hai however been fuf. 
tainrd froto a propenfuy to identify with 
ihii endemic, and to call by the fame narne^' 
fevers, of very-difTerent kinds which have 
been known -X'^W thnei»» and ;n all coun* 
tries, and never have be^n placed lamong 
tbofe deemed ^dmagious. As we advance 
in otir knowledge of this^ difeafe, as faQs 
developetliefottrce frotrt *»hich individii- 
als receive it, the -ftate authorities charged 
with the care of the public beaUb, and 
congrefs with that bf the gerreral coiil* 
nJerce* iff\\\ hfccorae able <o ululate with 
effe6l tbtir refpeftive funflions in ihefc 
depattmenis. ' The burthen cf quaran- 
tines is felt at, homi as Well as abroad: 
their efficacy meri/s examination. Altbo* 
the health-laws. oJ the f!aie (bould be found 
to need no preftirtt revifal by cortgfefs, yet, 
commerce claims thk% theif attention be 
e ve^ iwake to theth. 

Since our lati meetrng tTie alpe6l of our » 
foreign relaiioiMhas confiderably changed. 
Our coaAs have been infelded and harbors 
watched by private armed vcftels, fome ot 
them without commi (lions, fome with ille- 
gal commiflions, others with thofe of le- 
gal form, but committing piratical a£ls be- 
yond the authority of their commi(fion5. 
They have captured in the very entrance 
oL«ur hatbours^s well as on the high feas< 
not orily the vetfels of our Iriendt coming 
to trade with us, but our own alio. They 
have carried them oflT under pretence of 
legal adjudication ; but not daring to ap- 
proach a court ofj'uftice, they have plun- 
dered and (unk them by the way, in (fb-r 
fcufe places^ where no evidence could a- 
rife againit them, inaftreated the crews, 
and abandoned them in boats in the open 
fea, or or\ defert ihores, without food or 
covering. Thefe enormities appearing to 
be unreached by any coniro! of (h^ir ' *. 
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reigns, I found it neceiLry to^^uip a 
force, to cruife within our fcas, to arrcft 
ail veflelsof thefedercriptions foQDd bov. 
eringon our coans,wiihiD the limits of the 
gulpb flream, and bring the offenders in 
tor trial as pirates* 

The fame fyQem of hovering on our 
coaAs and harbors, under colour of feek- 
ing enemies, has been alfo carried on by 
piiolic armed (hips, to the great annoyance 
and opprf flion of our com'inerce. New 
principles, t6o, have been imcrpohited 
into the )av oi nations, founded ttei- 
ther in juliice nor the ufage or ac- 
knowledgment of nations. Accoiding to 
thefe a belligerent takes to itfell a commerce 
with its own enemy, which it denies to a 
neutral, on the ground ^ its aiding th^t 
enemy in the war. But reafon revolts at 
fuchan inconfiftency, & the neutral having 
equal ri^ht with the belligerent to decide 
che queUion, the inierefts oi our coD&itu* 
entf, and the duty of maintaining the au- 
thority oi reafon, the only umpire be- 
twcen juft i^ations, impofe on us the 
obliga&ion ol providing an e^efiual and de- 
termined oppofitiou to ^Ao&nne To inju- 
rious tathe rights of peaf eable nations. 
Indeed the confidence we otight to have 
in the juilice of others ilili coimtenances 
the hope that 2| founder view of thofe 
rights will of itTelf induce Irgm every bel- 
ligerent a more cojiefl^ obfervance ot 
them. 

With Spain* our negociations for a fet- 
tkment of differences have not had a iat- 
isfa£lory ifTue. Spoliations during the 
former war, for which (he bad formally ac- 
knowledged herself refponfibie, have been 
reiufed to be coc^penfated but on condi- 
tions af}c3ing other claims in no wife con- 
nefled with them. Y^^ the fame praftices 
are renewed in the prcfenit war and are aU 
ready oi great amount. On the Mobile 
our commerce paffing through that river 
continues to be obftru&ed by arbitrary 
duties and vexatious fearches. Propofi- 
li'ons for adjufting amicably the boundaries 
of Louifiana have been acceded to. While 
however, the right is unfetiled, we have a- 
voided changiisg the (late of things by ta. 
king new poils, or flrengihing ourfelves 
in the difpu^ed territories, in the hope that 
the other power would not, by a Contrary 
condu£l, oblige us to meet their example, 
aii J endanger cor;fli£ls of aiuhcrity, the if- 
(ueol which may nvt be Cufi y cuntroul- 
ed. Bat in this hope we have now reafon 
to Ic (Ten our confidence. liiroads have 
been recently ma^e into the territories oi 
Orleans and the M.^tfippi, our citizens 
have been feized and their property plun- 
dered in the «^ery parts of the former which 
had been aflually delivered up by Spain, 
and this by the regular officers and foldiers 
of that government. I have therefore 
found it neceflfary at length to give orders 
to our troops on that iromier to be in rea- 



dipefs to protefi our citizens and to repel 
by arms any Similar aggtefTions in futuie 
Other details, necefTary for your full in- 
formation ot the flate of things between 
this country and that fliall be the fufje3 
of another communication. In revie>ring^ 
thefe irjuties irom feme of the belligereru 
power?, the moderation, the firmnefs and 
the wifdcm oi the legiCature will all be 
called into aSion. We ought ftill to-hope 
that timeand a more corre8 eflimate oi in- 
tereit as well as oi char«.£ler will produce 
the juflice we are bound to expefi. But 
fliould any nation deceive iifelf by faJfe 
calculations, and difappoint that expe£)a. 
tion, ue muff join in the unprofitable 
conteif, of trying which party can do the 
other the moft harm. Some of thefe inju- 
ries may perhaps admit a peaceable reme- 
dy. /Where that is competent it ^s ^ways 
the mofl defirable. But fome of them are 
of a nature to be met by for<:e only, and 
al^iof tbem may lead to it. I cannot there- 
fore but recommend fuch preparations as 
circumflances call for. The fiiftobjcfiis 
to place our feaports towns out of the dan- 
ger oi infult. Meafuieshav^ been alrea- 
dy taken for iurnifhing them with heavy 
cannon for the (ervice oi fuch land batte- 
ries as may make a part. of their defence a- r 
gainil armed velfels approaching them. In! 
aid oi thefe it is defirftble we (hould have^ai 
ccmpetent number of gun- boats, and the 
number to be competent mufi becoRfider^-j 
ble. JUmjpcdiately begun they may be in 
readinefs for feivice at the opening of the : 
next feafon. Whether it will tentctffary to j 
augment our laiid forces, will be decided Iby 
occurrences probably in the courfe of 
your fefTion. In the mean time you will 
confider whether it would net be expedi- 
ent, for a (late oi peace as well as of war, 
fo to organife or clafs the militia, as would 
enable us on any fudcen emergency, to 
call for the fervices of the younger por- 
tions unincumbered wiih the old and thofe i 
having families. Upwards^f three hun- 
dred ihoufand able bodied men, between 
iheBgeof eighteen and twenty. (ix year?, 
which the laft cenfus (hews we may now 
count within our limits, will inmifii a 
competent number/fexr offence or defeivCc in 
any point where they may be wanted,* and 
will give time for raifing regular forces af- 
ter the ncctflTuy of them (hall become cer- 
tain ; and the reducing to the early period 
of li-eall its aflive (ervice cannot but be de- 
firable to our younger citizen', of the 
prefent as well as iuture times, inafmuch 
as it engages to them in more advanced age 
a quiet and undifturbed repofe in the bo- 
fom of their families. I cannot -then but 
eameftly recommend to your early confid- 
eratioiH tlie expediency oi fo modifying 
our militia fyftem as, by a feparation of the 
more aClive part from that which is iefs fo, 
we may draw. from it, when nece^ary, an 
efficient corpf, fit for real and afUve^fi^^ 



viqe, and to be called to it in regular rota<*

With Tunis (ome mifunderftandinfi 
have arifen not yet fuificlcntiy explained, 
but friendly difcu'frions vi ith tt>eir ambafla* 
dor recently arrived, and a mstual difpo- 
diion to do whatever is juft mhI reafpnabfe 
cannot fail qf drfli^ating tbefe. So that 
we-may corfider our peaee on that coifl, 
generally, to be on as found a footing as it 
has betn al at>y preceding time, btill it 
would not be expediert r.o withdraw im« 
mediately the whole of our iorc« irom^. 
that fea. 

The law providirg for a iraval peace 
eflablifhment fixes the numb^ of frigates 
which fhall be kept in conflant fervice in 
time of peace ^ and prefcribes ii>at ibey 
(liall be m^anned by not more than 2-3ds ol 
their ccmplement of feamen and ordituu 
ly'feaiLen. Whether a frigate may be 
tiuiled to two thirds of her proper ^omple* 
menr oi men uMxtt depend on the nature 
ot tbe Tervtce on -which ihe is ordered* 
That may fometim^s^ for her fafety, as veW 
as to cnbire ber objift, require ber EolkA 
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complement. Iti adverting to thif fubjeft, 
Cangref* will perhaps coafidcr whether 
the beft Hmitatioo oo the Exccmiive dif- 
crerito 10 this cafe wquM not be by. the 
nuaiber of feamen ifhicb may he employ- 
ed in the whole fervice, rather than tqr ihe 
namber of veffjU. Occafioniof tai arife for 
the employment ol (mall, than ot large 
veffcU ; ani it^w^t^ld leffen rifque as well 
as expence, to be authorized to employ 
on prelercQce. The limitation fuggefted 
by tfie number ot feamen would admit a 
leleElion of velTels beft adapted to the (er* 

Our Indian neighbori are advancing, 
many ol them with fpirit, and others begin- 
ning to engage in the purfoits of agrical- 
ture and boufehold manufafiore. They 
are becoming fenfible that the earth yields 
fubfiftence with lefs labor than the torefi, 
and find it their intereft, from time to time, 
to difpofe ot parts of their furplus and wafie 
lands tor the means ot improving thofe they 
occupy.andotiubfi (ling their families white 
they are prepariitg (heir farms. Since your 
hflfe(Iion,thenorihern tribes have fold tous 
the lands between. the Conneflicut referve 
and the former Indian boundary, and thofe 
on the Ohio, from the famtf boundary to 
the rapids, and for a confiderable depth in « 
hni. The Chickefaws and Cherokees 
have fold us the country between and ad- 
jacent t»> the two diftrifts ot TennelTee, 
and the Creeks the refidueof therr lanjU in 
the forkofOcmulgee up to the Uloofauhat- 
che. The three former pure hales are im- 
portant, inafmuch as ^hey cbnfotidate dif- 
joined' parts of our fottled country, and 
render their intercourfe fccare ; and the 
fecood particularly fo as, with the fmall 
point on the river which we expeft is by 
this time ceded by thePMnkecfhaws, it 
completes our ^lofT^lB m ol the whole ot 
both banks of itie Ohio» trom its fource 
to near its mouih, and the navigation of 
that river is thereby rendered tarcver fafe 
to our citizens feuled and fettling on irs 
cxtenfive w?ters. The purch*ile from the 
Creeks too has b2?nfor fi7me time partic- 
ularly interefting to the fliteof Georgia. 

Tne feveral treaties which have been 
mentioned will he fubmittcd to both Hou- 
fe$ ot Congrefs4or the exercifo* ot their 
refDeftive funftions, 

Deptitations now on their way to tlie 
featot Government, from various nation!? 
of Indians, inhabinnfir the Mi/Tjari and 
other parts bdyond the M'tfillippi, come 
charged with aiturances of their fatisfac- 
tion with the new relations in which they

Tbe receipts at the treafury daring tbe 
year eoding tbe 30th day of September la& 
bavecxee^td the fym ot thirteen millions 
of doilacs, which, with not quite five mil- 
lions in the treafury at the t^eginning of 
the year, have enabled ut after meeting 
otlier demands, to pay nearly two millions 
of the debt contra8etd under the. Britiih 
treaty and convention, upwards of tonr 
millions ot principal of thie public debt, 
and lour millions ot intereft* Thefe pay- 
ments, withitiofe wfcnch had been made in 
three years and an half preceding, lutve 
extingaiChed of the funded deln, nearly 
eighteen millions of principal. 

Congrefs, by their aftof November 10, 
1803, authorized us to borrow 1,750,000 
dollars towards meeting the claims of our 
citizens affumed' by the convention with 
France, We have n6r, however, made 
ufc ot this authority ; becaofe the fum of 
tour millions and an half which remained 
in the treafury on the fame 30th day of 
September laft, with the receiprs which 
we may calculate on tor the enfuing year/ 
befides paying the annual fum ot eight 
millions ot dottars, appropriated to the 
funded debt, and meeting ah the current 
demands which maybe expeSed, will en- 
-able us to pay the whole /urn of three mil- 
lions feven hundred and fifty thpufahd dol- 
{ars alFumed by the Fretrch convention, & 
till leave us a furplus of nearly a million 
ot dollar* at our free dffpofak Should yoir 
concur in the provifions of arms and arm- 
ed veflTels recommended by the circumftan- 
ces of the times, this furplus will furnifh 
the means of doing fo. 

On the firft occafion of addreffing Con- 
grefs fince by the 'choice of my conftiiu- 
«nt$, I have entered on a (econd term of 
adminiftration, I embrace the opportunity 
to give this public afTurance iha» 1 will ex- 
ert my bed endeavours to adminifter faith- 
fully the Executive Department, and will 
zealouflycooperate withyo3 in anymeaf- 
me which may tend to (eciire the liberty, 
profperity, and perfon^l fafcty ot oufr fel- 
low citizens, and to confolidate the repub- 
lican forms and principles of our govern- 
ment.

Jt BIOGSAPMICAL SKETCMOFTHE LJTE 

Co£. THOMAS BUTLER. 

J^ HE cbara£l^r« and aflions of 
m«Uoifu>u$ raeu, in all agc;s, have becu 
read with picaiure. It U a uibute duo u> 
viriue to record the aQipiH of thofe who 
are worthy of emulattoo. Oar couDtry is 
aod ha3 long been at pe^e*— war aicbiev- 
itientsiind war like men are alxnoft {orgol- 
ten ; un^efs when a newfpaper announces 
in a few lines, the death of fot^e revolu- 
tionary chief— and the type has not been em- 
ployed in recording the death of one more 
iamented than the late Col. Thomas Butler. 
II virtoe, honor, benevolence, honefty, a 
found heart and a clear head, united with 
bravery, conftiiute a^w'*^;^ man, he pofief- 
ics tbem. He was, in the year 1776 (the 
yeajT that is fo much boaftcd of — tJiat tri^ 
td nten*s fouls') a ftndent at law with the 
eminent Judge Wilfon of Philadelphia ; 
early in ihat year be quitted his lUidies 
and joinftd the army as a iubaltern — Toon 
rofe (o the grade of Captain, and continu- 
ed in it ti[! the happy and ^{lorious ciofe of 
the revolution. There w#re five brothers 
of the Butlers that joined the American 
caufe, and fought duringtbe war, and left 
the fervice with the following grades vr«. 
Col. Richard BmJer, C#l. William But- 
ler, C"4pt. Thomas Butler, Lieut. Pieice 
Butler and Lieut. Edward Butler — none 
of them now living but Pierce Butler, 
Thomas Butler, whofe irwmory we wiOi 
to perpetuate, was in almoft every adion 
that was fought in the middle Stv es dur- 
ing the war — at the battlvHxf Bcandywine 
he received the thanks of the illuRrious 
Wdlhington on the field ot bottle, through 
hisaid-de-caoip Gen. Hamilton, for his in- 
trepid condu£l in rallying a detachment of 
retreating troops, and giving ihe enemy a 
fevere nie. At the batle of Monmoutfi 
he received tha thanks of Gea. "Wayne for 
defending a defile in the face of a heavy 
fire from the enemy, while Co!. Richard 
Butler's regiment made good their retreat 
•— hiftory records the unfortunate events 
of that day. At the clofe of the war he 
retired into private life as a farmer, where 
he enjoyed rural and d«me0tc bappinefs 
until 17919 when he again took the field 
to meetr a favage foe, that menaced our 
frontier, and the unfortunate 4ih of No- 
vf^mbar, of that year, v^ too %iicll known [ 
He was dangerObdy wounded, .and with 
ciifficuhy and great hazard, hfs brother, 
Cipt. lidward Butler got oflf the field, 
where they left Gen. Richard Butler a 
corpfe ! \. In 1792, he was ^ntinued on 
the eftablifhment as a Major, and was pro* 



moted in 1794 to Lieut. Col. Command- 
ant ol the 4th fublegioa — He cofniaanded 
fort Fayette at Phtjburghihai year, when 
j his name alone (for he had but ftw troops) 
prevented the deluded infuvgeiiU irots 
taking the Fort. In 1797 bt was aamed 
by Piefident WaOiington as the officer befi 
cakulated to command in the State of 
Tenneflee, when it was neccffary to dif- 
polTefs fome citizens that had imprudently 
fettled on the Indian lands; accordingly 
in May of lhat year be marched with his 
regiment from the Miami on the Ohio,and 
by that prudence and good fienfie that has I 
ever marked his cfaara£ler throuah life, 
he, in a Qiort time, removed all Sfficul- 
ties, to the fatisfa3ion of thofe concerned 
— as a firm and lailing proof of it^ he 
holds- the fefpc£i andeftccmof ail the vir- 
tuous men in the fiate. He made feveral 
fuccefsiul iieaties with the Indians while in 
the ftate of Tenncflee. In the year 1802, 
at the rcfdu£lion of the avir^y, he was con- 
tinued as Col. of the 2d regiment of In. 
fantiy on the peace eftabliftiment. Here 
his biographer flops — paufes — what can he 
write more ? He can announce to the 
world that Col. Butler was arrefied by the 
Commanding General in 1803. ai Fort 
Adams on the MifTifippt, fern to Freder- 
ick-Town, Maryland, where he was tried 
by a geiieral C6urt Martial, and acquitted 
iKxuorably of all the charges, except ihas ; 
of weajing his hair, which he held as a gift ^ 
of natuie, and was of opinion, abat 00 
power on eai^h had a legal right to take it 
irom him — which opinion beheld till his 
death. After bis trwl he was ordered to 
New-Orl^ins, there tp take commaiKf of 
the troops,which he did on the 20th ol Oc- 
tober, 1804, and on the 20th November 
following was a;;ain arreflcd for not crop- 
ping off his hair ! ! — and not until the ifl 
of July did a court convene for his fecond 
iria! — the rcfult qf their decifion is not > ct 
known. Since his lafi arrefl he loft his 
wife, who, likebimfelf, was univerfally 
lan^ente^ by the good and virtuous* She 
died near N^hville, Teimcflee — In confe- 
quence of her death and the deranged hui- 
ation of his affairs, he folicited leave from 
the Jlon. Secretary of War and the com- 
manding General to reinrn to TenneO'ee fo 
loon as the Court Martial was over — Alas ! 
this application was pa (Ted over in Olcnce, 
no anfwer was ever given him I He was 
advifed to move out of the city, which he 
did in the Utter part of July, and on the 
7ih of September, paid the great debt of 
nature, a|;ed 51 years — he has left three 
Tons and one amiable daughter to lament 
his lofs ; yes, and he has left the virtuous 
world of his acquaintance to lament his 
lofs ; and none will feel it more fevercly 
than the valuable part of the army of all 
grades.

Arrived the brig Lydia, Wtbb, 40 days from 
Bordeaux. 

Capt Webb is the bearer of Bordeaux papers of 
Octoljcr 25, and Paris of 18th, by which it appears 
that the French bad gauncd very considerable advan« 
tages in the neighborhood oi Ulnuover the Ausiriaos. 

We r,top the press to say, that we have received 
the •• Journal du Comirterce," of the 18th of Octo- 
ber, which contains a letter from the Emperor Na- 
poleon to the Prefect and Mayor of Parts, under 
date from the Imperial Heac* Quarters at Augcburg 
of the Ilth October stating, in substance, that a bat- 
rle had taken place at Wertigcn, beiwecri several di- 
visons of the Fiench Arniy, commanded by l^rincc 
.Mural, and twelve battnlions of Austrian grena- 
diers, the Elite of their army, in which the Am tri- 
ans had been defeased, with the loss of all iheir Ar- 
tillery, eight stand of coloinrs, many oflicersand sol- 
diers killed and wounded, 4000 made j>ri$oners. 

Another ktt«-r of the same date, states that a 
second action had taken place, within 24 hours at 
Gunzbourg, in which the Fiench were again success 
ful. 

In ifris action, the Austrians are stated to have 
lost 2,500 men, killed and woQDdcd, aiid X#20d priw 
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<«ners, amonj; th«m Major (yeneral Aspre, and 6 
pieces of cannon. The French lost 403 killed and 
woanded. 

Several Austrian Migjazincs, among them those 
of Fridh^r;, in Bavaria ha'i fallen into the hands 
of the French. 

The commu lications of the Austrian troops are 
ftaid to have been cat off at Aus^sborg and Lands- 
-per^. 

Piince Marat^with the corps of Marshals Ney and 
i^aaaes, were in pursuit oi ihem. 

Ten regiments liid been withdrawn from the Aus- 
trian army in Italy, and had arrived by Post at 
the Tyrol. 

Some Russian corps, which wew also transport- 
ed in carriages, were advancmg towards the Inn. 
B-it the Frcach sta-.c their positions to be so advaa- 
t^ous that they shouid be able to maintain them.

Paris, Oct. 17.

This action is tlie titsi 
result of the vaster plan that a Great Co.ninander 
coulJ ever cjnci.e. The march of the Grand Ar- 
ni/ vv.i'. asure gnaraarce af i^s triumphs ; S3 indeed 
*fcven before xhi tit,c ncvvs of it had been received, 
Ok* p iblic opiiiijn was at perfect ease. It vcems 
that the war "n already mad-% and that peace is 
reaiy to be rc.iewcj. Stocks never expcrieaced a 
greater rise, nor a more substantial support. On 
the otherside, the .-^nsiriaa Monarchy never was in 
a more critic il situation. The Emperor Francis, a- 
baadoned by the ^rtAX vassals whom he has so im- 
prudently provoked, ill served by an ally, w^o per- , 
haps speculates -ttiion his losses, will soon l^ve no 
other resource, but the hugnanlmity of a vaTl|uisher 
who has never abused victory. 

Twelve battUIions of Grenadiers and four isqjad- 
Tons ef GuHrassicis are the main body of a^rtat ar- 
my ; the loss of them must ihrov a damp ever the 
Austrians. Be>ide», we see among them no orjjin- 
ized" army, no decided plan, no general capaple of 
stopping the impetuous mar^h cf the great* Ga.lo- 
G-rman army. The name of the commander who 
was at firic designated seems to be condemned to 
r;dicule ; the atTair which has recently taken place, 
iiuishcs his reputation. 

Frojn th: second Bulletin. 
The irth at day break, Prince Murar, at the 
head of the divisions of dragoons, of Generals 
Beaumont and Kieiii, and of the divisio« of carabi- 
neers and ci»lrass.cr>, commanded by general Nan- 
soery, marched to cat otf th« road from Ulm to 
Augsbourg. On arriving at Weriigen, he perceived 
a considerable division of iheencm>'s infantry, sup- 
ported by four squadrons of cuirassiers of .Albert 
He direcrly surroundtd ihis wh'de body. Marshal 
Lannes who was marching behind vhcse divisions 
of cavalry, arrived with the divisions of Oudtnot, 
and after an engagement of two hours, colours, 
eamioa, baggage, olficers and soldiers, the whole di- 
vision of the enemy w*?re taken.

All the ca^mons. colours, most of the ofRcers of 
the enemv's army, that were in the battle at Werien- 
gen, have been taken, a great number have 4ieen kil- 
led : 2 lieutenant colonels, 6 majors, 63 olticers, 4000 
e ^IJiers. remain in our possession ; the rest have 
' dispersed and escaped into a m:>rass, which stqpped 
a column that were pursuing the enemy.

Vhb Ve^Umai'C^XUb Oct 

Tlie battle Wertingen was succeeded in 21 hours 
by that of Gu.^zSjurg. Marshall Ney marched with 
the army under his command,^ as also with the di- . 
visiDn of Loison, unto Langeneau, and the division 
of Mather unto Gunzbourg. The enemy endeavor- 
ed to oppose themselves, bat were routed on every 
side. It was in vain then that Prince Ferdinand ap- 
peared in person to defend Gunzbourg. General 
Mather was attacked by the 59th regiment, the com- 
bat became obstinate, corps to corps. Col. Lacues 
was killed at the head of his regrment, which, not* 
withstanding the most vigorous resistance, carried 
the bridge by great force. The cannon which de- 
fended it were taken by force, and the advantage* 
ous situation of Gimzbourg, remained in our posses- 
sion. Three attacks of the enemy were Ineflectnal, 
and they afterwartU retired. with precipitation. The 
reserve under Prince Murat arrived at Bergau and 
ptirsued the enemy daring the night and made a 
great slaughter. ^ 

Tlie consciipts have shewed as much bravery and 
military conduct at the old soldiers. When the bat- 
tle commencts, they \6%t the name of conscripts ; 
jil as'ijre to that of soldier!». The weather contin- 
ues very bad, it still continues to rain very bard, but 
nothwithstanding the army is in good health. 

The enemy lost m^-ire than f jOO men in the battle 
of'tJun^ibourg ; we have taken 1200 prisoners and 
pieces of cannon. Our loss is about 400 men, 
ehher wounded or dead ; Major General Aspre is a- 
mong the prisoners. 

Private letters from Strasburg, which we have 
this moment received, announce the taking of Ulm. 
It is yet only a rumor ; But nothing can surprise 
when we consider the extraordinary celerity with 
which NapJeonthc First executes phtnsso vast and 
so'C mplicated.

3. RfolreiU That so much efrhe Message cf :l.e 
President of the United States as relates to the or- 
ganization and classification cf the militia, and :-> 
the augmentation of our lajxi iorces, be rtferiej 
to a select committee* 

4. Petolve'i, Tha^so much of the Message of the 
President of th& United States, as rela es to our nr.^ 
val peace cstabiishmcnt, be referred to a belect c< ni- 
mittee.

ST. DOMINGO. * 
THE following is the tnoiJe of rearing 
BiooHhoundfl, in St. Domino, and the 
manner ol excrcifing-ihem by ibc C\^U 
fcurs : ' 



The moment ilieblood-boundf are taken 
from the dam ihey are confined inJcjen* 
nels viih iron bars in fronr, like the dens 
ufed by ihewmen for confining wild bcafli, 
where they are iparingly fed on the blood 
and enrails of animals. A« they grow up, 
their keepers frequently cxpofe in the front 
et their ta^e a figure refemblihg a iiegro, 
m»le or lemafe, and of the fame colour 
and drefs., the body of which contains the 
blood and entrails of beaib, which bein^ 
occafionally futFeied to gufli out, ibe 
figure attra6ls the attention of the dogs as 
the fource of their food. They are then 
gradually reduced in their meals, till they 
are aimoft famiflbed, whi'e the image is flili 
more frequently expofcd to then view ; 
and when they ftruggle wl(h reJcniblcd fe- 
rocity ag^inft their confinement (o ccme 
at their prey, the image is brought nearer 
at intervals, tilt at lafl it is ab^tTdoced to 
their hunger, and b<'inte of vickar work is 
in ah irftant lorn to pietei', and thus ihcy 
arrive at a copious meal. While ihey 
gorge ihemfzlves with this, ihe keeper and 
his colleagues care ftt and encourage them. 
By this execrable artifice, the wniie peo- 
ple at «nce ingratiate thcmlelves with the 
dogs, and teach them to regard a negro as 
their proper prey. — As foon as the young 
dogs are thus well initiated, th«y aie taken 
out to be exercifcd on living C)(>it6h and 
are irained with great care, till they ^rri^e 
at the neccfFary nicety and ^x.-rHocfs in 
pvirfuii of the pOor wretches tht^y are 
doomed to deftroy. The common ufe of 
the do^ in the Spanifh iflands, was in 
chd^r^oi runaway rtrgroes in the moun- 
tains. When once fhcy got Xcent of the 
ol jeft, thev fm-edily ran him down, and 
devrute.-i him, t;nlcfs he could ev^dc the 
puifuit l^y clirr.bing a tree, in which cafe 
the dogs remained at »he foot ivf the trer* 
}elpir»g in *ilie mofl hideous manner till 
liieir keepers arrived. If the viftim wa*; 
ct^ he prefprvtx! for a public exhibition of 
a cruel punilhment, the dogs wcie then 
ronKzled, and the prifoner loaded with 
chains. On his neck was pliced a col]<ir 
with rpikes iHward and hooks outward, the 
latter for the porpofe of entangling him 
in the bufhes il he attempted to efc^ipe. It 
the unhappy wretch proceeded lailerthan 
bis guard, it was conilrued into an at- 
tempt to run from them, and he was 
given up to the dogs, who inftantly de 
vourcd him. Not feMorn, yo a j JMrrey of 
confiderahle length, .tUefe caufes were 
feigned by their keepers to relieve them ol 
their prifoner, and the inhuyian motvfter, 
who perpetrated the jtO. received the re- 
ward of ten dollars from the colony, on 
J mfaking oath of his having deftrdycd his 
fellow creature ! The keepers, in general, 
acquire an abfolute command over thefe 
do^f ; but while the French army ufed 
them in their late war againfi St, Domin- 
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go, while they had pofficflSoii of the Cape, 
the dogs fiequently broke iooTe in that 
neighborhood, and chil^en were devour- 
ed in the public ways ; and fometimc$ 
they furprifcd a harmieu family of laborers 
(wfio had fubmitted and fufnifhcd the 
French ihemf^lves with nccen*aric5)at their 
fimple meal, tore the babe Irom the bread 
of its mctcer, and iHvolved ibe wbok 
party in one common and cruel death, and 
returned, when gorged, with their horrid 
jawsdreached with human blood ! £veo 
thedefencek'fs hats of the negroes have 
been broke into by thcfe dreadful animals, 
and the deeping inbabliants have (bared a 
like miferable fate.

war by our law court! . We hope Mr» 
Jeffciflon will call forth (bme other re four^ 
CCS than his favorite arma of pleas in bar, 
by &vt of Congrefs agaioft Biitifh debts. 
It thi^^s inuil ccn.e tu /exueroiiies, let 
htrr, in cond<.fcenf)On to the temper end 
htrfbiis of New England^ choofe fume o* 
ther u capon better f>cfiuirg a hero, than a 
quiil. Cor.fifcaiion ot debis, bt fides the 
hcnor of the principle would remedy none 
ol our public evils: but by the d?mning 
{tain ot it5 infamy would a^grava'c ihem 
all, and who would be bentfiied hy it, but 
the defpetate and profligate debtors ? It ^ 
for fuch men our nation woiild confent to 
fuflain a war, which coniifcation of Biit- 
ifh property would furcly kindle, and 
which we fhoufd gladly terminate, in m 
month after it was begun, by underiakfng 
to pay, out of the public treafuiy, tl>e lu 
mount of the confifcated debts ?

We do not call upon Mf., JtfFerfon to 
fip ito^ war with Great Bi itaio» France cr 
Spain. Wc deprecate war as a great evil 
but not fo great as nafional aifiionor. 
But we do call upon him to attend to the 
condition of our fuffering and expiring 
commerce. Weinfift th^t afierfo long nejif- 
le6l, after entrufling (uch a poor helpfefs 
creature as Munroe with concerns fb 
much beyond his care or even coroprehen* 
fion, it is now time for Mr. Madifon to 
draw his quijl. It is time for him toinftruA 
a mioifler at the Court of London, capa. 
ble of being irftrufled, to aflert our rights 
with plainnefs ar.d fpiiH, but wiibout in- 
fult ; and to leitbai Court difcern our un-^ 
changeable purpofe, never to acquie fee in 
its uiorpaiion5, if upon due negoqation, 
they Oiall appear to be fuch. 

if the man feicSed fur that miflion 
Ihould fwppeu to have any fehfe, he will 
certainly have fome candour. He will 
not be able toafproach the tbrefliold of tb^ 
queiiion without perceiving its perplex i» 
ties. To raii about the great Leviadian of 
the fen may bring him down to the ievei 
of Samuel }J. Smiik ; and to echo the feil*. 
timents of Chanceilcr LivingRon and Mr.

If, as we contcntJ, the enemy of Great- 
Britain, by opening in time of war his col- 
ony to neutrals, can lawtuUy exempt the 
cargoes from capture wherever they may 
be bouiiJ,it leijoisasif the nilgai fovereign- 
ty of jGrreit Britain would be thereby ren. 
dered^almofl afelefs to h -r, H«r enemy 
would fcarccly fee! the efFcSs ot war. At 
firtt, beirtg obliged to fell hii colony pro- 
duce to neutrals, it would be fold at a ve- 
ly low price ; but as the demind of the 
coafumers for fach produce is great and 
fteaJy, the effeft of fuch facrifices would 
Toon be, to invite the competition of neu- 
trals : and the French or Djtch colonifts 
would lofe fcdircely any thing but the prof- 
its on the freight, which of all profits is 
well known to be the lo weft. BritiQi vef- 
fels being, in Ipite of convoys, T^metiijies 
captured, and as war raifes tfarc rate ol 
wages of teaman, it is obvious that neu- 
trals would fupplant the Britifh, in the 
co.Tipctition tor the fupply of the Ejrope* 
an coafumers. To a nation whofe (hips 
are her arms, and efpecially id a war that 
daily threatens hbr (li jres with two hun- 
dred thotafand inviders, thefe are confe- 
quences too terrible to permit her govern- 
ment to relirii^arQj any of her rights or to 
be timid or dilatory in the exercife ot them. 
Ol the other hand, if Great Britain fets 
berfelf up to be the fde judge ot thefe 
conieq*iences and refufing all explanations 
«od modifications, will perfift toanoihi^aie 
oar leag permitted and for fome years our 
ptincipM trade at a ftroke ; if fhe enforces 
her project of confining Neutrals to the 
importation of the fup plies tor their own 
confumption merely, and forbids their car- 
rying any other furplai to any other coun 
tries, our neutral rights becoTseof no val- 
ue.

TUh 
wa*: immediately complied with and the ceremony as 
quickly tended « for he slighdy indiTied !*is head for- 
ward, hastily put his hand upon his breast, and tb^ 
walked DO. Such, I saw is his general mode of re- 
ceiving str;ing«rs, who may not be announced, ad 
reen in office. After snpper my Turkish neighbors 
walked towards the navy yard, w'hich being in a 
contrary direction to the Theatre, it is presunr\able 
that they never contemplated visiting the latter. 
Though 1 could nr«ike every allowance for Theatric- 
al jSnewe here, yet I gpreatly fear that the children of 
Thespis will not by this, be mlmantiatly benefitted.

The vangaard of the second Russian army, a- 
mourning to 20,000 men have arrived at Bohemia a- 
boot the middle of last month, and there is every 
reason to believe that a few days afterwards they 
formed a junction with the troops on the Inn. The 
rem^dcr of the second Russian army might he ex- 
pected tohave whnlly'Joined the troops on the Lin by 
the latter end of last month. 

Captain Lanjjford arrived at the Admiralty this 
afternoon, accompanied by a Russian ofF.cer, bringing 
with liim tnost importaffit dispatches from the Elbe. 

These dispatches bring a Treaty of Alliance 
which has been concluded betweati this «oditry and 



his Pj ussian Majesty, whose army of eighty thou* 
sand men was actnally on its march agahnst the com- 
mon enemy, when the dispatches were sent off. 

The emperor of Russia had been to Berlin to 
hold a conference with his Prussian "Majr sty. 

The same Emperor is hurrying to the scene of 
action, at the head of an army of £.ixy thomiand 
^cn ; and his imperial brother of Germany is Jlso 
marching at the head of another army. 

Government yesterday morning received the in- 
terestingjnteHigence that the combined Russian and 
Prussian forces have entered Hanover, where eve- 
ry thing is again put upon its former footing. Six 
thousand French have thrown themselves into the 
fortress of Hameln, where it is sup])Ofied they will 
be blockaded. 

The number of Prussian troops which were to be 
assembled at Hildesheim by the 26th ulr is stated in 
a letter from ' that place at 58,000 men; and the 
number of those which were to repair to the prov- 
inces of Fraracnia at 60.000. 

The Prussian troops on tJieir march t© Franconia \ 
and Westphalia are to be joined b> 24,000 Saxons 
and 20,000 Hessians. 

UNPRECEDENTED NAVAL VICTORY. 

LONDON GA^R^m RXlRAOi^DlNARY, 

ADMIRALTY-OFFICE, Novembbr6. 
Sir, 

Dispatches of which the following are copies* 
were veceived at the Admiralty this day at one 
o'clock A. M. from Vice Admiral Collingwood, 
commander in Chief of his Majesty's ships and 
vessels off' Cadiz. 

i^uryatu* off Cope 7rc»fb!gar, Oct. 22. 

The ever to be lamented dtath of Vice Admiral 
Lord Viscount Nelson, who, in the late conflict 
with the enemv, feil in the hour of victory^ leaves to 
me the duty of informing qiy Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, that on the 19th instant, it was 
communicated to the Coinn^inder in Chief from the 
ships watching the motions o£ the enemy in Cadiz, 
that the combined fleet had put to sea } as they 
sailed with light winds westerly, his Lordship cour ^ 
eluded their destination was the Mediterranean, and 
immediately made all sail for the Straights* cntraiKe, 
with the Brubh squadron consisting of 27 ships, S 
of them 64's, when ^lis Lordship wa? informed by?ll 
capt. Blackwood, (w.hosfe vigilance in watching and 
giving notice of the eiiemy*s movements, has been 
highly meritorious) that they had not yet passed the 
Stra«ghts, 

On Monday the 21st instant, at day tight. \h\t^ 
C^ye Tranfalgar bore S. by £. about sevorv la^-^gues, 
tlte enemy was discovered six or seven miles to the 
eastward, the wind about west, and very light : the 
Commander in Chief immediately made the signal 
for the fleet to bear up in two colomns, as they for- 
med in order of sailing ;. a mode of artack his lord- 
iihip had previou^y directed, to ^void the inconven- 
ieft<;e and delay in forming a line of battle in the usu- 
al manner.— The enemy's line consisted of S3 snips 
([of which eighteen were French and fifteen Span- 
ish) Connmanderin Chief Admiral Villeneuvc ; the 
Spanish under the direction of Gmvina, were, with 
their heads to the northward, and formed their line 
of battle with great closeness and cotiecmcss ; hat 
as the m;xle of attack was im usual, so the structure 
of their line was new ; it formed a cresent conven- 
ingto leward, so that, in leading down to tlieir cen- 
tre, 1 had both the van and rear abaft the beam ; be- 
fore the tire opened eyerf ahernate ship was about a 
^cables length to windward of her second a head and 
a stem, forming a kind ^f double line, and ijppear- 
ed, when on their beam, to leave a very littM inter- 
val between them ; and this without crowd mg their 
ships. Admiral Villenit^ve was in the Bucemaure 
in the centre, and the Prince of Astnrias boreGra- 
vina«« flag in the rear : but the Fr-.nch and Spanish 
ship's were mixed without any apparent regard to or- 
der of national squadron. 

Asthemtodeofattaekhad been previously deter- 
mined on, & communicated to the flag Officers and 
Captains, few signids were necessary, and none were 



made, except to direct cipse order as the lines bore 
down. 

Thtf Comft^nder In Chitf in the Victory led the 
weather column, and tl^e Royal Sovereign whicH 
bore my fiag the lee. 

The action began at twelve o'^ock, by the leading^ 
slrips of the columns breaking through the enemy*s 
litie, the commander ia chief aboiu the tenth iliip 
from the van, the second in command about the l2tt» 
from the rear, leaving the vsto of the enemy unoc- 
cupied j the sooceedir.g ships breaking rhrcughra 
all parts^ astern of their leaders, and engaging the 
enemy at the muzzles of their guns ; the conflict wa% 
severe ; the enemy's ships were fought with a gal- 
lantry highly honorable to their officers, but the at- 
tack onibem wasinesistable, and it pleased the Al* 
mighty disposer of all events, to grant his Majes- 
ty's arms a complete and glorious victory- — AbOQC 
three P.M. many of the enemy's ships having strtick 
their <3(}ipu|s, then: line gave way i Adtairat Gravi- • 
na w»;h ten ships joining ^heir frigates to lewand, 
stood towards Cadiz- The five headnnost ships in 
their van tacked, and standirg to scittliwaid, to 
windward of the British line were engagecl, and the 
stemnv>st of them taken j the other went off, leav- 
ing to his Majesty's squadron nineteen ships of the 
line (of which two *are first rates, the bantissinrui 
Tnn)d8da,and the Santa Anna) with three flag offi- 
cers, viz. Admiral Villeneuve. the Cornmindcr in 
Chief, Don Ignatto Maria D*Ahva, Vice Adfiii- 
ral, and the Spanish Hear Admiral Don Baltazer 
Hidalgo Cisneros. 

After suCh a^ victory it may appear unnecessary 
to enter into encomiaras on the particular parts taJi- 
en by the several commanders ; the conclusion says 
mote on the sjabjcct than I have language to e.xpresaj 
the spirit which anipiaied ill. was'*the same ; when 
all exert tbewtselves zealouUy in their coomry's ser- 
vice, all deserve th«t their merit shouUl stai:d recor* 
ded ; and never wai high merit more eonspicuous 
than in the battle I have described. 

The Achille (a French '74) after having surren- 
dered, by sonie mismanagement of the Frenclvnen, 
took fire ai^d blew up, ^0 of her tnen were saved 
by the tender. ^ 

A c!rcuma*aTie« occurred during the action,which 
^o* strongly n^arks the invincible spirit of Britieh 
seameti when en^;agingthe enemiesof their country, 
that I cannot resist the pleasure I hajve Jn Jtiaking'it 
,k]|own to their Lovdships : The Tcmeraii^ was 
horded by accident, or des-gn, by a French ship oti 
^nrside, and a Spaniard on the other ; the contest 
was vigorous, boi in the end the combined ensigns 
were torn from the poop, and the British hoisted in 
their places. 

Fuch a battle coidd not be fought without sustain- 
ing a great loss of men. I have noc only to lament in 
common with the British navy and the British na- 
tion, in the fall of the Commander in Chief, the loss 
of a hero, whose name wUI be immortal, and his 
memory ever dear to his conntry ; but my heart is 
rem v/ith the most poignant grief for the death of a 
friend, to whom by many year's intimacy, and a 
perfect knowledge of the virtues of hit mind, which 




he /ell, does not bring the consolation whkh perhaps 
it onghl ; his Lordship received a mosket ball in hi- 



left breast about the middle of the action, and sent 

an ofBcer to me immediately wirh his last farcweM 

and soon after expired- ' 

I have also to lament the loss of those excellent 
officers capt. Duff of the Mars, and Cooke of ihe; 
Bdlephron ; X have yet heard of none others. 

I fear the numbers that have fallen will be found 
very gre^i, when the returns cotne to me ; but it 
having biowed a gale of wind ever since the action^ 
I have nor yet had it in my power to collect any re! 
ports from the ships. 

The Royal Sovereign having lost her masts, ex- 
ceptthc tottering foremast, I called the Euryahis to 
me while the action continued, which ship lyinjr 
within hail, made my signals, as»vice which capit 
Blackwood perfomvd with great attention ; jiAtr 
theaction I shifted my fi«^ to ber, that Iflaj^ 
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more easily cmnmm^ieale mj orders to. and collect 
the ship8» todtowed tbe Royai Sove^eiga out to se«- 
ward. The MrH<4e fleet were now y\ a very fierJous 
5»taatton, many dismasted ; all shattersd in thirteen 
fathom water off the shoals, of Trafalgv. awd when 
I made the stgnaT to prepare to anchor, few of the 
^ips had an anchor to let go, (heir cables being 
shot, bat the same j^ood Providence which aided us 
jhiou3^h8iKh a day preserved us in rhe night, by the 
wirtd shiftinjij a few points, an I drifting the ship^ off 
the land, exeept four of the captured dismasted 
sh»[)5, which are now at <«chor oS Trafalgar, and 
1 hcpc will ride safe Uiitil those gales are over. 

Having thui detailed the prjceedings- of the fleet 
•n this occasion, I beg leave to congratulate their 
Lordships on a victory, vrhich, I hop6, will add a 
ray to the glory of his Majesty's crown and be in- 
tended with public benefit to our country.

In my letter of the 22nd I detailed to yon, for the 
itif irmation of ray Lord^ Commissioners of the Ad- 
intraUvj the proceedings of his Majesty's squadron 
o»i the day of the action, and that preceding it, 
since which 1 have had a continued series of misfor- 
tunes, but they are of a kind that human pnidenee 
could not possibly provide against, or my skill 
prevent. 

On the 22d in the morning a strong southerly wind 
blew squally weather, which however did not pre 
vent the activity of the officers and seamen of soch 
ships as were manageable from getting hoW of many 
of the prizes (thirteen or fourteen) and towtng them 
off to the westward, where I ordered them to r«n- 
deztfous round the Royal Sovreigii, m tow by the 
Ne^jtune ; but on the 23d the gale increased, and the 
sea ran so hieh j that many of them broke the tow 
rope, a id drifted far to leeward, before they were got 
hold of again, and some of them taking advantage 
in the dark and boisterous night, got before the 
wind, and have perhaps d if ted upcm the shore and 
sunk ; on the afternoon of that day the remnant of the 
combined ^&tu, ten sail of ships, who had not been 
itinch engaged, stood up to leeward of my shattfred 
und straggled chargt, as if meaning to attack tHem, 
which obliged me to collect a force our of the feast in- 
jured ships, and to form to leeward for their diif- 
cnce ; all this retarded tbe progress of the hulks,and 
th^ weathercontinuing. determined me to destroy 
all the leeward most that could be claared of the men, 
considering that keeping possession of rhe shipf was 
a matter of little consequence compared with their 
falling again into the bands of the enemy ; but even 
this was an arduous task in th^ high sea which was 
runr/.g. 

I nop% however, it has been accomplished to a 
considerable, extent ; I entrusted it to skilful officers, 
who would spare no pains to exectite what was pos- 
sible. The captains of the Frhice aod Ncptnne 
cleared the Trinidful and, sunk her. Captains Hope 
Bayntun, and Malcolm, who joined the fleet this 
xnoine )v from Gibraltar had thfe charge of destroying 
four others. The Hedoubtable sunk astern of the 
Swiftsure while m tow. The Santa Ann, I have no 
doubt, is sunk, as her side was almost entirely beat 
in ; and such the shattered condition of the whole 
of them, that unless the weather moderates, I doubt 
whether I shall b« able to carry a ship of them into 
port. 1 hr>pe their Lordships will approve of what 
I (having only in consideration the destruction of 
the enemy's fleet) having thought a measure of abso- 
lute necessity. 

1 have takei\ Admiral Vllleneuve into this ship ; 
Vice Admiral Don Aliva is dead. Whenever the 
temper of the weather will permit, and I caa spare 
a frigate (for there were only four in the action 
with the fle6t, Euryalas, Sirius, Phoebe, and Na- 
iad ; the Melpometie loined tbe 33d,) I shall collect 
the flag officers, aod send them to England with 
the^r flags, (if they do not all go to tbe bottom) to' 
he at his Majesty's feet. 



Thtre were four thou'-.and troops embarked, un- 
der the commai d of General Comtamin, who was 
taken with Admiral ViUeueuvt in the Ikicentaure^*-

To the official details of ibcdtAruttion 
ot the combined fleets, we are enabled \o 
add forae intcrefling particulars which 
occurred belote and during the a6Hon and 
fome citcuiTtfiiinces reiatiT)g to our ifhmpr- 
tdl Nclfon. When Lord Nelfon found that, 
by his flcillful manoeuvres he had placed 
the enemy in iuch a (ituiition, thai (bey 
could not ^void an engagement, be dlT. 
played the utmoft animation, and his ufu- 
al confidence ol viftory ; he faid 10 cap. 
tain Hardy, and the other officers who 
forrounded him 00 the quarter-deck, * now 
they cannot eicape us ; I think we flit^ at 
leaU make Pure of twenty of them. I (hall 
probably loofe a leg, but that will be pur- 
chafing a viftory cheap^.* The Viftory, 
his lordlhip's (hip, being lafhed to the SaA- 
ti^ma Trinidad, hi& iordflii|>Vas entirely 
expoff^d, aS well to the fire of the cahnon» 
as the mufquetry from the tops, trom 
which a conltant fire was kept up. He 
wore the iitfigniaof the Bath, of the Cref- 
ccnt and ^f the other Orders,thc honorable 
rewards of the glorioas exploits which he 
hadatchieved. So fplendid a mark could not 
fail to atcraft the notice of the enemy, and 

^ capt. Hardy, alarmed for his fafety, re^ 
peatedly entreated him, from the com* 
mencement of the aftion, to change bis 
coat : but hisrhind was too much occupi- 

|»ed with the fcene to think of perfonal dan- 
ger. About tbe middle of the aftion, his 
lordfhip's fecretary was killed at his fide : 
and fhortly after, a muflcet ball, fired from 
the tops of theSamiflima Triofadad, gra- 
zed his lordfhip's (houlder, and, entering 
his lefubreaft, paiTed through his tuogs. 
The Hero inifantly fell. He was immedi- 
ately carried below and the furgeons pro- 
nounced the Wound mortal. — His lordfhip 
lived about an hour, during the. whole of 
which time he remainedf perfeftly colletL 
ed, and difplayed the fame heroic naagna- 
nimity in tfie arms of death, that had mar. 
ked his conduft in ecery aftion of his glo- 
rious life ! a few minutes before he expir- 
ed, he ordered captain Hardy to be -called 
to him ; when the captain came, he afked 
bow many of the enemy's ftfps had 
ftruck ? the captain anfwered, that as near- 
ly as he could afceruin, fifteen fail of the 
line bad ftruck their colours. His Lord* 
Ihip then, with that fervent piety which at 
ftrongly marked his chtrafter» as his iKill 
and courage, returned thanks to tbe Al- 
mighty ; add then turning to Captain Har- 
dy, ht (aid, *' I kAow I am dying. I 
codd hare wilhed to (urvive to brcntbe siy 



laft upon Britifh ^lound : but the will of 
God be done T* In a few momcnis he ex- 
pire-i ! ! I The lafl figr.al Lord Nellon, 
made was fuch ^\ cannoi, and never will 
be forgoutn — it was by tr if graph — •• That 
England cxpefted ihatevery m^n would {}o 
his duty." Tbu* died in the 48 h year ot 
his age, the freateft Commander that ever 
adorned the Britifh navy, leaving behind 
him — clarum et venerabiUnomen gentibus 
name dear to Great-Briiain, ?hd an ex- 
ample of heroifm that will infpire his gal- 
lant countrymen in^ims,toemuiatehts vir- 
tues, and live in the remembrance of a 
grateful poller iiy. 

It may excite fome furprize ihit tbe 
combined fleets, though fo much (uperior 
in number, fliould venture to mtec a fleet 
commanded by Lord Nelfon, from whom 
they had fled over one half ol the globe, 
panic ftruck at his name, when he had 
only eleven fail of the line. We under* 
ftand that the fcarcity of provifions ren- 
dered it impofTible lor them to ftay much 
longer in Cadiz. Orders were given to 
Vllleneuve, that he muft^fque an aftion, 
(hould he perceive any material diminu- 
tion ot the Engl iOi fleet. From a privafe 
letter, tranfmitied fome time ago, from hia 
iordOiip, it appeared that he had intelli- 
gence of thefe orders, andiormed bis plan 
accordingly. When his lordfhip dif- 
patched admiral Louis, in the beginning 
of the laft month, for provifions and water 
to Tetuan, with feven fail of the line and 
fome frigates, he expefted, of courfe, that 
the French admiral would come out to give 
him battle. He theh Communicated his 
plan of iSttaf ^ xp all his captains, who an., 
fwered, unanii^ufly, that the plan was fa 
wifely concerted, it muft fucceed ; and 
they wcruld afl pWgc their lives for the re- 
lujtr His lordftiip, on receiving this an- 
f^r> declared it vr^^ one of the happielt 
circumftances of his life. 

The number of killed and wounded will 
probably prove to be above 1000. The 
Viftory is faid to have loft 150 men. 

Admiral Collingwood is appointed com- 
mander in the Mediterranean, with the 
fame powers lord Nelfon had. Several 
{hips have failed to reinforce that fleet. 

It is juft reported, (fays a London paper 
ot Nov, 7) that the Arch Duke Charles 
has gained a viftory over the French army 
undier Miffena, in Italy.
